November.  1854,  and  adjonmed  on  Thursday,  Jane  second,  to 
meet  in  Providence  on  the  seventh  of  June ;  adjonmed  on 
Thursday,  fifteenth  of  June,  to  meet  again  in  Providence  on 
the  second  Monday  in  January,  1866.

to  inue  or  re-isaue  the  notes  or  bills  of  such  incorpo- 
Tited  bank  before  its  conversion,  of  a  leas  denomina- 
tioD  dun  five  dollars  up  to  the  first  day  of  July,  A.  D. 
1866;  Provided,  however,  that  the  entire  circulation! 
itieh  any  banking  association  may  issue  shall  not,  with 
tbe  ctrculation  which  they  may  receive  from  the  United 
States,  exceed  ninety  per  centum  of  the  capital  stock 
of  But^  banking  association. 

Sec.  2.    The  bills  or  notes  of  any  incorporated  bank«'^ 
iiovided  to  be  destroyed  under  the  provisions  of  the 
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act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment,  may  be  destroyed 
by  or  in  the  presence  of  the  General  Treaaurer  or 
either  Bank  Commissioner. 

Any  of  the  incorporated  banks  of  this  State 
are  hereby  auUiorized  to  increase  their  capital  stock  to 
any  amount  not  exceeding  one  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars, without  paying  any  tax  upon  such  increased  capi- 
tal to  the  State ;  Provided,  ^at  such  increase  be  made 
on  or  before  the  first'  day  of  July  next,  and  with  the 
view  of  such  State  bank  being  organized  as  a  Katioul 
Banking  Association.

Section  1.    The  time  for  which  the  census  shall  be 

'taken  shall  be  the  first  day  of  June,  1865,  and  eveij 

tenth  year  thereafter,  and  the  returns  shall  be  made  to 

^  v**«"  the  Secretary  of  State  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 

August  of  each  year  in  which   the  census  shall  be

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Sbgl  2.    After  the  present  year,  the  census  shall  be  "  '^'"'■ 
tiken  by  agents  appointed  in  each  town  by  the  Town 
couDcil,  and  in  each  city  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen.

The  justices  of  said  court  shall  provide  a 
suitable  room,  with  accommodations  for  said  court,  at 
an  expense  to  the  State  not  exceeding  one  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars  per  annum.

Gideon  H.  Durfee,  Nathaniel  B.  Durfee, 
TiIluMB  P.  Bateman^  Samuel  West,  Isaac  B.  Richmond, 
ind  their  associates,  successors  and  assigns,  are  hereby 
seated  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  of 
the  Pall  River,  Tiverton  and  New  Bedford  Railroad 
Company,  and  by  that  name  shall  he  capable  in  law  to 
make,  have,  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to 
break,  renew,  or  alter  at  pleasure  ;  and  shall  be  and  are 
hereby  vested  with  all  the  powers,  privileges,  and  im- 
■mnities  which  are  or  may  be  necessary  to  carry  into 
efiect  the  purposes  and  objects  of  this  act,  as  hereinafter 
wt  forth.  And  the  said  corporation  are  hereby  author- 
ized and  empowered  to  locate,  lay  out  and  construct,

them,  their  snccessors  and  aBsigns,  estates  of  every  kind, 
Teal,  pennnal  or  mixed,  and  the  same  to  manage,  let, 
kue,  aasiga,  grant,  bargain,  sell,  aliene,  convey  and  dis- 
pose of  at  pleasure;  to  Bue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be 
impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered  unto,  defend  and 
be  defended  against,  in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity, 
ud  before  all  bibunals  whatever ;  to  make,  have  and 
rae  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  break,  alter  and 
renew  at  pleasure ;  and  shall  also  have  power  to  make, 
establish  and  put  in  execution  such  by-laws  and  regular 
tionB,  not  contrary  to  law,  as  they  may  deem  necessary 
(a  convenient  for  the  government  of  said  corporation, 
ind  the  management  of  their  property  and  concerns, 
■od  \he  duties,  services  and. employments  of  their  officers 
and  agents,  and  the  same  to  change,  alter  or  amend  ; 
■nd  generally  to  do  and  execute  all  acts,  matters  and 
tfaiogs  which  may  be  necessary  to  carry  into  ef^t  the 
pcnrers  and  privileges  herein  granted.

Tuesday,  May  30, 1865. 

The  two  Houses  of  the  General  Assembly  having 
convened  in  Grand  Committee  for  the  purpose  of 
receiving,  counting,  and  declaring  the  votes  for  General 
Officers,  given  at  the  annual  election,  on  the  first 
Wednesday  in  April,  1865,  the  votes  were  delivered  in, 
together  with  the  lists  of  votes  from  the  several  towns. 

His  Excellency,  JAMES  T.  SMITH,  Governor,  in  the 
chair. 

The  chair  announced  the  following  as  the  committee, 
to  assort  and  count  the  votes : 

Newport  Gmtdy — Oliver  C.  Brownell,  Mr.  Tilley,  Allen

Providence  County — Messrs.  Samuel  M  Foss,  Henry  A

Hifl  Excellency,  the  Governor  in  the  chair. 

The  Select  Committee  to  count  the  votes  for  Genen 
Officers  submitted  the  following  report 

The  Select  Committee  appointed  to  count  the  vot4 
for  General  Officers  beg  leave  to  submit  the  followiia 
report: 
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That  the  whole  number  of  electors  votiog  for  Gov- 
ernor, ia  10,985,  and  tbnt  5,493,  are  necessary  for  a 
choice.  That  10,153  electors  voted  for  James  T.  Smith ; 
that  100  electors  voted  for  George  H.  Browne,  of  Glo- 
cester;  that  197  electors  voted  for  Edward  Harris  of 
Cmnberlaiid ;  aod  that  635  electors  voted  scattering. 
They  further  report  that  James  Y.  Smith,  of  Providence, 
ifl  elected  Governor  by  a  majority  of  9,321  votes  over 
sU  others. 

That  the  whole  number  of  electors  voting  for  Lieu- 
teoant  Governor  is  10,815,  and  that  5,407  votes  are 
necessary  for  a  choice.  That  10,213  electors  voted  for 
Duncao  C.  Pell  of  Newport;  that  97  electors  voted  for 
Henry  Butler  of  Warwick,  and  that  505  electors  voted 
scattering.  They  further  report  that  Duncan  C.  Pell 
of  Newport,  is  elected  Lieutenant  Governor  by  a 
nujority  of  10,213  votes  over  all  others. 

That  the  whole  number  of  electors  voting  for  Secre- 
tary of  State  is  10,684,  that  6,343  votes  are  necessary 
kr  a  choice.  That  10,684  electors  voted  for  John  R 
Bartlett  of  Providence,  and  that  62  electors  voted 
scattering.

T«  titt  Ben.  General  Agiembly  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island: 

Tbe  undersigned,  Board  of  Railroad  ComnussionerB,  respecl- 
My  sabmit  the  following  Report : 

This,  it  will  be  perceived,  is  in  reference  to  the  condition  of 
As  rradB  the  present  spring,  and  a  report  of  the  accidents  during 
^  present  jear,  as  tbe  last  report,  which  yonr  Board  had  the 
loDor  to  submit,  was  up  to  the  commencement  of  this  year. 

He  first  accident  was  on  the  New  York,  Boston  and  Provi- 
Joce  Railroad,  on  Satordav,  J&nnaiy  14th,  by  which  Mr.  Sam- 
kI  Harrison,  of  Potter's  Hill,  was  killed  almost  instantly.  Yonr 
Boird  met  Jaiioary  19th,  when  it  was  proved  that  two  men  were 
nlking  upon  the  track  between  Westerly  and  Dorrville,  both  of 
'•faom  undoubtedly  were  under  the  influence  of  liquor.  It  was 
■bnt  dark,  and  raining.  They  were  perceived  by  tbe  engineer 
iad  fireman,  when  but  a  short  distance  from  them.  It  was  a 
kgolar  train,  and  upon  time.  The  bell  was  rung,  the  whistle. 
Uown,  the  brakes  applied,  and  the  enfipne  was  reversed,  still  the    . 

■n  was  struck  and  killed ;  and  your  Board 

Voted,  That  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  the  accident  is  not 
tlngeable  to  carelessness  of  employees  of  the  New  York,  Boston 
■d  Providence  Bailroad  Company. 

Tbe  daily  papers  of  February  8th,  stated  that  an  acddtnt  had 
S)pened  upon  the  Proyidence,  Pawtucket  and  Central  Falls 
lakoad,  whereby  Mr.  Spear,  one  of  the  drivers  on  sud  road, 
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was  injared.  The  Secretary  ofyonr  Board  made  inquiries  reb' 
tire  to  it,  and  finding;  the  facts  of  the  case  to  be  as  represented  ia 
the  papers,  did  not  deem  a  meeting  necessary. 

The  next  meeting  of  yonr  Board  was  on  the  28th  of  Febniarf, 
and  was  called  to  investigate  the  causes  which  resnlted  in  the 
death  of  Thomas  Dorgan,  on  the  4th  of  February,  by  the  cars  of 
the  Old  Colony  and  Newport  Railroad  Company,  near  the  coil 
mines  in  Portsmouth,  R.  I.  From  the  best  evidence  which  toot 
Board  could  get,  it  seeins  that  he  must  have  been  killed  by  the 
steamboat  train  running  on  said  road,  at  about  eight  o'clock  p.  m. 
No  one  on  said  train  saw  any  one  on  the  road,  or  knew  of  the 
accident  until  the  following  Monday.  The  man,  howerer,  wu 
seen  walking  upon  the  track  a  few  minutes  before  the  cars  wen 
then  due,  and  his  body  was  found  badly  mutilated  a  few  momeuti 
after  the  cars  passed.  There  is  a  crossing  near  the  place  where 
he  was  found,  and  the  employees  testified,  when  at  this  crossing, 
the  bell  was  rung  and  the  whistle  was  blown,  and  also  that  the 
head  light  was  lighted. 

A  Babsequent  meeting  was  field  to  obtain  ad(Utional  testimony, 
afler  hearing  which,  it  was 

Vottd,  That  in  the  judgment  of  this  Board  the  Old  Colon; 
and  Newport  Rtulroad  Company  are  exonerated  from  all  liability 
in  the  case. 

On  the  8th  of  April,  James  O.  Neal,  an  employee  of  the  Neti 
York,  Boston  and  Providence  Railroad  Company,  vkb  injuied 
while  attem|)ting  to  get  on  a  gravel  train  between  Charlestows 
and  Westeriy,  and  on  the  24th  of  April,  John  McMagle,  ai 
employee  of  the  Hartford,  Providence  and  Fishkill  Railroac 
Company,  was  also  slightly  injured  while  coupling  cars  in  Prori 
dence.  The  Secretary  of  your  Board,  after  having  made  in 
quiriea  relative  to  each  of  the  accidents,  did  not  deem  it  essentia 
that  a  meeting  of  your  Board  should  be  held. 


On  the  8d  of  May  a  notice  was  received  from  Mr.  H.  A 
Chace,  representing  the  Boston  and  Providence  Railroad  Com 
pany  in  Providence,  stating  that  a  team  had  been  damaged  b; 
their  cars.  An  investigation  into  this  case  and  the  result  of  th< 
same,  will  appear  under  the  date  of  a  subsequent  meeting  of  yon 
Board  in  this  report. 

The  next  meeting  of  your  Board  was  on  the  12th  of  May,  «ni 
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wu  for  the  purpose  (rf"  examining  the  Proridence,  Warren  and 
Bristol  Riilroad.  The  bridges  and  road  bed  were  found  to  be  in 
good  condition,  bat  your  Board  also  fonnd  many  places  where 
fining  wu  required,  bat  they  were  assured  by  the  Road-Master 
tktit  would  immediately  be  attended  to. 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  %tae  day,  the  Fall  River,  Warren  and 
Providence  Railroad  was  examined,  but  it  was  not  found  to  be 
cotnpleted. 

tie  next  meeting  of  your  Board  was  held  on  the  18th  of  May, 
tt  Newport,  to  ascertain  the  causesJljWhich  resulted  in  a  serious 
agoTj  to  Mr,  Jonathan  T.  Almy,  of  Newport,  on  Wednesday 
Utj  10th,  by  the  cars  of  the  OH  Colony  and  Newport  Railroad 
Company.  It  appears  that  Mr.  Almy,  a  gentleman  eighty-four 
jvta  of  age,  was  walking  upon  the  track,  going  towards  New- 
port, and  when  within  about  a  mile  of  it,  was  perceived  by  the 
a^eer  of  the  train  from  Newport.  The  usual  precautions 
*ere  sll  token  by  the  employees  on  the  train ;  still  be  was  hit,  and 
M  injured  that  an  amputation  of  an  arm  resulted  therefrom.  He 
"m  undoubtedly  confused  and  knew  not  what  to  do.  Your 
fiotrd  called  upon  bis  family,  and  were  by  them  told  that  neither 
ke  or  they  attributed  any  blame  to  the  Company.     Your  Board 

Vsltd,  Tliat  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  the  accident  was  not 
(HBed  by  carelessness  of  employees  of  the  Old  Colony  and  New- 
fvt  Railroad  Company. 

Tear  Board  again  met  on  Monday,  May  15tb,  to  investigate 
&e  causes  which  resulted  in  the  death  of  Stephen  Cullen,  on 
ibe  3d  of  May.  It  was  ascertained  that  he  was  an  employee  of 
fc  Sew  York,  Boston  and  Providence  Railroad  Company,  and 
"ing  upon  said  road  performing  his  duty,  and  turning  the  crank 
•  t  hand  car,  it  probably  caught  in  some  portion  of  his  clothing, 
nnwing  him  over  the  front  of  the  car,  and  directly  before  its 
'fced*.  He  was  ran  over,  and  lived  bat  a  few  hours.  Your 
Sard  coold  not  find  that  the  accident  was  chargeable  to  the  New 
Iwk,  Boston  and  Providence  Railroad  Company. 

TIk  same  day  the  track  of  the  Union  Railroad  Company,  and 
^tlw  Providence,  Pawtucket  and  Central  Falls  Railroad  Com- 
ing, were  examined  and  the  condition  of  the  same  found  to  be 
WJAetory  to  yonr  Board. 
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Yonr  Board  again  met  on  Tnesday,  May  16th,  and  enmined 
tbe  Providence  and  Worcester  Railroad,  and  found  the  same  to 
be  in  satis&ctoiy  order  and  condition.  Also,  examined  tbe  Neir 
York  and  Boston  Air  Line  Railroad,  and  finding  thereon  a  crcv- 
ing  which  jonr  Board  conudered  was  not  in  as  safe  condidoo  m 
it  should  be.  There  is  in  the  vicini^  of  this  location  a  large 
amonnt  of  travel,  and  your  Board 

Votedf  To  recommend  to  the  New  York  and  Boston  Air  Ijoe 
Railroad  Company  to  rednce  the  speed  of  all  their  outward  and 
inward  bound  trains  when  ranning  between  the  depot  at  Wood- 
aocket  and  the  new  mill  of  Mr.  Edward  Harris,  to  a  rate  not 
exceeding  twelve  miles  per  hour.  Also,  to  station  a  flag-man  at 
the  crossing  next  north  of  the  first  bridge,  north  of  the  depot  it 
Woonsocket,  to  be  there  at  all  times  when  trains  are  there  doe. 
The  bridge  next  to  the  depot  at  Woonsocket  upon  this  road,  wti 
found  to  need  some  new  planking,  and  the  agent  of  the  Com- 
pany stated  to  yonr  Board  that  it  would  be  repmred  immediately. 

Mr.  Jethro  T.  Briggs,  of  Providence,  was  hnrt  on  the  nth 
day  of  May,  by  the  cars  of  the  Providence,  Pawtucket  and  Cen- 
tral Falls  Railroad  Company.  The  injury  was  caused  by  attempt- 
ing to  jump  on  the  car  when  in  motion,  and  re-)ulted  in  a  whed 
passing  over  his  foot.  Your  Board  upon  inquiring  into  this  case, 
learned  from  very  reliable  authority  that  Mr.  Briggs  attributed 
the  whole  cause  of  the  accident  to  liis  own  carelessness,  therefore 
the  case  was  not  further  investigated.  No  notice  of  this  accident 
has  been  received  by  your  Board  from  the  Corporation. 

The  New  York,  Providence  and  Boston  Railroad  was  this  clair 
examined,  when  every  thing  appertaining  thereto  was  found  to 
be  in  good  condition. 

On  the  18th  of  May  your  Board  again  met,  and  examined  thi 
Hartford,  Providence  and  Fishkill  Railroad.  The  bridges  wen 
found  to  be  in  unusually  good  condition,  several  of  them  havioj 
recently  been  repaired.  The  road  crossings  near  the  Arctic  Mill 
were  considered  by  yonr  Board  to  be  unsafe  inasmuch  as  then 
is  a  great  travel  here  across  the  railroad,  and  it  was 

Voted,  To  recommend  the  Hartford,  Providence  and  Fishkil 
Railroad  Company  to  station  a  flag-roan  at  the  road  crossing 
near  the  Arctic  Mill,  to  be  there  at  all  times  when  trains  ar 
there  due. 
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Hie  next  meeting  of  jour  Board  was  on  the  19th  of  Maj,  and 
nifortlte  purpose  of  examioing  the  Boston  and  Providence 
Biilroad.  Repairs  were  being  made  on  the  bridge  over  the 
Blidutoce,  reqaired  partly  for  the  double  track  which  is  soon  to 
be  kid  over  it.  Slight  repairs  were  suggested  on  the  bridge  at 
Omega,  and  the  attention  of  the  road-master  was  called  to  iti 
udjroor  Board  were  informed  that  arrangements  had  already 
Imd  nude  for  repairing  it.  Every  thing  else  appertaining  to 
tbe  mi  was  in  most  excellent  condition. 

I  Thig  completed  the  ^ring  examination  of  the  roads.  Since 
tlf  ippnntment  of  your  Board,  every  piece  of  track,  and  every 
biidge  within  the  State,  has  been  carefully  and  thoroughly  exam- 
ned  twice,  and  notwithstanding  tbe  exorbitant  prices  charged  for 
ill  materials  used  in  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  said 
raidg,'in  the  judgment  of  your  Board  all  the  roads  are  in  a  good 
ud  creditable  condition. 

Vonr  Board  met  again  on  the  22d  of  May,  to  ascertain  the 
cwies  which  resulted  in  the  death  of  Mr.  Mark  A.  D'W.  Smith, 
« the  16th  of  May,  by  cars  of  the  Providence,  Warren  and  Bris- 
tol Bulroad  Company.  Owing  to  the  non-attendance  of  some 
'■4>ortaDt  witnesses  at  this  meeting,  the  case  was  not  investigated, 
tndyour  Board  ddjonmed  to  May  26th.  At  this  adjourned 
Beetiog  it  was  ascertained  the  accident  was  caused  by  Mr.  Smith 
■tempting  to  drive  an  ox  team  across  the  track  at  a  private  cross- 
og.  The  team  had  got  partly  on  when  tbe  cars  were  first  seen, 
ttd  were  backed  off  to  asafedistance,  but  as  the  engine  approach- 
ed we  of  the  oxen  jumped  toward  it.     Your  Board 

Voted,  That  in  the  judgment  of  this  Board  the  accident  was 
lot  caused  by  carelessness  of  the  employees  of  the  Providence, 
Vuren  and  Bristol  Railroad  Company. 

With  this  report  closes  the  term  bf  appointment  of  your  Board. 
Diriog  the  jeax  there  have  been  thirty-nine  meetings,  twenty- 
tw  ci  which  were  to  investigate  accidents.  Of  these  twenty- 
two,  eleven  persons  were  killed  and  fifteen  were  injured.  Of 
AtK  eleven  killed,  two  were  passengers,  one  of  whom  fell  off^ 
■d  tlie  other  was  killed  in  attempting  to  jump  on,  both  when 
Aecan  were  in  motion,  two  were  employees,  and  seven  were 
SBsed  by  persons  waUdcg  on  the  track.  Of  the  fifteen  persons 
■jmed,  four  irore  passengers,  one  of  whom,  when  riding  on  the 
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platform  of  a  horse  cur,  'was  jostled  off,  one  jmnpud  off  afler  tTBin 
had  started,  and  two  in  tlie  attempt  to  jump  on,  eight  were  em- 
ployees, and  three  were  caused  by  persons  walking  on  the  tnck. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

And  if  said  corpoiation,  or  any  persons  interested,  shdl 
be  dissatisfied  with  ^e  estimate  of  said  commissioDen, 
application  may  be  made  bj  said  dissatisfied  part^-  at 
the  next  term  of  said  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  aiter  the 
retnm  of  sach  report,  and  afler  its  publication  as  afbr& 
said,  for  a  jury  to  hear  and  finally  determine  upon  the 
amount  of  damages  to  be  assessed  in  the  case  com* 
plained  of,  which  said  application  sball  be  heard  and 
tried  under  the  direction  of  the  court  by  a  jury,  in  the 
same  manner  that  appeals  are  heard  in  said  court.  And 
if  the  party  injured  in  his  or  her  estate  a»p]y  for  sodi 
jury  and  fkil  to  obtain  such  increase  of  damages,  sach 
•  party  shall  be  liable  for  all  legal  costs  arising  after  ttw 
entry  of  such  application  for  a  jury,  and  such  oooit 
^hall  enter  judgment  and  issue  execution  accordingly. 
And  if  sach  corporation  apply  for  a  jury  and  faO  to 
obtain  a  diminution  of  damages,  it  shall  in  like  manner 
be  liable  for  costs,  and  said  court  may  enter  jndgmeat 
and  issue  execution  for  such  costs.  And  if,  within  tea 
days  after  any  damages  shall  have  been  finally  assessed, 
in  manner  aforesaid,  said  corporation  shall  not  pay,  w 
cause  to  be  paid,  such  damages,  if  any  sq^ssessed,  in 
manner  aforesaid,  by  said  commissioners  or  each  juiy,

SBa  11.  If  tbe  said  railroad  in  the  course  thereof 
lUl  cross  any  private  way,  the  said  corporation  shall 
B  coDstxuei  said  railroad  as  not  to  obstruct  the  safe 
ami  convenient  use  of  said  private  way ;  and  if  said 
nilraad  shall  not  be  so  constructed,  the  party  aggrieved 
Ml  be  entitled  to  hif  action  on  the  case  in  any  court 
paper  to  try  the  sam^,  and  shall  recover  his  reasona- 
Ue  damages  ibr  such  iiyury.  And  if  said  railroad  shall 
ii  the  course  thereof,  cross  any  canal,  turnpike,  or  high- 
«iy,  tbe  said  railroad  shall  be  so  cofistructed  as  not  to

In  all  proceedings,  whether  in  law  or  equity, 
in  which  said  corporntion  shall  be  a  party,  the  leaving 
of  aa  attested  copy  of  the  writ,  sumraona,  or  other 
process,  with  any  director  of  said  corporation,  residing 
m  this  State,  on  with  the  treasurer  or  agent  of  said 
corporation,  or  at  their  usual  place  of  business  in  this 
State,  or  either  of  them,  shall  be  deemed  a  sufficient 
fervice  thereof;  and  all  executions  that  shall  issue 
if^inst  mid  corporation  may  be  levied  on  the  property 
of  said  corporation  of  every  description,  or  in  such

If  the  stock  shall  not  have  been  subscribed 
fiv,  the  company  organized  and  the  location  of  the  road 
filed  with  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  of  the  county 
vithio  which  the  land  proposed  to  be  taken  for  the  use 
of  itid  railroad  is  situated,  previous  to  the  first  day  of 
Juraary,  A.  0.  1870,  or,  if  the  stock  being  so  sub- 
scribed, and  the  company  organized  and  the  location 
liade  as  aforesaid,  the  corporation  fail  to  complete  the 
railroad  before  the  first  day  of  January,  A.  D.  1875,  in 
either  of  the  above  mentioned  casea,  this  act  shall 
be  void  and  of  no  efiect 

Sbc.  14.  The  Woonsocket  and  Woonasquatucket 
Branch  Railroad  are  hereby  authorized  to  unite  with  a 
Bailroad  Company  which  may  be  empowered  by  the 
legislature  of  any  other  State  or  States,  and  with  the 
Woooasquatucket  Railroad  Company,  to  continue  said 
mlroad,  and  when  the  two  or  more  companies  shall  be 
m  united,  the  stockholders  of  the  one  company,  shall 
keeome  stockholders  of  the  other  company ;  and  the 
oompaniea  shall  constitute  one  corporation,  by  such 
BaiQ«  as  the  united  corporntion  may  adopt  And  all 
tte  firanchises,  property,  powers  and  privileges,  granted 
or  acquired  under  the  authority  of  the  said  States 
respectively,  shall  be  held  and  enjoyed  by  all  the  said 
itockholders  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  shares  or 
■Want  of  property  held  by  them  respectively,  in

One  or  more  of  the  directors  of  said  com- 
pany, as  is  provided  in  the  preceding  section,  shall  at 
aU  times  be  an  inhabitant  of  this  State,  on  whom  pro- 
cess against  the  said  company  may  be  legally  served; 
and  said  company  shall  he  held  to  answer  in  the  juris- 
diction where  the  service  is  made,  and  the  process  is 
returnable. 

Sec.  16.  The  said  company  shall  keep  separate 
accounts  of  their  expenditures  in  the  State  of  Bhode 
Island,  and  in  other  States,  respectively  ;  and  commis- 
sioners shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor  of  each  of 
said  States,  to  hold  their  offices  for  the  terra  of  one 
year,  and  to  be  reasonably  compensated  by  said  com-

The  said  company  and  the  stockholders 
therein,  so  far  as  their  road  shaU  be  situated  in  this 
State,  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  duties  and  liabilities  of 
the  Woonsocket  and  Woonasqiiatucket  Branch  Railroad 
Company,  created  by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  to 
the  general  laws  of  this  State,  to  the  same  extent  as 
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tlie  said  Woonsocket  and  Woonnsqimtucket  Branch 
Railroad  Company  and  the  stockboldera  therein  would 
have  been,  bad  the  whole  line  of  said  railroad  been 
located  within  the  limits  of  this  State. 

SEa  18.  The  provisions  contained  in  the  four  pre- 
ceding sections  shall  tiot  take  effect  until  said  provisions 
shall  have  been  accepted  by  the  stockholders  of  the 
said  corporations  respectively,  at  legal  meetings  called 
for  that  purpose. 

Sec.  19.  In  lieu  of  the  union  provided  for  by  the 
five  preceding  sections,  said  corporation  may  unite  with 
aoy  railroad  company  to  be  incorporated,  or  which  is 
now  incorporated  by  the  legislature  of  any  other  State 
or  States,  for  the  purpose  of  continuing  said  railroad, 
by  leasing  their  said  railroad  to  said  compnny,  or  by 
taking  a  Tease  of  the  railroad  of  said  company,  upon 
nich  terms  and  conditions  as  shall  be  agreed  between 
them,  or  by  any  other  contract  or  agreement,  duly 
made  and  entered  into  between  said  corporations. 

Sk.  20.  The  first  meeting  of  this  corporation  for 
the  purposes  of  organization,  may  be  called  by  a  ma- 
jority of  the  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this 
diarter,  and  who  shall  each  have  subscribed  for  twenty 
duves  or  upwards,  of  the  stock  of  said  corporation,  at 
racb  time  and  place  in  the  city  of  Providence  or  village 
of  Woonsocket,  as  they  may  agree  upon,  by  publishing 
a  notice  of  such  meeting  for  at  least  ten  days  in  two 
of  the  newspapers  printed  in  the  city  of  Providence, 
tnd  one  in  Woonsocket 

Sbc.  21.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  intended  or 
construed  to  authorize  said  corporation  to  lay  out,  con* 
rtruct,  or  continue  said  road  into  or  through  the  city 
of  Providence,  unless  with  the  assent  of  the  city  coun- 
cil of  said  city,  and  upon  compliance  with  such  condi- 
tioiifl  as  said  city  council  may  impose. 
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Jl  is  enaded  by  the  General  Msemhlg  as  foUowi  : 

Sbction  1.  William  W.  Hoppin,  James  Y.  Smith, 
Olney  Arnold,  T.  K.  King,  H.  H.  Thomas,  J.  0.  Stark- 
weather, Franklin  A,  Steere,  William  T.  Adams,  John 
C.  Tower,  £ben  Tourjee,  their  associates,  successorsand 
assigns,  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate  and 
politic,  by  the  name  of  the  Providence  Musical  Conser- 
vatory, for  the  purpose  of  giving  pupils  nn  opportunity 
of  making  themselves  thoroughly  acquainted  with  ^ 
those  branches  of  study,  the  knowledge  of  which  is 
indispensable  to  the  educated  musician,  and  of  promo- 
ting a  refined  and  cultivated  taste  for  music  and  the 
arts ;  and  the  transaction  of  such  business  as  may  be 
necessary  to  promote  said  objects,  and  by  that  name 
shall  have  power  to  confer  diplomas,  and  shall  be  able

Sec.  5.  There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the 
stockholders  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  by-laws  shall 
prescribe,  for  the  choice  of  officers,  and  for  such  other 
business  as  may  legally  come  before  them.

Genilemen  of  the  Senate  and  Souse  of  Repreaadcdives : 

It  is  once  more  my  privilege  to  greet  you  in  these  halls, 
as  you  return  to  enter  upon  the  work  of  legislating  for  our 
State.  The  year  which  has  just  closed  has  heen  an  event- 
ful one,  not  in  the  history  of  oxu:  State  alone,  but  in  that  of 
the  whole  country.  We  have  been  writing  history  in  letters 
of  blood,  and  we  have  been  permitted  before  the  close  of 
the  year  just  passed  to  greet  the  dawning  of  peace.  The 
^eat  war  which  pressed  upon  the  vitals  of  the  nation  with 
snch  force  as  hardly  to  be  paralleled  in  the  history  of  any 
times  which  have  preceded  us,  has,  during  the  year,  been 
suddenly  ended  by  the  complete  surrender  of  the  forces  in 
&rni9  agEunst  the  Union. 

>fot,  however,  until  it  had  caused  the  death  in  martyrdom 
of  one  of  the  noblest  of  Presidents,  and  opened  the  graves 
of  thousands  of  our  loyal  and  brave  citizen-soldiers.  We 
have,  during  the  past  four  years,  been  called  upon  to  mourn 
over  the  fall  of  the  brave,  sympathize  with  ihe  sorrows  of 
widowhoood  and  orphanage,  and  commiserate  the  Bufferings 
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of  tfaoBe,  who  for  the  sake  of  country,  have  suffered  priva- 
tions, indignities  and  lingering  deaths  within  the  prisons 
and  stockades  of  a  treasonable  confederacy  which  was 
seeking  the  nation's  life. 

Now  that  peace  has  come  to  us,  a  question  of  momen- 
tous interest  has  taken  possession  of  the  public  mind,  as  a 
legitimate  sequence.  Shall  the  pleasure  arising  from  the 
establishment  of  peace  prevent  the  exercise  of  that  retribu- 
tion upon  the  leading  offenders  and  aggressors  in  this  cause- 
less war,  which  justice  and  the  safety  of  the  country  in  the 
future  would  seem  to  demand  t  No  government  such  as 
ours,  no  people  so  enlightened  and  Christianized  as  ours, 
could  admit  the  element  of  revenge  in  its  dealings  witli 
even  such  offenders  against  its  majesty  or  its  life ;  but 
shoidd  not  the  country  put  its  seal  of  disapprobation  most 
emphatically  by  appropriate  penalties  upon  these  men  ? 
Would  it  not  aid  in  checking  the  restless  spirits  who  might 
hereafter  arise  to  renew  the  bloody  attempt? 

Rhode  Island  has  had  a  record  of  loyalty  during  this 
strife,  of  which  all,  even  the  humblest  citizen,  may  well  feel 
proud.  She  has  kept  her  faith  and  honor  with  her  sister 
States  and  with  the  general  government.  Her  sons  have 
bravely  borne  the  honor  of  the  State  upon  nearly  every 
battle-field,  and  have  brought  it  untarnished  from  the 
bloodiest  scenes  of  strife.  Our  gallant  dead  have  their 
graves  in  nearly  every  Southern  State,  but  their  record  as 
living  soldiers  or  dead  patriots  is  our  glory.  These  torn 
and  faded  battle-flags  which  adorn  this  hall,  are  not  display- 
ed simply  for  its  decoration,  but  they  are  the  emblems  of 
the  heroism  of  our  State,  and  every  rent  and  sacred  shred 
has  a  voice  to  us  before  whose  eloquence  words  become 
dumb,  and  the  language  of   the  tongue  loses  its  force. 
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They  have  been  borne  on  the  most  sanguinary  fields  by 
stout  Rhode  Island  hands  and  defended  with  stouter  Rhode 
Island  hearts.  Every  one  of  these  has  been  brought  hack 
to  us  for  preservation,  that  our  children  may  look  upon  and 
remember  through  what  peril  the  liberty  which  they  will 
enjoy  was  defended  and  Accured.  Thus  shall  our  posterity 
do  justice  to  the  memory  of  our  soldiers  and  reverence  the 
fame  of  our  gallant  State. 

The  furnishing  of  the  necessary  men  for  the  army  and 
navy  of  the  Union  has  not  been  all  which  has  been  require 
ed  of  us,  and  which  we  have  fully  met,  and  without  com- 
pulsion  or  murmur.  The  wealth  and  credit  of  the  State 
have  been  given  without  stint  or  measure. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  will  put  you  iiilly 
into  the  possession  of  the  details  of  our"  financial  condition. 
At  the  January  session  of  1865,  an  act  was  passed  author- 
izing the  issue  of  the  Bonds  of  the  State  for  one  million  of 
dollars,  in  addition  to  the  four  millions  which  had  already 
been  issued,  as  reported  by  me  at  the  opening  of  that 
session.  There  was  an  obvious  difficulty  in  effecting  the 
loan  of  the  last  million  authorized,  upon  such  terms  as 
would  promote  the  interest  and  reputation  of  the  State  in 
its  financial  character.  The  National  Government  was  in 
the  market  as  a  large  borrower,  and  was  paying  upon  its 
issues  seven  and  three-tenths  per  cent  interest  in  currency, 
and  tax  per  cent  in  coin,  with  gold  at  that  time  above  fifty 
per  cent  premium  in  the  puhUc  markets.  Besides,  our 
sister  States  were  extensive  borrowers,  and  their  securities, 
with  those  of  the  towns,  were  being  pressed  upon  the 
acceptance  of  capitalists  in  exchange  for  loans.  Appre- 
hending that  under  this  state  of  things,  with  our  bonds 
restricted  to  six  per  cent  interest  in  currency,  the  State 
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might  suffer  financially  and  its  credit  be  impaired,  I  declined 
issuing  them,  and  not  a  dollar  of  the  last  loan  authorized 
has  been  negotiate^  With  the  facilities  offered  by  the 
Bank  of  North  America,  and  such  temporary  loans  from 
other  banks  or-  bankers  as  were  for  the  time  required,  the 
General  Treasurer  has  been  enabled  to  meet  the  current 
demands  upon  the  treasury.  The  accounts  for  money 
expended  by  the  State  for  raising,  equipping  and  placing 
in  the  field  the  Third  Cavalry  and  the  Fourteenth  Regiment 
Heavy  Artillery,  (colored,)  amounting  to  over  two  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  having  been  audited  and  paid  by  the 
United  States,  relieved  in  a  measure  the  necessity  for  the 
issuing  of  these  bonds. 

These  accommodations  extended  by  the  banks,  with  the 
entire  floating  debt  of  the  State,  have  been  paid.  The  float- 
ing debt  at  the  commencement  of  the  war  was  only  about 
four  thousand  dollars. 

There  has  also  been  paid  upon  the  four  millions  of  bonds 
outstanding  against  the  State  in  January,  1865,  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  and  eleven  thousand  dollars,  leaving  our  pres- 
ent indebtedness  only  thirty-eight  hundred  and  eighty-nine 
thousand  dollars,  a  part  of  which  has  thirty  years  and  the 
balance  less  than  twenty  years  to  mature.  Should  the 
present  rate  of  State  tax  be  continued  annually,  it  will  yield 
sufficient  revenue  to  meet  the  accruing  interest  and  pay  off 
the  entire  bonded  debt  of  the  State  before  the  last  of  the 
bonds  become  due.  It  is  proper  for  mc  to  state  in  this 
connection,  that  the  bonds  for  one  million  dollars  authorized 
by  the  act  of  January,  1865,  were  printed  and  a  portion  of 
them  registered,  but  having  deemed  it  more  for  the  interest 
of  the  State  to  employ  temporary  loans,  as  already  explain- 
ed, I  caused  their  cancellation  and  burning,  as  provided  by 
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lav,  and  also  the  destruction  of  the  plates  upon  which  they 
were  printed.  These  acts  were  performed  by  the  General 
Treasurer,  as  will  be  certified  in  his  report 

I  congratulate  you,  gentlemen,  and  fill  of  our  fellow  citi- 
lena,  upon  the  present  sound  financial  condition  of  the 
State.  We  are  more  fortunate  in  these  respects  than  some 
of  our  equally  loyal  sister  States.  The  financial  burdens 
inilicted  upon  us  in  our  State  capacity  by  this  long  and 
exhauBting  war,  now  closed,  will  not  press  so  heavily  upon 
our  interests  as  to  retard  their  healthy  growth  or  materially 
affect  them.  With  economy  in  the  administration  of  our 
borne  afiairs,  we  can  meet  every  demand  and  steadily 
decrease  the  amount  of  taxation  levied  annually  upon  our 
citizens. 

The  relations  between  the  State  and  Federal  Govern- 
ment have  been  generally  of  a  friendly  and  harmonious 
(diaracter.  The  exceptions  have  been  where  subordinates, 
from  causes  not  deemed  of  sufficient  interest  or  importance 
to  bring  officially  to  your  notice  in  this  connection,  have 
mistaken  their  position,  or  the  sentiment  of  the  State  with 
which  they  have  had  to  deal. 

It  has  been  a  matter  of  no  little  delicacy  to  preserve  the 
rights  and  interests  of  our  citizens,  to  protect  individuals 
and  towns,  and  to  ascertain  the  exact  relative  demands  of 
the  GovemmeDt  upon  the  State  and  meet  them ;  it  embrac- 
ed the  whole  qnestdon  of  the  enrollment  of  our  citizens, 
ud  the  forming  of  a  correct  list  of  the  really  able-bodied, 
uma-bearing  population  of  the  State,  upon  which  the  calls 
of  the  General  Government  for  soldiers  and  seamen  were 
to  be  based.  Rhode  Island  would  never  consent  to  shrink 
from  what  justice  might  demand  of  her;  or  impose  the 
burden  upon  a  sister  State  of  furnishing  an  extra  soldier  ou 
her  account

It  was  my  duty,  in  obedience  to  the  obligation  assamed 
with  the  office  of  Chief  Executive  of  the  State,  on  the  one 
hand  to  protect  the  rights  of  our  citizens,  and  on  the  other, 
to  give  the  General  Government  every  facility  for  strength- 
euiug  its  military  force  which  justice,  the  law,  or  patriotism 
demanded. 

In  the  performar.ce  of  this  duty  it  has  been  my  purpose 
to  grant  to  the  subordinates  of  the  GovemrQent  every 
privilege  and  claim  consistent  with  the  dignity  and  rights 
of  the  State.  In  the  further  prosecution  of  th^e  ends  I 
caused  such  an  examination  into  the  character  of  the  enroll- 
ment lists  of  the  several  cities  and  towns  as  seemed  to  be 
demanded  by  the  spirit  of  the  law  and  the  interest  of  our 
citizens.  The  whole  enrollment  of  the  State  was  by  this 
means  reduced  from  a  maximum  of  tveetdy  ihousatid  three 
hundred  and  fotiy-teven  to  a  minimum  of  eighteen  ihowsand  four 
hmdred  and  nineteen  men.  Upon  which  the  State  has  furnish- 
ed twenty4hree  thousand  five  hundred  and  sevens-eight  men,  as 
admitted  by  the  Provost  Marshal  General  of  the  United 
States.  This  of  course  includes  the  various  terms  of  ser 
vice  of  all,  from  the  three  months  regiments  to  those  who 
enlisted  for  three  years  or  during  the  war.  Certainly,  with 
this  record,  our  State  has  no  reason  to  be  dissatisfied  with 
the  exhibition  of  her  loyalty  or  patriotism. 

At  the  January  session  of  the  General  Assembly  for  the 
year  1865,  a  resolution  was  passed  authorizing  the  Execntive 
to  employ  a  competent  person  to  revise  and  correct  the 
accounts  of  this  State  with  the  United  States,  in  order  to 
put  them  ii\  a  condition  for  adjustment 

In  carrying  out  the  wishes  of  the  General  Assembly  as 
expressed  in  the  resolution  referred  to,  I  caused  a  competent 
expert)  or  book-keeper,  to  be  put  into  possession  of  the  books 
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of  the  Quartermaster's  Department,  for  the  purpose  of 
making  a  correct  statement  of  its  account,  in  order  that  the 
Agent  of  the  State  might  present  the  claims  of  the  State 
against  the  United  States  in  due  form  to  the  proper  account- 
ing officers  of  the  Government  for  adjudication  and  settle- 
ment 

The  report  of  the  expert  was  of  such  an  extraordinary 
character,  representing  the  books  and  accounts  in  such  a 
condition,  that  my  personal  attention  and  investigation  of 
them  seemed  to  be  demanded  in  order  that  the  interest  of 
the  State  might  not  be  compromised,  or  its  honor  made  to 
sofier  by  the  presentation  of  accounts  against  l^e  United 
States,  which  were  not  correct  in  form  or  fact. 

I  have  consequently  caused  a  thorough  examination  to 
be  made  of  all  the  military  accounts,  as  fully  as  possible, 
ba<^  to  the  commencement  of  the  war,  and  shall  communi- 
cate the  result  of  that  investigation,  with  detailed  statements 
ud  figures,  in  a  special  message  to  the  General  Assembly  at 
an  early  day.  To  convey  some  idea  of  the  nature  of  these 
accounts,  it  is  proper  for  me,  in  this  connection,  to  notice  a 
few  of  the  points.  It  is  shown  that  in  an  early  period  of 
the  war,  two  oncers  were,  in  the  same  year,  though  at 
separate  times,  in  charge  of  the  office  of  Quartermaster 
General  of  the  State,  and  that  there  is  a  marked  discrep- 
ancy in  their  reports  of  that  office  for  the  year.  Both, 
however,  agree  that  a  sum  exceeding  a  half  million  of  dot- 
laiB  was  expended  by  the  State  on  account  of  the  United 
States.  The  books  and  accounts  of  these  officers  show, 
however,  the  expenditure  of  a  much  larger  sum  than  was 
charged  to  the  United  States,  involving  a  clear  loss  to  the 
State  of  over  one  hundred  and  twenty  thousand  dollai^  which 
one  (tf  these  officials  reported  to  the  General  Assembly  as, 
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in  hia  judgment^  "clearly  chargeable  to  the  United  States." 
This  account,  which  was  presented  to  the  United  States  as  s 
claim  of  the  State  for  military  expenditures,  exceeded  a  half 
million  of  dollars  for  that  year,  but  nearly  one-half  of  the 
amount  was  suspended  ur  disallowed  by  the  accounting 
officers  at  Washington,  and  still  remains  suspended. 

The  examination  further  shows,  that  money  has  been 
paid  over  to  the  General  Treasurer  of  the  State,  to  be  cred- 
ited to  the  United  States  upon  the  transportation  account 
on  his  books,  which  the  United  States  did  not  pay,  and 
which  has  never  been  credited  to  our  transportation  account 
upon  the  books  of  the  Quartermaster  General's  Department, 
or  been  presented  to  the  United  States  for  collection.  It  is 
apparent,  by  an  examination  of  the  books  of  the  Quarte^ 
master  General  and  those  of  the  General  Treasurer,  wiUi 
the  accounts  of  the  United  States  for  the  year  1862,  that 
the  moneys  received  by  the  Quartermaster  General's  De- 
partment from  the  General  Treasurer  and  the  United  States, 
are  not  correctly  stated.  And  further,  there  has  been,  in 
some  instances,  a  manifest  overcharge  against  the  United 
States.  For  instance,  the  State  has  charged  the  United 
States  for  a  greater  number  of  horses  than  it  is  made  to 
appear  by  the  books  of  the  proper  department  that  the 
State  ever  purchased. 

It  is  also  evident  that  'the  manner  in  which  the  books  and 
accounts  for  the  same  year  were  kept  and  the  transactions 
of  the  office  were  conducted,  by  the  mingling  of  official  and 
private  transactions  for  the  State  and  the  United  States  in 
the  same  person,  has  cost  the  treasury  of  this  State  thousands 
of  dollars. 

It  appears  further,  that  in  the  beginning  of  the  year  1863, 
two  persons  were  acting  at  the  same  time  in  the  capacity  of 
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Qoartermaater  General,  delivering  property  to  the  United 
States  and  conducting  certnin  special  business  of  the  Depart- 
ment The  examination  of  the  books  and  accounts  shows 
a  seeming  necessity  for  this  mingling  of  responsibilities,  in 
order  that  certain  "outside  transactions,"  to  which  reference 
has  heretofore  been  made  inofficial  documents  of  the  State, 
might  be  completed. 

The  transactions  of  the  regularly  appointed  Quartermas- 
ter General  for  the  balance  of  the  year,  appear  to  have 
been  correct,  by  such  an  examination  as  I  have  been  able 
to  give  them. 

It  will  also  be  remembered  that  the  detailed  reports  of 
the  transactions  for  the  first  years  of  the  "war  have  never 
been  made  to  the  General  Assembly,  or  appeared  in  print. 
I  have  therefore  caused  them  to  be  printed  in  full,  and  they 
will  be  found  in  the  appendix  to  the  special  message  upoa 
this  whole  subject  Since  the  year  1863,  the  system  of 
publishing  the  accounts  of  the  State  in  detail  has  been 
observed. 

While  these  are  the  brief  and  general  statements  as 
developed  in  the  course  of  the  examination,  still  there  are 
other  discrepancies  of  lesser  magnitude  and  importance, 
which  appear,  and  will  be  more  fully  shown  in  the  special 
message  and  accompanying  papers,  which  I  shall  have  the 
honor  to  lay  before  you  at  an  early  day. 

While  the  performance  of  the  duty  imposed  upon  me  by 
the  resolution  of  the  General  Assembly  was  responsible  in 
its  character,  the  report  of  the  results  is  painful,  because  it 
necessarily  involves  the  transactions  of  some  of  the  former 
officers  of  the  State.  Nothing  but  a  sense  of  duty,  and  the 
desire  to  place  the  State  right  with  itself  and  the  United 
States,  would  have  brought  these  facts  before  you  officially, 
or  to  the  public  notice.  ^,,,,^  i,,Cooq[c 
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In  order  the  more  perfectly  to  reach  the  exact  coDdition 
of  the  accoiintB  between  the  United  States  and  the  State  of 
Bhode  Ia]and,  and  prove  the  accuracy  of  the  report  of  the 
expert  appointed  to  examine  the  books  and  accounts  m 
thus  shown,  I  instructed  the  State's  Agent  to  make  a  fall 
and  detailed  report  of  all  his  doings  as  agent  for  the  State. 
He  held  that  office  dunng  the  administration  of  my  prede- 
cessors, and  his  appointment  was  renewed  by  myself.  He 
baa  proved  himself  capable,  honest  and  efficient  in  the  per- 
formance of  duties  both  arduous  and  difficult  His  report 
will  be  found  among  the  papers  accompanying  the  special 
message,  and  a  careful  examination  of  its  facts  is  requested 
of  the  General  Assembly.  From  his  report  it  appears  that 
there  were  audited  and  paid  by  the  United  States  to  the 
State  of  Rhode  Island  for  military  expenses  incurred  by  the 
State  for  the  United  States :

It  further  appears,  that  there  are  accounts  suspended  and 
disallowed  by  the  United  States,  for  the  year  1861,  amount- 
ing to  $228,258  47.  If  to  this  sum  is  added  the  account 
now  in  the  Agent's  hands  for  collection,  or  before  the  proper 
auditing  officers  of  the  Treasury  for  examination,  it  makes 
the  present  prepared  claim  against  the  United  States  amount 
to  the  sum  of  nearly  $330,000. 

The  particular  statement  found  in  this  report  of  the 
Agent  also  corroborates  fully  the  showing  of  the  deficit  id 
credits  to  the  United  States  upon  the  books  of  the  proper 
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officers  of  the  State  which  have  already  been  alluded  to. 
The  report  shows  that  the  Agent  has  collected  from  the 
United  States  some  $225,000  00,  or  thereabouts,  which  does 
not  appear  upon  the  books  of  the  Quartermaster  General 
for  the  years  1862  and  1863 ;  a  portion  of  which  is  claimed 
u  belonging  to  "the  outside  transactions"  to  which  refer- 
ence  has  already  been  made.  . 

The  difficulties  attending  the  settlement  of  the  accounts 
between  the  State  and  the  United  States  all  have  their  loca^ 
tioa  in  this  former  period,  being  among  the  oldest  claims 
held  by  the  State  against  the  General  Government 

For,  while  the  United  States  have  been  generous  in  the 
adjostment  of  claims  which  have  been  brought  before  them, 
which  were  clearly  within  the  province  of  the  law,  and  with 
the  proper  vouchers  attached,  still  they  have  been  cora- 
mendftbly  careful  in  adjusting  any  accounts  in  the  least 
questionable  in  their  legal  character  or  claims.  While  it  is 
gratifying  to  report  that  all  the  later  accounts  which  have 
been  presented  have  been  allowed  and  paid  in  full,  within 
the  fraction  of  a  single  dollar,  yet  it  is  not  pleasant  to 
umouDce  that  a  very  large  sum,  expended  during  the  first 
year  of  the  war,  still  remains  suspended  and  unpaid  by  the 
United  States.  It  is  not  to  be  denied  that  delay  in  the  set- 
tlnnent  of  these  accounts  rather  adds  to  than  diminishes 
the  difficulties  attendant  upon  their  acfjudication.  I  com- 
mend the  whole  subject  to  the  early  attention  and  careful 
scrutiny  of  the  General  Assembly. 

The  system  of  recruiting  adopted  to  provide  the  different 
contingencies  called  for  by  the  General  Government  in  its 
times  of  need,  has  already  claimed  the  attention  of  the  General 
Assembly,  and  has  been  the  subject  of  exciting  comment 
by  some  of  our  citizens.  It  is  due  to  history,  as  well  as  to 
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myself,  that  I  should  state  that  my  only  purpose  has  been 
to  secure  the  quotas  of  this  State  upon  every  call,  in  the 
■quickest  possible  time,  without  a  draft,  and  at  the  least  pos- 
sible expense  to  our  people.  To  accomplish  this  end,  the 
plan  of  the  Provost  Marshal  General  of  the  United  States 
was  adopted,  with  the  addition  of  such  checks  and  safe- 
guards as  would  best  protect.the  treasury  of  the  State.  Ko 
system  could  he  without  its  difficulties,  but  the  one  adopted 
seemed  best  for  the  accomplishment  of  all  the  ends  held  in 
view,  and  experience  has  shown  it  to  have  been  equal  to 
the  demand,  and  in  the  end,  economical  in  its  workings. 

The  raising  of  the  Fourteenth  Regiment,  Heavy  Artil- 
lery, (colored,)  was  an  undertaking  beset  with  difficulties, 
which  were  not  decreased  by  the  strong  political  prejudices 
and  animosities  then  being  engendered  in  some  portions  of 
the  State.  It  was  raised,  equipped  and  sent  to  the  field, 
however ;  was  a  credit  and  honor  to  Rhode  Island,  and  has 
been  returned  to  us  upon  the  close  of  the  war  nnd  mustered 
out  of  the  service.  Each  soldier  composing  it  has  received 
his  pay  and  has  returned  to  his  home. 

Some  dissatisfaction  was  known  to  exist  among  a  portion 
of  its  officers.  It  arose  from  the  fact  that  the  United  States 
Government  did  not  send  its  Paymaster  to  provide  for  the 
wants  of  the  officers  during  the  time  that  the  Regiment  was 
in  process  of  formation.  The  officers  appointed  in  charge, 
both  field  and  line,  requested  an  advance  of  pay  from  the 
State.  Deeming  the  request  just,  in  view  of  their  positions 
and  families,  I  caused  such  advances  to  be  made,  with  the 
understanding  that  the  money  should  be  refunded  to  the 
State  upon  the  settlement  of  their  dues  by  the  Government, 
taking  their  orders  upon  the  United  States  Paymaster  for 
the  same.  From  some  c&use,  t^ese  advances  were  aftei> 
c,q,-z.-dbvCooglt:

wards  claimed  by  a  portion  of  the  oiBcers  as  a  gift  from  the 
State,  and  some  dissatisfaction  was  created  thereby,  to  the 
iojary  of  the  otherwise  fair  reputation  of  this  fine  Regiment 

I  have  found  some  little  difficulty  in  adjusting  the  mili- 
tary a&ira  of  the  State  with  the  subordinates  appointed  by 
the  Bureau  of  the  Provost  Marshal  General ;  not  because  of 
any  disposition  upon  the  part  either  of  myself,  the  General 
Assembly,  or  the  people,  to  evade  meeting  the  fiill  require- 
ments of  the  United  States,  but  because  the  subordinates  of 
that  Bureau  either  did  not  comprehend  the  nature  of  the 
dnties  assigned  them,  the  explicit  general  orders  under 
which  they  were  required  to  act,  and  the  proper  limit  of 
their  powers,  or  because  they  became,  unthinkingly,  the 
ioBtruments  of  designing  men,  whose  purpose  seemed  to  be 
the  creation  of  strife  between  the  State  and  General  Gov- 
roent  While  I  still  think  it  would  have  been  preferable  in 
our  own  State  to  have  trusted  to  the  patriotism  of  our  peo- 
ple and  the  efforts  of  the  executive  and  legislative  departs 
ments  to  provide  for  our  quotas,  still  there  has  been  no 
disposition  manifested  at  any  time  to  do  otherwise  than  to 
enforce  the  law  and  claims  of  the  United  States,  and  afford 
every  bcility  to  the  officers  of  the  General  Government  for 
the  performance  of  their  delicate  but  arduous  duties.  Had 
all  of  them  been  as  anxious  for  harmony,  and  had  they 
respected  the  State,  instead  of  assuming  powers  inconsist- 
ent with  their  position,  much  of  the  ill-feeling  created  and 
BO  publicly  manifested  would  never  have  existed.  These 
very  difficulties,  however,  were  the  occasion  of  our  State 
being  the  first  from  which  the  entire  provost  marshal  sys- 
tem was  removed  upon  the  close  of  the  war. 

It  is  proper  for  me  to  say,  in  dismissing  this  military  ques- 
tini,  thit  Uie  duties  connected  with  the  Executive  Depart- 
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ment  for  the  past  three  years  have  heen  both  laborious  and 
constant  1  have  endeavored  not  only  to  provide  for  Uie 
wants  of  our  outgoing  soIdtenK,  but  the  returning  regimente 
have  received  all  the  attention  which  could  well  be  bestowed ; 
and  the  soldiers  of  our  sister  States  have  not  been  neglected 
while  passing  through  our  limits  on  the  way  to  their  homes. 
I  have  also  caused  transportation  for  returned  troops  to  be 
provided,  in  order  that  they  might  directly  reach  their 
homes  without  being  kept  in  camp  awaiting  settlement  aad 
final  discharge;  which,  though  adding  a  trifling  expense, 
has  saved  much  confusion  and  trouble,  as  well  as  gratifying 
the  soldier,  his  family  and  friends. 

In  the  performance  of  my  duties  as  Executive,  it  became 
necessary  for  me  to  enforce  the  law  and  revoke  the  com- 
mission of  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  State,  on  the  twenty- 
fourth  day  of  September,  1865,  supplying  his  place  by  tem- 
porary appointment,  or  nntti  the  meeting  of  the  General 
Assembly.  Under  the  law,  the  Adjutant  General  receives 
his  commission  from  the  Commander-in-Chie^  and  is  upon 
his  staff  He  is,  however,  by  law  elected  by  the  General 
Assembly.  The  law  empowers  the  Executive  to  revoke  the 
commission  of  any  officer  in  his  discretion,  and  painful  as 
the  duty  was,  still  the  interests  of  the  State,  in  my  judgment, 
required  its  performance.  The  offense  was  clear,  and  com- 
mitted with  a  knowledge  of  the  facts.  It  consisted  in  the 
issuing  of  certificates  to  soldiers,  certifying  that  their  names 
were  upon  the  records  of  his  office  as  assigned  to  the  quota 
of  this  State,  which  certificate  was  necessary  for  the  obtain- 
ing of  the  State  bounty;  when  the  facts  show  that  they  had 
not  enlisted  in  the  State,  and  were  not  credited  to  the  quota 
of  the  State,  either  upon  the  books  in  his  Department  or 
upon  the  books  of  the  proper  Department  in  Washington ; 
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tbej  having  enlisted  in  the  States  of  Kentucky  and  Ohio 
respectively. 

Upon  the  discovery  of  these  facte,  being  desirous  of 
giving  as  little  publicity  as  possible  to  the  afiair,  for  the 
eake  of  the  officer  himself,  I  requested  his  resignation  of 
the  office  which  he  held,  to  which  he  consented,  promising 
to  forward  his  written  resignation  on  the  Monday  following. 
Upon  consultation  with  his  friends  and  legal  advisers,  he 
refused  to  accede  to  the  request,  and  no  other  recourse 
remained  but  to  revoke  his  commission  under  the  law.  He 
then  refused  to  obey  the  order  to  give  place  to  his  temporary 
snccessor,  claiming  his  position  until  tried  by  a  court  mar- 
^1,  when  I  so  far  admitted  his  claim  of  being  an  officer,  as 
to  order  him  under  arrest  and  to  report  himself  immediately 
tt  head-quarters  as  such ;  since  which  time  the  duties  of  the 
office  have  been  performed  by  Col.  Henri  Crandall. 

A.  legal  paper  was  subsequently  serviad  upon  me,  as 
Executive  and  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  forces  of  the 
State,  summoning  me  to  appear  before  the  Honorable,  the 
Snpreme  Court,  to  show  cause  why  a  writ  of  mandamus 
should  not  issue,  requiring  me  to  release  from  arrest  the 
officer ;  or  why  aii  immediate  court  martial  should  not  be 
called  to  investigate  his  case.  Out  of  respect  to  the  law, 
tod  the  highest  judicial  body  of  the  State,  I  caused  answer 
to  be  made,  denying  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Court  over  an 
act  BO  clearly  within  the  discretion  of  the  Executive,  and  so 
Maential  to  the  performance  of  the  duties  confided  to  the 
Executive  by  the  Constitution;  and  so  clearly  within  his 
province  by  the  lawa 

I  did  not,  neither  do  I  now  think,  that  the  Executive 
I^iartmeut  of  the  State,  one  of  the  co-ordinate  branches 
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of  the  Government,  should  be  made  subordinate  to  the 
Judiciary. 

The  case  was  ably  argued  bj  legal  gentlemen  upon  both 
sides,  and  the  Court  deciding  that  it  bad  no  jiirisdictioD, 
refused  to  issue  the  writ,  and  dismissed  the  application. 

The  correspondence,  with  the  decision  of  the  Court  in 
this  case,  will  be  found  among  the  accompanying  papers. 

The  larger  portion  of  the  Banking  capital  of  the  State 
having  been  transferred  to  the  National  Associations,  and 
the  approach  of  the  time  when  the  remainder  will  have  to 
assume  the  same  character,  or  decline  doing  a  discount 
business  with  their  own  issue,  raises  a  serious  question  for 
the  consideration  of  the  General  Assembly.  Banking  capi- 
tal, organized  under  the  State  laws,  has  been  a  subject  of 
taxation,  and  has  yielded  a  handsome  revenue  to  the  State 
Treasury.  We  must  either  resort  to  increased  burdens  upon 
our  citizens  to  meet  the  deficiency  created  by  this  change 
of  capital,  or  apply  the  provisions  of  the  forty-first  section 
of  the  Act  allowing  State  Banks  to  become  National  Asso- 
ciations, and  lay  these  burdens  upon  the  banking  property 
of  the  shareholders  in  these  Associations,  the  same  as  was 
imposed  upon  it  when  used  as  banking  capital  under  char- 
ter from  the  State. 

I  deem  this  subject  of  vital  importance.  Taxation  should 
be  so  far  equalized  that  unjust  and  onerous  burdens  should 
not  be  imposed  upon  any  class.  If  the  banking  capital  used 
in  this  State  should  be  exempted  from  its  full  share  of  the 
tax  assessments,  it  would  increase  the  burdens  of  the  farmer 
and  mechanic,  both  of  which  classes  it  is,  in  my  judgment, 
the  interest  of  the  State  to  foster  and  encourage,  rather 
than  unjustly  afflict  with  excessive  taxation.  I  commend 
this  subject  to  the  early  and  careful  attention  of  the 
General  Assembly.  .        , 
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The  Educational  interests  of  the  State  are  enjoying  their 
nsual  prosperity.  The  Report  of  the  School  Commissioner, 
which  will  be  laid  before  yon,  will  show  that  this  great 
essential  to  our  prosperity  and  safety  has  not  been  neglect- 
ed. The  Commissioner,  in  bis  report,  recommends  an  alter- 
ation of  Title  Xin.,  Chap^r  65,  Section  1,  of  the  Revised 
Statutes,  which  ^vill  empower  the  School  Committees,  instead 
of  the  Trustees,  to  appoint  and  employ  teachers.  Many 
forcible 'arguments  are  brought  forward  to  show  that  such  a 
change  would  be  of  great  benefit  and  increase  the  efficiency 
of  many  of  our  schools.  I  trust  this  matter  will  receive 
your  attention  and  favorable  action.  Fully  impressed  with 
the  importance  of  an  educated  citizenship,  I  have,  as  far  as 
possible,  aided  the  efficient  Commissioner  in  the  perform- 
ance of  his  duties,  and  am  happy  to  report  that  a  state  of 
war  for  years  iq  duration  has  not  in  the  least  interfered 
with  the  great  interests  of  Education.  Some  of  our  higher 
schools,  academies,  and  Brown  University,  have  given  gen- 
erously of  their  number  for  the  field,  but  it  has  not  detract- 
ed from  their  efficiency  or  success. 

The  Trustees  of  the  State  Normal  School  having,  at  a 
meeting  of  their  body  held  in  June  Inst,  decided  by  vote  to 
discontinue  the  school,  I  approved  of  their  action,  and  the 
school  is  closed  until  the  General  Assembly  shall  authorize 
it  to  be  re-opened. 

Instead  of  establishing  a  military  hospital,  or  procuring 
iioepital  accommodation  for  disabled,  discharged  soldiers,  as 
the  law  authorizes,  I  have  deemed  it  best  both  for  the 
nldier  and  his  family  or  friends,  and  for  the  financial  inter- 
ests of  the  State,  to  provide  him  or  his  family  with  a  mod- 
erate allowance  for  present  necessities,  to  be  expended  by 
lumself  or  fiimily  for  bis  sustenance  and  care  at  home  or 
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among  his  immediate  friends.  Thia  course  has  given  gen- 
eral satisfaction,  and  the  aggregate  of  all  moneys  expended 
for  this  purpose  will  not,  up  to  this  time,  exceed  the  suia  of 
three  hundred  dollars. 

The  Bailroad  interests  of  our  State  have  enjoyed  their 
usual  prosperity.  We  have  b|yn  free  from  calamities  of 
magnitude  during  the  year,  and  all  of  our  roads  have  been 
worked  in  harmony  with  the  interest  of  the  travelling  and 
business  public.  The  report  of  the  Railroad  CommissioDers 
will  present  in  detail  the  features  of  this  great  interest,  so 
essential  to  the  prosperity  of  the  State. 

In  accordance  with  the  resolution  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly authorizing  the  Governor  to  appoint  a  Trustee  for  the 
Antietam  Cemetery,  I  have  commissioned  the  Hon.  Benedict 
Lapham  as  such  Trustee,  and  his  report  will  be  presented 
at  an  early  day. 

In  conformity  with  the  resolution  passed  at  the  January 
session,  1865, 1  caused  to  be  made  by  Messrs.  Gorham,  Co. 
&  Brown,  a  sword  of  superior  workmanship  and  materials, 
and  properly  inscribed.  The  same  has  been  presented  in 
the  name  of  the  State  to  the  gallant  officer.  Brevet  Major 
General  Frank  Wheaton. 

The  regular  decennial  census  of  the  State  was  ordered  to 
be  taken  by  an  act  which  passed  Uie  General  Assembly  at 
the  January  session,  1865.  At  the  session  in  June  follow- 
ing, an  additional  act  was  passed,  authorizing  the  collection 
of  statistics  in  reference  to  the  manufactures,  agriculture 
and  fisheries  of  the  State,  and  generally  enlarging  its  scope, 
in  order  that  this  important  work  might  show  more  fully 
the  real  condition  of  the  industrial  pursuits  of  the  State  in 
connection  with  its  population. 

The  lateness  of  the  period  at  which  the  amended  act 
was  passed  will  cause  considerable  delay  in  the  completion 
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of  the  woric  Tablea  have  however  been  made,  and  a  very 
full,  correct  and  carefully  prepared  census  of  the  State  will 
be  the  result  The  able  officer  who  is  superintending  the 
GompOation  and  preparation  of  the  necessary  tables,  and 
who  will  prepare  a  general  report  with  accompanying  sug- 
gestions, is  forwarding  its  publication  as  rapidly  as  is  con- 
sistent with  correctnesss.  It  is  expected  that  before  the 
close  of  this  session  of  the  General  Assembly  the  work  will 
be  published  and  laid  before  you.  It  will  be  a  work  of 
unconmion  interest  to  all  of  our  citizens,  and  its  aggregates 
in  the  several  industrial  departments  will  exceed  the  gen- 
eral estimate  or  expectation  of  the  public.  An  abstract  of 
its  statements,  at  least,  should  have  a  very  general  circula- 
tion, white  the  full  work  should  be  in  possession  of  the 
several  cities  and  towns  as  well  as  in  the  institutions  of 
learning  and  public  libraries  of  the  State. 

All  the  volunteer  regiments  and  batteries  from  this  State 
baring  been  mustered  out  and  discharged  from  the  service 
of  tlie  United  States,  the  several  military  agencies  of  Hbode 
Isluid,  at  New  York,  Philadelphia  and  Washington,  were 
discontinued  by  my  direction  at  the  following  dates,  which 
was  OS  early  as  the  interests  of  our  soldiers  would  admit : 

New  York — Col.  John  H.  Almy,  A.  D.  C,  Agent,  January 
1, 1866. 

Philadelphia — Lt-Col.  Robert  R  Corson,  Agent,  August 
1, 1865. 

Washington — Lt-Col.  James  T.  Benedict,  Agent,  October 
1, 1865. 

These  f^^enciea  have  been  of  great  service  to  the  soldiers 
^vm  our  State  when  passing  through  the  cities  in  which 
they  were  established,  and  have  prevented  delays  to  our 
laments  and  batteries,  in  going  to  and  returning  from  the 
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field,  which  has  more  than  compenaated  for  the  expenses 
incurred  in  maintaining  them. 

Too  much  cannot  be  said  in  commendation  of  the  above- 
mentioned  officers,  who  have  had  chaise  of  these  agencies, 
and  their  untiring  energy  and  self-sacrificing  devotion  to 
the  interests  of  our  soldiers  entitle  them  to  the  thanks  of 
our  State. 

In  concluding  this  review  of  the  affairs  of  the  State,  and 
of  my  action  as  Executive,  allow  me  to  add,  that  a  benig- 
nant Providence  has  given  us  abundant  occasion  for  devout 
thanksgiving  as  a  people.  We  have  happily  passed  the 
period  of  our  great  national  danger.  The  war  is  closed  ; 
the  sacrifices  of  life  to  save  the  Republic  are  completed, 
although  many  of  the  burdens  remain,  to  remind  us  of  the 
struggle  from  which  we  have  but  just  emerged.  We  have 
made  a  record  as  a  State  in  which  the  sons  and  daughters 
of  Rhode  Island  in  all  the  future  will  feel  a  common  and  a 
commendable  pride.  Loyal  to  the  utmost  price  demanded 
of  us,  we  have  said  to  the  world  that  no  sacrifice  is  too 
great  for  us  to  make  to  perpetuate  the  blessings  of  a  liberal 
and  stable  government,  founded  upon  the  freedom,  educa- 
tion, general  intelligence  and  virtue  of  the  whole  people.

DECISION

EDWABD  C.  MAUItAK  against  JAMES  Y.  SMITH, 

QOTEBHOB,  &o. 


DuKFEE  J.  Tbe  first  question  in  this  case  is,  whetlier  the  writ  of 
mandamns  lies  to  compel  the  Goremor  of  a  State  to  perform  an 
official  duty.  The  qaestion  is  not  a  new  one  in  the  courts.  In 
Ai^anaas,  (^Bawiint  v.  The  Qovenar,  1  Pike,  570 ;)  in  Creorg^a,  (Zaw 
«.  Tbmw,  8  Geo.  R.,  360 ;)  in  lUinois,  (PeopU  v.  BttieU,  19  HI.,  229 ;) 
and  in  New  Jersey,  (^State  v.  The  G^ovemor,  1  Dutch.  S31,)  it  has  been 
dedded  that  the  writ  does  not  he  in  such  a  case.  In  Texas,  (^Hf»aton 
^c,  B.  Co.  V.  BandolfA,  24  Texas,  817,— if  the  U.  S.  Digest,  Vol. 
21,  p.  S72,  maj  be  trusted,)  it  has  been  held  that  tlie  writ  does  not 
lie  to  any  member  of  the  Executive  department,  except  the  land 
eommiasioner.  In  Maine,  (^Bennitt,  Petitioner,  32  Maine  R.,  508,)  the 
court  reiiised  to  issue  the  writ  to  compel  the  Governor  and  Council  to 
peifonn  a  statutory  duty,  but  for  reasons  which  would  have  led  to 
its  rejnwl  if  sued  for  against  the  Governor  alone.  In  Minnesota, 
(^Ckamberlmi  v.  S^ley,  4  Minn.  R.,  309,)  the  court  refused  to  issue 
die  writ  to  compel  the  Governor  to  perform  a  duty  prescribed  by  the 
Constitution,  but  delivered  a  dictum  to  the  effect  that  the  writ  would 
Be  to  compel  the  Governor  to  perform  a  datf  prescribed  by  statute, 
and  which  might  be  performed  aa  well  by  one  officer  as  another.  In 
UiMoori,  la  tbe  cue  of  ibe  J*aci/ia  B.  B,  Co.  v.  The  (Jovtmor,  (28 
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Mis.  R.f  S5S,)  the  qneation  was  much  discuased,  but  the  csnrt 
expressly  refrained  from  ^ving  an  opinion  upon  It.  On  the  other 
hand,  in  Ohio,  (State  of  Ohio  v.  Ckate,  5  Ohio,  N.  S.  R.,  538,)  It 
was  held  that  a  writ  of  mandamus  may  issue  to  compel  a  governor  to 
perform  a  mere  ministerial  dut^  enjoined  on  him  by  statute,  and  which 
might  have  been  devolved  on  another  officer  of  the  State ;  though  in 
that  case  the  writ  was  not  issued  for  reasons  aside  from  the  question  of 
jurisdiction.  In  JfortA  Conrfma,  (  Cotem  w.  jFrtw,  7  Jones,  N.  C,  545,) 
the  coort  decided  in  &vor  of  the  jurisdictioii,  and  for  anything  that 
appears,  issued  the  writ ;  being  the  only  instance  which  we  find 
reported  in  which  the  writ  has  issued  against  a  governor,  except 
where  he  consented  to  the  jurisdiction  for  the  sake  of  gettln^the 
opinion  of  the  court  upon  the  merits  of  the  relation.  These  are  all 
the  cases  which  we  find  bearing  directly  on  this  point,  and  from  the 
course  of  decision  in  them,  it  is  apparent  that  the  weight  of  authori^ 
is  against  the  jurisdiction. 

One  reason  which  has  been  suggested  for  refusing  the  writ,  is,  that 
if  granted,  it  would  tend  to  provide  a  conflict. between  the  jodldal 
and  executive  branches  of  the  Government, — a  conflict  in  whirli  the 
judiciary  would  prove  the  weaker  party.  Of  course  in  a  case  where 
the  jurisdiction  is  clear,  such  a  c<aisideralion  could  have  no  weight ; 
but  where  the  jurisdiction  is  problematical  the  consideration  affords  a 
presumption  which  it  would  be  unwise  to  disregard.  *'  For,"  as 
Blackstone  has  remarked,  "all  jurisdiction  implies  superiority  of 
power ;  authori^  to  try  would  be  vain  and  idle,  without  an  au&ority 
to  redress ;  and  the  sentence  of  a  court  would  be  contemptible,  unless 
that  court  had  power  to  command  the  execution  of  it."  (1  Sbars. 
Bl.  Com.,  242.)  And  in  this  connection  it  is  worthy  of  note,  that 
in  England,  from  which  we  derive  the  process,  not  only  is  the  King 
exempt  from  it,  but  among  judicial  tribunals,  the  higher  courts  of 
judicature  enjoy  a  similar  immunity. 

But  the  reason  which  has  been  moat  effectual  in  determining  the 
courts  to  refuse  the  writ,  is  that  which  is  drawn  from  the  diviuon  of 
the  powers  of  Government  under  our  State  Constitutions,  into  Aree 
co-ordinate  departments,  Legislative,  Executive  and  Judical,  each 
independent  of  tiie  others,  except  in  so  &r  as  It  Is  subordinated  to 
diem  by  the  Constitution.  This  division  is  coeval  with  the  States 
themselves,  and  has  always  been  deemed  an  indispensable  safe-guard 
of  republican  liber^.  Mr.  Madison,  in  the  4Tth  paper  of  the  Fed- 
eralist, traces  the  idea  on  which  the  division  is  based  to  Mont«squieu, 
who  borrowed  it  from  die  British  Constitutioni,  and  who  taught  that 
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crril  freedom  can  not  co-exist  with  a  union  of  tlie  three  powers  in  the 
same  hands.  The  doctrine,  however,  in  its  oatlines  at  least,  is  aa  old 
u  Aristotle,  who  recc^izes  the  "  three  parts  of  all  polities,"  and 
ayt,  "  where  these  sabsist  properly,  the  p<^ty  most  necessarily  be  in 
a  floorishing  condition."  (Pol.  B.  IV,  Ch.  14  et  seq.)  It  was  the 
grand  merit  of  Montesquieu  to  develope  the  doctrine  more  fully  than 
his  predecessors,  as  it  was  his  good  fortune  to  find  a  multitude  of 
disciples  ready. to  receire  it.  His  book  appeared  in  1748, and  atonce 
became  the  hand-book  of  poUtical  philosophy  for  the  more  enlightened 
■talesmen  of  both  the  Old  and  the  New  World.  The  doctrine  was, 
to  some  extent,  reproduced  in  Blackstone's  Commentaries,  which 
appeared  a  few  years  later  than  "The  Sjnrit  of  the  Laws;"  and  it 
so  became  fiuniliar,  not  only  to  the  more  learned  publicists,  but  to 
ereiy  lawyer  in  the  land.  Accordingly  when  the  American  colonies 
threw  off  the  yoke  of  the  mother  country,  and  fimned  govemments  to 
rait  themaelyes,  they  universally  nmde  this  division  of  power  a  fnnd- 
■owDtal  principle  of  their  Constitutions.  In  some  of  them,  as  in 
Massachusetts,  the  principle  was  guarded  by  the  most  explicit  inhibi- 
tkns ;  in  others  it  was  deemed  sufficient  simply  to  declare  and  observe 
it  as  the  ground-plan  of  the  Constitution.  Bat  in  either  case  the 
principle,  except  as  expressly  qualified,  is  equally  inviolable ;  for,  in 
the  words  of  Daniel  Webster,  "a  separation  of  departments,  so  &r 
ai  practicable,  and  the  preservation  of  clear  lines  <^  division  between 
than,  is  the  fundamental  idea  in  the  creation  of  all  our  ConstitutioQS, 
and,  donbtless,  the  continnance  of  regulated  liberty  depends  on  main- 
taining these  boundaries." 

The  question  then  is,  whether  in  view  of  this  principle  it  is  compe- 
tent fiw  the  court,  by  a  writ  of  mandamus,  to  compel  the  Executive 
to  do  an  official  duty  which  he  delays  or  declines  to  do  of  bis  own 
accord?  It  is  admitted  that  wherever,  within  the  sphere  of  his 
duties,  the  Execative  has  a  discretion,  he  is  amenable  for  refusing  to 
perform  them,  not  to  the  court,  but  only  to  the  senate  on  an  unpeach- 
ment,  or  to  the  pei^Ie  at  the  polls.  But  where  the  duly  to  be  per- 
Anned  is  merely  ministerial,  it  is  claimed  that  a  different  rule  obtains, 
and  that  the  court  may  compel  him  to  perform  it.  If  this  be  true, 
then,  to  the  extent  of  his  ministerial  duties,  the  Executive  is  not  the 
co-o(dinate  of  the  judiciary,  bat  subordinate  to  it,  and  the  line  of 
■eparation  between  the  two  departments  is  to  that  extent  obliterated. 
Of  coarse  such  a  deviation  from  constitutional  principle  is  admissible 
oofy  in  fiivor  of  some  other  principle  of  higher  obligation.  But  the 
tn\j  principle  adduced  in  support  of  the  deviation,  ts  the  principle  of 
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the  common  law,  that  for  every  right  there  ia  a  remedy.  Evidently 
that  is  not  enough ;  for  a  principle  of  the  common  law  camiot  over- 
ride a  principle  of  the  constitution.  Consequently  we  find  it  admitted, 
even  in  those  cases  which  hold  that  a  writ  of  mandamus  is  issuable  to 
the  Crovemor,  that  it  will  not  issue  to  enforce  a  duly  which  is 
enjoined  on  him  by  the  Constitution,  or  which  he  alone  can  perform, 
but  only  to  enforce  a  statutory  duty  which  might  as  well  have  been 
devolved  upon  any  other  individual,  the  theory  being  that,  as  to  sach 
a  duty,  the  Governor  is  on  the  same  footing  as  any  other  individual 
who  might  have  been  designated  to  peribrm  it. 

The  distinction,  however,  between  these  two  classes  of  duties, 
which  is  thus  recognized  by  some  of  the  cases,  is  by  others  of  them 
cither  ignored  or  expressly  repudiated.  In  this  case  it  has  been  urged 
as  applicable  in  favor  of  the  relator,  and  its  validity  has  consequently 
been  much  discussed.  But  whether  the  distinction  be  valid  or  not, 
we  deem  it  unnecessary  to  determine ;  for  the  duty  which  we  are  here 
asked  to  enforce,  though  prescribed  by  statute,  could  not  have  been 
properly  devolved  on  any  one  but  the  defendant.  It  is  a  duty  to  see 
that  charges  are  preferred  against  a  military  officer,  and  that  a  court- 
martial  is  convened  for  his  trial,  to  consist  of  the  highest  military 
officer  in  the  State  except  the  defendant,  and  of  several  other  officers 
of  superior  grade.  To  confide  such  a  du^  to  any  one  except  the 
Commander-in-Chief  would  be  an  extraordinary  transgresrion  of 
military  usage ;  and,  in  a  time  of  actual  service,  might  occa^on  the 
moot  embarrassing,  if  not  fatal,  disorders. 

In  this  aspect  of  the  case,  however,  the  cotmsel  for  the  relator 
argues  that  the  decisions  which  have  been  cited  are  not  applicable  at 
all  as  authorities,  for  the  reason  that  they  were  decisions  in  cases 
where  the  writ  was  sued  lor  to  compel  the  Governor  to  perfonn  a 
civil  or  political  duty  j  whereas,  in  this  case,  the  writ  is  sued  for,  not 
agmnst  the  Governor  as  such,  but  against  the  Coramander-in-Chtef, 
to  compel  him  to  perform  a  military  duty.  The  idea  is,  that  the 
office  of  Governor  ia  separable  from  that  of  Commander-in-Chief^ 
and  that  while  as  a  civil  magistrate  the  Governor  may  be  exempt 
from  the  writ,  as  Commander-in-Chief  he  is  subject  to  it.  We  do 
not  think  tlie  constitution  warrants  any  such  discrimination.  The 
Constitution  declares  that  "  the  chief  executive  power  of  this  State 
shall  be  vested  in  a  Governor,"  and,  in  a  subsequent  section,  declares 
that  the  Governor  "  sliall  he  Captain-General  and  Commander-in- 
Chief  of  the  military  and  naval  forces  of  this  State."  In  this  respect 
it  is  sunilar  to  the  Constitutions  of  the  other  States,  and  to  the  Coo- 
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stitatioD  of  the  United  States,  wUch  again  is  similar  to  the  British 
CoDstitntioii,  under  which  the  King  is  "  the  General  bsimo,  or  the 
fint  in  militaiy  command  in  the  kingdom."  (1  Shars.  BI.  Com.  262.) 
The  supreme  military  command  is  thus  universally  recognized,  in  all 
goremments  professing  a  separation  of  the  three  powers,  as  a  portion 
of  the  chief  executive  power.  (See  1  Kent's  Com.  5th  Ed.,  282.) 
Indeed,  in  time  of  civil  convulsion,  it  is  the  most  important  portion  of 
that  power.  Supreme  military  coramand  is  in  &ct  implied  necessarily 
in  the  grant  of  the  chief  executive  power.  The  mere  fiict,  then, 
that  the  Governor,  in  his  different  capacities,  is  designated  hy  different 
title*,  does  not  sever  the  unity  of  his  office.  When  inaugurated,  he 
takes  but  a  single  oath,  which  binds  him  in  all  his  functions.  If 
impeached  and  deposed,  the  sentence  of  deposition  would  deprive 
him  of  all  his  fimctions,  whether  impeached  for  a  misdemeanor  com- 
mitted as  commander-in-chief,  or  as  a  civil  magistrate.  But  if,  under 
the  American  system  of  government,  the  supreme  military  and  civil 
anthori^  is  thus  inseparably  united  in  the  Governor,  then  he  is  no 
more  subject  to  the  control  of  the  Judiciary  in  the  one  capacity  than 
in  the  other.  We  think,  therefore,  that  the  discrimination  suggested 
by  the  counsel  for  the  relator  is  inadmissible. 

But  in  reply  to  all  this  line  of  reasoning,  it  is  urged  that,  if  in  this 
case  the  writ  of  mandamus  does  not  lie,  then  the  relator  is  without 
redress,  and  the  great  nuudm  of  the  law,  that  for  every  right  there 
is  a  remedy,  is  egregionsly  felsified.  This  is  an  argument  to  which 
no  court  of  justice  can  be  insensible.  It  cannot  escape  remark,  how- 
vra,  thAt  the  maxim  which  is  quoted  comes  to  us  tirom  England, 
where  it  is  subject  to  the  same  exception  in  &vor  of  the  King,  which 
i>  here  churned  in  &vor  of  tlie  Governor.  Indeed  it  is  one  of  those 
maxims  which  must,  fnnn  the  nature  of  things,  be  understood  with 
mne  qualification.  If,  for  instance,  it  were  decided  that  the  Gov- 
emw  is  amenable  to  the  writj  the  court  might,  nevertheless,  unjustly 
refuse  it,  and  there  would  then  be  no  remedy  for  the  wrong,  except 
that  which  is  as  applicable  to  the  Governor  as  to  the  court,  to-wit : 
Ae  remedy  by  impeachment.  The  answer  which  naturally  occurs  to 
this  is,  that  it  is  not  to  be  presumed  that  the  court  will  be  guilty  of 
such  an  injustice.  But  since  this  presumption  must  be  made  some- 
where, why  should  it  not  be  made  in  favor  of  that  branch  of  the 
gcvemment  on  which  tlie  du^  to  be  performed  is  primarily  imposed 
u  readily  as  in  lavor  of  its  co-ordinate  ?  Sucli  a  presumption,  how- 
ever inapplicable  to  an  inferior  officer,  does  not  seem  inappropriate 
to  a  magistrate  who  b  clothed  by  the  Constitution  vrith  the  supreme 
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trust  of  taking  "care  that  the  lavn  be  faithftiUj  executed,"  uid  who  ii 
privileged,  in  the  execution  of  his  office,  to  consult  the  judges  of  this 
Court  as  hia  legal  advisers. 

We  think,  therefore,  that  the  Court  has  no  jurisdiction  to  issue  its 
writ  of  mandamus  to  compel  the  defendant  to  perform  the  du^  which 
in  this  case  he  is  alleged  to  have  disregarded. 

Of  course,  in  coming  to  this  conclusion,  we  unequivocally  admit 
that  the  Governor  of  a  State^  amenable  to  the  Court  like  any  odier 
person  for  his  private  acts,  or  for  any  act  not  properly  within  the  * 
scope  of  his  office,  though  done  under  the  color  of  his  office. 

But  though  we  think  the  application  ought  to  be  dismissed  for  want 
of  jurisdiction,  we  deem  it  not  improper  to  say  that,  even  if  we  had 
jurisdiction,  we  should  not  deem  this  a  case  for  giandng  the  writ,  at 
least  in  a  peremptory  form.  A  writer  on  the  law  of  mandamus  says : 
"  It  is  an  imperative  rule  of  the  law  of  mandamus,  that  previously  to 
the  making  of  the  applicati(Hi  to  the  Court  for  a  writ  to  conmiand  the 
performance  of  any  particular  act,  an  express  and  distinct  demand  or 
request  to  perform  it  must  have  been  made  by  the  prosecutor  to  the 
defendant,  who  must  have  reiused  to  comply  with  such  demand,  either 
in  direct  terms,  or  by  conduct  from  which  a  refusal  will  be  conclu- 
sively implied."  (Tapping  on  Mandamus,  p.  282,  cited  in  People  v. 
Romero,  18  Cal.  R.  89 ;  and  see  Rex  v.  Bredenock,  3  Ad.  &  El.  R. 
217,  and  the  cases  cited  for  the  defendant.)  Now,  in  this  case,  there 
has  been  no  express  refusal  and  no  conduct  which  is  concluravely 
equivalent  to  a  refusal.  The  defendant  sets  forth  in  his  answer,  that 
when  requested  to  perittrm  the  duty  which  we  are  asked  to  enforce, 
he  replied,  that  he  had  the  matter  under  consideration.  But  the 
relator  claims  that  to  hold  the  matter  under  consideration,  as  the 
defendant  did,  for  twenty-one  days  prior  to  this  application  was  a 
virtual  refusal.  He  contends  that  the  defendant,  by  the  statute,  wu 
bound  to  proceed  "according  to  the  usage  and  practice  of  war," 
which,  ho  says,  means  according  to  the  "  Rules  and  Articles  of  War," 
as  established  by  act  of  Congress ;  and  he  shows  that,  according 
thereto,  an  officer  who  has  been  put  under  arrest  must  be  served  with 
a  copy  of  the  charges  on  which  he  has  been  arrested  "within  eight 
days  thereafter,"  and  "he  brought  to  trial  within  ten  days  thereafter, 
unless  the  necessities  of  the  service  prevent  such  trial,*'  &c  He 
accordingly  ai^es  that  the  defendant,  having  exceeded  the  limit  of 
the  discredon  allowed  by  this  article,  has  virtually  refused  to  ctxnply 
with  the  relator's  request.  And  if  it  were  true  that  the  statute, 
when  it  speaks  of  "the  usage  and  practice  of  war,"  means  the 
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"Rnles  and  Articlea  of  War,"  there  would  be  great  cogency  in  the 
ugomenL  Bat  it  is  demonstrably  certain  that  such  is  not  the  mean- 
ing of  the  statute.  As  we  have  seen,  the  Rules  and  Articles  pre- 
scribe, sabject  to  the  exceptdon  of  necessity,  that  an  officer  who  has 
been  arrested  shall  be  served  with  a  copy  of  the  charges  within  eight 
d^t,  and  bronght  to  tzial  within  tot  <iay*,  after  his  urest.  But  our 
statute  (Rev.  Stat.,  chap.  242,  sec.  11)  provides  that  the  officer 
■nnder  arrest  shall  be  served  with  a  copy  of  the  order  ibr  the  court 
martial,  and  a  copy  of  the  charges  against  him,  "  twenty  days  before 
die  sitdng  of  said  court,"  thus  making  it  utterly  impossible  to  meet 
the  leqoiremeat  of  the  **  Rules  and  Articles  of  War,"  that  he  shall 
be  "bronght  to  trial  within  ten  days"  after  his  arrest.  This  puts  it 
beymd  question  that,  in  this  respect  at  least,  the  phrase,  "  usage  and 
pnctice  tX  war,"  employed  in  the  statute,  does  not  mean  the  "  Rules 
and  Articles  of  War."  Bat  if  this  be  not  meant,  then  the  question 
recurs,  whether  the  defendant,  in  holding  the  relator's  request  and 
the  matters  involved  in  it  under  consideration  for  twenty-one  days, 
lias  exceeded  the  large  discretion  vested  in  a  commander-in-chief 
"according  to  the  usage  and  practice  of  war,"  and  consequently  may 
be  adjudged  to  have  reftised  to  comply  with  that  request.  We  are 
not  ready  to  adopt  that  conclusion,  and  could  not  therefore,  in  the 
present  aspect  of  the  case,  even  if  we  thought  we  had  jurisdiction, 
ccnsent  to  grant  the  writ, — certainly  not  in  a  peremptory  form.  But 
with  the  view  which  we  hold  of  the  question  of  jurisdiction,  of 
course  we  cannot  assent  to  the  issuing  of  the  writ  in  any  ibrin,  either 
peremptory  or  alternative. 
The  ^^lication  most,  therefore,  be  dismissed.

CroUlemm  of  the  Senate  and  Some  of  RepresefdaUves : 

In  accordance  with  a  resolution  passed  at  the  last  January 
session  of  the  General  Assembly,  I  have  caused  the  accounts 
of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island  against  the  United  States  to 
be  thorooghJy  and  carefully  examined  by  a  competent  and 
practical  accountant,  whose  report  is  now  in  my  possession. 

The  main  portion  of  the  expenditure  of  our  State  during 
the  war,  properly  chargeable  to  the  Government,  having 
been  incurred  by  the  Quartermaster  General's  Deparment, 
the  examination  and  report  referred  to  relates  to  such 
accdnnts  of  that  Department  as  have  never  been  published 
in  detail  Sucb  portions,  however,  of  the  accounts  of  Quar- 
termaster General  Cooke  as  were  found  to  be  intimately 
connected  with  those  of  his  predecessor  in  office,  and  of 
wfai6h  no  report  has  been  made,  were  included  in  this 
examination. 

Upon  investigating  this  report,  I  found  the  errors,  mis- 
atatements  and  omis^ons  in  the  accounts  and  reports  of 
some  of  the  Quartermasters  General  of  the  State  of  such  a 
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magnitude  as  to  demand  the  full  and  personal  inveatigatioD 
which  I  have  since  given  the  matter.  As  the  result  of  that 
investigation,  I  lay  before  you  the  following  statement  of 
the  most  important  facts  connected  with  the  accounts  and 
transactions  of  the  Quartermaster  General's  Department  of 
this  State  for  the  years  1861, 1862  and  1863. 

I  have  also  caused  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  those 
years  to  be  published  in  detail,  in  conformity  with  the  course 
which  has  been  pursued  since  the  latter  year.  They  will 
be  found  in  the  appendix. 

The  account  of  the  Quartermaster  General  for  the  year 
1861,  shows  an  apparent 'expenditure  of  six  hundred  and 
fourteen  thousand  two  hundred  and  twenty-five  S,  dollars, 
($614,225  61;)  but  as  thirty  thousand  four  hundred  and 
seventy-eight  JSa  dollars  ($30,478  30)  was  paid  over  to  the 
General  Treasurer  of  the  State,  this  sum  cannot  be  regard- 
ed as  an  expenditure.  Deducting  it  from  the  total  amount, 
the  actual  disbursements  are  shown  to  have  been  five  hun- 
dred and  eighty-three  thousand  seven  hundred  and  forty- 
seven  iS,  dollars,  ($583,747  31.) 

In  the  Quartermaster  General's  report  for  the  year  1861, 
it  is  stated  that  the  entire  amount  of  six  hundred  and  fou^ 
teen  thousand  two  hundred  and  twenty-five  Sa  dollars($614,- 
225  61)  "is  clearly  chargeable ^to  the  United  States."  This 
is  shown  to  b6  an  error,  as  but  five  hundred  and  eighty- 
three  thousand  seven  hundred  and  forty-seven  ^^  dollars 
($583,747  31)  was  paid  out  by  the  Quartermaflter  General, 
but  liabilities  incurred  by  him  having  been  paid  by  his  suc- 
cessor in  office  to  the  amount  of  seventy-four  thousand 
seven  hundred  twenty-four  ^  dollars,  (74,724  58,)  (see 
Quartermaster  General's  Beport,  made  to  the  General 
Assembly  at  its  January  session,  1863,)  this  aggregate  out- 
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lay  is  shown  to  be  but  biz  hundred  and  fifty-eight  thousand 
four  huadred  and  seventy-one  Sa  dollars,  ($658,471  89,) 
exclusive  of  the  amount  paid  to  the  General  Treasurer  for 
colIectJouB  made  from  the  United  States. 

It  appears  that  when  the  account  was  made  out  against 
tile  United  States  by  Quartermaster  General  Stead,  who 
was  employed  for  this  purpose,  it  included  his  own  expendi- 
ture and  the  amount  paid  by  bis  successor,  as  specified.  Of 
the  BIX  hundred  fifty-eight  thousand  four  hundred  seventy- 
one  Sn  dollars  ($658,471  89)  which  had  been  expended, 
there  was  found  properly  chargeable  to  the  United  States 
bnt  five  hundred  thirty-four  thousand  five  hundred  ninety- 
eight  iw  ^oilara,  ($534,598  82.)  The  balance,  amounting  to 
one  hundred  twenty-three  thousand  eight  hundred  seventy- 
three  S.  dollars,  ($123,873  07,)  the  State  will  be  obliged  to 
assume,  owing  to  there  being  no  proper  vouchers  or  bills 
upon  which  to  base  a  claim  against  the  General  Government. 
A  detailed  copy  of  the  claim  as  presented  to  the  United 
States  may  be  found  in  the  appendix  marked  A. 

Upon  a  presentation  of  the  claim  to  the  United  States  of 
the  Quartermaster  General's  account  of  five  hundred  and 
thirty-four  thousand  five  hundred  ninety-eight  ^  dollars, 
(1534,598  82,)  with  the  additions]  sum  of  twenty-four 
thousand  five  hundred  ninety-two  i^  dollars,  ($24,592  II,) 
expended  by  the  Adjutant  General,  with  the  accompanying 
Vouchers,  for  examination  and  adjustment,  I  regret  to  state 
that  the_  account  was  returned  with  exceptions  taken  to 
vouchers,  embracing  expenditures  to  the  amount  of  two  hun- 
dred twenty-eight  thousand  two  hundred  fifty-eight  i^  dollars, 
($228,258  47>)  which  were  suspended  or  disallowed  by  the 
Government  A  copy  of  the  exceptions,  with  appended 
reaaoos,  may  be  fi^und  in  the  appendix,  marked  B. 
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My  exertions  will  be  earnestly  continued  to  overcome 
the  objections  and  obviate  the  causes  which  have  compelled 
tliis  suspension  so  far  as  the  just  rights  of  the  State  will 
warrant,  but  it  cannot  be  denied  that  many  of  the  excep- 
tions are  properly  taken  by  the  Federal  Government 

The  system  of  book-keeping  adopted  by  Quartermaster 
(zeneral  Frieze,  was  of  such  a  character  that  it  did  not  insure 
clearness  or  reliability  in  the  statement  of  his  receipts  and 
dlBbursements.  This  dofect  is  observed  in  the  accounts  of 
moneys  received,  hoih  from  the  General  Treasurer  and  the 
United  States,  made  up  from  his  books,  and  is  substantiated 
by  a  comparison  of  the  latter  accounts  with  his  report. 

The  sum  of  four  thousand  dollars  ($4,000  00)  paid  and 
charged  by  the  General  Treasurer  to  the  Quartermaster 
General,  does  not  appear  to  have  been  credited.  The  pub- 
lished report  of  the  Quartermaster  General,  made  to  the 
General  Assembly  at  the  January  session,  1863,  embracing 
receipts  and  expenditures,  specifies  the  amount  of  sixty- 
four  thousand  one  hundred  and  forty-three  So  dollars  ($64,- 
143  59)  as  a  sum  "already  collected"  from  the  United 
States,  but  it  is  shown  that  the  General  Government  has 
charged  the  State  with  the  sum  of  one  hundred  ninety-four 
thousand  one  hundred  and  seventy-one  Sa  dollars  ($194,- 
171  20)  as  having  been  paid  on  the  Quartermaster  General's 
accounts  for  this  year. 

By  information  obtained  from  committees  of  the  General 
Assembly  in  connection  with  this  matter,  it  is  made  to 
appear  that  this  discrepancy  is  partially  accounted  for  hy 
assuming  tiiat  a  large  portion  of  the  money  received  from 
the  United  States  was  for  the  purchase  of  horses  for  the 
Government ;  classing  these  purchases  as  **  outside  transac- 
tions," although  the  whole  amount  of  money  paid  by  the 
United  States  was  charged  to  the  State  of  Rhode  Island. 
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^ould  the  assumption  be  admitted  that  these  were  *'otit- 
side  transactions,"  there  would  still  remain  a  deficiency  in 
accounting  for  the  money  received  fivm  the  United  States. 

The  claim  made  that  these  were  transactions  upon  the 
private  account  of  officials  of  the  State,  corresponds  with 
Uie  system  pursued  in  keeping  the  accounts,  inasmuch  as 
no  entries  were  made  upon  the  books  of  the  Quartermaster 
General  concerning  them.  From  the  fact,  however,  that  a. 
large  amount  of  money  was  borrowed  by  that  officer  upon 
his  official,  rather  than  his  private  signature,  and  the  inter- 
est upon  the  same  was  charged  to  and  paid  by  the  State,  it 
would  have  been  difficult  to  relieve  the  State  from  the 
responsibility  of  meeting  this  indebtedness  in  full,  had  there 
been  any  delay  or  unwillingness  on  the  part  of  the  United  . 
States  to  meet  the  claim  promptly. 

No  reason  appears  to  have  existed  why  the  Quartermas- 
ter General  should  have  assumed  to  borrow  money  of  the 
Globe  Bank,  at  a  time  when  the  State  Treasury  was  amply 
provided  with  funds  to  meet  all  the  requirements  rendered 
necessary  for  the  full  equipment  of  oiir  troops.  Why  the 
State  should  suffer  a  loss  of  six  per  cent  interest  upon  funds 
used  for  private  transactions,  when  it  had  a  sufficiency  to 
meet  all  just  claims,  is  a  question  which  the  parties  in 
interest  can  best  answer. 

General  Prieze  explains  this  matter  to  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee of  the  House,  (see  page  6,  of  the  Report  of  that 
Committee  in  Schedule  of  Proceedings  General  Assembly, 
January  session,  1865 :)  ''That  the  Attorney  General  advised 
that  it  was  doubtful  if  the  Governor  was  authorized  to  make 
the  purcliAse  on  the  State's  account,  and  that  an  entry 
should  not  be  made  upon  the  books  which  would  authorize 
a  daim  against  the  State  upon  a  doubtful  authority."    If 
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this  statement  of  the  Quartertnaster  General  iff  of  force,  it 
should  then  he  shown  by  his  books  %nd  general  transao- 
tions  that  the  same  care  was  used  in  all  other  matters  per- 
taining to  his  office.  Such  does  not  appear  by  examinatjon, 
for  the  same  officer  expended,  in  the  erection  of  buildings 
at  PortsmouUi  Grove,  over  sixty-four  thousand  dollars 
($64,000  00)  from  the  funds  of  the  State  without  ita  autho^ 
ity ;  and  besides,  bis  predecessor  in  office  did  purchase 
horses  for  the  United  States  with  the  funds  of  the  State, 
and  his  account  was  approved  and  passed  by  the  General 
Assembly. 

How  many  other  accounts  of  the  State  have  been  treated 
as  private  matters  cannot  as  yet  be  definitely  determined. 
That  this  was  not  a  single  exception  to  the  general  mode  of 
conducting  business  in  th^t  office,  is  shown  from  an  account 
to  which  my  official  attention  waa  called  by  the  Assistant 
Quartermaster  General  of  the  United  States,  asking  for  the 
correction  of  a  bill  of  forage  furnished  the  First  N.  E.  Cav- 
alry Eegiment,  from  January  1st  to  March  16th,  1862,  which 
bill  had  been  paid  by  the  United  States,  and  amounted  to 
twelve  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety-nine  m  dollars, 
($12,799  86.)  The  request  was  not  only  to  revise  and  oo^ 
rect  the  bill,  but  that  an  explanation  should  be  given  the 
United  States  Government  why  the  oats  charged  in  the  bill 
were  purchased  at  twenty-four  pounds  to  the  bushel  when 
the  standard  was  thirty-two  pounds. 

The  matter  was  referred  to  the  present  Quartermaster 
General  for  explanation  in  a  communication  under  date  of 
August  15th,  1866.  A  copy  of  the  letter  and  his  answer 
will  be  found  in  the  appendix,  marked  letters  Nos.  1  and  2. 
The  answer  of  the  present  Quartermaster  General  is  to  the 
effect  tiiat  the  bill  of  forage  referred  to  had  been  made  up 
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independently  of  the  forage  account  upon  the  books,  and 
th&t  the  original  vouchers  for  these  purchases  were  not 
found  on  file  in  the  Department  The  official  certificate  of 
Quartermaster  General  Remington^  stating  that  oats  were 
purchased  for  the  First  N.  E.  Cavalry  Regiment,  at  thirty- 
two  pounds  to  the  bushel,  rendered  it  necessary,  in  the 
absence  of  vouchers  to  sustain  the  charges,  to  refund  to  the 
United  States  the  sum  of  sixteen  hundred  and  ninety-nine 
£  dollars,  ($1,'699  56,)  in  payment  for  3,468i  bushels  of  oats 
at  forty-nine  cents  per  bushel,  this  being  the  difierence  in 
quantity  between  twenty-four  and  thirty-two  pounds  to  the 
bushel,  as  charged  in  the  bill 

Whatever  view  may  be  taken  of  this  whole  matter  of 
conducting  important  financial  interests  of  the  State,  all 
must  admit  that  it  will  be  difficult  for  the  State  to  disavow 
the  transactions  of  its  Quartermaster  General,  no  matter 
what  might  be  their  character,  whether  applying  to  the  pur- 
chase of  horses,  oats  or  other  supplies.  Upon  his  official 
certificate,  approved  by  the  Executive  of  the  State,  these 
bills  were  paid  by  the  United  States  Government,  the 
amount  so  paid  charged  to  the  State  of  Rhode  Island,  and 
could  only  have  been  paid  to  the  State's  Agent  under  a  legal 
power  of  attorney  from  the  State. 

The  manner  in  which  this  is  regarded  by  the  proper 
officials  of  the  General  Government,  appears  by  a  letter 
bearing  the  date  of  Sept.  7th,  1865,  wherein  my  attention 
was  called  to  the  omission  of  proper  credits  to  the  United 
States  in  our  official  reports.  For  a  copy  of  this  communi- 
cation, with  copy  of  letter  in  reply,  see  letters  in  Appendix 
numbered  3  and  4. 

My  attention  has  also  been  directed  to  the  question  of 
the  "supplies  on  hand,"  which  were  transferred  by  Quarter* 
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master  G-eneral  Stead  to  his  snccessor  in  office,  General 
Frieze,  of  wbich  no  account  appears  to  have  been  made 
upon  the  books.  Whether  or  not  this  property  was  distribu- 
ted among  the  regiments  and  batteries,  and  charged  to  the 
United  States  in  the  accounts  upon  which  the  State  has 
made  collections,  does  not  appear.  The  &ct,  however,  that 
the  value  of  property  on  hand  when  Quartermaster  General 
Stead  vacated  the  office,  was  over  thirty-eight  thousand  dol- 
lars, ($38,000  00,}  and  that  his  successor,  General  Frieze, 
returned  from  five  to  six  thousand  dollars  worth  only  to 
hia  successor,  involves  the  whole  subject  in  doubt ;  which 
is  not  relieved  by  an  examination  of  the-  books  so  imper^ 
fectly  and  defectively  kept,  or  by  the'  very  obscure  manner 
in  which  the  account  was  treated  when  made  up  officially 
for  the  examination  of  the  General  Assembly. 

In  the  examination  of  the  accounts  of  the  Quartermaster 
General  for  the  years  1862  and  1863,  I  find  them  to  have 
been  of  such  a  nature  as  to  require  me  to  present  them  in 
connection,  as  the  operations  for  both  years  are  shown  to 
have  been  such  as  rendered  this  connection  essential  for  the 
final  success  of  the  private  transactions  to  which  reference  ' 
has  been  made. 

The  convenience  of  those  interested  in  this  combination 
of  accounts  and  officers,  should  not,  however,  have  required 
the  concealment  of  the  essential  facts  in  this  case  from  the 
Executive  of  the  State  for  a  period  of  nearly  one  year. 

In  a  written  communication,  addressed  to  the  Committee 
on  Finance  at  the  January  session,  1864,  which  can  be  found 
on  the  284th  page  of  Acts  and  Resolves  of  the  Session, 
Quartermaster  General  Frieze  submitted  a  statement  of  the 
purchase  of  horses,  showing  the  cost  to  have  been  but  one 
hundred  and  seventy-nine  thousand  four  hundred  and  twen- 
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ty-two  S>  dollars,  (|179,422  90,)  yet  from  the  fact  that  one 
bundred  and  thirty  thousand  and  sixty-two  dollars  and  six- 
ty-one cents  (1130,062  61)  of  the  funds  collected  ft-om  the 
Uaited  States  by  Quartermaster  General  Frieze,  were  appro- 
priated for  the  payment  of  horses,  and  his  successor,  Quarr 
tennaster  General  Cooke,  applied  ninety-two  thousand  one 
hundred  and  thirty-seven  JS  dollars  ($92,137  90)  of  his  col- 
lections from  the  United  States,  in  addition,  for  the  same 
purpose ;  the  entire  payment  is  shown  to  have  been  two 
hundred  and  twenty-two  thousand  two  hundred  dollars 
and  thirty-seven  cents,  ($222,200  37.)  This  discrepancy 
demands  explanation. 

The  purchase  of  these  horses,  it  is  fully  shown,  was  made 
prior  to  March,  1863,  and  the  loans  of  money  from  the 
Globe  Bank  were  effected  prior  to  the  same  period.  The  ■ 
collections  of  the  United  States  were  made  in  the  months 
of  February  and  March,  1863,  and  pmd  over  immediately 
to  Quartermaster  General  Cooke,  by  the  State's  Agent ;  yet 
00  statement  of  the  receipt,  of  twenty-two  thousand  six 
hundred  and  ninety-two  ,%  dollars  ($22,692  90)  was  made 
-  Qpon  his  day-book  until  nearly  one  year  bad  elapsed,  or  in 
March,  1864;  after  the  matter  had  been  brought  to  the 
attention  of  the  General  Assembly. 

A  letter  was  addressed  by  Quartermaster  General  Cooke 
to  the  Finance  Committee,  on  the  12th  of  March,  1864,^- 
whtch  Committee  were  then  investigating  the  matter, — sub- 
mitting a  form  for  the  entry  of  this  transaction  upon  his 
books,  setting  forth  how  he  proposed  to  make  this  private 
Acconnt  appear  as  an  official  transaction  by  a  State  officer; 
vbich  was  to  open  an  account  upon  the  books  of  the  Quar- 
termaster General  of  this  State,  between  the  United  States 
00  the  one  hand,  and  Globe  Bank  upon  the  other,  thus 
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making  the  Globe  Bank  the  creditor  of  the  United  States, 
and  seeking  to  transfer  the  responsibility  whioh  rested  upon 
the  State  to  the  Globe  Bank,  and  making  the  United  States 
ita  responsible  debtor  for  accounts  which  were  credited  on 
the  books  of  the  United  States  to  the  State  of  Rhode  Island. 
The  entry  was  thus  made  upon  the  books  of  the  Quarte^ 
master  General  of  the  State,  under  date  of  the  25di  of 
March,  1864. 

The  Finance  Committee  of  the  House  of  last  year,  state, 
in  their  report,  that  Quartermaster  General  Cooke  "  made 
a  record  of  the  entire  transaction  upon  the  books  of  the 
Department  as  soon  as  the  facts  were  brought  to  his  knowl- 
edge." In  reply  to  the  complaint,  that  Quartermaster  Gen- 
eral Cooke  did  not  charge  the  horses  to  the  United  States, 
the  Committee  further  state,  that  Quartermaster  General 
Cooke  made  answer  that  he  was  not  Quartermaster  General 
when  the  horses  were  delivered. 

The  following  facts  are  submitted  in  relation  to  this 
remarkable  report : 

Mrat.  General  Cooke  was  appointed  and  entered  upon 
the  duties  of  his  office  January  Ist,  1863. 

Second.  Of  the  seven  hundred  and  one  horses  fumiehed 
by  the  State  to  the  Second  Cavalry  Regiment,  Geo.  Lewis 
Cooke,  as  Quartermaster  General,  delivered,  January  30th, 
1863,  one  kmdred  and  one  horses  to  Troop  G,  as  is  shown  by 
the  receipt  of  the  regimental  quartermaster. 

Third.  On  the  30th  of  January,  1863,  Quartermaster 
General  Geo.  Lewis  Cooke  delivered  one  hundred  horses  to 
Troop  F,  Second  Cavalry  Regiment,  as  is  shown  by  the 
receipt  of  Major  Corliss,  of  the  First  Battalion,  and  the 
regimental  quartermaster. 
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FosHh.  On  the  5th  of  February,  1863,  Lyinsn  B.  Frieze, 
acting  as  Quartermaster  General,  delivered  four  hundred 
hor$eSf  as  appears  by  the  receipt  of  Major  Corliss,  of  the 
First  Battalion,  and  the  regimental  quartermaster. 

On  the  same  day,  February  6th,  1863,  Quartermaster 
General  Cooke  delivered  oiie  Juaidred  horses,  taking  the 
receipt  of  the  above-named  ofBcers-for  their  delivery. 

For  copies  of  the  receipts  of  the  delivery  of  the  horses, 
see  receipts  numbered  1,  2,  3  and  4,  in  the  Appendix. 

These  horses  were  professedly  purchased  with  funds  bor^ 
rowed  from  the  Globe  Bank,  for  which  the  State  paid  the 
interest.  The  time  at  which  these  horses  were  delivered  to 
the  State  does  not  appear  by  any  bills,  vouchers  or  accounts, 
and  yet  a  heavy  item  for  forage  was  rendered  to  the  State, 
and  was  paid'  from  its  funds. 

The  delivery  of  the  horses  to  the  United  States  at  the 
periods  named  is  shown,  and  the  fact  appears  that  checks 
were  drawn  upon  the  Globe  Bank  by  private  parties  in 
January  and  February,  1863,  under  Quartermaster  General 
Cooke's  administration.  It  may  not  be  inappropriate  to 
bquire,  why  the  Globe  Bank  should  be  selected  as  the  agent 
of  this  accommodation,  or  why  the  Globe  Bank  should  be 
made  to  occupy  the  position  of  the  individuals  who  appear- 
ed to  be  acting  in  the  double  capacity  of  State  officials  and 
private  individuals  in  the  same  transaction  ? 

Upon  the  reasons  which  caused  the  Committee  referred 
to,  to  make  a  report  of  such  an  extraordinary  character, 
and  so  inconsistent  with  the  facts  thus  shown,  it  may  not  be 
within  the  range  of  my  duties  to  comment.  It  is  more 
properly  a  subject  for  the  investigation  of  the  General 
Assembly.  Certain  it  is,  that  the  official  records  already 
Rfeired  to,  show  that  the  entry  in  reference  to  the  Globe 
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Bank  and  the  United  States  was  made  upon  the  books  of 
the  Department  among  the  very  last  official  acts  of  Qiiar* 
termaster  General  Cooke ;  that  General  Frieze  and  General 
Cooke  were  both  acting  in  the  capacity  of  Quartennasters 
General  in  February,  1863  ;  and  that  the  latter  officer  did 
deliver  three  hundred  and  one  horses  at  three  different  and 
specified  times. 

The  necessity  which  required  the  action  of  both  Generals 
Cooke  and  Frieze  at  the  same  time,  and  the  division  of  the 
horses  for  delivery  between  them,  as  appears  by  the  receipts 
of  the  proper  officers,  cannot  be  comprehended,  except  upon 
the  basis  claimed,  that  there  was  a  mingling  of  both  official 
and  private  interests  in  these  transactions. 

The  sum  of  sixty^nine  thousand  four  hundred  and  forty- 
five  dollars,  ($69,445  00,)  collected  from  the  United  States 
on  the  6th  of  February,  1863,  was  paid  to  the  Globe  Bank 
March  25th,  1863,  by  Quartermaster  General  Cooke.  It  ' 
had  accrued  interest,  (being  in  the  form  of  "certificates  of 
indebtedness,")  amounting  to  three  hundred  and  seven  St 
dollars,  ($307  89.) 

The  balance  of  interest  against  the  State  upon  the  checks 
drawn  by  private  individuals,  amounting  to  ten  hundred 
and  twenty-tAo  ^  dollars,  ($1,022  54,)  was  paid  fix>m  the 
State  funds  by  the  Quartermaster  General,  and  charged  to 
the  Second  Cavalry  Regiment.  The  voucher  on  file  fur  the 
interest  paid  by  the  State,  bears  the  approval  of  my  prede- 
cessor in  office,  and  reads,  "for  funds  loaned  the  Staie  by  the 
Globe  Bank  for  the  purchase  of  horses  for  the  Second  Cav-  . 
airy  Eegiment,"  and  is  in  the  handwriting  of  the  Qaarter- 
master  General  for  the  year  1863.  Should  any  doubt,  there- 
fore, arise  as  to  the  responsibility  of  the  State  for  the  pay- 
ment of  these  funds,  thus  borrowed,  that  doubt  must  be 
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removed  by  the  peculiar  manner  in  which  the  voucher  was 
worded,  to  wit :  "  for  funds  loaned  the  State." 

The  bills  on  file  in  the  Department  for  the  additional 
interest  of  two  hundred  and  forty-six  ^  dollars,  ($246  56,) 
which  was  paid  to  the  Globe  Bank,  March  9tli,  1864, 
by  Quartermaster  General  Cooke,  shows  that  this  latter 
amount  was  paid  during  my  administration,  and  without 
my  approval. 

Careful  investigation  has  established  the  correctness  of 
all  of  the  above  fects,,  and  I  cannot  divest  myself  of  the 
impression,  that  had  the  Committee  of  Finance  on  the  part 
of  the  House  for  last  year,  made  further  investigations,  or 
had  they  have  been  more  rigidly  impartial  in  their  exami- 
nations, and  sought  to  know  the  full  nature  of  the  transac- 
tions of  the  officials  whose  accounts  they  were  called  upon 
impartially  to  audit,  they  would  not  have  been  misled  into 
signing  a  report  so  much  at  variance  with  facts  of  record. 

I  have  thus  endeavored  to  present  to  you  such  a  plain 
and  carefully  prepared  statement  of  the  accounts  and  tian- 
sactioDs  connected  with  the  Quartermaster  General's  Depart- 
ment from  the  commencement  of  the  rebellion,  as  the  reso- 
lution of  the  General  Assembly  seemed  to  call  for.  The 
gross  amount  of  expenditures  for  the  year  1861  is  shown; 
also,  that  portion  of  the  account  to  which  exceptions  have 
been  taken  by  the  proper  accounting  officers  of  the  General 
Government.  I  have  deemed  it  in  fevery.way  preferable 
and  more  honorable  for  the  State,  as  a  creditor  of  the  Unit- 
ed States,  to  endeavor  to  meet  their  just  requirements,  than 
to  knowingly  present  or  press  a  claim  of  questionable  pro- 
priety, the  tendency  of  which  might  be  to  prejudice  the 
State  an&Torably  in  the  minds  of  the  proper  officers  of  the 
General  Government 
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Great  credit  is  due  the  United  States,  for  the  prompt 
manner  in  which  the  claims  of  the  State  have  been  met 
and  adjusted  upon  presentation.  No  unreasonable  delay 
has  occurred  between  their  presentation  and  their  esamina- 
Uon  and  pa^^ment  With  the  evidence  of  official  certifi- 
cates before  them,  the  accounting  officers  of  the  Govern- 
ment are  unable  to  comprehend  the  omission,  in  our  official 
reports,  of  money  paid  by  the  Government  to  the  State ; 
neither  do  they  understand  nor  recognize  the  distinction 
which  some  have  sought  to  establish  between  the  State  and 
its  own  officers  in  the  settlement  of  its  accounts. 

It  is  a  subject  of  regret  that  such  embarrassments  should 
exist  when  no  good  or  substantial  reasons  can  be  given  to 
justify  such  a  method  of  conducting  the  important  financial 
a£^r8  of  the  State,  especially  in  its  relation  to  the  United 
States  Government  The  honor  of  Rhode  Island  and  the 
patriotism  of  its  citizens,  who  were  putting  forth  efforts 
worthy  of  themselves  to  preserve  the  Union  in  the  hour  of 
its  great  peri!,  ought  not  to  be  clouded  with  a  record  which 
reflects  unfavorably  upon  the  acts  of  its  officials. 

In  conclusion,  I  submit  for  your  consideration  these  mat- 
ters of  public  importance,  trusting  to  your  wisdom  and  dis- 
cretion to  suggest  such  action  as  will  cause  the  State  to 
maintain  a  just  and  honorable  position  in  all  its  relations 
with  the  General  Government,  and  at  the  same  time  care- 
fully protect  the  honor  and  interests  which  have  been  con- 
fided to  you  by  its  citizens.  I  recommend  the  appointment 
of  a  special  committee  of  the  General  Assembly,  to  whom 
all  matters  in  question,  and  all  the  accounts,  shall  be 
referred,  with  power  to  appoint  a  clerk,  for  such  time  as 
may  be  necessary,  to  examine  and  report  such  action,  by 
bill  or  otherwise,  as  to  them  shall  be  deemed  advisable.

In  the  year  1861,  being  at  that  time  upon  the  staff  of  His  Excel- 
lency, Governor  Spragae,  directions  were  given  me  to  act  as  Agent 
for  the  settlement  of  the  military  accoants  of  the  State  with  the 
United  States.  Receiving  from  the  Governor  all  necessary  instruc- 
tions, with  powers  of  attorney,  qualifying  and  empowering  me  to  act, 
I  proceeded  to  the  performance  of  tlie  duties  designated. 

1861. 

For  the  year  1861,  no  detailed  accounts  of  the  State  against  the 
United  States  were  prepared  for  collection,  with  the  exception  of  a 
pwtion  of  the  transportation  accounts. 

The  bills  for  the  transportation  of  the  Second  Regiment  of  Infantry 
and  Battery  **A,"  amonnting  to  the  sum  of  $12,165  00,  were 
presented  and  collected  of  the  United  States.  This  amount  immedi- 
ately npon  its  collection  was  paid  to  Governor  Spragae,  and  appears 
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in  the  report  of  the  General  Treasurer  nnder  date  of  Augast  12tb. 
Bills  were  also  made  ap  for  the  transportation  of  the  3d  and  4tli 
Regiments,  and  Batteries  "  B,"  "  C  "  and  "  D,"  which  amoanted 
to  $15,978  30,  and  the  snm  collected  and  paid  to  the  Quartermaster 
General  of  the  State  in  the  month  of  November,  the  United  StiUes 
receiving  credit  therefor  in  both  cases.  During  the  month  of  Sep- 
tember instructions  were  received  from  Hia  Excellency,  Governor 
Sprague,  to  dispose  of  the  steamer  **  E.  D.  Fogg,"  then  owned  by 
the  State  of  Rhode  Island,  which  instructions  were  complied  with, 
and  a  sale  was  effe<«ed  to  George  D.  Morgan,  Esq.,  then  acting  as 
Agent  for  the  United  States  for  the  purchase  of  such  property,  and 
the  sum  of  $14,500  received  as  the  purchase  money  from  the  Govern- 
ment, was  paid  over  to  the  Quartermaster  General. 

Business  requiring  my  presence  in  Washington  during  the  month 
of  October,  Governor  Sprague  informed  me  while  there  that  the 
United  States  were  willing  to  pay  the  State  of  Rhode  Island  forty 
per  cent,  upon  the  amount  expended  up  to  that  period,  for  military 
purposes  in  behalf  of  the  United  States.  Orders  were  received  from 
the  Governor  to  return  immediately  to  Providence,  nnd  obtain  frx)m 
the  Quartermaster  General  the  total  expenditure  for  mihtary  purposes 
up  to  that  date.  Returning  to  Washington  with  the  necessary  papers, 
Goternor  Sprague  gave  the  matter  his  personal  attention, and  through 
his  exertions  the  sum  of  $231,478  51  was  collected  and  recdpted  for 
by  him ,  and  embraces  with  the  amounts  already  stated,  the  snm  of  all 
the  collections  for  the  year  1861. 

1862. 

In  February,  1862,  an  account  against  the  United  States  for  Two 
Hundred  and  Sixty-Two  Horses,  amounting  to  $30,130  00,  was 
placed  in  my  hands  for  collection.  This  amount  was  collected  and 
paid  over  to  the  Quartermaster  General  on  the  8d  of  March. 

During  the  month  of  April  there  were  bills  amounting  to  $68,- 
810  00  prepared  against  the  United  States,  and  upon  colIeotioQ  were 
paid  over  to  the  Quartermaster  General  on  the  1st  of  May.  Accounts 
were  also  arranged  aiid  delivered  me  for  collection,  being  expendi- 
tures by  the  State  for  Clothing  and  Quartermaster  Stores,  amounting 
to  $66,681  84,  together  with  an  account  for  Two  Hundred  and  Sixty- 
Five  Horses,  invoiced  at  $30,475  00,  and  also  transportation  bills 
amounting  to  $4,927  00.  Upon  these  several  bills  there  was  collected 
as  follows :

This  amount  of  $78,842  33  was  paid  to  the  Qoartermaster  General 
of  tfae  State  daring  the  months  of  Jaly  and  August.  At  a  later  period 
there  was  a  further  collection  of  $16,888  87,  the  bills  for  which  had 
previously  been  presented  to  the  United  States.  This  amount  was 
paid  to  the  Quartermaster  General  on  the  6th  of  September,  and 
with  the  other  SQms  which  hare  been  specified,  constituted  all  the 
collections  for  this  year. 

1868. 

The  first  account  presented  and  paid  by  the  General  Goyemment 
for  the  year  1863,  was  for  the  Salary  of  Dr.*  James  Harris,  and 
amounted  to  $293  52.  This  was  returned  to  the  Quartermaster 
General  on  the  2dth  of  January.  The  next  account  in  order  handed 
me  for  collection  by  the  same  officer,  was  for  Six  Hundred  and  Thir- 
teen Horses,  the  total  charrre  for  which  was  $69,445  00,  which  sum 
was  collected  and  paid  to  the  Quartermaster  General  on  the  6th  of 
February. 

About  the  same  time  accounts,  principally  for  Clothing,  were  pre- 
sented, amounting  to  $28,955  44.  Upon  this  there  was  collected  the 
sum  of  $27,267  05,  which  was  paid  to  the  Quartermaster  General  on 
the  2l3t  of  February. 

During  the  month  of  March  an  account  for  Two  Hundred  and 
One  Horses,  the  bills  for  which  amounted  to  $22,692  90,  and  also 
UUs  for  Hospital  Stores  amounting  to  $5,428  55,  were  presented  for 
cdlection.  The  entire  bill  for  the  horses  was  paid,  and  upon  the 
htleraccount  the  sum  of  $2,872  20,  this  being  all  which  was  properly 
cha^eable  to  that  particular  department.  These  two  sums  making 
$25,565  10,  were  paid  to  the  Quartermaster  General  on  the  28th  day 
of  March. 

An  account  was  also  lianded  me  for  collection,  for  Quartermaster's 
Stores,  amounting  to  $17,059  23,  upon  which  there  was  collected  the 
nmi  of  $15,371  06.  This  amount  was  paid  over  to  the  Quartermaster 
General  on  the  2d  day  of  April. 

Upon  the  Clothing  account  previously  presented,  amounting  to 
128,955  44,  an  additional  collection  of  $532  71  was  made  and  paid 
to  the  same  officer  on  the  1st  day  of  Jane.     Upon  the  account  for 
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Qoartennaster's  Stores,  amonntitig  to  (17,059  23,  which  had  bees 
previooslj  presented  and  upon  which  a  payment  had  been  made  as 
heretofore  stated,  a  farther  payment  of  $536  28  was  obtained,  which 
waa  paid  to  the  Quartermaster  G-eneral  on  the  12th  of  June. 

The  next  account  made  up  for  collection  was  for  transportation, 
which  amounted  to  $6,879  09.  This  was  paid  in  fall  hy  the  United 
States,  and  delivered  to  the  Quartermaster  General  on  the  19th  of 
the  same  month. 

Bills  for  the  construction  of  the  buildings  of  the  Portsmouth  Grove 
Hospital,  amounting  to  $68,670  55,  which  bad  been  prepared,  were 
then  delivered  and  duly  presented  for  collection  to  the  United  States. 
The  entire  amount  was  collected,  and  paid  over  to  the  Quartermaster 
General  of  the  State  on  the  23d  day  of  September.  These  sevend 
amounts  constituted  the  entire  collections  made  during  thb  year. 

1864. 

No  accounts  were  given  me  for  collection  daring  the  year  1864, 
other  than  an  account  for  sabnistence  famished  Portsmouth  Grove 
Hospital,  which  had  been  previously  p'resented  to  the  United  States 
Government  for  settlement,  amounting  to  $1,206  29.  It  waa  collected 
and  paid  to  the  Quartermaster  General  on  the  12th  of  March,  it  being 
the  only  collection  made  of  the  Government  during  this  year.  ' 

1865. 

For  the  year  1865,  beginning  with  the  month  of  April,  accounts 
which  had  been  prepared  were  given  me  for  collection,  amounting  to 
$99,925  50.  The  account  was  collected  in  full,  and  the  proceeds  paid 
to  the  Quartermaster  General  of  the  State  on  the  22d  of  May. 

In  the  month  of  July,  other  accounts  amounting  to  $104,097  51, 
were  handed  me,  and  this  amount  within  a  few  cents,  was  collected 
and  paid  to  the  Quartermaster  General  on  the  13th  of  July  last 
In  the  month  of  October,  accounts  amounting  to  the  sum  of  $46,- 
381  93,  were  given  me  for  collection,  upon  which  amount  $45,112  83 
was  paid,  and  the  same  delivered  to  the  Quartermaster  General  of 
the  State  on  the  8tb  of  December.  The  difference  between  the 
amount  presented  and  the  amount  collected  was  for  interest  paid  the 
Globe  Bank.  The  bills  were  rejected  by  the  proper  occoonting  officer 
as  claims  which  would  not  be  allowed  ;  consequently  they  have  been 
returned  to  the  Quartermaster  General  of  the  State. 

The  following  statement  constitutes  a  Bummary  of  the  collectitms 
made  of  all  moneys  from  the  United  States  for  military  expenditures 
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gn  the  part  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island,  with  which  I  have  been  in 
taj  manner  connected,  or  with  which  I  am  iamiliar.  Each  amoant 
bean  the  reBpective  date  of  the  payment  of  these  moneys  to  the  officers 
of  the  State.

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It  may  be  thoaght  necessaty  m  connection  with  this  report,  to 
make  a  statement  relating  to  the  accounts  remaining  for  colIectioD, 
which  have  been  presented  to  the  United  States,  and  upon  which 
only  partial  payments  have  been  made.  In  July,  1862,  by  order  of 
Governor  Sprague,  in  connection  with  the  Hon.  J.  R.  Bullock,  who 
then  held  the  appointment  of  C6mmtssIoner  of  this  State,  for  the 
adjustment  of  its  claims,  I  proceeded  to  Washington  for  the  purpose 
of  effecting  "  the  release  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island  to  the  United 
States  of  so  much  of  the  claim  of  tlie  State  against  the  United  States, 
as  was  equal  to  the  quota  of  the  direct  ta:c  apportioned  to  Rhode 
Island,  under  the  Act  of  Congress  of  5th  August,  1861."  The 
amount  of  this  tax  being  $116,963  66,  less  15  percent,  for  collection 
as  authoi-izcd  by  the  Act  of  Congress.  Shortly  after  oar  arrival  in 
^Washington  a  release  was  executed  for  so  much  of  the  State's  claim 
as  was  equal  to  the  nett  amount  of  the  direct  tax,  viz. :  $99,419 11. 
Mr.  Bullock,  upon  his  return  to  the  State,  having  tendered  his  resig- 
nation to  Governor  Sprague,  the  matter  was  then  placed  in  my  bands 
for  adjustment.  The  successful  arrangement  of  the  matter  was 
delayed  by  an  exception  which  the  Government  liad  taken  to  the 
account  of  the  State.  For  the  purpose  of  overcoming  this  exception, 
the  account  was  withdrawn,  and  a  new  one,  prepared  by  General 
Stead,  presented,  which  embraced  $534,598  82,  expended  by  the 
Quartermaster  General's  Department,  and  $24,592  11,  expended  by 
the  Adjutant  General,  making  the  gross  amount  of  the  State's  claim 
$559,190  93.  Upon  the  presentation  of  the  new  acconnt,  the  matter 
was  again  deferred  for  the  following  reason ;  The  Treasury  Depart- 
ment had  decided  that  the  amount  of  this  direct  tax  would  not  be 
entered  or  allowed,  until  the  accounts  of  the  State  which  had  been 
presented,  were  examined  and  accepted  for  an  amount  sufficient  to 
cover  the  40  per  cent,  which  had  been  paid  by  the  Government,  to 
wit :  $231,478  51,  in  addition  to  the  amount  of  the  direct  tax.  By 
reference  to  the  report  of  the  General  Treasurer,  it  appears  the  nett 
amount  of  the  tax  has  been  credited  to  the  United  States  upon  his 
books,  bnt  the  amount  had  not  np  to  April,  1865,  been  entered  by 
the  United  States  as  against  the  State  of  Rhode  Island.  Upon  this 
account  there  is  now  suspended  and  disallowed  by  the  United  States 
Government  the  sura  of  $228,258  47.  This  sum  will,  it  is  thought, 
be  very  much  reduced  by  still  further  obviating  the  objections  taken 
by  the  Treasury  Department. 

With  reference  to  the  accounts  presented  in  1862,  for  Clothing  and 
Quartermaster  Stores,  amounting  to  $66,681  84,  upon  which  account 
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ptyments  were  made  of  $43,440  33  and  $16,888  87,  there  is  shown 
to  be  an  uncollected  balance  of  916,352  64,  which  is  explained  as 
follows :  In  October,  1861,  the  Quartermaster  General's  Depart- 
meat  of  the  United  States,  being  at  that  time  nnable  to  furnish 
Clothing  for  all  the  troops  called  for  by  the  President,  autliorized  the 
State  of  Khode  Island  to  furnish  to  their  recruits,  as  well  as  to  the 
troops  in  the  field  from  this  State,  at  the  average  Government  prices, 
loch  articles  of  Clothing  aa  were  required.  To  obviate  this  embar- 
rusment  of  the  United  States,  the  State  furnished  its  troops  with 
Clothing,  bat  upon  the  presentation  of  the  account  for  payment,  the 
Department  assumed  that  where  the  State  furnished  articles  of  Cloth- 
ing fur  lat  than  the  Government  rates,  no  increase  upon  the  State 
price  would  be  allowed,  but  in  all  cases  where  the  State  rates  were  in 
excess  of  the  Government  prices,  they  were  made  to  conform  to  the 
GoTernment  rates,  thus  actually  charging  Rhode  Island  soldiers  more 
for  some  articles  of  Clothing  than  the  Government  were  willing  to 
piy  the  State  for  the  same.  Upon  an  explanation  of  this  matter  to 
the  Quartermaster  General  of  the  United  States,  he  assnred  me  that 
this  diflerence  should  be  justly  arranged  at  some  future  period.  This 
action  on  the  part  of  the  Government  left  for  collection  a  balance  of 
$6,S52  64,  being  the  difference  in  the  prices  of  clothing  above 
alluded  to. 

The  account  for  Clothing,  of  $28,955  44,  which  was  presented  in 
1863.  upon  which  the  sum  of  $27,267  05  and  $532  71  was  collected, 
leavuig  a  balance  due  of  $1,155  68,  is  similar  to  the  account  above 
stated,  and  susceptible  of  the  same  explanation. 

The  account  for  Hospital  Stores,  of  $5,428  55,  upon  which  a  pay- 
ment was  made  of  $2,872  20,  being  all  that  pertained  to  that  particu- 
lar department  as  heretofore  stated,  lefl  a  balance  due  on  this  claim 
for  Commissary  Stores,  of  $2,556  35,  which  balance  is  now  includ- 
ed with  our  general  claim,  for  presentation. 

The  account  fur  Quartermaster's  Stores,  amounting  to  $17,059  23, 
upon  which  payments  were  made  of  $15,371  06  and  $536  23,  is  still 
unadjusted.  The  balance  of  this  account,  $1,151  94,  being  tbr  cups, 
knives,  forks,  Ac,  has  been  placed  with  the  general  account  for 
recruiting  expenses,  for  collection.

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REPORT. 


The  Joint  Special  Committee  of  the  General  Assembly  to  whom 
was  referred  the  Special  Message  of  His  Excellency  the  Governor, 
**  for  the  purpose  of  considering  the  subjects  therein  contained,  and 
reporting  such  action  thereon  as  to  them  shall  seem  expedient,  with 
aathoritj  to  send  for  persons  and  papers,"  hare  the  honor  to  submit 
the  following 

REPORT. 

The  Committee  being  fiiUy  impressed  with  the  important  interests 
committed  to  them  fer  their  examination,  and  being  desirous  of 
arriving  at  a  just  and  correct  conclusion  as  early  as  practicable,  first 
proceeded  to  make  a  thorough  and  full  examination  of  the  books, 
Touchers  and  accounts  of  the  Quartermaster  General's  Department 
for  the  years  1861,  1862  and  1863. 

Tour  Committee,  in  their  investigation  of  the  books,  bills  and 
accounts,  found  the  tacts  and  statements  set  forth  in  the  Special  Mes- 
sage of  His  Excellency  to  be  correct,  and  well  substantiated  by  the 
books  and  vouchers. 

Fr<nn  what  was  disclosed  in  the  examination  of  the  books,  vouch- 
ers and  accounts,  and  an  analysis  of  the  testimony  taken,  your  Com- 
mittee are  firmly  convinced  that  the  fiicts  and  statements  herewith 
|>resented  are  ftilly  corroborated  by  the  evidence  they  obtained.  For 
the  year  1861  the  Committee  find  the  books  to  have  been  accurately 
kept,  and  all  the  transactions  of  the  department  placed  correctly 
npon  record.  The  receipts  and  expenditure;  are  all  clearly  and 
accoratcly  entered,  but  from  inexperience  and  a  want  of  knowledge 
essentially  requisite  for  the  cdlection  of  the  accounts  of  the  United 
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States,  there  was  expended  sometlung  over  (123,000  which  there  U 
tittle  prospect  of  obtaining  from  the  General  GoTemment.  This 
money  seems  to  have  been  paid  principally  upon  drafls  drawn  upon 
the  Quartermaster  General  of  the  State  by  our  regimental  officers  at 
Washington,  and  elsewhere,  in  the  early  stages  of  the  war,  and  was 
disbursed  in  various  ways  to  meet  the  many  requirements  of  our 
troops  which  by  the  exigency  had  been  called  so  hastily  to  the  field. 
General  Stead,  in  his  exammation,  expressed  the  opinion  that  this 
money  would  eventually  be  paid  to  the  State,  notwithstanding  its 
irregular  form ;  but  tho  opinion  of  Col.  Sanford,  who  has  acted  as 
the  Agent  of  the  State  for  the  collection  of  its  claims,  is  to  the  effect 
that  the  laws  of  Congress,  coupled  with  the  requirements  of  Uie 
Treasury  Department  at  Washington,  will  not  at  present  admit  <^ 
this  hope,  for  the  reason  tltat  General  Stead  could  not  sustain  the 
amount  with  sufficient  vouchers  to  include  it  in  the  account  made  up 
by  him  against  the  United  States. 

The  first  account  to  which  our  attention  was  directed,  and  which 
seemed  to  claim  special  attention,  was  the  account  for  horses,  which 
commenced  in  1861,  with  the  fitting  out  of  the  First  Regiment. 
The  books  and  vouchers  show  the  purchase  of  126  horses  for  this 
regiment,  at  a  cost  to  the  State  of  91T,4T0  00,  at  which  price  they 
are  cliargcd  to  the  United  States.  In  the  fitting  out  of  the  Second 
Regiment  and  Battery,  the  vouchers  and  books  show  that  145  horses 
were  bought  of  Messrs.  A.  &.  W.  Sprague,  at  a  cost  <^  f  150  each. 
For  the  Third  Regiment  the  hooks  and  vouchers  show  that  74  horses 
were  bought  of  A.  &  W.  Sprague,  at  a  coat  of  9117  41  per  bead. 
For  the  Fourth  Regiment  it  is  shown  that  96  horses  were  bought  o£ 
A.  &.  W.  Sprague,  at  the  price  of  «117  41. 

Upon  another  voucher  it  is  shown  that  45  horses  were  bought  <^ 
A.  &  W.  Sprague  in  November,  for  the  New  England  Cavalry  Regi- 
ment, at  a  cost  of  9117  41  per  head.  The  purchases  above  eaumeiv 
ated  constitute  the  entire  ntunber  purchased  during  the  year  1861,  or 
for  the  period  General  Stead  was  in  office,  and  show  the  aggregate 
number  to  have  been  486.  Deducting  7  horses  from  this  nomber, 
which  were  sold  to  individuals,  and  the  amount  received  for  them 
being  credited  by  General  Stead  upon  the  account,  it  appears  479 
horses  had  been  purchased,  at  a  cost  to  the  State  of  $63,077  56. 

Gteneral  Stead's  books  show  that  429  of  these  horses  had  been  hj 
him  delivered  to  our  regiments  and  battery,  and  chained  to  the 
United  Stataa  aa  ft^ows:

Dedncting  the  above  number  of  horsea,  delivered  and  charged  to 
tlie  Unhed  States,  from  the  whole  number  purchased,  and  the  nnm- 
ber  left  on  hand  would  be  6%-  belonging  to  the  State  when  General 
Stead  resigned  the  duties  of  the  office  to  General  Frieze.  Maldng 
jwoper  atlowancea  for  diseases  incident  to  property  of  this  nature,  the 
number  is  reduced  to  45,  ivliich  appears  to  have  been  the  number  on 
hand  when  General  Frieze  assumed  the  dudes  of  the  department  as 
Quartermaster  General. 

A  statement  to  this  effect  appears  upon  the  books  of  Cren.  Stead, 
in  the  hand-writing  of  Gen.  Frieze,  which  reads  as  follows:  "45 
braves  to  be  accounted  for  by  Amasa  Sprague,  that  belong  to  the 
State  of  Rhode  Island."  Of  tJiese  45  horses  which  were  on  hand, 
it  appears  14  of  them  were  delivered  and  charged  to  the  Fifth  Regi- 
ment the  first  day  Gen.  Frieze  entered  upon  his  duties.  They.appear 
aa  the  first  entty  made  upon  his  books,  and  this  entry  is  the  only 
recorded  one  of  any  number  of  lioraes  issued  during  the  period  Gen. 
Friese  held  the  office.  What  became  of  the  81  horses  which  would 
remain  after  the  delivery  of  the  14  to  the  Fifth  Regiment,  your  Com- 
mittee sought  to  ascertain. 

No  testimamy  elicited  throws  positive  light  upon  this  matter. 
Neither  General  Frieze,  or  his  hook-keeper,  George  M.  Daniels, 
seem  to  account  satis&ctorily  for  these  horses.  Examining  the  ac- 
coant  of  "Supplies  on  hand,"  (which  we  find  in  Quartermaster 
G«nera]  Stead's  report  made  to  the  General  Assembly  atthe  Jairasry 
seasion,  A.  D.  1862,  soon  after  General  Frieze  was  elected,)  we  find 
under  the  above  head,  a  statement  as  follows :  "  Thirty-one  horses 
at  9110,  since  delivered  to  the  United  States,  $3,410." 

As  there  is  no  charge  of  these  horses,  either  upon  the  books  of 
General  Stead  or  General  Frieze,  it  is  apparent  that  the  credit  made 
by  General  Frieze  in  April  to  the  "horse  account "  of  98,400,  was  for 
these  horses:  A  ftirther  examination  into  this  transaction  establishes  the 
bet  that  they  were  included  in  one  of  two  bills  of  horses,  numbering 
110  and  152,  which  were  made  up  against  tbe  United  States,  under 
date  1^  Dec.  20, 1861,  by  General  Frieze,  and  officially  certified  to 
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by  him,  and  hj  the  Governor  od  the  24th  of  December,  this   hOtet 
date  being  General  Frieze's  first  day  in  office. 

It  further  appears,  and  the  proof  is  beyond  question,  that  when  At 
bills  were  made  up  against  the  United  States  by  Qnartennaster  Gen- 
eral Frieze  for  the  110  horses,  and  the  152  horses,  the  former  for 
Batteiy  "  G,"  and  the  latter  for  the  New  England  Cavalry  Rai- 
ment, that  the  price  of  the  262  horses  was  fixed  upon  one  Inll  at 
9110,  while  upon  the  other  the  price  was  fixed  at  911S.  Both  of 
these  bills  for  the  same  lot  of  horses,  at  these  difikrent  {vices,  are 
certified  to  upon  honor  as  being  correct,  by  Quartermaster  General 
Frieze  and  Governor  Sprague. 

These  hills,  it  is  shown,  were  sent  to  the  State  Agent,  then  at 
Washington,  with  a  letter  of  instructions  from  Greneral  Frieze,  relat- 
ing to  their  collection  'of  the  United  States.  The  creditable  btisness 
ability  of  the  State  Agent  enabled  him  to  collect  the  bill  bearing  the 
highest  price,  >-iz.,  9115,  and  the  sum  of  $30,130  was  collected  and 
retnmed  to  Qnartermaater  General  Frieze  in  March.  Hence  it  is 
shown  that  the  thirty-one  horses  remaining  on  hand,  which  the 
State  had  purchased  of  Messrs.  A.  &  W.  Sprague  at  $117  41  per 
head,  were  included  in  the  sale  to  the  United  States  at  9115.  F<J- 
lowing  this  transaction  to  its  ultimate  issue,  it  appears  that  General 
Frieze  credited  the  "  horse  account "  apon  his  books  with  $8,400 
in  cash  for  these  borsea.  This  involved  a  loss  to  the  State  of  9239  71, 
while  a  profit  of  $165  was  realized  from  the  United  States  in  tbv 
transaction. 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Phillips,  who  was  engaged  in  purchasing  horses  for 
the  State  in  Canada  and  elsewhere,  under  the  direction  of  Amasa 
Sprague,  in  1861,  testifies  that  he  bought  the  145  horses,  which  were 
fnmished  in  June,  1861,  by  A.  &  W.  Sprague,  to  the  Second  Regi- 
ment and  Battery,  and  for  which  the  State  paid  $150  per  head ;  and 
that'the  average  cost  of  these  horses,  as  he  (Mr.  Phillips)  told 
one  of  the  Messrs.  Sprague  at  the  time  of  their  deliver)'  to  the 
United  States,  was  about  #120  per  head.  The  evidence  of  Mr. 
Phillips  is  positive  that  the  price  paid  for  this  lot  of  horses  when  he 
bought  then],  and  the  price  the  State  gaid  A.  &  W.  Sprague  for 
them,  would  yield  a  profit  over  and  above  the  expenses,  of  $2,500  to 
$8,000.  Phillips  states  tliat  he  figured  the  cost  of  these  horses  at 
the  time  of  their  delivery  to  the  State,  and  that  he  expected  to  get 
some  portion  of  the  profits,  and  that  he  inquired  of  Amasa  Sprague 
where  the  profit  was,  or  what  became  of  It,  and  Amasa  re^ed  that 
he  sfaoold  make  a  present  of  it  to  the  Sute.     Mr.  Phillips  further

•tttes  ia  bis  testinumj,  that  the  horses  he  booght  with  Amass  Sprsgae 
they  done  Teiy  -veil  with,  and  that  he  understood  when  he  was  buy- 
ing horses  under  Amasa  Sprague's  directions,  that  the  price  they 
were  to  receive  from  the  State  under  the  contract  was  9110.  He 
fbrtbe-  states  that  the  horses  he  bought  coat  on  an  average  about 
990,  and  that  he  did  not  know  that  more  than  9110  was  collected 
for  the  horses  which  were  sold  to  the  State,  and  that  the  purchases  of 
horses  were  not  confined  strictly  to  the  State  account  but  that  horses 
were  bought  on  private  ac.connt  at  the  same  time  they  were  purchas- 
ing on  the  State's  account ;  and  some  that  were  bought  upon  the 
State's  account  were  retained  as  private  property,  and  subseqoently 
sold  at  very  remunerative  prices. 

Bills  for  forage  to  a  considerable  amount  were  paid  to  A.  &  W. 
Spragoe  for  the  keeping  of  the  horses  which  the  State  purchased  of 
diem.  Bills  for  lumber,  labor  and  materials  were  also  paid  them  by 
the  State  for  the  erection  of  stables.  What  became  of  the  lumber 
■nd  materials  tumisbed  by  the  State  when  the  keeping  of  the  horses 
ceased,  your  Committee  did  not  ascertain,  but  they  &iled  to  find  a 
<vedit  to  the  State  of  this  ]anperty.  The  bills  above  mentioned  are 
fi«nd  among  the  accounts  now  suspended  by  the  Qeneral  Got- 


The  books  of  Quartermaster  General  Frieze  show  that  he  expend- 
ed of  tile  State's  money  92,806  for  the  purchase  of  seventeen  horses, 
which  he  enUred  upon  his  books.  These  horses  the  vouchers  show 
were  purchased  from  the  29th  of  May  to  the  27th  of  August.  To 
meet  this  expenditure  his  issue  shows  but  three  horses  delivered  to 
officers  at  the  hospital,  which  are  charged  at  9346.  Nothing  appean 
upon  the  books  to  show  tbitt  the  State  ever  received  any  further 
campeniation  for  the  balance  of  these  horses,  except  a  credit  that 
was  made  to  the  hone  account  near  the  close  of  the  year,  of  9451  60. 
As  the  account  now  stands,  it  shows  a  loss  to  the  State  of  91,S(^  40. 

Your  Committee  have  deemed  it  important  to  carefully  trace  the 
record  of  all  the  transactions  in  horses  entered  upon  the  hooka  t^  the 
Qnartermaster  C^eral  for  1861  and  1862,  to  enable  them  to  present 
a  statement  showing  clearly  how  the  State's  interest  was  aflected. 

The  following  statement  exhibits  the  coat  to  the  State  of  all  the 
hones  purchased  by  General  Stead  and  Genecal  Friesa  that  were 
etiUrtd  ttpcm  the  looit  .-

The  above  statemeota  embrace  all  the  transactions  upon  record  ix 
the  first  two  years  of  the  war.  This  shows  that  the  State  will  Iok 
iqwQ  a  final  settlement  of  its  account  with  the  United  States  tlie  sum 
of  94,250  96. 

The  Committee  deem  it  necessary  to  state  that  when  the  genenl 
account  of  the  State  was  made  up,  in  October,  1S62,  by  Gren.  Stead, 
for  collection  of  the  United  States,  the  145  horses  which  were  boo^t 
of  A.  &  W.  Sprague  for  the  Second  Regin»ent  and  Battery,  in  June, 
1861,  were  erroneously  charged  a  second  time  in  the  account.  Like- 
wise the  45  horses  which  Gen.  Stead  left  on  handwere  chained  to 
the  New  England  Cavalry  Regiment  as  being  delivered  Kovember 
14th.  The  United  States  officers,  in  examining  the  account,  detested 
Aese  errors,  and  as  there  are  no  receipts  that  show  the  delivery  of  tliis 
number  of  horses,  or  vouchers  that  show  such  a  number  were  ever 
purchased  by  the  State,  it  is  evident  that  upon  a  final  adjustment  of 
the  account  with  the  United  States,  it  will  become  netwssaiy  to  strike 
from  the  account  190  horses  which  have  been  charged,  amounting  to 
*27,0p3  45. 

These  statements  embrace  all  the  important  facts  ascertained,  and 
testimony  taken,  that  relates  to  the  purchases  of  the  horses  that  an 
rteorded  upon  the  books  of  the  Quartermaster  General's  department 
for  the  years  1861  and  1862. 

Independent  of  the  transactions  recofded  upon  the  books,  your 
committee  sought  to  obtain  infbrmadoo  in  relation  to  the  nnmber  and 
the  purchases  of  the  horses  in  1862,  with  the  financial  tiansactioBS 
connected  thet«with,  which  were  furnished  tlie  United  States  upon

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the  official  account  of  the  9late,  bat  which  it  hu  been  churned  were 
discoiinected  officially  from  the  State,  or  were  "  outside  transactions." 
The  exBrniaation  of  Col.  S.  P.  Sanford  shows  that  he  collected  pay 
of  the  United  States  for  1986  horses,  of  which  no  record  was  made 
Opon  the  bonks  by  the  Qoartermaster  General.  Of  these  1935 
horses,  it  is  shown  tliat  1234  were  delivered  to  the  United  States 
fi-om  the  20tli  of  December,  1861,  to  December  31st,  1862,  and  Uiat 
pay  wai  collected  of  the  United  States,  by  Col.  Sanford,  for  1121 
which  amounted  to  $128,915.  This  snm  was  paid  over  to  Qnarter^ 
master  Gen.  Frieze,  and  the  receipts  of  this  officer  were  exhibited  for 
the  amount.  The  following  bills  show  the  number  and  amount  col- 
lected :

Col.  Sanford  further  states  that  701  horses  were  delivered  in  Jan- 
uary and  February,  1863,  and  that  he  collected  pay  for  814,  which 
amounted  to  ^2,137  90.     The  bills  collected  were  as  follows :

Col.  Sanford  states  that  when  be  collected  the  sum  of  t69,445,  he 
tendered  the  amount  to  Quartermaster  Gen.  Cooke,  when  Gen. 
Cooke  directed  him  to  take  the  money  to  Gen.  Frieze  and  obtain  a 
receipt  for  the  same,  and  lie  (Gen.  Cooke)  would  then  issue  his 
official  receipt  for  the  amount.  These  receipts  were  shown  to  the 
Committee.  The  latter  amount  of  J22,692  90  was  paid  to  Quarter- 
master Gen.  Cooke,  as  appears  by  evidence  and  receipt. 

Col.  Sanford  testifies  that  he  bad  no  knowledge  that  the  horses  for 
which  he  was  coUectihg  money  of  the  United  States  were  different 
from  any  other  property  connected  with  the  Quarterniaster  General's 
Department,  and  that  the  money  coold  not  have  been  obtained  from 
the  United  States  only  upon  the  State  au^ority,  and  that  the  horses 
were  regarded  by  the  department  officers  at  Woshingtoi^as  belonging 
legjtmutely  to  theStateof  Bhode  Island.    He  further  states  that  tbo 
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United  SlAtu  clLftrged  the  money  they  paid  to  the  State,  and  tittt 
the  State  Bfaonld  have  an  official  record  of  all  its  traiMactions  witli  the 
General  Government. 

In  relation  to  the  purchase  of  the  horses,  the  testimony  of  Mr. 
Phillips  relative  to  the  parties  who  were  engaged  in  buying  them  in 
1862,  is  that  General  FricM,  (with  his  Iwother^n-law,)  T.  A.  How- 
land,  and  George  G.  Tbayer,  were  buying,  and  that  Thayer  bon^t 
the  greater  number.  Phillips  testifies  that  a  man  told  him  that  be 
bad  sold  to  Frieze  and  Howlaad  many  horses  for  thirty  dollars,  and 
that  it  was  the  talk  among  the  dealers  engaged  in  selling  htnses  in 
New  York,  that  when  a  lot  of  horses  were  designed  to  be  purchased 
by  Howland,  a  party  would  precede  the  purchaser  and  enter  into  on 
understanding  with  the  seller,  that  if  the  lot  of  horses  were  bou^t 
by  Uowland,  who  would  subsequently  appear  as  the  purchaser,  that 
ten  dollara  per  head  should  be  paid  to  Howhuul  out  of  the  proceed* 
of  the  sale.  Fbiliipa  further  testifies  that  a  man  told  him  that  lie 
gave  Howbmd  six  hundred  dollars  for  sixty  horses  which  he  •sold  to 
General  Frieze,  and  that  whoever  sold  a  horse  to  Rowland  would 
have  to  dedacf  ten  dollars  per  head.  Phillips  also  testified  that  theie 
were  probably  one  thousand  horses  sold  at  Twenty-First  street,  New 
York,  that  went  into  the  service  of  the  Government,  that  would  not 
Iwing  forty  dollars  apiece.  The  books  and  vouchers  show  that  there 
vaa  pud  to  T.  A.  Howland  for  forage,  shipping,  landing  and  expense 
bills  up<ui  these  horses,  by  the  State,  over  $14,000.  The  amoont 
pud  the  Globe  Bank  by  the  State,  being  interest  on  the  &nds  obtain- 
ed for  the  purchase  of  horses,  was  $1,269  10. 

The  testimony  of  General  Cooke  confirms  the  statement  made  io 
the  Message  of  His  Excellency,  ^regarding  the  dehvery  of  the  horses 
in'  January  and  February,  1863 ;  but  qualifies  the  dehvery  with  the 
•tatement  that  he  txctually  delivered  none;  that  the  horm  teereaU 
fumiahed  iy  hu  predeeeuor,,  bat  be  being  Quartermaster  General  at 
the  time  of  the  dehvery  did  sign  the  descriptive  lists. 

Upon  the  statement  tliat  two  Quartermaster  Generals  were  "  act- 
ing at  one  and  tlie  same  time,"  General  Cooke  and  General  Frieu 
bod)  testify  that  such  was  not  the  case,  and  make  the  explanation 
that  the  name  of  Lynum  By  Frieae,  which  appears  in  the  delireiy 
receipt  of  four  hundred  horses,  was  a  clerical  error ;  they  state  the 
receipt  should  have  been  written  Geoi^  Lewis  Cooke,  who  waa 
then  the  only  actmg  officer.  Examining  the  letter  book  <ii  Qnaiterr' 
master  General  Frieze,  we  find  the  following  letter  of  reaignatieo  <^ 
tb»  offioe  of  t^oartennaater  General  by  General  Frieie :

Sw:—  I  hereby  tender  1117  retignetbii  «•  Qurteraiuter  Qtnenl  of  the  SMt  of 
Bbode  Itlud,  to  lake  effect  on  the  l«t  of  Febrnarj,  18es.

L.  B.  FRIEZE, 

Q-M-QenlK.!.* 


The  above  resignation  appears  upon  the  book,  with  a  preceding 
letter  dated  Dec.  4th,  1862,  irhile  the  next  letter  npon  the  book 
entered  after  the  resignation,  is  dated  Dec.  11th,  1862.  The  date  of 
this  letter  of  resignation  it  seems  difficult  to  reconcile  when  compared 
with  the  prior  and  snbseqnent  dates,  between  which  it  a^>ears  insert- 
ed. This  evidence  seema  to  corroborate  the  statement  of  His  Excel- 
lency, unless  we  regard  the  explanation  of  Gtenetal  Friexe,  fband  in 
his  testimony  npon  this  matter,  as  satis&ctory.  Should  we  accept  the 
latter  conclusion,  it  will  iUnstrate  the  want  of  precision  and  care 
which  "was  manifestly  lacking  in  the  Department  during  the  yoax 
1862. 

In  relation  to  the  entry  made  npon  the  books  by  Gen.  Cooke,  he 
affiims  that  if  the  business  was  to  be  again  done  he  shonld  make  a 
different  entry  of  the  transactions ;  he  fhrther  states  that  at  the  time 
he  made  the  entry  he  did  not  know  as  much  as  he  did  subsequently 
in  relatjon  to  this  matter.  The  money  which  he  received  frtm  tin 
United  States  for  the  horses,  he  teslKA  he  paid  to  the  Globe  Bank, 
taking  up  the  StaW»  obligationB  for  monetf  th»  State  had  hired  of  th* 
Q-lobe  Batik.  General  Cooke  further  affinns  that  Gen.  Frieze  told 
hhn  the  horses  weee  to  be  kept  outside  of  the  State,  and  Am  expres- 
sion that  this  was  an  "  outside  transaction,"  was  an  nnfortanote  one, 
fcr  he  now  beKevBs  it  cannot  be  so  regarded.  Justice  to  Gren.  Cooke 
requires  the  Committee  to  state  that  with  the  exception  of  the  appli- 
cation of  the  Jnnds  collected  of  the  United  States  fiw  horses,  and  the 
entry  reUtive  to  the  same  which  he  made  upon  his  books,  that  in  all 
other  respects  the  books  show  the  business  to  have  been  credibly 
perfonned. 

The  principal  evidence  presented  by  General  Frieze  to  snatain  his 
Action  in  omitting  to  make  a  record  of  the  transactions  in  horses  npon 
his  books,  is  **  that  the  Attorney  G«neTal  advised  that  it  was  donbtM 
ff  Ae  Governor  was  authorised  to  purchase  horses  npon  the  State's 
account  without  the  authority  of  the  (Jeneral  Assembly."  This  evi- 
dence and  advice  appears  singular  contrasted  with  the  action  of  die 
Governor  dnring  the  year  1861,  when  the  State  nude  DMrly-all  ita 
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ptirchaBea  of  hones  of  A.  &  W.  Spragne,  and  tJie  anthmi^  to  pay 
the  money  has  never  been  qnesrioned. 

If  the  opinion  of  the  Attorney  General  upon  this  matter  was  entitled 
to  weight,  then  it  is  conclusive  that  the  money  paid  A.  &  W.  Sprague 
was  paid  without  the  anthority  or  sanction  of  law.  If  Gen.  Frieze 
was  governed  by  the  opinion  of  the  Attorney  General,  his  actioii  in 
expending  $2,305  of  the  State's  money  for  horses,  which  he  enttred 
vpon  Au  booki,  will  appear  to  have  been  in  direct  vidation  of  the 
advice.  Your  Committee  have  &iled  to  discover  the  difiference 
between  the  purchase  of  horses  and  other  property  required  by  the 
Qnartermaster  General,  and  it  appears  that  after  the  1935  horses  be- 
longing to  Gen.  Fneze  had  been  delivered,  ^e  State  pnrdiased 
horses  regularly  upon  its  own  account,  as  it  did  all  property  reqniredi, 
without  speoal  authority  of  the  Creneral  Assembly.  The  mom^ 
which  was  used  to  purchase  the  horses  was  obtained  upon  t/u  aretUt 
((f  the  StaU,  as  appears  by  the  testimony  of  Gen.  Frieze  and  Gen. 
Cooke,  who  testify  that  Gen.  Frieze's  checks  were  officially  agned; 
therefore  the  State  was  responsible  for  the  money,  end  when  the 
Amds  were  received  from  the  United  States  which  belonged  to  the 
State,  and  were  so  charged  by  the  United  States,  the  money  wai 
taken  to  pay  tlie  Globe  Bank. 

The  amount  of  $15,000,  which  appears  in  the  General  Treasurer! 
Import  for  1863,  as  having  been  received  from  the  United  States 
under  date  of  August  23,  186V  >u>d  credited  by  the  General  Treas- 
urer to  the  transportation  accoont,  the  evidence  of  Col.  Sanfonl 
shows  was  not  obtained  from  the  United  States.  The  General  Gov- 
ernment have  no  such  sum  charged  to  the  State,  fs  having  been  paid 
upon  this  account.  The  only  record  found  by  your  Committee  upon 
the  books  of  Quartermaster  Gen.  Stead  of  this  money,  was  foond 
upon  the  ledger  in  the  account  of  Paymaster  Sisson,  of  the  First 
Kegiment,  who  is  chai^d  with  the  payment  of  drafts  to  the  amount 
of  »48,082  79. 

At  the  foot  of  this  account  there  is  a  memorandum  to  this  efiect: 
"  Received  back  from  Paymaster  Potter  f  15,000."  The  suppositioa 
is,  that  when  Gen.  Stead  received  this  money  he  paid  it  over  to  the 
General  Treasurer,  who  credited  the  anM>ant  to  the  United  States. 
Gen.  Stead's  examination  failed  to  throw  any  Ught  upon  the  matter, 
as  it  bad  escapcfd  his  recollection.  From  what  source  this  moBiej 
came  your  Committee  were  unable  to  ascertain,  but  the  evidence  of 
Col.  >^^nford  is  positive  that  no  such  credit  has  been  ^ven  theiitate 
oy  the  United  States,  on  ajccount  of  transpcHlatian. 
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The  scoooDta  of  1861,  which  ore  now  "  stupeiuled  and  disaUowed," 
amounting  to  $228,258  47,  the  Conamitte«  find  are  being  efifectively 
prepared  hr  final  adjustment  and  settlement  with  the  United  States. 
The  one  hundred  and  ninety  horses,  amounting  to  927,033  45, 
(erroDeoQslj'  charged,  which  have  been  referred  to  in  this  report  aa 
necessary  to  be  deducted  frirni  the  account,)  will  leave  the  balance 
due  the  State  about  9*200,000.  The  opinion  of  the  State  Agent  is 
expressed  that  75  per  cenL  of  the  claim  will  eventually  be  allowed 
and  paid  by  the  General  Crovenunent. 

Your  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  roamier  in  which  the 
Qoarteraiaster  General's  books  appear  to  have  been  kept  during  the 
^ear  1862,  and  tke  way  the  entries  were  made  upon  them,  or  omitted 
to  be  mode,  deserves  much  censure.  No  evidence  was  obtained  by 
the  Committee  that  would  palliate  or  excuse  the  manner  with  which 
the  accounts  collected  of  the  United  States,  with  others,  were  treated. 
The  evidence  shows,  that  independent  of  the  account  for  horses, 
there  was  collected  of  the  United  States  and  paid  to  Qnartennaster 
Gen.  Frieze  for  clothing,  quartermaster  stores  and  transportation,  the 
som  of  965,256  20.  Gen.  Frieze  credited  but  $64,108  59.  This 
shows  a  balance  now  due  the  State,  irom  Qoartermaster  Gen.  Frieze, 
of  91,147  61  upon  this  account. 

The  evidence  sabetantiates  the  iact  that  two  bills  for  transportation, 
amotinting  severally  to  98,981,  and  9998,  which  were  pud  to  the 
Providence  and  Stoningtmi  Bailroed  Cot,  and  the  steamer  Commons- 
wealth,  were  collected  of  the  United  States  and  paid  over  by  the 
State  Agent  to  Qnartennaster  General  Frieze,  daring  the  month  o£ 
July.  The  above  bills  were  paid  and  charged  by  General  Frieze, 
and  the  money  collected  and  paid  him  during  bis  year  in  o£See. 
When  the  money  was  received  by  Quartermaster  General  Frieze, 
the  bcioks  show  he  credited  but  $3,981.  Both  of  the  above  mention- 
ed bills  having  been  paid  by  the  United  States,  it  will  be  necessary 
to  make  a  credit  upon  the  Quart«rma3ter  General's  books  for  that 
year,  for  the  amount  which  General  Frieze  received,  but  which  the 
books  show  was  not  received  by  the  State.  The  latter  bill,  which  is 
omitted  in  the  credit,  forms  a  portioo  of  the  91)147  61,  which  is  due 
the  State  fixan  General  Frieze. 

The  testimony  of  General  Frieze  and  his  book-keeper  Daniels,  in 
idalion  to  the  tnll  of  forage,  collected  of  the  United  States,  when 
the  oata  are  chafed  at  twenty-four  pounds  to  tho  bnsbel,  is  vagoe, 
tDdefinite,  and  at  variance  with  the  entries  made  upon  the  books,  at 
tfae  tuning  of  the  forage  aceonnt  with  the  New  England  Cavaby 
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Repment  The  first  fire  itema  upon  the  bOl  are  fonnd  charged  opai 
the  books.  No  other  items  enumerated  npon  the  biH  are  entered 
upon  the  books.  Eqnal  qnantities  of  oats  are  charged  npon  the 
books,  at  corresptMiding  dates  of  the  bill,  at  9158  09,  vhiie  npon  the 
bill  the^  are  chafed  at  9222  95. 

The  evidence  is  clear  and  conclnnre,  that  (he  bill  of  fiimge, 
amoanting  to  912,799  85,  was,  with  sundry  odier  bills,  amounting  to 
916,888  87,  collected  of  the  United  States,  and  paid  over  to  Quarter- 
master General  Frieze  on  the  axth  of  September.  The  credit  whk^ 
was  made  open  the  bot^  at  this  time,  to  the  United  States,  was  faitt 
96,888  87. 

A  comparison  of  the  account  of  the  G«neral  Treasurer  with  the 
account  of  Quartermaster  General  Frieze,  shows  charges  of  monej  ' 
to  the  amount  of  94,000,  which  was  pud  to  General  Frieze  in  sums 
of  9500,  at  ei^t  different  periods  between  Sept.  16th  and  Dec.  26th. 
This  money  was  charged  as  specif  boonty,  paid  to  Quartermaster 
General  Frieze  by  the  General  Treasurer.  This  money  was  not 
credited  by  Quartermaster  General  Frieze,  neither  does  he  show 
satisfactorily  how  the  money  was  expended.  General  Frieze  sap 
the  General  Treasurer  bad  no  right  to  charge  him  with  this  m<mey, 
as  the  drafts  were  drawn  by  Governor  Sprague.  The  drafts  a[^iear 
to  have  been  so  drawn,  and  were  payable  to  the  order  of  the  Qoai^ 
termaster  General,  and  as  the  General  Treasurer  paid  it  to  the 
Quartermaster  General)  he  very  properiy  charged  it  to  that  officer. 
General  Frieze  avers  ^at  tiiis  uioney  was  expended  as  head  money 
in  recruiting,  and  no  entry  was  made  of  it  upon  the  bo<^.  Shonld 
this  charitable  view  be  accepted  by  the  Committee  as  a  Boffiucnt 
explanation  in  this  case,  your  Committee  believe  they  would  justly 
deserve  censure,  as  they  are  firm  in  the  conviction  that  justice 
requires  every  public  c^Bcer  entrusted  with  Uie  money  of  the  State 
to  render  an  account  of  all  his  receipts  and  disbursunents.  In  this 
instance  it  is  inexcusable  on  the  part  of  an  officer  whose  experience 
and  bufflneas  ability  has  obtained  for  himself  a  high  reputation  in 
business  circles,  and  the  most  responsible  financial  position  in  the 
State  imder  the  Federal  Government. 

Th^  money  that  was  expended  for  the  erection  of  buildings  at 
Portsmouth  Grove  Hospital  it  is  not  claimed  was  paid  with  Amds 
other  than  those  belonging  to  the  State.  The  evidence  is  that  Gen- 
eral Frieze  made  drafts  upon  the  Greneral  Treasurer  for  the  smn  ot 
956,000,  to  pay  this  outlay ;  the  same  date  he  charged  the  payraat 
i^Kin  his  books.     Daniels,  in  his  testimony,  states  that  the  money  vU 
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fiimislied  by  the  Oobe  Bank,  and  when  the  btllB  were  collected  of 
the  United  States  the  money  waa  paid  to  the  Globe  Bank.  The 
ftoot  is  foond  that  the  money  when  collected  from  the  United  States 
was  paid  to  General  Cooke,  and  by  him  paid  over  to  the  General 
Treasurer. 

With  regard  to  the  raiq>hes  on  hand,  which  amounted  to  over 
$88,000  when  General  Stead  resigned  the  office  to  General  Frieze, 
tliere  does  not  seem  to  have  been  any  method  adopted  by  General 
Frieie  that  was  sufficiently  accurate  in  the  disbursement  of  pn^ierty 
as  to  prove  its  correctness.  The  issues  of  all  proper^  (except  hrarsea) 
are  chai^d  to  the  regiments  and  batteries  to  which  it  waa  delivered. 
These  charges  include  the  jvi^rty  which  General  Frieze  purchased 
as  well  as  that  which  be  received  from  his  predecessor.  From  the 
manner  the  books  of  General  Frieze  were  kept  his  issues  of  this 
property  seem  to  have  been  so  distributed  as  to  appear  to  cancel  his 
own  expenditure.  Every  effort  to  disentangle  the  account,  in  order 
to  prove  its  correctness,  has  faited  to  show  a  satis&ctory  result. 

In  relation  to  the  bank  account  of  Qnartermaster  General  Frieze, 
his  check  book  shows  only  the  checks  he  issaed.  No  account  of 
deposits  was  kept  upon  any  book,  except  the  pass  book  made  up  1^ 
the  bank.  The  book-keeper,  Daniels,  testifies  that  no  other  bank 
aeconnt  was  kept,  except  to  compare  the  cash  balance  in  bank  with 
the  cash  balance  on  the  cash  book  at  the  end  o(  the  month,  when  he 
nude  memthly  cash  balances. 

With  regard  to  the  sum  of  $7,000  loaned  by  the  State  to  Provost 
Uarshal  William  £.  Hamlin,  the  Committee  find  the  bonrower  of 
tlus  money  controlliug  the  account,  and  in  possession  of  the  proofs  of 
hii  own  indebtedness.  What  causes  existed  for  treating  this  account 
difierent  from  other  accounts,  thereby  phunng  it  bey<xid  the  control 
of  His  Excellency,  or  the  efforts  of  the  State  Agent  to  collect  the 
same,  yonr  Committee  have  failed  to  ascertain,  unless  the  nature  of 
the  chum  is  of  a  questionable  character. 

From  a  review  of  the  entire  Message  of  His  Excellency,  with  the 
hooka  and  accounts  before  the  Committee,  and  such  testimtmy  as 
could  be  elicited  &om  the  parties  in  interest,  and  which  will  be  found 
appended  to  tiaa  report,  your  Committee  find  • — 

That  in  ibe  pnrduuea  of  horses  on  the  part  of  the  State  for  the 
United  States,  during  the  year.  1861-^-1862,  which  were  entered  upm 
Hu  booka^  there  was  a  clear  loss  to  the  State,  as  the  record  shows,  of 
$1,250  96. 
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In  tlie  matter  of  the  purch&sGs  of  horsefl  not  entered  npon  the 
books,  or  paid  for  legitimately  by  drafts  of  the  Qnartennaster  Gen- 
end  upon  the  General  Treasnrer,  your  C<Hnn]ittee  find  that  the  state- 
ments in  the  Special  Message  of  His  Excellency  are  abuodaiitly  sab- 
stantiatcd.  Nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-five  horses  were  purchased 
by  an  official  of  the  State,  delivered  to  the  United  States,  and  pay- 
ment obtained  npon  the  aathority  of  the  State.  The  means  taken  to 
succeed  with  these  transactions,  and  the  ne^ect  of  the  interested 
parties  to  make  a  record  of  the  business  that  they  were  transacting 
with  the  United  States  under  the  authority  of  the  State,  in  the  judg- 
ment of  your  Committee,  deserves  severe  reprehension. 

Your  Committee  have  not  presumed  to  express  their  opinion  as  to 
the  reasons  whirh  are  ofiered  to  justify  the  course  ^pursued.  The 
purchasing  of  horses  on  tlie  part  of  the  State  was  as  legitimate  as  the 
purchase  of  other  property,  in  tlieir  opinion,  and  they  were  equally 
susceptible  of  entry  npon  the  books  of  the  State.  The  only  effect 
which  such  a  questionable  course  of  i^oceedure  conld  have,  wonld  be 
to  cast  suspicion  upon  the  character  of  the  transactions  themselves. 

The  interest  which  was  paid  from  the  funds  of  the  State,  upon  the 
checks  drawn  for  the  payment  of  the  horses  which  it  is  claimed  were 
thus  unofficially  bought,  should,  in  the  judgment  of  your  Committee, 
have  been  paid  by  the  parties  purchasing  the  horses.  Tour  Com- 
mittee are  of  the  opinion  that  when  unauthorized  parties  draw  checks 
upon  a  bank  for  the  purchase  of  any  property,  which  is  not  fiilly 
shown  by  a  voucher,  or  placed  upon  the  official  books  of  the  State, 
such  partjes  should  be  held  responsible  for  the  interest  upon  the 
money  which  they  thus  assume  to  borrow. 

In  the  opinion  of  your  Committee,  entries  should  be  made  npon 
the  books  of  the  Quartermaster  General  of  all  omitted  transactims, 
in  order  to  arrive  at  a  correct,  legal  and  equitable  settlement  with  the 
United  States  of  oar  entire  accounts.  This  may  be  done  by  a  r^o- 
lution  of  the  General  Assembly,  instructing  the  parties,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Committee  of  Finance,  to  make  entries  of  all  trans- 
actions which  have  been  omitted,  whether  it  he  horses,  transportation, 
or  property. 

There  ought,  also,  in  justice  to  General  Frieze  and  the  State,  in 
the  opinion  of  your  CiHnmittee,  to  be  a  thorough,  impartial  and  cor- 
rect auditing  of  his  account  as  Quartermaster  General  of  the  State 
with  the  United  States,  during  the  term  he  held  the  office  of  Quar- 
termaster General.  As  the  bosiness  now  appears,  General  Frieze  is 
indebted  to  the  State  fta  a  coiuidenble  sum,  which  should  be  paid. 
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Yonr  Committee,  in  thas  presenting  the  results  of  their  investiga- 
tion  to  the  General  Assembly,  dose  their  report  by  recommending 
rhti  passage  of  the  accompanying  resolntions.

Betolved,  That  making  all  due  atlbwances  for  the  extraordinary 
drcamstances  which  called  for  or  attended  thb  expenditure  of  the 
public  money,  still,  some  of  the  transactions  themselves,  and  the 
method  of  dealing  with  them  as  matters  of  State  importance,  demand 
the  censare  of  this  General  Assembly.

A.    I  WW. 

Q.  la  the  ledger  account  of  yovn  a  correct  one  in  the  pniohase  of  hones  for 
the  Uoiled  States  Gorenunent  daring  jata  adminlBtratkin? 

A.     1  preenme  it  is.     I  never  bcaid  it  called  in  question. 

Q.  Afier  jonr  reara>t>on,  at  the  bottom  of  the  page  in  one  of  your  boobs, 
there  is  a  memorandum  in  pencil,  Btating  that  there  irere  forty-five  horaee  to  be 
accoanled  for,  by  Amasa  Sprague. 

(The  memorandum  referred  to  is  in  the  folloiring  wrads :  "  Forty-five  horsea 
to  be  Koonnted  for  by  Amasa  Sj^ague,  that  belong  to  the  State  of  Bhodo 
IsUnd.") 

A.  Well,  (f  oODTBe  yon  nnderstand  that  what  I  ffn  must  be  from  memory. 
I  Imve  not  the  books  bef(»e  me  — tbey  wonld  le&esh  my  memory.  If  I  made 
any  such  penml  marie  cm  the  bottom  of  my  book,  it  is  all  right,  or  was  all  right 
■i  the  time. 

Q.     How  long  were  yon  Qoartermaster  General  daring  1861  ? 

A.  To  the  24th  <f  Decembw,  in  the  same  year,  when  my  resignation  look 
place.  My  baaaeee  called  me  to  New  I'ork,  and  I  was  obliged  to  be  there  on 
the  new  year,  and  craseqnently  I  gave  myself  time  enough  to  anaoge  my 
aeooonts  jwevious  to  going.

A.  I  cannot  recollect ;  it  is  not  the  writing  of  any  of  my  clerks.  When  I 
^ve  np  the  office  I  left  a  memorandum,  and  it  is  quite  likely  on  the  memoran* 
dam  I  gave  to  €len.

Q.  Can  you  remember,  General,  as  to  anytUng  near  the  number  of  btUM 
pUTchasedT 

A.     I  cannot,  but  I  have  no  doubt  that  107  ledger  -y^^it  'u  ccneot. 

Q.  You  made  up  the  aooouut  for  the  Genenl  GoTemmeut  sometiiDe  ate 
700  resigned? 

A.     Yea  dr--^  in  October,  1862 — abnoet  a  year  aAer  I  reogned. 

Q.  Do  jott  remember  how  you  made  up  that  acoonnt,  or  iriiere  yon  odleeted 
your  items,  whether  from  books,  the  dictation  of  others,  or  in  aome  other  wayt 

A.  I  made  it  from  my  books  and  vonchers.  When  I  leagued  I  had  three 
oomplete  sets  of  Touobers,  which  covered  all  the  operatjons  of  my  t^oe.  One 
set  was  left  in  the  office,  (hu  sealed  up  and  sent  to  the  General  Treaaam,  and 
one  depoeiled  with  Omw.  Spragoe.  When  I  came  to  make  up  my  Boooonti  I 
fonnd  those  in  mj  office  very  imperfect,  and  in  mder  to  make  up  the  aeeoimtt 
we  Kut  to  the  General  Treaanier  and  took  the  package  of  voochen  Gram  Ub, 
and  from  that,  with  the  books,  the  Mcoonts  were  made  ooL 

Q.  What  became  of  these  vouchers,  were  they  retomed  to  the  OownJ 
Treasurer  again? 

A.  My  impression  Is  that  we  made  as  perfect  a  set  as  we  conld,  and  wbea 
we  made  out  Touchers,  put  in  a  menwrandom  stating  toe  &et;  and  I  tbink  those 
were  sent  back  (o  the  General  TreaBuret. 

Q.  I  suppose  your  bocbemtsaoed  all  purchases  yon  made  of  buses  diarged 
to  the  United  States? 

A.     I  suppose  they  did.

I  made  rough  drafts,  and  he  cc^ned  from  my  aeoounts  that  I  drew  off. 

Q.  That  account  with  the  General  GoTemment  was  made  up  from  yovr  tnn- 
sactions  up  to  1861,  the  time  you  lesigned  ? 

A.  Yes.  It  included  something  else.  When  I  left  the  department  diere 
were  quite  a  number  of  transaotiooa  not  onnpletad.  They  were  ooropbtod  bj 
Gen.  Friew,  and  were  inoladed  in  my  accoaut. 

Q.     Can  you  reoolleot  any  instance  ? 

A.     No.     I  don't  remember  any^iing  at  all  about  U. 

Q.  Do  you  rec(4leot  how  mut^  (be  oooonnt  was  against  the  G«twal  Gonrs- 
ment? 

A.    No  ar,  I  do  not  carry  suob  things  in  my  mind. 
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Q.  Do  ;ra  raoolleot  bow  mneh  the  claiin  ma  thit  inclnded  juoz  tmime. 
tioDS? 

A.     The  wbole  111)011111 1  disbntwd  ma  $614,000,  I  think. 

Q.  Did  it  include  all  your  disbiineineDts — Qiat  whioh  jon  made  ap  in  Oeto- 
bw,  1862  T 

A.     I  think  not,  bat  I  cannot  tell  how  maoh  it  lacked. 

Q.     Oan  jon  saj  whether  it  ms  SIOOO  a:  £100,000  ? 

A.  I  am  a  mm  of  memorandnniB,  and  not  a  man  of  memoiy.  When  I 
nuke  a  memonuiduin  I  leave  it. 

Q.  At  the  time  70a  made  up  your  aoeonnt  in  October,  1862,  whioh  yon  aaj 
emhramd  a  ptstion  ot  Gen.  Frieae's  tnneaotie&s,  did  it  Inclnde  all  jobt  tiansae- 
tiotia  and  diBbonements  t 

A.     My  impression  is  that  it  did,  but  I  cannot  he  poritire  ahont  it. 

Q.     Why  sbonld  any  he  left  oat? 

A.  Beoanse  we  had  not  TOnchera  that  were  eatiBfiMtory,  bnt  my  impreanon 
VI  tliat  my  whole  aocoont  was  included.  I  cannot  be  pontive  about  that.  Then 
■ligfat  hare  been  scone  things  left  out. 

Q.     This  b  yonr  cloeing  up  ledger  is  it?     (Pnidncing  ledger.) 

A.  This  was  the  ledger  in  which  we  entered  transMtions  at  the  end  of  my 
oomieclioD  with  the  Qoartemiastcr  General's  ofBee. 

Q.  Do  yon  know  whether  that  ledger  or  theee  acoounta  disclose  that  yim 
wcve  short  fbrty-five  hones? 

A.  If  the  ledger  says  so  the  probability  is  that  it  is  eorrect.  ^le  profaabil- 
i^  is  that  when  I  got  throngh  I  left  a  memcraidiun  in  detail  to  Gen.  Friese, 
telling  him  what  it  was.  I  tbink  there  was  no  copy  taken  of  it.  My  meminy 
ia  a  very  good  one,  hut  when  I  am  in  bonness  I  keep  memorandnms.  I  have 
bad  millions  pass  ^trough  my  bands  once  then,  and  I  dmi't  recollect  so  long  ago 
aa  1861.  When  we  oommenced  we  8a|^poeed  the  war  was  to  be  aaij  tia  m  ihoit 
time,  and  we  did  not  go  into  things  with  so  much  of  detail,  in  fitot  we  could  not 
if  we  had  had  all  the  diqioeition  in  the  world  to  do  so,  beoanse  I  and  my  asnst- 
aota  were  workinft  there  fi>r  twenty  hours  in  a  day,  tor  days  togetiier.

Q.  Wu  there  $93,000  and  odd  that  wu  negieeted  to  be  put  mla  tlot 
aooountT 

A.  I  cannot  tell  with  the  iheet  befar;  me,  bat  I  do  not  Amk  then  ma  uj- 
tluDg  like  that  amonnt.  Bat  then  I  can't  b^.  I  knov  Ae  intentiDB  to  to 
pvt  eTevTthi&K  in  that  aooonnt. 

Q.  Can  yott  tell  bow  nrach  ipttypiirty  yoa  tamed  over  to  Gen.  Frien  vhen 
jtn  left  the  office,  if  yoa  find  the  bo<^  and  examine  them  ? 

A.  The  books  of  the  dothing  dcpailmait  will  sboir.  Thisiaone.  llmewM 
K  legoUr  inrentory  taken  of  the  proper^  on  hand  at  Hie  tinte  I  left.  It  wu  ■ 
book  kept  in  the  clothing  department.  I  don't  reodleot  the  anumit  cf  it,  md 
have  no  im[Re»on  abont  it  whaterer. 

Q.     Who  prowmtad  yonr  report  to  the  Qenenl  Aasemb);^  ? 

A.    I  gare  it  to  the  Qovemor,  and  be  presented  it. 

Q. .   Yoa  hare  never  seen  this  report  ? 

A.  I  never  heard  of  the  report  before  or  afterwards,  or  knew  th>t  it  wta 
pnblisbed.  I  never  saw  it.  I  did  not  know  anything  abont  the  amoont  I 
left  my  memomndura  of  everything.  It  was  not  in  a  book  hot  on  a  pieee  tt 
paper  made  up  from  the  books.  We  held  at  the  time  I  resgned  a  large  auoDiit 
of  sappliee  that  w»  receired  ft«m  the  Unitod  States. 

Q.  When  yon  rengned  your  <^toe,  of  conree  yon  took  an  acoomt  of  tb 
Btoek,  and  tho  amount  was  drKwn  from  yonr  bo(4m  and  pnt  npon  a  jHcce  d 
jtapm*,  and  defivered  to  Oenenl  Prieae  ? 

A.  I  dtm't  know  that  we  ever  figured  the  tunoont ;  we  figured  the  itena. 
but  whether  we  carried  it  ont  I  don't  know.  Whether  this  is  correct  or  not  I 
do  not  know. 

Q.  In  jmr  rengnation,  a  {neriona,  was  there  anything  bron^t  to  bev  n 
jon,  that  made  yonr  pomlion  nnirfeassnt,  and  hastened  it? 

A.  No,  sir ;  not  at  all.  I  had  some  hnanMs  whicsh  required  my  pweeiwa 
in  New  York.  I  sair  Colmel  Tompkins  there,  sod  cotleeted  seme  nancy. 
Was  there  three  or  fonr  days ;  and  wUle  there,  a  party  with  whom  I  had  been 
intimate  for  many  years,  pressed  me  to  fhlfil  an  engagement  I  had  made  with  than 
years  before.  He  inasted  on  my  doing  it  at  onoe,  and  when  I  came  hniM> 
I  sent  in  my  rengnation.  No  man  conld  be  better  mstained  than  I  was.  I 
never  asked  Governor  Spregne  to  do  anything,  of  any  kind  whatever,  that  ba 
did  not  do.  My  pontion  was  a  most  pleatnnt  one ;  there  was  %  great  deal  tt 
hard  work  and  responnlnlity  ;  but  if  it  had  not  been  for  my  bosineee  engi^ 
ment,  I  should  not  have  quitted  my  office.  The  raagnation  ongfat  to  have 
taken  place  a  year  before.  No  intinstion  was  given  to  me  that  ray  serrieas 
were  not  satiiftctory,  never  at  any  time.  I  had  no  oooadon  to  find  &nlt  with 
the  adminiBtntion  at  all.  They  snatuned  my  hands  in  everything,  and  did  all 
that  I  ognld  aak.     In  additkn,  I  would  amply  say,  that  in  the  nmilb  of  Jalf. 
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1861,  Iwassenioffto  WadungtunirUh  nj  soooonts,  imtl  nnr  nf  my  MntrrfTintii. 
CipL  Bogait.  Wliflti  we  got  there,  things  wete  in  saak  a  state  tliat  wa  could 
Dot  do  anything  abont  them.  I  mta  there  ten  or  twelve  dajs,  and  intended  to 
go  witk  &e  Fint  Begiment  to  the  Geld  of  Battle.  While  there  I  had  quitB  a 
DODTramtion  vith  Qnutermaster  General  H«g8  abont  our  account,  and  also 
with  General  Cameron — bnt  with  Meigs  mwe  pertioolarly ;  baoaiue,  not  only 
of  Ibe  aeoounta  that  were  oat  up  to  that  lime,  but  in  leblion  to  providing  new 
leiiea,  and  he  mid  that  he  knew  that  onr  aeoounta  oould  not  be  vonehed,  as  Atiy 
wmld  be  leqnited  in  any  ordinary  circnrontaawM.  or  of  a  Qnarteamuter  GeuenI 
in  my  peaceable  times.  It  was  oot  of  the  qoeetian.  The  question  with  us  was 
to  get  the  men  there.  I  told  Mm  that  onr  accounts  were  very  defimmt,  and  h» 
■id,  Oenend,  there  mil  be  no  diffionl^,  anything  that  yon  or  Govenur  Spragna 
nden  will  be  paid.  I  never  had  any  doubt  about  (^  Government  paying  any 
Ub  ooonected  iriib  putting  down  the  rebellitm.  I  aocodently  saw  one  of  these 
boeke  recently  published.  There  is  a  great  deal  of  wonder  and  talk  about  it,  but 
there  is  no  on^  ohaige  there  that  I  cannot  rayel  ont.  I  know  they  have  been 
nspended. 

Q.  On  what  ground,  and  under  what  head  will  certain  aoconnta  be  allowed : 
i*  example ;  in  several  instanoes  where  you  have  let  officers  have  benb 
equipmenta  ? 

A.  I  my  they  will  be  allowed;  becanse,  let  na  look  at  the  eanditjon  of 
tluDgs  at  the  time, —  here  were  men  taken  from  dvil  ptuBuita,  cf  small  means, 
who  had  wothing  to  equip  tiieir  horees  with. 

Q.     Sow  is  the  General  Goremment  to  allow  it  f 

A.  The  General  Government  will  pay  it;  it  isoneof  the  mcideBfad  ezpenaea 
tat  putting  down  the  rebellion. 

Q.  la  there  any  autlxnty  derived  &om  the  regnlalions  that  will  aUow  com- 
missicDed  officers  to  have  hrafle  eqnipmentfl ;  how  is  it  to  be  allowed  J 

A.  Under  the  emergency  at  the  caae.  I  nnderstand  it  jnst  as  well  as  yon 
do,  if  yon  apply  the  ordinary  rulee  of  allowance,  it  will  not  be  allowed. 

Q.  Do  yon  mean  to  say  that  they  are  going  to  overlook  ail  tlie  regnlatioos 
petteining  to  then  things,  and  allow  every  State  the  same  1 

A.  Bvery  State  that  has  done  the  same  as  this.  It  was  done  to  supply  the 
Genmrnent  with  men  in  its  emergency.  They  ue  not  gwug  to  stand  and  s^ 
wa  want  men,  and  then  tell  na  we  mnet  oonionn  to  all  the  legulations.  - 1  know 
Aere  were  thonsanda  of  doUara  that  no  United  States  Segnlatioiu  would  allow. 

Q.     la  there  aboot  tfiS.OOO,  that  was  never  made  np  cm  your  aooount? 

A.    No,  tir.    There  were  certain  amountB  whioh  were  rombnned. 

Q.    Hone  eqnipmenta  to  General  H&nan  and  General  Baloh  ^ 

A.  We  eqnif^ed  all  the  aAoers  of  tbe  VizBL  Ttagimant,  uid  ibodd  do  U 
•ffia. 

Q.    Thon  aeoounta  have  been  prceentad  and  allowed  t 

A.    T«s,sir. 

Q.    Whyt  . 
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A.  Beome  dme  ns  a  role  fat  dtnng  ao,  thst  is  all. —  there  ii » regolft- 
taOD  goveningaaawttf  these  c«sc<i.  but  there  are  cues  which  oatrdde  legnb&UL 

Q.     Yoa  njr  yon  got  the  acconnt  allowed  ? 

A.  I  know,  or  have  no  doubt,  that  every  cfairge  on  tfast  account  tb  «fl 
flonaequent  on  putting  down  the  rebellion,  will  be  allowed. 

Q.  The  State  had  better  pay  yon  a  good  nlaty  for  that  purpose  ?  We  find 
there  are  great  qnantities  of  Inxnries  fhmiahed,  is  it  probable  theee  anxnmtg 
wiU  be  allowed  f 

A.  When  we  fitted  out  oar  regiment  we  pot  in  all  tbeae  itenu,  and  Aaii 
do  it  ^ain  under  like  circnmstancea,  and  the  goremment  wiU  pay  it.  To  In 
mre  I  bought  luxnries.  I  bought  them  on  the,  requiatitHis  of  Col.  Bonuidc. 
He  said  that  theae  were  our  best  boys,  and  they  are  going  into  the  field,  tad  m 
want  Bomething  fitr  them  to  eat. 

Q.  Did  yon  fumiah  all  the  soppliee  fhrrushed  to  the  regiments  that  mn  grt 
into  the  field  at  the  time  yun  were  Quartermaster  General  1 

A.     No.     Because  it  was  not  neoeasary. 

Q.  Do  you  know  how  mnch  the  QnartermasterB  of  regiments  fnmubed  tad 
drew  &om  you  ? 

A.  There  was  only  one  QuBrtarmaster  that  drew  upon  me.  lliat  wu  C^ 
G.  Dyer,  of  the  first  regiment,  and  hia  orders  were  always  countersigned  hj 
Col.  Bumaide  as  being  neceaaary  for  the  well  being  of  the  regiment. 

Q.  Can  yon  tell  me  where  thoee  papen  and  Touchers  are,  or  when  t^ 
were  sent  to  when  thoy  drew  upon  you  and  it  waa  signed  by  the  Qovemor  « 
commanding  officer  of  the  regiment  ? 

A.  I  oannot  tell  where  th^  are  now,  they  were  left  on  file  in  my  lAe. 
deposited  with  the  QoTsmor,  at  sent  to  Newport. 

Q.  Bnt  with  relatkni  to  the  draft  drawn  by  C.  G.  Dyer  iridte  tlic^  wcrt  m 
traorit  between  this  dty  and  Washington  ? 

A.  They  wwe  pud  and  pud  under  the  orders  vf  Col.  Bnraside ;  we  bn 
a  Tery  large  claim  on  the  goremment  for  the  snbmatenoe  of  the  first  and  aeaai 
tegiments  fiwn  the  time  of  their  arrival  in  Washington  till  they  went  to  Boll 
Bon.     I  endeavored  while  I  was  in  office  to  have  it  arranged,  but  it  never  ma 

Q.     If  in  April,  1861,  there  was  a  draft  fi>r  CymaG.  Dyer,  what  waa  it  fir? 

A.  It  waa  not  tar  supplies  I  furnished  bnt  for  supplies  furnisbed  under  de 
diieotion  of  the  Colonel  of  the  regiment ;  whether  they  are  suf^iliea  aseh  as  an 
reoogniied  b^  the  army  regulatio&s  I  have  no  means  <£  knowing. 

Q.  On  Ote  26th  there  was  a  draft  tar  S15,000,  you  paid  that  draft  on  &t 
leqiuation  ot  the  Goremw  |«obaUy  ? 

A.  IRie  probability  is  that  that  was  cwderod  by  the  Governor  or  CoIodbI  of 
the  re^mest,  bnt  what  that  w«nt  for  I  have  nothing  to  dtow  in  my  dqiartnnDt 

Q.  I  am  only  examining  to  see  if  there  were  not  a  good  many  ^mKoi 
dollan  paid  out  ot  whidi  yon  know  nodiing  ? 

A.  Of  oourae  I  know  nothing  about  it.  I  have  no  donbt  bnt  that  tta 
mooey  w«a  properly  spent  and  devoted  to  the  porpoMS  liir  irt|jcji  it  ww  tak"- 
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Ute  TOOidien  I  h>d  were  all  aj^iOTed  l^  the  C<^el  or  the  Oovenur,  or  I  hid 
the  QorenKtf'B  Bsthority  for  pnymg  them. 

Q.     Yon  mnild  htve  to  pa;  them  under  thcee  cirenmBtwiinea? 

A.  I  sever  qoeBtioned  the  oo^ioiitj  or  the  alulity  of  U»  Goveniw  to  order 
me  to  pay  mmtey,  and  «e  long  as  be  pot  me  in  fiutde  to  do  it  with  I  had  no 
farther  coooem  in  the  nutter.  .  I  have  no  doubt  that  every  di^lar  ot  tiai  money 
«iB  Bpent  honestly,  and  that  the  United  Statoe  will  pay  it  all. 

Q.  la  this  your  account  for  dieborsementa  up  to  December  24th,  (prodooing 
Qenenl  Stead's  otah  book?) 

A,  Tea  sir ;  that  was  the  amount  that  pamed  through  my  hands  fitan  Ajml 
15th  to  Deoember  24^1.  I  dwuld  like  that  you  would  summon  Oeneral  Buid- 
nde  befbn  the  committee.  This  aoeount  against  the  United  Stalee  would  be 
unoh  larger  than  it  is  if  we  had  put  in  Tarioua  amouiitfi  upon  whieh  ws  had 
reodred  mooey.  The  antonnta  of  tranapcwtation  I  oolleoted  or  had  ooUecied  fi» 
Die  wooU  have  swelled  this  aocoont  to  a  great  deal  more  than  it  is.  I  did 
not  stand  tot  red  tape  lAen  our  first  lej^ment  came  here,  and  there  was  no 
money  provided,  and  I  made  arrangements  to  have  them  paid,  and  did  pay 
them  long  belbre  we  got  the  money. 

Q.  The  first  re^ment  fared  a  peat  deal  better  than  any  other.  Apeatmuy 
(ffioera  that  were  oompetent  to  supply  themaelvee  did  not,  bnt  wei«  snppUed  by 
the  Stated 

A.  I  don't  think  so.  Gieneral  Bnmade  furnished  his  equipments,  and  he 
was  not  vny  well  <^,  and  so  did  Ooddard  and  Jenkins,  and  paid  fbr  them  diem- 
lelves.  A  very  large  amount  was  spent  in  Washington  for  which  we  have  a  olaim 
OD  the  gpremment  fw  fiustuning  the  men.  We  have  never  got  our  ndone  for 
the  time  they  were  out  to  Bull  Ron, 

Q.  If  it  was  d<me  nnder  General  Soott  of  oourse  tbp  government  shoold 
pay  it. 

A.     Ton  could  aaoertain  the  whole  of  it  by  talking  with  Gfineial  Bumade. 

Q.     What  is  the  reason  that  these  aocounts  were  not  settled  years  ago  ? 

A,  Things  were  in  soch  a  state  that  they  wished  that  we  would  not  present 
our  daims  at  that  time,  and  bmng  patriotic  men.  Governor  Spragoe  being  fidl 
of  patriotism,  I  advised  him  not  to  present  the  accooute ;  heoanse,  though  we 
had  been  first  in  the  field,  I  did  not  want  to  be  the  first  to  hdk.  out  foe  the 


Q.  la  the  acooont  that  you  made  i^  embradog  yooi  aoeount  ftvm  April 
15lh  to  December  24th,  1861,  with  some  of  General  Freise's  aooount,  that 
993,000  and  upwards  was  not  pot  in,  i.  e.  that  was  not  to  be  presented  to  the 
genmal  government  ? 

A.  I  think  it  is  itot  oMreot,  that  is  my  impresuon.  I  say  that  I  never 
could  have  agreed  to  make  up  an  account  leaving  out  that  amount. 

Q.  Could  yua  pre  us  any  estimate  of  how  mooh  was  left  out,  and  why  was 
nj  IsA  out  at  all. 

A.  IfaaTenoldiidofdonbtthatthewhc^c^itwiUbeoolleotedofthegen- 
$ 
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«nl  gorenunent.  if  wy  wu  left  oat  the;  nwn  amiU  MMonte  ftr  nUA  m 
mnld  not  find  Badrfitotory  TOneben,  and  bo  m  laft  theai  until  so^  oooU  be 
fbmid.  All  these  reemiting  Beirioe  aoooonU  are  right  and  will  be  paid.  Th^ 
may  not  be  aocordii^  to  red  tape  ;  all  wen  not  paid  by  myself.  I  want  jn  to 
nndentand  that  a  great  deal  of  it  was  disbatsed  by  Gleaeral  Haaran. 

Q.  Here  is  voncber  No.  67,  exooption  No.  25,  tbia  appeani  to  be  a  copy  of 
the  pay  roll  of  the  Nati«ial  Churd,  who  performed  ganiaon  da^  at  Fort  Adant 
nndv  apeeial  radera  of  tbe  Adjutant  Genenl  of  Bbode  laland.  7^  sole  d 
tbe  War  Department  office  ia,  "  tbia  does  not  seem  to  oome  nnder  tbe  proriacB 
of  the  act  of  Gongiesa,  tbe  original  pay  rdl  must  be  filed  ae  evidence  V 

A.  Why,  if  a  {urate  had  landed  there  and  taken  poseeetDon  of  the  ftrt,  tfaej 
wonld  have  said,  "why  did  not  you  defend  it."  All  Uw  expeneee  attending  the 
Natiooal  Guard  were  proper  and  should  be  paid,  and  they  all  will  be  pud; 
there  is  a  long  obaige  of  items  in  oonnecti<Hi  with  lliem  twanty-fire  paseea  ftr 
tbe  Natioiud  Quard  frran  Fort  Walcott  to  Ptovidenoe ;  it  Bays,  "  oiden  should 
be  filed  or  tbe  object  of  the  jonntey  stated."  8o  it  is  thnxigbont  Has  nhok  tut- 
ler.  I  merely  saw  one  copy  of  this  message  of  the  Goremor  and  irf  tbe  aj^wid- 
ed  aoooonts  6x  a  few  momente. 

Q.  Since  yoo.  resigned  your  poeitioD  as  Quartermaster  Gwer&l  havB  jaa 
beeo  ealled  npco  to  certify  to  drafts,  bills  and  doonments,  in  wdei  to  get  then 
oolleoted? 

A.  I  think  I  have  certified  to  none  except  for  tbe  State  particularly  for  nj 
own  department  Things  that  were  Dot  oertified  to  when  I  left,  and  which  I  mt 
oogniunt  of,  in  some  caaea  I  have  given  duplicate  oertiScates  for. 

Q.  Has  then  been  any  time  nnoe  your  reeignatiixi  np  to  tbe  present  wfan 
yon  have  refused  to  certify  to  such  things  ? 

A.  There  were  oertain  acoounts  I  declined  certifying  to  from  the  faet  (tf  the 
things  not  bung  oontraoted  for  by  myself,  and  not  fully  coming  under  my  knoiri- 
edge.     These  Touchers  for  horses,  for  instance,  I  could  not  certify  to. 

Q,    You  were  not  Quartermaater  General  when  tbe  hotaea  were  puiohaaedt 

A.  Yes  nr,  I  was.  I  detailed  Amasa  Sprague  to  buy  the  boisee  for  me.  I 
oonld  not  leave  tbe  office  to  do  it,  and  whatever  he  did  was  well  dmte. 

Q.  If  I  understand  you,  you  refuaed  to  sign  some  vouchers  frmn  the  &at 
that  you  were  not  oogniiant  of  the  foot  of  tbe  purcbasae  f 

A.  I  knew  nothing  about  tbe  Bonn»8,  not  having  any  doubt  about  their  bung 
ooneot,  and  Amasa  Sprague  being  detailed  to  attend  to  this  special  bnsnes. 

Q,     You  say  there  was  sometfaing  not  put  into  tbe  aoeount  ? 

A.  My  impresnoQ  is  that  iiteie  was  some  very  small  sum  that  wis  not  pit 
into  tite  account. 

Q.     Was  it  a  part  of  the  $93,000  that  was  su^nded  and  not  allowed^ 

A.  I  do  not  mean  to  nrear  that  it  was  not,  but  it  is  my  impression  d«t  it 
was  not. 

Q.  To  illustrftte ;  here,  then,  were  certain  officers  fiimidied  by  the  Qntte^ 
naster  General  with  hone  eqm[mMnta,  whiiA  were  paid  for  by  tbemaelvesi 
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A.    The  State  paid  for  tbem  fint. 

Q.  Then  other  offioeis  were  fdnushed  in  the  Bune  m;  and  did  not  pay  for 
Asm  tttber  then  or  at  any  fdtnre  time  ? 

A.     Thejr  were  not  fnmiabed  by  tbe  State,  mr. 

Q.     I  mil  read  ftfm  the  mxxiAB  of  the  State  ? 

A.  When  the  fint  regiment  vent  away  the  offioen  aa  welt  aa  men  mte 
taken  from  dvil  life;  we  fimuahed  them  their  eqnipnenla,  and  neyer  expected 
AfoB  to  pay,  became  they  ware  called  upon  in  an  emergent^,  and  we  wanted 
the  men. 

Q.     Bid  they  get  dieir  pay  as  offliwrs  from  the  general  goremment  ? 

A.     Yesar. 

Q.    And  yon  fiimidied  the  eqnipoMiile  gratnitooBly? 

A.  I  nndentood  it  so  at  the  time ;  we  ahn  fomisbed  moBt  of  the  offioen  with 
abree  and  belts. 

Q.     With  blanaee  and  panta  ? 

A.  Some  were  fomisbed  with  bknaea  bnt  none  with  orereoote.  Colonel 
Bunuide  ordered  tbem  to  go  to  meet  the  emergency,  and  tiieir  eqmpmenla  were 
flimislied  with  the  understanding  that  they  never  would  be  paid  for.  We  sap- 
posed  tbeee  men  would  be  gone  mly  two  or  three  months,  then  retam.  We 
BBant  that  they  ahoald  go  eomfifftable,  so  tint  they  oonld  do  duty  when  in  ^ 
firid.  The  laUiieB  of  the  affioers  wonld  not  pay  for  thur  vnifixnis  and  the  losses 
eonseqaeot  on  their  tearing  Itmr  haaness.  When  we  made  np  the  aoooont  in 
October,  1862,  there  might  have  been  anne  mall  items  not  inolnded  in  the 
aoooont,  bat  I  have  no  knowledge  cf  the  S93,0O0.  For  instanes,  in  the  cost  <^ 
the  R  D.  Vogg,  there  wma  a  lorn  of  S1200w  $1800  that  the  garcramattonght 
ts  fay  and  will  p^. 
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HoKDAT,  Janiuz;  22d,  1866. 

Q.  Here isa bill,  "gtateolBlndeldasd,  toL.  A.  FtiilfipB,"f(r  horaeapor 
<dutMd,  and  price  oanied  out  aocaidingljr? 

A.  I  never  hid  my  Mil.  What  bonn  I  bong^  I  bongb  for  Anam 
SpiagM.     That  at  tbe  botton  is  my  band  writing. 

Q.     At  wbat  time  were  jou  en^igad  in  ponAwng  bonu  for  Mr.  Spngnel 

A.  Ibe  fint  bmm  that  were  bovgbt  for  the  State,  in  1661,  w«re  tke  qmb. 
J  tbink  Amaaa  Spn^oe  and  WilUam  SSbIrm  and  myaelf  bought  dnaa  honw. 

Q.     How  many  did  yoabnyyomMlf? 

A.     We  bong^t  thsm  altugetber.     I  boo^  a  good  many  aloae. 

Q.     Howmany  were  pOTCliaBadnndfit  that  order  t 

A.  I  don't  reoolleot,  I  think  «e  bought  ahont  one  haodmd  and  tweotf^ve 
bonee.     I  helped  buy  five  hundred  or  mx  hni^rad. 

Q.  Did  yon  underatand  at  the  time  that  yoa  ware  pqrAaJng  to  the  SWa 
of  Bhode  Iiland. 

A.     Tea  air. 

Q.     Do  yon  remember  the  price  yon  paid  for  them  ? 

A.  Yea  air.  We  bought  them  fbr  ^  priees.  We  bn^  tinin  all  the  W19 
from  $65  tn  as  high  aa  (200,  aooording  to  quality. 

Q.     What  were  the  low  prioed  boraea  fori 

A.     We  bought  BCHue  low  priced  honea  that  wen  Tery  good  onaa. 

Q.     Yon  aretaged  thnn  in  to  the  goTenunent  1 

A.  I  bought  Uiem  for  Mr.  Spntgue.  Amaaa  wanted  me  to  go  with  bin, 
and  I  did.  I  aai^Moed  the  hoTBes  were  boogfat  far  Bhode  Iihmd,  and  I  tUi^  I 
helped  buy  five  bandied  or  six  hundred. 

Q,  Was  there  any  ondentanding  with  yon  or  any  one  else  as  to  die  frioe 
yon  were  to  get  for  thoae  bcssea.  I  mean  was  than  any  nudentaoding  taaag 
the  partiea  intaraated  aa  to  iriiat  they  were  to  realiaefrani  the  gonninMotT 

A.  I  don't  know.  I  can't  say  iritat  they  did  with  thoae  bmn.  I  nsnt 
knew  nbat  they  got  fbr  them,  only  one  lot. 
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Q.    Did  jtni  or  net  raorire  my  oompensitiDii  t 

A.  I  don't  know  thit  I  ever  noeived  «  dollar  in  1117  £&,  ibr  &a,t  servioe. 
I  ma  not  in  omnpuif  irith  the  othen  in  the  purohaae. 

Q.  Are  joa  not  giving  ns  to  infer  tliat  yon  gave  yonr  timo  and  nrrioea  to 
Am  gorerament  in  pnrchaang  the  horaea,  withont  any  oompeDaation? 

A.     I  dtxi't  know^iat  I  evor  reoeiTed  a  dollar  tat  that  aerrioe. 

Q,     Did  anybody  ever-  promiae  yon  any  pay. 

A.  No  nr.  I  had  always  been  with  Aniaaa  Spragne  to  boy  borne  wben> 
•TBT  be  called  tor  me  to  go.  I  went  with  him  to  bny  five  hnndred  or  ax  hnn- 
dr«d,  and  I  dcn't  know  that  I  ever  reoeived  a  dollar  for  it  any  way.  What 
bones  I  boogfat  with  Amua  we  did  very  well  with.  Hnndreds  <^  horaeg  ware 
pot  in  tor  half  what  tbey  were  worth,  if  they  wen  put  in  for  what  we  bong^ 
dwm  fat.  There  waa  mm  lot  of  honea  that  I  know  something  abont  aa  to  what 
th^  wen  pnt  in  &r. 

Q.     What  lot  waa  that? 

A.  I  can't  ny.  There  waa  an  offioer  ealled,  I  think,  Ool.  Loomifl.  H« 
waa  an  old  man,  and  grey-headed,  and  he  signed  bia  name  to  thia  oertificate, 
"  die  best  lot  of  horses  that  I  ever  inspected."  Byron  Spragne  oame  to  me 
and  wanted  to  know  what  those  horaes  eost,  and  be  said  that  he  wonld  put  them 
in  fbr  9190.  He  wanted  to  know  if  that  woald  oover  the  eoat  I  told  him  it 
WDold,  for  tbey  coat  9120.  I  Bgnred  it  up  after  he  went  away.  I  naked  if  be 
meant  withont  the  expenses,  and  he  Mid  he  did.  The  expeneea  were  paid 
beaide,  and  he  said  he  would  pat  them  in  for  tI50.  That  is  all  I  know  about 
any  borses  that  were  pat  in.  I  think  it  was  abont  one  hnndred  and  twenty-fiTO 
boceea.  I  figured  it  over,  and  aaid  to  Amaaa  one  day,  that  I  had  figured  np 
from  92,500  to  t3,000  profit.  And  I  aakad  hhn  what  ha  waa  going  to  do  with 
that  ftoAt.  I  did  not  know  hot  I  waa  gung  to  get  arake  out  of  that.  Amasa 
mai  bo  wu  gMng  to  make  a  pnaant  of  it  to  the  State  of  Bhoda  Idand.  Hut 
b  aD  I  know  abont  any  matter  of  the  kind. 

Q.  How  rnnch  time  did  you  devote  to  that  five  hnndred  or  aiz  himdied 
honea? 

A.  It  waa  a  good  wUle.  I  waa  buying  hotaea  for  a  good  deal  of  dw  tine 
fot  orer  a  year.  ■ 

Q.     Ton  aay  that  yon  never  reoMved  a  dollar's  wmpenaatioilt 

A.    I  do  not  know  that  I  ever  did. 

Q.     Who  paid  yonr  travelling  expevee  f 

A.  AmaM  SpragoB.  Hy  expenses  were  paid,  nothing  mne.  I  made  a 
aetdement  with  Anusa,  and  I  probably  owed  him  fbnr  hnndred  or  five  bundled 
doDiia,  and  wben  we  aettied  up  we  burnt  np  the  papern  and  odbd  it  aqnan. 
Tfaat  waa  a  aattlament  fbr  two  or  three  yean.  He  mi^t  eall  it  a  aattlement  Ibr 
bi^ii^  botaaa,  or  what  he  waa  a  mind  to. 

Q.  Thaaa  taanaaotiona  between  yon  and  Hr.  Spragne  left  a  balanoe  due  bw 
it  bar  hundnd  or  Iva  bundled  doUara,  and  the  papera  wer6  bnnwd  vp  aal 
Aa  Mnants  oaBed  aqum  between  you  and  hin  ? 
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A.     Tea  mi. 

Q.  Thia  papn,  wbioh  m  iril)  muk  "  A,"  u  *  receipt  for  $S,200.  IsAri 
joni  hand  writing  1 

"  Beeeired  rf  Tbomu  J.  Btetd,  $3,200,  in  full,  for  abOTO  amoont  of  bcmi.'' 
la  that  a  eoneet  aeeoimt  1 

A.  That  ia  mj  name,  fant  I  cannot  raoolleot  anjthtng  aliont  it.  That  ii  mj 
hand  viitjng. 

Q.     Did  jon  ever  recflire  the  $3,200  T 

A.     I  don't  reooUeot  that  I  did.    Thu  ia  for  the  horsea  tbat  I  pot  in  mpdL 

Q.     Bead  orer  the  ttema  and  aee  if  it  ia  oorreot  t 

A.  That  ia  a  eotreet  bill,  one  of  mj  making,  for  horaea  that  I  pat  in  mji^, 
and  I  received  the  paj  of  Qnartermaster  General  Stead.  They  were  htam 
that  I  had  been  rnaning  <ki  my  line.  We  sold  the  Fint  Begiment  a  himdnd 
in  one  day,  and  these  TariooB  acconnti  are  correct. 

Q.     What  is  the  date  of  that  bill? 

A.     It  leadfl  1861,  without  any  date. 

Q.  How  long  did  joa  continue  in  the  pnrchaae  of  horses  for  Amaaa  Spngw 
tar  the  State.     Did  yoa  mn  over  into  1868  or  1B63  ? 

A.  I  oan't  recollect.  I  have  the  datea  at  home.  Tboae  w«re  the  fint.  I 
boaghtasmany  as  foor  lots,  I  goesa.  The  probelnUty  ia  wemadepttKlntearf 
horaea  in  1862,  at  least,  I  think  I  did. 

Q.    Did  it  go  orer  into  18831 

A.     I  can't  reooUeot. 

Q.  Canyon  tell  anywhere  near  as  to  the  whole  mmberof  horaea  diat  yoa 
have  been  inatramentalinparahaaingfiomfirattolast? 

A,  '  I  ean  only  guess  at  it,  and  I  gneaa  Sre  hundred  or  six  bandied,  and  tb« 
prieea  I  have  named  will  oorer  the  whole  tensaotioa . 

Q.  Did  youater  furnish  any  mora  hoitea  on  your  private  aoeount  fivtht 
goremmentt 

A.  I  oeeasooally  pot  in  horaea  all  the  time  I  was  hnying.  I  pat  in  eigbt 
lwfset,andAmaBapaidmef6roatysaren,  and  owes  me  for  one  boraenow. 

Q.     (Ph)duang  anodier  paper.)     Is  tbat  yonr  hand-writing? 

A.  Uoee  are  horaea  that  Amaaa  pot  in  &om  his  own  stable.  IRiey  wae 
tor  the  Elist  Begintent  horses. 

Q.    Whogotyootooertify  to  that? 

A.  I  don't  reooQect  about  that.  I  was  not  holding  any  postiaa  nnder  the 
Goremment.  They  were  hotaea  that  be  bad  at  wc^  I  pot  ttiaae  piieei  to 
themmynlf. 

Q.  Hue  is  the  psfwr  marked  "B."  Yon  continned,  ym  say,  in  1861, 
ptttthasmg  bones  ^  were  uiere  any  otocv  persons  ptDcuanng  bones  r 

A.  Not  at  the  lime  I  was  baying  with  rtaiana  Bpngne,  or  nnlil  {i»  tiae 
Oat  Ilaft  off,  or  at  least  hot  Teij  few.    I  beard  cf  a  nno  in  Oan^  «1»  «e 


Q.    Do  yoa  think  yon  had  BometldBg  to  do  wHk  all  dw  kiaes  panfcsasdT 
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A.  I  helped  Aman  bay  every  kine  that  wu  pnt  in,  nndl  tbe  time  that  I 
lift  off.  Ml.  Howland  and  Georg;e  Thayer  went  to  buying  them,  and  also 
Lyman  Frieze  and  Amaaa  Sjvagne. 

Q.  Do  yon  know  anything  about  the  mode  practioed,  or  the  manner  in 
which  Howhmd  purchased  hoisee? 

A.  I  don't  know  anything  more  than  iriutt  they  said  up  in  2lBt  straet. 
Iliey  eaid  be  had  $10  on  every  horse  that  was  sold  in  the  street.  They  talked 
it  n  among  the  horse-men  where  he  went,  that  he  was  to  have  $10  cm  a  hone. 

Q.    Who  cf  tbeaa  parties  made  any  statement  about  it  ? 

A.    I  heard  it  talked  there  in  the  street. 

Q.    What  did  you  bear  Howkod  and  Thayer  say? 

A.  I  never  beard  either  of  tliem  say  anything  about  it.  It  was  the  gsnanl 
klk  there  in  the  street  at  the  time. 

Q.     Did  you  ever  have  any  talk  with  these  agents  ? 

A.  Never.  I  saw  a  great  many  horsee  that  were  booght  after  I  left  off 
hoying,  and  a  great  many,  pret^  haid  ones.  The  prices  they  pud  could  be 
uceitained  in  New  York  pretty  eaoly.  I  can't  say  what  they  paid  for  tbem. 
I  bought  a  pair  of  blind  ones  for  S75,  of  Lyntau  Frieze,  when  be  was  on  there* 
picked  oat  of  a  lot  of  QorenuneDt  horses.  I  bought  them  for  $75,  and  when 
I  got  boaie  he  ohai^;ed  me  SIOO.     Two  blind  ones. 

Q.  Were  yon  ever  called  upon  to  render  any  receipt  in  the  settlement  of 
your  account  with  the  Spr^;nea,  by  any  ofBeer  irf  the  General  Govenuuent,  at  did 
you  have  any  receipt  and  djacharge  for  your  services  in  buying  horses  during  the 
time  you  bought  them  for  the  State  }  Did  you  render  any  receipt  to  Amasa 
Spiague,  whereby  he  threw  off  what  you  were  indebted  to  him  ? 

A.  No,  air.  I  was  always  in  the  hatdt  of  going  with  Amasa  when  he  went 
off  on  this  huaness. 

Q.  Do  yoa  know  that  any  pairs  of  horses  went  into  other  hands  than  the 
General  Government,  bought  by  Howland  and  Frieze. 

A.     I  know  that  a  great  many  horses  that  Amasa  and  I  bouj^  he  kept 

Q.  Were  they  the  pocsest  hones,  or  the  best  ones  ? 

A.  They  were  the  best  ones. 

Q.  How  many  do  you  reocdiect  of  that  kind? 

A.  He  has  got  several  there  now. 

Q.  How  many  do  you  think  there  were  that  he  bought  on  aooonnt  of  the 
Qennml  Government,  and  toc^  for  himself? 

A.  Ba  might  not  call  it  buying  for  the  General  Government.  He  ought 
call  it  baying  these  hwaes  lot  himself. 

Q.  You  were  buying  fi>r  the  General  Goremment,  in  ocmipany  with  him? 

A.  Tea,  sir. 

Q.  And  some  of  them  were  kept? 

A.  A  few  of  them. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  some  that  were  sold  to  officers  cf  n^manto  and  kqitt 
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A.    I  «n't  «rr  Alt  I  ^ 

Q.    Do  jon  know  what  beeame  of  that  anrel  man  ontifiBd  to  ben  ) 

A.    I  do  not. 

Q.     Do  jon  know  wbom  it  waa  bought  o{^ 

A.     It  was  one  that  Anuaa  had.     He  pat  it  in  there. 

Q.     Do  jon  know  into  iriiat  aervioe  she  waa  pnt  ? 

A.  I  don't  leoollect  now.  I  know  that  Amaaa  kept  scmo  fatneo,  Mid  nae 
of  the  beat  ones — a  few. 

Q.     Do  yon  know  ot  hia  aelling  anj  abont  that  dme  to  other  pattiee? 

A.     He  occamonally  sold  a  hone. 

Q.  Do  jon  not  raoollect  that  he  kept  in  hia  etable,  bj  thenueins,  oeritts 
jnttj  good  horaeB,  that  were  ofierad  to  be  aold  to  parties,  and  wei«  diown  to 
(rfScers  and  others  who  wanted  to  buj? 

A.  He  came  to  me  and  mid  the  Ooremment  wanted  to  let  him  have  a  odb- 
tect  for  a  thooaand  eavab;  hoiees,  and  two  or  three  hundred  baggage  bDiau, 
and  I  told  Urn  I  would  go  in  with  him.  I  suppose  he  took  the  contraeL  I 
went  to  Canada  and  staid  there  four  or  five  weeks.  I  bought  fifty-^ye  faonea, 
and  let  anotb^  man  to  work,  who  bought  eigh^-five.  ^le  Qovenior  waa  nty 
particular  to  hare  very  nice  hMaes.  He  wanted  to  have  one  ooo^any  rf  black 
horses ;  another  company  of  white  horses,  and  another  oompany  of  dmbint 
horses.  It  was  pretty  hard  to  buy  them.  I  adTerlised  all  over  the  oountiy, 
and  what  I  bought  were  rery  nice  ones.  Then  Amasa  and  William  eame  vp 
there,  and  I  had  bought  but  fifly-five.  I  snppose  I  had  not  boogfat  them  bA 
•nongfa.  They  started  and  came  to  \ew  Yotk,  and  the  next  day  I  came  to 
New  York,  and  I  bought  ninetythe  next  day  after  I  came  to  New  Tcrk.  Iliey 
were  baying  H^  straight  along  fifty,  seven^-fiTo,  and  nine^  hwsee  per  day 
and  were  not  Tery  particular  what  they  bought.  That  waa  the  laat  of  my  bi^ 
ing  hnses.  I  went  to  Philadelphia  to  buy  hcssee.  Lyman  Fiieae  mated 
Howland  to  go  to  Philadel^diia  and  pck  up  hrases,  and  when  I  got  thoe  I  got 
an  order  not  to  buy  any  more ;  and  Howland  wanted  me  to  say  that  I  had  paid 
fbr  these  horsee  before  I  got  this  telagnq)h.  When  I  came  on  to  Philade^ihia, 
where  he  had  two  or  three  hundred  pcked  up,  he  wanted  me  to  say  that  I  got 
these  befwe  I  got  this  telegraph.  I  was  not  going  to  do  that,  and  I  nodoed 
that  after  that  I  did  not  buy  any  more  horses. 

Q.  Do  yon  remember  anything  ot  this  kind  oocoiring  in  New  York,  fbr 
inatsnoe  ;  a  man  at  soote  stable  has  fifty  or  one  hondred  botsas,  and  a  man  ooowa 
in  and  looks  them  over  and  gets  a  j^ice  fbr  them,  and  another  man  stands  one 
lide,  and  aa  he  oomes  out  q>eaka  to  him,  and  says  that  if  any  man  bays  tfaia  lot 
of  hwaes,  910  must  txmieoff  of  them  fbr  aoertain  purpose? 

A.  That  was  the  talk  there  in  the  street  by  almost  everybody,  that  the  fOK 
oC  the  horses  was  so  much,  but  if  yon  bought  them,  (10  was  to  cone  off  fir  a 
oertain  purpose. 

Q,     Have  yon  any  doubt  that  that  was  the  botf 

A.    I  think  that  was  the  fiut,  .  - 
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Q.  Part  at  these  haceea  were  bought  fbr  tbe  Pint  Gavaby  at  the  time 
jon  u>d  General  Prieze  and  Hovland  were  baying  in  New  York,  were 
they  Dot? 

A.     Tee,  sir. 

Q.     Do  jou  recollect  tbe  number  of  hoTBes  tnined  over  ? 

A.  I  don't  know  what  became  of  them.  These  hornes  I  had  (I  sent 
fifty-fiye,  and  another  man  came  down  and  broaght  eighty-five,)  they  were 
left  orer  to  Amasa  Sprague'e,  and  that  was  the  last  I  knew  of  them.  I 
never  received  a  cent,  and  Amaua  told  me  that  Lyman  Frleie  was  Qoar- 
tmnaater  General,  and  that  the  Governor  bad  pvea  the  boree  buniness  vp 
to  him,  (AnuusB,)  end  be  was  going  to  manage  it  to  suit  himself. 

Q.  I  understood  you  to  say  juEt  now  that  when  you  were  in  Philadelphia 
yon  received  a  telegraph  not  to  buy  any  more  ? 

A.     Tea  air.    Mr.  Bowland  was  then  in  Philadelphia. 

Q.  And  be  wanted  you  to  certify  that  these  horses  were  purchased  previona 
to  your  receiving  that  telegram  ? 

A.  Yes  fit.  That  was  what  be  wanted.  He  bad  got  them  together  and  I 
was  to  pick  out  sncb  horses  as  I  wanted. 

Q.     Tou  refused  to  do  it.     What  did  he  do  ? 

A..  He  came  bock  to  New  York,  and  did  not  buy  any  horses  ;  because  I 
would  not  certify  to  that  they  were  not  taken,  and  I  did  not  have  any  more 
chances  to  buy  horses.  He  and  Hr.  Howland  bought  hoses,  and  I  did  not 
know  what  they  did,  or  for  what  purpose.  I  saw  a  great  many  horses  that  be 
boogbt  there. 

Q.     Do  I  understand  you  to  my  that  they  were  a  refose  bt  of  horees  1 

A.     They  bought  all  kinds.     Men  told  me  that  they  had  sold  many  fbr  $S0. 

Q.  Waa  Amasa  Sprague  in  the  habit  of  buying  horses  on  his  own  aooount 
when  be  waa  with  you  ? 

A.     That  I  cannot  say. 

Q.  Did  ba  designate  them  when  be  bought  them  ts  being  for  the  State  or 
fix  toy  other  purpose  t 

A.     There  was  nothing  said  at  tbe  time. 

Q.     He  bought  a  good  many  horses  at  that  time  ? 

A.  I  bought  a  lot  cf  horses  that  Ool.  Loomia  ioapaeted,  for  $80  and  {90 
■pieee,  that  were  worth  $300  for  me  to  sell.  It  was  the  eame  lot  of  hoTW!> 
(125)  that  was  bought  for  nothing,  as  von  might  say,  that  would  fttch  $400 
or  $500  now. 

Q.  Gonld  any  party  get  a  nice  pair  oat  of  them  at  an  average  price,  or  a 
good  price,  if  they  wanted  them? 

A.     No  sir.    I  never  knew  a  pair  sold. 

Q.     But  yon  did  say  yoq  knew  of  his  keeping  a  few  horses? 

A.     He  kept  a  few  horses  and  has  some  now  that  ere  at  wotfc  fi>r  him.     He 
vght  have  bought  for  hitnaelf  at  tbe  same  time. 
I 
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Q.  Did  yon  ever  know  him  to  hny  »  pair  of  hones  on  his  own  prints 
Mooautf 

A.  Yes  tir.  A  great  many  of  them.  I  have  bonght  a  great  many  for  lun, 
ail. 

Q.     Were  thej  paid  for  all  together  in  a  lamp? 

A.     Sometimoa  he  would  bny  boraes  separate  for  himself,  a  great  maoj  timu, 

Q.  Were  they  bought  together  at  anj  time  when  be  was  bajnog  goTenuneel 
horaei? 

A.  There  night  have  been  sometimes  when  be  waa  buying  goreraneDt 
honea,  when  he  bought  boraes  for  himself.  I  oaoDot  letntleot  so  long  agoabout 
that,  I  was  buying  to  many  horses. 

Q.  When  you  were  buying  horses  for  the  State,  waa  there  any  time  when 
bones  would  be  selected  oot  and  bought  fur  Amasa  Spraguuf 

A.  Yes  sir.  There  were  horses  bought  in  that  way  when  we  wera  bnjiag 
gOTemment  horses.     I  cannot  tell  how  many  times. 

Q.     How  high  did  yon  ever  know  bim  to  pay  for  a  government  horae? 

A.     I  don't  reooUeot  that  we  paid  over  9200. 

Q.  Have  yon  any  pordoular  hones  in  view  that  were  bought  for  9200,  to 
be  turned  in  for  the  general  government? 

*  A.  I  don't  reooUeot  but  one  government  horse  that  we  ever  paid  $200  for, 
and  that  was  bought  in  New  York.  It  was  a  pretty  good  borae,  and  I  took 
him  to  New  York  and  sold  biro,  and  be  did  not  go  into  the  government.  I  did 
not  get  a  great  deal  more  than  that.  He  was  kept  here  two  or  three  y«an 
before  he  went  to  New  York.  Amasa  Sprague  kept  him  here,  and  I  took  hiai 
to  New  York  as  Mr.  gpragne's  horso,  and  sold  him.  It  was  Mr.  Spragne's 
bone. 

Q.    About  what  year  did  yon  take  the  21  or  25  odier  horses  you  speak  <f? 

A.  I  toA  them  in  the  spring  of  1863,  I  think,  two  yeara  ago  last  ^ng. 
Tbey  were  taken  out  of  those  cavalry  horses  I  bought  in  Canada  myielf,  in 
connection  with  another  man,  for  the  government 

Q.     Where  did  yon  deliver  these  horses  when  yon  delivered  them  ? 

A.  They  came  together  as  a  lot  from  Canada.  I  delivered  mine  at  St 
Johnsboro.     I  put  them  on  board  the  cars  and  they  oame  here. 

Q,    I  suppose  yon  afterwards  bad  some  talk  as  to  who  received  these  bones? 

A.    I  cannot  say  who  did  receive  them. 

Q.     I  aappose  you  know  they  were  received  aa  they  were  sent  here? 

A.     Yes  sir.     They  were  directed  to  Amasa  Sprague. 

Q.     Did  you  or  your  man  come  down  with  them? 

A.     No  air. 

Q.    Tbey  were  sent  with  other  parties  in  care  of  Aem  ? 

A.     I  don't  think  there  waa  any  one  who  came  with  them. 

Q.  What  was  the  average  price  you  got  tor  these  horses  in  New  toA 
city  in  1668? 

A.    I  aold  th«n  fi>r  all  -prau ;  soma  I  sent  }mik  aod  did  oot  sell  at  oU. 
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Q.     "Witt  was  tboat  the  average  price? 

A.     Some  of  them  I  got  $300  or  t400  for. 

Q,  Some  that  jod  sent  baok  beoaase  yoa  did  not  get  as  much  as  70a 
wanted  T 

A.     Some  got  bk^  and  had  to  go  back. 

Q.     What  became  of  these  horeea  afterwards? 

A.     Hr.  Spmgae  has  got  some  of  them  now. 

Q.     That  is  the  lot  you  bought  in  Canada? 

A.     Yn  dr. 

Q.  Did  joa  or  Amssa  Spragaa  get  one  partionlai  horse  np  there,  ft  very 
handsome  one,  that  trots  down  to  the  course? 

A.  I  boi^ht  «  mare  there  for  $90,  at  that  time,  and  sold  her  in  New 
Toric  for  $1400.  last  summer.  I  gave  Amass  Sprague  $500  foe  her.  W« 
eaQ  her  the  "Logan  Mara." 

Q.     Were  the  bills  to  the  State  for  all  these  bones? 

A.  That  I  cannot  tell  anything  ahoat.  I  cannot  tell  what  they  did  with 
any  of  these  horses,  except  what  Byron  said  about  that  particular  lot. 

Q.  Do  you  raoollect  any  other  horses  that  were  pretty  well  up  in  prioe,  ■ 
pair,  for  instance  ? 

A.  There  was  a  pair  which  I  sold  for  S700,  to  a  man  in  New  Yoik,  whose 
name  I  don't  remember.  Tbey  were  sold  at  the  time  I  took  these  twenty-four 
or  twenty-five  horses.  I  think  it  was  the  spring  of  186S.  That  pair  was  oat 
of  the  lot  we  bought  in  Canada;  a  good  many  of  tho  horses  we  bought  were 
veiy  Otoe  ones. 

Q.     Do  you  recollect  one  or  two  other  pretty  good  borsae. 

A.  There  was  one  other  that  I  sold  in  New  York  for  1900,  for  Amasa 
oprague. 

Q.  Do  yon  reoolleot  another  one?  Was  not  another  pair  sold  to  some- 
body in  this  vicunity  ? 

A.     No  sir. 

Q.     Sold  to  sranehody  any  where  else? 

A.  Why,  I  sold  another  pair  that  went  south  to  a  man  by  the  uanie  of 
Gowam.  who  bought  them.  There  were  140  horses  bought.  I  bought  55, 
and  my  man  65.  $110  was  the  oontraot  that  we  took  them  for,  a  good  many 
of  them  I  bought  for  $75  or  $80. 

Q.     Did  you  bny  the  majority  for  that  price  ? 

A.     They  would  average,  probably,  about  $90, 

Q.     Tou  Bay  the  price  was  $110 1 

A.     Yea  sir.

A.     I  did  not. 

Q.  What  was  the  reason  they  gave  yon  for  not  employing  yon  in  buying 
boises  any  longer  1 

A.     He  did  not  give  me  any  reason.    I  tnppoeed  that  Lyman  7rie«  and 
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Hr.  HtnrlaDd  mated  to  iundle  it  IhemBBlreB.  They  had  handled  it  theai- 
nlraa  before  with  my  help. 

Q.  Did  Amtsa  Spragne  at  that  time  have  as  mncb  to  do  iritfa  it  u 
before? 

A.  H«  helped  him  a  little  after  that,  bat  most  were  boaghl  bj  Ljeun 
Frien,  Bfr.  Bowlaad,  and  George  Thayer ;  3%ayer  bnyiog  the  graaleet  nambcr- 

Q.  I  want  to  undontand  about  this  $10.  Was  it  somachahead  mm 
than  the  bill?  aod  who  was  to  get  it? 

A,  A  man  told  me  that  he  gave  Howland  $600  on  sixty  horsca  he  Bold 
to  Lyman  Frien ;  that  Mr.  Howland  was  the  man  that  received  910  pet 
bead,  and  whoever  sold  a  horse  to  Howland  was  to  have  910  taken  off  his  bill- 
If  he  sold  it  for  $130  be  was  to  get  bnt  $120,  there  was  to  be  a  redaction  od 
the  bill.  A  man  told  me  that  Amasa  Spngne  made  biiii  an  oSer  forn  lot  of 
hnses  and  he  conld  not  take  it,  and  he  weot  out  and  bovgbt  fifteen  or 
twenty,  at  about  S35  apieoe,  and  sold  the  whole  lot  to  Amasa  Sprvgne. 
There  was  probably  a  ibonMnd  horses  that  wonld  not  bring  S40  apieee, 
that  weot  into  the  govsniment.  that  were  bought  there  in  34th  street,  not 
that  wont  to  Rhodo  Island,  bnt  went  to  the  goveroment  serrioe,  shipped  to 
Washington.  They  were  inspected  by  Mr.  Thayer.  I  don't  know  whether 
be  was  goTemment  inspector  of  bones  or  not.  He  inspeotod.  I  can't  say 
whether  it  was  for  Rhode  Island  oi  ntd. 

Q.     Who  prized  the  hones  that  you  famiehed? 

A.    Tbey  were  prised  by  Amasa  Spngne  and  myself. 

Q.     Did  not  Mr.  Ellabree  pat  in  some? 

A.     Tss  sir.     We  made  op  one  hnndred  in  one  day. 

Q.     Did  you  put  them  in  st  yoor  own  price,  or  were  they  prind? 

A.     Amasa  9pragoe  and  William  SUIsbree  priseil  mine. 

Q.     And  then  yon  and  Amasa  would  prise  Blsbree's? 

A.  It  was  done  pretty  qnlck,  we  had  to  scratch  ronnd,  we  did  not 
wait  Those  hors<is  were  put  in  cheap.  (Jeneral  Stead  paid  me  for  all  the 
horses  that  I  put  in  at  that  time.

TESTIMONY  OF  GENHnAL  LTHAN  B.  FRIEZE. 


ToMDAT,  January  23,  1866. 

Swom. 

Q.     When  were  70a  sppointed  Qoartennsster  Qenenl  V 

A.  I  tlunk  in  December,  1861.  I  Uank  mj  comnumon  wu  d«ted  Janu- 
ny  1,  1862.  I  served  up  io  the  latter  put  of  Deoember,  1862,  or  the  first  of 
Juutrjr.  1863.  I  have  forgotten  whether  I  left  the  poadon  on  the  first  of 
Jannaiy,  or  not,  I  don't  remember  particuUrly  when  my  resiKnation  datod.  I 
think  it  was  dated  on  the  first  of  Jwmaj. 

Q.  Did  joti  at  any  time  after  yonr  resignation  act  in  the  capacity  of  Qnar- 
tennaster  General? 

A.  Not  at  all  with  the  exception  of  arranging  papers,  which  were  invoices, 
vMch  Major  Sanfbrd  bronght  ferme  to  sign.  I  never  did  any  businees  as  sach, 
01  signed  my  name  as  such,  except  in  the  manner  indicated. 

Q.  In  your  dealings  with  the  General  Treasurer  has  it  been  yonr  practice 
to  credit  him  with  moneys  received  &om  him,  on  year  books  ? 

A.  It  has  always  been  my  pntctjce  to  credit  him  with  any  moneys  drawn 
from  the  General  Treasorer  by  me  as  Qasrtermaster  OeoeTBl. 

Q.  What  was  yonr  practice  in  relation  to  money  reoeived  from  him  otber- 
wise  than  by  draft? 

A.  It  would  depend  upon  what  t^ers  I  received  for  them,  and  fbr  what 
pvpoae  they  were  drawn.  I  always  acted  under  otdorslbr  whatever  I  did; 
nothing  that  I  was  responsible  for  to  him  was  always  credited  to  the  General 
Tieasnier,  1^  tne,  as  Qnaitermaster  General  of  the  State. 

Q.  Would  it  not  be  yonr  duty,  suppodng  yon  received  money  from  the 
General  Treasurer,  to  enter  it  on  your  books  some  where  ? 

A.  It  wonld  depend  upon  what  I  received  the  money  fbr,  and  hov  I 
received  it.  If  yon  know  anything  about  the  militaiy  accounts  of  the  State, 
yon  know  that  certun  thin^  are  charged  as  belonging  to  certun  departments, 
aad  that  they  are  always  transferred  to  those  departments. 

Q.    We  find  is  oveihsnling  your  books  some  items,  in  the  General  Tieas- 
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nrer'a  koooant  of  chargBB  made.     Tba  cbargaa  nuda  were  $4,000,  ind  no 
record  is  nuKle  od  joor  books  7 

A.  Have  joa  ezMniaed  tbe  Genenl  Treasurer's  aeooantal  If  du  eiftrt 
in  book  kee[KDg  had  taken  as  mnch  pains  to  asoertain  tbe  ttOa  as  he  ^  k 
implicate  me,  be  wcrald  have  arrived  at  a  mora  — tJAntmy  result.  I,  therefim, 
m^lf,  wrote  to  the  Oeoeral  Tieasnrer  for  his  aoconnt,  and  he  rallies,  mjing:

The  General  Treasurer  did  not  do  as  he  was  ordered,  but  charged  it  to  me, 
as  be  bad  no  right  to  do.  This  was  on  the  matter  of  the  $5  head  money.  Oov- 
ernor  Spragne  authorized  me  to  collect  these  drafts  of  $500  each,  and  on  n^ 
approval  of  the  bounty  bills  tb^  were  paid  out  of  the  fimda,  which  we  kept  m 
the  drawer  aeparate  &om  other  matters.  As  bood  as  the  accoant  was  made  od, 
it  was  turned  over  to  the  Adjutant  General,  whera  it  belonged,  with  voDcbras. 
It  did  not  belong  to  the  Quartermaster  Greneral's  departmetit,  but  I  had  it 
placed  in  my  bands  because  I  was  better  acquainted  with  these  people  than  tha 
Adjutant  Genend. 

Q.  Then  this  $4,000  was  received  in  installments  of  $500,  upon  the  Gm- 
emor's  orders  ? 

A.  Yes  sir.  You  find  orders  from  the  Governor  or  tbe  Genera]  Ttessuwr 
fbf  them,  and  the  face  of  tbe  order  would  forbid  my  crediting  it  in  the  QaaIte^ 
master  General's  account.  He  directs  the  Treasurer  to  charge  it  to  the  speciil 
bounty  fund,  as  audiorised  by  the  General  Assembly  of  August,  1861. 

Q.     Was  it  so  charged  7 

A,  The  Treasurer  charged  it  direct  to  me,  but  for  reasons  before  staled,  it 
did  not  appear  in  my  accounts.  He  writes  me  that  I  have  credited  him  with 
$6,000  that  was  not  charged  in  his  account  at  tbe  time  he  made  his  report. 
Probably  it  was  a  misunderstanding  on  his  part  with  regard  to  the  $4,000.  I 
have  enquired  ot  General  Manran  regarding  these  vouchers,  he  infoimed  ma 
that  Governor  Smith  ordered  him  to  turn  it  over  to  the  Qnartermaster  GenenL 
What  disposition  he  made  of  them  I  don't  know.  I  did  as  I  was  oideied  bf 
the  Governor,  and  turned  them  over  to  the  Adjutant  General,  at  yrboaa  offioe 
the  reomiting  bn»nie«  was  kept. 
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Q.  Iq  ralation  to  J.  I.  HoGertj',  you  crodit  in  your  nport  the  som  (^  $700, 
did  yon  pay  Mm  S700  at  any  time  t 

A.  I  cannot  t«ll  yon  witbout  ezanduiiig  the  books,  it  is  three  years  ago.  I 
ncolleot  there  were  tranaaotionB,  and  sune  dispnUs  conceminf;  the  accoonts, 
ud  aa  to  iriiat  he  ires  entitled  to.  It  is  my  impraeraon  that  ^  matter  was 
finally  at^justed  in  the  Adjutant  General's  offioe,  bat  I  am  not  poeitiTe.  I  tMnk 
that  the  booiu  show  a  charge  of  $590  to  Col.  HcCaily. 

Q.  The  reeolution  of  the  (General  Assembly  Lnstroota  the  Qoartermaster 
Ottneial  to  pay  $416.69  in  full  settlement.  We  do  not  find  any  charge  on  the 
boots  of  the  $700.  You  make  that  credit  in  your  report  to  the  Legislatore  of 
the  $700.  The  books  show  a  charge  of  $590  to  Col.  McCar^.  Was  there 
snch  a  credit  on  your  books  ? 

A.  Probably  there  was.  Yon  will  have  to  call  on  Mr.  Daniels,  my  book- 
keeper, to  ascertain  the  facts. 

Q.  Caa  yoa  t«ll  &om  reooUectiiKi  bow  much  ptt^r^  Qeneral  Stead  tamed 
over  to  you? 

A.  I  can  tell  more  from  Governor  Smith's  message  than  my  reoollection.  I 
took  my  data  fiom  that.  He  tame^  over  his  books  to  me,  what  there  were  of 
tbem.  But  they  were  very  much  mixed  up.  AAer  I  took  bold  of  them  it 
took  three  or  &ur  months  to  straighten  them  out. 

Q.     He  turned  over  a  lift  to  you,  he  said  ? 

A.  Governor  Smith  makes  it  out  that  $38,000  is  unaccounted  fyr.  The 
expert  book  keeper  never  examined  the  books  down  at  the  QoartermaBtcr  Gen- 
erml's  office.  The  only  boohs  he  called  for  were  the  Ledger,  Day  Book,  and 
Cash  Book.  He  has  not  examined  the  clothing  book  and  others.  "  We  find 
$25,498.52  mora  okrthing  issued  than  we  have  purobased."

Q.  In  the  paper  enumentiug  tbe  State  proper^  tamed  over  to  yoa.  wen 
tiiere  any  luKaes  mentioned  ? 

A.     Not  that  I'm  awue  ol. 

Q.     Did  yon  lo(^  over  tbe  books  of  Gen.  Stead  ? 

A.    We  looked  over  tbe  memonndniiis,  sir. 

Q.  There  ie  a  memMaadmn  in  pencil  at  the  bottom  of  one  of  tbe  accoonli, 
stating  there  were  forty-five  boraes  to  be  acoonnted  for  by  Amasa  Spragoe,  irliid 
mm  tamed  over  to  you  as  State  property  ? 

A.  All  that  I  know  abonC  «ny  hones  is,  liiat  tbere  vae  bo  much  doe  Ansa 
Spragne,  eny  about  $38,000.  The  accoonte  were  collooted  and  the  money  paid 
at  the  Globe  Bank.  I  settled  it  for  him.  It  came  $3,300  or  $3,400  short,  n 
which  A.  &  W.  Spnigne  gave  their  check.  In  the  settlement  ti  that  nutter 
tbey  ware  so  much  ontof  pooket^  that  was  on  tbe  first  part  of  Jannary,  1862,  and 
tbe  bcMwe  were  purchased  in  Q«n.  Stead's  administration.  There  were  two  tafii 
fbt  these  horses,  one  for  about  $12,000,  and  tbe  other  aboot  $17,000.  Tbeat 
were  oollected  some  time  afterwards.     He  was  short  nearly  $3,700. 

Q.  Xou  have  no  recollection  of  any  horses  turned  over  to  yon  by  Qeoenl 
Stead. 

A.  I  would  have  been  apt  to  know  if  there  ware  forty-five  horses  hebn^ng 
to  the  State.  His  pencil  memorandum  might  have  refoned  to  hones  ddiwed 
on  contract  for  the  First  Regiment.  That  probably  means  borsce  he  had  colled- 
ed  and  held  at  his  stable  for  the  First  Cavalry,  not  paid  fitr,  and  delivered. 
Th^  had  been  pm^haaed  on  contract,  hut  had  not  been  paid  for.  I  wrote  (fast 
in  pencil  myself.  It  reads,  "  forty-five  boraea  to  be  aocountod  for  by  Asiasa 
Spragne,  that  belong  to  the  State  of  Rhode  lalaud."  I  don't  know  but  A« 
would  account  for  it,  or  Mr.  Danieb  ooold.  I  have  no  reooUeotion  now  of  -why 
the  memorandum  was  made.  Mr.  Danieb,  who  kept  all  tbe  books  might  itool- 
lect. 

Q.     You  cannot  tell  if  the  horses  were  on  hand,  what  became  of  them  t 

A.  The  First  Cavalry  were  then  organising.  It  is  my  imjMeseion  6ul  tie 
hones  were  out  in  his  stable.  I  think  that  whenOen.  Stead  gave  tne  themeDl■ 
<Nra»lnm  there  were  so  many  horses  out  there.  When  the  companies  were  nrt 
orgsniang,  the  horaea  coming  in  went  to  the  stable  at  Cranston.  Probably  tint 
ia  Tfiat  it  mMus. 

Q.  Qon  yo(  t«U  the  amount  ot  money  oollected  from  tbe  TTnited  States  and 
fnid  you  v^e  Ik  office. 

A.  You  mean  all  told.  I  cannot  tell  edt,  vrithont  looUng.  I  will  take  Mr. 
Sanford'a  statement  for  it.  I  have  a  letter  fium  Oen.  Meigs  in  regard  to  iriut 
was  paid  on  aoooimt  of  horses.  There  ia  $30,000  that  Mr.  Sanftrd  olums  is 
being  paid  that  is  not  in  this  statement 

Q.     What  ia  the  amount  of  money  received  1 

A.    I  have  not  kept  two  seta  of  books.      All  the  books  omineated  with  the 
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QnulenoBBteT  Geaenil's  Department  are  here,  bo  ftr  as  I  know.  Mr.  Sanibid 
B»ya.  "  collected  for  two  hundred  and  sUty-two  boraes,  March,  1862,  $30,180." 
That  was  the  amount  I  told  you  was  paid  to  settle  up  at  the  Qlobe  Bank  with 
Amasa  Sprague.  Tho  first  was  fbr  $98,440,  which  I  believe  closed  up  the  oon- 
tract  with  the  First  Cavalry  and  Battery  G^.

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Q.  Toot  books  afaow  the  first  credit  to  the  United  Statin  to  have  boen  S3,^l. 
What  WM  this  mun  oollected  tori 

A.     I  don't  know.     Mr.  Sanford  can  tell  yon  better  than  I  can. 

Q.  Id  your  transaction  in  horecs  in  settling  vitfa  the  General  Gorenmieit, 
wero  you  in  tbo  habit  of  making  more  than  one  bill  for  the  eanw  lot  cJ  hoarauT 

A.  Yen  ar,  we  made  three  biila  generally,  for  the  same  lot  of  hiHBes.  The 
goTenunent  required  tbreo  bills — at  first  two,  and  afterwards  three.  They 
changed  from  time  to  time.  For  other  articles  fiiur  were  required,  and  fiv  othen 
five.     These  bills  were  of  the  same  tenor  and  dale,  one  a  fac-amile  <£  the  other. 

Q.  In  connection  with  tbis  sum  reccii-ed  from  the  United  States  of  $3,981, 
was  that  all  that  was  collected  at  that  lime  ? 

A.     I  don't  remember.     What  is  the  date  of  it  ? 

Q.  That  is  tbo  first  credit  to  the  United  States,  it  must  bare  been  early  ia 
your  administrstion  ? 

A.     The  first  charge  in  the  Quartermaster  General's  Department  is  $12,650. 

Q.  8.  P.  Sanford  paid  Gen.  Frieie  $4,027,  as  per  receipt,  that  yon  credit- 
ed on  the  book  as  S3,081,  making  a  difference  of  8946 1 

A.  Have  yon  got  the  account  of  the  United  States  to  show  this?  The  book- 
keeper very  probably  made  a  clerical  error  in  the  first  figure, 

Q.     (The  books  wero  here  carefully  eiainined?) 

A.  Wo  can,  by  turuing  to  the  Bank  books,  see  what  wns  depoated.  All 
diese  accounts  were  entered  by  the  book-keeper,  Mr.  Daniels. 

Q.  If  you  received  this  $4,027  from  the  United  States,  yon  uatuisUy  wonld 
otedit  the  United  States  with  that  amount? 

A.     That  woold  be  the  natural  process. 

Q.     Do  you  find  that  charge  of  $4,927  ? 

A.  We  find  u  charge  to  the  Stonington  Railroad  for  S3,9S1,  on  some  aoeooot 
for  transportatioD.  Mr.  Sanford  and  Mr.  Daniels  generally  fixed  thoee  things. 
I  was  generally  busy  about  other  matters,  and  gave  the  books  up  entirely  to  Hr. 
Daniels. 

Q.  Can  you  tell  how  you  kept  your  forage  account  during  your  administn- 
tion  ;  thot  is  to  say,  were  all  the  items  charged  to  the  United  States  entered  npoi 
the  books  of  the  department? 

A.  We  generally  kept  regiments  under  a  Colonel  while  oi^amnng,  and 
ontil  mustered  in,  and  ho  certified  to  the  Quartermaster's  charges  for  forage  b 
Older  that  it  might  be  collected.  I  have  a  list  here  &om  the  time  that  Gowdot 
SmiA  spoke  of  tlte  forage  account,  showing  all  that  there  ie  connected  with  mt 
in  any  way  as  forage. 

Q.     Was  this  1x11  collected  of  the  United  States  ?     (Producing  a  paper.) 

(This  bill  was  for  forage,  amoundDg  to  $12,789  25 ;  it  contained  an  endonB- 
ment  in  pencil,  with  the  signature  of  U.  S.  Quartermaster  General  McCloy.) 

A.     That  I  cannot  say,  or. 

Q.  Here  is  a  letter  in  relation  to  it,  that  irill  periiapti  re&Mh  your  memmyl 
(Pndnoing  letter.) 
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A.  That  is  an  affldarit  ofiered  by  the  QiuTtennastor  General's  Departmeiit. 
Q.    Ts  not  that  the  proper  dcpartmeat  ? 

A.  It  depends  whether  the  regiment  is  mustered  into  the  semce,  and  is  Ut- 
ing  on  the  United  State!)  or  nof  All  the  fbmgo  we  had  anything  to  do  with  is 
what  we  bought  in  this  dty  before  the  regiments  were  mastered. 

Q.    There  are  items  on  that  bill  which  are  on  yoar  books  ? 

A.  Tcs.  but  not  all  of  them.  You  will  lind  the  principal  portions  of  them . 
to  be  taken  tnm  the  regiments  themselves  and  kept  by  parties  that  could  not 
Dolkct  them. 

Q.  How  does  it  come  into  a  lull  emanating  from  the  Quartermaster  General's 
department.    Tou  hare  no  knowledge  of  the  bill  T 

A.  I  bare  no  recollection  of  it  now.  The  bill,  I  am  satisfied,  never  was 
made  out  in  my  department,  because  it  is  made  np  with  details  of  so  mnch  per 
man,  while  we  bad  little  of  the  business  in  that  way.  We  would  buy  a  couple 
hnodrcd  bushels  of  oats  and  give  the  Qnartermaster  of  the  regiment  an  order. 

Q.  If  tlufl  emanated  from  your  office  corresponding  charges  would  appear 
oa  yonr  books  ? 

A.  Those  were  the  infltrnctions — that  all  Inlls  purchased  Bhoald  be  entered. 
In  the  memorandum,  that  I  thought  I  had  hero,  I  found  that  with  regard  to 
what  wo  could  find  on  the  Qnartermaster  General's  books,  that  the  ptindpal 
part  of  the  forage  was  bought  in  Pawtocket ;  and  I  suppose  when  the  first  reg- 
iment of  cavalry  went  out  there  the  forage  was  furnished  by  Quartermaster 
Leonard.  His  matter  we  never  had  anything  to  do  with  here  at  all.  I  pre- 
inme  you  will  find  that  the  right  of  that  matter  is  that  Mr.  Saoford  probably 
settled  it  himself,  very  likely  the  things  was  managed  in  that  way,  whatever 
company  or  regiment  it  may  have  been,  I  know  that  he  transported  some  boops 
and  collected  it  hi-nself.  He  had  had  some  trouble  about  transportation.  I 
know  if  the  matter  was  looked  np  that  whatever  was  paid  was  paid  by  Mr. 
Sanfind.     Perhaps  Mr.  Daniels  may  recollect  it. 

Q.  Hare  you  since  your  resignation  as  Quartermaster  General  received 
from  the  State  Agent  any  money  collected  fhtm  the  United  States  ? 

A.  I  don't  know  whether  any  of  the  money  for  horses  was  paid  over  to  me 
or  whether  it  all  went  to  General  Cooke.  Very  likely  some  were  paid  over  to 
me,  and  if  so,  was  taken  to  pay  checks  at  the  Globe  Bank.  I  am  not  positive 
■boot  it  now!  I  do  not  know  now  whether  it  was  all  paid  over  by  General 
Cooke,  or  whether  some  of  the  first  of  it  was  handed  to  me. 

Q.  How  did  that  horse  account  stand?  According  to  the  evidence  and 
reports  we  have  seen  at  ^fierent  times,  General  Cooke  says  that  was  an  "out- 
side transaction  ?" 

A.  There  was  no  outade  trausactioD  about  it,  except  that  of  getting  the 
horses. 

Q.  Oeneral  Cooke  in  bis  testimony  before  the  Finance  Committee  of  the 
Honse,  says  that  the  hone  aoooont  was  an  outdde  iudrridnal  tranaaotion  which 
ha  hftd  nothing  to  do  with,  Iboo^  the  money  oama  in  and  oat  M  the  tinw  ha 
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IT  Graenl.     Now  will  yoa  ^re  ns  yoor  Tenkn  of  wtitt  ia 
pofxiUrly  known  as  the  bone  tnnaaetioii  ? 

A.  He  may  have  naed  Uiat  language.  The  nutter  stood  in  this  way :  Wben 
these  bones  wercreqtiired,  (I  think  perhaps  it  Wasfor  the  7^flqnadroD  of  cav-  ' 
ally,)  we  will  take  it  after  the  clonng  of  Amaaa  Spra^e's  oontract.  In  get- 
ting up  this  7th  ■qnadron  we  found  it  impoanble  to  get  horees  boa  WaAingtoD, 
they  wen  titart  of  boraee,  and  tbej  said  they  could  not  mount  the  men  and  we 
nnut  send  oor  men  on  as  infiutry  dismounted.  There  was  a  good  deal  of  feel- 
ing about  the  matter,  and  most  <^  the  men  declined  the  idea  of  gmng  out  there 
nnleiB  they  were  mounted.  (I  may  bo  mistaken  as  to  ifao  companies.  &c..  bat 
only  allude  to  the  rarcumstanoes  of  the  case.)  Qoveroor  Spngue  said  they 
ahould  go  mounted  any  w^,  tfa^  had  enUeted  for  that  putpoae  and  th^  sboold 
have  hones.  He  sent  on  to  General  Cameron,  the  Secretary  of  War  at  that 
time,  and  Cuneron  finally  gave  him  an  order  to  fhmi^  the  boraee,  and  deo 
some  battery  horaes.  I  think  that  when  oi^aninng  the  battery  we  wanted  lit- 
tle better  horses  than  they  had  been  furnishing  at  the  Qoartermaster  Oenenl'i 
ofBce.  Aawney  General  Bnrges  was  present,  and  he  said  to  Got.  Spragoe, 
"you  have  no  right  to  use  the  mcmey  of  the  State  to  buy  these  horses;  it  has 
not  been  authoiiied  by  the  General  Assembly."  It  is  my  impresaon.  tbongfa 
I  forget  about  it  now,  that  we  bad  but  Uttk  money  in  the  Treasury,  and  the 
Ooremor  said.  "  I  shall  have  these  horses  if  I  have  to  pay  for  them  myself,  I 
am  going  to  hare  them."  He  turns  to  me  and  says,  "  Frieze,  ytm  must  grt 
them."  I  said  I  will  do  anything  I  can,  Govemor,  to  help  matters.  He  said, 
"You  must  arran^  for  money  and  ^t  Eomebody  to  buy  tliem."  We  wentoot 
to  the  Globe  Bank  and  talked  with  the  Diicctors  there,  and  they  finally  agned 
to  let  him  have  the  money,  by  way  of  circuktiDg  their  tiills,  if  A.  &  W. 
Sprague  would  guarantee  t^  peyntent ;  and  that  the  money  ^uld  be  delirered 
on  my  memorandum  checks.  We  agreed  to  pay  about  $10,000  at  a  dme,  and 
when  we  received  an  invrnce  of  horses,  which  ^oold  be  satisfactory  to  an  inspec- 
tor whom  we  should  send  from  here,  as  well  as  to  the  United  States'  inspector, 
we  would  then  send  more  mcmey.  We  sent  a  man  to  oveisee  the  putchase, 
who  understood  horaes  well,  and  he  staid  tliraugfa  all  the  pumhsses  and  in«pee- 
tiooa ;  and  I,  fhim  time  to  time,  as  the  invmces  came  on,  or  we  received  the 
horses,  or  felt  that  they  were  safoly  in  oor  possession,  sent  more  money,  and 
gave  my  memorandnni  checks,  ugned  u  Quaitermaflter  General,  with  the  undcF 
standing  that  if  there  was  any  trouble,  A.  &  W.  Spregne  i^wuld  meet  tin 
oheoks.  I^en  it  was  understood  that  when  the  money  was  collected  &om  the 
United  States  it  should  be  paid  over  to  the  Globe  Bank  to  cancel  these  checks. 
I  went  to  work  in  good  foith.  There  was  no  outmde  transaction  in  any  shape, 
except  in  getting  the  horses,  fdmishing  the  money,  aitd  getting  the  beet  we 
oould.  We  contractod  at  the  government  price,  $112,  S90  and  9115.  It  wis 
thought  to  be  difBcnlt  to  get  boraes  for  that  prioe.  Horses  had  gone  up,  and 
parties  said  they  could  not  fiimish  them  fw  lea  than  S120  to  $125.  As  the 
noney  came  the  ideatioal  obat^  were  tamed  over  to  the  Globe  Bank,  suns- 
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tinw0  it  WM  oertifioalcfl  ot  iudebtedneM,  checbi  on  the  Treasnry,  &o.,  and  the 
obligations  were  cancetled  in  that  way,  and  the  obeclu  nen  taken  ap. 

Q.     Did  yon  give  theoe  obeoka  as  an  officer  of  the  State  ? 

A.     I  gare  those  checks  as  Qnartennaster  Oeneral. 

Q.  Why.  then,  iritU  your  veroon  of  the  matter  (vhicfa  I  hare  no  disposition 
to  di^mte)  should  not  a  regular  reewd  be  mode  nprai  the  books  ? 

A.  It  is  very  veil  ix  jou  to  talk  ahout  that  now,  when  the  United  States 
hKTe  found  out  how  to  keep  accounts  6f  this  nature.  When  we  commeneed, 
the  United  States  had  no  regular  tyOem  about  keeping  these  aecounte,  and 
&ej  were  altered  from  time  to  time  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  department. 
When  the  Fint  Begiment  went  to  Waalungton,  they  (departments)  said  to  us, 
"  use  your  judgment  in  making  these  disbursements,"  and  promiang  that  the 
State  Elioilld  be  reimbursed.  I  did  not  know  anything  about  military  accounts 
particularly.  If  it  is  teaUy  the  Bettlement  of  the  accounts  that  is  wanted,  the 
way  is  to  take  deBcriptive  lists  and  charge  it  (the  hones)  back  to  the  Uoited 
States.  Beoause  any  agent  here  who  haa  had  any  experieuce  in  collecting 
money,  knows  he  can't  get  a  dollar  from  tiie  Government,  unles  there  are  very 
perfect  vouchers.  H^.  Sanford  has  had  tbe  collection  of  these  maUers,  and 
knew  all  about  it  and  all  about  the  pafers  ;  and  more  than  that,  the  acoonnia 
were  made  up  through  hie  advice,  and  under  Mb  eupervisioii,  I  had  nothing  to 
do  with  them.  I  and  my  book-keeper  arranged  the  occounta  to  his  satis&ction 
00  thai  they  eould  be  collected. 

Q.     Had  yon  any  means  of  knowing  the  average  cost  of  these  horses? 

A.  No,  sir ;  only  I  knew  tint  some  cost  $90,  $100 ;  some  $130 ;  some  . 
$125.  I  would  take  lots  cf  korsos  bought  in  Philadelphia  and  New  York.  I 
irent  on  to  try  to  get  information.  I  found  they  would  buy  a  lot  of  from  fif- 
teen to  thirty,  and  four  or  five  of  them  they  would  have  to  trade  off  on  account 
of  mipeiTCCtionB. 

Q.     What  was  the  highest  price  paid  for  any  lot  of  Ikhsob  ''. 

A.  When  the  First  Regiment  left  here,  they  were  all  the  way  from  $126 
to  $150;  there  were  horses  that  cost  $250.  Amasa  Spregue  put  in  boteea  that 
uDot  that,  faecnue  they  must  be  bad,  and  we  could  not  get  hones  about  here. 

Q.  The  interest  on  these  sums  borrowed  or  hired  from  the  Olobe  Bank  was 
charged  to  the  Sute  t 

A.  Yea,  mr;  it  could  not  be  collected  from  the  United  Statee— they  do 
mat  pay  interest  on  accounts. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  there  was  money  in  the  Treasury  of  the  State  at 
that  time? 

A.     It  is  my  impreaion  that  the  State  Treasury  at  that  time  was  very  abort. 

Q.  Did  yon  ever  investigate  to  find  out  whether  there  were  ample  means 
or  not? 

A.  No,  air ;  if  I  had,  the  statements  of  our  Attorney  (General  wuuld  hare 
jBFvented  our  getting  the  mimey.  I  did  not  investigate.  Attorney  General 
Bmgm  was  preeont  when  we  first  talked  over  the  matter,  and  he  nid  "  the 
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QoTBrnor  had  no  right  to  pay  tl»  money  ont  of  the  State  Treasury. "  Gorenior 
Spngue  then  said  the  regiment  should  have  the  Iioraes.  He  would  not  wnd 
his  men  away  from  here  unprotected ;  they  Bbonld  hare  arras  and  oqnipmenta. 
It  was  the  feeling  for  a  long  time  aAer  a  Maasachnsetts  tc^ment  was  attacked, 
t})Bt  men  should  not  he  sent  to  the  field  unless  fiiUy  eqnippe  and  provided. 

Q.     Whs  there  more  money  collected  tlum  was  paid  to  the  Globe  Bank? 

A.  \o;  nr,  it  was  turned  over  as  collected,  and  the  interest  was  the  dis- 
crepancy. I  could  not  affin^  to  l(»e  it, —  the  idea  was  to  save  the  Slate  lU  we 
could  ;  we  did  not  think  Bhode  Island  would  object  to  paying  tlic  intoest  of 
the  miHiej. 

Q.  Was  there  more  money  collected  for  horses  than  it  took  to  pay  ibe 
indebtedness  at  the  Globe  Bank  1 

A.     No,  sir, 

Q.  Bo  you  know  anything  about  the  amount  embraced  in  the  horse  trans- 
action T 

A.  I  can  only  tell  the  number  of  horses  —  it  was  1600  or  1700  horses.  I 
have  General  Meig's  statement,  in  which  he  probably  left  out  265  horaes;  ibe 
lot  of  263  delivered  previous  to  1862.  Wc  roeeivcd  265  horses  in  addition  to 
his  stetement.     Mnj.  Sanford  makes  It  out  so,  and  I  think  he  is  right. 

Q,  In  recovering  monies  through  the  State  Agent,  or  otherwise,  from  the 
United  States,  would  you  credit  it  all  to  the  United  States,  or  would  yon  take  a 
part  of  it  to  pay  the  bills  at  the  Qlobe  Bank,  and  credit  another  part  to  ths 
United  States? 

A.  I  should  take  that  portion  of  it  collected  on  account  of  horses,  and  pay 
it  over  to  the  Globe  Bank,  and  what  was  collected  on  other  accounts,  credit  the 
United  States,  or  turn  over  to  the  General  Treasurer. 

Q.  There  was  n  collection  of  $194,171  20  receipted  br  by  you  as  having 
been  collected  from  the  United  States,  whereas,  in  your  report  to  the  Legislature 
of  that  transaction,  you  say  you  only  recoved  $65,143  59,  making  the  differ- 
ence between  the  amonnt  receipted  fbt  and  the  amount  stated  in  the  repoK 
$130,027  61t 

A.  Tliat  difieience  is  probably  on  account  of  the  hones.  It  would  have 
been  very  easy  for  the  expert  to  have  found  out  if  he  had  any  ditfMatiDn 
to  do  so. 

Q.  But  the  horse  account  does  not  appear  on  your  books?  You  did  newn 
from  the  State  Agent  $194,171  20,  at  difibrent  times?  In  your  printed  report 
you  say  you  received  $64,143  59.  what  became  of  the  difibrence  between  these 
two  amounts  ? 

A.     It  is  in  the  borse  accounts. 

Q.    Why  does  this  $64,l4S  59  appear  to  the  credit  of  the  United  States? 

A.     Because  it  was  on  account  of  equipments,  &c. 

Q.  In  July,  1862,  you  collected  of  the  United  States,  $4,927,  sad  end- 
ed but  $S,9R1  —  how  do  you  account  (or  this  difierence  ? 

A.     The  $3,9S1  I  find  was  pud  oat  fbr  ttaosportatian,  and  I  am  mita  tbs 
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impronian  that  (bo  balance  ins  paid  over  to  the  Qenerel  Treasorer,  vith  monej 
ooUccted  oa  account  t^  certificates  of  indebtedness,  and  OD  his  general  account. 

Q.  In  jour  report  for  18G2,  yon  say  jou  received  S64,143  59,  (?) 
and  that  in  this  horse  trade  you  received  $128,915,  (?)  making  a  total 
of  3193,058  59.  Your  books  show  $64,108.59,  which  makes  a  difference  in 
what  JOU  did  receive  of  $1,147.G1.  Do  yon  credit  the  i^ovemment  for  the 
bee  (f  the  document,  i.  o.  the  certificates  <^  indebtedness  and  then  say  tlie 
diflerence  is  in  the  interest  ? 

A.  When  the  CerUficates  of  Indebtedness  would  bring  a  fiur  rate  they  were 
sold,  as  the  Globe  Bank  did  not  wish  to  hold  them  till  matority. 

Q.     Is  there  anything  in  your  books  to  show  how  that  deficiency  arose  ? 

A.     No  mr ;  because  the  horse  account  is  not  entered  on  the  books  at  all. 

Q.  A  recnpt  ^m  you  to  Major  Sanfi>rd,  September,  1862,  shows  a  credit 
of  S16,888  87.  in  which  your  books  show  a  credit  of  only  $6,888  87,  a  differ- 
ence of  $10,000  ? 

A.  I  don't  know  anything  about  it,  but  Major  Sanforl  can  show  how  that 
aroee.  I  never  made  an  entry  on  the  books,  and  it  is  very  diCGcult  for  one  who 
does  not  keep  the  books  to  rocolleot  the  sepanto  items.  I  do  not  think  I  ever 
made  any  entry  except  the  two  first  items.  I  think  in  nearly  all  cases  Major 
Sanford  BssiBted  in  making  up  the  acconnte  he  collected  through  the  State  for 
oateide  parties,  in  connection  with  our  own  bills,  (as  that  was  Gov.  Sprague's 
order,  to  facilitate  collections,  that  the  name  of  the  State  should  be  used ;)  as 
parties  who  were  furnishing  large  amounts  of  supplies,  would  not  contract  unloM 
the  State  would  guarantee  payment.  Of  course,  with  all  the  experience  we 
have  had  up  to  this  time,  we  might  do  very  difii-rently. 

Q.  Gen.  Stead's  books  show  that  he  purchased  four  hundred  and  seventy- 
nine  horses.  His  hooka  show  that  he  put  into  the  2d,  3d  and  4th  regiments, 
four  hundred  and  twenty-aeven,  making  a  difierence  of  fifty4wo  horses.  Tiun 
is  this  memorandum  on  his  bocJcs  in  your  hand  writing,  to  the  effect  that  Amasa 
SpfBgne  should  aooount  for  forty-five  horses  ? 

A.  I  jvesume  they  were  ileUTered  to  the  regiments,  and  that  they  were  put 
oo  this  book  as  a  memorandum  that  they  were  iu  Axaasa  Sprague's  barn.  I 
made  it  to  show  that  he  had  them  in  his  possession. 

Q.  Do  your  books  show  that  yon  tamed  over  to  the  government  during  your 
•dministntion,  forty-five  or  fifty-two  horses  V 

A.     That  I  bannot  tell  yoo. 

Q.  During  the  time  yon  were  in  office,  who  bought  &e  bones  for  tins  State 
for  the  General  Government  ? 

A.  The  prindpal  portion  of  tbem  were  bought  under  ocmtnot  by  Amass 
Spiaigae  and  L.  A.  Flullips. 

Q.     Who  afienrards  was  employed  ? 

A.  Mr.  T.  A.  Howland,  of  N.  T.,  who  had  purchased  a  large  number  to 
tbe  Ira  Harris  Cavalry.  I  made  the  offer  of  $112  90  and  $115  00  fin-  hors^ 
but  no  <xaa  in  FrvTidenoe  would  aooept  it.      Mr.  Howland  said  that  be  would 
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tp«e  to  ftmiiafa  Wm6  tatubetoTj  to  an  inipeetor  i^^nintod  by  tlus  State,  tad 
■lao  to  tlie  U.  8.  irupeetor,  at  tbe  goTemmeiU  ntea.  We  tlieiefare  gave  turn 
the  contract.  He  had  the  conmct  fw  fiirnidung  all  the  boraes  after  that  time. 
AmMT  Spr^ue  ma;  have  bonght  bcvaea  in  an  emergency.  Mr.  Hvwbud  had 
the  Gcmtraot.  Wo  sent  off  two  or  three  legimenta  at  very  short  notice.^  Tb« 
contract  waaU  pay  $112  90  and  115  00,  in  accordance  with  the  goremmeii 

Q.     What  waa  you  to  allow  him? 

A.  That  waa  what  we  paid  hua,  and  what  we  allowed  him.  He  was  pnd 
b;  me,  nothinj;  more  and  nothing  leea  than  the  contract  price ;  ftimish  qnatten 
in  N.  Y.  at  U.  U.  prices,  as  required  by  C6L  Tompkins,  U.  S.  Aimy,  and  the 
government  paid  all  these  bills, 

Q.  Mr.  Howla&d  waa  to  deliver  theae  homs  to  yon  at  d>e  slandard  govern- 
ment rate ;  bny  them  whererer  be  could,  and  get  hia  aammiaaionsl! 

A.  He  probably  made  all  be  could  out  of  the  horws;  we  had  do  commit- 
oona  about  it.  He  was  to  fumiah  tbe  horses,  and  we  oonaidBred  tltem  veiy  low 
at  diat  {Hioe. 

Q,     You  say,  then,  that  this  kvse  trade  was  not  an  outaidB  transaction  I 

A.  There  was  nobody  interested  in  it  any  way.  It  was  made  for  tbe  ia» 
est  and  benefit  of  this  State.  The  reason  why  it  was  done  outside  was  beonue 
tbe  Attorney  General  taid  the  Ooremor  was  not  authoriced  to  use  the  State'i 
money  for  that  pnrpooe,  and  we  would  have  eonadered  that  soffldflnt  bad  wt 
known  there  was  money  in  the  Treasury  to  Miable  tu  to  adopt  the  other  oovne. 
We  expected  to  have  no  trouble  in  midting  immediate  ooUecticniB. 

Q.  In  eeading  a  bill  to  the  United  States  Government,  did  you  always 
have  one  price  against  it  ? 

A.  We  had  one  price  for  artillery  borrca,  and  one  for  cavalry  bones.  Tbt 
fcrmer  were  larger  and  wo  paid  mwe. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  make  out  two  bills  Ix  ooUeotion  for  the  same  lot  of  hcran, 
one  loll  at  a  larger  price  than  the  other,  and  state  in  your  lettertbat  yon  wanted 
the  agent  to  collect  tbe  money  at  tbe  lai^  rote  if  poanble,  if  not,  it  tbe  Bnallw, 
Bs  yon  needed  the  money  ? 

A.  Not  that  I  am  aware  ol.  I  may  hare  steted  that  we  wanted  the  money, 
because  the  bank  iras  short.  We  were  always  anxious  to  pay  up  tbe  efaeeka  h 
&st  as  pos^ble. 

Q.  You  never  made  two  bills  for  the  same  lot  of  boraeB  with  prices  vary- 
ing— one  bill  being  larger  than  the  other — and  sending  with  these  a  letter 
explanatory,  intending  if  you  oould  not  collect  the  bill  with  the  lai^  jxice  lo 
take  tbe  smaller,  and  steting  that  all  yon  wanted  was  tbe  SHney  ? 

A.  Not  to  my  knowledge,  unless  we  had  a  lot  of  bMsee,  aboot  the  prices  of 
which  there  waa  a  dispute  between  the  Government  and  omselvea.  I  don't 
know  but  Bomething  of  tbe  kind  may  have  occurred, —  tbe  boteee  having  bean 
bon^  at  sneh  a  pita,  and  the  Govenunent  refiudDg  to  pay  it,  we  may  have 
d  Mq.  Sanford  to  ooUect  the  bills.    We  had  ommmses  with  then 
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ill  die  tiiDo  in  refereiiee  to  prices;  and  I  think,  >t  on»  time,  we  had  made  eon- 
tracts  ftr  bones,  end  tha  Govenunent  oat  down  the  pice.  Theie  mre  little 
ttuDgs  of  that  kind  oocarring  oU  the  time. 

Q.    What  was  your  ooMom  in  reoeiTing  money  from  the  United  Statee,  vonld 
^  crtHit  it  irnioediatelf  or  let  it  lie  loBe  time  he&at  mnding  it  to  the  Gmeral 


A.  I  think  when  we  received  cash  fimde  from  the  Uiuted  States,  we  eithn 
depoeiled  them  in  the  Obbe  Bank  at  once,  or  pened  them  orer  to  the  General 
1h«Hnrer.  When  we  recaved  Certificatee  of  Indebtedneee,  we  usnall;  held  them 
natil  «ohl,  and  than  pased  the  prooeeds  over  to  the  General  Treanuer.  But  I 
tUnk  Mr.  Daniels,  from  hia  kee[nng  the  bodu,  woald  rectdlect  these  -matters  Jief 
lerUian  I. 

'  Q.  In  the  eaane  of  your  adninisinticH)  as  Qoarteniuutar  General  <^  this 
State,  have  ;ou  ever,  diieetly  or  indiinotly,  derived  any  gratui^,  pay  or  taoola^ 
Bent  b^r^nd  the  stdaiy  received  for  yonr  serricee  as  autbcnced  hy  law  t 

A.  No  BJr,  not  anything  hot  my  salaiy,  and  I  paid  the  most  of  that  ont  in 
emseqnence  of  the  duties  that  devolved  upon  me  in  connection  with  the  offioe. 
I  think  I  have  never  charged  any  ezpeneee  of  tTaveUng  to  die  State.  I  never 
vent  in  for  any  snob  purpose,  and  I  came  out  (rf  it  as  sooD  as  I  oonld  get  clear. 

Q.  Have  yon  in  any  transactions,  offidal  or  iwUvidnal,  in  fnmishiDg  aiticles 
«f  property  to  the  United  States— pioperty  pertaiiung  to  the  Qnartaimaster 
Oeneial's  Dopartanent,  received  any  part  of  the  aalee  or  pn^ls  ! 

A.  No  air,  not  one  oent,  directly  or  indireody,  in  any  shape,  manner  or  form 
whatever.  I  have  had  oite  or  two  suggest  tial  thing  in  paying  dieir  bills  prompt- 
ly, and  I  said  that  was  not  my  manner  of  doing  business.  Whenever  it  was 
mggeated  I  gave  a  repremand.  I  have  tried  to  deal  with  as  hnwrablQ  HMn  aa 
I  could  find  to  deal  with.  I  did  not  fwofeas  to  be  a  judge  of  all  the  articles  I 
bad  to  purchase,  and  it  was  necessary  for  me  to  select  the  best  and  moat  hmeet 
wm  I  ooold  And  to  fumieh  the  artiolee  required. 

Q.  Sinee  yon  vacated  the  <Mm  have  yon  derived  any  benefit  fton  any  salaa 
■ade  aa  Qoartermaster  General  ? 

A.     I  never  did,  neidter  direcdy  nor  indiiecdy. 

Q.  biymr  report  to  the  Le^slatoreinJanuaiy,  1864,  you  state  that  hones 
pordttaed  for  the  United  St«tM  cost  $179,422  90.  So  yon  mean  to  say  diat 
that  was  the  actnal  amount  pud  for  horses  through  your  administration  i 

A.  I  su^MMe  the  amount  I  gave  was  made  up  fimn  memorandums  I  had. 
It  was  to  the  beet,of  my  knowledge  and  belief.  It  would  approximate  sMnewhere 
■ear  to  the  amount  pud,  I  sui^Kise.  I  took  it  from  what  memonnduma  I  bad. 
It  was  all  I  had  without  going  to  the  department.  My  boob  and  everything 
woe  tnmed  over  to  the  Quartermaster  General.  What  information  I  got  I  had 
to  pick  np.  I  am  now  trying  to  poet  myself  by  getting  accurate  acoonnla  and 
desciiplive  lists. 

Q.  There  is  a  c<n«d«rable  diaorepanoy  m  the  ooit  of  the  honss  betwaen  Ilia 
lowing  cf  year  report  and  the  aoocmnts  ? 
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A.  The  Bcoowit  of  what  is  collected  by  Gen,  Cooke,  and  by  myMlf,  m 
two  thingB.  I  made  d>e  estimate  in  the  best  way  I  conM.  The  QnarteraiBrter 
General  of  the  United  States,  General  Meigx,  has  agreed  to  give  me  deKriptiTe 
lists  and  Tonchere  itf  all  the  horses  purchased  daring  that  time.  Gen.  Meigs 
has  sent  me  a  statement,  bnt  I  am  satistied  he  left  ont  snne  $80,000  fW  has 
been  received  for  bmses.  It  looks  as  if  there  were  265  horses  that  die  State 
has  received  pay  for,  that  ue  not  in  this  aooonut.  That  wonld  make  Haj. 
Sanford  wrong;  but  I  think  Maj.  Sanfind  is  right,  and  Gen.  Meigs  is  wrong. 
Haj.  Banfbrd's  report  sbcnra  that  nearly  all  tbe  purchases  and  disburaemHits 
during  my  adminisbstiMi  had  been  allowed  by  the  Govcntment, — by  bis  rtate- 
meat  all  within  about  $9,000.  There  is  f220,000  (  } )  o^  ra^tended  m 
reported  by  Maj.  Sanfoid,  in  Gen.  Stead's  administration ;  $45,000  the  Adju- 
tant Ghneral's ;  $25,000  the  Paymaster  G«ncral's,  and  $16,000  Gen.  C«te's; 
$6,dC0  FroToet  Martial's,  which  leaves  bnt  about  $14,000;  and  Maj.  8anft«d 
states  that  tbe  United  States  hove  agreed  to  allow  some  $6,000  of  this  diflerence ; 
aoowding  to  the  report  in  Governor  Smith's  message,  wid  Maj.  Sanfmd's 
report  annexed.  In  oontraoting  fw  t)ie  PortsDHrath  Grove  matter,  the  bnanea 
was  done  through  tbe  U.  S.  QuBrtomaster,  at  Boston.  To  accommodate  bim, 
owing  to  tbe  stress  of  bnsmes,  the  contract  for  lomber.  &x.,  was  made  irilb 
Mr.  Albert  Daily,  and  tbe  agreement  was  that  it  dionLd  be  fiunialied  as  low  as 
be  fionisbed  it  (o  A.  &;  W.  Sprague.  We  bad  to  guarantee  Mr.  Daily  prompt 
paymetrt  of  bills  in  oider  to  get  tbe  hospital  np.  Tbe  wounded  soMins 
had  been  landed  there  without  sufficient  protection  fiom  the  weather.  I  did  ■ 
great  deal  of  work  in  t^  matter,  bnt  I  never  received  any  remnneration  what- 
ever, and  never  wanted  any,  fbr  at  that  time  I  did  not  feel  that  I  was  wnkii^ 
for  uiy  snch  pmiioee. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  understand  that  Portsmonth  Grove  was  fitted  up  at  pirate 
expense? 

A.     No,  nr. 

Q.  It  has  been  said  that  there  was  no  money  ftimished  by  the  State  towards 
the  fitting  np  of  Portsmouth  Grove  ! 

A.  All  the  expenditures  the  State  went  to  were  in  tbe  first  start,  when  the 
rick  and  wounded  were  landed.  They  telegraphed  for  tis  to  send  down  a  tng- 
We  pat  up  a  Amty  and  a  bnilding,  perhaps,  but  tbe  men  were  under  tents.  I 
think  we  paid  some  few  of  the  Ulla  there  for  tbe  first  few  days,  wiule  tbe  men 
weie  landing.  They  may  have  all  been  charged  in  the  United  States  aoconnt. 
I  do  not  know  but  they  were  audited  by  tbe  U.  S.  Assistant  Quartermaster 
General,  afterwards,  and  vent  into  the  bulling  of  that  ooneera. 

Q.  Do  you  remember  in  that  aooount  of  tbe  General  TieaFurer,  at  haviif 
any  items  of  Portsmonth  Grove  ? 

A.  No,  rir,  I  do  not  now,  tbongh  there  may  be  such  items  in  the  acconnt 
There  were  some  tnlls  made  at  Newport  by  the  Mayor  and  othen,  and  bow  diey 
were  paid,  I  have  forgotten  entirely.  Wo  sent  tugs  down  and  to«4  these  ack 
and  wounded  people  from  the  venel,  and  I  think  tbe  Perry  was  sent  ip  ftoa 
Newport  also,  ^ 
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Q.  It  appears  od  the  hmHa  of  tlie  QaaitermaBUr  Q«neral,  tbat  t64,976  5S 
WM  dnm  frim  the  General  Treaaoier  foi  the  pnrpoM  of  fitting  up  Port^ 
aontliOTOTO? 

A.     Yui,ai. 

Q.  It  was  dram  in  behalf  of  the  United  States,  and,  I  think,  coUaoted 
d  them  again,  was  it  not?  I  ukcd  this  qnertion  beoaoBe  it  wu  aaid  that 
theie  was  no  moDey  dravn  horn  the  Slate  to  fix  up  FtstHmootb  Orore,  but 
that  itwaa  dmM  at  prirate  expenw,  L  e.,  at  GoTentor  Sprague'a  ezpensa. 

A.  I  bare  nerer  heard  of  that,  nr,  and  I  don't  dunk  that  any  rf  his  inune- 
diite  fiaends,  that  ever  knew  anything  ahoat  him,  bo  itated.  The  As^stattt 
Qnattonnaster  General  of  the  United  States,  at  Boston,  said  thnt  if  we  would 
tike  hold  and  help  them  throogh  getting  up  these  bnili^gB  that  he  weald  aee 
that  the  bills  were  paid  pronptly.  The  il^n^  went  on.  We  sent  the  Ulls  to 
Beaton,  and  ba  gaid  be  bad  no  money  for  that  puipoae.  Mr.  Daily's  bills,  I 
nooUect,  wn«  beooming  vety  large.  He,  (Mr.  D.)  finally  told  n»  he  could 
not  eland  it  any  longer ;  he  most  have  eome  moo»y.  We  aesuiod  bnn  when  be 
comnenced,  that  be  aboold  have  his  mOney  as  wanted ;  we  had  guaranteed  it. 
I,  &DU  time  to  time,  went  to  the  Globe  Bank,  and  got  Um  money.  We  did  not 
get  it  from  Boston.  The  matter  was  delayed  from  time  to  time.  I  tbitdc  the 
Olofae  Bank  waa  probably  reimburaed  to  pay  the  bills  l^  order  on  the  General 
Treasury,  and  it  was  afterwards  collected  from  ^  Umted  States,  throngh  Capt. 
HcKin,  of  Boston.  All  the  bills  were  approved  throngh  Mo  Kin.  I  would 
not  make  a  oontnot  without  him. 

Q.  There  seems  to  be  some  trouble  in  the  ii»aga  acconnts,  in  the  pnrehaae 
of  oats,  whereby  the  State,  in  order  to  settle  with  tbe  United  States,  bad  to 
reAud  a  part  at  the  forage  Inll  alreai^  oolleoted,  because  the  oats  were  turned 
m  at  twenty-fbor  pounds  per  bnebel,  when  tbey  should  have  been  thirty4wo  t 

A.  It  is  a  matter  I  know  nothing  of.  The  New  England  Cavalry  probahly 
pun^taaed  them  in  Pawtueket,  nnder  their  Coh)nel,  with  Leonard  as  Qnarter- 
Bssler,  and  then  the  aooonnta  ware  Iwaught  in  to  tbe  State.  They  have  been 
settled  since  I  was  Qnartemaster  General.  I  never  oontraoted  sooh  aoeonuts. 
The  only  oats  I  ever  purchased,  were  a  fbw  of,  Meloalf  &  Co. ,  Parley  Matthew- 
nn,  and  Lymon  Fierce  k  Co.  When  these  companies  were  mustered  into  the 
United  States,  the  pnicbases  were  made  Uuou^  the  Qnarterauster  and  af^uov- 
ed  fay  tbe  Ctdonel  of  tbe  regiment,  which  I  know  nothing  about. 

Q.    This  was  in  1862,  cominenoing  January  1st.    It  must  have  been  in 


A.  Tbe  UUs  have  been  brought  in  since.  I  do  not  think  we  approved  any 
BQch  bills,  and  you  do  not  find  any  such  on  our  books.  Tbe  cmly  way  to  get 
at  that  is  to  find  the  vouchere  on  vriuoh  the  lull  was  made ,  out,  and  see  who  are 
the  responaihle  parties,  who  certified  that  tbey  had  got  the  oata.  Ifou  will  pro- 
bably fiud  the  trills  certified  hy  the  Quartermaster  of  the  regiment,  and  also  by  its 
Ctdonel.  The  oats  were  pun^aaed  by  him.  Seeing  this  in  the  Govemw's 
msMiga,  I  sent  down  to  the  Qoarteiniaiter  Qeoaral's  irfBoe,  and  on  looUtig 
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over  dw'bookB,  (fitni  ^  dates  spedSed  hy  the  Oorernor,)  be  found  flame  itom 
of  com  and  o*ta  pardiMed  (rf  Metcalf,  and  otlien,  bnt  notlting  recent.  I  nip- 
pose  that  this  biH  is  inad«  np  from  icgimental  aocoonta,  oertified  bj  the  Qur- 
tanuaflteraad  Colooel  commanding.  I  bad  the  books  examined  and  fbandthosB 
items,  bnt  conld  not  find  anything  but  the  first  <me  on  the  QoartermaBtn'a  lo- 
oonnta,  and  «Ten  with  regard  to  tboae,  the  books  do  not  correspond  irith  <&» 
bOl.  I  generally  send  oat  to  Metealf  of  to  Pieroe.  and  see  what  the  prioe  ms 
for  ostfl,  sod  bny  two  or  three  hundred  bushels.  This  forage  aeeoont  has  ths 
appearance  of  having  been  made  at  Pswtacket,  where  the  New  Ikigland  Cit- 
■I17  was  quartered.  If  the  Qnarterauster  and  Colonel  of  a  regiment  certified 
the  bill,  the  Qnartermasler  et  the  State  would  be  apt  to  pay  it,  of  conne. 
When  yoa  boy  oata  and  tnm  them  over  to  a  regiment  the  officers  may  take-hilf 
of  them  for  tlwir  own  borses.  The  statement  is.  that  the  oats,  when  pardHmd, 
weighed  only  twen^-fonr  ponnds  to  the  bnsbel.  I  am  pretty  sore  that  I  never 
booght  any  oats  bnt  what  weighed  over  that.  I  did  not  buy  oatfl  to  any  extent 
When  I  bought  them  it  was  only  as  yon  would  bay  tliem  for  yoor  own  hnn. 
With  regard  to  these  little  points  of  military  minutite,  I  do  not  jKofev  (0  be 
post«d.  I  have  been  oonneoled  wiUi  military  matters  mme  or  lens,  bnt  nem 
profcsBod  to  be  an  expert  in  them. 

Q.  Ton  have  no  recollection  of  the  tnuiMotion  inrolving  the  (16,888.87 
where  yon  credited  $6,666.87  ? 

H.  I  pTHnoM  that  ean  be  shown.  Probably  it  is  a  credit  to  the  hor» 
aoeonnt  or  something  else.  Mr.  Sanford's  papers,  his  Toochers  at  the  time, 
would  probably  show.  He  probably  made  two  eolloctiona  at  tlie  snme  tune, 
md  it  may  beve  been  (hr  transportation,  himself  and  for  his  road. 

Q.  Yon  have  no  reooUeotion  of  the  fbrty-6ve  horses  said  to  hare  been  left 
by  Oen.  Stead  t 

A.  I  have  no  recollection  at  all  about  it.  The  general  horse  acconnt  made 
vp  by  the  delireries,  will  show  whether  the  horses  were  all  reoeired  by  tba 
gotemment  or  not  Tbey  were  all  goTernment  horses,  biA  tbey  never  paid  ftr 
theit  vnlesB  oeHifled  by  the  colonels  and  quartermasters  jdl  the  my  ibnnigh. 
U  they  bad  not  pnid  for  them,  there  wonld  not  be  funds  enough  to  pay  tbe 
bills.  Tbe  Spragnes  bad  to  pay  about  tS,700  when  I  first  went  then,  to 
make  np  the  deficiency  on  Hr.  Araaaa  Spragne's  contract. 

Q,  Have  yon  ever  known  in  tbe  horso  transaotions,  botses  bought  for  the 
State,  and  afterwards  retained  by  individuals  and  sold  for  high  prices  on  pri- 
vate aooonnt  t 

A.  No,  sir.  When  Amasa  Spragne  was  buying  horses,  he  bon^t  then 
fix  himself  at  the  same  time,  and  where  he  saw  fine  horses  he  paid  hi^  prices 
for  them.  He  and  Mr.  Phillips  bongfat  horses  together.  What  Phillips  did 
■t  that  time  I  dcm't  know.  When  I  had  horses  bonght,  tbey  were  all  branded 
■bont  tbe  same  day  they  were  pnrehased.  We  branded  every  horse.  We  had 
them  inspected  tnd  branded  at  onoe,  but  in  the  early  part  of  tbe  matter  tiny 
did  not  know  what  btukling  wu.    There  were  seuoely  any  of  them  bnnded. 
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Q.     WlMtdid  I  nndervtaod  jon  tg  uy  wuthe  highest  price  ptidforhotsesT 

A.  The  higfaett  I  know  anything  nbont  was  Bomevbere  about  ¥150,  (bnt 
before  I  became  much  (cquioted  with  the  &ota,  tbej  may  have  paid  mora  or 
len;  but  mj  impresaioQ  is  I  heard  of  their  hujiog  one  hnndrad  aod  fifty  horaes 
for  private  individnala,  and  I  guess  for  officers.)  When  the  Ist  Bagimentwont 
(mt  the;  had  to  pay  higher  than  that.  I  heard  that  Oen.  Pitman  would  not 
go  milees  be  could  have  just  such  a  horse,  and  I  think  they  paid  $250  ior  one 
fbr  him. 

Q.     Who  was  this  inspector  of  horses  that  yon  employed? 

A.  Hr.  George  Q.  Thayer.  He  was  iospector  for  the  state  of  Rhode 
Ldatid. 

Q.     Did  he  bore  inythiDg  to  do  with  the  parchase  of  horses  ? 

A.  No,  sir.  Nothing  hot  ezamining  them  and  seeisg  whether  they  were 
right  and  of  suitable  style  sod  proper  build.  The  man  having  the  oontract  for 
the  pnichase,  was  Ur.  Howland,  who  mado  his  head-qnarters  in  New  York. 
The  horses  were  famished  there  luid  in  Philadelphia. 

Q.     Was  Mr.  Phillips  oonneoted  with  Mr.  Uowlaod  in  any  way  ? 

A.      No,  MT. 

Q.  Did  he,  or  not,  at  any  time  bny  horses  with  Howland  in  Philadelphia 
and  New  York? 

A.     If  be  did  it  was  not  known  to  me. 

Q,  Did  yon  at  stay  lime,  whm  it  bod  beoome  a  matter  of  neoessity,  tele- 
graph to  anybody  in  Philadelphia  not  to  purohsse  any  more  horses? 

A.  I  could  not  toll  you  whether  I  did  or  not.  We  ne?er  bought  any 
hor«es,  ezcept  on  special  order  for  company,  regiment  or  battery.  I  never 
ordered  any  one  to  keep  bnyingthem  so  as  to  aceomnlate  a  surplus  on  hand. 

Q.     Did  Mr.  Howland  have  a  number  on  his  hands  and  yon  did  not  want 

A.  Not  to  my  knowledge,  Sneh  a  thing  may  occur  as  a  person's  going  on 
mad  lHi3riDg,  and  I  telegraph  him  that  we  did  not  want  any  mora, 

Q.  Did  you  ever  bear  of  Mr.  Howland  being  in  Philadelphia  and  par- 
diMUng  hones  on  your  accooot,  and  do  yon  know  (tf  anybody  bmng  with  him 
ponbamng  horaes,  besides  Mr.  Thayer  ? 

A.     No,  or. 
-    Q.     Do  you  know  of  sny  one  else  lel^grsphiDg  to  Mr.  Howland  not  to  pnr- 
ehase  any  mora  horses  ? 

A.     Such  a  thing  nay  have  occurred,  but  I  have  no  recollection  (^  it,  now. 

Q.  Yon  took  from  Mr.  Howland  all  that  he  ever  actually  bon^t  for  the 
State? 

A.  I  took  all  that  he  ever  billed  to  me  for  the  Slate.  I  took  what  we 
ordared.     We  ordered  so  many  horses,  and  we  always  got  what  we  ordered. 

Q.  When  Qen.  Cooke  received  an  amount  of  money  from  the  bands  of 
Majw  Sanfovd  for  bones,  Major  Sanford  took  that  money  to  yon  and  got  your 
taee^its  f(v  it?  and  then  carried  yonr  receipt  to  Geo.  Cooke,  and  he  gave  hu 
offieial  receipt  to  Major  Sanford.     Why  was  that  tiansaetion  ? 
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A.  I  oonld  not  tell  jon.  Gen.  Cooka  miy  have  had  soma  idau  u  to  tin 
proper  way  of  doing  it. 

Q.     Did  ytm  rcoeiTe  money  of  Mijor  Sanford  after  yon  vaoated  tbo  <AmT 

A.  Not  that  I  am  aware  rf.  I  may  hara  reoeired  money  and  paid  it  om 
to  tbo  Globe  Bank  on  Uie  ohecka. 

Q.  This  Innsactioo,  to  boainess  men  aronod  hora  lodtad  bad,  aitd  m  want 
to  go  to  the  bottom  of  it 

A.  I  am  coming  ont  with  my  statement  in  a  very  diort  dme.  I  am  getthig 
dooumenta  from  Waatungton  so  that  the  State  will  see  the  wbola  thing  ckaHy. 
The  thing  has  bean  muddled  and  nuzed  up  to  make  it  look  bnd.  I  am  goingb) 
get  certified  copies  of  e?eTydiing,  and  the  figures  will  not  he,  nor  will  the  ptocA. 
As  to  the  imgnlatitiee  and  different  ideas  about  dmng  things,  we  see  this  now, 
more  than  ve  did  then,  but  the  thing  is  all  clear,  and  the  proi^  can  he  addiutd 
in  anpport  of  that  statement 

Q.  Snob  transactions  look  queer  to  penons  who  do  buauees  in  a  regular  sf»- 
tematio  way  ? 

A.  When  we  got  a  dispatch  fran  the  Secretary  of  War,  Sunday  evening. 
Baying :  "  Banks  is  routed,  send  us  every  man,  equij^ted  or  not,"  and  we  htta 
to  go  to  work  and  raise  the  men,  and  pnnride  theirontfiln,  and  send  lorwaid  <nt 
repment  Tuesday  night,  and  another  Thursday  night,  and  afierwards,  FHday,  a 
battery,  it  would  be  nngnlar  if  we  did  not  make  some  enws.  We  made  a  liiil 
balance  every  month,  but  the  expert  book-keeper  did  not  inqiiiie  for  that,  cr  tha 
Bank  book.  He  did  not  see  any  blotter;  nerer  looked  at  anything  bat  the 
ledger,  day  book  and  cash  book.  In  mitiUry  accounts  there  are  clothing  books, 
and  othere  recording  disbursements,  made  scane  to  the  Btate,  and  othera  toths 
United  States.  We  found  them  in  that  ah^ie,  and  ooutd  not  tell  in  evny 
instance  what  was  intended.  In  the  excitement  of  the  first  part  of  the  war, 
Qen.  Stead  was  not  prepared,  and  bis  acoonnt  got  confused,  and  the  regiments 
vent  off  with  great  ezpeditiim,  which  neoassaiily  oooaaioDed  great  oonfitaon  in 
making  the  entries.  I  had  to  make  out  the  aooonnta,  and  I  b^ged  diem  to 
moke  out  Touehera,  telling  them  they  most  neoeesarily  have  leoeired  the  sapphes 
for  whii^  I  asked  them  to  receipt 

Q,  Have  you  ever  Dgned  or  vouched  for  any  UUs  so  that  they  oonld  be  oA- 
lected  for  items  purchased  during  yoor  administration  ? 

A.  Not  unless  it  was  at  the  request  of  G«n.  Cooke.  There  mig^  have 
been  bills  that  required  my  certificate,  where  the  matters  were  known  to  do  <an 
else. 

Q.  I  asked  you  before  whether  yon  ever  made  two  or  three  Ulls  for  the  same 
lot  of  horses  at  the  same  time  1 

A.     I  think  in  the  esrly  start  we  made  daplieatea,  and  aflerwarda  triplieetes. 

Q.  We  find  two  bills  made  for  two  lots  of  borsea — the  same  horaea — the 
same  date,  one  for  the  amount  for  $12,100,  and  the  other  S12,6o0,  with  a  Irt- 
ter  to  Major  Sauford,  requesting  faim  to  collect  the  pay  for  those  hones;  and  the 
letter  was  of  sooh  a  tenor  that  it  gave.him  to  understand  that  ho  waa  to  eoUeot 
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tbe  Ikrgest  one  if  he  conid,  or  the  Rocond  one,  if  ho  iras  obliged  to  fall  baok  on 
Ihit? 

A.  I  presome  the  way  that  occnrred  whb  this :  We  had  an  order  from  the 
goTentmeiit  to  proonre  horee*  at  anoh  n  prine,  and  they  had  btsen  purchased,  end 
then  we  got  an  order  aftenratds  redooing  tbe  price  of  the  horHes.  I  presame 
that  tbe  difiiirenee  was  mitde  op  in  that  way.  They  probably  redaoed  tlie  prioe 
(rf  their  boraea  after  they  hkd  been  pnrehased,  and  one  of  these  was  made  ai 
tUO,  and  the  other  at  S115,  because  the  government  had  reduced  the  priee 
from  9115  to  9110.  That  may  account  for  some  of  the  deficieney  that  Mr. 
Saylea  waa  speaking  ubont.  I  collected  for  $115,  which  was  for  the  bigbeet 
■iROnnt  These  horses  had  already  been  pnrehased.  We  did  not  know  whether 
it  cMiM  be  collected,  but  if  one  amount  coald  not  be  obtained  we  wonid  talra 
tbe  other. 

Q.     (The  papers  are  handed  to  witness  and  examined  by  him.) 

A.  That,  sir,  is  nndonbtedly  the  way  in  which  it  occaned ;  the  price  of 
the  horses  had  been  reduced.  (AAer  reading  a  letter.)  The  Government  had 
piva  a  jmce  of  $115  for  horses,  bnt  afterwards  they  iaaned  "a  new  order,  reduo- 
bgit  to  f  110,  and  we  eappoeed  that,  pethapa,  they  vrovld  not  pay  the  9115 ; 
Ihcngh  tbe  hones  had  been  bought  at  that  price.  Tbe  bill  then  went  on.  The 
Govenuaeut  was  satisfied  that  it  was  correct,  end  paid  it.  I  do  not  know  any 
other  way  it  could  have  occurred.  These  were  some  horses  that  were  purchased 
in  1861.     This  was  just  about  the  time  that  Gen.  Stead  left. 

Q.     These  horses  were  bought  by  the  State  1 

A.  No,  ar.  Hieee  were  probably  nnder  the  contract  cf  Amasa  Spragoe 
and  L.  A.  Phillipa.    Hie  first  ooUectkms  of  980,000  made  in  March. 

Q.    At  what  time  did  you  tender  year  resignation  ? 

A.     I  think  in  the  latter  part  of  1862. 

Q.  Will  yon  please  explain  why  this  letter,  as  copied  on  your  letl«r  book, 
cooMS  in  under  the  date  of  Febmaiy,  when  _tbat  before  it  and  that  after  it  are 
dated  in  December? 

A.  It  was  a  mistake,  it  should  have  been  December  instead  of  February. 
Hie  tesgnation  was  to  take  effect  in  Febmaiy,  and  having  that  month  in  my 
Bnnd,  I  dated  the  tetter  on  Fel^nary,  in  the  conftinon  ot  the  moment.  I  may 
have  written  another  after  that,  having  dianged  my  mind.  It  is  evident  that 
when  Gen.  Cooke  was  appcanted,  my  pootion  oeaaed  as  Quartermaster  General. 
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Wkdhmdat,  Janiuiy  24,  1866.

Q.     When  did  jon  enter  apon  the  duties  of  Qoartennaater  General  t 

A.     Upon  the  firat  of  January,  1863. 

Q.  How  soon  after  that  did  you  make  any  puickam  of  honea  for  the  United 
Statu? 

A.  Not  until  somewhere  in  the  Bummer  of  1863,  I  think.  I  am  not  nie. 
Tbe  fiiBt  borees  I  purchased  were  purchased  for  the  Third  Cavalij,  under  Oer- 
emor  Smith's  administration  ;  it  was  in  the  nammer  of  1863. 

Q.     Did  you  deliver  any  horees  to  any  regiment  in  January,  1863  1 

A.  I  delivered  none  aotoally.  I  aigned  a  descriptive  list  to  be  fivwaided 
to  the  government  for  horses  fiunished  by  my  predeoesaca-.  Being  Qnaiteiini» 
ter  Oeneral  when  tbe  descriptive  lists  were  made  out,  and  when  a  portioti  of  the 
bones  were  actually  delivered  to  the  Seoond  Cavaliy,  QoL,  Oorliss,  I  ngnedtls 
descriptive  lista. 

Q.     Yon  say  that  you  had  not  up  to  that  time  parchand  any  boraes  1 

A.     No  ST. 

Q.  But  yon  virtually  delivered  certain  bones  at  that  time.  Aa  yon  did 
notpurehoM  any  up  to  that  time,  but  did  dtUotr  ao  many,  where  did  ^mm 
horses  come  from? 

A.     They  were  furnished  by  Qeneral  Frieie. 

Q.     How  many  hones  did  you  deliver  ? 

A.  I  think  it  was  something  like  SOO  or  400 ;  tbey  were  not  entered  upon 
my  books.     I  bad  nothing  to  do  with  the  purohaae  of  the  borees. 

Q.    How  mnob  did  they  ooet ! 

A.  I  preooDM  dwy  cost  what  the  inT<»oee  stated.  I  will  explain  to  tbs 
C<»unitt»e :  all  I  knew  of  the  matter  was  from  infnmatitm  fuinisbed  by  Geo. 
Frieee,  my  pr^lecenor,  who  made  the  oontraot  for  the  baraes,  and  by  Major 
Banford,  now  present,  who  bron^t  me  the  inixooes  to  sign,  stating  that  it  wm 
neoeasary  tlutt  I  should  agn  them,  (I  being  the  offioer  known  to  Qn  gon»- 
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nuDt  in  the  Qturtermuter  Chnenl'i  office  at  that  tim« ;) — that  Geo.  Frien 
eoulo  tnt  sign  them  as  Quartermaster  General,  from  the  fact  that  he  was  not 

Q.  In  answer  to  the  question  that  theie  vas  no  entiy  made  apon  yooi 
books,  what  was  jour  reply  ? 

A.     I  pnrohased  uo  horses. 

Q.  This  waa  a  contract  made  by  Qen.  Fieiie,  as  I  naderstand  ?  What 
did  yoQ  have  to  do  with  that  contract  t 

A.    Nothing  at  all. 

Q.    Yoa  accepted  it  as  yon  fimnd  it,  and  delivered  the  horses?' 

A.  I  did  not  know  anything  abont  it;  as  I  never  paid  a  cent  for  a  hots* 
uitil  I  bought  fbr  the  3d  Cavalry. 

Q.  Did  Qen.  Frieze,  at  any  time  after  his  resigna^on. —  yon  having 
accepted  the  office  and  DDl«red  upon  its  duties, —  act  as  Qnartermaster  Qen- 
eial,  or  sign  as  Quartermaster  General,  uny  papers,  or  anything  of  that  kind? 

A.     Nothing  that  I  am  aware  of     I  am  not  positive,  of  oonrse. 

Q.  Did  he  deliver  any  horses  to  Major  Corlisa  or  anybody  else  after  his  re- 
s^jnation.  under  his  official  signature? 

A.  What  he  signed,  I  do  not  know.  I  know  that  I  individually  knew 
aothing  of  a  single  horse. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  Gen.  Frieze,  acting  as  'Quartermaster  General 
aflerhisresignalion,  delivered  any  horses  to  Major  Corliss,  or  anybody  else? 

A.     I  don't  know  of  any,  sir. 

Q.     How  many  horses  did  yon  deliver? 

A.  All  I  know  in  reference  to  it,  is  from  the  invoices  brought  to  my 
vBea  by  Major  Saoford. 

Q.  Yon  don't  know  anything  about  the  purchase;  what  they  cost  nor 
where  they  came  from  ? 

A.  No  sir.  I  simply  signed  the  invoices  brought  to  me  by  M^jor  Sanfbrd  ; 
that  is  alll  know  about  it. 

Q.     Do  yon  remember  the  number  of  horsea  that  yoa  did  deliver? 

A.  I  do  not,  sir.  I  do  not  claim  to  have  delivered  any.  I  simply 
dgned,  when  a  bill  was  presented  to  tbe  government,  in  my  capacity  ai 
Qoaitermaster  General,  in  order  to  facilitate  their  eolleetion  and  in  aceord- 
ance  with  Major  Sanfbrd's  wishes. 

Q.  Did  yoa  formally,  or  in  any  way,  -deliver  what  horses  were  deliv- 
oed,  afUr  the  first  of  January  ? 

A.     I  never  delivered  a  horse. 

Q.     I  eay  formally,  iofonnslly,  or  in  any  way? 

A.    I  don't   tUnk  it  was  nccesaaiy   to  eigu  any   paper  to  deliver   any 

borset ;  all  I  nfncd,  so  far  as  I  can  recollect,  la  a  bill  against  the  United 

States  for  the  horses  that  were  furnished.     It  is  possible  I  might  have  ngned 

the  invoioa  to  the  regiment ;  it  might  have  been  done.    I  have  no  recolleotiotL

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Q.  If  an;  papers  wen  signed,  or  horses  delirovd  at  any  that  aSw  tba 
first  of  Janoai;,  did  70a  do  ill 

A.     I  ought  to  hare  done  h,  sir. 

Q.  Tbia  sUlement  o(  Vti^rmry  5tb,  1863,  taking  a  receipt  of  die  alxm 
named  officer,  of  that  delivery,  page  7.     How  in  regard  to  that? 

A.  I  sij,  <^oiallj,  it  passed  throogh  mjr  office.  '  I  never  saw  a  horse,  nor 
a  bill  of  a  horse  np  to  tha  time  I  began  to  purchase.  ' 

Q.  Ton  did  deliver  these  horses,  ss  Ibis  states,  on  tbo  5th  of  Febnuy, 
1868,  took  a  receipt  ot  the  officer  for  that  delivery, —  that  fae  had  received  W 
many  horses  from  the  State  of  Bhode  Island  during  yonr  admioistration  T 

A.    Tes,  sir. 

Q.  These  horses,  then,  are  delivered  as  horses  of  the  State  of  Bboda 
Island,  and  you,  as  officer  of  the  State  in  the  QuarteiBUuter  General's  depsit- 
tnent,  tocA  a  receipt.     Did  yon  keep  any  account  ? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  did  not  know  anything  aboot  it.  He  aticoants  were  pn- 
■ented  to  me  by  Major  Sanford ;  and,  in  i«ply  to  a  question  as  to  the  neccMty 
fbr  it.  I  said  thst  I  nodeislood  that  it  was  done  so  tbat  the  State  of  Bhode 
Island  could  oollect  the  Dcoount  at  once.  It  was  tbe  best  way  to  eolleet  it,  be 
said.  It  was  done  at  his  suggestion.  Whether  it  unu  tbe  best  way  or  not, 
I  don't  know  ;  he  can  answer  that.  I  know  this,  the  matter  was  not  done 
exactly  as  it  ought  to  have  been  done.  If  I  had  a  lot  of  horses  cm  hind 
oomiog  out  ot.  the  office,  I  should  have  got  a  receipt. 

Q.    There  is  a  oopy  of  the  receipt. 

A.  I  understand  tbat;  I  acknowledge  to  have  been  Qnortennaster  Qeneial 
when  tbat  was  delivered. 

Q.  Did  yon  deliver  in  that  manner  all  the  horses  that  were  delivered  after 
the  first  of  Jannaiy  T 

A.  I  cannot  tell  diat.  I  can  only  say  that  whatever  Major  SanfinJ  brou^ 
me  to  ngn,  I  signed,  having  full  confidence  that  it  was  all  rigbt 

Q.     And  of  these  transactioDs  no  record  was  made  upon  your  books? 

A.  No  sir.  I  supposed  the  horses  were  to  be  kept  outside  dt  the  Stale  tt 
Rhode  Island. 

Q.     What  reasons  bad  yon  for  ctHning  to  such  a  concloaon? 

A.  I  was  told  ao  by  ray  predecessor :  that  the  horses  bad  not  been  chstgsd 
to  the  government,  and  that  the  only  roason  why  bills  were  made  out  b  the 
name  of  tbe  State,  was,  because  of  the  eztrame  difficulty  of  procnring  bonu 
by  contraoti  unless  tbe  State  ot  Rhode  Idand  would  step  in  and  ooUect  ia  the 
individual.     This  was  the  best  way  ;  although  I  had  notbing  to  do  with  it. 

Q.  These  bills  were  made  out  at  tbe  highest  price  tbat  tbe  government  ven 
aalboriied  to  pay.     Do  yon  know  what  prioe  t- 

A.  I  do  not.  The  price  was  stated  in  Hie  HU,  and  tbe  govermnent  paid 
for  every  one  of  them.     I  knew  notbing  about  it, 

Q.  Did  General  Frien  say  to  you  tbat  this  transaotion,  known  aa  the  host 
(nde,  was  an  individual  tnosaotion  ? 
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A.     No,  nr.    He  never  did  in  inj  w&y. 

Q.  Wbo  did  tell  you  anything  in  consequence  of  vliich  yOQ  came  fo  the 
knowledge  that  it  ma  an  "  ontmde  transaction  ?" 

A.  Wliat  I  mean  to  state  by  tbo  word  "  ontaide,"  is,  that  it  did  not  pass 
Umngh  the  Qnartermaster  Qeneral's  books.  It  waa  not  intended,  aa  I  under- 
stood, that  the  Stat^of  Bhode  Ishmd  shonld,  in  the  first  place,  purchase  Cheao 
borses,  bnt  that  they  abonld  be  given  out  by  contract,  the  Oovemor  of  the  State 
acting  as  agent  in  the  premises ;  so  I  was  informE»d  by  General  Frieze,  and  it  is 
BDbetantiated  by  what  Qoveroor  Spr^ne  has  said  in  his  addenda  to  the  report 
<tf  the  Committee  of  the  House,  two  years  ago.  When  the  Governor  agreed  to 
oolleot  these  bills  for  the  parties,  if,  for  instance,  the  hill  was  made  out  hj 
Thomas  Jones,  he,  (i.  e.  the  maker  d  the  bill,)  would  have  to  wut  a  long 
date  ;  Iberenpon  Major  Saufbrd  snggested  that  the  (quickest  way  was  to  make  it 
oat  in  the  name  of  the  St«te  of  Rhode  Island,  and  I  agree  with  him,  because 
Iw  did  succeed  in  getting  them  settled  at  once. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  pay  any  bills  for  horses  furnished  by  these  parties  and 
included  in  theae  Inlla  that  you  mgned  1 

A.     Only  in  New  York,  that  is  all. 

Q.     Why  did  yon  do  that  if  it  was  not  a  State  transaction  ? 

A.     The  regiment  was  a  State  organiiadon  and  had  started  for  tbe  eeat  of 

Q.     This  forage  bill  was  for  these  horses  ? 

A.    These  very  horses  ? 

Q.  These  horses  were  delivered  to  the  United  States  for  a  certain  ^)edfied 
price  per  head,  made  oat  in  your  lull  that  you  signed;  then,  I  ask,  I^  what 
authority  you  chained  the  State  with  forage  for  these  horses? 

A.  On  the  same  authority  that  I  should  have  porchased  the  forage  for  tbe 
horses  here,  if  they  had  been  on  my  hands. 

Q.  I  understand  they  were  pud  for  witbout  any  charge  being  made,  and 
that  the  government  paid  tbe  biggest  price  ? 

A.  I  don't  admit  that  the  goTermuent  paid  the  highest  price  that  they 
allowed. 

Q.  There  was  no  charge.  I  onderBtand  that  these  horses  were  purchased 
by  ontsde  parties,  and  the  State  was  not  responqble  for  them  ? 

A.  I  say  it  was  an  outride  tranaaotjon  eo  far  as  tbe  books  were  concerned. 
What  the  motive  of  Goveritor  Sprague  was,  I  (mly  knew  by  beresay,  in  direot- 
mg  that  the  horses  were  not  to  be  charged  to  tbe  govemmeut,  and  I  called  it  an 
"ontaide  transaction."  lam  the  father  of  that  nnfortonate  phrase.  Mr.Bailey 
et^ied  it  in  his  report,  two  years  ttga.  I  meant  that  it  did' not  pass  thmngh  my 
books.  I  received  eveiy  dollar  that  waa  paid  to  Mi^r  Sanford  in  January, 
1864.    I  paid  it  to  tbe  Obbe  Bank.  ^ 

Q.  Did  you  erei  leouve  any  noiiey  that  yoa  did  not  pay  to  the  Globe 
Bankl 
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A.     Ko  ST.     I  don't  think  I  ever  reeaived  a  oral  from  the  g 
hone  t}ikt  I  did  not  pay  to  the  Globe  Bank. 

Q.    On  Uiat  sabjeot,  bow  much  money  did  70a  tecoive  fin-  then  hoimT 

A.  I  oould  not  tell  widioiit  refening  to  the  book ;  (I  Eappooed  thu  it 
WOqM  be  here,  the  Day  Book.)  I  receipted  to  Majra  Sanibid  for  all,  and  it 
is  on  the  book. 

Q.     Yon  receipted  to  Major  Sanfordfn-$92,IS7. 90?    * 

A.  That  may  be  the  amount,  dr.  I  caunot  tell  withcmt  rafemng  to  tke 
books.  I  think  it  was  $92,137.90,  every  dollai  of  which  went  to  the  Gkil» 
Bank. 

Q.     Did  the  moD^  oome  to  yon  ? 

A.  All  excepting  one  lot.  The  first  payment  was  not  paid  to  me.  I  pn 
a  recmpt  for  it  because  it  went  to  the  Globe  Bonk  all  in  a  proper  manner. 

Q.     Why  should  it  go  to  the  Globe  Bank? 

A.     Becanae  the  Globe  Bank  fumisbed  Qk  money. 

Q.  Did  the  par^  know  that  the  money  pn^rly  came  &om  the  State  vf 
lUtode  laland  7 

A.     Tee  sir. 

Q.  Why  should  it  not  have  gone  to  the  Quartermaster  General's  Depart- 
ment ?  and  why  did  it  not  ? 

A.  Major  Sanfbrd  unfbrtnnately  (tto  harm  arose  from  it,')  paid  the  fiitf 
money  he  reoeived,  (o  General  Frieae..  I  thought  it  was  a  very  natural  mistake. 
General  Frieze  had  been  Qoartenuaster  Genenl.  General  Frieae  did  pay  tlie 
Globe  Bank,  and  I  gave  Major  Sanford  a  receipt  accordingly.  The  sun  m 
$69,000,  &c.

A.  I  cannot  tell  yon.  The  receipt  I  gave  Major  Sanfiod  ox[^tly  stated 
bow  I  got  the  money — that  it  was  deposited  by  Gten.  Frieze  in  the  Globe  Bank- 

Q.     The  second  lot  of  money  came  to  you  direct  I 

A.     Yes,  sir. 

Q.     What  disporition  did  yon  make  of  that  1 

A.     I  took  it  to  the  Globe  Bank,  taking  up  the  State's  obligation  widi  it 

Q.     How  came  the  State  to  give  ^tem  an  obligation  for  fumiEUng  uKHuy  * 

A.     I  suppose  they  would  not  furnish  money  without  some  oUigation. 

Q.     Does  it  re»tly  appear  that  the  Slate  had  anything  to  do  widi  itT 

Q.    Tes,  sir,  the  bill  was  made  out  by  the  State,  certainly. 

Q.    And  fooa  your  knowledge  of  the  ftcts  in  dw  InnmolioD,  Uus  ma  dias

A.  No,  the  State  of  Rhode  leland  stepped  in  and  guaranteed  to  tfaeee  parties 
tliat  they  Aoaii  hav$  their  money  right  off,  if  they  mmld  fiuniah  buses ;  and 
the  State  goremment  hired  the  money  6f  the  Globe  Bank. 

Q.    Did  the  State  lorn  anything  T 

A.    I  don't  think  they  will  lose  any  money. 

Q.     Should  not  that  haTo  been  paid  t^  the  partieB  whofimiiahed  Hie  bones? 

A.    Certainly  not ;  I7  no  means. 

Q.    They  aud  they  lost  money  any  way? 

A.  Of  conrse  I  did  not  nuike  the  bai^ain,  it  is  only  hearsay.  It  was  a  dia- 
tinet  bargain  that  they  should  be  paid  at  onoe,  or  else  they  declined  ;  I  am  told 
that  was  the  case.

Q.  Can  you  tell  me  why  money  was  hired  of  the  Qlobe  Bank  to  pay  for 
these  horses? 

A.  All  that  I  can  tell  you  of  conrse,  will  be  from  hearsay  —  I  was  not 
Qnartermaster  General  at  the  tinie  tUs  contract  was  entered  into.  But  General 
Friexe  told  me  (corroborated  by  Governor  Sprague  and  the  cashier  of  the  Globe 
Bank)  that  the  contract  was  entered  into.  The  goremment  wished  these  horses 
at  imee.  The  State  was  withont  money  when  the  contract  was  entered  into. 
!niat  moreover  is  corroborated  by  Mr.  Bailey's  report,  in  the  appendix  that  was 
made  January,  1864,  in  which  he  admile,  on  page  282,  that  at  that  time,  Sept.

Q.     Yon  paid  it  out  of  the  fdnds  of  the  State  1 

A.     Yea,  air. 

Q.     Yon  charged  it  diieotl;  to  the  Unitad  States? 

A.  It  is  the  same  thing.  I  charged  it  to  the  Second  Cavaky  Begiment  It 
is  much  easier  to  make  oat  an  acoonnt  for  a  re^ment,  if  jon  hare  it  bj  itself. 
I  made  the  scoonnts  separate. 

Q.  You  think  the  reason  why  the  Globe  Bonk  was  selected,  was  fitm  d» 
&ot  that  the  treasniy  had  no  money?

Q.    Who  did  yon  nndentand  ? 

A.  I  underBtood  Mr.  Philltpe  and  Amoa  Spragae,  and  perh^,  Mr.  Ho*- 
lond,  of  New  York.  I  will  not  be  sore  about  diat.  The  names  are  fiunilior  to 
me  in  reference  to  this  horse  transaction. 

Q.    When,  to  the  beet  of  your  knowledge,  was  this  purchase  made  tf  basest 

A.     The  contract  was  entered  into,  as  I  onderslood  it,  in  September,  186^ 

Q.     Did  yoa  ever  aee  the  conbwit  ? 

A.     No.  sir. 

Q.     The  loan  was  made  at  the  Bank  at  about  the  same  time  ? 

A.  Yee.  sir,  the  ban  ori^noted  at  the  Gbbe  Bank,  Sept.  14th,  1862.  I 
think  the  fint  money  advanoed  was  912,995 — the  exact  amount  of  oae  <tf  then 
lulls  of  horses. 

Q.     When  you  leceired  pay  &om  the  United  States,  what  shi^w  was  it  m? 

A.  An  order  on  the.  Treasniy  of  the  United  States,  or  its  Qnartennasla 
General.     I  will  not  be  sore,  perhaps  it  was  mmply  a  QDartemiaster. 

Q.    Did  yon  torn  that  order  right  over  to  tbe  Globe  Bank  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  and  requested  them  to  forward  it  at  once,  and  get  soch  cash  Sr 
it  as  they  could. 

Q.     They  did  not  reoeiTe  it  at  par  t 

A.     They  suuply  collected  my  order  in  &TOr  of  tfae  State. 

Q.     If  then  was  any  depreciation,  it  was  deducted  and  chained  to  yoiiT 

A.  There  was  no  discount,  jt  was  an  aider  on  the  Traasory  of  the  United 
States,  or  one  ef  the  QoartennaslieTs,  (hut  what  his  rank  was  I  do  not  know; 
it  may  hare  been  Capt.  Simp«>n  or  Maj.  Van  Vliet,)  and  that  was  coUeetid 
of  the  Goremment  thtoogh  the  Gbbe  Bank,  in  cash  and  ceitifioalaa  ef  indaU- 
fldaess,  generally  abont  <me  third  oash,  and  tba  ranundcr  in  oaltifieitM  <f 
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bdehtednMB  in  &tot  vt  tlie  State  of  Rhode  Island.  Afierwarda  I  Iwd  them 
made  out  in  blank,  bearing  interest  at  6  pei  oent. 

Q.  Did  t^  Globe  Bank  Teeeive  this  (^  yoa  in  pajmeDt  of  the  debta  doe 
llMm? 

A.     Only  in  cadi ;  Hn  others  were  there  amplj  fi»  sale  keejong. 

Q.     And  when  th^  were  k^  they  vent  to  liqnidute  that  claim  ? 

A.     7ee,  ar ;  erery  eent 

Q.     Snppoee  the  oerlifioataa  of  indebtedneaB  did  not  oome  np  to  par  ? 

A.  Hie  deduction  was  dialed  to  the  Qovemment.  It  ie  part  of  the 
diarge  that  1  made  against  the  Gorernment. 

Q.    That  was  all  reokoned  in  tin  intoieet  accxmnt? 

A.    There  was  no  depreciati(n. 

Q.    Then  there  was  so  much  paid  the  Globe  Bank  1 

A.  Whatever  balance  there  was,  was  paid  to  the  Globe  Bank.  The  matter 
was  kept  distinct  by  itself. 

Q.  Have  you  ever  known  Grom  books  or  &ots,  what  Ha  amomit  of  the  oete- 
bstod  bofse  trade  was  ? 

A.     Only  iriiat  came  mthin  my  sphere. 

Q.    Tou  do  not  know  what  the  total  was  ? 

A,    No,  sir,  I  never  did. 

Q.  Can  yon  tell  me  now  withoat  referring  to  yonr  books,  bow  mnoh  money 
joa  paid  in  this  horse  trade  to  Gen.  Frieie,  the  Globe  Bank,  or  anybody  else) 

A.    I  never  psjd  a  oent  to  anybody  but  the  Globe  Bank. 

Q.    How  much  did  yon  pay  then  ? 

A.     S92,187  90,  bendes  the  mtorest. 

Q.  Yon  don't  know  what  the  som  was  that  Gen.  Frieie  said  (hose  harees 
flOKranled  to? 

A.  I  hare  no  means  of  ascertaining.  No  horse  was  ever  ehargad  to  the 
Government,  so  br  as  I  know,  (on  the  books  I  mean,)  if  it  had  I  dtoold  not 
have  been  here  now  probably. 

Q,  Why  did  yon  not  make  regtdar  entries  of  the  horsee  d^vered  uid  the 
moneys  received? 

A.  Because  I  did  not  know  so  much  then  as  I  did  subsequently,  I  did 
not  know  snything  about  it,  I  enquired  into  it,  and  believed  it  to  be  peiftotly 
rigfat,  as  I  do  now ;  bat  for  foar  that  something  might  take  plane,  the  record  of 
the  endie  transactirai  will  be  found  on  my  Day  Book,  nnder  two  diSbient  dates. 
I  stndied  a  whole  day  to  make  that  entry,  and  I  thought  I  made  it  ri^t  I 
made  it  at  that  time.  I  do  not  mean  to  say  it  is  under  tbe  ouirent  Day  Boc^ 
date. 

Q.    Waait  not  some  time  afiawards? 

A.  I  did  not  make  an  entry  on  the  Day  Books  on  the  verjf  day,  bscaiiae  I 
ms  not  '■™*^"g  entiies  then  j  it  was  on  my  pandiment  in  my  pocket  book  in  the 
aafa.  When  I  spmt  a  oent  tbe  record  all  went  on  my  IxxA.  And,  to  ibow 
«^  Aat  mtiy  wsa  made,  ths  whok  leond  was  pimt  fitm  £ist  to  last,  avaa  to 
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ft  oent  or  k  data.  It  I  mM  CratificatM  of  IndebtednMS  tioii  wm  pnd  it 
Globe  Bank,  tiie  aoooont  «m  regolvly  kepi.  When  I  aetUed  with  the  GUiAie 
Bank,  the  eodre  record  waa  made.  That  ma  in  March,  1864,  (the  jnindple 
part  f£  it,)  and  in  my  report  of  it,  made  in  January,  1664,  mi  tlte  fint  page, 
I  say,  "theaamof  £11,000  and  interest  ia  doe  the  Globe  Bank,  fin- Emdt 
advanced  in  1862,  Jw  the  pnrchaee  of  hoiBea  f<>r  the  2d  R.  I.  CaTalry."  Tha 
jnincipalof  Sll,00O  was  then  owing  to  the  Globe  Bank,  wit^  interest  "Thit 
■am  has  been  receiTed  from  the  United  Statea  in  certificates  of  iodebtednen, 
dated  March  30th,  1868."  These  certificates  were  deposited  with  tbe  Gkbe 
Bank,  but  the  transaction  does  not  appear  in  m;  books.  You  see  there  in> 
nothing  kept  back.     I  am  glad  I  made  that  entry  as  I  did. 

Q.  You  say  you  made  a  record  in  jodt  memorandiun  book  of  ereTj  tona- 
action,  at  the  time  it  was  made  ? 

A.  Yes,  ar;  It  suheeqaently  was  entered  in  due  ferm  in  the  Day  Bix^ — 
my  ofBcial  Book  —  and  vrill  be  fbnnd  there  to^ay,  undoubtedly.  The  book 
wiU  be  here,  and  I  want  every  individual  member  to  see  it, 

Q.  How  long  after  yon  received  this  money  fiom  the  Qeneral  Gerenual 
was  it  before  you  made  an  entry  on  your  Day  Book  ? 

A.     Not  until  I  settled  with  the  Globe  Bank. 

Q.     About  how  long  was  that  ? 

A.  I  think  the  particular  entry  was  made  within  two  months  from  &e  time 
the  first  money  was  received.  However,  tliat  you  can  fiind  in  the  book.  I 
cannot  recollect  exactly.  In  my  account  which  I  made  out  and  presented  to 
the  Ijeneral  Assembly,  I  was  very  indignant  with  the  State  printer  for  not  pot' 
ting  in  the  dates,  when  I  in^sted  upon  it.  He  sud  the  "  form  "  had  been 
taken  down,  and  it  conld  not  be  put  in.  You  will  find  it  on  my  boc^  bnl  ia 
the  printed  copy  there  are  no  dates  put  down.  The  books  will  teD.  His  (tk 
printer's)  escnae  was,  that  it  would  spread  ont  the'  aoconnt  so  long  that  be  did 
not  think  it  necessary  to  put  it  in.  I  felt  very  indignant  because  I  was  csiefiil 
to  put  down  eveij  date. 

Q.     Did  you  ever  aee  the  order  fbr  the  purchase  of  these  horses  ? 

A.  I  did  not  pnrchase  any,  and  I  never  saw  any  order;  that  it,  I  did  not 
porohase  any  for  this  transaotioa.  The  horses  I  purchased  were  for  the  M 
Cavalry. 

Q.  Were  any  checks  given  to  the  Globe  Bank  during  your  admintsttalioo 
for  money,  ugned  with  your  sanction  1 

A.     No,  sir,  only  for  what  money  I  drew  from  the  bank. 

.Q.  Yon  did  not  sign  any  obeoka  from  the  Quartarmaater  General  to  bs 
disoounted  there  ? 

A.  No,  air,  not  at  all.  Tha  General  Treasurer  always  bonoi«d  my  diafis. 
approved  by  the  Governor,  and  always  drawn  in  $10,000  drafts,  I  belien, 
except  when  I  drew  my  salary. 

Q.  On  the  13th  page,  the  delivery  of  horses  to  the  United  Statas  eo  a  day 
named,  ia  shown,  and  the  &ot  appeara  that  obeoka  were  drawn  by  pliraMIl■^ 
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ties   ID  Jinnuy,   186S,  nnder  tlie  QaartennMter  Genenl's   department  t 

A.  The  oontnot,  I  know,  was  entered  into  in  the  earl;  part  of  the  All  (^ 
1862,  to  farniah  money  necesrary  for  tlie  parohtae  of  these  horses.  I  aseer 
tained  afterwards  tbal  A.  &  W.  Spragne  gave  theif  checks  fof  a  part  of  thi, 
money,  while  I  was  in  charge  of  the  office  as  Qnartermtster  General ;  beoanseB 
as  I  presume.  Gen.  Frieie  not  being  Qnutermaaler  General,  the  Qlobe  Bank 
required  a  better  name  than  his  individnal  one. 

Q.     Why  lihonld  he  sign  these  checks  if  it  was  an  "  onttido  transaction?" 

A.  I  say  that  is  simply  aometbing  that  I  stated  in  my  report.  It  was 
something  I  had  nothing  to  do  with. 

Q,     How  were  the  chccia  drawn? 

A.  All  the  checks,  np  to  the  time  I  took  charge  of  the  office,  were 
signed  by  A.  &  W.  Spngao. 

Q.     Did  yon  endorse  these  checks? 

A.     No,  sir,  not  at  all.    I  did  not  know  when  the  money  was  got. 

Q.     Did  yuu  have  the  money? 

A.  No,  sir,  only  what  the  government  paid  me,  that  waa  all,  not  a  oent 
besides;  and  that  I  paid  over  to  the  Globe  Bank. 

Q.  Why  shonld  the  State  of  Bhode  Island  pay  interest  on  this  money  out 
of  their  funds,  when  it  was  a  transactioD  between  ontside  parties,  and  it  (the 
State)  was  only  a  medium  throngh  which  to  collect  of  the  general  government  T 
Why  should  the  Stat«  of  Rhode  Island  pay  interest  on  this  money,  vhen  they 
bad  no  interest  in  the  transa::tioD,  but  merely  are  made  a  medium  through 
whiob  to  collect  of  the  United  States? 

A.  The  money  was  hired  by  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island, 
through  his  Quartermaster  General,  np  to  the  first  of  January. 

Q.  Then  it  should  appear  on  the  QnartermaBter  General's  books, —  tbe 
irimle  tzansoetion,  the  oost  and  what  they  paid  for  them  ? 

A.  I  cannot  say  why  Gen.  Frieie  did  not  so  treat  it.  Sa  could  answer 
better  than  I  could.    I  cannot  be  held  responuble. 

Q.  As  yon  were  carrying  out  his  eonlntote,  I  wanted  to  know  what  you 
tbongbt  about  it 

A.  I  did  not  cany  oat  his  contract.  Of  ooune  I  cannot  express  any 
(pinion  as  to  why  Gen.  Frieze  did  as  he  did,  or  Gen.  Stead,  either,  because  it 
would  not  imoant  to  anything. 

Q.  I  nnderslund  you  sometime  back  to  have  said  that,  to  tbe  best  of  yoni 
knowledge.  Gen.  Frieie  did  not,  after  his  resignation,  do  any  acta  oa  Qaaitei> 
master  General  7 

A.     Not  that  I  am  aware  of.    I  don't  know,  of  course,  what  he  did  do. 

Q.  Did  he,  or  not,  deliver  horses  after  he  had  rvaigned  and  you  hod  been 
^pcHuted  and  entered  upon  the  duties  of  the  offiee  ? 

A.  I  tnppose  you  refer  to  a  pntion  of  tbe  QoremcH^B  message.  This  is 
tfa*  fint  I  knew  of  it    What  I  saw  in  this  message,  as  I  said  ba£n«,  I  don't 
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know  a  thing  of  ny  own  knowledge,  onlyirhat  came  to  me  tbroagfa  Gen.  Frien 
and  Major  Sanford. 

Q.  It  seems  that  on  the  5th  of  February,  the  QnarlenniBter  of  the  Sd 
Caviliy  signed  &  receipt  as  hiring  received  of  Lyman  B.  Frieze,  &o. 

A.  Weil,  air,  I  know  nothing  about  it.  I  suppose  it  was  an  error  of  tha 
clerk  in  pntling  Lymnn  B.  Frieze  instead  of  George  Lewis  Cooke.  It  probably 
was  not  my  clerk ;  it  probably  was  Gen.  Frieze's  own  clerk,  who  followed  him 
in  the  office. 

Q.  Why  should  that  clerk,  who  waa  not  in  the  Quartermaster  General's 
offiM,  have  anything  to  do  with  writing  these  receipts  on  other  documents? 

A.     I  do  not  know  ;  can  tell  you  nothing  about  it. 

Q.  Ton  say  you  did  deliver  horses  od  the  same  day  that  the  horae  receipt 
of  Col.  Corliss  is  dated,  (referred  to  on  the  aerenth  page  of  the  nessage,) 
which  apeaks  of  his  having  rccei'^ed  horses  from  Gen.  Fiieie,  aa  Quartennaster 
General  of  the  Slate  of  Bbode  Island.  80  yon  see  we  had  two  QDartermattcr 
Generals. 

A.     I  say  that  nobocty  can  poswbly  think  then  went  two. 

Q.  I  am  endeavoring  to  clear  this  up,  and  that  is  the  only  object  of  tha 
Committee. 

A.  I  think  that  every  one  of  these  receipts  was  written  by  Mr,  George  M. 
Daniels.  A  receipt  written  by  my  orders,  by  his  hand,  I  know  nothing  abont 
It  is  natoral  that  I  abould  fall  into  a  mistake  in  referring  to  it. 

Q.  Why  ahould  Mr.  Daniels,  tha  clerk  of  the  Spraguea,  be  drawing  up 
State  papers  and  offidal  documents? 

A.  Simply  because  that  businen  followed  Gen.  Frieie.  I  did  not  have 
anything  to  do  with  it  at  all. 

Q.     Why  did  he  not  write  both  of  them  "  George  Lewis  Cooke?" 

A.  He  ought  to  have  written  all  of  them  George  Lewis  Cooke,  QQBrt(^ 
master  General.  I  don't  think  Gen.  Frieze  ever  signed  aa  Quartermastn 
General. 

.  Q.  Yon  take  that  to  be  an  error;  that  he  ahonld  hava  written  your  nana, 
instead  of  Mr.  Friece's  ? 

A.  That  ia  my  theory.  I  don't  know  anything  abont  it ;  it  was  not  done 
by  my  orders.  I  did  not  know  anytfamg  abont  it,  till  the  money  waa  bnnigfat 
to  me.    I  paid  it  where  I  knew  it  belonged. 

Q.     How  much  money  did  yon  receive  from  the  United  States? 

>.     Soma  $93,000. 

Q.    How  mnch  of  that  did  yoa  pay  the  Globe  Bank  7 

A.     Every  dollar  of  it,  ur? 

Q.    Ia  that  all  yon  reoeived  ? 

A.     It  ia  all  I  received  for  the  boraea. 

Q .    Did  yoa  reoeive  any  other  moneya  at  the  same  time  ? 

A.,    Ho,  iir.    I  received  otb«i  mweya,  but  I  will  not  say  at  (he  aame  data. 
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Sray  sent  I  received  from  the  gOTernmeot  besides  that,  yea  will  find  in  my 
hook  here,  $123^)04.12. 

Q.     What  was  ihe  baUooe  of  that  money  far  ? 

A.  A  large  paition  of  it  was  for  expenditures  for  Portsmoutb  Grove  Hos- 
juUl, —  perhaps  a  little  more  than  half,  60  odd  thousand  dollars. 

Q.     Was  Fottsmouth  Orove  Hospital  fitted  up  daring  your  adtninistration*? 

A.  No,  sir.  Money  was  collected  during  my  administration  by  Major 
Sanford,  the  State  agent ;  and  a  pretty  hard  time  we  had  of  it,  too.  You  will 
find  that  on  the  fifty-third  page  of  my  account, —  between  868,000  and 
S60,000! 

Q.     What  lime  did  yon  make  the  eolrj  of  the  horse  contract  ? 

A.    March  25th,  1863,  the  first  entry  w.is  made. 

Q.     How  long  was  that  after  you  received  the  money? 

A.  I  think  the  first  money  was  received  on  the  15th  of  Febnary.  Hero 
is  the  whole  record ;  it  takes  up  nearly  a  page  of  this  book.  Now,  if  tlie  com- 
mittee will  permit  me,  I  will  read  this  entry.  This  ia  simply  a  tronBCript  of  the 
memorandum  which  I  kept  in  my  pocket  book  in  the  safe.  The  2d  Regiment 
of  Cavalry  we  charged  with  the  cash,  $1,022  54,  and  hero  is  the  reason  why  I 
paid  this.  "  For  paid  the  Globe  bank  for  balance  dne  them  for  interest  on 
lands',  fbr  the  purchase  of  horses  for  the  2d  Regiment  of  Cavalry."  (It  seema 
thftt  afterwards,  perhaps,  I  mentioned  that  a  portion  was  for  the  First  Light 
Artillery.)  "  As  per  T.  Salisbury's  receipt  of  this  date,  Sept.  14 ;  loaned  on 
Q.  M.  G«n.  Friese's  memorandnm  check  on  demand,  $12,995."  (That  was 
before  I  came  into  office.)  "Dec.  6,  1862,  $45,160."  (That  was  before  I 
went  into  office  )  "Jan.  6,  I8tf3,  loaned  on  A.  k  W.  Spragno's  checks, 
85,000."  (As  I  have  already  stated,  I  knew  nothing  about  why  the  money 
was  given,  and  considered  it  none  of  my  hnaness.)  "Jan.  I2tb,  1863, 
loaned  on  their  check,  $6,290."  Now  the  interest  on  all  this  loan  ap  to  March 
1868,  was  $1,330  43.  That  was  the  debit  interest,  making  the  principal  inter- 
est due  the  Globe  Bank,  $70,775  43.  "  Credit,  Ah.  16,  1863,  by  cash 
received  of  ti»  Treasurer  of  the  United  States,  $17,445."  The  Committ«e 
mnst  recollect  here  that  that  amount  was  not  credited  to  the  Globe  Bank  nirtil 
Feb.  16,  because  it  took  some  time  to  collect  it  of  the  United  States.  When 
wo  ecdlected  of  the  United  States,  it  being  in  the  form  of  an  order  on  the 
United  States.  That  was  collected  throngh  the  Olobe  Bank.  Ma>v  Sanford 
paid  me  the  opler  on  which  this  was  collected ;  and  I  supposed  it  to  have  been 
Bome  ten  days  after  that.  This  is  ainply  the  cash  part  collected  by  the  Globe 
Bank.  Feb.  6tb,  the  order  was  deposited  in  the  Olobe  Bank  fiir  collection. 
Feb.  16th,  the  Globe  Bank  received  from  the  Government,  $17,445  in  cash ; 
tbat  sccoonte  for  the  discrepancy  of  ten  days. 

Q.  Of  course  the  snm,  as  yon  deposited  the  check  in  the  bank,  was  passed 
to  your  credit? 

A.  They  used  to  take  time  before  they  passed  it  to  my  credit.  March  17, 
1863,  I  bM  corlifiatee  ot  indebtednen  amoanting  to  $9,000,  a  portion  of 
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wbat  ■WB  got  from  the  Ooremment  in  ratum.  Hen  were  thirty-ax  diji' 
accmed  interest  on  that,  amonnting  to  $58  23.  I  paid  Jackaon  &  Butts  i  per 
cent,  for  selling  these  bonds,  $22  50.  Slarch  Slat,  I  sold  $13,000  of  tbuM 
bonds. 

,Q.  If  t^e  Qaart«nnBster  Oenenl  at  the  State  of  Rhode  Island  hid  no  in- 
tenet  in  this  money,  except  to  collect  aiich  fiinds  as  the  govemment  paid  tbs 
Irilla  b,  and  tnm  it  orer  to  the  Globe  Bank,  why  had  yon  a&ytUng  to  do  with 
Belling  the  certiGcatee  ? 

A.  They  belonged  to  tbe  State  of  lUiode  Island,  and  were  in  my  offidal 
ooslpdy. 

Q.     Yon  had  pud  them  over  to  these  parties? 

A.  I  stated  that  I  paid  them  in  cash.  I  told  yon  that  the  certificates  of 
indebtednen  were  deposited  there  fbr  safe  keeping.  This  for^  days'  intetnt 
aocned  on  that  $^13,000  trausaction.  I  paid  Jackson  &  Bntte  a  commisaon  of 
a  qnarter'per  cent,  net  amoant  $1S,195.]7,  on  the  sale  of  the  bonds.  The 
emlit  interest  at  l^e  Globe  Bank  left  a  ba&nce  of  Sl,052.54.  Tbe  debit 
interest  of  the  Globe  Bank,  $1,330.43  ;  and  the  accrued  interest,  (the  braids 
being  sold  that  far,)  left  abalanceof  interest  due  the  Globe  Bank  of  $1,052.54. 
Hy  books  cover  the  whole  transaction  up  to  that  time,  when  a  seolenient  me 
made  with  tbe  Gbbe  Bank.    There  was  another  entry  a  year  afterwards. 

Q.  Do  I  understand  you  (o  say  that  you  put  the  account  on  that  bode  of 
tbe  whole  transaction  ? 

A.     No  sir.     Not  np  to  that  date. 

Q.  Can  you  tell  me  from  that  book  tbe  amount  of  money  hired  Grom  tbe 
Olohe  Bank? 

A.     Certainly,  I  can,  $92,137.90. 

Q.     That,  yon  say,  is  the  whole  amount  hired  of  the  Globe  Bank  ? 

A.  It  is  of  which  I  paid  tbe  Globe  Bank.  I  do  not  know  how  mncblhej 
were  paid  preriously. 

Q.    I  wanted  to  know  how  much  the  irtiole  transaction  was  ? 

A.  These  were  all  tbat  came  under  my  cognizance, — the  oblig^ons  c^  tba 
State  at  the  Globe  Bank  on  which  tbb  interest  was  paid. 

Q.  You  say  that  these  bills  for  these  horses  were  made  under  die  diredicB 
at  Major  Sanfbrd  f 

A.  That  is  my  impresaon  ;  they  were  not  made  under  mine,  finr  I  did  w* 
know  anything  about  it.  ' 

Q.     Did  yon  see  the  bills  t 

A.  I  did  not  examine  them.  I  am  sore  I  ngned  them  according  to  HUjot 
Saofbrd's  wishes.  I  presume  that  Mr.  Daniels  made  them  out,  or  had  then 
made  out.  I  am  clear  that  I  had  nothing  to  do  with  making  out  the  ImHs,  be- 
cause I  knew  nothing  about  it,  there  was  nothing  to  call  my  attention  to  tbe 
fiuit  I  think  that  Major  Sanfbrd  made  them  out.  My  only  reason  is,  becanw 
he  had  charge  of  the  collecting.  He  bad  charge  of  spedQ'ing  the  form.  A 
good  many  Hlls  bad  been  sent  back  as  r>ot  being  made  out  |aop«rly,  *nd  hit 
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^rectkos  wore  foUowed,  (aa  it  ms  mse  to  do,  be  having  bo  muoli  experiBac4| 
T\m  balance  were  made  out  by  parties  wbo  fiunidied  tlia  materials.  (I  am 
^oakmg  about  Inlla  against  tbe  gorenimeiit.)  If  I  had  known  ae  much  at  the 
the  time  as  I  did  afterwards,  my  ^ntry  would  have  been  dlfibrent  on  the  books. 

Q.     Did  yen  have  a  akiU&l  book  keeper? 

A.  I  had  a  penon  who  was  a  Terj  &ir  penman,  bnt  he  did  not  know  mooh 
abont  book  kee[nng,  bnt  I  broke  faim  in.  I  never  knew  him  to  make  a  mistake. 
Ho  was  a  refiigee  from  Missouri,  wbo  came  to  me  in  atter  destitution,  had  a 
wife  and  child,  and  I  took  bim  out  ot  ajmpatby,  and  fbnnd  him  to  be  a  Terj 
reliable  young  man.  I  recommended  him  to  Major  Ladd,  who  took  him  ae 
Paymaster's  clerk. 

On  the  9th  of  March,  1864, 1  paid  tbe  Globe  Bank  $246.56,  for  balance  tf 
interest  dne  them  on  this  hoiee  transaction.  Jannaiy  20tb,  they  loaned  to  the 
State,  on  A.  &.  W.  Sprague'a  check,  (these  were  all  memorandum  checks,) 
the  sum  of  $5,000 ; ,  Jamiaiy  29,  $5,000  ;  January  31,  $5,000 ;  February  3, 
$7,692.90;  that  was  in  1863.  April  4,  1868,  I  paid  the  Globe  Bank  the 
snm  here  stated.  They  collected  the  cash  part  of  tbe  order  on  that  day, 
$11,  692.90.  I  sold  on  the  9th  of  March,  1864,  certificates  of  indebtedness 
amounting  to  $11,000,  at  par  and  accrued  interest,  total,  $11,623,20,  leaving 
a  balance  due  them  fbr  interest,  $246.56.  That  was  why  the  entry  was  not 
made  before ;  that  is  all  the  cash  I  paid.  Undoretand,  I  did  not  pay  for  Ibese 
horses.  I  only  received  the  money  for  them.  I  wish  he  had  paid  for  tbem 
himself,  and  then  there  would  have  been  no  trouble. 

Q.     Did  you  receive  tbe  books  of  Gen.  Frieze  ? 

A,  I  presume  so ;  I  received  a  good  many  books.  I  looked  tbem  over 
often. '  I  did  not  examine  them.  I  only  made  a  cnrsory  examination  of  them^ 
not  a  critical  one, —  nor  was  I  requested  to  do  so. 

Q.     Ton  did  not  continue  to  use  that  set  of  books  7 

A.     No,  sir,  not  at  all.     I  made  a  new  set  of  books. 

Q.     Were  the  books  of  tbe  Quartermaster  General  complete  ? 

A.     Fleaae  excuse  me,  I  do  not  know  whether  they  were  or  not 

Q.     I  don't  see  as  it  implicates  yon  f 

A.  1  beg  to  be  excused  &om  answering  that,  as  it  is  a  mere  matter  of  oinn- 
icm.  I  have  been  blamed  as  to  the  manner  in  which  I  kept  my  books,  and  I 
don't  want  to  blame  any  one  else.  The  books  of  Gen.  Stead  were  handed  to 
Qen.  FrieK,  and  Generals  Stead's  and  Friese'a  books  came  into  my  poeaemian. 

Q.    Were  tbe  books  of  Uia  Quartermaster  General  properiy  kept  ? 

A.  Ton  can  get  them  and  dcdde  fin-  yourseivee.  I  will  restore  four  hundred 
fidd  fix-  any  error  in  my  books.    I  don't  want  te  criliciBe  another  man's  mA. 

Q.  Did  yon  consider  it  te  ba  your  duty  wliile  Qnartermaater  Qeneral  at 
Bfaode  Island,  to  know  that  your  books  were  properly  kept ;  whether  the  entries 
were  |noperIy  made  debit  and  credit? 

A.     Host  certainly  I  did,  and  I  did  see  Uiat  they  were.     I  broke  is  three 
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different  book-keepen.  and  I  Mid  tbe  Stftto  committed  an  eiror  iriMa  th^  did 
not  tUlow  eDon^  to  die  Qaart«niuistor  Oenenl  to  keep  an  ezperieiKed  book- 
keeper, which  we  ought  to  have  had.  I  had  great  difficult;  in  gating  any  oot 
to  aerre  that  waa  competenL     I  koke  in  thtee  }'o*mg  meo. 

Q.     NeTerthelwajDu  eonudered  it  your  duty  to  know  that  sndi  waa  the  &ct1 

A.     Certainly,  sir.     I  was  responaible  first. 

Q.  Vou  coUected  some  money  for  the  Poitamouth  Oram  Hoeiutal  expendi- 
tore? 

A.     Major  Saofbrd  eollectad,  and  I  gave  the  government  credit  ? 

Q.     Did  yon  make  those  cootiscts  and  apend  the  amount? 

A.     No,  sir,  that  was  made  in  1861. 1  think ;  still  I  will  not  lie  sore  ahcntit. 

Q.  Why  should  you  not  have  credited  the  other  monej  that  you  reouTtd; 
you  did  not  make  the  contnicta  to  spend  il  f 

A.  I  was  told  by  my  predecessor  and  tbe  Govemor,  that  it  beknged  to  tbe 
Qlobe  Bank.  I  fousd  that  substantiated  by  going  to  tbe  Globe  Bank,  and  tee- 
ing with  my  own  eyes,  the  evidence  of  it, —  believing  it  then  to  have  been  right, 
and  seeing  it  so  now. 

Q.  Did  Jdajcff  Sanibrd  have  access  to  your  books  at  any  and  all  times  1m 
desired ;  and  did  he  at  any  time  and  often,  make  gnggeations  for  the  altered  d 
accounts,  or  any  thing  of  that  kind  ? 

A.  During  a  portion  of  my  administration  there  were  cleri»  employed  at  his 
nggestion,  and  they  were  paid  at  his  suggestion. 

[General  Cooke  requested  that  his  Excellency  Governor  Smith  might  be  pit- 
sent  widi  the  Committ«e.] 

[His  Excellency  Govemor  Smith  whs  preeent  in  die  Committee  during  iriut 
ibUowa:] 

Gen.  Cooke.  I  wanted  to  state  somethii^  to  the  Conimitt«e  in  reference  to  t 
porUon  of  your  Special  Uesaage,  which  speaks  about  my  not  making  entries  oa 
my  book  until  nearly  a  year  after  this  borse  transaction  occurred,  and  then  nt* 
till  after  the  attention  of  t^o  General  Assembly  had  been  called  to  it.  At  tbe 
foot  of  page  13tb,  your  Excellency,  says : 

"  Certain  It  to  that  tbe  oOdiil  records  ■Ireidj-  relerred  to  ihov  tliat  in  teftrencc  to 
A«  Olobe  Bank  and  the  United  Slain  the  entrj  wu  made  upon  llie  booki  pf  ^ 
Department  among  the  ver^  lait  offlcial  acta  of  Q.  M.  0.  Cooke." 

That  entry  was  only  made,  please  your  Excellency  and  the  Cotamittee,  at  the 
raggeation  of  members  <rf  tbe  Finance  Committee  of  the  General  ABBembly. 
(die  Commiltee  in  joint  aessitai  of  the  House  and  Senate,)  and  they  thought  that 
the  charge  ought  to  be  made  to  the  United  Stales  tat  these  bonee ;  that  dw  entiy 
should  appear  in  the  ori^nal  charge ;  and  I  told  them  there  was  no  objecticii  to 
mafciag  it  even  then ;  that  as  no  bones  wore  chaiged  to  the  government,  and  W 
money  credited  to  the  government  directly,  there  could  poeably  be  no  difioenC 
in  die  balance  dtie  from  the  goYCmment  to  the  Suie  o(  Rhode  Island.  Aa  asj 
me  will  see,  one  o^la  the  other,  being  prooisely  tbe  same  anonnt.     IM 
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ttwigfat  it  oogbt  to  appear,  and  at  tixai  suggestion  I  told  tbeta  I  inwld  drav  op 
ft  ibnn  and  Bubtnit  !t  for  tbeir  approral,  and  lliat  is  the  very  entiy  tlie  GoTenm 
i^ned  to. 

Tbe  Govenior.  If  tills  hid  been  an  oatnde  tnmsaction  altogether,  and  the 
State  had  not  been  interested  in  it,  bj  having  paid  a  pordon  of  the  mone;,  then 
it  might  bare  ansrered  ? 

A.    Yes,  sir,  X  understand  that. 

The  Goremor.  For  iosUnce,  the  State  had  to  pajr  eleven  or  twelve  hnitdred 
dtdlin  interest  money,  which  tbe  Qeremment  refnsed  to  pay  ns  now.  Then  it 
eeems  that  tbe  whole  transaction  sbould  have  gone  into  tbe  Qnaitermaster  Gen- 
ml's  book  ? 

Gen.  Cooke.     That  is  not  the  point  I  wish  to  raise. 

Tbe  Governor.    That  is  the  point  you  do  raise  ? 

Gen.  Cocte.  Tbe  entry  I  refer  to,  and  the  Governor  refers  to,  is  one  on 
page  203,  March  2&th,  1864.  This  is  a  literal  copy,  so  iar  as  my  reooUeotion 
i)  concerned,  oi  the  ferm  of  the  entry  that  I  proposed  to  the  Committe  to  make, 
in  wder  to  show  that  the  horses  for  which  the  Government  pud,  were  really 
foid  for  by  the  State — that  the  item  might  appear  in  the  aocoont.  Only  an 
aceoant  cnrrant  had  been  nude  up  to  that  time,  and  lliat  is  the  reason  why  the 
mtrj  was  made  on  the  25th  ti  March,  and  not  befco^.  It  was  to  satisfy  tbe 
Committee.  Mr.  Buley  was  a  member  of  it;  Senator  Church,  Mr.  Lockwood, 
and  Mr.  Mathewson  were  members  of  it.  They  thought  it  was  a  good  plsn  to 
have  that  entry.  I  will  not  say  that  Mr.  Bailey  thought  bo  ;  but  all  the  other 
members  of  the  Committee  did ;  and  knew  it  to  be  there,  and  that  I  did  it  of 
my  own  fiee  will  and  accrad  before  I  left  the  office.  Then,  Governor,  if  yon 
please,  I  wanted  to  see  if  you  did  not  recollect  that  among  my  very  earliest 
offinal  oommunicalions  with  yon,  (after  you  were  inaugurated  at  Newport, 
1863,)  that  in  your  front  basinefs  office  I  stated  toyon  (we  were  both  standing 
at  the  time  near  yonr  desk,)  that  there  were  certain  certiiicates  of  indehtednen 
deported  in  the  Globe  Bank  to  meet  the  indebtedness  of  die  State  to  the  Globe 
Bank,  for  moneys  advanced  for  these  same  horses  ? 

The  Qovemor.     Very  probably,  hut  I  cannot  undertake  to  identify  it. 

Gen.  Cooke.  It  is  as  clear  an  impre^on  in  my  mind  as  if  it  had  been  ye^ 
terdiy ;  what  I  stated  to  yon  was  tbe  same  in  snbslance  as  wbat  I  called  tlw 
attention  of  the  General  Assembly  to  tax  months  afterwards,  January,  1864,  to 
the  effect  tiiat  there  were  $11,000  then  remiunmg  in  the  Obbe  Bank.  I  stated 
in  my  report  that  it  did  not  appear  in  my  bodes,  that  it  was  part  of  the  same 
transactions.  (Certainly  they  belonged  to  the  State.  They  did  not  belong  to 
anybody  else.  They  wore  deposited  in  the  Globe  Bank  only  for  safe  koejnng.) 
I  told  the  Governor  diat  the  State  was  paying  the  Globe  Bank  6  per  cent,  in- 
terest for  the  amount  that  they  had  advanced.  But  certificates  were  Aere  to 
meet  it  dollar  fiv  dollar  ;  but  they  were  then  worth  only  S8  cents.  They  were 
selling  below  par,  and  I  wanted  to  know  if  it  were  not  beat  to  let  them  remain 
iheie  they  were,  till  they  oould  be  sold  at  par,  as  thtj  drew  ax  per  cent  in- 
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toieat,  and  ooald  take  oata  of  the  inleiML  And  the  naiaifc  d  the  QovtDut 
ma,  "  kt  dieia  renuun. " 

The  GoTeraor.  That  would  bo  a  veiy  nfttural  remark,  I  ihmk..  Sxmeto 
make ;  because  it  was  a  matter  which  wae  precedent  to  my  knowledge  d  Urn 
businesa,  altogether,  and  I  presumed  that  the  Quartermaster  General  knew  what 
to  do  with  the  State's  fiinds.  Bat  I  have  always  claimed  that  what  eveiy  de- 
partment received  for  raoneya  collected  fi»  expenditures  in  its  deparbaent,  dioold 
go  to  the  General  Tieasnrer;  he  being  the  only  ptopw  person  to  reoeiTe  it  far 
tbo  State. 

Gen.  Cooke.  There  was  no  argument  there.  I  simply  wanted  to  slate  the 
fects,  OS  I  believe  tbem  to  be,  to  the  Committee,  that  if  I  did  not  state  dwn 
right,  the  Governor  might  recollect.  The  Governor  states  in  his  message  that 
this  was  not  entered  npon  my  books  until  near  the  close  of  my  administntiai), 
and  not  until  it  had  been  called  to  the  attention  of  the  General  AssemUy. 
Who  called  the  attention  of  the  General  Assembly  to  it?  I  did  myself.  But 
yonr  Excellency,  on  the  first  page  of  your  report,  states  that  it  did  not  appear 
on  my  cash  account.  It  seems  to  me  that  the  inference  might  be  drawn,  that 
tor  tome  reason  or  other,  I  did  not  make  the  entry  until  after  I  va^  diieetedto 
do  BO  ;  an  onftvorable  inference. 

The  Governor.  I  concluded  that  there  must  be  some  good  reason  fbr  yom 
not  returning  the  money,  and  not  making  the  entry  in  yoar  books. 

Gen.  Cooke.  The  best  reason  in  the  world,  because  I  never  charged  the 
government  with  a  horse  up  to  the  time  this  Committee  let^ncsted  me  to  do  so, 
and  how  could  I  make  the  entry  until  I  had  paid  otit  the  money  to  the  State  of 
Bbode  Island.  The  vety  day  I  paid  the  Globe  Bank  this  interest,  that  veij 
day  it  appears  in  my  book  in  detail. 

The  Governor.  When  an  order  came  to  buy  horses  fbr  the  govemmmit,  I  do 
not  presume  myself  to  buy  litem  except  in  the  nante  of  the  Stato,  and  I  iffte 
with  the  agent  to  go  out  and  buy  them  boreee.  I  say  to  tJiem,  wben  yon  buy  a 
bone  bring  me  a  bill  receipted ;  if  you  pay  $75  the  State  will  pay  ¥75 ;  if  yon 
pay  S105  the  State  will  pay  $105.  I  agree  with  each  agent,  (Mr.  Goodell,  or 
Hr.  Elsbree,  of  this  Stale,  both  of  whom  bov^t  horses.)  We  agne  to  pi^ 
rix  dollars  apiece  fw  porchasiag ;  we  cluu^  the  government  $75  a|uece,  and  tf 
added,  making  $81.  We  collect  thia  of  the  government,  in  the  nsoal  form  <i 
coUectioo.  But  in  the  other  case  the  boraes  were  purchased  far  the  piices  tb^ 
bad  to  pay.  As  tbe  Inlls  were  all  made  at  one  price,  $120,  $115  or  $150,  as 
the  government  were  paying  at  that  time.  Now  the  State  has  never  recdred  a 
dollar  for  that  difierenoe  between  tbe  paying  out  and  the  receiving  of  the  gene- 
ral govenunent,  but  sane  body  has  received  it.  Now,  if  the  gentlemen  Uiat  bad 
to  do  with  this  transactdon  can  bring  in  their  bills  and  show  the  State  bow  mnch 
they  paid  out,  and  bow  much  they  received,  and  how  much  they  divided  amcng 
themselves,  then  titey  would  clear  it  all  np.  But  we  wwtt  in  to  bay  for  the  gor- 
munent,  with  the  State's  money,  and  to  eharge  the  go>venmient  jut  iriiat  ws 
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fioA.      And  m  dm't  know  tay  tiling  elm  in  the  pnmiaee.      We  don't  kncnr 
how  to  tranaact  bnnneB  with  the  goveniment  in  any  oOter  manner. 

Gen.  Cooke.  I  will  say  here,  that  not  one  single  cent  was  pud  ont  of  Ae 
Qnartennaater  General's  office  while  I  was  theie,  either  hefore  or  after  your 
inauguration,  but  what  went  legidmately,  aa  6x  as  I  knew.  In  reference  to  the 
approval,  yonr  Excellency  says  here,  that  the  $246  56  was  paid  without  your 
approval.  That  was  so,  and  I  woold  like  to  ask  your  Excellency  if  I  did  not, 
1^  yoor  directkins,  pay  bills,  and  then  get  yonr  approval  afterwards. 

A.  I  told  Oen.  Cooke,  when  he  came  into  office,  that  all  lolla  that  were  legi- 
timately payable  by  the  State  of  Rhode  Island,  might  be  cashed  without  looking 
us  ap.  That  was  right,  I  think,  becanse  the  Quartetnust«r  Qeneral  is  sapptm- 
ed  Id  know  hit  du^,  and  suppoeed  to  pay  under  orders,  and  beoaase  there  is  no 
other  way  to  do  it.  But  we  had  every  confidence  in  Gen.  Coc^e,  and  oar  oon-  - 
fidenoe  has  not  been  shaken  except  in  this  case  of  the  paying  of  the  intereat 
money;  that  we  did  not  suppose  it  belonged  to  the  State  of  Rhode  Island  to  pay, 
(hecMise  it  had  to  do  with  private  transactions,  where,  apparently,  the  money 
had  beenspent  1^  some  private  individuals.)  I  don't  say  Oen.  Cooke  hadc^nt 
it  It  had'been  ^ot  in  pnrchamng  hwses  at  some  price,  that  bad  been  eha^ed 
to  tltt  government  at  one  even  price ;  where  the  money  had  been  collected  in  dw 
name  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island,  and  ever;  dollar  of  it  now  stands  to  our 
debit  at  Washington,  and  we  have  no  account  to  pass  in  agunst  it.  Why  ? 
Baeanae  the  Quartermaster  General's  books  of  tbe  State  of  Rhode  Island  have 
n>  charges  against  it.  They  purdtaaed  these  horses  and  made  die  bill  against 
the  government,  and  the  Qnartermsator  General  certified  that  it  was  tme,  and 
that  they  had  paid  out  the  St&te's  money  fbr  it.  The  Governor  eorrofaoratee  that 
bj  njiag  upon  honor  that  it  had  been  paid  in  aooordanee  with  his  orders;  and 
that  it  was  trnty  due  from  the  United  States.  The  government  then  pud  that 
Boney  am  to  the  State  agent,  who  gave  a  proper  teoMpt  tor  it,  brought  the 
BKaiey  here,  and  paid  it  over  to  the  Quartermaster  General,  (for  be  was  the  pro- 
per officer.)  He  took  that  money,  and  instead  c^ crediting  it,  and  panng  it  to 
the  credit  of  the  General  Treasurer,  hat  seen  fit  to  pay  it  to  somebody  else. 
Tba  is  the  simple  story.  And  now  we  are  charged  with  these  various  snms  ef 
noMy  at  WaaUngtoD,  and  we  have  no  account  to  t^et  it. 

Gen.  Cooke.  I  beg  jou  pardon,  Govomor,  I  will  ask  you  this  question,  and 
in  regard  to  it,  I  think  we  both  will  agree.  If  no  charge  is  made  against  the 
government  of  the  United  States  br  the  purchase  of  these  horses,  (upon  the 
hoc^of  the  State  of  Kiode  Islantl,)  lor  this  amount  of  money,  (while  I  admit 
that  they  have  not  credited  the  government  for  this  money,)  if  there  is  no  other 
difficult  in  the  acoonnts  between  the  State  and  the  Government,  will  there  be 
any  difibnnce  in  Ute  balance  due  from  the  Ooremment  ? 

!!»  Governor.     I  will  read  this  letter  from  the  Quartermaster  of  the  State  of 
li«wTnic,<m  the  finrth  page  (tf  the  appendix  of  the  qiecial  mrmage :

Tbe  OoTeraor.  The  goremtiient  of  tbe  United  States  send  to  thq  Slate 
of  Rhode  Islkod  ooiutatitlj  for  all  tfa«ir  reports  of  transaotioDB  that  pertaia  to 
tlie  (pending  of  mooej  for  the  State  in  ooniwction  with  the  general  gOTaramaaL 
They  are  to-day  preasing  ua  for  the  vety  acoonntB  that  we  cannot  poaaiblj  Au- 
niab  them,  beoaoBe  tbeyare  acooontsof  moiMys  spent  by  iodiridnala, — beeaiuB 
tbe;  an  acconiits  not  in  tbe  State's  books.  It  is  imponible  for  tbe  State  ti 
Rhode  Island  to  fnniirii  to  the  gOTemment  the  raoords  of  payments  mada,  for 
whid  they  bare  reimbaraed  ns.  Why?  beeanae  the  gentlemen  vho  hareapeat 
that  money,  oeoesaarily,  hare  placed  tbo  reoeipta  theiefot  in  their  own  pooicat 
aid  we  cannot  reach  them.  • 

Gen.  Gooke.     That  doea  not  refer  to  me. 

The  Ooremor.  No,  sir.  It  refers  to  those  that  spent  the  money.  So  ftr 
as  I  ^rnnld  be  willing  to  give  testimony,  I  think  that  Gen.  Co(^e  has  kqrt  ss 
£Ood  a  set  uf  books  aa  we  can  find  in  the  Qoartermaster  Ooneral'a  departSMBL 

Committee  Man.    That  is  not  saying  macb. 

Gen.  Cooke.  Yon  say  it  is  impossible  from  the  books  of  the  Qoarteimaiter 
General's  department,  to  say  what  this  money  was  spent  for ;  now,  I  say,  does 
that  refer  to  my  books  T 

Tbe  QoTemoF.  I  don't  think  I  shonld  be  justified  in  saying  that  it  rabirad 
to  your  books.  It  might  have  intruded  into  them  in  the  early  part  of  tbe 
year ;  but  it  had  to  do  with  the  Qoartemiaafer  General's  department. 

Committee  Man .  Yon  mean  tp  say  that  this  money  is  diargcd  by  the  United 
States,  and  yon  have  nothing  to  o&et  it. 

Q«i.  Gtnke.    Kow  I  think  His  Excellency,  tbe  Goreiiior,  ia  mistakea  wd 
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booestly  mistakeD.  Here  the  St&te  ot  Bhode  leland  did  reoeive  bo  mnoh 
moDej  from  tbe  gOTemment  and  they  had  no  charge  for  it.  I  don't  say  that 
it  was  done  Btrictly  right.  The  simple  qneation  is,  "if  there  has  been  do 
diarge  to  the  govennnent  for  this  money,  and,  when  it  is  returned,  there  ia  no 
credit,  can  there  be  any  difiereoce  ia  the  bolanee  due?''  If  3100,000  is  spent 
by  this  State  for  the  xoTemmeDt  and  not  charged  to  the  govemmeot;  and 
■fterwant  the  gOTemmeut  pay  the  State  (100,000  and  it  is  not  oredited,  can 
dnre  be  any  diSerenoe  in  the  balance  due? 

The  Governor.  Bo  asks  the  qneation,  can  there  be  any  diBerence  in  the 
footing  of  tbo  accounts?  The  footing  of  the  account  is  of  no  coDseqaence. 
The  goventment  demands  to  know  bow  mooh  money  wo  have  received.  When 
we  Bay  ID  tbem  that  we  have  ree«ved  a  certain  amount,  tbey  turn  round  and 
ask  OB,  what  did  yon  do  with  that  S92,137.90? 

Qen.  Cooke.  Then  joa  can  answer  the  government  that  yon  know  that  it 
ia  on  here,  because  you  called  attention  to  the  fact  in  your  report. 

The  Governor.    'How  did  it  get  on  there? 

Gen,  Cooke.  Simply  because  the  Committee  suggested  that  there  should  be 
k  charge. 

The  Governor.  That  is  very  easy  for  the  ofBcer  to  say;  but  I  don't  believe 
it  will  aid  him  at  all,  to  explain.  He  asked  the  Committee  in  what  way  he 
aboald  get  the  entry  on  his  hnxiks  twelve  months  after  the  trauBaction  occurred . 

Gen.  Cooke.     Is  it  ever  too  late  to  do  right? 

n»e  Governor.  To  the  extent  of  $100,000  the  moneyof  the  State  has  been 
spent ;  and  the  officer  of  the  State  asked  the  Committee  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly if  tbey  will  toll  him  how  to  make  the  entry  on  his  books. 

Gen.  Cooke.     They  asked  me  bow  it  oouM  be  done,  and  I  told  tbem  in  £ve 


^16  QoTemor.  I  should  not  feel  justified  as  an  officer  of  any  State  after  I 
bad  spent  ila  money  to  the  extent  of  $100,000,  and  they  bad  been  bothered 
conaderably  about  it,  to  know  where  the  money  had  gone,  to  have  them  under 
the  ueceadty  of  telling  me  that  I  had  better  make  an  entry  on  my  books,  sp  as 
to  get  this  in. 

Gen.  Cooke.  Now,  Gnvemor,  you  are  laboring  under  a  mistake.  If  yon 
tarn  to  "  March,  1863,"  you  will  find  that  the  whole  transaction  is  written 
there  in  black  and  white.

Gen.  Cooke.  They  received  authoritj  ftom  the  State  of  Bkide  Island, 
tbmigji  ib  Quartermaster  General. 
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Hw  Govttrnor.     W^  did  tiny  pay? 

G«D.  Cooke.     I  don't  know. 

The  GoTOini^.    Wu  yon  not  Qturtermutar  Genenl  T 

Gen.  Cooke.  No,  rir.  I  me  during  ■  oertain  time,  wbsn  Ibe  bones  mn 
defirered,  bat  not  nben  they  were  iKngbt.  I  rnmboned  tbe  Ofabe  Bank  kt 
the  money  tiiey  adTanced  to  make  this  pnrebaBe. 

Tha  Oovernor.  Waa  Ibere  any  money  to  tbe  credit  of  Ibe  Stale,  wben  yon 
bomwed  of  tbe  Olobe  Bank  f 

Gen.  Cooke.     I  did  not  bornnr  «  doUnr  of  the  Globe  Bank. 

Tbe  Goveraor.  Is  tbere  any  antbority  in  Rhode  Island  that  aatboriEes  tbe 
Qnaitennaster  General  to  pay  itB  money  onteide  of  eertxin  channeti  ?  la  tboe 
any  law,  power,  or  antbority  for  any  ofltcer  bnt  tlie  General  Treasnrer,  fiir  pay- 
ing tbe  debtA  of  the  Stale  of  Rhode  Idand? 

Gen.  Cooke.  I  will  answer  that  by  aaying  that  under  the  war-power  granted 
to  tbe  Governor  since  tbe  war  broke  out,  by  the  State  of  Rhode  Island,  Gov- 
emon  Spragne,  Cozzena  and  Smith  have  all  of  them  taken  the  responabiC^  to 
p^  certain  bills  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island,  whether  jostly  or  noL  They 
alone  can  answer,  it  is  not  fm  nte  to  say,  bat  I  know  the  present  Esecative,  as 
well  as  both  of  his  predecessote,  paid  bills  where  there  was  no  ditect  reeolntuin  of 
tbe  Legislature  to  pay  them. 

The  Governor.     Can  you  name  one  that  tl»  proaent  Ezecntive  paid  1 

Gen.  Cooke.  I  think  that  all  these  bills  that  your  Esoelleac^  mid  fin-  the 
nse  of  land,  and  damages  done  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  Island  (tf  Jameetown, 
by  tbe  Third  Cavalry,  came  under  tbat  head.  I  say  it  with  due  ra^eoL  I 
do  not  say  that  you  did  not  pay  them  ^perly.  That  is  my  private  t^iittion 
that  they  came  under  that  head.  I  don't  say  that  yonr  Ezoellem^  did  vimg 
in  it.  I  say  that  under  tbe  exigencies  of  tbe  time,  all  GovemMs  of  this  State 
during  tbe  rebellion,  have  actually  ordered  moneys  to  be  paid  where  there  wm 
no  direct  resolution  of  the  Assembly  antboriong  them  to  do  any  specific  act ; 
that  thor  issuing  these  orders  was  entirely  an  exenuse  of  (heir  discratim. 

The  Governor.  What  do  you  know  of  tbe  autlxnity  the  Governor  had  in 
these  matters? 

Gen.  Cooke.  I  have  always  been  ^miliar  with  tbe  acdtm  rf  the  Gmenl 
Assembly  in  these  matters. 

Tbe  Governor.  .  Xow  I  claim  that  every  dollar  I  paid  out  at  Janeetown  bw 
been  paid  with  snthority.  When  a  man  bad  a  honse  torn  to  pieces  by  tbe  aiw- 
aliy,  we  went  over  the  gronnd  and  estimated  tbe  damage,  as  best  we  could,  vith 
jndidons  men,  and  tbe  government  paid  it  to  us,  and  it  is  all  right 

Gen.  Cooke.  But  did  you  have  the  authority  of  tbe  State  (»-  Seeielaiy  </ 
War,  to  pay  these  bills  before  you  did  pay  them  ? 

"Hie  Governs.     X  had  tbe  authority  to  pay  everything  that  was  c 
•nd  proper. 

Gen.  Cooke.     So  did  Goremor  Spragne  and  Ooramor  Cooena. 
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Tits  Gorenior.  Then  why  did  thej  not  poraliuo  for  the  goTeroment,  vfaen 
Ihay  pnrcbued  at  all,  and  not  for  indiTidiul  pocketo  ? 

Oen.  Ccoke.  I  am  not  here  to  my  that  Governor  Spngoe  did  emyAing  U 
1m  ovght  to  havs  dene  it ;  but  in  the  ooone  of  tiua  ■rgaiDetit  one  qaeelion  nat- 
mlly  RDggeata  anodier,  althoagh  not  striotlf  opon  the  point  that  I  am  faera 
called  npon  to  testify  to,  yet  they  KKt  of  doretail  ene  into  the  otlier.  I  don't 
{Mtend  to  say  that  ereiy  doUar  yoa  pud  dove  at  Jamestovn  was  not  perfectly 
ri^t.  I  am  aaked  why  I  paid  the  interest  at  Qa  Globe  Bank  irithont  yoor 
Ezcellenoy'fl  approral,  and  in  retain  I  a^ed  you  if  I  did  not  pay  evoTj  nu^ 
faill  I  tboaght  right  long  before  getting  yonr  approval. 

The  Governor.  I  said  to  Gen.  Cooke  that  «U  billa  that  riionld  be  paid  tinder 
law  (V  aatbority,  he  mig^t  pay.  (Of  coarse  it  would  be  convenient  fer  the  par- 
tj  making  the  biU.)  When  they  were  lai^  they  were  not  pmd  ao  eaalj,  with- 
out my  appRtval.  The  State  had  to  fiirniah  money  to  pay  the  interest  in  this 
can  for  aoatefaody'B  benefit  oulade. 

Oen.  Cooke.  I  do  not  sgree  with  your  Excellency ;  that  is  yonr  opinion,  not 
mine.  I  think  the  bill  ia  right,  and  if  the  Committee  find  an  error  in  my 
Kooont,  I  will  restore  it  four  hundred  fold.  I  believe  my  acconnte  are  correct. 
I  never  p^d  a  bill  in  my  life,  while  I  was  Qnartermaster  General,  (without  the 
Governor's  approval,)  that  I  did  not  believe  and  know,  so  far  as  man  oould 
knew,  to  be  right.  Bills  that  I  have  been  ordered  to  pay,  (contracted  by  the 
Governor,)  of  conise,  I  had  no  latttode  with.  These  were  paid.  I  had  my 
TOWJieTB  kept  in'  these  nice  little  paper  boxes.  And  I  pded  the  Governor 
iriwn  I  brought  in  two  or  three  hundred  vonchers  in  duplicates  for  his  approval. 
Scmetimefl  it  was  two  months  after  the  bill  had  been  paid. 

The  Qovemor.     Why  was  it  necessary  to  have  the  Governor's  approval  ? 

Gen.  Cooke.  It  was  necessary  or  else  we  oould  not  get  the  money  from  the 
government. 

QneBticm  by  Committee.     Did  Governor  Smith  agn  the  bill  for  this  interest  I 

A.  He  says  not,  sir.  I  don't  know.  I  left  the  vouchers  at  his  office.  I 
pud  that  «8  other  bills  cmning  along.  I  never  knew,  till  I  saw  it  in  his  mo^tga, 
that  it  had  not  been  approved. 

Q.  Ton  dont't  say  that  all  bills  you  paid  were  af^mved  before  you  gave 
themnp. 

A.  Reoolleot,  if  you  please,  diat  I  was  at  Newport  when  my  successor  ww 
eboled,  (when  the  miliUa  bill  was  repealed,  and  every  militia  officer  was  out  of 
oAce;)  eertun  btlls  were  at  the  Ooveraor's office  at tlie  time,  and  that  h^pened 
to  be  one.  It  was  one  of  the  very  last  ones  during  my  administraticm.  That 
aeeonnts  fbr  its  wntttiDg  his  approval.  He  saw  fit  not  to  apjntive  it.  I  thuik 
the  lack  of  his  approval  would  militate  against  its  collection.

Gen.  Cooke.    Tes;  bol  you  have  nothing  to  credit. 

Q.  I  asked  yon  whether  Major  Sanford  had  aooess  to  the  hooka  of  yoo 
office  t  and  you  answerad  that  he  had,  at  any  ahd  all  times,  and  likewiss, 
yo^  staled  that  there  wore  one  or  two  lAoAa  employed  at  his  suggestion.

If  the  bin  from  which  this  has  been  made  mnce  it  went  out  of  my  hands  has  not 
been  altered,  it  would  correspond.      I  do  not  know,  whether  it  baa  been  altered. 

Q.     Do  you  know  whether  it  has  been  wUected  from  the  United  BWes? 

A.    I  do  not  know  any  farther  than  I  have  seen  in  this  Special  Message. 

Q.  Had  it  been  collected  and  moneys  received,  would  you  not  have  knoffi 
it,  if  it  came  into  the  Quartermaster  General's  department  ? 

A.  Not  necessarily ;  because  returns  made  to  the  Quartermaster  GeDcnl 
would  be  returns  fi>r  forage  and  Quartermaster's  stores,  and  it  would  not  be 
necessary  forme  to  split  up  tbe  amount  I  received  from  the  gavemmeDt  ana 
enter  it  in  dUftront  aooounts.  I  would  credit  tbe  United  Slates  with  so  mnch 
money  without  specifring. 

Q.  You  mean  that  you  had  an  account  fin-  clothing,  (br  fbrage,  and  fbrother 
diings,  and  that  you  6\A  not  credit  those  acconuts  according  to  the  amountiyM 


A.  No,  rir ;  and  for  thia  reason :  We  made  up  these  aoooonts  onoe  in  ibns 
jDODths,  and  they  were  pot  into  the  hands  of  Major  Sanford,  aod  hid  b  f 
tbroogh  a  great  many  hands  befbre  they  were  settled,  and  this  was  sn  opea 
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■coooDt  with  the  United  States  govBrnment,  and  if  they  paid  uiytUiig  on  tbem 
the  goTErnment  most  be  credited  in  account  with  that  payment. 

Q.  How  wonld  ycra  get  at  tiie  fact,  snppodng  a  certain  portiim  was  alknred 
erdiaallowed? 

A>  Yon  nerer  can  ^t  at  the  facts  nntil  you  strike  &  final  balance,  when  a 
final  judgment  is  paaeed  on  all  these  bills. 

Q.  Why  wen  these  oata  chatted  at  iwenty-fbnr  pounds  to  the  bushel  when 
the  standaid  is  dnriy-tiro  pounds  T 

A.  I  want  it  to  be  shown  to  me  by  mme  member  of  the  Committee  that  these 
Mta  were  bought  at  twenty-fbur  pounds  instead  of  tbirty-two  ponnds.  Take  these 
itens.  Here  is  a  charge  of  10,920  pounds  of  oats.  Tbe  amonnt  carried  out  is 
$S20  96.  What  proof  is  there  Jrom  that  entry  that  these  oats  were  pvrcbaBed 
at  twentyJbnr  ponnds.  There  is  no  price  fixed.  You  hsre  ^  to  take  the  nvm- 
bw  of  ponnds  and  diride  by  tbe  number  of  bushels,  and  get  the  arerage  weight 
per  buriiel. 

Q.     There  is  a  bill  in  which  that  is  made  up,  and  in  which  it  appears. 

A.  If  the  bill  has  not  been  altered,  it  ia  a  oopy  of  what  is  on  the  books. 
You  have  got  to  divide  tbe  amount  by  the  number  of  boshela  (b  get  tbe  prioe 
per  bushel. 

Q.  Them  is  a  bill  on  which  it  states  that  thero  wars  so  many  pounds  tothe 
bubel? 

A.  The  goTernmeat  sayf  you  shall  not  pay  but  forty-nine  cents  per  bnahel 
fir  oats;  but  everybody  knowait  is  impossiblo  to  g<t  them  at  that  prioe.  I 
knew,  aod  am  willing  to  swear,  that  we  would  not  have  oata  that  weighed  less 
thin  ihirty-two  pounds  to  the  bushel. 

Q.     What  oats  were  bought,  were  bought  at  tbir^-two  pounds  to  the  bushel  I 

A.  I  think  that  oats  were  bought  at  Pawtucket,  but  I  cannot  give  you  the 
iafbraiatioa  ezaotly.  It  was  the  iutention  to  boy  them  at  thirty-two  pounds, 
and  so  far  as  I  know,  they  were  always  booght  for  that. 

Q.  Could  it  bare  been  that  the  amount  of  this  bill  was  taraed  over  to  the 
quartemiaBtar  of  the  r^ment,  and  for  him  to  make  a  dispoution  of  it  ? 

A.     I  think  nut. 

Q.     Were  there  any  SQch  instructions  during  your  clerk-ship  1 

A.  Not  to  my  knowledge.  If  it  was  so,  I  shonid  think  it  was  wrong,  fbr 
any  aooouni  I  made  up  was  put  in  Major  Sanford'e  hands. 

Q.  Would  the  Qovemor  turn  it  over  to  the  quartermaster  of  tbe  regiment 
where  die  expenses  were  incurred  ? 

A.    No,  rir. 

Q.    You  do  not  know  but  tbe  oats  were  bought  at  forty-nine  cents  per  bushel 

A.  I  think  not.  I  think  the  oats  were  purchased  in  Pawtucket  by  Charles 
A.  Leonard,  quartermaster  of  that  regiment. 

Q.  Suppose  they  were  purchased  at  some  other  prioe  than  thirQr-two  ponnda, 
^  was  there  a  change  in  the  tall  T 
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A.  I  ny  theie  Mis  wen  cbaTged  to  tbe  gomniDeiit  at  just  wfaat  m  {«d 
for  tbeoi  at  thirtj'^wo  poandB  to  the  buafael. 

Q.     Bat  tbey  are  charged  at  tirentj-fbar  pounda  to  tbe  bmbel  f 

A.  Tbey  flgnro  at  twcntj-foar  poandi  when  they  talk  abmit  then  at  factf 
nine  oents  per  bushel,  but  we  did  not  bay  any  oata  at  49  oenta  per  bnriid. 

Q.  Do  yon  know  of  aoy  cases  during;  your  clerk-ship,  when  mooey  «m 
eolleeted  and  paid  over  to  any  ode  else  in  your  department  exeept  Q«n.  Prievt 

A.     Collected  by  some  other  party  than  Major  Sanfoid  ? 

Q.  Was  money  collected  from  acy  one  in  year  departraent  and  pmd  to  aaj 
one  else  than  Oen.  Friece  ? 

A.     I  don't  remember  any  sncb  caae? 

Q.  Honeys  coming  into  the  Qoartcnnaster  Oenerars  department,  ftna  any 
sonree,  wonhl  of  necesrity  go  to  Oen.  Frieie  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir  ;  so  far  as  qoar^nnaster  general's  etoree,  olMhiD^  aod  duBp 
of  that  sort  are  conoemed. 

Q.  Ton  think  it  wonid  not  be  poenble  that  a  bill  of  forage  like  that,  codl 
have  been  ooQeoted,  and  tbe  money  paid  orer  to  some  other  person  than  Geo. 
Friese?  • 

A.  I  don't  remember  any  enoh  ease.  I  don't  say  it  ia  not  paesible,  hot  I 
do  not  think  any  soch  ease  did  oooor. 

Q.     Did  yon  make  out  all  tbe  reqoiailaons  ? 

A.    No ;  die  requistion  was  made  oat  by  tlw  Qautetmaster  of  tbe  nffmaA 

Q.  When  yoa  paid  any  bills,  did  yon  at  onoe  ebaige  tbe  amosnt  pud  oat 
on  yonr  boc^,  to  show  tbe  transactiMi  ? 

A.     Yes,  sir,  every  day. 

Q.  When  tnlls  were  paid  to  tl>e  departmeat,  did  yon  credit  tin  amount  >o 
paid  in  all  instanoes  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir  ;  so  ftr  as  I  remember  now,  except  die  boree  aoeoont  and  Ae 
¥38,000, 1  told  yon  of  belbie. 

Q.  Did  yon,  in  keeping  your  books,  balance  tbe  aooonnts  whu«  tbe  deixt 
and  credit  sides  were  equal? 

A.  Tbe  cash-book  was  balanced,  and  the  ledger  was  balanced  erety  mootb, 
and  I  left  a  trial  balance  in  the  offlee.  I  hare  onderstood  from  tbis  expert  iris) 
examined  theee  books,  that  he  finmd  no  such  book  tbwe ;  bnt  I  am  positiTC  I 
left  it,  iitowing  tbe  balance  at  each  month. 

Q.     Did  yon  keep  any  bank  account  t 

A.     I  did  ;  I  kept  it  on  tbe  bank  pass  book. 

Q.  What  became  of  it  1  the  expert  says  that  it  is  tiot  to  be  fimad.  YoD 
did  not  keep  any  bank  Mcoont  on  your  ledger  ? 

A.  It  is  castomary  where  yen  have  two  banks  to  dt&w  from,  to  keep  taQy 
on  tlie  fly-leaf  of  the  check-book.  Where  you  have  but  one  bank  to  draw  fivn 
it  is  net.  I  had  bat  one  to  draw  &om,  tbe  Globe  Bank.  Hie  entnee  veie 
made  in  a  pM»book. 

Q.     Did  yoa  keep  any  aoooont  except  tbis  pavbo^  T 
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A.  Hw  IwlaiMe  of  the  caab-book  Bhowed  the  bahiKe  in  tha  bank  Many 
nmchanls  keep  an  acccnut  ^  what  tbe;  take  out  of  the  bank  and  iriut  ibaj 
depost.    I  poated  the  balaneee  fma  tb»  caidi-book  erery  montb. 

Q.  Ten  did  not  keep  a  regnlar  aocount  on  yonr  books,  tbe  eame  ai  yon  did 
with  any  regimaat  1 

A.  No,  tai ;  yon  will  not  find  one  aocoimtant  in  ten  tbat  does  tbat.  I  kept 
a  eaiit  aecount,  to  wkich  I  deUted  and  creditad  the  balanoan,  but  did  not  poot 
the  items. 

Q.  Wben  yon  deporited  miniey  in  the  bank,  did  yon  make  any  entry  npon 
ymr  each-book,  or  any  other  book  ? 

A.  I  deluted  txA  with  it  on  the  oad^book,  and  also  todc  the  pa»-book  to 
tlie  bank  and  had  tibem  enter  it,  whiob  was  a  reoeipt  friHB  tbem  that  I  had  de- 
poated  the  nnney. 

Q.     Wovdd  it  say,  "depoated  in  bank  ?  " 

A.     No.  ar. 

Q>    Ton  wonld  enter  it  on  the  debit  aide  of  tlie  oaab.book  ? 

A.  The  enby  would  bo,  "  Cash  aocoont  Dr.  to  Jamei  U.  Cntte,"  for  in- 
Manee,  fi>r  bo  moch  money. 

Q.     When  yon  deposted  yoor  money,  what  did  yoa  say  then  T 

A.  I  would  leave  that  on  the  blotter  nntil  night,  and  then  pnt  it  on  the 
eaih-book.  I  wonld  say,  deposited  in  the  bank,  or  aoinetfaing  to  that  effect. 
Honey  was  never  paid  ont  except  by  check,  except,  perhaps,  a  hundred  dollats 
m  tiie  drawer,  fiv. petty  cash  usee.  Money  was  not  p«d  out  to  anyooaadraable 
amonnt,  except  by  checks. 

Q.     Did  your  entries  agree  with  (he  cash  on  hand  ? 

A  Yes,  sir,  always.  If  they  did  not  agree  I  found  ont  when  the  etm 
nt. 

Q.  Do  yon  know  if  the  transportation  aooonnt  on  the  books  agrees  witii  the 
smoant  stated  in  the  report  to  the  General  Assembly  made  by  Qen.  Frien  1 

A.     I  have  not  exasuned  them. 

Q.  Do  yoo,  or  not,  know  whether  the  report  of  Qen.  Frieaa  agreea  with  the 
Menantfl  of  his  books  of  the  doings  (£  1862 ! 

A  The  statement  in  that  report  as  regards  transportation  was  taken  fiom 
&B  booka,  and  ongkt  to  agree  wUh  the  books.    In  my  Ofanion,  it  should  agree. 

Q.  As  regards  the  camp«qnipage  aooonnt,  is  it  yoor  opinion,  or  do  yoa 
know  that  that  agreed  with  the  report  above  stated  t 

A.  I  shoold  think  it  did,  from  neoesnty :  one  taken  from  the  other,  it  oa|^ 
tn  cotiespeDd  in  either  case. 

Q.  There  Is  another  aoooont  of  cape,  omning  in  the  same  oat^my.  In  yonr 
"fooeia,  should  that  agree  with  the  cAdal  report  rf  Oen.  Frioie,  to  the  Genenl 
AasenUyT 

A.    Cwtainly,  it  onght  to. 

Q.  Ton  gjve  yonr  0[nnion  in  the  same  manner  as  to  the  aeoonnts  of  booli 
iBdiboM,aiidtbeUediealDepartn»tt     . 
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A.  Ym,  nr:  tbe^  did  agree  wben  I  made  op  Ibe  uooimt ;  I  mtde  Aon 
np,  and  I  know  the;  agreed. 

Q.  Was  diere  anj  cash  eredita  upon  the  bookabntwbat  iraaicceired  it  my 
Hmt,  that  is,  moneys  not  actoallf  receired  from  4lie  United  Stales,  or  Genetil 
Treasorer,  or  Ktme  particular  individoat  with  wbom  the  QaartentUKUT  G«d- 
enl  had  some  account  to  settk  ? 

A.  That  vonld  be  a  false  entry.  I  did  not  make  any  blse  entries.  I  ude 
my  entries  from  the  &ct8  that  came  into  my  hands. 

Q.  Are  there  any  cash  credits  npm  the  books  bnt  ivhat  were  reoeived  m 
fiKt,  whether  the  cash  came  into  the  office  fitnn  one  sooice  or  snodier,  was  then 
any  entry  made  and  any  cash  credit  for  money  npon  the  books  bat  iriiat  wis 
aettlal^f  reoeired  in  the  department  ? 

A.  Not  to  my  knowledge.  I  eoold  not  make  my  cash  agree  at  the  end  (f 
the  inmth  if  that  was  so.  If  I  orerchargod  the  cash  I  fihottld  hare  hid  Ko 
much  cash  on  hand  at  the  end  of  the  month. 

Q.  Sappose  at  the  end  of  some  mtmth  your  cosh  hid  been  shrat  three  or 
Cmr  thousand  dollaiB? 

A.     Hat  might  anse  from  checks  not  benng  in. 

Q.    Snppodng  yon  could  not  find  it,  what  wonld  yon  do  7 
-  A.    I  should  find  it. 

Q.     Bnt  I  am  snppoeing  jon  coold  not  find  it  ? 

A.    I  toM  find  it  somewhere. 

Q.  Cheeks  not  being  in,  the  cash  woold  mn  orer :  there  would  he  a  Tvia- 
tionf 

A.     The  balance  of  the  cash  book  has  got  to  balance  the  hand  boA. 

Q.  Snppoae  yon  gave  a  check  to  me  for  S4,O00,  and  I  put  it  in  my  pocket 
and  went  to  New  York ;  yon  put  it  on  the  cash  book,  and  nud  the  book  op  ta 
tba  bank  for  them  to  pat  it  on — what  checks  yon  hare  drawn  and  what  oediK 
yon  hava-^  sbonld  appear  on  your  cash  book  and  on  your  aocooat :  you  kno* 
what  yon  hare  given  out,  and  what  yon  have  recMved ;  bat  it  may  not  appeir 
on  Um  bank  book? 

A.  It  shows  on  the  cash  book ;  I  am  not  going  to  wmt  till  yoa  get  bad: 
frm  New  Y<»-k  before  I  enter  it. 

Q.  All  the  payments  charged  vpon  the  books  of  the  department  are  eaatxt, 
in  yoiff  opinitm  t 

A.  They  were  intended  to  be  correct,  and  to  the  beet  c(  my  knowledge  tad 
belief,  they  are  correct.    I  do  set  make  ertonecos  entries  for  any  man. 

Q.  Were  there  any  faoises  on  hand  belonging  to  the  State,  when  On. 
If rieie  came  into  office  T 

A.  I  think  there  were  forty-five  horoM  belonging  to  the  let  Sbode  lAsi 
Cavalry,  at  Cranston  ;  they  were  sick  horses  sent  out  there  to  be  eared;  tolh* 
bnt  ot  my  remembranoe. 

Q.  6eu.  Friete  entered  vpon  the  duties  ot  bis  d&m  the  last  of  Dsoenbar, 
1861,  w  the  1st  <rf  Jannary,  1862.    Had  there  been  any  horses  fhrsi^  A* 
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labnd   Cavalry   about   that   timo?     WIidm  band-writing   is  that 
g? 

A.    I  aboatd  jodgs  it  to  be  the  band-writing  of  Qen.  Frieu. 

Q.  Ton  knew  when  yon  took  hold  witb  biin  tbat  tbeie  waro  foit;-ftTO  bones 
ont  there! 

A.     1  don't  know  where  I  got  tbat  information. 

Q.  Were  there  any  boms  delivered  to  the  Ebodo  Island  Cavali;  at  tbe 
time  Qen.  Frien  entered  npon  his  office  ? 

A.     I  don't  remember  u  to  that  point. 

Q.    If  there  bad  been,  who  were  thej  delivered  to? 

A.    If  I  was  not  there  in  the  office,  I  could  not  be  espeeled  to  knew. 

Q.  Yon  were  apeakiog  of  Quartermaster  Genorel  Stead's  admintstratioo. 
Ton  laid  thore  vers  lat  Regiment  horses  left  ont  there  to  Anesa  Sprague'a  ? 

A.  Hiat  is  what  I  understood.  I  know  nothing  aboot  tbat  depaHment. 
I  don't  know  whether  the  horses  were  delivered  to  the  1st  Bhode  Island  Cavalrj 
befitfe  that  dme. 

Q.  Was  there  a  list  on  nooid  when  Gen.  Ftieie  entered  on  the  Quarter 
BB«ter  General's  office,  in  a  book  or  in  any  form,  atating  the  amoont  and  dif- 
(■rent  kinds  of  property  turned  over  by  Gen.  Stead  to  Gen.  Frieie  ? 

A.  It  is  my  impression  tbat  there  was.  I  think  it  was  in  a  alatement 
drawn  np  by  Qen.  Steed  to  Qen.  Frieze,  giving  the  amennt  of  property  on 
hand.  I  don't  remember  the  Itemo,  nor  whethertbese  forty-five  horses  was  one 
«£  the  items. 

Q.  Did  yon  enter  that  npon  yonr  books  as  so  mnoh  property  with  whitb 
yon  entered  npon  yonr  department? 

A.     I  don't  think  I  did. 

Q.     If  yon  had  this  property  on  hand,  how  wonld  yon  eoeonnt  for  it? 

A.  There  was  one  man  that  had  obarge  of  tbe  clothing  department,  and 
another  of  quaitennasters's  ttorei.  This  mun  hsd  an  aoconnt,  and  the  other 
man  had  an  acconnt.  The  books  show  what  property  oamo  into  poasearion  of 
Oen.  Frieu,  from  Gen,  Stead.  They  don't  show  it  in  items,  bnt  they  show  it 
in  ameont,  aa  I  can  show  to  yon,  if  yon  wonld  oxsmine  the  books.  I  covld 
■how  yon  from  the  trial  balance  I  made.  The  books  in  tbe  clothing  department 
■bow  the  amount  which  Ocn.  Frieie  received  tnta  Gen,  Stead,  and  the  bocdts 
in  the  qnartermsster's  store  department  show  the  amount  of  qnartennaeter's 
■tores  reoaived,  or  ought  to. 

Q.  Tou  say  there  was  an  inventory  in  a  letter  leoeived  by  Q«n.  Fricse  fron 
Qen.  Stead;  what  did  yon  dowitbtiiat? 

A.  I  don't  know  what  haa  become  of  it  now ;  I  preanme  it  was  entered  io 
Ifaa  clothing  department  and  the  varioos  other  depattaients. 

Q,  Ib  it  yonr  opinion  or  not  that  there  slioiild  have  been  a  proper  reooid 
mde  npcn  the  booki  of  Gen.  Frieie,  of  the  property,  of  wbatwver  name  or 
natnie  turned  over  to  tbs  State  ?  .  , 

A.    Ipremtaa  them  waa  snob  a  reoocd  made,  h^  it  was  aot  nude  i^an  the 
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joanul  tW  «M  kept  is  tbo  office,  but  pnfaably  npon  the  joonal  kept  ii  Ae 
ekitbing  depaitmeat,  ind  the  Qiurtemuatera'  Btores  deputmott. 

Q.  Wu  then  an;  method  by  wkieti,  from  the  bocdu  joa  spt»k  (£,  the 
amoiint  of  property  tuned  ovw  to  Gen.  Frieie,  could  be  dotennined? 

A.  Tee,  as ;  M>d  then  wu,  moreorer,  the  unoont  of  clothing  tamed  orv, 
entered  upon  the  boolu  of  that  deputmeat.  Gen.  Steul'a  letter  oogbt  to  apee 
with  the  bo(du. 

Q.     How  would  it  be  with  tlie  boraee  1  a  there  a  )xme  departuuit  eefuitel 

A.     No,  nr ;  these  horaea  were  purchaaad  by  outaidB  parties. 

Q,     Were  they  not  purchased  by  the  State  of  Bhode  Island? 

A.     No,f<ir. 
■   Q.    K>wdoyon  knowitl 

A.  From  tbii  reason,  that  the  bills  wen  made  out  in  the  name  of  the  State 
of  Rhode  Island,  by  direction  of  Major  Sanibrd,  who  said  that  was  the  only 
way  to  ftdlitate  the  ctdleetkm ;  and  they  were  bills  of  private  parties. 

Q.  We  want  to  got  at  the  matter  of  the  ftnty-five  boraes ;  I  want  to  make 
a  point,  whether  any  recud  in  Gen.  Frien's  department  will  show  the  kind  c^ 
property,  and  the  amount  turned  over  to  him  by  Gen.  Stead.  For  instamx, 
you  lay  the  clothing  department  would  diow  by  its  books  how  much  there  was 
there ;  how  would  it  ahow  with  the  boraee  ? 

A.     It  is  my  impression  be  did  not  keep  any  horse  department. 

Q.     Did  Geu.  Frieze  during  bis  administration  keep  any  horse  department? 

A.  He  kept  a  horse  account,  but  it  was  so  email  that  there  was  no  neoeealy 
of  making  a  separate  department. 

Q.     We  want  to  know  what  became  of  those  horses  1 

A.     I  cannot  give  you  any  informatian  oa  that  point  now. 

Q.    Not  by  looking  at  Gen.  Frieie's  books  ? 

A.  "Hiey  nndoubtedly  belonged  to  the  Fust  B.  I.  Cavalry,  and  prohnhly 
were  returned  to  them.  Yob  can  very  readily  ascertain  by  sending  for  the  QnB^ 
tetmaster  of  that  regiment.         , 

Q.  Yon  think  it  would  not-  be  poenble  tat  the  books  ^  the  Qnartennaite' 
General  to  say  where  those  forty-five  boraes  went,  and  what  became  of  tJuot  t 

A.  No,  sir ;  there  is  no  reason  that  they  should  show,  becanse  the  Ikhbbs  b»- 
leaged  to  the  Fust  R.  I.  Cavalry. 

Q.  Hiat  don't  appear  in  evidence  yet ;  only  yon  say  so,  and  I  don't  difl|iale 
that  yon  are  sincere  in  that.  The  only  evidence  is  that  Gra.  Stead  did  tmn 
«nr  eettain  horaea  to  Gen.  Frien;  his  sucoeesor  in  office,  with  other  pnpewtjl 
'A.  Is  then  any  balance  to  this  horae  aooonnt  f  There  is  notUng  but  a  nten- 
orandnm.  The  horse  account  was  so  small  that  there  was  no  need  of  a  deput- 
ment.  T^  horses  were  fkimished  by  private  eontnot  ontsde.  Private  people 
Aimidwd  them.  He  general  government  directed  the  conlracta  to  be  girea  oat 
to  prirsle  parties. 
,Q.    Who  gave  them  oat  to  piirate  pwtiesT 

A.     That  is  nun  than  I  know. 
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Q.     Yon  nmui  tomjUae  Qmani  Ooreniment  mthoiiied  priTkto  pulieB  to 
fiinii^  honest 

A.     I  dunk  tbo  goremiiieiit  ftiitliiNued  Qoremor  Spta^ae  (o  pot  out  tbete 


Q.     And  priratA  parties  fiiniished  tbem  to  tlte  diffinent  regiments  from  this 
A.    The  QaartermMt«r  (renerkl's  department  did  sot  take  any  regnlation  of 


Q.  So  &r  as  you  ever  knev,  did  tbe  books  of  the  Qaartermaster  General's 
depaitment  of  this  State  show  that  Gen.  Prieze  had  anything  to  do  witli  tbe 
bun  contracts? 

A.  Tbe  books  do  not  show  tha  delivery  of  horses  to  batteries.  Qnn.  Frien 
never  lud  anything  to  do  with  purchaaing  horses  from  this  State,  so  far  as  I 
know,  judging  from  tbe  books. 

Q.     And  Bo  far  as  you  know  from  any  sonrce  ? 

A.     I  know  be  turned  over  boTses  to  some  regiments  and  batteries. 

Q.     Where  did  be  get  them? 

A.  Hut  is  more  than  I  know.  I  suppose  he  got  tliem  fi^m  these  parties  to 
ibom  diese  oootracts  were  giveD.     They  vent  through  Gen.  Frieie's  hands. 

Q.  Did  Oen.  Frieze  purchase,  or  cause  to  be  purchased,  bones,  or  make 
cratncts  far  purchasing  horses  for  this  State  ? 

A.  That  is  what  I  don't  know,  either  ftcm  the  books  nor  from  my  own 
knowledge. 

Q.  Bo  you  know  wbelJier  any  botsea  were  delivered  to  the  First  Cavalry  by 
Qen,  Frieie,  as  Qnartermaster  General? 

A.    I  doo't  recollect  as  to  that. 

Q.    Do  yon  know  fh>m  tbe  books,  or  from  yoor  own  knowledge  ? 

A  I  don't  remembw;  there  is  an  entiy  on  Major  Sanfbrd'a  report  Hat  so 
many  buses  were  coDecteif. 

Q.    Did  he  deliver  any  in  his  private  capat^  1 

A.     Not  to  my  knowledge. 

Q.  Then  be  did  not  deliver  any  as  &r  as  yon  know,  in  bis  private  or  publio 
capadty? 

A  I  d>ink  iu  his  capacity  as  Qaarteimaater  General,  ha  mi^t  have  taken 
araeeipt  from  tbe  Quartennaster  General's  department 

Q.  Then  they  must  have  passed  tbnni^  bis  hands,  and  b«  had  tbem  itt 
MMB  tana  w  in  his  stables? 

A     0,  yes,  sir. 

Q.  Tbm  be  did  have  the  horses  in  that  way?  Were  horses  oharged  in  the 
ngaHu  hooka  of  the  department  wliile  you  bad  charge  of  tbem,  to  the  first 
cavalry  regiment? 

A  No,  ^ ;  I  don't  think  diere  were,  to  tbe  best  of  my  reocdlwtiaiv  at 
Us  tins. 
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Q.  Well,  ovtride  of  tluut,  wen  there  not  Ikkmb  delirend  to  the  'EiM  Car- 
ftliy  Anragh  Uie  ageDcj  ctf  Gen.  Frieze  V 

A.    I  think  there  were. 

Q.    Bat  never  any  entries  made  npon  the  hooks  of  his  deputnent  i 

A.  No,  air ;  because  this  was  an  ontaule  transaction  ;  the  State  did  not  p^ 
for  them. 

Q.  The  Stale  has  paid  for  them.  Is  there  on  the  cash-book  a  credit  cf 
$8,400,  for  the  hone  aoooont? 

A.     Tes,  sir ;  that  is  uiy  impresnon. 

Q.  .  Can  jou  tell  me  where  that  ntonej'  came  from  ? 

A.     No,  sir;  not  at  (bis  tioie,  I  eau't. 

Q.     Is  there  anjrtbing  od  the  books  to  efaoir  where  it  came  from  ? 

A.  I  hare  not  ezaniinod  them  ;  there  ought  to  be,  I  suppose.  It  is  veij 
%Mtj  to  sit  liowD  now  and  ctltioise  how  tbcse  books  ought  to  he  kept ;  it  wai 
very  difficult  then,  to  keep  the  hooks  as  tbej  would  be  kept  now, 

Q.  Yon  Btj  there  is  a  credit  on  the  cash-book  of  SS,400  to  hotsa  le- 
eotint.  Now  can  jou  tell  me  where  this  money  came  from,  from  the  bod»,  v 
if  there  is  any  way  to  find  out  ? 

A.  1  don't  remember  now  wbcre  it  did  come  from.  I  know  that  cash  ii 
delnted  with  it  there;  that  I  had  the  money  and  deposited  it;  bat  where  it 
oame  from,  I  don't  know,  unless  the  entry  explains  it. 

Q.     Who  told  yoii  to  make  such  a  credit  to  borsu  account? 

A.     I  presume  at  the  time  I  knew  tbe  whole  IniDsactioQ. 

Q.     But  yoa  deu't  remember  now? 

A.     No,  sir.     That  was  three  years  ago. 

Q.  Is  it  your  opinion  that  the  books  will  show  the  nature  of  that  transse- 
tion,  as  to  where  the  money  came  from,  and  as  to  whose  instigation  and  npn 
whose  instigation  you  ploced  it  upon  tbe  books  ? 

A.  I  do  not  know  in  regard  to  tbat  tact.  I.  should  think  the  booli 
ongbt  to  show  it. 

Q.  Id  answer  to  my  prevloua  qneslion  about  the  properly  turned  over  by 
Gens.  Frieie  and  Sload,  do  you  remember  anytbiox  about  the  value  of  Ik 
property  at  that  time  ? 

A.  That  property  was  so  recently  purchased,  that  it  was  very  ea^  to  ascsr- 
tain  by  referring  lo  the  bill.  Since  I  beve  seen  the  Governor's  message,  I  han 
figured  it  up,  and  I  find  it  to  be  about  as  tbe  Governor  stated.  It  is  a  little 
leas  than  he  stated.  I  think  it  is  aboat  tST.OOO  instead  of  238,000.  It  ii 
Tery  easy  to  ascertain  by  taking  the  difierence  between  wbat  he  paid  and  irhat 
he  charged.  The  diffirence  must  represent  tbe  stock  on  hand.  There  was  no 
aooount  on  Gen.  Frieie's  books  of  thai  property,  other  than  in  the  approprisle 
department  where  it  belonged. 

Q.  When  property  was  issued  to  regiments  and  batteries,  of  whtierw 
natoreor  kind,  did  yoii  at  onoe  oharge  it  in  its  proper  plaoe  } 

A.     Yea,  nr.      It  was  my  intention  to  do  ao,  and  I  think  it  vaa  dont. 
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Q.  Sbonld  not  die  issoe  of  sach  property  appear  aa  oharged  npon  the  faooke 
alT^  to  keep  the  Mta  strsigbt  1 

A.     Yea.rir. 

Q.  Is  not  this  iaane  to  re^coentB  and  batteriea  included  in  the  Htatement  of 
l4nt  Is  chargeable  to  the  United  States,  as  in  the  report  to  the  General 
Ammbly  ? 

Q.  Do  you  know  what  amoont  was  paid  by  Grea.  Frieze,  of  liabilities  inctii^ 
rtd  by  Gen.  Stead  ? 

A.     I  think  abont  $70,000.     It  states  in  that  report  exactly. 
Q.     Is  there  an  account  of  snob  payment  in  the  books  of  the  department? 
A.     Tea,  dr:  all  bills  contracted  previous  to  18G2,  in  Qen.  Stead's  depart- 
ment. 

Q.  Was  there  an  account  kept  upon  yonr  books,  or  npon  any  books,  of  the 
pijinent  of  Oeu.  Stead's  llHlnlities? 

A.  There  has  been  p(dd  for  the  lialnlities  of  Gen.  Stead,  $74 — .27,  of 
eoorae,  I  got  that  firom  somewhere,  and  there  was  no  place  to  get  it  from  but  the 
books.  I  had  no  other  place  to  go  to,  and  I  made  up  that  report,  so  far  as 
flgores  are  concerned,  from  the  books. 

Q.  Do  yon  know  what  tike  amount  of  the  aoconnts  was  in  the  hands  of  the 
Slate  Agent  fi>r  oolloction  (rf'  the  United  States,  Ist  of  Jonoaiy,  1863? 

A.  It  is  iny  impreaaon  at  thb  &ne,  that  I  made  up  the  entire  account 
to  Janoary,  1863,  for  all  materials  delivered  to  the  United  States,  and  put  them 
in  Major  Sanibrd's  hoods. 

Q.     I  ask  you  if  you  know  the  amonnt. 

A.  I  answer  I  can  tell  you  by  referring  to  this  printed  report :  "  There  is 
chargeable  to  the  United  Slates,  ibr  ocoonnts  of  regiments  and  batteries, 
1254,177.94. 

Q.  Then  do  you  know  the  amonnt  of  the  accounts  in  the  hands  of  the  State 
Agent  for  oollection  of  the  United  States  at  that  time,  January  I,  1863  'i 

A.     That  is  the  amount  he  has  already  colleoted,  leaving  the  balance  in  the 
hands  rf  the  State  Agent,  for  collection  of  $190,084.85.    That  ought  to  be 
the  aggregate  of  the  accounts  which  weie  made  up  to  the  Ist  of  Jonuoiy,  186S, 
fiv  coUae^n. 
Q.    Who  was  the  State  Agent? 
A.     Major  S.  P.  Sanf(«d. 
Q.     That  statement  lb  correct  ? 
A.     Of  course  it  is  correct. 

Q.  Is  ^  amonnt  stated  by  the  Quartermaster  General  to  the  General 
Aaembly,  correct? 

A.     Yea,  nr,  it  is  correct ;  it  is  a  copy  of  the  books  of  the  Quartermaster 
General's  Department.  I  had  no  other  sonroe  to  moke  up  the  record  from. 
Q.     Did  yon  or  not  make  up  that  report  ? 
A.    Tea,  at;  I  made  it  vp. 
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Q.     Under  tbe  dinctioii  of  Gen.  Friue  ? 

A.  This  report  la  nothing  mora  thjui  a  tmiacript  of  (he  hibncea  of  dw 
books.  When  I  say  that  these  iccoanis  were  made  ap,  there  are  tbeee  items 
here  which  I  am  not  ro  poative,  have  ever  beea  made  off  mto  form  br  ndledaDn 
of  the  United  Stales,  but  charges  for  all  kinds  of  material  fanurited  np  to 
1st  Deoember,  1863.  I  am  very  poailiTe  I  did  make  thorn  aoooontB  t^.  Hen 
an  items,  such  as  Io>^  tnnqiortation,  printing,  services,  tekgnphing.  &c-  1 
don't  know  that  those  wera  ever  taken  off  into  any  aeconnts  fw  ULajar  Saniod. 
WhereTer  tbera  was  anytlung  to  be  (Charged  to  the  regiments  that  was  taken  off. 

Q.     Did  you  make  oat  all  lbs  bills  pot  into  Ujg.  Sanford's  hands  to  ooUeetT 

A.  Yes,  sir ;  I  made  them  oat..  The  bills  wen  nothing  men  tbao  tapu 
of  tbe  ledger,  with  the  items  entered. 

Q.     Yon  made  ont  all  the  bills  for  horses? 

A.  I  don't  remember  as  to  that  point,  irtwlher  they  were  made  oat  m  nj 
hand  writing  or  not.     The  bills  for  material  I  made  oat  for  Maj.  Sanfovd. 

Q.     Who  would  make  oat  the  lalla  if  yoD  did  not? 

A.  As  these,  were  private  contracts  given  oat,  they  might  have  made  out 
the  bills. 

Q.     Did  yoa  make  ont  any  horse  Inlls  7 

A.  Major  Sanford  can  tell  yoa.  I  am  not  sappoeed  to  reooUeot  eveiTtluBg 
that  took  place  three  years  ago. 

Q.     Was  Maj.  Sanford  &eqnently  in  your  office  ? 

A.     Yes,  mr;  constantly. 

Q.  Did  he  have  access  to  tbe  books  of  the  depaila»nt  for  anytfaiiig  h> 
wanted  to  see? 

A.     I  was  ready  to  exphun  it  to  him. 

Q.  Did  Maj.  Sanford  come  ii^  yonr  office  at  his  pleasore,  and  go  to  tbs 
safo  or  shelves  t 

A.     He  never  had  access  to  the  safo. 

Q.  I  meant  that  place  wbere  the  bot^  wen  kept,  and  whether  be  helped 
himself  to  books  without  aakiug  any  one  ? 

A.     I  don't  think  he  woald  be  likely  to  do  that.     I  don't  think  he  did. 

Q.  Do  yoa  remember  if  there  was  any  foree  em^oyed  in  tbe  QaartemssiB 
Qeneral's  office,  on  books  or  accounts,  which  wen  kept  dten  by  the  advice  tf 
the  Suttt  agent,  Mr.  Sanford,  dunng  tbe  year  1862  ? 

A.  There  was  a  clerk  there  that  assisted  me  ;  that  was  Uie  only  tme  I  know 
of. 

Q.  Did  Major  Sanford  recommend  to  the  Qoertermaster  Genenl,  for  his 
department,  the  employment  <^  certun  clerk  or  derks,  for  tbe  porpooe  of  ^ 
ting  the  aoooants  rf  that  office  in  proper  shape  to  be  settled  by  tlie  g/meni  gor- 
emment? 

A.  No,  sir,  not  to  my  knowledge ;  he  would  not  be  yocj  likdy  to  mike  saiii 
a  BUggostion  to  me. 

Q.    Were  than  any  such  men  em|doyedt 
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A.  No,  sir ;  I  mode  the  acoonnto  up  myaelf,  sHd  mtde  them  up  nnder'tbe 
(firaetioii  of  MaJOT  Saofbid.      To  the  best  of  my  recollection  at  [voaeiit,  there 

Q.  Did  Major  Sutfbrd  take  apon  him  to  di«tftte  to  the  QuBTt«nni0ter  Gene- 
lal's  department  the  porticnlar  form  in  «4uch  the  accounts  ebonld  be  made  ? 

A.  To  the  best  of  my  reoolleotion  his  advice  woa  alttaya  asked  and  always 
fidlinrad. 

Q.  Then  we  nnderstand  that  he  did  not  take  it  npon  himself  anthoritatively 
to  Rotate  to  yon,  but  his  advice  waa  asked  ? 

A.     I  ray  Ibi  advioe  was  asked  and  fbllowed. 

Q.     Wonld  not  Major  Sanford  obtmde  his  advice  ? 

A.  To  the  beat  of  my  knowledge  and  belief  his  advice  was  always  aijked  and 
IbUowed.  I  know  there  was  no  one  more  anxioos  to  have  these  settled  than 
Oen.  Fnese  was.  Everybody  was  green  in  military  matters,  and  Major  San- 
hti  ma  posted.  He  had  been  to  Waslungton  and  retnined  many  times,  and 
tbeie  was  no  <»ie  more  capable  of  ^ving  a  correct  ojnnion  than  he. 

Q.    bito  wbooe  hands  i6i  these  aeconnis  go  for  oolleotbn  when  made  out  ? 

A.    They  always  went  into  Major  Sanford'i  bands. 

Q.  And  he  pc»nted  out  any  errors  in  those  bills,  and  the  letters  were  made 
to  rait  dw  form  in  which  he  though  they  ongbt  to  be  ? 

A.  Tea,  sir.  Major  Sanfbrd  vas  vety  likely  to  know  id(»«  than  I  did,  being 
Bonstandy  in  conneotion  with  Ae  department  at  Washington. 

Q.     Did  Major  Sanford  dictate  the  manner  of  his  own  accord  ? 

A.    I  don't  nnderstsnd  what  you  mean. 

Q.     Did  yon  make  the  bill  first  and  submit  it  to  him  aftsrwards  ? 

A.  No,  ar ;  I  think  his  advice  was  asked  and  foUowed  in  reference  to  tbe 
Uk 

Q.  Did  Major  Sanford  give  tMs  advioe  without  consulting  the  department  at 
WiiUngtoiit 

A.     I  don't  know  where  he  derived  his  Tiews  about  them. 

Q.  Did  he  take  InUs  which  were  returned  becanse  there  were  things  inad- 
munble? 

A.  It  is  my  impreaion  that  we  made  ont  Mnne  of  those,  fonr,  five  and  dz 
times.  Major  Sanford  knows  how  many  Snndays  we  worked  npon  them  in  the 
eOee  together,  I  know  there  is  no  man  worked  more  futhfully  fbr  the  State 
than  I  did.  Major  Sanford  and  I  were  always  on  the  best  terms.  We  worked 
together  for  tbe  good  of  the  State. 

Q.  Do  you  know  anything  about  this  ontside  traoBaotioo,  oommonly  called 
tbabofse  trade? 

A.     Not  mneh. 

Q.  Do  you  know  anything  about  the  aooonnt  between  Ae  Olobe  Bank 
■nd  the  State  of  Rhode  Island  1 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.    How  did  it  oricbwta,  and  what  wu  the  nature  of  it  T 
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A.  I  doo't  know  anytlimg  xbont  tbe  first  point,  bnt  I  can  tell  jon  ibt 
duncter  of  it.  The  Obbe  Bank  paid  out  mouej  tm  memoraiidBm  ebeeke  for 
the  purchase  of  these  faorsea.  And  when  the  bills  were  made  ont  againtt  Ae 
United  States  for  these  horees,  and  the  atnoant  wu  oolleet^d  b;  Major  Sanfoid, 
tbe  Globe  Bank  wu  reimbnned  on  these  cheeks,  and  the  check  was  caaoelled. 
Isappoee. 

Q.  Wan  there  an  aoconnt  opened  at  tbe  Quaitermaster  Generars  d^iit- 
DMnt  of  that  tnnsBcUon  t 

A.    No,  sir. 

Q.     Can  f  on  tell  me  anv  reason  wbj  it  should  not  appear  there  1 

A.     I  don't  know  an;  reawn  why  it  shonld. 

Q.     Do  yon  know  what  that  money  wae  used  fort 

A.  I  know  it  was  used  for  tbe  purchase  of  hones.  I  bave  always  beta 
mfonned  it  was. 

Q.     Who  were  the  horses  for  that  were  purchased  with  that  money  T 

A.     DiSerent  reipments  and  batterioa. 

Q.  If  Ibe  moo^  was  need  fbr  tbe  porchase  of  boraes  for  regimentn  and 
fattleriea,  iHiat  reason  is  then  why  the  tnusaetira  sbonld  not  appear  npon  tbt 
books  of  tbe  proper  department  ? 

A.  In  tbe  first  place,  a  good  Teason,  because  the  State  of  Bhode  Island 
kad  DO  businesa  to  go  to  the  Qlobe  Bank  for  the  money  ;  for  its  aooonnt  was  orer- 
drawn  at  the  Bank  of  Noith  America,  so  that  it  could  not  buy  horees  at  that 
time. 

Q.     Did  tbe  State  of  Bhode  Island  go  to  the  Globe  Bank  ? 

A.  No,  nr.  In  this  testimony,  I  am  not  speaking  npon  any  certain  infw- 
mation,  beoanae  I  bad  no  connection  with  the  matter.  If  I  bad  been  appointed 
olerk  of  one  of  these  contraotors,  or  men  that  kept  the  horses,  I  should  have 
known  about  iL     They  are  as  much  ootside  to  me  as  to  yon. 

Q.  Did  yon  understand  from  hearsay  or  otherwise,  in  the  Qnartermaster 
General'B  department  or  elsewhere,  that  this  was  an  outside  transaction  ? 

A.  I  always  understood  that  it  wu  an  onteide  piece  of  bnaneas,  and  so 
all  of  na  nnderstood. 

Q.  Do  you  remember  whether  yon,  as  book-keeper  in  the  Quartermaster 
General's  department,  charged  any  items  to  tbe  State  of  Rhode  Island  ? 

A.  It  is  my  im[Hession,  that  towards  the  last  of  1862,  there  was  sneh  a 
i^arge,  and  if  it  was  made  on  the  books,  I  ondonbtedly  made  it;  beeaose  do 
Other  peraon  ever  wrote  on  the  hooka  hut  myself.  I  don't  reoollect  it,  but  it 
there  is  such  an  entry  there,  I  made  it. 

Q,     Do  yon  know  bow  many  horses  there  were  pnrebased  in  the  oolaide 


A.     (After  a  computation  from  tbe  items  menttoaed  in  the  report,  the  wit- 
less said  that,  in  1662,  there  wore  1121. 
Q.     How  maoy  did  yon  ny  ? 
A.     Fifteen  hnndred  and  Mven^thiee  boTMS,  u  CdUows  :— 694, 265.  IM, 
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301,  113;  total,  1578.  The  oollection  of  two  hnodred  ind  sixty-two  wu 
made  March  3d.  Those  figures  are  uJim  from  the  letters  of  Ghn  Vneso  in  (he 
Bobedole  for  18C4. 

Q.     So  foo  know  imjthiiig  about  the  nmoout  paid  for  those  horses  ? 

A.     No,  sir,  I  do  not. 

Q.     Do  ;^  know  anything  abont  the  payments  ior  these  horses  ? 

A.     The  payments  to  the  individuals  from  whom  they  were  bou^t? 

Q.     Of  course,  Ae  money  must  have  been  collected  from  the  United  States, 

I  and  as  a  natural  oonsequenee,  we  must  suppose  tliat  they  were  collected  through 

tiw  State  Agent.    Do  yon  know  anything  about  the  time  tbey  were  colleeted  1 

A.     I  B<n't  know  anything  about  than  at  this  time. 

Q.     Did  the  money  come  into  the  Qnartermaiiter  (^neral's  Department ! 

A.  No,  sr.  It  went  to  the  Olobe  Bank,  and  the  checks  were  canoelled. 
It  came  direct  tn  Gen.  Fiieze  from  Maj.  Sanibrd. 

Q.     Did  it  oome  to  him  as  Quartermaster  General  ? 

A.  Maj-  Sanibrd  can  teH  you ;  he  has  got  his  receipts  probably.  I  tell  yon 
frankly,  I  don't  know  anytlung  about  it,  more  than  everybody  else  has  heard. 

Q.     Do  you  know  who  these  parties  were  ? 

A.  Gen.  Frieze  states  in  his  letter  that  tboy  were  T.  A.  Howland  and 
Amaaa  Spragne. 

Q.     Do  you  know  who  employed  them  ? 

A.  I  do  not.  They  were  oontraotors.  I  do  not  know  who  they  got  tbeir 
anthniQr  fivm. 

Q.  Wbo  had  the  direction  and  delivery  of  these  borses  to  the  different  regi- 
ments, after  they  wer«  purchased  by  this  man  f 

A.     I  don't  nmember  as  to  that  point  either. 

Q.     Did  Gen.  Friete  have  it  or  not? 

A.    I  don'tremembw. 

Q.  If  Gen.  Frien  did  not  have  anything  to  do  with  it,  why  should  he  havo 
aoythiag  to  do  with  the  Globe  Bank,  in  a  transaction  of  this  nature.  Did  Gen. 
Frien  and  BIr.  Howland  consummalA  the  transaotion? 

A.  I  have  always  understood  that  A.  &  W.  Sprague  went  as  security  for 
tlwae  (jiecks  at  the  Gk>be  Bank. 

Q.  Did  A.  &  W.  Sprague  make  a  ocmtroot  with  the  Government  titem- 
lelvBsf 

A.    I  dtm't  know. 

Q.     Did  Gon.  Frieie  have  anything  to  do  with  making  the  contract  f 

A.     I  don't  know.     I  can't  swear  to  that  positively. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  he  contracted  with  Amasa  Sprague  and  T.  A. 
Howland  to  purchase  these  borsea  ? 

A.     I  never  heard  any  t«e  say,  and  never  saw  the  contract. 

Q.  Then  was  nothing  upon  liie  books  la  show  that  he  hod  anytlung  to  do 
withitT 

A.    Gertunly  not.    If  it  was  an  ootode  transaction  I  should  not  have  known. 
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Q.  Did  eitber  of  dwse  ganUemen  ever  oome  into  your  office  to  do  axj  bna- 
nesB  with  yon  ? 

A.     No,  sir.     ■ 

Q.     Did  tbey  liave  any  boBUMB  with  Gen.  FiiuQ  ? 

A.     I  don't  reoolleot  any  instance. 

Q.  It  seeiuB  l^  the  General  Tmunrer's  npott,  that  be  haa  charged  d» 
Qnartenoaater  General  with  94,000,  vhicb  does  not  tffaar  to  haTs  been  end- 
il«df 

A.     I  know  the  whol^  bsniaction.     The  money  was  for  qiecaal  bmnly  pa-  • 
poaea,  and  I  think,  that  nnder  the  direction  of  Qen.  Frien,  I  paid  out  sonw  (5 
and  $10  per  head,  and  I  am  oertain  that  I  made  np  the  aoooatkt.  and  with  6» 
aooompanying  vouchers,  cairied  them  to  the  Adjutant  General's  office. 

Q.    Does  the  som  of  $4,000  appear  apoa  your  books? 

A.  It  has  no  tnunneas  there :  beeanae  the  drafts  drawn  npoi  Qea.  FsAcc 
fyr  this  money  were  drawn  in  soma  of  $500  each,  eight  of  tbnn  making  $1,000, 
and  charged  to  the  sccoiut  <^  Special  Bounty  Fund ;  and  if  yoa  will  look  ia 
the  Bchedak  for  1863,  you  will  find  be  has  charged  that  ammuit  in  there.

A.     Yes,  sir  :  I  think  yon  wiU  find  it  ao. 

Q.  That  money  was  paid  ont  for  bonnty  pnrpoaes  at  95  and  $10  per  Imd, 
Who  was  it  paid  to  T 

A.     It  was  paid  to  A.  B.  and  C,  I  BUj^mae. 

Q.    Does  anything  show  whom  1 

A,     No,  sir. 

Q.    Why  oonld  not  that  money  be  paid  in  the  other  channel  1 

A.  If  it  had  been  paid  out  in  cash  from  the  Qnartermaster  General's  dq«rl- 
ment  it  would  have  been.  I  suppose  OoTemor  Spragoe  had  as  much  co^ 
dence  in  Oen.  Frieze  as  in  any  other  man,  and  he  was  aelaoted  to  piy  it  oak  I 
don't  say  that  Gen.  Frieie  reoeived  it  as  Qoaitermaster  OeaeraL  He  did 
receive  it. 

Q.  Do  yon  know  of  your  own  knowledge,  or  ean  you  tell  from  any  faookR, 
what  became  of  it  ? 

A.  Yes,  or ;  I  caii  tell  of  my  owu  knowledge.  I  made  up  the  aoeoiali. 
and  with  the  aooompanying  vouobors,  plwed  it  in  tbe  Adjutant  General's  offise. 
There  were  just  $^,000  paid  out  to  a  cent,  to  the  best  of  my  reocdlectko  sad 
belief.

Q.     Can  Jim  name  any  nmner  that  had  that  at  that  time  ? 

A.     No,  air ;  I  cannot  recollect  any  at  this  time. 

Q.  Can  yon  show  by  any  books  and  papers,  or  any  witness  that  yon  paid 
95  and  SIO  a  bead  during  September  and  October,  1S62  ? 

A.     ^Hm  TonchoTfl  will  show  it. 

Q.     Where  are  the  voooherBl 

A.  I  jdaced  them  in  the  Adjutant  Qeneral'i  office.  I  don't  know  whether 
they  are  there  now  or  not. 

Q.  Were  any  Tonchers  in  that  office  that  were  passed  thnngh  your  office, 
that  will  show  that  anjr  man,  or  conndenble  nnmber  of  men,  had  $5  and  $10 
ferhead? 

A.  The  Tonohers  I  pnt  there  will  show  it.  I  did  pnt  ,ToaoheTB  there  that 
will  show  it. 

Q.     For  what  regiments  were  men  fiimished  at  that  time? 

A.  I  think  the  Second  Cavalry.  I  will  not-  Bay  poatiyely ;  and  it  was  not 
confined  to  any  particular  regiments.  Every  regiment  was  reomiting  at  that 
time.    It  was  all  paid  for  bead  money.    It  was  paid  to  tbe  numen.

A.  I  do  not.  Major  Sanfbrd  has  testified  before  a  ccHnmittee  here  once,  in 
August,  1862. 

Q.  Abont  this  $4,927,  is  it  mentioned  in  Gen.  Frieze's  statement  in  the 
raport  to  tbe  General  Assembly  f 

A.  It  is  my  impression  that  the  balance  of  that  money  is  connected  in  some 
way  with  the  hone  account.  In  tbe  early  part  of  my  testimony  I  said  that  we 
turned  over  $53,000  to  the  General  Treasurer.  Now,  there  is  an  item  here  that 
Major  Sairfbrd  says  he  collected,  of  $16,888  87,  and  we  credited  tbe  United 
States  Treasniy  with  only  $6,888  87 ;  and  tbe  balance  of  $10,000,  was  turned 
over  to  8.

A.    We  supposed  Gen.  Parker  would  credit  it. 

Q.    It  came  through  your  office  ? 
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A.    Could  be  not  ixn  cradited  it  f    It  is  etsj  to  mik«  Ibat  tatij. 

Q.     DoB't  jonr  bixAa  tliov  tfait  it  ma  chirged  to  Goi.  Parker  1 

A.  No,  nr.  It  mi  turned  over  to  bin  direct];,  withont  goiog  oe  our 
bookc. 

Q.     Why  Rboald  yon  pot  only  t6,888.87  on  your  booked 

A.  I  n[^ooe  tben  «ai  aone  good  touob  kt  that  tirae ;  I  doa'l  ksow  vbit  ' 
it  ma  now.     I  knoir  Oeo.  Parker's  aoeoQDla  abow  the  S10,000. 

Q.     Yon  an  anm  yon  paid  it  over  to  faim  I 

A.  When  we  get  detailed  aOteneot*  from  Oen.  Parker  we  shall  Iia  aible  ta 
tell.  If  yon  will  be  kind  enoagh  lo  look,  be  credita  us  with  t5S,000.  Tb* 
anionnl  of  collection!  received  from  Major  Sanford  in  that  year,  takbi  oat  the 
horae  Moonnta,  vaa  jnat  abont  tbia  sam. 

Q.  How  kmg  after  it  was  received  befor«  it  was  paid  over  to  the  Goml 
Treaanrorl 

A.  I  Mppoee  it  was  paid  orer  instantly,  or  aa  loon  aa  the  neceaaaiy  acaooiii 
was  made  ont.

A.    I  collectMd  the  amonnt  of  S12,1S5 ;  SI5,978.S0 ;  $14,500 ;  $231,178. 

Q.     To  wham  did  yva  pay  the  money  that  yon  ccdieoted  ?

S.  Tranaportalion  and  qoarten  for  troops  at  reasonable  rales  will  be  paid  Ibr,  Tranipor- 
tation  is  restricted  to  Ibe  nsnal  routes  and  modea  of  coDTe^ance,  and  exeaaslTe  qoantlllea  will 
mt  be  recogniied.  Vagon  hire  tor  Ike  tnospoitation  of  the  men  thtsDselvee  will  BM  be  sano- 
lioDed.  Cbargea  for  transpurtaiiofi  bf  lailroad,  or  other  publio  coavtjtBet,  mnet  be  acoom- 
paaied  iy  biUM  of  lading  in  cases  of  property  or  supplies)  and  fbr  troops,  ths  nombar  of  man, 
Willi  the  regiment  or  corps,  must  be  distinctly  set  fbrth,  and  when  Ibe  aams  baa  been  done  !■ 
pDnoanca  of  a  coatiact,  the  eoatraet  must  accompoair  tha  voudiera.

A.    Hw  charitable  construct  ion  is,  that  it  was  a  mistake. 

Q.     Have  they  |;ot  the  pa;  for  them? 

h..  Tliis  VBS  Ibe  Srst  yeai  of  the  war ;  when  the  State  made  out  the  olatm 
■gtinst  the  United  States,  we  got  iO  per  cent,  of  it.  Bat  of  oonne,  the  fint 
thing  that  is  to  be  done,  is  to  admit  to  the  United  Statestbat  we  have  noohaigt 
of  one  handred  and  ninetj  horses. 

Q.    Wbo  made  up  tlie  aoeount  of  1861  against  the  gOTemmentl 

A.     Geu.  Stead. 

Q.  Did  the  State  pa;  for  these  one  hundred  and  ninety  bones,  wa  efaaifed 
to  the  United  Sutesi 

A.  I  said  Uiat  these  were  one  hundred  and  ninety  more  than  we  em 
hovght  or  pud  for.    It  was  first  made  up  in  Oen.  Friexa's  office  in  lti42. 

Q.    Do  yoB  know  whether  that  is  oorrect,  or  not  T 

A.    It  is  not  csmet 
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Q.    If  lliore  were  my  emn  in  making  it  op,  stete  tbeni.  - 

A.  There  are  4  greit  raaoy  errors  in  it,  ^r.  There  were  clencal  enos  of 
nob  a  natara,  that  the  aoeoaut  was  withdnwD  at  oooe.  Oen.  Stead  «u«>- 
plojed  to  make  out  ■  new  one  for  bis  own  jear. 

Q.     Has  that  atconnt  been  corrected  uad  presented  since  ? 

A.  Tbe  aooonot  now  before  the  Uaited  States,  (tho  one  to  which  thej  nor 
take  exception,  $228,000,)  ie  the  accoant  made  ont  bf  the  State  m  place  rf 
the  ooe  jiut  alluded  to. 

Q.     Will  it  be  oeoesaar;  to  moke  this  account  over  agatal 

A.  I  don't  think  we  would  have  a  right  to  make  it  over  again;  we  n^ 
oorrect  the  errors  in  it.     The  account  bclona;B  to  the  antborities  atWaAingUH. 

Q.  Do  jou  think  the  account  as  corrected,  was  made  up  by  a  compeUot 
pereon,  or  with  sufficient  care? 

A.  I  should  think  Qen.  Stead  was  a  competent  person ;  but  I  don't  UnA 
there  was  sufficient  care  used  in  making  up  the  account. 

Q.  Ton  mentioned  accounts  collected  in  1861,  please  state  if  job  collected 
tbe  mm  of  816,000. 

A.    I  did  not. 

Q.  Stftto  if  jou  know,  whether  this  money  came  frotn  the  Uaited  States,  or 
aotT 

A.  I  Bhould  not  be  competent  to  decide  that  it  did  not  some  tram  any  it- 
dartment  (^  the  United  Stales.  It  could  not  come  from  the  Qmrtenaistcr 
Qeneral'a  department ;  tieitfaer  ii  tliere  any  auch  sud  of  money  credited  to  u; 
transportation  account  that  we  have. 

Q.     To  tbe  best  c£  your  belief,  did  it  come  from  the  United  States,  or  bUI 

A.  It  did  not  come  from  the  Quartermaster  Qeneral's  department,  not  wiD 
it  be  found  charged  there.     I  cannot  imagine  where  it  did  come  from. 

Q,  The  reason  of  asking  this  question,  is  because  a  credit  appears  in  tlie 
General  Treasurer's  report  of  S15.000  to  the  credit  of  the  United  States  oa 
acoount  of  tTHnsportBtion,  and  we  want  to  have  it  explained. 

A.  It  would  embarrass  me  very  much  to  present  that  transportation  leeocnt 
to  the  United  SUtes,  that  I  have  now  presented,  and  not  credit  the  S15,OO0  oo 
it  wbioh  the  report  states  they  have  paid.  I  hare  taken  great  pains  to  see  bow 
that  could  have  been  paid,  and  I  am  satisfied  that  the  United  States  neter  piid 
«•  moh  a  sum  of  money  on  transportation,  and  oonsequently  I  shall  not  pMseal 
that  transportation  aocount  with  that  deduction.  The  reason  for  my  koowiog 
this  is: — The  transportation  of  tbe  1st  Regiment  was  by  steamer  to  Washing- 
.too.  tbe  "  CoatiacoalooB  "  and  "  Bienville."  There  is  oo  such  credit  asthli 
on  that  Booonnt.  Tbe  nest  transportation  was  for  "  Battery  A,"  euaetinMS 
called  "  the  2d  Battery,"  and  the  2d  Regiment,  amounting  to  $12,165,  whiii 
I  eolleeted;  conaequently  itoould  not  have  been  that.  They  went  in  JaoetDd 
I  collacted  tbe  money  of  the  United  States  after  paying  it  oat  for  Bbode  Isliod. 
Xbe  next  transportation  was  fbr  the  3d  and  4th  Regiments  and  Batteries  "B," 
"C"  Mid  "D,"  amounting  to  (15,978,80;  and  I  paid  ibrthat  tn&sporta- 
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tion  with  Rhodo  laUnd  money  and  oolleoted  it  of  tte  United  States,  and  pasted 
it  over  I  sappoia,  to  Gen.  Stead.  It  is  admitted  to  have  been  received  b; 
the  General  Treaaaiy.  Tbat  is  ail  the  tran sport ation  that  tlie  State  farniihed. 
It  had  DO  Mber  troopa  to  farobh  it  for  at  that  date,  and  the  tranHportation  nas 
paid  for  by  the  United  States. 

Q.     What  amomit  did  joa  oolleot  of  the  United  States  in  1862  ? 

A.  I  ctdleoted  $30,130,  fbr  262  horses  as  one  item.  The  next  colleolioD 
wu  Ibr  594  liorses,  and  amounted  to  $68,310.  The  next  collecdon  was  on 
aeoonnt.of  clothing,  and  amoimt«d  to  $43,440  88.  The  next  coUeotion  was 
fbr  265  horses,  and  amounted  to  $30,475.  The  next  was  on  account  of  trans- 
portatiiHi,  and  amounted  to  $4,9ST  ;  and  tiie  next  coUeetion  was  ui  Bceount  of 
Qoarlermaster  General's  stares,  and  amoonted  to  $16,868  87.  That  ocHnpriaea 
the  collections  for  1862. 

Q.     Whom  did  you  pay  it  over  to  ? 

A.     To  General  Frieie. 

Q.     Did  yon  take  his  receipts  for  it  t 

A.     I  did  sir. 

Q.    How  much  did  jon  coUeot  for  tnmsportation } 

A.  The  first  amount  for  transportation  was  $4,927.  Tltere  haTB  been 
MTeral  collected  since.     That  was  the  aocoont  fbr  that  year. 

Q.     What  were  the  items  of  that  bill? 

A.  It  was  for  transportation  furnished  by  ttw  Proridenoe  and  Stonington 
Baiboad  Co.,  of  the  Fifth  Begiment,  from  Pnmdence  to  New  York,  $998; 
aad  tlie  NinUi  and  Tenth  Regiments  from  FrorideDce  to  New  Yotk,  and  also 
tb*  Tentli  Battery  connected  with  the  afaore,  with  the  Tonobers  annexed  $8,981. 

Q.  Did  you  collect  of  the  United  tlte  hill  fbr  fbrage  for  the  First  Begiment, 
2(«w  England  Caralry  repment?  • 

A.    Yes,  or. 

Q.    How  much  in  amount  ? 

A.    The  tnU  for  finage  forms  a  pmiioii  of  the  $16,888  87. 

Q.  Did  yon  pa^  the  money  collected  on  that  to  the  Quartermaster  Gttienl 
of  theStoteV 

A.     Tee,  ar,  to  Gen.  Friese. 

Q.     Do  yon  know  snything  about  this  bill  of  forage  1 

A.  I  know  notlung  except  that  it  was  an  account  made  out  in  the  Qaaitu> 
naster  Genoal's  office,  and  handed  me  ibr  ctdhjction. 

Q.     Can  yoa  explain  why  tlte  bill  was  made  oat  in  tlie  way  it  was? 

A.  No,  ar ;  I  cannot ;  as  it  is  the  same  as  other  Inlls  made  out  and  plaoed 
ill  my  hands. 

Q.     Did  yon  direct  and  advise  the  making  oat  of  this  bill  ? 

A.  I  did  not,  ar,  at  all.  Here  I  have  an  aoeount  of  $66,000.  The  bill 
cf  forage  cwne  on  to  the  latter  portioa  of  it.  I  reoeivod  tbat  1»11  c^  Quarter- 
BMStw  General  Frieae,  with  power  of  attorney  to  eoUect.  That  is  the  identioal 
UB — one  ct  the  tri^ioatsa. 
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Q.  Do  yoa  know,  or  bftve  joa  btd  an;  rneaua  of  kaowing,  lAelber  tUaldl 
wu  co[Hed  from  tbeir  book  t 

A.  I  TCceired  a  letter  from  Capt.  Stinaon,  tbe  adniidiitrator  rf  Uw  ertale  cf 
Col.  Tompkins,  in  which  be  requested  me  to  refbnd  him  Knnetkiiig  near  $2,000 
on  that  tall.  When  I  receired  it  I  handed  it  to  Got.  Smith ;  yon  wiU  bm  I 
had  no  money  to  reftind.  He  referrerl  it  (o  Oen.  Bemington,  and  on  that  n 
enmination  <rf  Gen.  Frieie'B  bookB  took  place.  Gen.  Reniingt(»i  infanDed  mc 
timt  there  were  no  entries  m  the  book  to  justify  that  Ull. 

Q.  Did  you  at  any  time  direct  the  making  oat  of  acoonnia  in  flu  Quarter- 
master General's  office  ? 

A.  If  tbej  asked  tny  opnion  en  any  point,  vei;  likely  I  gBTe  it.  As  to 
tbe  making  out  of  tbe  acoounte,  I  never  was  present  when  one  was  made  ovL 
When  an  acconnt  was  placed  in  my  hands  fbr  collection,  and  I  had  taken  it  to 
Wadiington,  there  were  certain  objections  made  to  it,  in  fact  it  was  eo  with 
erei^  one  I  took  on.  Then  I  would  come  back  to  the  Quaitennaster  Genenb 
cfflce  here,  and  would  call  fw  asastance  as  woold  pot  tbe  acconntB  in  sad 
diapeg  aa  woald  obviate  the  objectionB  made  by  the  United  States.  I  have  had 
nothing  to  do  with  tbe  accounts  except  in  that  way. 

Q.     Have  clerks  been  employed  under  yonr  directim  to  make  oat  aecouals? 

A.  No,  BT,  not  to  make  oat  aocovnts,  but  to  correct  aocoonta  wlueh  tli^M 
previonsly  made  out.  After  tbe  acconnt  came  into  my  hands  I  was  Tespatabte 
ftr  it 

Q.  Can  your  tell  me  bow  many  of  the  Hems  on  this  hill  appear  npon  the 
hoc^  of  the  Quartermaster  Qeneral's  Department? 

A.     I  ^lonld  think  half  a  dozen. 

Q.     Do  tbe  entries  correfipond  with  tins  Inll  T 
*     A.     I  think  tbey  did  before  they  were  altered  on  the  hook. 

Q.  Do  yon  think  originally  these  fire  or  bx  entries  I  tspeak  it  ctHTespondtd 
with  tins  biU? 

A.  No,  mr,  I  think  tbe  entry  on  the  }mA  has  been  made  to  eoneepoid  ta 
that  bill,  which  it  did  not  before. 

Q.  Yoa  spoke  <i  collecting  bills  for  borsee,  bow  much  did  ytm  eollert  ftr 
borrna? 

A.     One  hundred  and  twenty-ei^t  thousand  nine  hundred  and  fifteen  doUan. 

Q.     What  instructions  did  you  hare  in  regard  to  collecting  money  fiv  hones? 

A.  I  had  no  more  instractions  fbr  horses  than  I  did  fn  any  other  aceoaats 
m«sented  me.  They  were  all  made  out  in  tbe  same  way,  and  cerii&ed  in  tbs 
nme  manner.  The  first  acconnt  fbr  horses  was  made  out  here  wbile  I  wm  is 
Washington,  mth  powers  of  attorney,  and  sent  to  me  to  collect  I  ooUeeted  it  ia 
eaah. 

Q.  Did  yon  ever  bare  UUa  given  yva  for  the  same  lot  of  horses,  made  oat  at 
difi^rent  ^cea  on  difierent  Inlls  ? 

A.    Yes,nr,      It  was  the  first  lot  (rf  boms  I  collected  for  from  tbe  Uutad 
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Q.  Wu  Am  my  latter  of  iiutniclitns  irith  the  Inlla  for  ^tne  ianea  at  that 
time? 

A     Tea,  «r,  it  vaa  the  one  referred  to  by  tlM  ComiaittHe  the  odier  day. 
'  Q.     Pleue  state  the  date  of  the  bill,  the  number  of  horseB,  and  the  price  ? 

A.  The  bill  vaa  dated  on  the  20th  of  December,  1S61.  The  oertificate 
«B8  pat  oti  on  tbe  24th  of  December,  1861 ;  the  bdllB  an  each  for  two  hondred 
•ndnxty-tvo  bones;  (the  one  haadt«d  and  ten  horses  ware  for  Owen'eBatteiy;) 
I  tlunk  that  on  one  the  price  wu  tll9,  and  the  other  $112  90.  The  toter 
atded  to  m«  that  I  should  i»ohablf  have  to  reconstmct  the  bill,  and  make  it  out 
in  the  United  States  form.    I  collected  the  largest  prioo. 

Q.  Wne  jrna  instmoted  to  collect  the  largest  if  jon  oonld,  bat  if  not,  thea 
tbaotber? 

A.  I  wu  not.  A  letter  aocompanied  to  the  eSbct,  that  in  settling,  the  prin- 
cilMd  thing  to  be  looked  to  was  the  money.  I  inforred  that  tbe  largest  bill  wu 
tbe  one.  I  can  omeeive  that  that  might  ^Te  been  done  widiont  any  wrong 
intaitiona.  There  might  have  been  luoh  a  thing  u  a  miannderstanding  as  to  tbe 
priee.  Here  is  the  hill  as  reoonstfootod,  and  as  certified  to  by  Qes.  Frieu. 
Sappooe  I  ooold  not  hare  collected  die  largest  -  amonot,  I  mnst  bU  back  npoo 
nmething,  and  then  I  have  a  smaller  bill  to  &U  back  upon.  Evidently  if  I  had 
pnaeated  the  small  bill  to  the  gorenuneot,  I  never  vonld  have  got  any  mine— 
thej  never  wonld  have  paid  the  large  one.  I  qwak  partionlarly  m  this  point, 
beemse  there  has  so  much  been  said  about  these  horse  Inlls  being  made  oat  nndn 
n^  adnoe.  I  never  knew  that  they  claimed  Uut  there  wu  any  ontode  truuao- 
taon  ;  and  that  these  hotses  were  any  different  u  a  tnnsaatim,  than  would  be  a 
Boldier's  ooat,  or  any  other  article  of  olotlung.  It  was  all  the  same,  and  it  oonld 
not  have  been  an  outside  tranaaetioo,  beoanse  I  hare  the  word  of  honor  of  Qen. 
Frieie  signed  to  every  «ie  <^  these  bills,  that  it  wu  the  State  of  Rhode  Isknd, 
and  Wm.  Spragne  ^proved  it ;  and  tbece  never  was  a  word  said  by  either  of 
Aem  to  the  eontnuy.  Farther  than  diat,  so  fitr  from  bmng  here  to  direct  bbe 
making  ont  the  tills,  I  wu  in  Waahingtm,  nnder  this  order  from  the  Adjutant 
General's  Offioe  <rf'  Rhode  IsUnd  :

A.  If  ytm  pat  it  ia  that  light,  of  coarse  two  bills  of  difiereot  amomita  an't 
both  he  right ;  bat  I  mi  gire  job  a  ehaiitabla  oooatniadon  to  pot  apan  it. 

Q.     Do  pa  know  anytliiBg  about  the  hofae  tFauactioiii  of  the  j«r  18621 

A.     Tee,  air. 

Q.    Did  ytn  have  it  plaoed  in  jonr  hands  io  Jannarj  !,  1863  ? 

A.     Yes,  SI.    I  think  it  waa  a  bill  for  594  b(»ws. 

Q.  Was  the  amootat  of  SldO.OOO,  as  stated  hj  Qen.  Frieie  to  tbe  Genael 
Annnbly? 

A.  I  did  not  know  aa  anj  aadi  Mooont  as  $190,000  waa  plaoed  in  nj 
haods.  [  knov  that  Gen.  Fneie  eo  Mated  in  his  report  to  the  Oenml  Asnn- 
bly.  I  will  show  yon  its  imponilality.  There  was  tbe  acconnt  he  nden  to  of 
ftxtf4)ur  and  edd  tboaaand  dollars  far  the  Pcfftaaooth  Gnre  expecdhnrv ;  Att, 
when  it  waa  presented  to  me,  amnonted  to  S68,000,  for  amoants  which  Gen. 
Cooke  had  spent  in  additioB  to  what  Qen.  New  had  ppent.  That  aeooaid  did 
not  oome  into  mj  hands  ontil  tin  fi^|o>wing  Jnne  or  Jnlj,  1863.  It  was  pnm 
me  bj  Governor  Smilh.  That  is  a  remnant  of  it  It  had  been  knt.  I  eol- 
lected  the  moneys  expended  by  the  Stsle  for  Portsmoath  Grove,  aad  ga^ve  it  ts 
Gewge  Lewis  Cooke,  Uking  his  receipt  for  the  eame.  $68,670.55.  I  pud  tbt 
over  to  Gen.  Cooke. 

Q.  In  the  aaeoont  against  the  United  Slates  for  1861,  there  ^ipears  eighty- 
aix  hotsee  charged  to  the  Artillery  regiment,  at  $150  i^iieoe  ;  do  yoo  Ihmk  yon 
will  be  able  to  oolleot  this  sam  for  these  eigh^-ox  honesf 

A.  I  am  donbtfiil,  sir.  These  ngty-six  horses  yon  speak  of  are  part  of  what 
I  tM  yon  I  sboald  not  be  aUe  to  oolleot:  Aej  are  an  overeharge. 

Q.  The  reason  why  I  asked  the  question  was,  that  I  notioed  that  M  the 
bones  charged,  with  tbe  ezoepdon  of  these  eighty-«ix,  are  chai^^  at  SI  15. 

A.  Well,  sir :  I  dm't  see  how  they  had  a  right  to,  ioaamnoh  as  Hm  Stale 
paid  $150  to  Amasa  Sprsgoe  for  them.  I  don't  know  what  right  they  had  to 
pnt  them  at  $115. 

Q.     (Bepeats.) 

A.  One  hundred  and  forty-five  of  those  horses  we  paid  $150  apiece  for, 
consequently  yon  will  see  at  once  there  waa  a  mistake,  bat  as  both  of  the  pricee 
are  down  in  the  bill,  the  United  States  will  very  likely  claim  the  knraat,  aa  ii  ia 
oertified  to  be  correct.     They  will  take  the  lowaet  figure. 

Q.     Kd  yoa  have  the  aoeonntB  of  die  Adjutant  General  for  ooUeedcn  T 

A.     I  did,  sir;  they  all  passed  throagh  my  hands  in  1861. 

Q.     Ton  have  beard  theee  horses  called  ontside  transaotioni? 

A.     I  have. 

Q.     Do  yon  think  they  were  ench  ? 

A.    They  ooold  not  have  been,  sir. 

Q.  Codld  yon  have  ooileoted  the  money  <^  the  United  Statee  if  Aay  M 
beent 
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A.  I  oodd  not  Akim  fhst.  IWaUie  QtMoteimMter  Ovoenl's  of  Bbode 
Jabai  entiGeate,  approTed  bj  th»  Garemor.  dmt  tbe^  trars  nob  oatiide  tnns-

A.    Yea,  sr ;  certainly  it  was. 

Q.  Ton  iben,  u  Slate  Agent,  cmild  eoUeot  money  only  whHi  yoa  rapie- 
woted  tin  State  1 

A.  I  oould  not  ooUact  any  saoh  acooimt  vithont  baving  authority  from  the 
8<ate  to  do  it.  There  never  has  been  an  accxnmt  placed  in  my  hands  that  was 
not  eeitifiod  to  be  a  Statu  aooonnt  by  the  Qnartermaatet  General,  and  approred 
by  the  OoTnnOT ;  whether  in  1861-2-8-4  or  5.  If  I  dioidd  asnune  to  ba  an 
■gent  fiv  the  State  of  Rhode  Island,  and  they  ihonld  detect  me  to  be  working 
ftr  ontside  paitiea,  &e  oonaeqnences  would  not  be  very  pleasant ;  bat  that  U  all 
noDBenee ;  sneh  an  aasompiion  oould  not  be  tolerated  for  a  moment.  If  Gen. 
Fiieae's  honor  was  good  for  nothing  when  he  certified  the  aoooont  to  be  a  State 
tranaactkni,  certainly  it  was  good  for  nothing  when  be  stated  it  otherwise.  Tha 
Government  would  say.  Where  is  your  antitorig'  for  settling  an  aooonnt  of 
Anasa  Spragoe  or  T.  A.  Howland?  I  woold  prodnoe  toy  power  of  attwney 
from  the  State,  and  they  would  say,  is  Amasa  Spragne  or  T.  A.  Howland  the 
State  ti  Rhode  Island  ? 

Q.  Do  yoa  know  anything  about  money  loaned  to  WilUam  £.  Hamlin  ? 
DiA  JOB  hsTB  sach  an  aeoount'pat  into  your  hands? 

A.  I  had  an  order  to  look  np  .an  acoonnt  at  moiuy  loaned  by  the  Stat«  to 
\raHmi  B.  Hamlin. 

Q.  Do  yoa  knew  anything  abont  this  acooont,  rar  for  what  purpose  the 
moDey  was  expended  ? 

A.  I  do  not,  nr.  When  I  called  at  the  Qnartnniaater  General's  depart- 
ment, I  saw  the  acooont  with  the  package  oontaming  the  bills  and  Touchers,  bnt 
was  nnable  to  get  posseseion  oi  them.  He  staled  that  he  conld  not  ffve  me 
the  aoooont  on  Gov.  Snudi's  letter,  as  it  was  an  account  placed  with  them  t^ 
the  Secretary  cf  War,  having  first  been  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  War  fay  Got. 
SpragoB. 

Q.  Hare  yoa  any  idea  that  the  United  States  will  ever  pay  this  amount  or 
that  it  will  erer  be  oolloeted,  i.  e.,  tiie  money  loaned  to  William  B.  Hamlin  ? 

A.  It  would  be  very  diffionlt  to  fonn  an  opinion  on  an  acoonnt  I  have  nerei 
Been.  The  remark  made  by  the  officer  in  Washington  who  handed  me  th» 
{■ekage  was,  "  Mr.  Hamlin  baa  stated  that  this  account  was  properly  anthenti- 
«sted  by  ProTott  Harabat  Simeon  Draper;  bat  it  is  no  snch  thing,  and  lam 
going  to  write  to  him  in  regard  to  it."  Bat  as  I  coald  not  get  the  acoonnt  on 
the  Ooremor's  letter,  I  had  hot  very  little  cooversation  with  him  abont  it

A.  I  oonid  not  open  it,  beeanaa  tfao  aothoritj  ot  Gov.  Smitk  wmkl  Mt  bt 
■offidflBt  to  open  an  acoonnt  lent  to  the  Qoaitannaater  OoDsnl'a  departaait 
from  the  Smretaiy  of  War. 

Q.     Did  yon  erer  try  to  find  oat  wtiat  was  in  it  T 

A.     No,  air. 

Q.  The  money  yon  coltecMd  for  borses  in  tba  latter  part  of  1862,  or  fini 
of  1868,  yon  diapmed  of  in  what  maDoerl  I  mean  the  oolleetions  madaia 
tiie  matter  of  tho  horse  trade.    What  did  yon  do  with  that  money? 

A      I  paid  it  to  the  Qnatrtennaster  General  of  the  StBt«. 

Q.     Can  yon  toll  hair  many  hones  oonstitntMl  that  oatnde  trattnotionT  , 

A.     Between  nineteen  hundred  and  two  tbonsaod. 

Q.     Can  yon  tell  exactly? 

A.     Hien  were  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-flve. 

Q.     That  yon  arc  snre  waa  the  number  of  horses  in  the  horw  tradq  ? 

A.  Those  were  all  tfad  horses  that  I  collected  for;  for  which  I  hare  sna 
been  nnable  to  find  any  entry  on  the  books. 

Q.     That  la  what  ia  commonly  denominated  the  horse  trade  T 

A.    I  suppose  it  ia. 

Q.  Can  yon  tell  me  how  mnoh  money  yon  collected  for  these  home  Inn 
the  United  SutesT

Q.  In  the  first  colletsttona  yoa  made  on  aoconnt  of  those  bonaa.  to  wkta 
did  you  pay  that  money  ?

Cooke  at  any  time  reqnert  yoa  to  deliver  the  mcmey  in  a  dif 
ftnat  Duumer  ? 

A.  Tes,  sir ;  I  atill  dum  that  the  £ra(  payment  waa  aa  I  befor*  alalal 
Gen.  Cooke  stated  to  me,  if  you  will  take  this  to  Gen.  Fiieae  and  get  bis  NMipti

Q.     Was  this  the  only  money  yon  delivered  in  that  waj  1 

A.    That  is  all  be  requoated  me  to  cairy  to  Glen,  frieie. 

Q.     Ton  norer  delivered  any  money  directly  to  the  Gbbe  Bank  ? 

A.  No,  air ;  yon  will  see  at  once  that  I  would  have  to  cany  mcmey  to  tbo 
QoartermMter  Qeoenil. 

Q.  Did  Gen.  Cooke  at  the  time  he  requested  you  to  take  this  money  to  Gen. 
FrisK,  state  any  reasons  why  he  wanted  yon  to  ? 

A.     No,  sir,  none  at  aU. 

Q.    Did  yon,  w  not,  think  that  it  was  a  strange  traDsacdon  1 

A.  I  did  not ;  and  &om  tho  beginning  of  the  horse  transaction  there  never 
was  a  wmd  dropped  in  my  presence,  that  led  me  to  suppose  that  these  transao- 
lioaa  were  difierent  from  any  other  transactions  of  the  State  with  the  Govern- 
bkdL  So  tu  from  having  the  least  etupidou  of  anything  of  the  kind,  I  heard 
not  a  word  of  it,  although  we  were  all  on  good  terms.  I  sbonld  state  that  in  the 
qaiog  of  1864,  after  Oen.

Q.  Tooj  taking  that  money  at  the  request  nf  Gen.  Cooke,  and  banding  it 
ever  to  Gten.  Frien,  and  taking  bis  individual  receipt  far  it,  bow  woold  that 
aSeet  the  aeconst  oif  Gen.  Coc&e  with  the  United  States  t 

A.    It  would  not  aSeot  it  at  all,  sir,  because  I  banded  it  to  Gen.  Cooke. 

Q.  How  wootd  lus  paying  over  to  Gen.  Frieae  money  which  he  bad  reoeored 
<n  aeeoont  of  the  State  of  Kbode  Island,  affeet  bis  account  t 

A.  If  he  paid  it  over  to  Oen.  Frieie,  he  would  neoeaarity  state  the  &ot  m 
k>  books. 

Q.  If  yon  banded  the  State's  money  to  Gen.  Friie,  you  cooM  not  lay  that 
yoB  handed  it  (o  some  other  penon ;  do  yoa  know  that  Gen.  Cooke  made  socb 
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A.  I  do  Bot ;  bat  I  ahonU  inftr  not.  frnn  tbe  entriea  that  now  mam  to  b« 
on  hii  books.  As  wa  u«  Bpeakiog  on  thit  Bobjeot,  I  will  etato  tlwt,  m  a  putj 
connected  with  the  matte,  I  bare  had  to  eodwe  from  the  cleiks  a  great  deal  if 
ridicule  on  a^bconnt  of  it.  When  we  bring  out  tbe  Globe  Bank,  m  a  dealer  h 
bonee,  jnomineatly,  it  exdlee  notliiiig  but  mirth  on  their  part  The  nnij^ 
eonne  that  occurs  to  me  Ib,  to  put  down  the  tnnaaetioa  and  eaj  the  State  bou^ 
tbe  boraea  and  mid  them  to  the  OoremmeDt ;  Ae  paid  tbe  men  for  than,  aad 
got  her  pay  from  the  Government ;  and  then  tbe  thing  pases  off. 

Q.  The  amonnt  is  what  you  receired  from  the  United  States  for  boss 
bought  in  the  ontmde  transaction? 

A.     Yes,  ur;  it  is  the  amount  of  t221,052.90. 

Q.  Gen,  Friete,  in  bis  report  to  tbe  Legislature,  says  that  he  only  lecmed 
$64,148.59:  wbeteio  it  is  Bhown  that  he  received  SI94,171.SO.  Do  yni 
know  anytiiing  ahont  that  diacreponoy  ? 

A.  Tlie  great  amount  of  this  discrepancy  is  doubtless  from  the  igooting  at 
the  jxearat  time  of  the  bom  transaction,  and  tiken  there  is  an  actual  defidmcj 
of  money  far  suppliea  and  toansportatdon,  or  somediing  of  the  kind. 

Q.  Tou  would  give  ua  to  understand  that  the  a|qiarent  difibrence  bet  nun 
An  two  tain  the  horse  trade? 

A.     That  b  the  great  discrepancy. 

Q.  Is  it  yonr  i^nnion  or  not  that  Oen.  Friese,  at  the  time  be  made  up  thit 
report,  treated  this  borse  trade  as  an  outade  tnuuaetiott  ? 

A.  I  cannot  teU,  dr.  Tbe  only  thing  I  know  of  the  tranncdon  is  what  it 
purported  to  be  when  it  wm  done.  I  say  that  there  never  was  one  (f  then 
tranaaotiona  but  what  was  between  tbe  State  cf  Rhode  Island  and  tbe  United 
SUtes. 

Q.  How  can  you  account  for  Gen.  Fneie  making  a  report  to  tbe  L^ida- 
tore  that  it  was  ooty  so  nmdi,  when  he  did  receive  bo  much  more  ? 

A.  The  cbaritahle  coustnietion  is  that  he  made  a  mistake.  It  may  be  from 
ta«Bting  one  as  an  outade  and  the  other  as  an  inside  transactiim ;  that  the  iting 
did  get  mixed  up  so  that  he  eonld  not  underetand  it  lumself. 

Q.  Bid  be  consder  it  an  outside  tnnssetion  or  a  legitimate  faona-tide  State 
of  Rhode  Island  transaction  ? 

A.  After  it  was  settled  hj  the  United  States  be  may  have  received  it  is 
that  light. 

Q.     Were  these  1,936  hones  all  that  yon  edtei^  for  in  years  1862-3? 

A.     Yes,  nr. 

Q.  If  we  take  the  ISO  horses  now  charged  to  tbe  Government,  will  it  make 
it  right? 

A.    Yes,  rir,  about  right. 

Q.  In  August.  1862,  Gen.  Friese  collected  from  tbe  United  Stalea,  and 
recHved  through  you  (4,927  ;  and  in  Ua  repoft  to  the  Lei^slature,  he  says  hi 
leeHTed  fS,961.     Do  yon  know  anything  about  that  trtmsaotion  ? 

A.     Ha  made  a  mistake,  atr.    He  r«e«iT»d  the  money  that  I  Mate.    And  I 
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pvdnn  tlm  UH  wlucli  fiiote  np  to  tbe  Bmonnt  I  MmM  'm  mj  tridenoe  then- 
upoo.     This  ma  k  cash  pajment,  not  oertificstu  of  indebtednws. 

Q.  In  the  paUiabed  report  of  the  Quutormaatvr  Genend  to  ^  Legialatore 
in  1868,  be  mys  the  unoont  received  from  the '  United  States  was  only  $M,- 
148.69  ;  while  the  Umted  States  OoTeranlent  nys  the  amount  was  $194,171.20. 
Will  joa  explain  that  dilferenoe  ! 

A.     I  paid  him  $194,171.20,  and  hold  hie  retwpte  for  it. 

Q.  Do  you  know  any  reason  why  the  whole  amount  should  not  be  pnbUahed 
in  the  report  ? 

A.  It  Bhonld  be  published  in  the  report.  It  is  no  matter  what  Oen.  Fiieie 
did  with  that  money  at  all ;  the  entry  ehonld  be  made  on  his  booka  when  he 
roceiTed  it 

Q.    Do  yon  know  that  the  Ixdanoe  of  this  is  claimed  to  go  to  the  ontnde 

A.  I,  as  State  Agent,  delivered  him  this  money.  Hia  dn^  was  to  eater 
it.  I  don't  BBTO  what  he  did  with  it  afterward,  bnt  entiy  dioald  be  made  that 
I  pud  it  to  him. 

Q.  There  was  one  collection  of  $16,888.87,  where  it  aj^Mara  by  Oeneral 
Frieie'a  report  that  he  only  reoeived  $6,888.87 1 

A.  He  reoNTed  all  of.  that  $16,888.87  at  the  tame  time.  I  have  hii 
receipt  for  it,  showing  that  I  paid  it  to  Oen.  Fiien. 

Q.  I  want  to  uk  yoo  if  yon  know  anything  about  the  property  turned  orer 
by  Oen.  Stead  to  Gen,  FrieM,  when  the  K»mer  vacated  the  office  ? 

A.    Nothing  more  than  appears  in  the  official  reports  of  what  he  tamed 

OTW. 

Q.     Will  you  state  what  yon.  know  was  turned  orer? 

A.  By  taming  to  the  76th  p^e  of  the  Schedule  fat  the  January  Smbob, 
1862,  you  will  find,  "  Supplies  on  hand ; "  whtoh,  when  delirered,  are  chsrg- 
sbfe  to  the  United  States,  vii.:  Clothing  Department,  $82,616.28.  It  is  that 
item.     There  is  besides  c*mp  equipage  and  horses. 

Q.    What  WM  the  asKmnt  of  Ibeae  two  t 

A.  Tbeproperty  left  on  hand  would  be  about  $88,000  worth.  Tbuewere 
durty^om  hoiMS  left  on  hand. 

'  Q.    What  dispoedtion  was  made  of  that  property  left  an  hand  ? 

A.     Tbve  horses  wen  socounted  fbr  in  that  S8,400  credit  be  gives. 

Q.  Yon  will  infer  that  he  took  the  faoraea  on  hand  and  allowed  the  State  so 
mad)  money  fbr  them  ? 

A.    Yes,  sir.    This  is  an  official  document,  and  I  shonld  judge  it  to  be 

Q.  Do  yon  know  whether  Oeii.  StMd  aver  left  anything  in  writing  to  the 
iiect  that  he  left  more  on  hand  t 

A.  That  is  rather  an  nnpleuant  qoeation,  beasDN  these  hoiaee  were  duigid 
to  the  United  StatM  by  Otn.  Stead  hiaiaelf. 
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Q.  Wlij  ihoold  GflD.  TrieM  Msome  those  borwa  Umself  aai  pay  tlieSttts 
for  tbem  ? 

A.    I  doD't  knoir,  nr. 

Q.  In  joai  opinion,  witil  jovr  knoitledgQ  of  tbo  tranBaetiona  between  tbe 
State  and  the  United  Statee,  vbot  ia  oeceisary  in  order  to  malu  the  accoanti  of 
the  State  agree  with  tboce  of  the  United  States,  so  far  as  honea  are  eonceniedt 

A.  I  think,  sir,  if  jon  have  collecled  of  tbe  United  States  money  for  tbe 
nineteen  hnndred  and  (birty-five  horses,  you  Ehould  say  eo,  and  charge  iboie 
horses  to  tbe  United  Slatea  at  juct  «hi>t  yon  made  the  billa  ont  agaioit  tbe 
Uniteid  States  for ;  and  when  ibe  United  Stales  have  paid  yon  for  those  horses 
credit  then  oi)  ifae  toobs;  tiniply  a  debit  and  credit  entry  for  jnft  whattba 
tranrac^a  was. 

Q.     Are  there  not  more  horses  charged  than  the  United  States  have  receiredT 

A.     That  is  on  tbe  previous  year  18S1 ;  that  stands  by  itself. 

Q.  Then,  in  order  to  complete  the  boise  transaction,  what  would  you  do 
farther? 

A.  I  should  waive  the  claim  to  the  one  hundred  and  ninetv  horses  oo  tbe 
first  year  of  tbe  war,  and  make  the  aeeonnt  aqnare  with  the  United  States. 

Q.     That  would  not  square  up  tbe  aocount,  would  it  ? 

A.     Tbst  would  square  the  account,  if  tbe  parties  who  are  definent  wonld 
pay  up  the  deficiency  in  money.

Q.     Now  about  this  forage  account?

Q.     Was  it  for  forage  before  the  horses  were  delivered  to  tbe  United  States^ 

A.  No,  wr.  It  was  after  they  were  delivered.  It  is  chargeable  to  tb« 
United  States,  hut  they  say  we  have  collected  too  much.       <

Q.  An  libera  appun  in  ifae  Special  Heflsage  of  tlte  Qtwamor,  oommiUed  to 
tUs  Committee,  of  S6,500,  loaned  to  yoa  aa  Fnmiet  Marahal  of  Rhode  Island. 
State  when  this  money  waa  loaned  to  yon  ? 

A.  I  cannot  ffvo  tite  preoise  dates ;  I  tbink  the  Quartermaster  Ghnenl  has 
die  liflbeiplB,  with  t^  dates  apon  lliem.  If  I  had  had  any  notioe  I  could  have 
liDiigfat  papers. 

Q.     By  whom  was  this  money  loaned  to  yon? 

A.     By  Out.  Sprapie. 

Q.     ^Vliat  was  this  loan  for  V 

A.  It  was  wa  advance  to  the  United  States  fi»  defraying  the  expenses  of  the 
Spedal  Provost  Manhal's  Department  of  Rhode  Island. 

Q.     What  was  die  necessity  of  a  loan  tor  that  purpose,  »t  that  dme.? 

A  At  the  time  of  the  appointment  of  a  Special  Provost  Marshal,  (there 
was  one  apptunted  tor  each  State.  I  anderatood  foim  Gov.  Spragne  that  it  was 
in  oonseqaeoea  of  oommnnioations  made  from  the  Governors  of  the  diflbrent 
States,  dearing  that  there  should  be  a  Provost  Marshal  for  each  State.  There 
was  a  spemal  order  No.  140,  of  the  War  Department,  creating  this  eystera)  I 
was  appcnnted  Provost  Marshal  for  Rhode  Umtd.  ^Riere  was  no  appropriation, 
made  tor  this  purpoee.  I  presumed  that  (he  expenses  would  De  paid  oat  of  the . 
oontiDgent  fhnd  of  the  War  Department.  My  orders  were  to  report  to  the  Pro-, 
vest  Martial  General,  Simeon  Draper.  X  also  q»ke  to  Gov.  Sfovgoe  about  the 
expenses,  and  he  said  that  the  State  would  provide  for  them  until  the  Govern, 
ment  oonld  oon^lete  their  arrangements  fer  organiang  the  department.  Shortly 
after  I  systemiied  my  department,  I  went  to  Washington  with  Mr.  Draper,  at 
hisrequeat,  and  showed  lum  the  systMU  I  had  adopted.

(tf  my  doiiiga,  in  order  that  the  Le^Blatnre  might  Bee  what  ma  being  d«w,  n 
that  ofBoe  was  created  for  the  Slate,  aa  much  as  to  the  United  Stales.  I  sada 
Boeh  &  repnt,  and  [veMiited  it  to  the  Legtalatnre,  and  then  a  Teaolntiaii  m 
paaed,  anthoriiing  the  Ooveniw  to  extmd  saeh  feaautjy  aid  to  the  Pnmat 
Manhal,  as  in  hia  opinion  might  be  aeoenary  to  cany  on  the  depaitm^d-  Tbt 
object  of  the  oommnnicatioD,  I  pnsame,  was  that  the  LegiaUture  might  MDetion 
the  amoont  of  these  advaiioee  wtuch  he  had  made,  and  that  was  oontiaaed. 

Q.    Who  waa  Simeon  Draper? 

A.  He  WM  Provoet  Manhtd  GooenJ  of  the  whole  United  States,  apponted 
by  the  PreeidBnt.     Wo  each  receired  onr  appointments  from  the  Ptendeiit. 

Q.     Where  were  his  headqnartera  t 

A.  The;  were  to  be  it  Waehingtoo.  He  was  then  soyieiunea,  and  mag- 
times  in  New  York. 

Q.  Was  it  considered  to  be  an  expenditure  which  the  State  should  paj.  I 
mean  the  fitting  up  a!  the  Provost  Marshal's  office. 

A.  I  think  the  intention  of  the  department  was  that  (he  United  States 
should  pay  the  whole  expenses,  and  I  think  it  is  their  intention  now. 

Q.  Can  yoa  tell  na  whj  this  icoonol  has  never  been  allowed  by  the  Unittd 
States? 

A.  The  Toocherfl  wen  all  made  ;  fir  every  dollar  that  was  made  out  I  kii 
a  voveher  in  dnplieate.  Mj  first  order  was  to  forward  those  vonchers,  one  to 
the  Provost  Marshal  General  and  another  copy  to  the  SeereUiy  of  War. 
Aftorwards,'  I  wss  ordered  to  send  both  copies  tu  the  SecreUry  <a  War.  I 
went  to  New  York  and  obtained  copies  from  Mr.  Draper's  bands  and  hotli 
were  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  War.  After  remaining  a  long  tinte  there,  I  receiv- 
ed the  Touchers,  retamed  to  me  with  stitemeats  on  each ;  for  instance,  oe 
Toncher  No.  1,  wonld  he  a  statement  that  the  army  regnlatioos  reqairing  the 
atme  of  the  eompanj  to  which  the  deserter  belonged,  (if  the  antonnt  represent- 
ed in  the  vonehei  was  paid  for  a  deserter)  and  thus  each  Toacber  was  inseiibeil, 
witi)  tha  reaeoD  why  it  was  not  paid — the  same  ma  the  State  voneben  come 
\mak.  I  went  over  each  voncbef,  and  wrote  back,  stating  why  it  was  impowbia 
to  eoafbriB  to  the  preaent  anny  regalstjons  in  roskiog  oat  these  vonchers.  Sane 
at  dw  parties  who  had  receipted  these  Tonehers,  were  dead,  and  others  bad  gone 
away,  and  I  eovH  not  accomplish  what  they  demanded,  even  if  the  voaofaen 
ooaU  be  woided  u  they  wanted,  at  the  present  time.  I  made  aa  elear  and  ez- 
ptieit  an  exptanation  as  was  possible  (o  make  tbera.  They  teqnind  coTwea  of 
tslc^rams  ;  now  theae  I  oonld  not  gtre,  beeatue  thsy  were  not  to  be  obtained. 

Q.  Wonld  the  aj^mval  of  Mr,  Draper  have  bees  snffident  to  have  seeond 
the  pvrnent  of  that  olaira  7 

A.  Mr.  Draper  has  approved  of  all  ihsK  TOOtAen  ones.  I  sant  eo  ani^ 
rtiMt  when  these  w«e  aant  m.  Mr.  Dt^n  looked  over  te  vouchen  and  mii 
1  will  qtpnra  these  oa  iIm  afaatncL  Bnt  it  seemed  that  they  wntsd  Vi. 
1inr»  to  Hipi  sMk  wdividoal  vowilMr.    Thmv  w«n  S80  nadMn  ■>  dapi^ 
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ate,  Bukiiig  560  times  be  irould  bare  to  ngn  Us  same.  Rnall;,  t  had  a  let- 
ter a  few  weeks  ego  from  the  Quart«rmaBter  General,  stating  that  be  bad  iveeiTOd 
a  letter  tima  Mr.  Dnper  in  Telation  to  mj  aecoante,  and  that  Mr.  Dnper  wonld 
be  willing  to  affix  hia  ognatnre  to  ^loee  Trraohere.  Re  wanted  to  know  if  I 
wodU  be  willing  to  asennw  the  riak  of  the  loss  of  those  Tonehers  in  duir  trans- 
poftatkn  ftmn  Wadiingtoa  to  New  York,  if  tbej  sent  diem.  I  replied  I  woold 
URUM  it,  and  tb^  notified  Mr.  Draper  that  the  TOncben  were  coming.  A  week 
or  two  sboe  I  recmved  a  letter  from  Mr.  Draper  that  be  had  already  received 
the  Toocbers.     That  is  where  the  matter  now  rests. 

Q,  ThoM  TOucbere  are  in  the  hands  of  Hr.  Draper,  of  New  York.  Herw 
kog  rinoe  did  they  oome  into  hii  posseeaian  ? 

A.     Two  or  three  weeks  ago. 

Q.     Dojon  expeot  to  receive  diem  here  aoon? 

A.  T  don't  know.  The  last  that  t  beard  from  Hr.  Dn^r,  be  said  that, 
from  the  QnaitermaBter  Oeneral'a  acooiint,  it  seemed  necoasary  to  have  bis  name 
ilEzed  to  each  vonoher  ;  but  he,  (Mr.  D.)  not  being  Provost  Harabal  General 
now,  did  not  know  the  neoeasity  of  it.  He  could  make  an  affidavit  with  regard 
to  tbe  ease,  that  he  believed  they  were  all  right ;  and  that  was  all  be  could  do. 
There  tbe  matter  rests.  He  does  not  say  ho  will  not  sign  them,  be  merely  noti- 
fies me.  The  inference  I  have  from  his  letter  is,  that  be  wonld  sign  them.  He 
miA  tin  voucbeis  should  have  been  ptud  long  ago,  and  was  very  much  suipriaed 
that  the  Govenmient  did  not  pay  them.  They  oover  tbe  whole  $6,500,  and 
iDxnmttomore  than  that — to  $7,000 — fbryon  have  not  the  whole  amount 
stated  tbeie. 

Q.     Yon  gave  Gov.  Spragne  a  receipt  for  this  mtmey,  as  yon  obtained  it  ? 

A.  The  first  $500  was  advanoed  by  Gov.  Sprague,  from  tbe  Globe  Bank. 
Ton  will  find  it  upon  one  of  tbe  old  aoconnts ;  and  the  $6,500,  upon  lecdpts 
fim  tbe  QnaHermaster  General.  There  are  $7,000  doe  from  tbe  United  States 
to  the  State  of  Rhode  Island,  on  this  account. 

Q.  .  The  whole  anonnt  of  this  $7,000  has  been  expended ;  yon  have  q^ro- 
priate  vunchere,  and  tbey  are  waiting  for  Mr.  Draper's  signatnrea,  to  leoeive  tbe 
appelMtioD  of  the  War  Department  at  Washington  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir.  I  supposed  I  waa  required  to  send  one  set  to  the  Seeratai;  of 
War,  and  keep  the  other  myself.  He  directed  me  to  send  one  to  the  Provost 
Hanhal  General.  I  wonld  not  deUy  last  tbe  State  sbonld  not  get  bar  nxmey 
baek,  and  sent  both.  I  can  make  them  ont,  and  make  ont  an  ahetraet  in  can 
tboae  were  loat 

Q.     What  was  this  money  expended  for? 

A.  Mosdy,  it  was  in  tbe  reward  paid  for  deeerten,  and  in  jail-board,  fiir  Ae 
Cmled  States.  We  had  no  military  np  to  that  tiaw,  and  it  was  for  some  lai^ 
■DM  for  poike.  At  tbe  time  tbe  lltb  and  12th  re^omitB  went  away,  andthay 
hid  aaeh  taonUe  on  tbe  camp  gronnd.  There  waa  emsidaraUe  expense  aboot 
tbo^  and  it  wta  paid  tlma^  bij  ofioe. 
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Q.  Gtn  you  uoerioiii  m  the  coone  of  %  hw  days,  wbotlwr  them  Toadcn 
can  be  obtuDsd  from  Hr.  Bnper  in  proper  fonn  1 

A.  I  don't  know  exactly  in  what  oonditiiHi  they  are  now,  or  whe&er  be  hn 
fgnnuded  them  baok.  Mr.  Diaper  has  taken  a  deep  interest  in  the  matter,  ai 
t(K^  it  upon  himself  to  collect  them. 

Q.  VnH  yon  write  Mr.  Dr^r  and  aak  him  if  he  haa  ngned  than  Toochna, 
and  what  he  has  dwe  with  them} 

A.    I  will  do  so. 
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TcMDAY,  January  30,  1866. 


Q.  Wliat  do  you  know  in  leUdon  to  this  loan  to  William  E.  Hamlin,  of 
$6,500,  wUch  yon  report  as  BOspeodedT 

A.  I  reeeiTcd  inBtmctiunB  bom  Goremor  Smith  to  call  on  tho  department 
far  that  acconnt.  I  called  at  the  Qnartennaater  Qeoeral's  Department,  at 
Wadungton,  and  skv  the  acconnt  in  the  package  form.  There  may  have  been 
one'tv  two  Touchers  opened.  They  claimed  that  they  were  not  approved  by 
Simeon  Draper,  the  lS«Tcet  Harshal  General,  (at  that  time,)  aa  bad  been  stated. 
They  informed  me  that  they  could  not  deliver  me  the  account  at  GoTemcor 
Smiki'a  request,  hecauae  Qor.  Sprague  had  placed  it  with  the  Secretary  of  War, 
hy  whom  it  had  been  referred  to  the  Quartormasler  General ;  and  that  it  conld, 
therefore,  only  he  withdrawn  fay  a  request  from  Gov.  Spragueand  the  Secretary 
of  War,  that  it  maet  be  forwarded  back  throngb  the  same  channel  by  which  it 
came.  They  told  me  that  it  was  not  properly  vouched,  i.  e.  that  is  not  properly 
approved  by  Simeon  Dnper. 

Q.  In  your  ojnnion  was  that  all  it  lacked,  simply  Simeon  DTq»er'B  name 
appQving  the  transactions  ? 

A.  I  have  no  doubt  that  the  Quartermaster  General's  Department  mij^t 
p^  anything  referred  by  the  Secretary  c^  War,  that  pertained  to  that  depart- 
menL  What  did  not  pertain  to  them  they  would  not  pay.  A  portion  of  it  did 
pertain  to  thor  department.  A  Qnartermaater  General  has  a  right  to  jkj  tor 
a  deserier.  and  also  to  pay  for  the  rent  of  quarters  at  the  jffesent  time  ;  hnt  the 
Quartermaster  Oenet«l'a  Department  would  not  hare  a  right  to  pay  a  salary 
which  pertained  directly  to  the  Provost  Marshal's  Department.  Transporlation 
of  any  kind  wonld  come  into  the  Quartcrauster  General's  Department ;  and 
that  of  the  kind  contained  in  this  account  he  would  have  no  ohje<^)on  to  paying, 
if  pKqpeily  referred  to  him. 

Q.    ^H  would  it  ha  in  regard  to  &  charge  fi>r  polios  feme  1 
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A.  I  donbt  if  aoj  such  charge  as  that  would  be  paid ;  becMue  it  «mU  be 
cUimed  that  the  milituj  conld  take  care  of  tbemaelreA.  That  b  what  offieen 
are  for,  to  oootrol  thnr  men.  A  Provoat  Harabal  might  have  a  right  to  call  tn 
a  Colonel  of  a  regiment  for  troops,  bat  a  Cokmel  of  a  regiment  iroold  uot  all 
npon  a  Provoet  Manhal  for  a  civilian  guard.  The  force  of  the  United  States  i> 
in  its  regiments  and  companies. 

Q.     Did  yon  ever  see  this  aooount  as  made  np  hy  Capt.  IZamlinl 

A.  I  saw  ooly  one  or  two  vouchers.  I  found  thej  would  not  let  me  have  il. 
I  saw  these  vouchers  out  of  the  package  for  only  a  short  time,  and  I  coaM  not 
tell  what  the  items  were.  In  regard  to  the  making  np  of  the  acoonnt,  it  m 
not  an  acoonnt  that  came  through  mj  hands,  in  fact,  I  think  it  ia  afaoat  the  mbr 
one  that  did  not.  I  never  saw  the  abstract.  I  have  a  recoUectkm  tint  CipL 
BamUn's  rank  was  the  same  as  mine.  He  received  pay  as  Major  of  Cavib;. 
and  I  aa  Major  of  Light  Artillery.  I  think  the  emoluments  would  be  tl« 
same.  He  asked  me  to  make  oat  an  acoonnt  that  would  be  just  for  a  Hajcr  <i 
Cavahy. 

Q.  Is  it,  or  ia  it  not  yoor  opinion,  that  if  these  voocbers  are  approved  b<r 
Simeon  Draper,  as  Provost  Marshal  General,  they  will  be  paid? 

A.  The  voucher  that  is  correct  on  ita  face,  and  pertains  directly  to  their 
department  would  not  be  pud  unless  the  Chief  ot  Piovoat  Haiahal's  ^nsd  il- 
But  the  Bgnature  of  Simeon  Draper,  or  the  Chief  of  the  Provost  Hardial's  De- 
partment would  not  amount  to  anything  at  aU,  if  it  was  an  improper  chirge. 
The  eignatnre  would  go  so  far  and  no  farther.  If  it  was  a  proper  dkarge  tb^ 
iroold  nquire  it  to  bo  approved  fay  the  highest  sntbor^ ;  the  sbbm  as  a  bill 
coming  tmia  Rhode  Island  may  be  perfectly  just,  and  sdll  not  be  paid  udIm 
ap[voved  by  the  Govemw.  Yoa  have  lo  get  the  agnatore  of  the  properoffic^. 
But  suppose  again  that  the  Oovemor  should  pay  $10  to  a  person  for  swiea 
that  were  not  specified  in  the  account,  yon  might  then  have  all  the  a[^sov«l> 
ym  piMse  and  the  Government  would  not  pay  it.  Ton  roust  vpaafy  the  serrics 
and  the  United  States  then  decide  whether  it  wai  Bervira  that  was  needed.  I 
think  a  nmilar  bill  to  the  one  alluded  to  for  police  fbroe,  in  taking  off  the  R^ 
ment  was  reiuaed,  and  I  believe  I  can  find  the  record  cf  it.  If  as  Capt.  Him- 
lin  sUtes,  that  is  an  it«m  in  the  aooount,  I  don't  believe  it  will  be  paid;  inotb» 
mcda,  the  United  Slates  does  not  reoogntie  civil  cdBcers,  in  tranncting  basna 
while  they  have  tbousaoda  of  soldiers  of  their  own  on  purpose  to  attend  tc  toA 
matters.  It  is  "  voucher  No,  67,  under  miscellaneoos  items."  "Ibos.  W. 
Hart  V72."  The  Government  exception  to  it  will  be  found oa  page  48  itf  (be 
Special  Mwsage.  "  Aooount  of  Tbos.  W.  Hart,  Sept.,  7th.  Itnas:  Sernra) 
at  18  mounted  men,  acting  police,  fiv  Sd  Raiment,  haa  Camp  Ames  to  Fox 
Point,  t4eaoh,  $72."  " Inadmiaaible.  Does  not  oome  under  ftoniMttt 
Act  of  Ccugress."  That  deciaon  on  that  item  settles  the  lull  at  once,  tod  if  a 
heavy  portioD  of  this  96,500  is  of  like  tenor,  it  will  not  be  paid.  The  mlitaiy 
is  to  protect  the  avil,  not  the  mvil  to  take  oaie  of  the  military. 
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Q.     Is  that  item  one  that  appears  upon  Capt.  Hamlin's  account? 

A.     He  said  bo  in  lua  testimony ;  that  it  was  a  heavy  item. 

Q.  Ton  stated  in  yonr  testimony  the  other  day  that  $150,000  of  theee  sos- 
pended  acconnts  might  be  collecled  1 

A.  I  stated  that  abont  that  amount  could  probably  be  collected  b?  bard 
vot^.  The  goremment  of  the  United  States  would  not  pay  you  for  property 
you  have  nerer  delivered  them.  That  would  strike  out  the  tnita  of  S40,000  or 
^50,000.  Hiere  would  be  no  proof  that  you  had  delivered  to  the  United 
States  materials  antounting  ia  cost  to  that  som :  and  that  portion  they  will  not 
pay.  It  would  include  such  items  as  lumber,  horses,  fumituro  for  offices,  and  a 
great  many  things  of  that  kind.  Take  the  next  item  :  "Account  of  American 
Telegraph  Company,  for  telegraphing,  $163."  '*  The  object  and  neeesaity  of 
the  expenditures  should  be  fidly  explained."  If  you  had  explained  it  they 
woold  have  called  upon  yon  to  give  them  a  copy  of  tiie  telegrams,  "  saying,  it 
might  have  been  a  merely  friendly  personal  telegram ;  if  it  was  a  matter  of 
real  emergency,  let  ns  see  it,  and  we  will  judge  whether  it  was  neoesBary-" 
nie  United  Stateu  don't  pay  ont  money  without  knowing  what  it  is  for.  If 
lliey  pay  for  property  they  most  know  they  have  received  it.  If  there  is  any- 
thing in  that  account  that  you  cannot  show  them  that  yon  have  delivered,  you 
night  as  well  not  charge  it. 

I  pnt  many  of  those  items  on  the  broad  ground  of  mistake  ;  take  the  item  of 
the  190  horees.  The  State  mu^  say,  "we  made  a  mistake  on  these  190  horses, 
aod  we  never  bought  them."  Yon  must  waive  that  portion  of  your  claim ;  and 
you  would  have  to  state  in  honesty  that  you  never  delivered  those  horses  as  you 
thought  you  bad,  and  take  tiem  out  of  your  account.  Then  you  can  get  your 
money.  I  went  over  with  many  of  these  objecUons  with  the  department,  and 
explained  to  them  the  necessity  of  the  cases.  They  told  me  that,  whereas,  it 
might  be  fair  toward  Rhode  Island  to  allow  $10,000  or  $12,000  upon  such 
matters,  that  with  a  large  State  in  the  West,  accounts  of  a  amilar  nature  might 
amount  to  mlUiona  ;  and  the  principle  had  to  be  maintained.  If  you  have  sold 
ns  anything,  give  it  to  ua;  if  you  have  not,  we  will  not  pay."  I  will  give  you 
a  leasoD  for  eipres&ng  the  opinion  that  I  have .  Take  the  aoconnts  of  Olsey 
k  Metoalf ;  Arnold,  Martin  &  Potter ;  take  that  of  Thoa.  A.  Howhaid.  The 
Govemment's  exoeption  is  :  "  Certiflcate  is  not  presented  approved  by  the  gov- 
ernor of  the  State."  Since  that  time  I  have  taken  every  one  of  them  to  Gov. 
S^ague,  and  I  think  he  has  signed  them  all,  taking  the  responsibility  upon 
himself.  If  that  is  the  only  exception  to  iJiat  account,  we  shall  get  the  money. 
l%e  acoonnt  <^  Obey  &  Hetcalf  is  for  six  months  and  three  dap'  interest  on 
Qen.  Parker's  notes.  That  is  iuadminible,  the  Government  never  pays  interest. 
Take  the  account  of  Taylor  &  SynHrnds,  that  is  not  certified  by  the  Governor 
of  the  State.  I  thmk  that  the  $228,000  and  odd,  is  worth,  perhaps,  $150,- 
000.     With  patient  exeidos  I  think  we  can  get  probably  the  last  named  sum. 

Q.  How  is  it  wiA  the  vonohers  of  Gen.  Frieze  for  1862  ?  Pare  they  aU 
been  proporly  approved  by  Qor.  Spiagoo  T 
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A.     Terj  few,  indmd ;  probab];  not  one  in  thirty.   Icannotlril  therewca. 

Q.     Does  Qov.  Spngue  refase  to  sign  thooa  Tonchen? 

A.  I  don't  think  he  would;  but  it  has  never  been  brought  up  in  Ihatdapt. 
The  bills  hive  never  been  brought  in  question  in  this  way  before,  and  I  itink 
unquestionably,  he  would  appTove  them,  Tbey  haro  never  been  certified  li; 
the  Quartermaster  QcQeral,  nor  npproved  as  correct. 

Q.  Why  have  not  those  accounta  been  presented  to  the  General  Got- 
eramentl 

A.  I  will  Mate.  Take  the  llorso  roucfaers,  S220,OO0  ;  that  is  an  aeocmni 
that  iff  made  out  by  the  State  of  Rhode  Island.  The  certificates  appended  to  it 
are  those  of  its  Quartermaster  General  and  its  Governor.  The  State  is  ibe 
party  that  delivers  the  horses,  consequently  they  certify  upon  honor  that  tks 
Stale  haa  purchased  and  delivered  them  to  the  United  States.  There  a  ow 
Toucher  beyond  that. 

Q.     Do  you  require  Tovchers  beyond  thati 

A.  You  cannot  get  one  beyond  that,  becanee  these  comprise  an  endoTeemeat 
of  the  whole  transaction  by  the  State,  through  ita  Executive  and  Quartfinnariir 
General. 

Q.     These  have  been  paid  ? 

A.  Yes,  m  Take  the  clothing  account.  The  State  of  Rhode  Island 
charges  the  gOTerament  to  moch  for  clothing.  Then  we  bring  iatbe  certi5eat« 
of  the  United  States  officer,  that  ho  made  requisition  for  that  clothing,  and  hit 
receipt  that  he  got  it.  That  is  proof  to  the  United  States  governinent  that  it 
came  into  ihcit  pwwasaion  ;  and  the  Executive  and  Quartermaster  General  of 
the  State  have  certified  that  they  bought  it  and  paid  for  it,  and  then  the  aoooaat 

Take  another  case,  the  item  of  interest.  As  soon  as  they  come  to  it,  it  is 
iriped  out.  They  say  "  you  have  no  right  to  make  such  a  bill  fbr  the  Uioted 
States  to  pay.  If  you  did,  die  United  States  pays  no  interest."  Take  an  arti- 
cle that  yon  don't  abow  that  you  properly  delivered  to  the  United  States,  and 
they  throw  it  out  at  once. 

Q.  I  understand  you  to  say  that  these  accounts  of  Gen.  Fiieie,  while  be  was 
Quartennaeter  General  of  the  Stale,  that  they  are  as  yet  nnadjneled,  aai  that 
the  ToocberB  have  not  been  called  in  question.     Why  t 

A.     Because,  sir,  the  aooount  haa  not  been  presented. 

Q.     Then  why  have  they  not  been  presented  ? 

A.  In  the  first  place,  feitn  a  want  of  time.  I  would  state  that  for  the  past 
BIX  months,  in  addition  to  preparing  acconnts  amountiiig  to  S200,000,  there  have 
been  constant  calls  upon  me  in  behalf  of  On  Government,  and  the  Fourteeoth 
and  various  other  Tegiments,  (as  they  were  sacoesravely  ocnning  home)  (or  pncA 
as  to  certain  items  in  their  accounts.  There  haa  been  a  great  deal  oC  ontnle 
work  forme  to  attend.  Col.  Francis  has  been  aansdng  me  in  maldDg  tbem  oat. 
Two-thirds  of  his  tune  has  been  taken  up  in  answering  letters  tnaa  soUien  in 
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T^ard  to  tbeir  HOeontita.  Before  this  ■ocoont  u  Mttled  every  one  of  tbeso 
Tonchera  muat  be  signed,  or  the  Boooant  oannot  be  paid.  Of  conrae  "  dray" 
win  eenily  to  thctr  own  aocvuntB  io  the  cue  of  bills  that  the;  paid  tbon- 
oelToa. 
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COMMITTEE  ON  EDUCATION. 


The  Committee  on  Education,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of 
James  JeffersoB  and  others,  praying  for  Equal  School  Rights,  beg 
leave  to  present  their  Report ; 

Your  Committee  have  att«ntively  considered  the  subject  with  refer- 
ence to  the  interests  of  the  petitioners,  and  the  cause  of  public  educa- 
tion. We  find  that  the  Constitution  of  the  State,  in  providing  for  tha 
education  of  the  citizens  of  the  State,  makes  no  distinction  on  account 
of  race  or  color.  That  the  General  Assembly  has,  therefore,  no  law- 
ful power,  either  by  its  own  enactments  w  by  delegation  of  its  powers 
to  others,  to  deprive  any  child,  in  this  State,  of  equal  advantages  in  all 
our  Public  Schools.  Ajid  whenever  a  pupil  has  been  excluded  from 
the  High  School,  in  the  dty  of  Providence,  on  account  of  color,  the  , 
anthori^  by  which  such  exclusion  was  made,  was  a  usurpation  of 
power  not  delegated  by  the  people ;  an  invasion  of  the  inalienable 
rights  of  the  citizen,  and  a  tyranny  that  would  not  have  been  permit- 
ted had  it  not  been  shielded  by  a  prejudice  stronger  than  the  Consti- 
tution, and  stronger  than  justice. 

The  object  of  public  education,  and  the  only  justification  for  the  nse 
of  the  pnbUc  money  for  this  purpose,  is  to  qualify  the  citizen  for  the 
exercise  of  the  rights  of  self-government,  or  of  the  elective  franchise. 
The  Constitnti(m  of  the  State  makes  no  discrimination  in  the  exercise 
of  this  right  on  account  of  color.  Whenever  then  the  General  Assem- 
bly interposes  its  power  to  prevent  the  education  of  a  colored  citizen, 
the  £nt  great  otgect  of  public  education  is  defeated,  viz. :     Tlie  tpaH- 
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fication  of  the  freeman  for  the  perfonnance  of  the  most  impoitaiit 
duty  of  a  citizen.  The  policy  of  the  State  in  providing  for  its  own 
preservation  and  perpetuation,  is  defeated. 

The  fundamental  law  of  the  State  proi-ides  that  eqoal  school  lights 
shall  be  given  to  all  the  citizens  of  the  State,  irrespective  of  color. 
Certiun  commissioners  or  prescriptive  special  school  committees,  acting 
under  the  authority  delegated  by  the  General  Assembly,  have  seen 
fit  to  decree,  that  of  two  &mihes  residing  side  by  side,  the  children  of 
one  being  white,  (even  if  ragged  and  filthy,)  shall  be  permitted  to  go 
to  the  nearest  and  most  convenient  school ;  while  the  children  o(  dw 
other,  being  colored,  (and  on  account  of  their  color,)  shall  pen  fay 
school-house  after  school-house,  and  travel  in  all  kinds  of  weather,  two 
or  three  miles,  until  they  can  find  a  place  where  they  can  be  permitted 
to  enter. 

These  law-^vers  have  thought  prt^r  further  to  decree,  tJiat  of  two 
children  equally  promising  and  equally  deserving,  and  destined  to  exer- 
cise an  equal  share  in  the  sovereign^  of  the  State,  one  being  white 
and  the  other  colored,  having  both  reached  a  given  point  in  their  eda- 
cation,  and  qualified  themselves  to  enter  a  higher  school,  the  white 
child  shall  be  permitted  to  enter  and  continue,  and  perfect  his  educa- 
tion, while  the  colored  child,  on  account  of  his  color,  shall  not  be  per 
mitted  to  enter;  shall  not  be  permitted  to  conUnae  and  perfect  hja 
education. 

The  evidence  that  such  has  been  the  case  in  the  dty  of  ProTidence, 
under  existing  law,  is  conclusive. 

The  reason  assigned  by  the  ''Special  Committee,"  in  their  Report 
to  the  City  Council  of  the  city  of  Providence,  and  through  the  School 
Commissioner  to  this  General  Assembly,  for  refusing  (we  use  tbetr 
own  words)  "to  suddenly  change  the  present  arrangement  of  the 
schools,  in  order  to  conform  them  to  the  progretnee  tpirit  <if  the  age, 
and  to  what  at  first  sight  appears  to  be  the  teaching  of  humaoi^  and 
simple  justice,"  is  thb:  "While"  (we  still  use  their  own  wuds) 
they  "  gratefully  acknowledge  the  services  of  the  ctJored  man  in  sub- 
duing the  rebellion,  and  are  disposed  to  grant  him  all  his  ri^ts  and 
privileges  as  a  citizen,  they  can  not  feel  that  it  would  be  expedient  io 
the  present  state  of  public  opinion,  to  introduce  into  the  Bchoids  the 
dreaded  elements  of  contention  and  strife." 

That  is  to  say,  the  prt^resuve  spirit  of  the  age,  or  the  imi»«ved 
tone  of  public  opinion,  demands  that  the  schools  be  made  to  cosSotn 
to  it.  A  grateful  acknowledgement  of  the  patriotic  services  v£  the 
colored  man  in  subduing  the  rebellion. 
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Simple  justice  and  hnmuiity  demand  a  change,  and  we  assign  a  rea- 
son for  not  makini;  it  the  identical  reason  we  have  given,  why  it  should 
be  made,  viz. :     The  present  state  of  public  opinion. 

It  would  have  been  more  ingentiouH  in  this  "Special  Committee," 
and  more  in  accordance  with  the  moral  sentiments  they  have  elsewhere 
inculcated,  to  have  irankly  stated  that  the  progressive  spirit  of  the  age 
had  oatstripped  dieir  prejudices  with  reference  to  this  subject. 

Tour  Committee  believe  it  to  be  the  duty  of  this  General  Assembly 
to  express  emphatically  their  decided  disapprobation  of  the  official  pro- 
ceedings of  these  guardians  of  oar  pablic  schools,  and  of  the  educa- 
tion of  the  future  men  of  this  community. 

To  make  an  official  acknowledgement  that  they  have  denied  to 
respec^ble  citizens  their  just  rights,  and  have  viokted  what  appears 
at  first  sight  to  be  simple  justice  and  humanity,  and  assign  as  a  reason 
far  it,  the  indulgence  of  an  anticipated  disposition  on  the  part  of  the 
BcfadoT?  to  resist  the  law  with  contention  and  strife,  is  simply  to  pa- 
tronize, to  foster  and  encourage  in  our  youth  a  disregard  of  the  sacred 
rights  of  others,  and  a  contempt  of  simple  justice  and  humanity.  It 
is  to  inculcate  a  spirit  of  insubordination  and  lawless  violence,  that  wiH 
better  prepare  them  for  executive  officers  of  Judge  Lynch,  than  sober, 
Belf-govemed  citizens  of  Rhode  Island. 

This  Committee,  in  pursuance  of  their  own  views  of  simple  justice, 
have  further  illustrated  their  inconsistency  by  publishing  a  loqg  account 
of  the  saperiority  of  Massachusetts  over  all  her  sister  Stattfs,  in  mat- 
ters and  things  in  general,  and  education  in  particular;  and  as  a  con- 
clunon,  drawn  from  these  historical  premises,  they  recommend  that, 
Massachusetts  having  some  eight  or  ten  years  ago  abolished  these 
caste  schools,  as  degrading  one  race,  and  cultivating  a  spirit  of  injus- 
tice and  oppression  in  the  other,  we  should  not  follow  her  wise  exam- 
ple, when  we  have  the  almost  unanimous  assurance  of  those  who  have 
the  charge  of  public  education  in  that  State,  that  the  change  has  been 
beneficial,  and  has  been  efiected  without  the  so  much  dreaded  conten- 
tion and  strife.  There  are  at  this  time  three  hundred  colored  pupils 
promiscuously  attending  the  public  schools  of  the  city  of  Boston — the 
Athens  of  America. 

,  These  *<dreaded  elements  of  contention  and  strife,"  that  have  been 
so  often  held  up  before  the  General  Assembly  and  before  the  public, 
as  an  apology  for  depriving  the  colored  race  of  a  ^r  chance  to  edu- 
cate tlieir  children,  have,  the  past  year,  been  subjected  to  the  test  of 
experiment  in  our  own  State. 

Anticipating  the  action  of  this  General  Assembly,  foreshadowed  by 
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the  decisive  Tote  of  the  hst  Hoase  of  Representatives,  these  Sckxd 
Committees  have  somewhat  rela^ced  the  rigor  of  proscription. 

We  have  the  ofGcial  statements  of  the  Superintendents  of  Pol^ 
Schools  in  Providence  and  Newport,  that  there  have  been  sixty  colcnv 
ed  children  in  Providence,  and  twenty  in  Newport,  admitted  into  the 
Public  Schools  the  past  year,  and  that  there  has  been  perfect  harmonr 
and  a  friendly  feeling  between  the  white  and  colored  children  attend- 
ing the  same  school. 

There  seems  then  to  be  nothing  in  the  way  of  making  the  law  con- 
form to  what  at  first  sight  appears  to  be  the  teaching  of  ^mplc  justice 
and  humanity,  except  the  unyielding  prejudices  of  those  to  whom  Uiti 
illegal  power  has  been  unwisely  delegated. 

The  example  t^f  the  State  is  prejudicial  to  the  general  improvement 
of  the  colored  race,  With  what  consistency  can  we  demand  that 
these  colored  people  shall  be  made  equal  before  the  law  ia  other  States 
or  the  territories,  while  we,  ourselves,  deprive  them  of  one  of  their 
most  important  civil  rights? 

We,  therefore,  recffloamend  that  the  prayer  of  the  petitJ<Ri  be  gnnt- 
ed,  and  the  accompanying  act  passed.

T<i  the  Honorable  General  Agtembli/  of  the  State  of  Shade  Itland : 

The  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  appointed  by  the  General 
Assembly  at  the  May  Session,  A'  !)•  1665,  respectfally|^nibmit  the 
following  Semi-Annnal  Report : 

At  a  meeting  beM  in  the  ofKce  of  the  State  Auditor,  at  the  cat!  of 
Spencer  Mowry,  on  the  10th  of  June,  1865,  the  following  gentlemen, 
members  of  the  Board,  were  present,  viz.:  Spencer  Mowry,  Joel  M. 
Spencer,  Sands  C.  Garr,  William  P.  Bateman  and  Henry  H.  Lnther ; 
and  the  Board  waa  organized  by  the  choice  of  Spencer  Mowry  as 
Chairman,  and  Henry  H.  Luther  as  Secretary. 

At  this  meeting  the  case  of  George  P.  Clark,  who' was  killed  by  a 
locomotive  on  the  Providence,  Hartford  and  f^shkill  Railroad,  on  the 
5th  of  June,  came  before  the  Board  for  their  consideration.  In  view 
of  the  eridence  obtained,  it  was 

Voted,  That  tho  Providence,  Hartford  and  Fislikill  Railroad  Com- 
pany are  in  no  way  responsible  fur  the  death  of  said  Clark ;  andMo  this 
decision  of  the  Board,  the  father  of  the  said  Clark  gave  his  coDcnr- 
rence. 

On  the  30th  of  June,  the  Board  met  at  the  depot  of  tbo  Old  Colony 
and  Newport  Railroad,  in  Newport,  and  examined  witnesses  in 
reUtion  to  the  death  of  Rebecca  Hoxie,  who  was  killed  while  crossing 
the  nulroad  tracks  near  the  depot.    It  af^wared  in  evidence  that  Miss 
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Hosie  was  serent;-stx  years  of  age ;  that  sbe  bad  cn8§e<I  the  imk 
on  which  the  engine  vas  moving,  and  evidently  becoming  coafiued, 
retamed,  and  was  struck  by  the  locomotive  and  killMl.  In  -view  <S 
these  fiu!ts,  it  was 

Voted,  That  no  blame  attaches  to  the  employes  of  the  Old  Gdoiif 
and  Newport  Railroad  Company,  for  the  deatli  of  Rebecca  Hoxie. 

On  the  4th  of  Angut,  the  Board  again  met  at  the  office  of  the  Slate 
AiKJitor,  in  Providence.  Ira  Johnson,  who  had  been  injured  while 
conpling  the  cars  on  the  Providence,  Hartford  and  Fishkill  Rulrotd, 
was  summoned ;  but  owing  to  the  sligbtness  of  the  injury  received,  did 
not  make  his  appearance. 

According  to  previous  advertisement,  the  Regular  Quarterly  HeA- 
tng  of  the  Board  took  place  at.  the  office  of  the  State  Auditor,  in  Pron- 
dence,  on  the  8th  of  August. 

At  this  meeting  the  case  of  Edward  McDonald,  who  was  killed  on 
the  Providence  and  Boston  Railroad,  on  the  13th  of  July,  came  beloR 
tbo  Board  fur  investigation.  It  appeared  that  the  said  McDonald, 
while  endeavoring  to  pass  from  one  car  to  another,  fell  between  the 
cars,  was  run  over  and  killed.  In  view  of  the  evidence  in  the  case, 
including  that  given  to  the  coroner's  jury,  the  Commissioners 

Voted,  That  no  blame  attaches  to  die  employes  of  the  Providence 
and  Boston  Railroad  Company,  for  the  death  of  Edward  McDonald. 

The  next  meeting  of  the  Board  was  held  at  the  office  of  the  Slate 
Auditor,  on  the  8th  of  September,  when  the  following  cases  were  pre- 
sented (or  consideration : 

The  first  was  that  of  a  man  injured  by  Horse  Railroad  Car,  No.  1, . 
on  the  28th  of  August.  He  came  from  a  saloon,  and  entered  the  or 
on  High  street,  and  after  riding  a  few  feet,  attempted  to  leave  the  car 
without  ringing  the  bell  or  giving  any  other  indication  of  his  wish  to- 
leave.     He  did  not  appear  before  tlie  Board. 

Voted,  That  the  Union  Horse  Railroad  Company  is  not  ruspon^ble 
for  the  accident  in  question. 

The  second  case  was  that  of  Charles  Gongdon,  a  lad  of  twelve  or 
fourteen  years  of  age,  who  entered  car  No,  6,  of  the  Ufiion  Horw 
Railroad  Company,  on  the  6th  of  September,  at  John  street,  and  lefi 
at  Transit  street,  without  notice  or  signal  to  stop  the  car.     It  was 

Voled^  That  in  the  case  of  said  Congdon,  the  Union  Horse  Railrotd 
Company  are  not  responsible  for  the  injury  received. 

On  the  12tb'  of  September,  the  Board  held  another  meeting  at  the 
office  of  the  State  Auditor,  and  examined  witnesses  in  relation  to  mjo- 
ties  sostuned  by  a  child  by  the  name  of  Michael  Shrine,  Jr.,  fiwi  s 
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locomodre  of  the  Providence,  Warren  &nd  Bristol  Bailrond  Company. 
The  accident  occurred  while  the  engine  was  going  very  slowly  from 
the  depot  to  India  Bridge — the  bell  ringing  meanwhile,  to  give  the 
osnal  warning.  The  child  was  not  seen  by  those  io  charge  of  the 
engine,  until  after  he  had  been  run  over  by  it.  After  hearing  all  the 
evidence  presented,  it  was 

Voted,  That  no  cDlpability  rests  upon  the  employes  of  the  Railroad 
Company,  for  the  accident  in  question. 

On  the  26th  of  September,  at  a  meeting  of  the  Board,  at  the  State 
Anditor's  olHce,  the  following  cases  came  under  consideration : 

Charles  F.  Hopkins  entered  car  No.  12,  of  the  Union  Horse  Rail- 
road Company,  on  the  13th  of  September,  at  the  east  end  of  Market 
Square ;  and,  in  attempting  to  leavo  the  car  at  Knight  street,  without 
giving  any  notice  of  his  wish,  was  thrown  under  the  wheels,  which 
passed  over  him,  inSicting  injuries  which  resulted  in  his  death.  The 
Commissioners 

Voted,  Tliat  his  injuries  were  the  result  of  liis  own  indiscretion. 

While  Michnel  Laffay  was  riding  on  the  end  of  a  car  of  a  gravel 
train,  on  the  Old  Colony  and  Newport  Railroad,  one  car  ran  off  the 
track,  and  Lafiay  was  thrown  from  the  car  by  the  shock,  run  over  and 
injured,  so  that  he  soon  after  died.     It  was 

Voted,  That  the  accident  was  not  owing  to  want  of  care  on  the  part 
of  the  Railroad  Company. 

James  C.  Cowenlioven,  an  employe  of  the  Union  Horse  Railroad 
Company,  who  had  been  slightly  injured  near  one  of  the  stables  of  the 
Company,  appeared  before  the  Board,  and  exhonerated  the  Company 
from  all  blame  for  his  injm-y. 

The  Board  held  their  second  Quarterly  Meeting  at  the  ofRce  of  the 
State  Auditor,  on  the  7th  of  November,  according  to  previous  adver- 
tLsement. 

By  adjournment  the  Commissioners  met  again  on  the  lltli  of  No- 
vember, and  examined  the  Union  Horse  Railroad  to  OIneyville.  On 
the  13th  of  the  same  month,  they  examined  the  New  York,  Boston 
and  Providence  Railroad,  to  the  (Connecticut  line,  and  found  the  road- 
bed, sleepers  and  iron  work,  as  well  as  the  bridges,  in  good  order. 

On  the  next  day,  November  14th,  they  went  over  the  Providence, 
Hartford  and  Fishkill  Railroad,  to  the  State  line,  and  also  examined 
the  Branch  to  Sprague's  Print  Works,  and  found  the  road,  io  all 
respects,  in  good  repair. 

On  the  16th  of  November,  they  examined  the  Boston  and  Provi- 
dence Railroad,  £rom  the  d^wt  to  India  Point.      This  road  has  now 
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an  entire  double  line  of  rails  from  Boston  to  Providence,  and  n  in 
remarkably  efficient  working  order- 
On  the  same  day  the  Commissioners  examined  the  bridges  on  ikt 
Park,  and  fonnd  them  strong  and  sound. 

On  the  I6th  of  the  sarno  month,  they  examined  the  Providence  and 
Worcester,  and  the  Air  Line  Railroads,  and  fonnd  them  in  good  order, 
except  a  bridge  on  tlic  Providence  and  Worcester  Railroad,  north  of 
Woonsocket,  over  the  Blackstone  river,  which  requires  cxtenuFe 
repairs,  but  the  Commissioners  were  informed  that  it  n oald  be  replac- 
ed by  a  new  structure,  early  in  the  season. 

On  the  17th,  they  examined  the  Providence,  Warren  and  Bristol, 
and  the  Warren  and  Fall  River  Railroads,  The  former  was  found  in 
very  good  repair  between  Providence  and  Warren;  between  Warren 
and  Bristol  were  found  quite  a  number  of  defective  sleepei-s,  but  these 
arc  constantly  being  replaced  with  those  which  are  new.  One  timbtr 
was  fiiund  slightly  decayed  in  the  bridge  over  Barrington  river ;  bnt 
the  Superintendent  gave  assurance  that  every  thing  was  in  readiness 
to  replace  it.  At  the  eastern  abutment  of  the  bridge  over  Warren 
river,  the  Commissioners  recommended  the  placing  of  a  thick,  oak 
plank,  and  setting  aiiores  ujion  h  under  the  stringers. 

These  two  bridges  have  been  examined  by  Mr.  D.  L.  Harris,  of 
Spriujjifield,  Mass.,  and  by  him  pronounced  good.  He  recommended 
a  small  amount  of  new  fastenings. 

The  Warren  and  Fall  Rivor  Railroad  was  found  in  good  order. 

On  November  the  18th,  the  Commissioners  examined  the  Old  C«J- 
ony  and  Newport  Railroad.  This  road  is  of  so  recent  construction, 
that  time,  as  yet,  has  made  very  little  impression  upon  it. 

During  the  time  of  the  foregoing  examinations,  the  Horse  Railroads 
have  passed  under  the  inspection  o(  the  Commissioners,  and  tmmd  in 
good  repair. 

The  bridges 'before  noticed,  were  tested  by  ninning  a  loctMnotiTe 
over  them,  first  slowly,  and  then  rapidly,  and  by  stopping  the  locomo- 
tivo  in  the  centre  of  the  spans ;  also  by  personal  eicamination  with  an 
angnr. 

The  bridges  on  the  Providence  and  Hartford  Road  were  tested  by 
a  train  very  heavily  loaded  with  granite ;  and  the  bridge  at  India  Pdnt, 
by  a  freight  train  of  coal  and  other  mercliandise,  as  well  as^by  persoul 
inspection  of  the  timbers. 

On  the  23d  ot  November,  the  Commissioners  met  at  Woonsocket 
for  the  purpose  of  examining  into  the  cause  of  the  deatfa  of  Mtcbael 
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BoBce,  while  on  a  car  engaged  in  shoveling  coal.  From  the  best  evi- 
dence obtained,  they  decided  and 

Voted,  That  in  this  case  the  employes  of  the  Providence  and  Wor- 
cester Railroad  Company  were  dehnquent  in  not^ving  notice,  and  In 
allowing  cars  to  remain  on  the  track  without  secunng  tTiem  by  brakes. 
The  Board  held  another  meeting  on  the  22d  of  December,  at  the 
office  of  the  State  Auditor,  and  proceeded  to  investigate  the  case  of 
Benjamin  Wilkes,  who  was  injured  by  the  Stonington  train,  on  the 
14tb  of  the  same  month.  From  the  evidence  presented,  it  appeared 
that  Wilkes,  while  attempting  to  cross  &om  the  Pork  to  the  depot,  at 
the  west  end,  without  seeming  to  comprehend  his  utoation,  was  struck 
by  the  locomotive,  and  badly  injured.     It  was 

Voted,  That  no  blame  for  the  injury  is  chargeable  upon  the  Rulroad 
Company  or  their  employes. 

On  the  15th  of  January,  1866,  the  Commissioners  met  at  the  State 
Auditor's  office  in  Providence,  and  gave  their  attention  to  evidence 

in  the  case  of  Samuel  H ,  who  was  injured  near  the  east  end  of 

the  depot  of  the  Boston  and  Providence  Railroad.  He  was  seen 
walking  by  the  side  d  the  track,  and  evidently  fell  partly  under  the 
en^e.    It  was 

Voted,  That  the  injury  was  not  occasioned  by  any  faplt  of  the  em- 
ployes of  the  Railroad. 

At  the  same  meeting  the  Commissioners  examined  witnesses  in 
regard  to  the  cause  of  the  accident  by  which  William  Bates  was  seri- 
ously injured  on  the  Stonington  Railroad,  on  the  26th  of  the  previous 
month.     As  tiie  result  of  their  investigation,  it  was 

V«ted,  That  the  collision  on  the  Stonington  Railroad,  whereby  Wil- 
liam Bates  was  seriously  injured,  on  the  26th  of  December,  1865,  was 
the  result  of  gross  carelessness  on  the  part  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Bud  road,  and  of  the  conductor  and  engineer  of  the  train  that  left 
Providence. 
The  Commissioners  had  heard  of  a  case  of  injury  to  a  child,  while 
.  at  pUy  near  the  depot  of  the  Old  Colony  and  Newport  Rmlroad,  and 
wrote  to  the  officers  (d*  the  road  at  Newport,  who,  as  it  appeared,  had 
received  no  previous  in^Mination  of  the  occurrence.  It  was  found 
■that  two  children  were  at  play  near  the  railroad  track,  and  that  one 
was  caught  by  the  locomotive,  and  received  an  injury  of  one  foot. 
At  the  time  it  was  not  conudered  a  dangerous  injoty,  but  it  afterwards 
assumed  a  more  serious  character,  and  finally  resulted  in  the  death  of 
the  child.  The  Commissioners  intend  to  give  this  case  further  inve»- 
tigatMMi. 
The  GomnuwiiHiflTS  were  notified  that  a  nun  bad  been  killed  ftt 
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PawtDcket,  hy  jnmping  from  a  tram  of  can  while  in  motion,  npon  the 
Bostoa  and  Providence  Railroad.  Thej  have  made  all  practicable 
effi>rts  to  obtain  iijformation  respecting  the  circumstances  of  the  casu- 
al^, but  without  su(»;eS9. 

In  consideration  of  the  frequent  acadents  at  pnbhc  cros^gs,  tlie 
Commissioners  suggest  and  recommend  that  the  rules  and  instructims 
to  persons  running  trains  on  the  rulroads  in  this  State,  be  so  amended 
as  to  prohibit  or  prevent  trains  from  passing  each  other  at  pobEc 


From  the  foregoing  records,  it  will  x^peai  that  no  loss  of  liie,  and 
no  injury  to  persons,  has  occurred  during  the  last  six  months,  in  thia 
State,  as  the  legitimate  result  of  railroad  locomotion.  The  fatal  acci- 
dent on  the  gravel  train  on  the  Old  Colony  and  Newport  Railroad, 
was  caused  by  the  careless  and  insecure  manner  in  which  the  man  was 
utting  on  the  end  of  the  car.  His  associates,  who  were  in  the  cu, 
were  uninjured. 

The  death  at  Woonsocket  waa  occasioned  by  insufficient  notice,  sod 
by  allowing  cars  to  remain  on  the  track  without  being  secured  hj 
brakes. 

The  accident  resulting  from  the  collision  on  the  Stonington  road,  by 
which  William  Bates  was  injured,  was  caused  by  running  one  trun  oo 
time  belonging  to  another.

COMMSSIOMR  OF  SHELL  FISHERIES, 


To  tie  MmoraUejie  Qmered  ABsembly  of  the  State  (ff  Mode  Iihady 
in  aetiion,  January,  1866: 

The  Commissioner  of  Shell  Fisheries,  in  compliance  with  the  Stat- 
ute, as  well  as  in  obedience  to  a  mandatory  resolution  of  the  Aasem- 
blj  of  1865,  respectfully  reports  as  follows : 

The  Annual  Report  due  from  me  at  this  time  as  matter  of  routine, 
needs  l>e  but  a  brief  document. 

Since  December,  1865,  only  five  oyster  beds  have  been  leased — 'jjich 
of  one  acre,  viz. :  ,

For  the  6rst  three  of  these  there  was  competition.  The  mlnimtim 
price  of  410  per  annum  was  offered  by  more  than  one  person,  and  as 
tn  unobjectionable  mode  of  deciding  between  the  applicants,  I  adopted 
that  of  sealed  offers,  and  awarded  the  desired  bed  to  the  highest  bidder. 
From  the  holders  of  four  of  the  leases  issued  by  me  prior  to  Decem- 
ber, 1864, 1  have  received  requests  to  cancel  them,  for  i-essons  more 
or  less  cogent,  which, requests  are,  however,  as  yet  under  advisement. 
One  bed,  rented  at  910  per  annum,  has  been  surrendered  aj^  ^^rth- 
Ins,  the  holder  leasing  another  at  945. 
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Of  thfl  qoxntitj  of  ojsters  taken  up  and  plaoted  by  the  bed-liotden 
respectively,  I  have  received  retams  from  but  a  portion  of  the  lessees 
uia  occupants.  From  the  holders  of  beds  from  which  the  Assemblj 
of  1864  withdrew  the  protection  of  the  criminal  law,  I  have  not  requir- 
ed returns,  it  seeming  to  me  incredible  that  the  Assembly  conid  have 
expected  sane  men  to  plant  oysters  in  Providence  River,  with  no  safe- 
guard against  spoliation,  other  than  the  remedies  afforded  by  an  action 
of  trespass,  the  cost  of  prosecuting  which,  would  exceed  the  amoont 
recoverable  in  any  one  action,  and  the  only  result  of  which,  in  three 
cases  in  four,  would  bo  a  judgment  against  some  penniless  thief  in 
grain,  with  probably  a  needy  family,  dependent  for  bread,  at  least  in 
part,  upon  his  daily  earnings,  acquisitions  or  takinga.  Moreover :  The 
leases  issued  prior  to  April,  1864,  embodied  no  requirement  of  a.  retnni 
of  this  description,  and  whether  or  not  a  penalty  for  omitting  to  make 
one  could  be  recovered,  is  matter  of  doubt,  to  say  the  least.  And  yrt 
further :  It  is  asserted  and  urged  by  many  thai  their  beds  are  already 
fully  stocked,  and  that  it  is  alike  unjust  and  ridiculous  to  I'equire  them 
tw  plant,  each  year,  at  least  two  hundred  bushels  upon  every  acre 
leased.  It  were,  they  say,  quite  as  reasonable,  to  require  a  ferm-tenant 
to  plant  anew  a  potato  field,  already  fully  planted.  I  have  as  yet  Insti- 
tuted no  suits  for  penalties  against  delinquents;  neither  have  I  expressly 
or  impliedly  waived  the  right  of  the  State  to  exact,  or  attempt  to  exact 
from  them  her  dues  in  this  regard.  The  leases  issued  since  March, 
1864,  cnntaJn  a  fitting  covenant  in  this  particular,  and  the  holders  <^ 
these  I  require  to  make  return  or  render  satisfactory  excuse,  within 
the  law,  for  omitting  to  do  so.  The  returns  from  lessees  of  107  acres, 
show  that  within  the  year  ending  November  30,  1865,  their  were 
planted  56,839  bushels  from  without  the  State,  and  3,548  bushels 
from  Providence  River  ;  total  60,387  bushels  ;  and  that  the  quantilj 
taken  up  within  the  same  period  was  35,133  bushels;  —  the  quantity 
planted  exceeding  the  quantity  taken  up,  by  35,254  bushels. 

The  Dumlwr  of  leases  still  outstanding,  issued  prior  to  April,  1864, 
is  ^o  far  as  known)  138 ;  of  those  issued  since  that  date,  34  — com- 
prising in  the  aggregate,  201  acres ;  as  appears  by  the  books  of  the 
Department, —  of  which  abstracts  or  copies,  with  tlie  names  and  resi- 
dence of  lessees,  and  the  quantity  of  oysters  planted  by  each  of  tliem 
(bo  far  as  returned)  can  be  furnished  on  call. 

Of  the  condition  of  the  Department,  in  a  financial  view,  and  of  the

Leaving  a  balance  of $33  40 

which,  as  I  construe  tho  law,  I  am 'entitled  to  retain,  free  of  claim 
from  any  quarter. 

There  has  been  employed,  since  October  1, 1864,  at  a  cost  of  $12 
per  week,  exclusive  of  incidental  expenses,  a  watchman,  for  the  pro- 
tection of  certain  of  the  leased  beds,  who  has  had  charge  of  the 
watch  boat  belonging  to  the  State.  The  expenses  incident  to  this 
arrangement  b  borne  by  the  holders  of  the  beds  thus  specially 
gaarded,  upon  whom  an  assessment  of  $20  per  bed  was  made  under 
the  law,  upon  the  request  in  writing  of  the  majority  of  the  persons 
especially  interested.  For  my  services,  in  making  the  assessment, 
collecting  it  in  three  instalments,  employing  and  paying  the  watch- 
man, Ac,  &c.,  I  have  charged  against  the  Assessment  Fund,  the 
sum  of  ft89  80,  being  10  per  cent,  npon  the  amount  received  within 
tho  year  ending  November  7, 1865.  If  this  $89  80  be  added  to  the 
933  40  balance  above  mentioned,  the  amount  of  "  fees  received  for 
services  "  will  appear  to  hare  been  9123  20,  and  no  more. 


Submitting  the  aforewrittcn,  as  the  Anntial  Report  due  from  the 
Commissioner  at  this  session,  I  proceed  to  respond  to  the  following 
joint  resolution  of  the  Assembly  of  1865 : 

"Sesolved,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Shull  Fisheries  he,  and  hereby  ie, 
instmcted  to  report  to  the  Assembly  at  its  Janaary  session  next  ensuing,  by  bill 
or  otberwifie,  such  amendments  of  esisting  laws  relating  to  '  free  and  common 
oyster  fii^faeries,'  and  '  private  and  several  oyster  fisheries,'  as  he  may  deem 
idviaable,  having  regard  to  the  interests  both  of  the  State  and  of  parties  engaged 
ia  tba  ajttax  boMcess,  as  leaaeboldeTB  or  otherwise." 
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This  resolution  was  reported  by  the  Committee  to  whom  was  nter- 
red  my  Report  of  January,  1865,  and  mnv,  it  is  assnmed,  be  regarded 
as  an  approval  of  the  viewfl  expressed  in  that  Report,  to  some  of  which 
it  seems  pertineut  here  cursorily  to  refer. 

In  that  Report  I  suggested  and  maintained,  that  the  system  or  policy 
embodied  in  existing  laws  relating  to  the  ojnter  fisheries,  is  annise, 
inconsistent,  suicidal, —  for  the  reason  that  it  rests  upon  and  recognizes 
as  of  equal  soundness  and  practical  utility,  two  principles,  as  irreconcil- 
ably anta^nistic  as  are  Republican  institutions  and  Chattel  StaTerj, 
or  Federal  Supremacy  and  State  Sovereignty :  the  one,  that  the  Stale 
is  the  sole  owner  of  the  oyster-crop  of  all  our  tide-flowed  lands,  to  be 
managed  and  disposed  of  as  the  Assembly,  in  the  exerdse  of  an  un- 
limited discretion,  shall  deem  meet ;  the  other,  that  oysters,  in  their 
native  element,  are  not,  nor  can  be,  the  property,  in  any  sense,  of  any 
person,  but  may  be,  and  do  become  the  property  to  all  intents,  of  that 
"citizen  of  this  State  "  who  shall  first  obtain  mannal  possession  of  titem. 
From  this  as  a  cause,  I  argned,  it  had  resulted  that  all  oar  legislation 
in  regard  to  the  oyster  fisheries,  from  1844  downward,  had  utteri/ 
fiuled  to  secure  to  the  State  any  of  the  advantages  and  benefits,  tem- 
porary or  enduring,  which  in  the  judgment  of  all  my  predecessors  in 
office,  and  of  many  of  the  most  sagacious  of  our  citizens,  she  miffht 
and  ought  to  derive  from  her  oyster  grounds ;  and  expi-cssed  a  contnc- 
tion,  that  until  our  system  should  be  amended  and  the  rights  and 
interests  of  the  State  be  distinctly  asserted  and  fittingly  protected,  lier 
Oyster  Fisheries,  though  containing,  in  Johnsonian  phrase,  "  a  poten- 
mlity  of  wealth,  surpassing  the  dreams  of  avarice,"  would  avail  her 
nothing,  as  a  source  of  revenue  and  aggrandisement,  as  a  State  of  the 
New  England  type.  And  finally  I  remarked — "Under  the  system, 
fitly  amended,  all  the  tide-flowed  lands  of  the  State  would  be  leas- 
able, the  better,  the  "  natural  "yster  beds,"  of  conrse  at  a  rental  proper* 
tioned  to  their  actual  and  comparative  value: and  ibrsome  tracts, now 
not  leasable,  there  is  reason  to  believe  an  annnal  rent  of  from  JoOO 
to  JljOOO  per  acre  could  be  obtained.  Under  that  system,  too,  the 
lands  to  any  extent,  would  be  leasable  to  whomsoever  would  hire  them, 
and  invest  his  capital  in  the  stocking  and  improving  them,  irrespective 
of  residence,  as  of  lineage  or  complexion  ;  and  there  would  be  an  end 
of  the  shockingly  wasteful  and  rai nous  practice  now  prevailing,  under 
which,  in  the  months  of  September  and  October,  tho  tree  and  common 
oyster  grounds  are  stripped  of  nearly  all  their  products, — small  and 
large, — to  be  de|>ositea  upon  leased  beds,  to  the  loss,  or  waste,  ai 
experience  attests,  of  from  half  to  three-fourths  of  our  native  oysters, — 
the  best  in  the  world,  some  say, — second  to  none,  everybody  concedes. 
Nor  is  this  all.  Under  such  a  system,  it  must  soon  or  late  come  lo 
pass,  that  the  pestiferous  notion  that  oysters,  in  their  native  element, 
cannot  become  individual  property,  and  that  therefore,  to  take  tliem 
wherever  found  is  not  ttecUing  in  morals,  though  it  be  in  law,  would 
find  propagandists  and  advocates  no  where  hnt  among  'long-shore-men 
of  bad  leputatioa  for  honesty,  and  landsmen  of  no  reputatioD  wortk 
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tuTin^-  And  yet  ftirtfabr :  Were  such  a  system  once  inaugnrated  and 
established,  as  and  for  a  finality,  by  the  G-eneral  Assembly  of  a  given 
year,  we  might  reasonably  trust  that  succeeding  law-makers  would 
conserve  and  sustain  it,  as  a  settled  policy,  let  who  might  electioneer, 
petition,  memoralize,  protest,  or  lobby  for  its  overthrow  or  emascala- 
tioD." 

Such  were  my  views  in  1865,  and  the  same  are  my  views  now.  I 
am  still  of  opioion  that  alt  the  tide-flowed  lands  oE  the  State,  below 
ordinary  low-water  mark  and  outside  of  harbor-lines  legally  eslablisli- 
ed,  should  be  leased  for  oyster  fisheries  to  whomsoever  will  hire  them, 
irrespective  of  his  residence  or  domicile:  Still  of  opinion,  that  any 
limitation  of  the  area  to  be  held  by  any  one  person,  company  or  cor- 
poration, is  injudicious,  provided  tiiat  not  more  than  a  specified  num- 
ber of  acres  shall  be  set  op  or  exposed  to  leese,  in  one  parcel  or  lot : 
Still  of  opinion,  that  to  compel  a  lessee  to  plant  a  given  quantity  of 
oysters  enaoally  upon  every  acre,  is  an  unwise  or  nugatory  require- 
ment :  Still  of  opinion,  that  the  transplanting  or  removal  of  oysters 
from  their  native  beds  (other  than  shallows,  wiiereon  they  will  perish 
from  colli  or  heat,  or  from  Seekonk  River)  to  the  grounds  of  lessees, 
is  a  practice  wickedly  wasteful :  Still  of  opinion,  that  the  free  and 
common  oyster  grounds  should  be  protected  from  molestation  from  the 
loth  of  May  to  tlio  lath  of  November,  rather  than  only  until  the  15th 
of  September :  Still  of  opinion,  that  our  oyster  grounds  should  be 
effectually  guarded  against  injurious  and  destructive  deposites  of  tho 
mnd  and  filth  scooped  by  dredgers  from  the  river's  channel  and  from 
private  docks :  Still  of  opinion,  that  to  the  holders  of  leases  granted 
prica-  to  1864,  should  be  restored  that  protection  of  the  law  criminal, 
without  which  an  oyster  bed  within  ten  miles  of  Providence,  or  twen- 
ty, is  worth  nothing  to  a  lessee :  And  still  of  opinion,  that  a  radical 
change  of  policy,  as  hero  suggested,  will  subserve  the  best  interests  of 
the  Slate,  and  the  true  interests  of  the  oyster-dealer  class,  as  well : 
Yes!  even  of  that  class,  from  some  of  whom,  it  is  to  be  expected,  will 
be  heard  this  sesdon,  as  always  heretofore,  a  loud  and  prolonged  roar 
of  opposition  to  the  leasing  of  what  are  denominated  '*  natui-al  oyster 
beds." 

It  was  probably  the  primary  object  of  the  legislators  of  1844,  to 
protect  the  oyster  fisheries  from  certain  perils  then  imminent,  and  to 
encourage  and  stimulate,  so  far  as  possible,  tlie  production  of  oysters 
in  our  waters,  to  the  end,  that  this  luxury  might  be  more  abundant 
and  cheeper  in  the  cities  and  towns  of  Rhode  Island.  This  result, 
we  kcow,  has  not  been  secured  by  their  legislation,  nor  by  that  of  their 
taccessoTs,  and  we  can  easily  satisfy  ourselves  by  reflection  and  inqtu- 
ly,  that  sQch  a  result,  li^e  many  another  desideratum,  is  not  attaina- 
ble by  legislative  action.  Oysters,  like  every  otfaer  art^le  of  traffic, 
will  seek  and  find  the  best  market ;  and  if  the  fact  be  as  always  assert- 
ed aai  OBTer  denied,  that  the  oysters  of  Rhode  Island  are  preferred 
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to  all  others,  in  Boston,  New  York,  and  all  the  principal  cities  and 
towns  yet  more  remote,  we  cannot,  in  this  day  of  orders  by  telegraph 
and  transportation  by  railroad  express,  anticipate  any  decline  in  price 
in  Rhode  Island,  however  abundant  may  be  our  oyster  crop. 

The  aim  of  the  legislators  of  1866,  discarding  asobsolete  the  view 
of  their  predecessors  of  1844,  should  be  to  secure  from  the  oysta 
fisheries  a  present  income, —  more  or  less — and  to  adopt  Aat  polieg  pt 
regard  to  them  which  ihall  promise  mo»t  tipee^y  to  render  the  ojftttr 
business  one  of  the  prominent,  not  to  say  one  of  the  leading  industrial 
interests  of  the  State.  Do  the  amendments  here  suggested  warrant 
hope  of  these  results? 

That  they  will  conduce  to  these,  can  be  affirmed  with  confidence; 
and  that  in  this  regard,  the  policy  recommended  is  preferable  to  tint 
now  existing,  is  beyond  a  quesdon. 

Now,  all  the  best  oyster  groands  of  onr  Bay — the  best  for  breed- 
ing and  best  for  planting, — some  say,  all  the  good  oyster  grounds*— 
are  exempted  from  the  leasing-power  of  the  Commissioner,  and  reseir- 
ed  for  the  pnblic  at  large  as  "  free  and  common  oyster  fisheries ;"  and 
the  practical  result  is,  that  within  one,  two  or  three  weeks  after  tlie 
opening  of  the  oyster  season  (the  15th  of  September  of  each  year) 
these  grounds  are  stripped,  scraped  of  all  their  products,  large  ant! 
small,  by  men  and  boys  of  all  ages,  colon,  nationalities  and  occupa- 
tions,— all  who  can  by  any  means  obtain  the  needed  implements,  and 
the  half,  or  three-fourths,  perhaps  more,  of  the  annual  crop  of  these 
best  grounds  of  the  Bay,  are  in  fact  destroyed, — lost.  Of  those  taken 
up,  or  purchased  of  the  catchers,  by  lessees  of  beds,  and  dejwsited,  or 
planted  as  the  phrase  is,  ujKtu  their  leased  grounds,  a  large  percentage 
(from  one-half  to  three-fourths)  die,  and  thus  are  lust ;  and  of  those 
taken  up  and  deposited  along  shore,  in  shanties  or  in  cellars,  by  boys 
and  men  who  have  no  leased  beds,  yet  a  larger  percentage  die  of  «- 
baustion  or  exposure,  or  are  thrown  alive  upon  a  shell  heap  to  under- 
go decomposition,  and  of  course  give  forth  odors,  anything  but  gratefnl 
to  the  taste  or  smell,  or  preventive  of  nausea  and  pestilence.  Let 
— I  advise  —  these  choice  grounds  be  leased,  for  the  highest  price  they 
will  command,  that  the  native-born  oysters  of  our  Bay  may  breed, 
increase  and  multiply,  and  be  cultivated,  as  we  know  they  are  in 
other  lands,  and  as  we  ought  to  know,  or  as  soon  as  may  be  learn,  they 
can  be  in  Rhode  Island. 

An  argument  of  no  little  weight  ie  found  in  the  fact,  tliat  within  the 
last  quarter  of  a  century,  tlie  cultivation  of  the  oyster  has  become  an 
art,  trade  or  occupation,  which  in  Europe,  if  not  iu  America,  is  pur- 
sued with  signal  success.  Aquts-ctdture,  it  is  known  to  the  scieutific 
reader,  is  becoming,  and  likely  soon  to  become,  a  science  or  art,  taking 
at  least  equaVt^nk  witli  Horticulture  and  Agriculture ;  and  among  tba 
objects  of  its  studies  and  experimentings,  has  been  the  cultivation  or 
propagation  of  the  oyster,  and  the  increase  of  the  oyster  cn^  iu  qiian- 
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tity,  and  its  improTement  in  quality.  I  append  to  this  report,  (see 
App.  A.)  as  singularly  pertinent  in  tliis  connection,  an  e^ctract  from  a 
Report  made  to  the  Legislature  of  Maine  in  18(J4,  by  the  Secretary  of 
the  Maine  Board  of  Agriculture,  which  cannot  but  prove  profitable 
and  interesting  both  to  the  legislator  and  his  constituents ;  and  I  sab- 
mit  with  confidence,  that  in  view  of  the  facts,  alike  important  and 
cnrioos,  presented  in  that  extract,  and  of  the  Btatements  contained  in 
an  extract  from  the  New  American  Encyclopedia  of  1864,  (see  App. 
E.)  a  change  of  policy  respecting  the  oyster  grounds  of  Rhtne  Island 
is  in  the  last  degree  expedient. 

Do  not  tbe  interests  of  those  "  engaged  in  tltc  oyster  bosiness,  as 
lessees  or  otherwise,"  also  demand  the  change  ?  My  answer  b  ao 
affirmative. 

There  may  be,  I  concede,  !n  the  State,  some  fifty  or  an  hundred 
men,  who  will  fancy  that  by  the  proposed  change  tfieir  interests  will 
be  affected  injuriously,  and  who  may  petition,  memoralize  or  protest 
against  it ;  and  these  men,  with  little  ettbrt,  may  obtain  for  their  docu- 
ments the  signatures  of  many  of  their  fellow-citizens  of  a  more  influ- 
ential class,  seemingly  sympathiidng  with  them,  though  in  fact  caring 
not  whether  the  Assembly,  or  any  member  of  a  committee  ever  give 
the  papers  presented  even  a  reading.  And  what  of  it  ?  I  ask.  Grant 
that  the  interests  of  fifly  men,  or  three  times  fifty,  will  siifTer  from  a 
change  as  here  proposed.  la  any  law  ever  changed,  without  loss  or 
inconvenience,  real  or  fancied,  to  some  of  its  subjects — thousands, 
hundreds  or  tens  ?  Is  the  general  good  promoted  ?  is  the  question  the 
legislator  is  to  consider,  not  Will  not  this  law  displease  Mr.  A.  and  Mr. 
B.  and  his  fellow-craftsmen,  or  the  party-managers  of  my  cify,  town 
or  ward  ?  But  any  concession  like  this  is  not  demanded.  These  men 
may  honestly  entertain  apprehensions  and  fears ;  but  in  fact,  even  they, 
be  they  of  the  deserving  poor,  or  of  the  poor  deservedly, — and  it  may 
not  be  amiss  to  keep  in  mind  the  distinction  here  indicated — even  they 
will  be  much  profited  by  such  a  change,  and  their  cliiidren  and  grand- 
children incalculably  more.  And  in  establishing  a  settled  poUct/  for  a 
State,  the  interests  of  tbe  rising  and  of  the  coming  generations  are  not 
to  be  overlooked  or  neglected. 

There  are  a  fiew  men  in  Providence  and  its  suburb.?,  the  number  is 
not  large,  whose  principal  occupation  through  life  has  been,  like  that 
of  the  ancestors  of  some  of  them,  the  catching  of  oystei^  from  the  free 
and  common  oj-ster  fisheries.  They  lease  no  beds,  and  of  course  from 
May  to  September  cannot  honestly  pursue  their  calling  as  oystermen. 
When  in  September  the  law  permits  them  to  resume  their  business,  for 
a  fcw  days,  or  a  few  weeks  at  longest,  they  can  with  advantage  engage 
in  the  scramble  of  that  month,  and  dispose  of  their  portion  of  the  spoils 
to  bed-holders,  for  planting  upon  leas«i  beds.  Bat  when,  after  a  few 
injt  or  we^ks,  these  &ee  and  common  gronnds  are  virtually  stripped

of  their  stock,  the  occopation  of  thia  class  of  oTstmnen, — as  ojattr- 
men  —  is  practically  gone  for  a  twelvemonth.     Thia  is  one  class. 

Another  class  there  is,  more  numerous  than  the  first,  whose  princi- 
pal occupation  also  is  that  of  the  oyster-dealer.  Of  most  of  the  indi- 
viduals comprising  this  class,  it  may  trothfiilly  be  said,  his  means  are 
limited,  not  enabling  him  to  import  oysters  from  abroad,  at  a  cant  of 
Bay  seventy-five  cents  per  bushel,  which  after  lying  a  twelvemonth  or 
less  in  our  Bay,  will  increase  one-half  or  more  in  bulk,  and  then  read- 
ily sell  as  Rhode  Itland  oysters,  at  from  two  dollars  to  four  dollars  per 
bushel ;  but  as  he  wishes  to  pursue  his  business  in  the  summer  months 
as  well  as  in  the  autumn  and  winter,  and  as  to  do  this  he  must  have  a 
bed  of  his  own,  be  takes  a  lease  of  one  acre,  may  be  of  two,  and  opon 
this  deposits  in  September  all  the  oysters,  of  every  size,  which  he  with 
his  hired  assistants  can  catch  np  from  the  free  f^ronnds,  or  can  porchase 
at  satisfactory  rates  of  his  neighbors  of  the  former  class,  and  of  the 
scores  of  lads  and  boys,  who  in  that  month,  abandoning  schools  and 
work-shops,  unite  in  the  annual  foray  upon  the  oyster  grounds  of  the 
State, —  with  what  advantage  to  their  morals,  manners  or  habits,  I 
will  not  stop  to  inquire.  From  their  leased  beds,  thus  and  not  other- 
wise stocked,  this  class  ostensibly  draw  their  supplies  throughout  the 
Tear.  The  great  mass  of  them,  it  is  in  charity  to  be  assumed,  as 
honest  men  should,  scrupulously  respect  their  neighbors'  rights ;  but 
some,  there  is  but  too  much  reason  to  believe,  are  wont  not  uafrequently 
to  indulge  in  furtive  raids  upon  the  better-stocked  beds  of  their  tellow- 
lessees,  and  the  interdicted  free  grounds  which  the  Commissioner  may 
have  buoyed  ofi*  to  protect  from  ruinous  spoliation,  and  thus  are  ena- 
bled, it  is  whispered  by  the  sufferers,  to  sell  oysters,  as  of  and  firom 
their  own  beds,  long,  long  afler  all  that  they  planted,  and  all  the  pos- 
sible invrease,  have  ueen  taken  up  and  disposed  of. 

Now,  I  maintain  that  the  privilege  of  oystering  upon  the  public  beds 
is  really  of  no  advantage  to  either  of  these  classes  of  our  citizens ;  and 
more  than  this,  tliat  better  had  it  been  for  them,  had  the  State's  grounds 
always  been  under  lease,  and  they  taught  to  regard  them  as  the  pri- 
vate grounds  of  individuals,  from  which  to  "catch-up"  oysters — 
"  convey,  the  wise  it  call," — were,  in  law,  morals  and  conscience,  iden- 
tical with  the  robbing  of  hens'  roosts  and  the  plundering  of  the  &n»- 
er's  orchards  and  cornfields,  or  the  horticulturist's  gardens  and  hot- 
houses. The  unfortunate,  misguided  youth,  trained  np  to  lely  for  a 
livelihood  upon  the  chances  of  gathering  a  portion  of  the  products  </ 
farms  or  ovster  grounds  not  his  own,  in  a  scramble  therefor  with  pre- 
datory and  rapacious  competitors,  is  little  likely  to  become  a  man  dili- 
gent in  business,  of  tender  conscience,  or  of  manly  and  laudable 
aspirations ;  —  and  the  villages  and  hamlets  and  suburbs  of  cities,  where 
any  considerable  number  of  this  class  of  our  population  dwell  together 
in  discord  or  in  harmony,  are  not,  as  every  body  knows,  the  portions 
of  onr  little  State  to  which  we  can  exultantly  point,  as  speaking-fac- 
tarcs  of  New  England  thrift,  industry  and  intelligence.  It  is  tlie  &ct, 
as  I  am  instructed,  that  only  daring  a  few  weeks  do  the  oystennen  of 
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tbe  class  first  described,  derive  any  considerable  benefit  from  the  free 
and  common  gronnds ;  and  as  to  the  second  class,  it  may  be  said,  in 
view  of  the  appalling  waste  and  toss  in  transplanting  from  natural  beds 
to  the  leased,  that  they  derive  so  little  benefit  fivm  those  grounds,  now, 
in  comparison  with  what  will  accrue  to  them  under  an  improved  sys- 
tem, that  they  will  be  profited,  rather  than  injured  by  the  cbange 
propoeed. 

There  are,  it  Is  to  be  remembered,  lands  enough  for  all  applicants, 
even  though  each  should  desire  (what  he  should  have,  if  oyster-rais- 
ing is  to  be  his  bnnlness)  three,  four  or  ten  acres,  rather  than  a  paltry 
one  ;  and  these  it  is  proposed  to  rent  to  the  highest  bidder.  None  are 
to  be  c:tclnded  from  competition.  He  who  has  never  yet  taken  a  lease 
may  lake  one ;  and  he  who  is  now  a  lessee  of  but  inferior  or  poor 
ground,  on  which  as  he  is  always  ready  to  aver,  the  oysters  he  plants 
are  sure  to  die,  may  obtain  better  grounds — even  portions  of  the  mval- 
tiable  ''  natural  oyster  beds,"  on  which  oysters  not  only  live,  but  breed, 
multiply  nnd  fatten,  as  nowhere  else  on  the  coast  of  North  America. 
Whosoever  will,  may  become  a  bed-holder.  Can  there  he,  then,  auy 
just  ground  of  complaint?  And  once  a  lease-holder,  whether  of  one 
acre  or  of  fifty,  his  course  Is  as  plain  as  the  way  to  market ;  it  is  to 
CTTi.TivATE  that  tract,  as  his  field  of  labor,  guided  by  his  own  skilled 
judgment  and  the  unerring  instincts  of  self-lnteresi, —  as  the  farmer 
does  his  farm — respecting  the  rights  of  his  fellow -lessees,  and  con- 
straining them,  by  the  law's  processes  if  need  be,  to  respect  his,  at 
midnight  as  well  as  at  noon-day.  Thus,  our  system  or  policy  would 
be,  for  the  first  time,  in  harmony  with  the  teachings  of  a  sound  Poli- 
tical Economy,  and  with  our  New  England  ideas  of  civilized  life  and 
of  the  pubhc  weal.  The  existing  system,  countenancing  and  tending 
to  perpetuate  among  us  a  quasi-pauper  class,  relying  for  a  livelihood 
npon  the  chances  of  gathering — and  as  of  ^^natural  right"  too!  — 
the  crops  of  ovster  grounds  not  their  own,  -"  reaping  where  they  have 
not  sown,"  and  "  gathering  where  they  have  not  strewn,"  the  gypsy* 
the  squatter,  or  the  hsif-civilized  savage  may  approve,  advocate  or 
defiiud,  without  inconsistency  or  culpability.  The  Commissioner  of 
Shell  Fisheries  of  1866,  iUojudice,  cannot. 

In  regard  to  one  of  the 'amendments  proposed,  it  seems  expedient 
here  to  say  a  few  words.  I  allude  to  the  substitution  of  the  15th  of 
November  for  the  15th  of  September,  as  the  earliest  day  for  taking 
oysters  from  the  common  fisheries,  after  the  16th  of  May. 

The  very  early  laws  of  Rhode  Island  prohibited  the  taking  of  oys- 
ters between  the  1st  of  Mav  and  the  80th  of  September ;  but  as  early 
certainly  as  1822,  the  Idth  of  May  and  the  15th  of  September  were 
designated  as  the  beginning  and  end  of  the  non-oystenng  season,  as 
they  still  respectively  are.  I  advise  the  amendment  in  question,  as 
pohtic,  because  the  concurring  testimony  of  all  the  experts  consulted, 
u  that  by  protecting  the  oysters,  mature  and  immature,  from  disturb- 
uce,  ^  two  muiths  longer  than  heretofore,  the  [ffodocts  of  onr 
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grounds  will  be  greatly  increased  in  qnantity,  and  not « little  improved 
in  quality.  So  long  as  tliere  shall  be  free  and  common  fisheries,  any 
unleased  oyster  grounds,  it  is  wisdom  to  protect  them  as  here  proposed. 
When  leased,  we  may  safely  leave  them  to  their  owners'  control  and 
management.  In  1822,  and  before,  and  for  many  years  since,  wben 
oyxters  for  export  were  nnneeded,  and  for  consumption  at  home  com- 
paratiTcly  few  sufficed,  the  oyster  growth  of  the  months  of  Oct<rf>er 
and  November  was  of  small  account ;  in  1866,  as  I  am  assured,  it  is, 
or  rather  it  would  be,  of  great  pecuniary  value. 

It  has  been  urged  by  parties  interested,  that  only  the  oyster  grounds 
lying  south  of  a  well  known  tine  below  Washington  Bridge,  should  be 
leased,  leaving  those  nortli  of  that  line  (the  Seekonk  River,  in  fact,) 
a  free  and  common  fishery.  The  argument  is,  that  unless  a  portion 
of  oyster  lands  be  left  free  for  the  improvident  and  shiftless  of  the  oys- 
ter-catching class,  they  will,  as  "tlie  world  owes  them  a  living,"  plnn- 
der  the  Iieds  of  the  lease-holders.  The  argument,  it  is  obvious,  admits 
of  several  answers ;  but  let  it  suffice  here  to  say,  that  it  is  one  ot  a 
genus  to  which  no  legislator  can  withont  gross  inconsistency  give  ear, 
if  he  be  not  ready  to  rt^pcal  tbe  whole  criminal  code,  and  rely  for  the 
security  of  life  and  property  upon  the  honor  of  thieves  and  robbers, 
under  a  contract  of  black-mail. 

It  has  also  been  urged,  as  an  objection  to  a  change,  that  under  the 
system  proposed,  capitalists  of  our  State,  or  from  abroad,  may  engage 
in  the  oyster  business  so  extensively,  as  to  seriously  injure,  ma}'  be 
crush  out,  those  now  prosecuting  it.  This  objection,  too,  admits  ol 
more  tlian  one  satisfactory  reply,  but  I  am  content,  in  this  conoection, 
simply  to  ask, — Ui»on  what  grounds  can  the  oyster-dealers  of  Provi- 
dence and  its  suburbs,  who  for  forty  years  past  have  virtually  dictated 
the  legislation  of  Rliode  Isbnd  in  regard  to  her  oyster-fislieries,  now 
in  18(i6,  claim  to  be  longer  protected  against  that  wholesome  competi- 
tion to  which  our  citizens  of  every  other  calling  and  vocation  arc  pro- 
perly exposed  and  subjected  ?  Would  the  objector  limit  or  restrict 
our  manufiictureis  in  the  erection  of  factories  and  mill-dams,  and  pro- 
hibit the  erection  of  such,  or  the  eslablisliment  of  any  business  within 
our  borders,  by  tlie  capitalists  of  neighboring  States  ?  This  were 
empiricism,  folly,  stultification,  in  any  State,  at  any  time,  under  any 
(urcumstances ;  it  were  in  Rhode  Island,  in  1866,  a  sooiething  for  which 
appellatives  opprobrious  enough  are  iiot  to  be  found  even  in  Webster's 
Unabridged. 

I  have  assumed  that  the  power  of  the  Assembly  to  le^slate  as  pro- 
posed, is  unquestioned,  though  aware  that  by  many,  and  those  die 
most  clamorous  of  the  advocates  of  the  existing  system,  it  is  asserted 
that  the  Constitution  of  1843,  (Art  I.  sec.  17)  is  restncti\-e  in  this 
regard.  Conceding  that  the  letter  of  that  section  might  lesd  %  cursory 
reaider  to  qnestioa  the  constitutioiulitv  of  the  legislation  jvoposed,  I 
shall  here  only  say,  thKt  in  2d  R.  I.  Rep^  p.  661,—  (State  vs.  Co^ 
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zens) — may  be  fouDdajndicialopinionof  Judges  Greene,  Haile,  Staples 
and  Brayton,  all  Ckarterittt  of  the  strictest  sect,  afBrming  the  power 
of  the  Assembly,  and  in  the  statutes  of  the  State,  from  1844  down- 
ward, acta  and  resolutions  witboat  number,  in  which  the  power  is 
asserted  and  exercised. 

X  have,  it  will  be  observed,  studiously  relnuned  from  enlarging  upon 
the  value  or  worth  tothe  State  of  her  oyster  Bsheries;  and  tliis,  for 
the  reason,  to  name  but  one,  that  the  facts  upon  which  an  estimate 
must  be  based,  I  presume  to  be  as  accessible,  if  not  as  &miliar,  to  the 
members  of  the  Assembly,  as  to  myself.  That  these  groands,  under 
existing  circumstances,  sre  of  little  or  no  value  to  anybody,  is  the  great 
fact  to  which  I  have  Rimed  to  give  prominence.  But  it  cannot  be  ' 
amiss  here  to  add,  that  by  many,  if  not  all  of  my  predecessors  in  office, 
and  by  others  of  our  citizens  of  high  repute  for  intelligence  and  busi- 
ness forecast,  it  is  maintained  that  in  her  oyster  fisheries,  and  facilities 
and  advantages  for  the  oyster  business,  Rhode  Island  possesses  a 
source  of  revenue  and  material  prosperity,  which  ought  not  longer  to 
be  carelessly  overlooked,  or  wilfully  ignored.  By  one  gentleman  of 
this  class,  and  pre-eminent  among  them,  too,  and  who  has  given  to 
tlie  matter  more  than  momentary  consideration,  it  was  recently 
remarked  in  my  presence,  that  from  these  Fisheries,  the  State  could 
and  should  derive  an  aonnal  revenue  equal  to  the  interest  of  her 
present  debt  I  This  may  be  an  extravagant  estimate  for  this  year, 
or  for  the  ne.'^t,  or  for  the  next  five  ;  but  I  regard  it  as  a  reasonable 
one  for  the  tenth  year  from  this, —  if  a  wise  policy  he  now  adopttd, 
OTid  henceforth  adhered  to, —  let  who  may  whiningly  petition,  who 
may  surlily  protest.  Our  cotton  manufactures,  our  wood-screw  and 
iron-workmg  establishments,  our  rubber  factories,  engine  works, 
machine  shops,  and  transportation  companies, —  men  still  living  were 
eye-witnesses  of  the  birth  of  each  of  these  ;  what  one  of  them  all,  in 
its  infiincy,  gave  promise  of  so  vi[;orous  a  maturity  as  may  be  pre- 
dicted of  the  Oyster  Fisheries  of  Rhode  Island  ?  if,  I  repeat,  a  wise 
policy  be  now  adopted,  and  hencefonh  adhered  to,  and  improved,  as 
occasion  shall  offer  or  demand.  Let  but  some  of  our  enterprising 
citizens,  who,  perchance,  have  become  satisfied  that  investments  in 
the  thousand  will-o'-the-wisp  mining  and  petroleum  bubbles  of  the 
day  are  extra-hazardous,  give  but  half  tlie  thought  to  the  oyster 
business  of  Narragansett  Bay,  which  they  have  wasted  upon  mining 
and  petroleum  lands  in  distant  States,  and  who  can  doubt  that  in  a 
fewyears  the  cash  proceeds  of  our  oyster  crops  would  foot  at  hun- 
dreds of  thousands  of  dollai's, — if  not  milhonsl  Is  it  said,  or  insinu- 
ated, that  the  oyster  business  is  a  low  occupation,  in  which  gentlemen 
of  wealth  and  standing  must  needs  scorn  to  engage?  The  answer  is 
ready.  Let,  then,  such  men  stand  aloof,  if  th^  will  I  The  capa- 
Inlities  of  our  Bay  will,  nevertheless,  soon  or  late,  be  duly  appreciated 
and  developed  r  it  is  but  a  question  of  time.  Perchance,  there  will 
appear  men,  of  the  requisite  pecuniary  ability,  whose  fathers  or 
mothers  were  wise  enough,  and  'democratic  enough  to  teach  than, 
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tluit  in  this  land  of  republican  institutions,  all  occupations,  callings  or 
profesaions,  alike  honest  and  useful,  are  alike  equally  hononble 
and  reputable.  But  let  who  will  stand  aloof,  and  from  whatever 
cause,  let  not  the  Crceaoses  of  this  day  of  green-backs  and  legal 
tenders,  be  anmindfiil  that,  perchance,  even  they  may  live  to  see 
their  children  and  grand  children  rivalled,  if  not  outshone,  in  all  the 
almighty  dollar  can  command,  by  pampered  and  effeminated  descend- 
ants  of  some  hardy  boy,  who,  clad  in  rags,  with  ungloved  hands  and 
feet  unshod,  is  to-day  catching-up  oysters  from  the  icy  waters,  or 
openine  them  in  some  cheerless  shanty,  or,  tin-kettle  in  hand,  ped- 
dling toem  from  door  to  door.     Stranger  things  have  happened. 

In  conclasion, —  In  the  act  or  acts  herewith  presented  for  the  con- 
sideration of  the  Assembly,  I  havo  embodied  amendments  of  the 
existing  law,  in  the  particulars  to  which  I  have  referred,  as  also  in 
regard  to  some  other  points  of  minor  importance.  My  aim  has  been 
to  alter  existing  statutes  in  as  few  respects  as  was  consistent  with  iutj 
under  the  resolution  of  instructions.  To  make  the  needed  alterations 
has  been  my  ^mdeavor,  leaving  the  simply  desirable  to  be  made  when 
a  revision  or  codification  of  all  the  laws  relating  to  the  fisheries,  shall 
be  deemed  expedient. 

In  invoking  as  I  now  do,  for  the  amendments  proposed,  the  favor- 
able consideration  of  the  Assembly,  my  duty  in  regard  to  them  is 
discharged.

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[APPENDIX  A.] 

The  following  are  extracts  from  the  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Agricalture  ot  Maine,  ia  1864,  on  Aqute-cuUure : 

HOW  OYSTERS  PRODUCE  THEIR  YOUNG. 

Before  going  into  details  respecting  the  best  mode  of  breeding 
oysters,  it  will  be  well  to  consider  the  natural  laws  of  their  production. 

It  is  a  common  remark  among  fishermen,  that  oysters  and  clams 
are  nnwholesome  during  any  month  that  has  not  an  R  in  the  name 
tf  it.  Now  the  innocent  letter  R  can  have  no  influence,  but  it  so 
happens  that  the  months  of  May,  June,  Jnly  and  August  are  desti- 
tute of  this  letter,  and  they  are  the  very  months  in  which  oysters 
breed.  In  May  they  be^n  to  grow  milky.  The  season  for  spawn- 
ing is  from  June  to  September,  sometimes  to  the  end  of  September. 
fiat  in  spawning  they  do  not  leave  their  eggs  like  many  other  animals. 
A  very  accurate  writer  thus  briefly  but  clearly  describes  the  process : 

"  They  incubate  them  in  the  folds  of  their  coverlet  within  (or 
mantle}  among  the  layers  or  laminte  of  their  lungs.  (Branchise,  as 
anatomists  call  them.)  There  they  remain,  surrounded  by  mncouB 
matter  necessary  to  their  being  developed,  and  within  which  they 
pass  to  the  embryo  state.  The  mass  ol  eggs  (oro)  in  consistence  and 
color  resemble  thick  cream,  and  breeding  oysters  are  therefore  called 
"milky."  The  pale  tint  which  characterizes  them  gradually  in  the 
process  of  development,  changes  to  light  yellow,  then  to  a  darker 
yellow,  and  ends  in  a  greyish  brown,  or  very  marked  greyish  violet. 
The  whole  mass,  which  meanwhile  is  losing  its  fiuiditr,  probably 
by  absorption  of  the  mucous  matter,  enveloping  the  ora,  is  then  like 
I  jHece  of  compact  mud.  This  indicates  the  termination  of  the 
development  ana  expulsion  of  the  embryos  and  their  independent 
existence ;  for  by  this  time  they  can  live  well  enough  without  the 
protecUon  of  the  maternal  organs.  On  leaving  the  mother,  they  are 
thmished  with  swimming  apparatus  (its  singular  nature  has  been  des- 
cribed by  Dr.  Davaine}  enabling  them  to  move  to  a  distance  in 
search  of  scdid  bodies  to  which  they  may  attach  themselves. 

"  The  oyster  prodnces  not  less  than  from  one  to  two  millions  of 
young,  BO  that  the  animated  matter  from  all  the  adults  of  a  breeding 
bank,  or  (rrster  bed,  is  like  a  thick  mist  dispersing  A'om  the  central 
^K>t  fmn  which  it  emanates,  and  so  scattered  by  the  wares  that  only 
an  imperceptible  portion  remmns  near  the  parent  stock.  All  is  dissi- 
pated, and  if  theoe  myriads  of  wandering  animalcales,  borne  aboot 
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by  tlie  Wftves,  do  not  meet  with  solid  bodies  to  which  they  may  ittech 
tbemselves,  their  destraction  is  certmin ;  for  those  who  do  not  become 
a  prey  to  the  lower  creatures  that  Hve  on  the  ii^tuaruK,\bii  U  last 
into  some  place  unsuitable  to  their  future  development,  and  are  fre- 
quently smothered  in  the  mad. — Highland  JoumaL^  1859,^.  96. 

APPARAT0S   AND  PIXTURBS  CONVENIENT  OR   NEC8SSARI 
TO  PRESKRTE  AND  PROTECT  THE  YOUNG  OrSTER- 

We  have  seen  by  the  above  description  of  the  breeding  process  of 
the  oyster,  that  the  incubation  is  carried  on  within  the  shell  of  the 
parent,  and  you  can  do  nothing  until  the  yonng  are  hatched  and  sent 
forth  in  a  living  state,  but  so  small  in  size  that  they  appear  like  a 
mist  in  the  waters.  Then  is  your  time  to  interpose  and  use  yoor 
skill  in  catching  and  holding  these  mUty  particles  Jii  some  safe  place. 
Recaember  what  has  just  been  said, — "  if  these  myriads  of  wander- 
ing animalcules,  borne  about  bv  the  waves,  do  not  meet  with  solid 
bodies  to  which  they  may  attach  themselves,  their  destruction  is  cer- 
tain." The  duty  of  the  oyster  breeder  is  therefore  obvious.  He  must 
place  solid  bodies,  that  these  animalculee,  these  almost  invisible  oys- 
tei's,  shall  meet  and  ttiek  to. 

The  requirements,  in  short,  are  these.  Select  some  suitable  loca- 
tion where  there  shall  not  be  any  very  swift  currents, —  no  violent 
waves, —  water  of  suitable  dcptli  to  incur  neither  the  extremes  of 
the  cold  of  winter  nor  the  heat  of  the  summer,  and  where  there  shall 
be  no  shifting  about  of  the  soft  ooze  at  tbe  bottom,  nor  contamination 
of  tbe  water  by  accumulations  from  mines  or  manufactories.  Pro- 
cure oysters  on  or  before  the  month  of  May,  and  deposit  them.  Then 
place  frame  work  of  wood,  or  hurdles  like  tish  wires,  around  or  among 
them,  which  the  yonng  floating  oysters  shall  meet  and  adhere  to. 
Yankee  ingenuity  wil^  not  be  slow  to  contrive  fixtnres  for  this  por^ 
pose,  and  applicable  to  the  location  where  they  are  wanted.  I  will 
however  copy  from  different  sources,  the  description  of  apparatns 
successfully  used  for  this  purpose. 

lo  Italy  there  is  a  salt  lake  called  Fuzaro,  which  has  been  for  many 
years  used  for  the  artificial  breeding  of  oysters,  with  great  snccess 
and  profit.  We  have  none  like  it  in  Maine ;  bat  the  system  adopted 
there  may  be  in  part  adopted  in  many  places  on  our  coast.  Francis 
says  it  is  about  a  league  in  circumference,  and  from  three  to  six  fe^ 
deep  in  the  middle.  The  bottom  is  muddy,  and  is  dotted  over  with 
large  atones  or  fragments  of  rocks,  to  which  the  oysters  attach  them- 
selves. Ronnd  about  these  ttones,  large  stakes,  which  project  above 
the  water,  are  stuck  into  the  soil,  not  so  d^tly,  however,  bat  that 
they  can  be  withdrawn.  From  these  stakes  to  odiers,  extend  cords 
or  lines,  and  from  these  cords,  at  intervids,  are  suspended  &cgots,  to 
and  among  which  the  spawn  of  the  oyster,  when  first  hatred,  can 
attach  and  eoscooce  itself  until  safe  from  any  outward  dang^.    The 
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nse  of  these  ftggots  and  stakes  is  importaDt,  as  when  the  young  of 
the  oyster  is  lirst  hatched,  it  scatters  in  all  directions,  nntil  it  finds 
somethinz  to  which  it  can  attach  itself.  "  •  •  When  about  three 
years  old,  the  oyster  becomes  edible,  and  is  ready  for  the  harvest. 
When  they  wish  to  gather  tfaem,  they  break  off  by  means  of  hooks, 
those  which  ore  attached  to  the  rocks,  or,  by  piilliag  up  the  stakes 
and  faggots,  pick  off  those  by  hand  which  are  large  enough,  replacing 
the  others  again  in  the  water,  to  ^row  for  future  gathering. 

Under  the  patronage  of  the  French  government,  M.  Coste  has 
been  engaged  in  replenishing  the  almost  exhausted  oyster  beds  on  the 
coast  of  France,  and  establishing  others  in  places  where  none  grew 
before ;  and  so  successful  has  he  become,  that  millions  are  now  gath- 
ered where  none  were  fonnd  before.  In  all  those  operations  he  has 
adopted  the  use  of  frames  of  timber  and  plates  of  hurdles  and  faggots, 
sunk  to  the  bottom  of  the  water,  or  suspended  by  lines  and  ballast,  a 
few  feet  above,  for  the  purpose  of  intercepting  and  catching  the 
spawn  —  "spat,"  as  it  is  sometimes  called,  and  retaining  it  in  a  place 
w  safety,  until  matured  and  ready  for  market. 

In  the  island  of  Ke,  on  the  French  coast.  Dr.  Kemmerer  ban 
adopted  the  following  plan  to  intercept  and  save  the  oyster  spawn. 
He  covers  a  number  of  tiles  with  a  coating  of  mastic,  brittle  enough 
to  peel  off  with  the  young  oysters  on  it.  When  the  coating  is  well 
covered  with  spawn,  be  gets  it  off  in  one  piece,  and  deposits  it  in  tbe 
place  where  be  wishes  the  oysters  to  grow,  and  uses  tbe  tiles  again  in 
the  same  way,  as  long  as  the  breeding  season  continues.  Thus  you 
see  that  almost  any  arrangement  which  will  intercept  the  floating 
spawn  or  "  not "  of  the  oyster,  if  placed  in  a  convenient  and  proper 
position  to  ravor  their  future  development,  answers  all  the  require- 
ments of  successful  oyster  culture. 

Are  there  not  thousands  of  such  places  on  the  coast  of  Maine,  now 
comparatively  unproductive,  that,  with  veiy  little  capital  and  labor, 
might  be  converted  into  rich  and  productive  oyster  banks,  affording 
innocent  and  nutritive  luxury  to  tbe  community,  and  remunerating 
profit  to  the  proprietor  ? 


[APPENDIX  B.] 

The  following  is  extracted  from  the  New  American  Encyclopedia, 
Vol.  12,  Article,  Ojftteri  : 

*  *  *  Oysters  are  found  in  almost  all  seas,  usually  in  from  two 
to  six  fathoms  of  water,  and  never  at  a  great  distance  from  shore. 
They  are  especially  fond  of  tranquil  waters,  or  the  gulfs  formed  by 
the  months  of  great  rivers.  They  cannot  live  in  fresh  water,  but 
»me  species  remain  dry  during  the  greater  part  of  every  tide.  The 
trae  oysters,  which  attach  themselves  to  mangrove  and  other  bnali^ 
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io  the  tropics,  enclose  ivithin  the  shells  a  sofficient  quantity  of  water 
to  keep  op  the  respiratoiy  carrents.  Thia  ftcnltj,  possessed  more  or 
less  by  all  the  family,  rendera  practicable  their  transportation  to  great 
distances,  and  fiicilitates  the  valuable  trade  thence  resalting.  *  *  ■ 
They  are  eaten  all  the  year  round,  except  in  the  months  of  May, 
Jane,  Jaly  and  August,  which  is  the  spawning  season.  Theyue 
good  even  then ;  but  it  is  fortunate  that  the  supposition  that  they  an 
Uien  injarioas,  in  addition  to  the  difficulty  of  keeping  them  fresh 
daring  the  heat  of  summer,  comes  in,  to  allow  them  to  breed  and 
keep  up  a  supply  which  otherwise  might  be  locally  exhausted,  not- 
withstanding their  great  fecundity.  •  •  •  •  The  growth  of 
the  oyster  is  slow,  it  being  only  as  large  as  a  half  dollar  at  the  end  <^ 
four  to  six  months,  and  twice  that  size  at  the  end  of  a  year.  *  *  * 
From  the  report  to  the  French  government,  in  1869,  by  M.  Goste, 
an  eminent  naturalist,  who  had  been  ordered  to  stock  St.  BrieDne 
Bay  with  oysters,  and  who  had  accordingly  planted  3,000  acreK  with 
8,000,000  oysters,  it  appeara  that  20,000  of  the  size  of  one-nuith  of 
an  incli,  were  attached  to  a  simple  apparatus,  no  larger  than  a  wheat 
sheaf,  which  would  be  ready  for  the  market  in  18  months.  This 
crop  would  be  inexhaustible,  as  each  adult  furnishes  between  2,000,000 
and  8,000,000  embryo  oysters.  He  estimates  that  he  can  corer 
1^,000  acres  annuslly,  with  oyster  beds,  at  an  expense  of  $2,000. 
Believing  it  proved  that  industry,  guided  by  science,  may  in  this  way 
form  at  the  bottom  of  any  sea,  not  liable  to  the  deposit  <»  mud,  more 
abundant  harvests  than  the  earth  affords,  he  proposes  stocking  the 
whole  Atlantic  and  Mediterranean  coasts  of  France,  of  Algeria  and 
Corsica,  and  the  salt  ponds  of  the  south  of  France.     •     •     •    • 

The  oyster  trade  of  Baltimore,  in  1830,  exclusive  of  home  con- 
sumption, was  estimated  to  amonnt  to  93,500,000;  and  that  of  the 
whole  of  Chesapeake  Bay,  in  1858,  at  t20,000,000,  at  |1  per  bashel. 
•  •  •  •  'pjjg  giiccesdul  experiments  of  M.  Coste,  above  referred 
to,  merit  a  repetition  in  this  country,  and  woi^d,  doubtless,  in  the 
same  way,  open  a  new  and  profitable  bran;:h  of  industry  to  many  of 
our  seaports.

The  Committee  oa  Education,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
communication  of  his  Escellency,  the  Governor,  transmitting 
a  communication  from  the  Department  of  State,  at  Washington, 
and  also  the  copj  of  a  letter  from  the  Hon.  J.  S.  Morril  to  the 
President,  beg  leave  to  present  their  Report ; 

By  an  Act  of  Congress  approved  July  2d,  1864,  the  Fre^- 
dentoftho  United  States  was  authorized  "  to  invite  each  and  all 
of  the  States,  to  provide  and  furnish  statues,  in  marble  or  bronze, 
not  exceeding  two  in  number  for  each  State,  of  deceased  per- 
sons, who  have  been  citizens  thereof,  and  illustrious  for  their 
historic  renown,  or  distinguished  civic  or  military  services,  such 
as  each  State  shall  determine  to  be  worthy  of  this  national  com- 
memoration ;  and  when  so  furnished,  the  same  shall  be  placed 
in  the  old  hall  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  in  the  Capitol 
of  the  United  States ;  which  is  hereby  set  apart,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  as  a  National  Statuary  Hall,  for 
the  purpose  herein  indicated." 

Your  Committee  have  duly  considered  this  subject  with  refer- 
ence to  the  history  of  the  State  and  the  long  line  of  her  illus- 
trious citizens  "  worthy  of  this  national  commemoration,"  and 
have  selected  two  whose  names  are  prominently  and  insep- 
arably associated  with  the  two  most  important  events  in  modern 
civilization,  the  introduction  of  Keligious  {liberty  and  the 
American  Revolution.  History  by  common  consent  assigns  to 
Rhode  Ishind  the  first  rank  in  one  of  these  events,  and  the 
second  in  the  other. 

Rc^r  Williams,  a  citizen  of  Rhode  Island  and  Providence 
Plantations,  first  proclaimed  "  soul  liberty"  or  the  inalienable 
right  of  every  human  being  to  commune  with  his  Maker, 
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according  to  the  dictates  of  his  conscience.  This  "iirclj  ex- 
periment" originating  within  a  few  rods  of  this  State-house,  has 
spread  throughout  Christendom,  and  has  liberated  the  world 
from  the  horrors  of  religious  persecution. 

It  has  enlightened  the  worid  in  the  true  spirit  of  the  Christiaii 
religion  and  instituted  freedom  of  thought,  and  freedom  of  con- 
science in  the  place  of  ignorant  bigotrv  and  self-righteous  intol- 
erance. 

The  second  of  these  events,  the  American  Revolution,  ema- 
nating from  the  spirit  that  "  Government  derives  its  just  powers 
from  the  consent  of  the  governed,"  will  yet  do  for  the  political 
world  what  the  doctrine  of  Roger  Williams  has  done  for  the 
spiritual.  It  will  do  away  with  the  "  divine  right  of  kings"  and 
establish  the  right  of  all  men  to  self-go x-emment.  In  the  ac- 
complishment of  this, — the  first  step  in  the  political  enfiunchise- 
ment  of  the  the  human  race,— Nathaniel  Greene,  of  Rhode 
Island,  was  admitted  b;;  all  to  rank  next  to  George  Washington. 

He  was  "second  in  war,  second  in  peace,  and  second  in  the 
hearts  of  his  countrymen."  As  Roger  Williams  and  Nathaniel 
Greene  nmist  be  universally  regarded  as  among  the  greatest  beo- 
e&ctors  of  onr  race,  and  as  they  have  achieved  for  our  little 
State  a  ikme  that  must  endare  as  long  as  history,  your  comniit- 
tee  unanimously  recommend  that  a  suitable  statue  of  each  of 
them  be  placed  in  the  niche  assigned  to  Rhode  Island  in  the 
National  Statuary  Hall,  in  the  Capitol  of  the  Nation.  For  the 
accomplishment  of  this  purpose  they  recommend  the  passage 
of  the  accompanying  resolution. 

Your  Committee  in  closing  this  report  beg  leave  to  express 
their  cordial  sympathy  with  the  proposed  use  of  the  old  hall  of 
the  House  of  Representatives.  -Scipio  Africnnus  said  if  at  any 
timehe  felt  his  love  of  his  country  growing  cold,  he  was  in  the 
habit  of  visiting  and  looking  at  the  statues  of  his  ancestOTS. 
We  trust  the  patriotism  of  the  Representatives  of  the  people  in 
Congress,  and  all  other  American  citizens,  will  be  inspired  and 
encouraged  by  the  imposing  presence  of  the  statues  of  those 
whose  names  and  deeds  illustrate  and  adorn  our  national  history.

The  nndereigned,  Bank  Commissioner,  respectfully  snbmitt  the 
following  report : 

Since  the  election  of  the  undersigned  to  the  office  of  BankCotn- 
miauoner,  thirty-6ve  of  the  incorporated  banks  of  this  State  haVe 
availed  themselves  of  the  provision  of  an  act  entitled  "  An  act  en- 
abling any  of  the  incorporated  banks  of  this  State  to  close  np  their 
bannesB  with  the  view  of  organiang  as  national  banks,"— passed 
March  7, 1865,  and  of  the  sabsequetit  act  in  amendment  thereof,  and 
have,  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  said  act,  sarrendered  their  chartera, 
and  ceased  to  have  any  corporate  existence  onder  the  laws  of  this 
StatA,  except  for  tbe^purpoaes  named  in  said  acts. ' 

The  following  list  gxbibits  the  names  and  locations  of  the  several 
banks  whose  chartera  have  been  so  sarrendered,  with  the  date  of  such 
snrrendtf,  and  the  names  of  the  national  organdatioDsinto  which 
diey  faave  been  Tespeotivflly  converted :

conTernon  bj  the  re-issue  of  their  bills,  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  the  several  acta  referred  to  above.  Each  of  the  said  banks, 
prior  to  the  surrender  of  its  charter,  appointed  the  national  bank, 
which  is  its  successor,  its  agent  for  the  redemption  of  its  liabilities, 
and  transferred  to  such  agent  all  of  its  assets,  cfaoses  in  action,  and 
corporate  property  of  every  descriptioD.  The  several  national  organi- 
zations above  named  have  assamed,  together  with  the  property,  all  of 
the  debts  «f  their  respective  State  predecessors,  and  have  become 
bound  by  a  contract  which  no  subsequent  board  of  directors  can  annul 
or  evade,  to  pay  and  discharge  such  debts.  The  creditots  of  the  sev- 
eral banks  which  have  been  converted  into  national  organizations,  re* 
tain,  therefore,  unimpaired,  all  of  the  securities  for  the  payment  of 
tliL-ir  demands  which  they  possessed  before  such  conversion,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  bonds  held  by  the  Qeneml  Treasurer  for  their  benefit  and 


The  plates  and  dies  and  un-issned  bUls  belonging  to  the  banks  whoee 
charters  have  been  surrendered,  have  ail  been  cancelled  and  destroyed ; 
and  the  penal  sums  of  the  bonds  given  in  their  behalf  respectively,  are 
snfBcient  to  cover  the  entire  amount  of  their  respective  bank  note 
Mues,  whether  in  circulation  or  in  the  vaults  of  the  banks. 

By  the  enabling  act,  the  Bank  Commissioner  was  empowered  to 
authorize  any  of  the  national  banlcs,  upon  application  duty  made,  to 
re-iasue  and  continue  in  circulation,  for  a  period  not  exceeding  six 
months  from  the  surrender  of  the  charter  of  the  State  bank  which 
was  its  predecessor,  the  bills  of  such  State  bank ;  and  by  the  aubse- 
qnent  act  of  June,  in  amendment  of  that  of  January,  the  national 
banks  were  authorized,  without  application  to  the  Commissioner,  to 
reissue  sufb  bills,  of  denominations  less  than  five  dollars,  until  the  first 
of  July  next.  All  of  the  banks  above  named,  with  two  or  three  ex- 
ceptions, have  accordingly  made  application  in  dne  form  for  leave  to 
re-issue  bills  of  the  State  banks.  The  Commissioner,  altlioagh  gravely 
doubting  the  power  of  the  legislature  to  grant  any  authority  to  nation- 
al organizations  to  use  circulating  notes  prohibited  by  the  act  of  Con- 
gress which  is  their  organic  law,  has  not  deemed  it  to  be  his  duty 
to  set  aside  the  policy  approved  and  adopted  by  the  wisdom  of  the 
General  Assembly,  such  applications  have  therefore  been  granted, 
whh  the  limitations,  in  respect  to  time,  expressed  in  the  statute ;  and 
the  re-issue  so  limited  in  amount  that  the  total  circulation  of  the  bank 
to  which  the  authority  was  given,  should  at  no  time  exceed  the  amount 
authorized  by  the  laws  of  the  United  States. 
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S  PUBLTO  DOGUMBNT. 

The  Cbminissioner  has  no  knowledge  of  any  abase  of  the  aothi^ 
■o  gnnted.  The  statute  affixes  no  penalty  to  sach  abase  shofild  it  be 
discovered ;  nor  is  any  State  officer  clothed  with  visitorial  or  inqniH' 
torial  power  over  these  national  organizations,  to  discover  or  prerait 
any  attempt  on  their  part  to  exceed  the  limits  oF  the  anthoii^  gntnted. 
The  protection  of  the  public  gainst  sdch  excess  consists  mainlr  is 
the  vigilance  of  the  Comptroller  of  the  Currvncy  of  the  United  Ststei; 
in  the  established  repatation  of  the  managers  of  these  banks  as  sound 
financiers  and  law-abiding  citizecn,  and  their  bonds  held  by  the  Geo- 
eral  Treasurer  for  the  redemption  of  this  irregular  circulation.  Tbt 
CiHnmisBtoner  is  not  prepared  to  saggeet  any  remedy  which  seems  to 
be  more  effective  and  within  the  scope  of  the  State  anthori^.  Nw 
does  there  seem  at  present  to  be  any  occasion  tterefcr.  Ttie  pdi^ 
of  the  State  was  thonght  to  be  juBti6ed  by  the  extreme  exigency  tC 
the  case,  and  was  designed  to  save  the  business  and  industrial  intemti 
of  the  people  of  the  State  from  the  inconv^ence  and  disaster  thit 
must  have  followed  the  sodden  withdrawal  of  the  State  currency  from 
circulation.  The  result  has  been  tbe  gradual  withdrawal  t^  that  or- 
cnlation,  as  more  legitimate  notes  have  been  supplied  to  take  its  plsw, 
in  such  a  mmneras  iwt  seriously  to  embarraas  the  basJBess  actiTit; 
of  a  people  not  surpassed  in  industry  and  enterprise  by  aay  commuai^ 
io  the-world.

That  they  have  in  furtherance  of  the  ends  required  of  them  held  a 
ntunber  of  meetings  at  the  State  House,  and  through  the  newspapers 
of  this  city  duly  informed  those  interested  that  they  might  avail  them- 
selves of  the  opportunity. 

The  claimants  that  were  recommended  to  the  favorable  conudera- 
tion  of  your  Honorable  body,  in  oar  report  at  the  January  Session, 
1665 — six  in  number — have  been  forward  and  received  the  amount 
of  their  claims. 

Similar  cUims  have  been  made  the  past  year,  which  were  examined 
and  every  effort  made  to  procure  evidence  of  their  authenticity; 
when  such  evidence  was  satisfactory  the  applicant  has  been  paid. 

As  was  anticipated,  many  persons  have  appeared  who  had  not  the 
slightest  title  to  relief  under  either  of  the  aforesaid  acts.  Some  open- 
ly acknowledged  that  they  knew  of  the  proper  time  tg  present  thdr 
papers,  but  did  not  wish  to  do  so  as  long  as  there  was  a  possibility  of 
a  draft  in  this  State.  Some  of  them,  from  the  peculiar  .circumstances 
attending  them,  have  enlisted  the  sympathies  of  yom:  Commissioners, 
althon^  folly  satisfied  that  it  was  not  in  their  power  to  admit  tbem. 
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The  petitioners  to  your  Honorable  hodj  for  relief,  and  wliom  j«a 
have  referred  to  us,  are,  we  believe,  all  of  them,  persons  who  hid 
previously  applied  for  the  benefit  of  the  Act  of  March,  1864  ;  had  the; 
complied  with  the  terms  of  said  Act,  they  would  have  been  paid  long 
ore  this.  As  the  powers  of  this  Board  have  oot  beea  eolax^ed,  it 
can  do  nothing  for  them. 

The  cases  referred  to  are  those  of 

James  D.  Bicknell,  North  Kingstown. 

David  Crai^ton,         "  " 

John  R.  Greene,         **  ** 

James  Bates,  Smithfield. 

Two  of  these  persons,  viz.  :  John  R.  Greene  and  David  Cnuutim, 
presented  their  papers  and  made  their  cUims  in  proper  time  to  hare 
been  paid  ;  but  instead  of  receiving  the  money  when  offered  to  tbmi, 
they  chose  to  withdraw  their  papers,  and  did  so,  folly  onderstaadiiig 
the  resalt  of  so  doing. 

The  claim  of  William  Hill,  of  North  Providence,  mentioned  in 
oar  last  report  as  incloded  in  the  amount  paid  to  said  town,  the  Board 
are  satisfied  should  have  been  paid  to  him,  as  &om  the  evidence  that 
has  been  produced,  the  substitute  for  Hill  that  was  paid  for  by  the 
said  town,  did  not  count  as  one  of  the  quota  of  the  State,  and  the  said 
Hill  was  obliged  by  the  Provost  Marshal  to  commute  or  enter  the  «t- 
vice,  and  not  wishing  to  enter  the  service  did  obtain  commnlatiui  I7 
paying  $300  to  the  proper  officers. 

The  Board  have  received  testimony  in  this  case  from  Mr.  H.  H. 
Thomas,  one  of  the  town  of  North  Providence's  CMnmisBi<xieiB,  for 
procuring  substitutes ;  from  Mr,  A.  K.  Goodwin,  the  perstHi  empb^- 
ed  by  Mr.  Thomju  to  go  to  Providence  and  pay  the  money  to  the 
sobstitate  after  he  was  sworn  in ;  and  that  of  Ez-Prevost  Mamhal 
Hamlin. 

After  a  doe  conuderation  of  all  the  evidence  offered,  the  Board  de- 
cided  to  allow  the  dainx  of  said  Hill,  and  au  order  was  accordin^y 
drawn  tor  die  amount.  Minutes  of  the  testimony  offered  in  this  case 
are  on  file  for  reference  to  those  further  interested  in  this  ease. 

The  Board  have  also  on  file  all  the  evidence,  affidavits,  &c^  whidi 
they  have  required  applicuits  to  ftimish  to  subataotiate  their  claims,  aln 
a  minute  record  of  the  facts  in  each  case. 

Your  Commissioners  have  used  special  caution  that  tlie  funds  of  the 
State  should  not  be  paid  out  to  those  who  were  not  entitled  to  refi^ 
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and  tfaejr  believe  that  all  the  persons  whose  clavms  have  been  allowed 
belong  to  the  chss  of  beneficiaries  contemplated  hy  the  said  Act  of 
1865. 

The  number  of  persons  who  either  commated  or  procured  sabati- 
tates  and  for  whose  relief  the  said  Act  was  passed,  we  find  to  be 
taelve  hundred  and^entj/  three.  (1228.) 

In  oar  last  report  it  was  stated  that  one  thoasand  sixty-one  claims 
had  been  recorded  ;  since  then  twenty-four  persons  have  appeared  and 
claimed  relief  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  continuing  the  commis- 
uon  ;  satisfied  with  the  evidence  offered,  the  Board  have  allowed 
and  caused  them  to  be  paid,  whicli  makes  the  whole  number  of  cases 
acted  upon,  one  thousand  eighty-five,  leaving  one  hundred  end  thirty- 
eight  who,  for  various  reasons,  have  not  chosen  to  present  their 
claim:!,  or  who  not  having  complied  with  the  requisitions  of  the  afore- 
said Acta,  have  thereby  rendered  it  impossible  for  the  Board  to  notice 
them. 

Accompanying  this  report  is  a  list  of  the  persons  whose  claims  have 
been  paid,  with  their  places  of  residence,  the  amount  paid  to  them,  &c. 

The  whole  amount  paid  out  by  ns  since  onr  last  report  has  been 
nxttea  thoutand  four  hundred  and  thirteen  doUara  (16,418.) 

Oor  expenses  have  been  two  hundred  tu>ettty-<me  doUari  and  teventjf- 
iwo  cent*  (221,72.) 

It  is  believed  that  nearly  all  who  were  interested  in  the  Commis- 
sion who  intend  to  present  claims  for  re-payment  have  now  appeared 
before  the  Board,  whicli  has  carefully  considered  and  decided  upon 
them.  Of  course  it  can  be  of  no  avail  for  those  who  have  once  pr^ 
sented  their  claims  and  been  dismissed  to  again  prefer  them,  unless 
the  powers  of  the  Commissioners  should  be  enlarged. 

There  are  perhaps  a  few  instances  like  the  following  recently 
brought  to  oor  notice,  where  a  drafted  man  served  in  person,  and 
from  the  testimony  oF  his  commanding  officer  was  taken  prisoner  and 
noc  rince  heard  IVom,  and  no  evidence  of  his  death  has  yet  been  pro- 
dnced  ;  such  claims,  when  the  proper  certificate  is  presented,  shonid 
be  paid.

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REPORT 


STATE  BENEFICIARIES. 


pHoyiDENCB,  January  (fth,  1866. 
2&  Hit  Excellency  James  T.  Smith,  Govmor,  ^e. 

Sir  : — I  beg  leave  to  lav  before  you  the  following  report  on  the 
Beneficiaries  of  the  State  at  the  several  institntions  in  the  States  of 
Vtrmont,  Massachusetts  and  Connecticut,  where  they  are  now  sup- 
ported at  the  expense  of  this  State,  as  well  as  those  within  this  State. 

At  the  close  of  the  summer  vacatioif,  and  soon  af^erthe  commence- 
ment of  the  term  when  new  pupils  are  admitted,  I  visited  the 
American  Asylum  at  Hartford,  Connecticut,  where  the  indigent  deaf 
and  dumb  children  belonging  to  this  State  have  long  been  sent  for 
their  education,  and  for  instmclion  in  such  trades  as  they  are  capable 
of  following,  and  which  are-  best  adapted  to  their  circumstances. 
This  excellent  institution,  the  oldest  in  the  country,  was  endowed  by 
the  United  States,  and  hence  is  enabled  to  furnish  instruction  on 
terms  much  more  favorable  than  can  be  afforded  by  any  private,  or 
exdusively  State  institution. 

Through  the  kindness  of  the  superintendent,  the  Rev.  Collins  Stone, 
aod  the  several  professors  and  teachers  connected  with  the  American 
Asylum,  I  had  the  privilege  of  witnessing  an  examination  of  every 
class,  from  the  initiatory  one  to  the  highest,  where  some  of  the  pupils 
have  been  under  instruction  from  six  to  eight  years.  In  this  exam- 
ination  I  saw  all  'the  papik  flrom  Rhode  Island  and  conversed  with 
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many  of  them,  thereby  giving  me  an  opportunity  to  witness  their 
progress.  Those  in  the  higher  class  showed  great  proficiency,  anil 
were  quite  as  far  advanced  in  their  studies  as  children  nsuaJiy  are  who 
are  blessed  with  all  their  faculties.  Some  of  the  yoanger  pupils  who 
had  been  but  a  month  at  the  insthation,  and  who  were  entirely 
ignorant  of  all  written  language  when  they  entered,  were  able  to 
write  uporv  a  slate  the  names  of  objects  expressed  by  three  letters. 
But  the  most  striking  part  of  this  ekhibition  was  in  the  formation  of 
their  letters,  which  few  children  can  equal  after  pncticing  writing  for 
a  year.  Thus  the  imitative  fiicnlties  <^  the  deaf  mute  appean  to  be 
stimulated  by  the  loss  of  the  faculties  of  hearing  and  speaking. 

The  trades  taught  at  the  American  Asylum  are  shoemaking,  cabinet 
making,  tailoring  and  some  others,  by  which  tl)e  pupils  may  earn  thor 
living  in  whole,  or  in  part,  when  they  have  left  the  iustitntitm. 
Several  irom  this  State  who  have  been  five  years  under  instnictioa 
have  found  work  in  the  shops,  while  others  by  writing  have  been 
enabled  to  earn  their  living. 

The  history  of  one  of  the  pupils  supported  by  this  State  at  the 
American  Asylum,  who  graduated  last  year,  possesses  so  much  interest 
that  I  cannot  Ibrbear  relating  it  at  length. 

In  1867,  Emma  Smith,  eight  years  of  age,  whose  mother  lived  in 
Newport,  and  who  had  not  the  means  to  support  her  child,  was 
apiKtiiited  a  beneficiary  of  the  State  and  sent  to  the  American  Asylom. 
Her  age  was  under  that  of  children  usually  received  there,  bat  the 
poverty  of  her  mother,  and  the  intelligence  exhibited  by  the  child, 
induced  the  benevolent  head  of  the  institution  to  receive  her.  In  OT 
annual  visits  to  the  institution  I  never  biled  to  see*  and  to  exchange 
a  few  written  words  with  tlie  child.  An  additional  interest  was  felt 
for  her,  not  only  by  myself,  but  by  the  SuperinteadeDt  and  the  Matrcai 
in  charge,  from  the  fact  that  she  was  now  entirely  aione  in  the  woHd, 
and  without  the  knowledge  of  a  living  relative.  Her  mother,  it 
appears,  for  a  while  visited  her  or  wrote  to  her,  her  last  letter  being 
written  at  New  York.  Suddenly  the  cooHUunication  between  the 
mother  and  child  stopped ;  probably  by  the  death  o(  the  former.  No 
one  believed  the  mother  had  intentionally  abandoned  her  child,  as  ifae 
had  always  exhibited  the  strongest  attachment  towards  her ;  besides, 
beiag  supported  by  the  State,  she  would  not  be  required  to  recave 
and  support  lier  for  five  years  at  least. 

When  the  five  years  for  wliich  Emma  Smyth  had  been  app(»nted  • 
beneficiary  hod  passed,  the  Superinteodent  of  the  institntioD  recom- 
mended that  she  should  be  kept  two  years  longer.    She  was  tfaeo  brt 
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thirteen.  Her  education  was  not  completed  and  it  seemed  hard  to 
Tetnrn  tliis  friendless  orphan  to  the  city  from  which  she  came,  to  he 
seat  to  the  pcxirhoose  aa  a  pauper.  The  Oovemor  very  properly 
reappointed  her  ror  two  years  more,  which  was  the  full  extent  which 
onr  law  authorizes.  At  the  expiration  of  this  time,  upon  the  repre- 
sentations made  to  the  Hon.  William  H.Cranston,  Mayor  of  Newport, 
that  city  authorized  the  contJQuance  of  Emma  for  another  year,  at  the 
end  of  which  period  it  was  believed  that  she  would  be  able  to  support 
herself. 

The  latter  period  expired  last  summer,  when  Emma  Smyth,  bow 
sixteen  years  of  age,  had  become  a  full  grown  woman.  Much  symr 
pathy  was  awakened  for  her,  not  only  at  the  American  Asylum,  of 
iffhich  she  had  been  an  inmate  for  eight  years,  but  among  many  fami- 
lies in  Hartford  who  knew  her  hisloiy,  and  who  had  become  attached 
to  her  on  account  of  her  intelligence.  At  this  juncture,  a  benevolent 
fiunily  in  Hartford,  rather  than  have  the  girl  return  to  Newport 
^vhere  she  did  not  know  a  single  soul,  agreed  to  give  her  a  home,  where 
she  could  cam  a  little  towards  her  support. 

When  the  term  at  Uie  American  Asylum  commenced  in  September 
■  last,  pupils  arrived  from  the  various  parts  of  the  country,  some  sent 
by  their  families,  others  from  States  as  beneliciaries.  Among  these 
there  came  &om  Boston  a  boy  who  bore  a  memorandum  tp  make 
enquiries  at  the  institution,  whether  amqng  the  many  deaf  mutes 
rieccived  there  for  many  previous  years,  there  had  been  one  of  the 
name  of  Emma  Smyth,  or  whether  any  of  the  pupils  knew  a  deaf 
mute  of  the  name.  Mr.  Stone,  the  superintendent,  at  once  stated  in 
reply  that  a'yoat)g  lady  of  this  name  came  there  frmn  Rhode  Island, 
by  which  State  she  had  been  supported  for  eight  years ;  tliat  she  had 
graduated  but  a  few  weeks  previous,  and  that  she  was  then  in  Hartford. 
News  that  the  long  lost  child  was  in  Hartford  was  at  once  sent  to 
Boston.  The  return  railroad  trun  brought  a  lady  who  claimed  to  be 
the  aunt  ef  Emma  Smyth,  and  who  lost  no  time  in  finding  her  niece. 
This  lady  stated  that  Emma  had  several  uncles,  aunts  and  other 
relatires  in  Boston,  who  were  highly  respectable  and  in  good  circum- 
stances ;  that  she  would  take  her  back  with  her  and  give  her  a  home 
as  long  as  she  lived. 

It  appears  that  the  mother  of  Emma,  who  lived  in  Boston,  had 
married  against  the  wishes  of  her  family  and  soon  after  left  that  city. 
They  knew  of  her  coming  to  Khode  Island  and  of  her  having  a 
daughter  named  Emma  who  was  deaf  and  dumb ;  but  for  many  years 
had  been  nnable  to  get  any  trace  of  her. 
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Had  the  State  not  taken  this  child  and  edacatedj  Iwr,  she  would 
have  been  a  fiiendless  pauper  in  tlie  poorhoose,  tliere  to  be  suf^totted 
during  her  life,  and  ignorant  of  everything  except  wliat  she  saw. 
She  is  now  restored  to  her  friends  who  will  provide  for  her,  with  the 
advantage  of  a  good  edacatioii. 

During  the  past  year  the  following  beneBciarifls  have  gradaated  at 
the  Am(.'ricaii  Asylum :  George  O.  Sunderland,  of  Bast  Greenwich, 
Willinm  H.  Butts  of  Barritigton ;  Silvia  D.  Kounds,  uf  Coventry.

At  the  Butler  Hospital  for  the  losane  one  hundred  and  fbar  pei^ 
Bona  have  received  asustance  from,  or  were  suf^orted  fay  the  State 
during  the  past  year,  at  the  rate  of  one  hundred  and  twenty  dollan 
each  per  year ;  of  these  ten  receive  aid  from  their  friend-i. 

During  the  year  ending  December  31, 1865,  six  patients  hava  been 
removed;  some  of  them  were  incurables,  and  were  taken  back  by 
the  towns  to  which  they  belonged,  others  were  recoTcries.

REPORT. 


I  BEO  lefeVe  to  lay  before  yoar  hononbld  body,  the  tettth  ktid  Con- 
cluding volume  oF  the  Colonial  Records  of  Rhode  Inland,  bringing  its 
history  do«n  to  the  close  of  the  year  1792,  in  which  year  the  State 
adopted  the  ConBtituUoii  of  the  United  States,  thus  cloning  its  ind^ 
pendent  existence,  and  becoming  an  Inseparable  portion  of  the  Federal 
Union.  From  that  period  the  history  of  the  United  States  u  a  his- 
tory of  Rhode  Island ;  and  our  own  history  proper,  will,  in  future, 
be  a  record  of  events  passing  within  oar  own  bonlers. 

Upon  my  election  to  the  oiBce  of  Secretary  of  State,  in  1855, 1  ex- 
amined the  early  records  in  the  State  archives^  which  I  found  to  he 
in  a  perishable  condition.  Our  government  had  existed  two  hundred 
and  twenty  years,  and  the  precious  memorials  of  this  long  period 
were  in  such  a  state  that  the  deUy  of  a  few  years  would  render  them 
nnintellinihie  ;  besides  which,  they  were  not  in  a  condition  to  be  ex- 
amined, and  were,  moreover,  liable  at  auv  moment  to  be  destroyed  by 
fire. 

Deeming  it  my  duty  to  aid  in  preserving  these  valuable  records  of 
our  history,  I  submitted  a  plan  to  the  General  Assembly,  in  1855, 
to  print  a  volume  of  the  earliest  records,  which  would  comprise  the 
period  of  the  foundation  of  the  State  from  1636  to  1663,  wiieu  the 
great  charter  was  obtained  from  King  Charles  the  Second.  My  plan 
was  approved,  and  a  resolution  was  parsed  authorizing  me  to  perform 
the  work  of  arranging,  transcribing  and  printing  the  volume.  One 
year  was  required  to  complete  and  print  it,  the  whole  being  tran^ 
scribed  by  my  own  hand  ;  and  the  following  May  the  first  volume  of 
tlia  Colonial  Records  was  laid  before  the  General  Assembly. 

The  volume  met  with  approval,  and  another  resolution  was  passed 
authorizing  me  to  continue  with  the  work.  One  year  has  been  re- 
quired to  prepare  apd  print  each  volume,  except  the  last,  which  has 
required  nearly  two  years. 
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The  series  bepos  with  the  arrival  of  Roger  Williams,  in  the  yetr 
1636,  and  closes  vith  the  year  1792,  a  period  of  one  hnndnd  lud 
fifty-six  yean.  Seven  voInmeR  are  occupied  with  oar  colonial  historr, 
two  volumes  with  the  revolutionary  period,  and  one  volame  with  the 
period  from  the  close  of  the  war.  In  178^,  to  the  adoption  of  the  fed- 
enl  constitution. 

In  my  previous  r^>orts  made  on  the  delivery  of  these  volnmes,  I 
have  given  some  particulars  of  the  sonrcesofthe  materials  from  which 
the  records  were  made.  In  terminating  the  work,  I  deem  it  proper 
again  to  state,  that  in  addition  to  the  public  archives,  which  consbtDte 
the  chief  portion  of  the  records,  a  lai^  number  of  documents  lod 
letters  of  great  interest  relating  to  the  early  history  of  the  State,  have 
been  included,  and  without  which  our  colonial  history  would  hxn 
been  incomplete.  For  these  letters  and  docnmenls  the  State  is  indebt- 
ed to  the  liberality  of  John  Carter  Brown,  Esq.,  of  Providence,  who 
kindly  placed  at  my  disposal  fifteen  large  volumes  of  manuscripts, 
chiefly  copied  for  him  and  at  his  expense,  from  the  originals  in  Her 
Miyesty's  State  Paper  Office,  London,  alt  of  which  relate,  more  or 
less,  to  Rhode  Island  previoos  to  the  revolutionary  war. 

Daring  the  progress  of  the  work,  a  large  number  of  letters,  chiefly 
of  the  revolutionary  period,  have  been  collected,  to  which  no  ^efe^ 
ence  was  made  in  the  records.  These,  which  will  probably  fill  a  vol- 
ume, may  be  printed  hereafter  as  a  volume  of  Rhode  Island  State 
Papers. 

The  Colonial  Repords  have  been  annually  distributed  to  the  mem- 
bers of  the  General  Assembly,  bt^inning  in  the  year  1856;  also  to 
various  public  libraries,  and  the  several  States  and  Territories,  etc 
The  first  vulnme  was  exhausted  first.  The  second  and  tliird  volumes 
were  exhausted  with  the  distribution  to  the  members  in  January, 
1865.  Sets  of  the  work  can  now  only  be  supplied  from  the  fourth 
volume,  and  none  of  these  will  remain  after  the  distribution  the  pre- 
sent session.  As  the  odd  volumes  are  of  no  value  of  themselves,  the 
Secretary  has  deemed  it  his  duty  to  fnmish  these  volumes  to  raemben 
of  the  General  Assembly  to  complete  their  sets,  whenever  they  apply 
for  them,  without  charge. 

During  the  progress  of  the  work  many  applications  have  been 
made  for  it  from  public  libraries,  colleges,  and  duplicate  copies  from 
some  of  the  Sutes.  Applications  for  the  work  have  sometimes  been 
made  by  new  literary  institutions  and  public  libraries  in  Rhode  Island, 
all  of  which  calls  have  been  met  when  it  has  been  possible  to  do  su. 

By  a  law  of  the  State,  the  Governors,'  for  the  time  being,  have  lib- 
ertr  to  ^ve  away  the  laws,  schedules,  or  other  puUicaiiwis  of  the 
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State.     During  the  ten  jeara  the  work  has  been  in  progress  of  pabli- 
cation,  from  twenty  to  thirty  gets  have  thus  been  disposed  of. 

Upon  the  completion  of  the  tirst  volume,  a  resolution  was  passed 
providing  for  its  distribution.  The  same  distribution,  with  some  addi- 
tional libraries  and-  public  institutions,  has  been  continued  with  all 
the  volumes,  and  is  as  follows,  viz. :

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  thera  has  been  an  annual  distribation 
to  the  members  of  the  General  Assembly  for  ten  years. 

A  few  copies  have  been  sold,  chiefly  by  the  Town  Clerks,  to  whom 
the  early  volumes  were  sent,  and  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  the  pro- 
ceeds of  which  saliss  have  been  paid  to  the  General  Treasurer. 

In  conclusion,  I  respectfiilly  suggest  that  the  tenth  volume,  now  com- 
pleted, be  distributed  to  each  member  of  the  present  General  Assembly, 
and  that  the  previous  volumes  of  the  Colonial  Records  as  &r  as  they 
can  be  famished,  be  distributed  to  such  of  the  members  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  as  have  not  before  received  them.

To  the  Sonorable  General  Assembly  of  the  Stale  of  Rhode  Island: 

The  State  of  Rhode  Island  having  contributed  towards  the  purchase 
of  grounds,  the  formation  of  a  great  Cemetery,  and  the  erection  of  ft 
noble  Monument  to  commemorate  the  great  battle  which  resulted  in 
the  triumph  of  the  Union  armies,  it  is  proper  that  an  account  of  the 
pn^ress  of  this  work  should  bo  made  known  to  the  General  Assembly. 

In  a  former  report  I  stated  that  the  "Soldiers'  Kational  Cemetery 
Association"  was  a  Corporation,  chartered  by  the  Legislature  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  which  Corporation  is  managed  by 
Trustees  or  Commissioners,  appointed  by  the  several  States.  The 
Slates  which  have  taken  part  in  this*  Association,  are  those  whose  reg- 
iments were  in  the  battles  of  Gettysburg,  and  whose  remains  are  buried 
in  tbe  Cemetery.  Of  the  loyal  States  eighteen  were  represented  in 
these  battles,  which  States,  or  their  Commissioners,  constitute  the 
Corporation.

Soon  after  the  battles  of  Gettysburg  a  plan  was  devised  by  Got. 
Curtin,  of  Pennsylvania,  for  tlie  purchase  of  groond  for  a  Cemetery, 
in  which  should  be  deposited  the  remains  of  all  the  Union  soldiers  vbo 
had  fallen  in  these  des|>erate  battles,  or  who  had  died  of  voandi 
received  in  them.  By  the  assistance  of  gentlemen  in  Gettysburg, 
seventeen  acres  of  land  were  purchased  on  moderate  terms,  on  what 
is  known  as  Cemetery  Hill,  adjoining  the  local  Cemetery  on  the  north 
and  west.  This  is  the  spot  upon  which  the  centre  of  our  line  rested 
on  the  2d  and  3d  of  July,  and  one  of  the  most  prominent  and  impor- 
tant positions  on  the  whole  battle-field.  Independent  trf"  the  interest 
connected  with  our  occupation  of  it  in  the  desperate  battles  which  are 
now  acknowledged  as  the  turning  point  in  tiie  war  of  the  late  rebel- 
lion, Cemetery  Hill  possesses  other  attractions.  The  view  from  this 
Hill  is  so  commanding  that  the  visitor  may,  at  a  ghince,  view  the  endre 
battle-field  where  the  contending  armies,  two  hundred  thousand  strong, 
were  battling  for  the  ascendancy.  The  headquarters  of  General  Mead, 
in  a  small  and  dilapidated  cottage,  exposed  to  the  fire  of  five  hundred 
rebel  cannon,  stands  near,  while  at  a  distance,  yet  plainly  visible,  is 
the  Theological  Seminaiy,  in  the  cupola  of  whicli,  quietly  sat  General 
Lee,  protected  from  all  danger,  by  the  yellow  hospital  flag,  which ' 
waved  above  it.  Such  is  the  spot  where  nearly  four  thousand  of  the 
brave  defenders  of  their  country  lie  buried.  As  the  battle  of  Ther- 
mopylae save<i  .Greece  from  the  Persian  hordes,  so  did  Gettysburg 
check  the  advance  of  the  rebel  hordes  and  the  devastation  which  would 
inevitably  have  followed  the  loss  of  tins  battle.  Near  by,  in  tumuli 
and  trenches,  in  the  dense  forest  an'd  in  the  cultivated  fields,  He  the 
bodies  of  more  than  eight  thousand  of  our  country's  invadere. 

The  first  thing  done  after  the  porchaaeof  the  ground  for  the  Ceme- 
tery, was  the  removal  {o  it  of  the  bodies  of  all  the  Union  soldiers  who 
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bad  tftllen  in  battle,  or  had  died  of  their  wonnds.  This  was  snccess- 
fally  accomplished,  and  each  body  placed  in  a  separate  coffin.  Of  the 
fonr  thousand  bodies. so  removed,  abont  three-quarters  were  identified, 
and  their  names,  together  with  that  of  their  regiments,  placed  upon 
faead-boarda  at  their  graves. 

In  order  to  ascertain  the  names  of  the  unknown,  letters  were  sent 
to  the  Adjutant  Generals  of  the  States  which  had  troops  in  the  battles 
of  Gettysburg,  accompanied  witli  the  names  of  the  fallen,  as  far  as 
could  be  ascertained.  The  Adjutant  Generals,  from  the  returns  in 
their  several  offices,  were  enabled  to  correct  the  lists  and  to  add  the 
names  oi  those  not  before  contained  in  them.  By  this  means  the 
Dames  of  nearly  all  who  (ell  on  this  occasion,  have  been  collected,  and 
^will  be  preserved  in  a  book  forever,  to  be  kept  at  the  Cemetery.  A 
copy  of  this  book,  when  printed,  will  be  sent  to  each  State  for  preset 
vation.  ^ 

The  plan  of  the  Corporation  ^jas  to  call  upon  eich  State  which  had 
soldiers  in  the  battles  of  Gettysburg,  to  contribute  towards  the  Ceme- 
tery and  Monument,  in  the  ratio  of  their  Congressional  representation. 
A  proposal  to  this  effect  was  readily  accepted  by  the  States  in  question, 
and  the  required  sums  appropriated.  The  estimated  amount  required 
to  lay  out  the  grounds,  remove  the  bodies,  construct  the  walls,  fences, 
and  keeper's  house,  and  to  erect  the  proposed  Monument,  was  then 
apportioned  among  the  several  States,  and  found  to  make  four  hundred 
and  twenty  dollars  and  fifty-three  cents  for  each  representative  in 
Congress.  Rhode  Island's  portion,according  to  the  first  estimate,  was 
therefore  eight  hundred  and  forty-one  dollars  and  six  cents.  But  the 
great  advance  irv  labor  and  materials  were  such,  that  all  the  estimates 
proved  to  be  too  low.  The  Commissioners,  therefore,  deemed  it  abso- 
lutely necessary  to  ask  for  double  the  sum  first  called  for.  An  appeal 
was  again  made  to  the  loyal  States,  whose  soldiers  were  interred  in  the 
Cemetery,  and  promptly  responded  to.  Rhode  Island,  last  winter, 
placed  ai  the  disposal  of  the  Governor,  the  additional  amount  required, 
a  portion  only  of  which,  has  yet  been  called  for  by  the  Treasurer. 
The  whole  amount  appropriated  by  this  State  is  one  thousand  six  hun- 
dred and  eighty-two  dollars  and  twelve  cents. 

The  work  upon  the  cemetery,  after  the  burial  of  the  remains 
of  the  ftUen,  has  been  pressed  steadily  forward  under  the  direct 
superintendence  of  David  Wills',  Esq.,  the  Commissioner  of  Penn- 
sylvania, who  resides  at  Gettysburg.  A  substantial  stone  wall, 
with  a  granite  coping,  has  been  built  along  the  three  sides  which  sepa- 
rate it  from  the  adjoining  grounds  and  the  Taneytown  road,  fttll  half 
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a  mile  in  extent.  On  the  Iront,  facing  the  Battunore  turnpike, 
where  the  entrance  is,  a  fine  iron  fence  has  been  constructed,  while 
the  line  between  the  soldiers'  cemetery  and  the  local  cemetery  of  the 
town,  is  only  marked  by  granite  posts.  An  appropriate  gateway,  uid 
a  dwelling-honse  for  the  keeper  of  the  cemetery,  have  been  erected. 
The  graves,  which  are  arranged  in  a  semi-circle,  as  shown  on  tbe 
plan,  accompanjing  this  report,  are  all  marked  with  granite  head- 
stones, with  the  name  of  the  soldier  and  his  regiment  engraven  there- 
on. Besides  this,  care  has  been  taken  to  place  the  bodi<»  of  the  sol- 
diers of  each  State  by  themselves.  By  this  arrangement  a  vidtor  to 
the  cemetry  may  6nd  together  the  graves  of  the  (aU«a  patriots  <^  bis 
own  State. 

The  portion  of  the  cemetery  occupied  by  the  graves  is  about  one-thini  i 
of  the  ground  enclosed.  The  remainder  has  been  graded,  laid  out  in 
paths,  and  planted  with  upwards  o^  five  hundred  ornamental  trees 
and  shrubs.  It  is  the  intention  of  tlje  army  division  to  which  Gen- 
eral Reynolds,  one  of  the  fallen  heroes,  belonged,  to  erect  an  elegiot 
monument  and  statue'to  his  memory,  in  this  cembtery.  It  is  probaUe 
that  other  monnments  will  also  be  erected  within  the  cemeterr 
grounds  to  the  memory  of  other  officers,  for  which  there  is  ample 
space.  The  plan  which  accompanies  this  report  presents  the  wbde 
area  of  the  cemetery  grounds.  The  portion  marked  by  a  semi-circle, 
is  that  occupied  by  the  bodies  of  the  soldiers.  East  of  the  Nationil 
Cemeter}-,  as  shown  by  the  plan,  lies  the  local  cemetery,  both  front- 
ing the  Baltimore  turnpike. 

The  whole  amount,  thus  fiir  expended  upon  the  cemetery*,  accord- 
ing to  the  report  of  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners,  is 
961,940.93.  This  is  for  the  exhuming  and  burial  of  the  fallen;  tbe 
erection  of  the  stone  wall  and  iron  fences  ;  the  erection  of  a  house  for 
the  keeper,  and  a  large  iron  gateway  ;  the  grading  of  the  ground  and 
laying  it  out ;  the  planting  of  trees  ;  the  erection  of  headstones  to  all 
the  graves,  and  the  sculpturing  of  the  names  of  each  soldier  thereon. 
It  may,  therefore,  be  said  that  the  work  on  the  cemetery  is  finished, 
and  there  remains  but  the  erection  of  the  monument  contemplated. 
The  design  for  this  work  has  already  been  adopted,  being  the  one  sub- 
mitted by  Mr.  -Batterson,  of  Hartford,  Connecticut.  The  contract 
for  the  work  is  to  be  given  out  immediately,  it  it  has  not  already  been 
given  out.  The  monument  is  estimated  to  cost  from  J50,000  to  Iw,- 
000,  and  will  embrace  five  statues,  one  on  each  side  and  one  on  the 
summit. 

I  will  not  attempt  to  give  any  particulars  of  the  memorable  battles 
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of  Crettysbui^,  wbjcb  the  monnment  is  intstided  to  perpetuate  ;  yet, 
■s  a  matter  of  record  proper  to  be  appended  to  this  brief  report,  I  beg 
leave  to  mention  the  following  particalars  obtained  from  official  sources : 

The  rebel  army  concentrated  in  Pennsylvania,  most  of  which  was 
engaged  in  the  battles  of  Gettysburg  on  the  iirst,  second  and  third 
days  of  Jnly,  1868,  consisted  of  90,000  in&ntry,  10,000  cavalry,  and 
about  &,f)00  artillery,  making  a  grand  total  of  105,000  men,  all  under 
the  command  of  Oeneral  Robert  E.  Lee.  I  have  not  at  my  command 
the  particalars  of  the  force  of  the  Union  army,  and  will,  therefore, 
merely  state  that  General  Hallecfc,  in  his  report,  accompanying  the 
President's  messages,  states  the  armies  to  Lave  been  equal.  It  is  safe, 
therefore,  to  add  that  the  whole  force  engaged  in  these  terrible  con- 
flicts were  not  less  than  200,000  men..  On  the  side  of  the  Confed- 
erates, six  generals  were  killed  and  six  wounded.  On  the  Union  side 
three  generals  were  killed  and  nine  wounded.  The  Union  loss  was 
2834  killed,  18,709  wounded,  and  6,643  missing,  making  a  total  of 
21,182.  , 

The  rebel  loss  of  officers  (below  the  rank  of  General,)  and  men  in 
prisoners,  indoding  the  wounded,  was  13,621,  an  amount  ascertained 
officially.  Of  the  wounded,  in  a  condition  to  be  removed,  and  of  the 
mied  and  wounded,  the  enemy  has  made  no  return.  Mr.  Everett, 
in  bis  oration,  at  the  laying  of  tho  corner-stone  of  tbe  monument, 
from  the  best  data  which  the  nature  of  the  case  admits,  estimates  this 
mimber  at  23,000.  General  Meade  captnred  three  cannon  and  forty- 
one  standards ;  and  24,978  small  arms  were  collected  on  the  battle- 
fields*

Having  been  appointed  by  Your  Excellency  to  the  oflBce  of  Trustee 
to  represent  the  State  of  Rhode  Island  in  the  Corporation  of  the  An- 
tietam  National  Cemetery,  I  have  the  honor  t(f  make  the  following 
report: 

In  March,  1865,  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Maryland, 
passed  an  act  of  incorporation  under  the  name,  style  and  title  of  the 
"  Antietam  National  Cemetery,"  the  object  of  which  was  to  form  an 
association,  under  an  act  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State,  of  all  the 
loyal  State*  who'were  represented  on  the  battle-6eld  of  Antietam  by 
their  loyal  soldiers  in  the  Union  army,  to  purchase  a  suitable  lot  of 
ground  nn  or  near  the  battle-field  of  Antietam,  to  lay  out  and  enclose 
said  grounds  for  the  purp<}se  of  the  bunal  and  final  resting-place  of 
the  remains  of  the  loyal  soldiers  who  fell  on  that  memorable  battle- 
field, (a  voluntary  sacrifice  in  the  defence  of  right,  liberty,  and  tbe 
laws  of  the  country,)  or  at  other  points  north  of  the  Potomac  river, 
during  the  invasion  of  the  rebel  army  under  "  General  Lee,"  in  the 
summer  and  fall  of  1862,  or  died  thereafter  of  wounds  received  in 
said  battle  or  during  said  invasion. 

By  the  act  of  incorporation,  the  State  of  Maryland  has  four  trustees 
and  each  of  the  other  States  one  trustte  each.  Tbe  number  of  States 
which  are  interested  in  this  cemetery,  by  tbe  sacnfice  of  their  patriotic 
sons  on  that  bloody  field,  are  eighteen  in  number,  viz. :  New  York, 
Pennsylvania,  Indiana,  Ohio,  Connecticut,  Wisconsin,  Maryland, 
Michigan,  New  Jersey,  Vermont,  Illinois,  Delaware,  Minnesota, 
West  Virginia,  Maine,  New  Hampshire,  Massachusetts  and  Rhode 
Island. 

The  State  of  Maryland  made  an  appropriation  of  seven  thousand 
dollars  ($7,000)  in  said  act  of  incorporation,  to  purchase  a  lot  and 
commence  Uie  work.     On  the  25th  of  May  last,  the  Maryland  trustees 
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met  at  Hagerstown,  Md.,  and  oi^nized  under  the  act  of  AsaemUy, 
by  electing  Dr.  Augustine  A.  Biggs,  President,  and  Thomas  A. 
Boalt,  Esq.,  Secretary  and  Treasurer, 

Dr.  A.  A.  Bigga  was  appointed  General  Superintendent  of  the 
work.  Aaron  Goad,  Esq.,  was  appointed  to  make  a  list  of  the  Oeid, 
and  ascertain  the  location  where  their  remains  were  buried,  for  publi- 
cation in  pamphlet  form,  which  has  been  clone.  The  number  of  loyd 
dead  on  the  field  is  between  0,000  and  7,000,and  thus  far  1,706  hvt 
been  identified  by  name,  regiment  and  State,  and  918  by  their  respect- 
ive States. 

In  November  last  I  received  a  notice  from  the  Secretary  that  there 
would  be  a  meeting  of  the  Trustees  on  the  18th  of  December,  at 
Sharpsburg,  Md.,  and  requesting  me  to  be  present,  as  matters  of 
much  importance  would  bo  likely  to  come  before  tlie  meeting. 

I  accordingly  made  arrangements  to  attend  tlie  meeting.  I  arrived 
at  Sharpsburg  on  the  morning  of  the  13th  December.  We  met  >t 
the  office  of  Dr.  A.  A.  Biggs,  the  President. 

Present :  The  President,  Dr.  Big^,  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer, 
Thomas  A.  Bonlt,  Esq.,  and  Gen.  Lemuel  TtKld,  of  Pennsylvania. 
I  did  not  understand  that  Gen.  Todd  was  appointed  a  trustee  for 
the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  but  was  present  as  an  agent  of  Governor 
Curtin,  of  that  State,  to  ascertain  what  pr(^ress  had  been  made  in 
this  noble  enterprise,  preparatory  to  causinfC  the  proper  l^shtion  to 
be  had  when  tho  Legislature  of  that  State  should  next  convcVie. 

I  foun<I  that,  with  the  exception  of  Maryland,  Rhode  Island  was 
the  only  State  that  had  acted  in  this  matter  by  making  an  appropria- 
tion and  apj>ointing  its  trustee,  consequently  there  could  be  no  or- 
ganization of  the  tmstees  of  the  several  States.  The  present  oi^ni- 
EBtion  is  one  of  the  local  tmstees  of  the  State  of  Maryland.  Thus  &r 
they  have  expended  only  Mar^-land  money. 

The  trustees  went  on  the  ground  that  had  been  purchased  for  the 
cemetery  to  view  the  work  that  was  then  in  progress.  The  groand 
had  been  laid  oat,  so  &r  as  the  enclosing  of  it,  with  a  substantial  stone 
wall.  The  ditching  for  the  foundation  wall  was  nearly  completed  on 
three  sides  of  the  lot,  and  the  foandation  wall  was  in  prc^pvss  of  erec- 
uon.  Men  were  at  work  quarrying  slone  from  a  ledge  near  to  the 
grounds,  and  teams  were  cmjiloyed  hauhng  the  same  on  the  groDiids. 

The  trustees  present  advised  stopping  the  work  in  a  few  days  in 
consequence  of  the  cold  weather.  They  also  advised  that  an  estitnste 
be  at  once  made  of  the  probable  cost  of  completing  the  cemetei^,  and 
removing  the  dead  from  whei«  they  now  lie,  and  re-int«-ring  then  a 
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the  cemetery  grounds,  and  to  coinmDnicate  said  estimate  to  -the  exec- 
utives of  the  several  States,  in  order  for  theip  to  lay  the  subject  be- 
fore their  respective  Legislatures  at  as  early  a  day  as  possible,  for  them 
,to  make  the  necessary  appropriations  and  appoint  their  trustees  to 
carry  into  full  effect  the  objects  of  the  association. 

Since  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  on  the  13th  of  Decem- 
ber last,  I  liave  received  from  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  Thomas 
A.  Boolt,  Esq.,  the  following  communication.  The  same  bas  also 
been  communicated  to  the  executives  of  all  the  States  interested  in 
this  work : 

JV  Egjt.  B.  Laphavtr,  CentreviUe,  R.  I.: 

Dear  Sir  : — In  pnrsuance  of  a  call,  of  which  you  were  respect- 
fully notified,  a  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Antietam  National 
Cemetery  was  held  at  Sharpsburg,  Maryland,  on  the  18th  instant. 
Amonn  other  things  done  at  this  meeting,  the  work  performed  by  Dr. 
Biggs,  ns  General  Superintendent,  was  approved  ;  when,  on  motion 
of  Hon/ B.  Lafbau,  of  Uhode  Island,  the  Superintendent  was  request- 
ed to  prepare  a  careful  estimate  of  the  amount  required  to  complete 
the  work,  and  make  a  report  of  the  saine  to  the  Governors  of  all  the 
States  interested  in  the  Cemetery,  with  a  request  that  they  recommend 
to  their  Legislatures  the  importance  of  a  sufficient  appropriation  to 
assist  in  preparing  the  ground  and  the  removal  of  the  remains  of  the 
dead,  now  scattered  over  the  fields  and  in  the  fence  comers,  many  of 
which  are  in  danger  oi  being  turned  over  by  the  plow  or  rooted  up  by 
the  hogs. 

On  motion  of  Gen.  Lemuel  Todd,  of  Pennsyh-ania,  the  Secretary 
was  directed  to  have  printed  the  law  of  Maryland,  incorporating  the 
Cemetery,  and  send  a  copy  of  the  >same,  with  the  estimate  of  the 
Superintendent,  to  the  different  State  Executives. 

For  the  purpose  of  making  up  a  careful  and  complete  report,  the 
Tnuteei  for  the  State  of  Maryland,  met  on  the  19th  instant,  at  the 
American  office  in  Bahimore,  and  prepared  the  following  report  of 
the  estimated  amount  of  money  yet  required  to  complete  the  Ceme- 
tery; and  which,  according  to  a  resolution  of  the  Board,  is  respect- 
'  fiilly  submitted  for  your  consideration. 

At  this  meeting  Gen.  E.  Shriver,  of  Frederick,  and  C.  C.  Fditon, 
Esq.,  of  Baltimore,  were  requested  to  advise  with  the  Governor  of 
Maryland  and  the  members  of  the  Legislature,  and  recommend  an 
additional  appropriation  of  eight  thousand  dollars,  making  fifteen  thou* 
sand  dollars  in  all,  for  the  State  of  Maryland,  which  will  be  solScient 
T 
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to  complete  the  encloBmg,  levelling  and  grading  of  .Ae  gronndi,  and 
the  boilding  ot  a  keeper's  lodge. 

On  the  third  page  vou  will  find  the  amount  apportioned  to  the  dif- 
ferent States  having  dead  on  this  battle-field.  This  dtstnbntion  c^the 
expenses  wc  believe  to  be  according  to  the  spirit  and  meaning  of  the 
Sth  section  of  the  act  of  incorporation,  a  copy  of  which  accompanies 
this  circular.  With  the  view  of  resnming  work  early  in  the  spring, 
we  shall  be  much  gratified  in  learning  that  the  apportionment  of  your 
State  has  been  appropriated  by  its  legislature.

The  following  apportionment  has  been  calculated  for  and  set  to  each 
State  according  to  the  number  of  its  representatives  in  the  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  United  States.  The  Local  Trustees  most 
respectfully  and  earnestly  recommend  its  immediate  adoption  by  the 
different  State  Legislatures :

The 
brave  and  noble  deeds  of  the  Union  soldiers  who  fell  on  this  bloody 
field,  deserve  to  be  placed  side  by  side  on  the  page  of  history  with 
those  of  Maranthon  and  Thermopylse,  and  well  might  the  inscription 
be  written  on  their  monuments,  **  We  fell  in  the  defeuce  of  the  laws 
of  our  country-"

I  have  the  honor  to  further  ri'port,  that  the  bonds  for  one  million 
dollars,  autliorizeil  by  the  act  of  January,  1865,  have,  by  tlie  advicu 
of  His  Excellency  the  Governor,  been  destroyed,  and  the  plates  upon 
which  they  were  printed  rendered  worthless.  His  Excellency  deeming 
that  it  would  better  subserve  the  interest  of  the  State  to  make  tempo- 
rary loana  rather  than  to  issue  the  bonds  or  a  portion  of  them,  having 
thirty  years  to  run,  and  which  might  possibly  not  be  available  when 
the  State  might  bo  in  a  financial  condition  to  retire  a  portion  of  them, 
but  would  be  compelled  to  pay  the  semi-annual  interest  on  thejn  until, 
perhaps,  the  time  expired  (or  their  redemption. 

I  would  further  report,  that  by  tin  advice  of  His  Eaccllency,  one 
hundred  and  eleven  thousand  dollars  of  previous  issues  of  State  bonds 
have  been  redeemed,  thereby  causing  a  reduction  of  interest,  and  leav- 
ing a  balance  of  three  million  eight  hundred  and  eighty-nine  thousand 
dollars  on  the  market.

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REPORT. 


2b  Ms  Exeellene^  the  Governor,  and  the  HonomAle  the  General 
Asaeinblff : 

Gentlemen  : — It  is  my  privilege  and  duty  to  present  to 
you  the  TweNty-firbt  Annoal  Report  on  the  state  and  con- 
dition of  the  schools  and  of  education,  in  Rhode  Island, 
with  plans  and  suggestions  for  their  improvement 

To  one  standing  by  the  side  of  the  glaciers  for  a  few  days 
only,  these  imDiense  fields  of  ice  seem  as  immovable  as  the 
mountains  and  valleys  upon  whose  sides,  and  within  whose 
basins  they  are  formed ;  but  if  he  will  continue  his  observa- 
tions for  a  few  months,  he  wilt  find  that  what  he  supposed  u 
£xed  and  motionless  mass  has  made  a  continued  and  steady 
progress  down  the  mountain,  and  out  of  the  volley.  So  it 
is  with  our  school  system,  or  with  any  great  reform, —  Its 
advance  is  slow  but  certain.  As  we  watch  our  schools  from 
year  to  year,  we  notice  but  little  change ;  but  if  we  compare 
the  last  ten  years  with  the  ten  years  which  immediately 
preceded,  we  shall  find  much  to  gratify  and  encourage. 
We  shall  find,  with  the  people  of  the  State,  a  more  general 
and  abiding  conviction,  not  only  of  the  value  of  education, 
but  of  the  necessity  for  it.  We  shall  find  very  many  better 
8chool-hous«8,  longer  school  terms,   a  larger  number  of

graded  schools,  a  higher  standard  of  intellectual  and  moral 
culture,  a  more  careful  supervision  by  school  officers,  a 
more  generous  expenditure  of  money,  better  school  books, 
and,  in  many  instances,  the  adoption  of  the  most  approved 
methods  of  instruction  and  government;  although  in.thia 
last  partictilar  there  is  lack  enough  yeL  We  sadly  need 
better  instruction  and  government 

In  noticing  the  changes  which  our  system  of  education 
is  effecting,  and  the  good  which  it  is  accomplishing,  it 
must  be  remembered  that  we  can  only  note  the  outward 
and  the  visible.  We  can  not  observe,  much  less  measure, 
its  influence  upon  the  vast  inner  life ;  awakening  and  giving 
vigor  to  thought, increasing, and  rendering  useful,  knowledge^ 
and  supplying  an  inexhaustible  fountain  of  enjoyment  to 
tens  of  thousands  of  young  intellects  just  brightening  into 
action.  If  we  could  see  all  this,  if  it  could  become  visible 
we  should  be  amazed  at  the  result,  and  wonder  how  there 
could  remain  so  much  indifference  to  it.  Every  ycdr  would 
bring  with  it  a  greater  interest,  and  a  more  careful  consid- 
eration ;  ond  we  should  take  especial  care  that  a  system 
which  is  accomplishing  so  much  for  the  children,  should  not 
suffer  by  reason  of  any  indifference  or  neglect  of  the  fatber^ 

The  number  of  public  schools  in  the  State  is  five  hundred 
and  twelve.  The  number  of  teachers  employed  during  the 
winter  terms  was  six  hundred  and  forty-eight ;  of  these,  one 
hundred  and  ninety-nine  were  males,  and  four  hundred  and 
forty-nine  were  females.  For  the  summer  terms  the  pro- 
portional number  of  females  was-  much  larger.  The  num- 
ber of  pupils  in  attendance  during  the  winter  months  was 
twenty-seven  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-nine, — 
being  seventy-two  more  than  the  year  previous.  Of  these, 
fourteen  thousand  seven  hundred  and  seven  were  boy%and 
thirteen  thousand  one  hundred  and  ninety-nine  were  girls. 
The  average  attendance  exceeded  that  of  the  year  previous 
by  five  hundred  and  four, — a  most  encouraging  &ct 
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The  whole  amount  of  money  available  for  educational 
purposes  wai^  $174,19i  71,  being  an  increase  over  the  sum 
fi>r  the  year  before  of  $6,113  94.  This,  also,  is  encouraging. 
The  amount  expended  in  building  and  repairing  scliool- 
houses  was  $17,578  29,  an  increase  over  the  previous  year 
of  $7,874  72.  The  continued  increased  cost  of  construc- 
tion, has  further  postponed  many  improvements  which  have 
been,  for  some  time,  in  contemplation.  It  is  hoped  that 
these  will  not  be  much  longer  delayed. 

One  very  great  defect  in  nearly  all  our  school-houses  is, 
they  are  too  small  for  the  number  of  pupils  crowded  into 
them.  They  do  not  give  room  enough  for  them  to  sit 
comfortably,  and  they  do  not  contain  air  enough  for  them 
to  breathe  healthfully :  two  very  serious  inconveniences 
which  those  who  aie  erecting  school-houses  will  do  well  to 
consider.  If  a  child  is  not  at  ease  in  the  school-room,  how 
can  he  be  expected  to  be  quiet, —  and  how  can  he  be  at  ease 
"when  his  little  body  is  forced  into  a  stiff,  hard  place  every 
way  too  strait  for  him.  I  wish  some  of  those  parents,  who 
-  are  so  terribly  economical  in  expenditures  to  render  the 
school-house  comfortable,  could  be  compelled  to  sit  on  the 
hard,  narrow  benches  which  they  provide  for  their  children, 
three  hours  in  the  morning,  and  three  hours  in  the  evening,  . 
for  one  whole  year,  i  apprehend  nothing  farther  would  be 
required,  either  by  way  of  illustration  or  argument,  to 
secure  the  change  now  so  much  needed. 

Again,  the  whole  compass  of  the  school-rooms  is  too 
limited.  They  do  not  contain  fresh  air  enough  to  supply 
the  pupils  for  one  quarter  of  the  time  they  are  required  to 
remain  there.  Ventilation  is  imperfect,  or  impossible;  in 
winter  the  rooms  are  either  not  uniformly,  or  too  much 
heated ;  the  whole  atmosphere  is  completely  vitiated  hy 
impure  exhalationa ;  it  is  breathed  over  and  over  again ; 
and  the  wonder  is  not  that  the  children  sit  with  flushed 
cheeks,  cold  feetj  head-ache,  languid  and  restless.;^  luit  that 
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BO  many  of  them  survive.  They  survive  indeed  ;  but  if  the 
injury  which  this  wicked  imposition  and  neglect  inflict  upon 
them  for  life  could  be  made  visible,  the  result  would  be 
startling  and  appalling.  When  will  we  learn  that,  without 
good  animals,  we  can  not  have  good  men  and  women  ;  and 
that  any  injury  done  to  the  body  ia  a  blow  upon  the  life  of 
our  being.  If  an  appropriation  should  be  made  sufficient 
to  secure  the  services  of  some  one  thoroughly  qualified, 
like  Mr,  Caltbrop,  of  Connecticut,  or  Mr.  Lewis,  of  Massa- 
chusetts, to  deliver  n  series  of  Lectures  upon  physical 
development  and  culture  throughout  the  State,  it  would 
serve  a.  most  benevolent  and  economical  purpose,  by  awak- 
ening the  attention  of  .the  good  people  of  the  State  to  the 
vast  importance  of  the  euhject 

As  required  by  statute,  the  appropriation  of  $15,000  was 
apportioned  equally  among  the  districts,  each  district  receiv- 
ing $37  50 ;  while  the  appropriation  of  $35,000  was 
divided  among  the  several  towns  in  proportion  to  the  num- 
ber of  children  therein,  according  to  the  last  census,  under 
the  age  of  fifteen  years.

in  Rhode  Island,  the  division  of  the  anif  ual  appropriation  by 

■  the  State,  of  $50,000,  among  the  several  towns,  the  time  at 

which  it  was  paid,  and  the  number  of  children  in  the  State,

It  is  charged  against  most  school  reports  that  they  are 
^K)  lengthy.  I  will  take  care  that  this  shall  not  be  the 
fault  of  the  present  one.  I  will  call  your  attention  to  two 
or  three  considerations  only, —  and  to  these  in  as  few  words 
as  I  can, —  and  first : 

THB  lUPOBTANGE  OF  TOWN  SUPERINTENDENTS. 

The  business  of  education  is  not  so  widely  dififerent  fh)m 
all  other  business,  as  not  to  be  governed  by  the  same  prin- 
ciples. All  divisions  of  business  require  a  competent  super- 
vision. The  farmer  employs  his  head  man,  because  he 
knows  that  his  farming  operations  will  not  be  conducted 
skillfully  and  profitably  without  him.  The. manufacturer 
has  his  overseer,  deems  him  indispensable,  and  compen- 
sates him  accordingly.  In  every  department  of  businesa 
the  management  and  general  supervision  is  confided  to  one 
or  more  men  competent  for  the  work.  All  organizations, 
corporate  or  otherwise,  transact  their  business  mainly 
through  an  agency, —  and  we  all  know  that  the  smaller  the 
number  which  constitutes  such  agency,  the  more  efficient  it 
is.    It  is  a  universal  rule  that  the  less  divided  the  responsi- 
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bility  for  tbe  performance  of  any  work,  the  greater  is  the 
probability  tbat  tbe  work  will  be  done  well. 

Whan  one  tboroughly  competent  man  is  employed  and 
compensated  for  his  labor,  the  superv^ion  is  more  frequent 
'  and  careful.  He  feels  tbat  tbe  character  and  efficiency  of 
all  the  schools  in  the  town  depend  upon  his  energy  and 
faithfulness.  He  understands  the  peculiar  condition  and 
needs  of  all  It  is  his  work,  and  be  feels  a  special  interest 
in  it.  He  will  see  that  the  school  house  is  properly  arranged 
and  under  proper  care  and  management  He  will  have  an 
eye  to  the  discipline  and  government  of  the  school ;  taking 
care  that  the  pupils  are  not  injured  by  too  intense  applica- 
tion to  study,  or  by  too  severe  and  injudicious  methods  of 
punishment  He  will  labor  to  secure  a  more  uniform  and 
correct  culture,  of  mind  and  morala  The  unfaitMul  teacher 
will  feel  his  scrutiny,  and  will  be  more  cautiou&  The  faitW 
ful  teachers  will  receive  his  encouragement  and  will  be 
more  efficient 

A  competent  and  faithful  superintendent  will  exercise 
more  care  in  the  examination  of  teachers.  Many  teachers 
are  now  admitted  into  our  schools  without  any  examination 
at  all  No  wonder  tbat  so  many  fail.  It  is  no  tricing 
matter  to  intrust  the  interests  of  a  whole  neighborhood  of 
children  to  the  guidance  of  a  single  hand.  Care  should  be 
taken  that  the  hand  is  competent  to  guide. 

Again,  a  competent  superintendent  will  select  the  best 
text  books,  those  best  adapted  to  the  needs  of  the  achooL 
No  one  not  frequently  visiting  tbe  schools,  and  not 
thoroughly  conversant  jyith  the  science  and  art  of  teaching, 
can  possibly  make  this  selection  judiciously.  A  great  deal 
of  meaning  is  wrapped  up  in  the  phrase,  "  a  good  text 
book;"  and  no  one  but  he  who  is  practic^Iy  familiar  with 
teaching  can  appreciate  It 

It  will  be  inquired,  can  not  our  school  committees  do  all 
this  as  well  as  one  superintendent  ?    Experience  answers 
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the  question.  They  have  not  done  it  as  well.  Wherever 
a  competent  superintendent  has  been  employed,  there  has 
been  a  uniformity,  a  simplicity  and  a  vigor  in  the  manage- 
ment of  our  schools,  which  did  not  exist  under  the  old 
method  of  supervision.  A  superintendent,  if  he  is  compen- 
sated Eis  he  ought  to  be,  (and  this  is  always  pre-supposed,) 
makes  the  supervision  of  primary  importance.  His  visits 
are  frequent.  He  not  merely  knows  the  schools  and  their 
teachers, —  be  is  intimately  acquainted  with  them.  They 
are  his,  and  he  is  amenable  for  their  management  He  has 
a  responsibility  and  a  personal  inducement,  which  are 
wanting  when  the  labor  is  divided  among  three  or  five  per- 
sons, and  these  without  adequate  compensation. 

In  one  of  the  towns  of  this  State  the  teachers  have  held 
social  meetings,  under  the  direction  of  the  very  efficient 
superintendent,  for  the  purpose  of  counsel  and  mutual 
interchange  of  thought  upon  all  matters  of  educational 
interest,  and  especially  upon  those  which  relate  to  the  best 
methods  of  government  and  instruction.  The  result  is,  a 
very  largely  increased  interest  in  the  cause  of  education  in 
that  town,  and  very  much  improved  schools.  Let  all  the 
towns  do  likewise,  and  in  two  years  Rhode  Island  schools 
would  be  in  the  van.    They  are  not  much  behind  already. 

It  will  be  replied,  this  is  all  very  well,  but  where  shall  we 
obtain  the  competent  man  1  I  answer,  it  will  be  here  as 
everywhere, —  demand  always  creates  supply.  Call  for 
ihetn  and  pay  them  well  and  they  will  come. 

SPEAKING  AND  BEADING. 

Sufficient  care  is  not  given  in  the  schools  to  speaking  and 
reading  the  English  language  correctly.  Conversations  and 
recitations, —  both  on  the  part  of  teachers  and  pupils, — 
abound  in  awkward  and  ungrammatical  expressions.  The 
power  of  language  is  one  of  the  most  remarkable  gifts  to 
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man.  It  ia  one  of  the  mysteries  that  we  dwald  be  aUe.b; 
audible  and  visible  signs,  to  cmiTey  to  others,  sod  ncxixt 
from  others  thoughts  and  feelings,  jost  as  perfectly  un 
could  do  if  thoughtA  and  feeling?  were  thMnselves  saiiit\t 
and  visible.  It  h  of  the  first  consequence  that  these  sbooU 
be  well  and  correctly  expressed ;  that  our  cooTOUlioD 
should  be  pure  and  proper. 

Reading  is,  as  a  study,  very  imperfectly  condocted, « 
very  much  neglected  in  all  ourschoola.  In  not  a  few  time 
arc  some  classes  which  do  not  read  at  alL  I  have  foiud 
some  schools  which  had  almost  run  mad  upon  Aiithmebe, 
Geography  and  History,  and  where  it  was  evident  thai  it 
was  considered  quite  an  indignity  that  they  should  be 
required  to  read  or  spell.  The  young  gentlemen  deemed 
themselves  too  large  for  such  exerciser,  and  the  misses  vere 
too  far  in  their  teens  to  be  required  to  read  and  spelL 
The  examination  almost  invariably  proved  that  they  were 
incompetent  to  do  either  the  one  or  the  other  correctly,  hi 
one  or  two  instancee,  no  concealed  indignation  was  nutm- 
fcstcd  on  the  part  of  the  teacher  when  exceptions  were 
taken  to  the  grossest  violations  of  rhetorical  reading. 

I  would  especially  enjoin  upon  those  having  the  8ape^ 
vision  of  our  schools,  that  more  careful  and  critical  atteo- 
tion  be  given  to  tfae  studies  of  reading  and  spelling.  See 
to  it  that  they  ai-e  sftidus.  Let  the  lesson. —  in  rending  for 
example, —  be  short,  perhaps  only  one  or  two  paragraphi 
Let  it  be  adapted  to  the  age  and  comprehension  of  the 
pupil,  so  that  it  wilt  be  possible  for  him  to  read  it  under 
standingly.  Then,  when  the  lesson  is  assigned,  let  the 
teacher  rend  it  as  well  as  he  can,  and  require  each  pupil  to 
repeat  it,  in  precisely  the  same  way,  having  regard  to  forc^ 
tone,  stress,  modulation,  inflection,  &c  This  pre-supposes 
that  the  teaclicr  reads  well  himself  Good  reading  is  taught 
by  a  good  model.  But  very  many  of  our  teachers  are 
themselves  poor  readers.     This  is  true.     I  know  of  but  just 
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one  way  of  correcting  thia  and  several  other  grievoua  evils, 
and  thia  is,  by  the  establishment  of  a  State  Normal  School,  in 
the  city  of  Providence,  upon  a  liberal  base,  so  that  it  could, 
in  connection  with  our  city,  schools,  employ  a  thoroughly 
competent  teacher  of  elocution ;  so  that  all  the  teachers  of 
the  State  could  receive,  without  cost  to  them,  such  iuatruc- 
tion  as  they  so  much  need!  Such  an  institution  would  be 
an  unmeasured  blessing.  Our  schools  will  never  become 
what  they  ought  to  be  until  this  is  accomplished.  I  repeat 
it:  what  we  need  more  than  any  thing  else  in  this  State,  is 
a  thoroughly  equipped,  distinct  Normal  School,  and  not  a 
mere  appendage  to  any  academic  institution,  however 
worthy  such  an  institution  by  itself  may  be. 

Another  very  general  fault  in  reading  is,  the  pupils  apeak 
too  low,  as  though  there  was  no  depth,  volume,  or  compass 
to  the  human  voice.  I  am  pleased  to  learn  that  the  rehear- 
Bal  of  "The  Great  Rebellion,"  in  this  city,  has  awakened  the 
teachers  and  pupils  to  the  seriousness  of  this  defect  Good 
reading  is  of  the  very  first  importance.  As  a  study,  it  con- 
nects itself  with  all  other  studies.  There  is  no  other  study 
of  the  schools,  of  which  we  take  so  much  into  after-life. 
Upon  this  depends,  in  large  degree,  all  future  education  and 
progress.  Fellow  school  oflScers  and  teachers,  let  us  see  to 
it,  that  it  be  no  longer  so  shamefully  neglected. 

MODIFICATION  OF  THE  SCHOOL  LAWS. 

Permit  me  to  call  your  attention,  as  legislators,  to  a  single 
modification  of  our  school  law,  the  need  of  which  has  been 
long  and  very  seriously  felL  It  would  have  received  the 
approval  of  all  your  school  superintendents,  and  by  several 
of  them,  has  been  asked  for.  By  the  present  law,  trustees 
are  authorized  and  required  to  employ  teachers.  (Title 
XHI;  Chap.  65,  Sec.  1,  Revised  Statutes.)  It  is  asked  that 
thia  power  be  taken  from  the  trustees  and  given  to  the 
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School  Committee,  and  for  the  following  reasons :  firsts  the 
School  Committee  are  the  men  beat  qualified  to  make  the 
selection.  They  are  almost  invariably  the  best  edocated 
men  in  the  town.  The  choice  js  made  from  the  whole  town. 
The  choice  of  trustee  is  limited  to  the  school  district,  and 
the  best  qualified  man  may  not  be  there.  It  is  not  affirmed 
that  this  is  always  so.  There  are  some  very  excellent 
trustees, —  every  way  equal  to  school  committee  men, — but 
as  a  rule  it  is  not  so.  School  committees  are  generally  chosen 
as  men  of  education,  or  experienced  teachers,  or  as  possess- 
ing some  peculiar  fitness  for  the  office.  Being  so,  they  will 
naturally  attach  more  importance  to  the  duty  of  selecting 
teachers,  and  will  exercise  more  circumspection  in  the  dis- 
charge of  the  duty. 

Again :  trustees  often  select  teachers  because  they  are 
favorites,  or  in  some  way  related  to  them,  and  not  because 
of  any  peculiar  fitness  they  may  possess  as  teachers.  This 
being  so,  it  oilen  becomes  a  very  delicate  matter  for  the 
school  committee  to  reject  them.  In  a  town  having  thirty 
or  more  trustees,  but  only  one  or  five  committee  men,  Uiis 
evil,  even  on  the  supposition  that  the  committee  was  gov- 
erned in  some  of  their  selections,  by  the  same  motives, 
would  be  greatly  reduced. 

Again :  and  this  is  a  very  important  consideration  ;  when 
a  trustee  makes  selection  of  a  teacher,  it  is  for  a  particular 
district,  and  for  no  other.  Now  it  not  unfirequently  happens 
that  when  a  teacher  is  presented  by  the  trustee  for  examin* 
ation,  he  is  found  quite  unqualified  for  the  school  for  wbidi 
he  is  selected,  when,  if  the  committee  had  the  power  of 
distribution,  he  might  succeed  very  well  in  some  other 
school  in  the  town.  This  is  a  very  serious  disadvantage, 
and  my  attention  has  been  called  to  it  again  and  again  by 
various  school  committees  throughout  the  State.  School 
committees  being  familiar  with  all  the  schools  of  the  town, 
and  understanding  their  various  conditions  and  wants,  conld 
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make  an  adjustment  which  it  is  not  possible  for  trustees  to 
make. 

It  will  be  objected  that  this  change  will  impose  too  onet^ 
ouB  duties  upon  school  committees,  and  that  it  will  be  found 
difficult  to  find  men  willing  to  assume  to  labors  of  the  office. 
To  this  it  is  replied  :  that  these  men  are  the  very  persons 
who  most  desire  the  change,  and  simply  because  they  are 
satisfied  that  the  best  good  of  our  schools  require  the 
change.  Trustees  will  not  object,  for  the  most  of  them  now 
regard  the  office  as  an  irksome  task,  and  would  be  very  glad 
of  any  diminution  of  its  duties. 

Many  more  arguments  might  be  urged  why  this  change 
should  be  made,  but  with-  these  two  or  three  suggestions,  I 
will  fulfill  the  promise  that  my  report  should  be  brief,  and 
submit  the  matter  to  your  wise  discretion.  For  a  more  full 
diacuBsion  of  the  subject,  I  would  refer  you  to  the  very  able 
report  of  President  Sears,  made  to  the  Legislature  of  Mas- 
sachusetts, while  he  was  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Educar 
tion  of  that  State.

STATE  NORMAL  SCHOOL. 


To  the  Honorable  the  Gena-al  Assemb^  : 

The  Trustees  of  the  Normal  School  ask  leave  to  submit 
their  Fifth  Annual  Report : 

Mr.  Kendall,  the  very  excellent  Principal  of  the  School, 
retired  at  the  close  of  the  winter  term,  as  intimated  in  our 
last  report  that  he  would  do.  This'lefl  the  school  in  the 
charge  of  Miss  Ellen  R  Luther,  who  had  been  for  several 
years  connected  with  it,  and  who  proved  herself  to  be  a 
teacher  of  much  accomplishment  and  of  marked  ability. 
The  uncertain  condition  of  the  school  as  to  its  future 
location,  and  whether  the  Trustees  would  be  enabled  and 
authorized  by  your  honorable  body  to  remove  it  to  a  more 
central  and  accessible  location,  (we  mean  accessible  so  far 
as  it  relates  to  the  practicability  of  pupils  from  various 
parts  of  the  State  attending  the  School  and  returning  to 
their  homes  on  the  same  day,  as  was  the  case  when  it  was 
located  at  Providence,)  induced  your  Trustees  to  suspend 
the  School  from  March  until  after  the  meeting  of  the  Legis- 
lature at  its  May  session.  At  a  subsequent  meeting  of  your 
Trustees,  in  April,  the  subject  of  connecting  the  School  with 
the  Providence  High  School  was  considered.    A  committee 
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was  appointed  to  confer  with  the  Committee  and  Superin- 
tendent of  the  Providence  schools,  but  it  was  found  tiiat  bo 
satisfactory  arrangement  could  be  made  that  would  be 
likely  to  prove  at  all  advantageous  to  the  Normal  School 

Seeing  no  prospect  of  relie:^  your  Board,  at  its  quarteriy 
meeting  in  July,  suspended  the  School  indefinitely.  Thus 
it  remains  awaiting  your  further  action. 

Of  the  necessity  of  a  well-established  Normal  School,  and 
of  the  great  good  which  such  an  institution  always  secures, 
no  enlightened  mind  will  doubt  To  advocate  its  establiidi- 
ment,  would  be  to  repeat  what  has  been  said  and  written 
over  and  over  again  by  the  best  educators  of  this  and  other 
lands.  We  will  not  insult  your  good  sense  by  presenting 
you  with  anything  further,  either  by  way  of  illustration  or 
argument  It  remains  for  you,  as  wise  legislators,  to  deter- 
mine the  time  and  the  manner  for  securing  a  distinct 
Normal  School,  whose  doors  shall  be  freely  open  to  all  the 
teachers  of  the  State. 

The  property  of  the  School  is  under  insurance,  and  is 
deposited  in  the  High  School  building  at  Bristol.

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EXTKACTS  FROM  SCHOOL  REPORTS. 


PROVIDENCE   COUNTY. 


CITY  OF  PROVIDENCE. 

To  the  Simorahle  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Providence  : 

Oentlemen  : —  The  Special  Committee,  to  whom  haa  been  assigned 
the  dutT  of  pre)>aring  for  the  Council  and  the  citizens  at  large,  the 
Annual  Report  of  the  Scliool  Committee  of  Providence  for  the  year 
ending  May  5th,  1865,  find  reason  for  gratitude  to  the  Supreme 
Ruler  of  Nations,  that  the  deadly  strife  of  civil  war  has  been  so  far 
from  onr  doors  ;  and  that  epidemics  have  not  prevailed  so  as  to  inter- 
mpt  seriously  the  esercises  of  the  schools.  The  past  year,  notwith- 
standing our  civil  embarrassments  and  the  burdens  attendant  thereon, 
has  been  one  of  prosperity  and  success,  so  far  as  relates  to  educational 
aflairs.  Never,  in  any  previous  period  of  their  history,  have  our 
Public  Schools,  as  a  whole,  been  in  a  more  satisfectory  condition  than 
at  the  present  time.  This  fact  is  specially  gratifying  when  we  consider 
that  for  four  long,  weary  years  the  nation  has  oeen  engaged  in  a 
domestic  war  of  gigantic  proportions,  involving  immense  sacrifices  of 
treasure  and  of  life,  and  tending  to  interrupt  and  derange  all  ordinary 
and  peaceful  pursuits. 

School  Organization. —  Our  system  of  public  instruction  com- 
prises one  High  School  of  eight  classes  or  departments,  of  which  three 
are  for  boys  and  five  are  for  girls ;  six  Grammar  Schools ;  nineteen 
Intermediate  Schools  ;  and  twenty-two  Primary  Srliools.  Also  one 
Grammar  School,  one  Intermediate  School,  and  two  Primary  Schools, 
for  colored  children.  The  average  number  of  pupils  in  attendance 
upon  these  fifty-two  schools,  as  appears  from  the  Quarterly  Reports 
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of  the  Superintendent,  lierewttb  submitted,  is  between  seven  and 
eight  thonsand.  The  Committee  take  pleasure  in  referring  to  these 
Reports  of  the  Superintendent,  not  only  for  the  valuable  information 
which  thej  give  on  various  points  of  interest  relating  to  the  schools, 
but  as  evidence  of  the  zeal  and  ability  with  which  he  has  discharged 
the  duties  of  his  office.  The  whole  number  of  teachers  employed  in 
the  public  service  is  one  hundred  and  fifty,  of  whom  twelve  are 
males,  and  one  hundred  and  thirty-eight  are  females. 

School  Committee. — The  general  oversight  of  our  Public  Schools 
is  entrusted  to  a  School  Committee  consisting  of  the  Mayor,  the 
Presi<lent  of  the  Common  Council,  the  Chairman  of  the  Standing 
Committee  on  Education  of  the  Council,  and  forty-two  persons  elected 
by  ballot  at  the  annual  State  elections  in  April.  The  High  School, 
and  each  Grammar  School  district,  is  placed  under  the  can:  of  a 
Special  Committee,  who,  according  to  the  printed  Laws  and  Regala- 
tions,  visit  and  examine  thR  several  rooms  in  the  High  School,  or  the 
several  schools  in  the  district,  at  least  once  a  qnarter.  When  the 
citizens  of  Providence  consider  liow  much  time  is  spent  by  the  various 
members  of  the  School  Committee  in  the  discharge  of  their  arduous 
and  responsible  duties,  and  that  too,  without  any  compensation  what- 
ever, they  cannot  feel  otherwise  than  grateful  for  their  disinterested 
self-sacri (icing  services  for  the  public  good. 

Primary  Schools. — Withont  remarking  in  general  upon  the 
various  grades  of  schools,  the  Committee  here  take  occasion  to  recom- 
mend that  particular  attention  be  given  to  the  Primary  Schools. 
They  are  the  lowest  in  rank,  being  elementary,  but  their  importance 
in  the  great  work  of  education  can  hardly  be  exaggerated.  They 
deserve  and  require  most  earnest  and  faithful  supervision  ;  more,  it  is 
to  be  feared,  than  they  generally  receive.  It  is  here,  as  a  writer  has 
welt  said,  "  that  the  tbundations  of  a  future  character  and  excellence 
are,  or  should  bo,  laid  ;  that  a  permanent  impulse  is,  or  should  be 
given  to  the  intellect,  the  affections  and  the  will."  These  schools,  of 
all  others,  should  be  in  the  care  of  teachers  who  love  their  work,  and 
who,  in  addition  to  their  gifts  and  attainments,  are  *' apt  to  teach." 
Yet  it  is  to  be  feared  that  not  a  few  regard  the  duties  of  the  Primaiy 
Koom  as  a  most  wearisome  drudgery,  to  bn  escaped  from  at  the  earliest 
opportunity.  In  passing,  we  may  remark,  so  important  does  this 
matter  appear  to  others,  that  in  one  of  our  western  cities  the  salary  of 
a  Primary  School  teacher  is  made  equal  to  that  of  teachers  in  the 
Intermediate  and  Grammar  Schools, 


Colored  Schools. —  A  vexed  question  which  has  engaged  tlie 
attention  of  the  School  Committee  for  many  years,  and  especially  dur- 
ing the  year  that  is  past,  is  that  of  separate  schools  for  colored  children. 
Having  been  established  for  more  than  one-third  of  a  century,  shall  they 
now  be  abolished  ?     To  a  DQaJority  of  the  Committee  it  has  seemed 
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tinwiae,  to  say  the  least,  to  suddenly  change  the  present  arrangement 
of  the  Bcboola  in  order  to  conform  tiiem  to  the  prngresaive  spirit  of 
the  age,  and  to  what  at  first  sight  appears  to  be  the  teaching  of 
hQaianity  and  simple  justice.  While  they  gratefully  acknowledge  the 
services  of  the  colored  man  in  subduing  the  rebellion,  and  are  disposed 
to  grant  him  all  his  rights  and  privileges  as  a  citizen,  they  cannot  feel 
that  it  would  be  expedient,  in  the  present  state  of  public  opinion,  to 
introduce  into  the  schools  the  dreaded  elements  of  contention  and 
strife.  They  have  too  great  a  regard  for  what  they  deem  to  be  the 
best  interests  of  the  colored  children  themselves,  to  disturb  their  . 
present  peaceful  relations  by  e^tposing  them  to  unkind  treatment  on 
the  (Hirt  of  those  witli  whom  tliey  would  of  necessity  be  bronght  in 
daily  contact,  were  the  Pond  Street  and  the  Meeting  Street  Schools 
abolished.  Whenever  the  time  shall  come  for  the  proposed  change  to 
be  made  without  injury  to  the  coloi-ed  children,  and  without  det^ment 
to  the  schools  as  a  whole,  the  members  of  the  Committee  will  most 
cheerfully  lend  their  voice  and  their  influence  in  favor  of  its  accom- 
plishment. In  the  ordinary  course  of  human  events,  prejudice  must 
soon  yield  to  the  rapidly  changing  sentiments  of  the  people  in  regard 
both  to  slavery  and  the  colored  race.  Then  our  Public  Schools  will 
be  thrown  open  tuall  children  and  yonth  of  a  proper  age,  without  any 
distinction  whatever  of  nationality  or  complc:cion. 

Moral  Training. —  The  subject  of  the  moral  education  of  our 
pupils  is  one  of  paramount  importance.  By  this  is  meant,  not  the 
inculcation  of  tenets  and  dogmas,  or  instruction  in  particular  creeds 
and  doctrines.  All  these  religious  distinctions  are  justly  excluded 
from  the  public  schools.  Specilic  instruction  in  matters  pertaining  to 
religious  faith  and  worship,  is  properly  left  to  the  family,  the  Sunday 
School,  and  the  Bible  class.  But  there  is  a  broad  ground  of  morality 
on  which  all  meet  in  harmony.  Principles  which  govern  the  conduct 
and  the  life,  which  form  and  sustain  a  high  and  honorable  character, 
these  should  he  inculcated  and  enforced  in  the  daily  training  and*cul- 
ture  of  our  youth.  This  most  important  part  of  all  edtication,  there 
is  reason  to  fear,  is  too  often  neglected,  amidst  the  throng  and  pres- 
sure of  daily  cares  and  toils.  "  Too  much  reliance,"  says  a  writer  on 
this  subject,  "is  placed  upon  instruction  given  elsewhere,  forgetting  that 
it  is  by  line  upon  line,  and  precept  upon  precept,  given  everywhere, 
under  every  condition  in  which  the  child  is  placed,  in  the  changing 
circumstances  amidst  which  it  is  thrown,  in  tlie  house,  in  the  school, 
in  the  play-ground,  when  alone,  and  with  its  companions,  that  the 
training  of  the  child  to  righteousness  and  holiness  must  be  carried 
forward."  The  Committee  would  urge  upon  their  fellow  citizens  a' 
tuore  earnest  attention  to  this  all-important  subject. 

Hygiene. —  Much  attention  has,  of  late  years,  been  given  to  the 
subject  of  Hygiene.     This  the  Committee  also  deem  to  be  of  the 
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ntmost  importance.  It  cannot  have  escaped  the  attention  of  educators, 
and  especially  of  parents,  that  the  reqnirements  of  ourpresent  system 
of  public  instruction  are  oftentimes  apparantly  at  variance  vith  the 
laws  of  health.  Indeed,  a  serious  objection  to  onr  public  schools  is, 
that  the  regular  hours  are  too  much  crowded  with  general  eitercisw, 
and  that  the  pupils  are  consequently  compelled  to  devote  to  studv  the 
time  which  should  properly  be  given  to  out  of  door  recreations,  ind 
to  home  emplnyuicnts.  This  is  an  evil  which  can  and  should  be 
remedied.  Teachers  should  be  strictly  charged  not  to  wasto  the  time 
which  belongs  to  the  scholar,  in  needless  explanations,  protracted  reci- 
tations, lengthy  remarks,  or  iu  general  exercises  at  unreasonable  hoan. 
The  school  room  should  be  reganled  and  sacredly  held  as  a  pkce  for 
quiet  Uady,  a»  well  as  for  recitation.  There  is  danger  that,  in  the 
multiplicity  of  studies,  in  the  introduction  of  singing  and  calisthenics, 
and  in  the  various  exercises  of  a  moilern  school,  the  attention  of  the 


pupil  may  be  diverted  from  his  lessons,  and  his  mind  become  emascn- 
lated  by  too  much  teaching,  while  his  physical  energies  may  not  be 
properly  developed,  in  consequence  of  over  much  study  and  confine- 
ment out  of  school  hours. 

ExPENBE  AND  Taxes. — The  great  increase  in  the  expense  of  Rt- 
ing  consequent  upon  the  war,  ami  the  comparative  low  rates  of  com- 
pensation heretofore  allowed  for  the  services  of  teachers,  has  rendered 
an  increase  in  thi'ir  salaries,  a  matter  of  necessity  to  the  schools,  « 
well  as  of  justice  to  the  teachers  themselves.  Tills  has,  of  course, 
increased  the  expenditnrea  of  the  city,  swelling  the  appropriations  for 
public  instruction,  including  the  amount  received  from  the  State,  to 
nearly  ninety  thousand  dollars.  Large  as  is  this  sum,  it  will  be  found, 
upon  comparison,  that  in  no  othercity  in  New  England  is  money  thos 
appropriated,  more  judiciously  and  economically  expended  than  in 
Providence.  While  here  the  cost  for  each  scholar  is  but  a  little  more 
than  ten  dollars  per  annntn  ;  in  Boston,  for  example,  the  education  of 
the  same  grade  of  scholar,  co^ts  nearly  twice  that  sum.  It  is  due  to 
the  members  of  the  City  Council  to  say.  In  this  connection,  that 
appropriations  for  educational  purposes  hax-e  thnti  fsr  been  made  vilh 
promptness  and  liberality.  Still,  there  are  not  a  few  of  our  fellow 
citizens,  who  feel  that  they  are  too  heavily  taxed  for  the  support  of 
pnblic  schools,  and  especially  for  the  support  of  the  High  School; 
that  education  beyond  the  merest  rudiments  is  a  luxury  to  be  enjoj'ed 
by  those  only  upon  whom  Providence  has  conferred  ample  means; 
and  that  the  mental  and  moral  culture  of  the  poor,  at  the  expense  of 
the  rich,  is  uncalled  for  and  unjust.  Such  were  not  the  sentiments 
of  onr  New  England  Fathers,  and  such  are  not  in  accordance  with 
the  teachings  of  history  upon  this  point.  It  may  not  be  regarded  M 
out  of  place  in  this  report,  if  we  turn  for  a  moment  to  the  records, 
and  examine,  in  brief,  the  lessons  of  the  past  in  reference  to  thegreit 
subject  of  popular  instruction. 
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Frer  Schools  in  Masbachusetts. — In  the  antumn  of  1636,  the 
General  Court  of  Massachusetts,  over  which  body  Henry  Vane  pre- 
sided, voted  four  hundred  pounds  towards  the  creation  of  a  public 
"  School  or  College."  This  appropriation  was  equivalent  to  the 
Colony  tax  for  a  year.  Regard(;d  in  that  light,  says  Barry,  a  million 
of  dollars  at  the  present  day  would  inadequately  represent  it.  This 
waa  only  six  years  from  the  6r8t  settlement  of  Boston.  "  Provision," 
to  tiae  the  language  of  Palfrey,  "  had  hardly  been  made  for  the  first 
wants  of  life, — habitations,  food,  clotliing,  and  churches.  Walls,  roads 
and  bndges  were  yet  to  be  built.  The  power  of  England  stood  in 
attitude  to  strike.  A  desperate  war  with  the  natives  had  already 
begun,  and  the  government  was  threatened  with  an  Antinomian  insur- 
rection." Through  and  beyond  these  dark  complications  of  the 
present,  the  New  England  founders  looked  forward  to  the  great 
necessities  of  the  future,  and  cheerfullv  endured  privation  and  toil, 
that  they  might  advance  human  learning,  and  perpetuate  it  for  the 
benefit  of  posterity.  The  special  motive  and  objef  t  of  all  this  are 
plainly  indicated  by  the  motto  "Chrlsto  et  Kcclesiae,"  on  the  seal  of 
Harvard  College  or  University,  the  foundations  of  which  were  thus 
kid. 

In  the  eariy  part  of  the  previous  year,  provision  had  be«i  made 
for  instruction  in  the  elementary  branches  of  learning.  At  a  public 
meeting  held  in  Boston,  on  the.  13th  day  of  April,  1635,  so  runs  the 
record,  '*  It  was  generally  agreed  upon,  tliat  our  Brother  Philander 
Parmont  shall  be  entreated  to  become  schoolmaster,  for  the  teaching 
and  nurturing  of  children  with  us."  'In  1642,  the  General.Court  of 
the  Colony,  by  a  public  act,  enjoined  upon  the  municipal  authorities 
the  duty  of  seeing  that  every  child,  witnln  their  respective  jurisdic- 
tions, should  be  ^ucated.  Five  years  later,  a  law  was  passed  making 
the  nipport  of  scltools  compulsory,  and  education  both  universal  and 
free.  Every  town  of  fifVy  families  was  bound  to  maintain  a  school, 
in  which  children  should  be  taught  to  read  and  write ;  and  every  town 
of  one  hundred  families  was  obliged  to  maintain  a  grammar  school, 
die  master  whereof  shonld  be  able  to  qualify  youth  for  the  Univer- 
sity. 

Thus,  the  early  settlers  of  Massachusetts  conceived,  and,  in  their 
poverty,  executed  a  scheme,  which  had  proved  too  high  for  the  intel- 
lect, and  too  vast  for  the  power  of  every  previous  potentate  or  people. 
Univerul  education,  at  the  public  expense,  was  now  inaugurated. 
On  this  rock,  says  the  himeat«d  Edward  Everett,  the  in&nt  settle- 
ment was  laid,  and  on  this  it  has  ever  rested.  And.  more  than  two 
centuries  of  successful  operation  proclaim  the  firmness  of  the  founda- 
tion, and  the  wisdom  and  beneficence  that  planned  the  structure. 
Every  community  in  the  civilized  world  awards  it  the  meed  of  praise  ; 
and  states  at  home,  and  nations  abroad,  in  the  order  of  their  intelli- 
gence, are  copying  the  bright  example.  To  her  free  school  system 
it  u  mainly  owing  that  Massachusetts,  with  an  area  of  bat  eight 
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Uionsand  sqnare'  mile,  without  mines  or  precioas  metals,  witli  a  sterile 
soil,  a  cold  climate,  and  a  "  rock  bound  coast,"  has  been  enabled  to  rear 
an^  support,  within  her  narrow  limits,  a  population,  according  to  tbe 
last  census,  of  nearly  a  million,  beinf;  a  greater  population,  in  propor- 
tion to  her  size,  than  that  of  any  other  State  in  the  Union ;  and  this 
besides  sending  forth,  from  year  to  year,  a  host  of  intelligent  and  en- 
terprising emigrants  to  people  the  sunny  lands  of  the  South,  and  tbe 
fertile  prairies  of  the  West.  To  this,  too,  it  is  mainly  owing  that,  in 
her  political  history,  in  commerce  and  manufactures,  in  silence,  liten- 
ture  and  the  arts,  in  statesmanship,  in  w^llh,  in  efforts  to  ameliorate 
the  condition  of  suffering  humanity  and  to  improve  the  hamsn  race, 
in  everything  that  makcH  and  constitutes  infiuence,  she  has  alwajt 
held  the  first  and  foremost  rank  among  all  her  sister  States.  Tme, 
there  are  political  and  moral  causes  for  prosperity,  which  should  not, 
says  Everett,  be  overlooked.  A  free  popular  government,  which 
extends  an  equal  protection  to  all ;  a  greater  degree  of  practicil 
equality  than  exists  in  any  other  highly  civilized  conntry ;  a  Indi- 
tional  respect  for  the  law  ;  a  good  state  of  puUic  morals  ;  a  pervad- 
ing religious  sentiment ;  these  have  all  been  conducive,  in  a  greater 
or  less  degree,  to  the  prosperity  which  Massachusetts,  as  a  Slate, 
baa  so  preeminently  enjoyed.  It  need  hardly  be  said,  however,  tint 
some  of  these  influences  Owe  their  existence  to  the  intelligence  which 
education  has  fostered  and  diffused  in  the  communis,  and  that  all  of 
them  openrte  through  that  intelligence. 

F&EB-ScHOOLS  IN  Rnons  Island. — More  than  a  centary  and  a 
half  elapsed  before  Rhode  Island  followed  tbe  bright  example  of 
Massachusetts,  in  establishing  free  public  schools.  Perhaps  there 
were  grave  reasons  why  she  should  be  unwilling  to  imitate  a  Stale 
from  which  her  founder  had  been  banished,  and  in  which  her  teachers 
of  religion  had  been  scourged  and  imprisoned  "for  conscience  sake. 
These,  however,  are  matters  which  it  is  not  necessary  to  discoss  in 
the  prtsent  report.  Whatever  may  have  been  the  cansess,  it  is 
certain  that  here  the  people,  as  a  whole,  have  never  been  peculisHy 
fiivorable  to  schools  or  institutions  of  learning.  Providence  hasinan' 
i&Bted  more  interest  in  them  than  the  other  towns,  yet,  even  heie, 
the  record,  until  within  a  comparatively  recent  period,  is  not  espec- 
ially flattering.  It  may  be  gratifying  to  the  public  to  have  the  hds 
pertaining  to  the  origin  and  early  history  of  our  own  free  pnbtic 
schools,  embodied  in  pamphlet  form,  for  circulation  and  future  rele^ 
ence. 

Okioik  or  Free  Schools  in  Peovidence. — In  the  spring  of  1770, 
the  Rev.  Dr.  James  Manning,  President  of  Rhode  Island  Colle^, 
now  Brown  University,  removed  from  the  town  of  Warren  and  set- 
tled in  Providence.  He  found  here  a  population  of  less  than  four 
tboosaad  inhabitants,  not  a  few  of  whom  were  unable  to  write  even

their  names.  Whatever  efForts  had  previonsly  been  made  by  the 
town  in  behalf  of  popular  instrnction,  and  they  may  be  found  re- 
corded in  full  in  Staples'  "  Annals,"  "  Schools,  at  this  period,"  says  the 
late  Samuel  Thnrber,  "  were  but  little  thought  of, "  and  ignorance 
and  her  twin  sister,  prejudice,  generally  prevailed.  Dr.  Manning  at 
once  addressed  himself  to  the  work  of  "  enlightening  and  informine 
the  people,"  in  which,  again  quoting  the  words  of  Thurber,  he  "  did 
great  tilings."  Under  his  genial  and  all  pervading  influence,  schools 
of  various  grades  were  established,  the  present  commodious  and  ele- 
fCant  meeting  house  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  was  built,  and  the 
forms  of  worship,  eapecially  in  his  own  religious  denomination,  were 
greatly  improved.  For  this  work  ho  was  singuUrly  well  ftdapted  by- 
nature,  and  qualified  both  by  position  and  superior  culture  and  attain- 
ments. He  was  himself  the  Principal  of  a  Grammar  or  Latin 
School,  in  addition  to  his  duties  as  a  College  instructor,  and  for  many 
years,  even  until  the  day  of  fata  death,  he  was  the  Chairman  of  the 
School  Committee  of  the  town.  Throngh  the  columns  of  the 
weekly  press,  and  by  means  of  private  conversation  and  public 
addresses,  a  feeling  was  awakened,  on  the  part  of  the  people,  in  favor 
of  popular  education.  In  creating  and  developing  this  feeling  or 
sentiment,  Dr  Manning  was  greatly  assisted  by  his  friend  and  asso- 
ciate the  Rev.  Dr.  Enos  Hitchcock,  Pastor  of  the  First  Congregational 
Church,  and  for  many  years  a  prominent  Fellow  of  the  College.' 

At  length,  the  favorable  time  seemed  to  have  arrived  fdr  the  estab- 
lishment of  free  public  schools  in  Providence.  At  tlie  annual  town 
meeting  held  on  the  6th  day  of  June,  1791,  the  subject  came  np  in 
the  form  of  a  petition,  praying  that  a  sufficient  number  of  school- 
masters be  appointed  to  instruct  all  the  children  in  town,  at  the  public 
expense.  The  petition  was  read  and  referred  to  the  School  Commit- 
tee, consisting,  besides  the  Chairman,  Dr.  Manning,  of  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Hitchcock,  the  Rev.  Joseph  Snow,  pastor  uf  the  Beneficent  Congre- 
jiational  Church,  tiic  Rev.  Moses  Badger,  pastor  of  St.  John's  Church, 
the  Rev.  Jonathan  Maxcy  then  the  youthful  Pastor  of  the  First  Bap- 
tist Church,  and  Messrs.  Jabez  Bowen,  Mosea  Brown,  John  J.  Clark. 
David  Howell,  Theodore  Foster,  John  Dorrance,  Welcome  Angell 
and  Benjamin  Bowen.  The  consideration  of  the  subject,  says  the 
**  Providence  Gazette,"  was  referred  to  the  adjonmment,  on  Monday 
next,  (June  18,): — and  the  School  Committee  were  requested  to 
report,  at  that  meeting,  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of 
aach  Schools,  &c.  From  the  almost  unanimous  approbation  this 
important  measure  received  from  all  quarters,  *'  we  anticipate,"  saj-s 
the  Gazette,  "  with  the  greatest  pleasure,  the  happy  consequences 
that  mar  be  reasonably  expected  to  result  from  an  establishment  which 
will  do  honor  to  the  town,  be  cf  infinite  service  to  the  rising  genera- 
tion, and  which  must  interest  every  humane  mind  in  its  final  success. 
We  cannot  close  this  article  without  saying,  what  we  deem  it  but  just 
should  bo  generally  known,  that  a  number  cf  the  most  opulent  gen- 
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tiemen  in  toirn,  who  will  pay  lately  on  this  eBtabliBhmeiit,  hare 
intereated  themselvea  warmly  in  its  lavor." 

At  t}ie  next  meeting,  the  Committee  found  themselves  nnprepared 
to  report  in  full  apon  asabject  of  such  vast  importance,  and  a^untbe 
meeting  was  adjourned  until  the  first  Monday  in  Atigoat.  MeuH 
while  the  matter  was  discussed  in  the  columns  of  the  weekly  pren, 
and  the  advantages  of  free  public  schools  were  fully  and  ably  set  foitfa. 
In  the  Oazeite  for  Satarday,  July  30,  every  male  inhabitant,  and 
heads  of  families  especially,  are  requested  to  lay  aside  other  coooenii, 
'*  and  attend  on  the  town  meeting  next  Monday,  in  the  aflemooQ,  ta 
consider  and  decide  on  the  important  measure  of  istablishiug  to«D 
schools."  '  The  report  presented  on  that  memorable  occasion  was  pre- 
pared by  Dr.  Manning,  but  the  author,  alas  !  was  no  longer  liring  to 
advocate,  and,  by  his  resistless  eloquence,  enforce  its  claims.  On  ibe 
Friday  previous  to  the  meeting,  he  had  ceased  from  his  earthly  toili 
and  labors,  after  a  brief  illness  of  less  than  a  week.  We  may  bepu<- 
doned  if  we  introduce  here  this  remarkable  report  in  full,  embodying 
la  it  does,  in  clear  and  decisive  language,  the  great  fundamental  prin- 
ciples for  which  the  advocates  of  popular  education  must  alwayl  con- 
tend, and  constituting  in  reality  the  chibp  ourher  btoks  of  the 
Fbbb  School  SvarrBU  of  Providence. 

Refokt  of  the  School  Committee  im  1791. —  Atatowntoert- 
ing  of  the  Freemen  of  the  town  of  Providence,  held,  by  adjoammeiil, 
at  the  State  Hou»e,  on  Monday  tlie  1st  day  of  August,  1791. 

Whereas,  the  School  Committee,  who  were,  on  the  6th  and  13th 
days  of  June  last,  appointed  and  continued  to  make  report  respecting 
a  petition  pending  before  the  meeting,  for  the  erection  of  scliooUin 
this  town,  the  expense  whereof  is  to  hs  paid  out  of  the  town  treasuiy, 
presented  the  following  report,  to  wit ; 

To  the  Freemen  of  the  Town  of  Providence,  to  be  convened  neit 
by  adjournment,  the  underwritten  nieml>er3  of  your  School  Cooi- 
mittee,  in  pursuance  of  your  resolution  at  your  last  meetine,  report : 

AfVer  the  most  deliberate  and  mature  consideration  of  the  subjet^. 
we  are  clearly  of  opinion,  that  the  measure  proposed  by  the  pcth 
tioners  is  eligible,  for  many  reasons  : 

Ist.  Useful  knowledge  generally  diffused  among  the  people  is  the 
surest  means  of  securing  the  rights  of  man,  of  promoting  tnc  public 
proaperlty,  and  perpetuating  the  liberties  of  a  country. 

2a.  As  civil  community  is  a  kind  of  joint  tenancy,  in  respect  to 
tlie  ^fU  and  abilities  of  individual  members  thereof,  it  seems  not 
improper  that  the  disbursements  necessary  to  qualify  those  individuals 
for  usefulness,  should  he  made  from  common  funds. 

Sd.  Our  lives  and  properties,  in  a  free  State,  are  so  much  in  the 
power  of  our  fellow  citizens,  and  the  reciprocal  advantages  of  Ak\t 
intercourse  are  so  much  dependent  on  the  information  and  int^tyof 
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oar  neighbors,  that  no  wise  man  can  feel  himselF  indifierent  to  the 
progreits  of  aaeful  learning,  civiliEat)OD,and  the  preservation  of  morals, 
ID  the  community  where  he  resides. 

4th.  The  most  reasonable  object  of  getting  wealth,  after  onr  own 
wants  are  snpplied,  is  to  benefit  those  n'ho  need  it ;  and  it  may  with 
great  propriety  be  demanded, —  in  what  way  can  those  whose  wealth 
IS  redundant,  benefit  their  neighbors  more  certainly  and  permanently, 
than  by  famishing  to  their  children  the  means  of  qualifying  them  to 
beeomegoodandusefulcitizens,  and  of  acquiring  an  honest  livelihood? 

6th.  In  schools  established  by  public  authority,  and  whose  teachers 
are  paid  by  the  public,  there  will  be  reason  to  hope  fora  more  faithful 
and  impartial  discharge  of  the  duties  of  instruction,  as  well  as  of  dis- 
cipline among  the  scholars,  than  can  be  expected  when  the  masters 
are  dependent  on  individuals  for  their  support. 

These,  among  other  reasons,  have  led  your  Committee  to  investi- 
gate the  means  of  accomplishing  an  object  so  desirable  as  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  competent  number  of  schools  in  this  town,  to  be  snp- 
ported  at  the  town's  expense.  The  Brick  School  House  and  Whipple 
Hall  are  buildings  conveniently  situated  for  onr  present  purpose ;  but, 
as  the  former  is,  in  part,  and  the  latter  wholly,  private  property,  it 
will  become  necessary  that  the  individual  ownersshould  be  compen- 
sated, and  the  entire  propei'ty  of  those  buildings  vested  in  the  town. 

The  large  number  of  inhabitants  on  the  west  side  of  the  river  ren- 
ders it  indispensably  necessary  thata  suitable  School  House  be  erected 
on  a  lot  to  be  provided  for  that  pntpose  on  that  side  of  the  river.  It 
would  also  bti  proper  that  a  fourth  School  House  should  be  provided 
on  a  convenient  lot  to  be  procured  near  the  lower  end  of  the  town. 

When  your  Committee  consider,  that,  according  to  the  late  enu- 
meration, there  are  in  this  town  twelve  hundred  and  fifty-six  white 
males,  under  sixteen  years  of  age,  they  cannot  estimate  the  number  of 
scholars  lower,  than  to  require,  at  the  Brick  School  House,  a  principal 
Master  and  Assistants ;  at  the  School  House  on  the  west  side  of  the 
river,  a  principal  Master  and  Assistants ;  and  a  principal  Master  and 
Assistants  at  each  of  the  other  School  Houses ;  to  be  appointed  by, 
and  amenable  to,  a  committee  to  be  chosen  by  the  Freemen  annually 
assembled  according  to  law,  to  be  called  the  Town's  School  Com- 
mittee, for  the  time  being ;  by  whom  also  the  salaries  of  such  teachers, 
from  time  to  time,  shall  be  contracted  for,  and  paid  by  orders  by  said 
Committee,  drawn  on  the  town  treasury.  The  Assistants  to  be  occa- 
sionally appointed,  when  need  may  require. 

Your  Committee  arc  further  of  opinion  that,  all  the  aforesaid  schools 
be  subjected  to  such  rnles  and  regulations,  from  time  to  time,  as  may 
be  devised  and  formed  by  the  School  Committee,  for  the  time  being, 
after  the  same  shall  have  received  the  approbation  of  the  Freemen  of 
this  town,  in  town  meeting  legally  assemoled. 
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And  Bs  the  Society  of  Friends  hare  «  convenient  School  Room-of 
their  own,  and  choose  to  educate  their  children  under  the  tuition  d 
their  own  members,  and  the  direction  of  Cooimittees  of  their  own 
Meeting ;  it  is  rccooi mended,  that  they  receive,  from  time  to  tinK,  of 
the  money  raifled  for  schooUn^,  accordinj^  as  the  proportion  which  the 
uumber  of  scholars  in  their  school  shall  bear  to  the  whole  number 
educated  out  of  the  town's  funds,  to  be  ascertained  by  their  Com- 
mittee to  the  Town's  Committee,  who  are  to  give  orders  on  the  town 
treasury  for  the  same,  as  in  the  case  of  other  schools;  —  their  schwl 
being  open  to  tho  Town's  Committee,  for  their  insjieclion  and  advice 
in  regard  to  the  moral  conduct  and  learning  of  the  children,  not  inter- 
fering in  respect  to  the  address  or  manners  of  the  Society,  iu  relation 
to  their  religious  opinions. 

FinHlly,  your  Committee  recommend,  as  new  and  further  powers 
are  hereby  proposed  to  be  granted  to,  and  exercised  bV)  the  Town's 
future  School  Committee,  which  were  nut  in  contemplation  at  tbe 
time  of  their  appointment,  that  they  have  liberty  to  resign  their  places, 
and  that  a  School  Committee  be  appointed  for  the  Town  of  Provi- 
dence, to  remain  in  office  till  the  next  annnal  choice  of  Town  Officers, 
and  instructed  to  report  the  rules  and  regulations  afuresaid  to  the  next 
town  meeting :  That  a  committee  be  also  appointed  to  contract,  in 
behalf  of  the  town,  for  suitable  lots  where  to  build  the  two  new  Schod 
Houses  proposed  to  ho  erected,  and  to  form  plans  and  an  estimate  of 
the  expense  of  such  buildings ;  and  to  report  the  same  to  the  next  town 
meeting:  That  said  committee  last  mentioned  also  inquire  and  report 
on  what  terms  (he  proprietors  of  the  Brick  School  House  and  Whip- 
ple Hall  will  relinquish  their  claims  to  the  town.

And  the  said  report  having  been  duly  considered.  It  it  Voted  and 
Be»^ved,  That  the  same  be  received  and  adopted,  except  as  to  the 
reugnatioii  of  the  School  Committee,  who  are  hereby  continued,  and 
directed  to  draft  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  aH 
schools,  and  to  make  report  at  the  next  town  meeting. 

It  u  further  Remhed,  That  Messrs.  Moses  Brown,  John  Brown, 
Welcome  Arnold,  Edward  Thurber,  Charles  Keene,  Zephaniah  An- 
drews and  Charles  Lippitt,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  be  and  they 
are  hereby  appointed  a  Committee  to  procure  the  lots  in  said  report 
mentioned  ;  to  inquire  the  terms  on  which  the  proprietors  of  Whipple 
Hall,  and  the  Brick  School  House,  will  relinquish  their  rights  in  said 
buildings  to  the  town ;  to  estimate  the  expense  of  the  two  new  School 
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Honses,  and  to  perform  all  other  boMness  required  of  the  Committee 
last  mentioned  in  said  report ;  and  that  the;  also  make  report  to  the 
next  town  meeting. 

OrSered,  That  these  resolntions  be  published  in  the  newspapers  in 
this  town.

The  foregoing  Report,  it  will  be  seen  as  above,  was  adopted,  and 
a  Committee  was  appointed  to  procure  lots,  make  inquiries,  Ac,  and 
make  report  at  the  next  town  meeting.  Here  the  matter  was  per- 
mitted to  slumber  until  September,  1792,  when  the  town  resolved  to 
establisli  Free  Schools,  and  the  Town  Council  wns  directed  to  carry 
into  effect  the  recommendations  and  provisions  of  the  aforesaid  Report 
of  the  School  Committee.  Three  years  later,  the  said  Report  was 
again  revived,  and  again  the  Town  Council  was  directed  to  carry  its 
provisions  into  effect.  Why  these  early  efforts  in  behalf  of  Free 
Public  Schools  failed,  for  the  time  being,  cannot  perhaps  be  certainly 
and  definitely  known.  It  may  be  that  the  sudden  removal  by  deatb 
of  Dr.  Manning,  who  appears  to  have  been  the  prime  mover  in  the 
enterprise,  retarded  for  a  while  the  good  cause.  Possibly  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  report  in  favor  of  a  separate  school  for  the  Quakers, 
or  Frieuds,  may  have  been  the  main  difficulty  in  the  way.  "It 
Tt-ould  have  been  indeed  humiliating,"  says  Staples,  '^  if  public  educa- 
tion had  been  subjected  to  evident  sectarian  influence  by  the  descend- 
ants of  those  who  had  first  severed  all  connection  Ijetween  religion 
and  civil  government,"  or,  if  we  may  add  a  qualifying  expression, 
between  Church  and  State. 

In  1800,  commenced  a  new  era  in  the  annals  of  education  in  Rhode 
Island.  During  this  year,  the  General  Assembly  passed  their  first 
act  in  relation  to  the  establishment  of  Free  Schools  in  every  town. 
The  subject  had  been  brought  before  the  House  of  Representatives,  in 
the  form  of  a  memorial  and  petition  of  the  Providence  Association  of 
Mechanics  and  Manufacturers,  drawn  up  and  presented  by  the  late 
venerable  John  Howland.  To  the  influence  of  this  orgHnization  of 
the  working  classes,  so  to  speak,  and  especially  to  the  indefatigable 
exertions  of  Mr.  Howland,  we,  at  the  present  day,  are  greatly 
indebted  for  the  blessings  of  popular  instruction.  The  act  of  the  As- 
sembly  met  with  great  opposition  and  was  soon  atterwards  repealed, 
but  not  before  Providence  had  purchased  of  the  proprietors  their 
interest  in  Whipple  Hail  and  the  Brick  School  House,  and  built  a 
new  house  in  the  lower  part  of  the  town,  and  another  on  the  west 
side  of  the  river,  thus  establishing  four  Grammar  Schools,  in  accord- 
>  ance  with  the  provisions  of  the  report  of  1791.  A  tax  of  six  thousand 
dollars  was  ordered,  which,  with  other  funds,  were  appropriated 
toward  carrying  the  system  into  operation.     The  first  School  Com- 
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mittee  under  the  aforesaid  act  of  the  General  AsKinfaly,  was  appointed 
by  the  town  in  August,  1800.  It  consisted  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Maxi^, 
Manning's  successor  in  the  presidency  of  the  College,  the  Rev.  £^. 
Hitchcock,  the  Rev.  Stephen  Gano,  pastor  of  the  First  Baptist 
Church,  and  Messrs.  William  Jones,  Jamea  Bnrrili,  Jr.,  John  How- 
land,  Jabez  Bowen,  David  L.  Barnes,  Amos  M.  Atwell,  and  Jdin 
Carlile.  The  schools  were  opened  on  the  last  Monday  in  October, 
1800,  fMid  on  the  23d  of  December  following,  there  were  in  attendance 
180  pupils  in  the  First  District,  230  in  the  Second,  240  in  the  Third, 
and  liS8  in  the  Fourth,  making  a  total  of  988  pupils,  out  of  a  poftu- 
lation  of  7615. 

From  this  time  onward,  the  successful  career  of  FravideDce  has 
afforded  a  happy  illnstration  of  the  oft  repeated  maxim,  that  the 
growth  of  knowledge  ia  the  growth  of  sound  principles  and  pure 
morals.  As  a  city,  she  now  ranks  the  second  in  New  England.  fl» 
ascending  series  of  excellent  Free  Public  Schools  affords  to  the  entire 
population  the  means  of  elementary  education,  of  which  the  poonst 
as  well  as  the  wealthiest  citizen  may  avail  himself.  Her  High  School 
prepares  the  youth  for  College,  for  the  counting  room,  the  office  of  the 
en^neer,  the  shop  of  the  artisan,  the  field  of  war,  and  for  whatever 
employments  in  life  they  may  be  destined.  It  disciplines  the  mental 
ana  moral  faculties,  improves  the  taste,  and  promotes  and  cherishes  a 
desire  and  love  for  knowledge.  The  noble  University,  whose  fint 
Centennial  lias  but  recentir  been  celebrated,  and  the  Atbemenm, 
founded  by  the  liberality  of  ner  great  hearted  and  philanthropic  mer- 
chants, crown  and  perfect  the  work.  Far  distant  be  the  day  when 
short  sighted  economy,  or  selfish,  narrow  minded  municipal  poUcy 
shall  sap  the  foundations  of  the  glorious  structure  of  Frbb  Poblic 
Schools,  which  onr  &thers  have  reared  and  the  men  of  the  present 
day  th\i8  far  sustained,  with  such  praiseworthy  self-sacrificing  efforts, 
and  with  such  gratifying  and  snccesful  results.

QUARTERLY    REPORTS    OF    THE    SUPEBINTBNDBNT. 

To  the  School  Oommitiee  of  the  City  of  Providence. 

QentUmen : — There  have  been  no  important  changes,  the  past 
term,  in  the  character  and  condition  of  our  schools;  neither  have  there 
been  any  very  marked  improvements  or  decided  failures  either  m 
teaching  or  in  discipline.  Many  schools  might  be  better  taught  and  • 
more  efficiently  governed,  were  teachers  more  earnest  and  &jthfiil  in 
their  labors.     A  few  schools  have  not  been  kept  up  to  the  high  stand- 
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ard  to  which  they  have  been  carried.  There  has  evidently  been  lera 
efibrt  and  earnestness  than  in  previoas  terms. 

Objections  liave  been  frequently  broDght  against  oar  schools  and 
Bobool  system,  on  the  ground  that  pupils  are  forced  too  much,  and  are 
compelled  to  study  more  than  they  ought,  and  that  girls,  especially, 
snfier  from  having  imposed  on  theui  too  severe  tasks.  These  objec- 
tiims  are  deserving  of  senoas  consideration,  and  if  true,  our  schools 
and  school  ^stem  should  he  so  modified  and  changed  Uiat  the  evils 
complained  of  should  at  once  be  remedied.  It  is  no  doubt  true,  and 
lamentably  true,  that  a  large  number  of  girls  and  some  boys,  attend- 
ing our  schools,  suffer  from  an  over-oxcited  brain.  Their  whole 
nervous  system  is  deranged  and  their  physical  energies  impaired,  and 
premature  death  or  insanity  is  sometimes  the  fatal  consequence  of  this 
violation  of  Nature's  laws.  Are  oar  schools  responsible  f<»-  tliis 
breaking  down  of  the  health  and  strength  of  so  many  promising 
yontli  ?  Is  it  the  &alt  of  our  schools  alone,  or  in  part,  that  so  many 
carr}'  the  honors  of  their  graduation  to  an  nntimely  grave  ?  This  is 
an  important  question,  and  should  be  thoroughly  considered.  From 
a  very  t^areful  examination  of  this  subject  for  a  series  of  years,  I  am 
fiiUy  satisfied  that  oar  schools  are  not  responsible  for  the  decay  of 
physical  strength  and  vigor  that  is  so  often  lamented ;  but  that  there 
are  other  causes  which  are  producing  these  disastrous  results.  It  ui 
tbs  mental  excitement  out  of  schools,  and  the  palpable  violation  of 
the  very  laws  of  life,  to  which  these  evils  are  to  be  attributed. 

It  is  the  light  literature  of  the  day,  and  the  vile  trash  with  which 
the  press  is  teeming,  that  is  so  sadly  wi-akening  and  deranging  the 
mental  organism  of  the  young.  It  is  not  the  study  of  our  schools 
alone,  but  the  sensation  tales  and  stories  in  the  Ledgers  and  Dime 
Novels  titat  are  undermining  the  health  and  corrupting  the  morals  of 
the  youth  of  the  present  day.  To  be  convinced  of  this,  we  need 
only  to  visit  our  ciit;ulating  libraries  and  oar  periodical  depots  to  learn 
what  a  mess  of  cmde,  puerile,  and  often  objectional  matter  is  fur- 
nished as  food  for  the  mind.  This  is  being  devonred  with  the  greatest 
eagerness  by  most  of  the  pupils  attending  our  schools ;  and  the  inevi- 
table consequence  is,  that  their  brain  and  nervous  system  are  excited 
to  the  highest  intensity  of  feeling,  and  all  their  worst  passions 
aroused. 

It  is  not  easy  to  enumerate  all  the  evils  produced  by  this  excessive 
excitiiment  of  the  passions  and  the  brain.  A  large  number  of  pupils, 
even  in  the  dead  hours  of  night,  are  intensely  engrossed  in  the  pe- 
rusal of  works,  on  no  page  of  which  ought  the  eye  of  youth  ever  to 
rest.  Such  a  practice,  besides  its  immoral  tendency,  completely 
destnnrs  all  the  disciplinary  power  of  our  schools.  Habits  of  con- 
tiaued,  patient,  concentrated  thought,  are  broken  up ;  and  a  large 
part  of  that  which  is  learned  in  school  is  crowded  oat  of  the  mind 
and  is  soon  forgotten. 
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Parents  aomelimes  complaiii  that  their  children  are  obliged  to  study 
four  or  five  hours  out  of  school  to  learn  the  lessons,  assigned  thetn. 
This  is  UDdonbtedly  true,  but  the  difficulty  is  not  in  the  lenfrth  of  the 
lessons,  bat  in  the  condition  of  the  mental  power,  that  has  been  rea- 
dered  unfit  for  stu4_v  or  for  any  concentrated  effort.  Let  anv  one 
make  the  trial,  and  attempt  to  demonstrate  a  proposition  in  Geometry, 
after  his  mind  has  been  inflamed  by  a  glowing  and  graphic  dcscripticn 
of  the  vices  and  follies  of  some  imaginary  monster,  and  he  wiU  no 
longer  he  disposed  to  complain  that  the  ordinary  tasks  of  the  schoc^ 
room  are  too  long.  His  own  experience  will  teach  liiui  where  the 
difficulty  lies. 

There  are,  doubtless,  some  few  children  who  are  injured  by  studying 
too  much  in  school.  Those  of  a  delicate  frame  and  feeble  constitutton 
may,  if  they  are  ambitious  to  excel,  tax  their  minds  to  severely,  bat 
these  are  exceptions  to  the  general  rule,  and  ought  to  be  carefully 
watched  both  by  parents  and  teachers.  But  where  there  is  oae 
injured  by  studying  to  much,  there  are  hnndreds  who  might  and 
ought  to  study  more.  The  lessons  now  assigned  to  be  learned  in  our 
schools  are  not  two-thirds  of  the  length  tliey  were  formerly. 

The  remedy  fur  the  evil  complained  of  most  be  sought  in  the  vigi- 
lance of  parents  and  in  the  united  efforts  of  the  friends  of  educatitn. 
The  public  taste  is  evidently  becoming  more  and  more  vitiated  every 
year,  as  the  demand  for  these  poisonous  publications  is  constantly 
increasing.  The  vilest  and  most  objectionable  of  them  are  now  being 
scattered  broid  cast,  and,  like  the  frogs  of  Egypt,  are  filling  every 
part  of  our  land. 

Objections  are  sometimes  urged  against  our  schools  that  the  teach- 
ers are  negligent  in  their  supervision  of  the  school  yards  and  groonds, 
and  that  tliere  is  often  a  want  of  neatness  in  and  arouud  the  schools. 
Such  things  ought  not  to  be.  There  is  no  duty  of  a  teacher  more 
important  and  imperative  \han  that  of  inspecting,  daily,  every  part 
of  the  school  premises,  so  that  nothing  can  be  seen  that  will  leave  a 
stain  upon  the  youthful  mind.  Many  of  our  school  yards,  with  bat 
little  labor  and  expense,  can  be  ornamented  with  shmbberv  and 
flowers  and  rendered  attractive  and  pleasing  to  the  eye.  Such  aids 
to  education  should  not  be  overlooked  or  undervalued.  They  are  of 
great  utility  in  the  formation  of  whatever  is  beautiful  and  lovely  in 
character.  Early  impressions  remain  through  life  and  tend  either  to 
elevate  or  debase  the  mind.  A  taste  for  the  beautiful,  both  in  nature 
and  art,  cannot  be  too  early  or  too  assiduously  cultivated.  And  the 
first  lessons  may,  very  wisely,  be  taught  in  the  school  ntom. 

The  whole  number  of  pupils  that  ha^'e  been  re^stered  the  past 
term  is  7,588.  Of  thia  number,  252  have  been  received  Into  the 
High  School,  2,013  into  the  Grammar  Schools,  1,813  into  the  lDtei> 
mediate  Schools,  and  8^09  into  the  Primary'  Schools.

Gentlemen; — The  results  of  the  e:c  a  mi  nations  recently  made,  are, 
on  the  whole,  as  satisfactory  as  in  any  former  terra.  We  have  now 
bat  a  lew  schools  that  are  not  in  a  good  condition — a  much  smaller 
number  than  ever  before.  There  is  yet,  however,  much  to  be  done  to 
elevate  all  our  schools  to  a  still  higher  point  of  excellence.  Parents 
and  committees  should  manifest  a  nipher  appreciation  of  the  incom- 
parable valae  of  public  education,  and  sfaonld  show  a  deeper  interest  in 
tbe  welfere  of  our  ^schools,  by  a  more  active  co-operation  and  sym- 
pathy with  those  who  are  engaged  in  the  arduous  duties  of  bringing 
tliera  u[>  to  the  highest  standard.  Unless  supported  liberally  and 
generoosly  by  public  sympathy,  oar  schools  must  languish,  and  fail  of 
that  vigor  and  efficiency  thoy  might  and  ought  otherwise  to  possess. 

It  his  been  my  purpose  in  previons  reports,  to  point  out  what 
teachers  should  avoid  and  what  they  should  aim  at,  to  perfect  their 
work.  This  I  shall  continue  to  do,  although  many  of  the  suggestions 
I  shall  now  make  I  have  before  made ;  but  so  long  as  errors  and 
ianlts  exist,  teachers  should  be  warned  againtt  them. 

One  of  the  first  requisites  for  a  good  school  is  good  order.  A 
school  that  is  not  well  governed  is  comparatively  worthless.  A  teacher 
may  possess  every  other  qualification  in  an  eminent  degree,  bat,  if  he 
cannot  discipline  his  school  wisely  and  judiciously,  he  is  not  fitted  for 
tbe  responsible  position  he  occupies.  It  is  a  great  mistake  to  suppose 
that  obedience  can  be  best  enforced  by  a  stern,  harsh  and  repulsiye 
manner.  Those  who  act  under  this  belief  will  sooner  or  later  assur- 
edly fail.  A  gentlemanly  and  courteous  demeanor  is  never  incoBo- 
patible  with  firmness  and  decision,  in  maintaining  the  right. 

The  most  common  mistake  made  by  teachers,  is,  they  govern  too 
mncb.  They  have  too  much  machinery  and  too  many  mles.  They 
are  not  systematic  and  uniform ;  sometimes  they  are  rigid  and  exact 
in  enfijrcmg  obedience,  and  at  other  times  they  are  indulgent,  cnreless 
and  lax.  Mnch  valuable  time  is  often  wasted  in  inquiring  into  what 
may  be  called  petty  offences  and  the  violation  of  some  aseless  regnla- 
tion  in  school.  The  laws  of  a  school  should  be  few  and  of  a  general 
character,  and  always  so  elearly  stated  as  never  to  be  misunderstood. 
Many  teachers  err  in  announcing  to  the  school  before  hand,  the  exact 
penalty  for  each  offence.  This  is  a  great  mistake.  No  one  can  decide 
wisely  what  ought  to  be  done  in  any  particalar  case  till  it  ocean. 
This  should  be  determined  by  an  examination  of  all  the  facta  and 
circumstances  conected  with  it.  Disobedience  that  is  the  lesnlt  of 
thooghtlessness  and  inattention,  should  never  be  punished  in  the  same 
way  tn  that  which  is  deliberate  and  willful.  Teachers  often  fbel 
compelled  to  inflict  corporal  punishment  because  they  hare  threatened 
it,  when  they  would  not  have  inflicted  it,  if  it  had  not  been  threatened. 
By  such  injndicions  punishments  the  moral  force  of  diacifdine  it  en- 
tirely lost. 
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The  Teracity  and  honesty  of  napils  Khoald  never  be  donbted,  with- 
out the  most  uecisiTe  pro«»t,  and  when  this  esistit,  it  should  nerer  be 
proclaimed  to  the  school,  but  should  be  corrected  by  persona)  and 
private  interviews  with  the  pupils.  Corporal  punishments  are  not 
proper  means  to  enforce  moral  duties.  The  conscience  is  not  moved  or 
Bof^ned  by  the  infliction  of  bodilj  pain.  There  are  motives,  however, 
which  a  skillful  teacher  knows  how  to  use  with  effect.  Nothing  is  ever 
gained  in  disgracing  a  pupil  in  the  eyes  of  his  companions,  bat  a 
great  moral  force  is  lost.  The  teacher  who  is  continually  telling  his 
scholars  how  stupid  and  how  bad  they  are,  seldom,  if  ever,  gains 
access  to  the  conscience  and  the  heart. 

One  of  the  most  imperative  diitiea  of  teachers  is  to  make  continiied 
efforts  to  render  thfiir  schools  as  attractive  and  pleasant  as  possible. 
This  is  especially  important  where  the  pupils  are  of  that  age  when 
they  begin  to  feel  the  confinement  and  restraints  of  the  school-room  to 
to  be  irksome.  Many  attend  school  who  have  no  natural  love  or  taste 
for  study,  and  who  are  not  old  enough  to  judge  wisely  what  is  best 
for  their  future  good.  Such  do  not  and  cannot  appreciate  the  foil 
value  of  a  libentl  education.  Much  can  be  done  to  interest  and  to 
gain  the  confidence  of  such  scholars.  Br  kind  attention,  by  sym- 
pathy, friendly  caution  and  advice,  an  in^uence  may  be  exerted  for 
good^  that  shall  extend  through  their  whole  life.  There  are  many 
attractions  in  this  city,  for  the  young,  to  divert  their  minds  fromtlmr 
studies  and  to  draw  them  away  from  school.  Almost  every  concefvi- 
ble  temptation  is  thrown  around  them  to  entice  them  into  the  fi»<- 
bidden  paths  of  vice.  Our  schools,  as  far  as  possible,  should  become 
barriers  against  the  evils  which  are  assailing  them  on  cverj  side. 
Parents  and  teachers  should  unite  heartily  and  perseveringly  to  Bare 
every  child  from  the  threatening  ruin. 

There  are  mistakes  iu  teaching  as  well  as  in  discipline,  that  oDgfat 
to  be  avoidecT.  The  most  prominent  fault  in  teaching  now  noticed  is, 
that  pupils  are  taught  words  without  ideas.  This  practice  has  been 
pointed  out  and  condemned  in  almost  every  Teacher's  Institute,  and 
in  every  educational  journal,  and  yet  there  is  no  error  into  which 
young  teachers  especially  are  more  prone  to  fall.  The  memoncs  (^ 
children  are  crowded  with  words,  and  terms,  and  processes,  but  their 
perceptive  and  reasoning  facultie*  are  seldom  called  into  activity. 
Many  teachers  tell  their  pupils  that  they  mnst  think  and  reason,  bat 
do  not  bxplain  to  them  what  thinking  and  reasoning  are.  Tb^  do 
not  point  out  clearly  the  first  steps  in  each  process,  and  lead  ihem 
along  gradually  and  pleasantly,  till  they  have  acquired  strength  and 
confidence  to  trust  in  their  own  powers. 

Some  fall  into  the  opposite  error.  They  explain  too  much.  They 
leave  but  little  or  nothing  for  the  pupil  to  do  for  himself  Instead  of 
teaching  how  to  think  and  reason,  they  think  and  reason  for  him ;  and 
all  that  is  required  is  to  commit  to  memory  the  processes  af^er  they 
have  been  reasoned  out.     Such  methods  of  teaching  should  be  most  . 
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atudiooslj  avx>ided.  It  woald  be  ao  more  absurb  for  a  nnrse  to 
attempt  to  teach  a  child  to  walk  by  carrying  him  continually  in  ber 
arms,  than  to  expect  that  the  reasoning  powers  of  children  will  be 
developed  and  cultivated  while  the  thinking  and  reasoning  ia  per- 
formea  for  them.  Many  attempt  to  explain  what  needs  no  explana- 
tion. They  do  not  discriminate  between  those  studies  which  are 
acquired  solely  or  mainly  by  an  effort  of  the  memory  and  those  which 
are  acquired  bi7  a  process  of  reasoning.  The  memory  is  undoubtedly 
the  first  faculty  that  ia  called  into  active  exercise ;  and  this  should  be 
most  assiduously  cultivated. 

Teachers  sometimes  err  in  assigning  lessons  that  are  too  long  and 
too  difficult,  so  that  pupils  are  too  often  discouraged  and  lose  their 
interest  in  their  studies  and  in  their  school,  or  else  over-exert  them- 
selves and  suffer  both  in  body  and  mind  in  consequence.  This  error, 
by  no  means  uncommon,  should  be  most  carefully  guarded  against. 
Great  skill  and  judgment  are  required  in  always  adapting  the  lesron 
to  the  understanding  and  capabilities  of  the  pupils  ;  without  this,  no 
teacher  can  be  eminently  successful.  There  are  great  diversities 
in  pupils  in  their  ability  to  undersland  a  principle  or  to  comprehend 
an  explanation.  What  will  suffice  for  one-half  of  a  class  will  be 
vholly  inadequate  for  the  remainder.  The  dull  scholars,  and  not  the 
bright  ones,  should  receive  the  special,  personal  attention  of  the 
teachers.  There  is  also  another  extreme  to  be  avoided.  Not  unfre- 
queutly  too  little  is  required  of  pupils.  The  tasks  are  so  easy  that 
scarcely  any  mental  effort  ia  needed  to  master  them.  They  are  com- 
pelled to  review  what  they  have  passed  over,  so  many  times,  that 
there  is  no  stimulus  arising  from  tho  pleasures  and  consciousness  of 
new  acquisition.  And,  as  a  consequence,  they  become  idle,  careless, 
and  often  subjects  of  discipline.  Besides  all  this,  much  precious  time 
ia  wasted,  and  the  most  valuable  discipline  of  mind  lost. 

There  has  been  a  diminution  in  the  number  of  children  attending 
school  the  past  term.  Koman  Catholic  children  continue  to  leave  to 
attend  private  schools  of  their  own.  More  than  seven  hundred  have 
lefi  within  two  years.  Nearly  one  hundred  have  recently  lefl  the 
Hospital  Street  School,  so  It  will  be  necessary  to  close  one  or  more 
rooms.  The  whole  number  of  pupils  registered  is  7,410.  There  have 
been  received  287  into  the  High  School,  1,875  into  the  Grammar 
School,  1,774  into  the  Intermediate,  and  3,534  into  the  Primarr 
Schools.

To  tie  School  Committee  of  the  City  of  Providence  : 

Q-entUmm :  —  Our  schools  have  anfiiared,  the  past  term,  more  from 
absence  and  irregular  attendance  than  in  any  previous  term  of  which 
there  is  any  record.  Much  of  this  absence  has  been  caused  by  sick- 
ness, which  has  been  unusually  prevalent  in  every  part  of  the  citv. 
In  some  schools  the  attendance  has  not  been  siz^-five  per  cent,  of  the

whole  number  belonsing.  With  sncli  obstacles,  theosiial  s 
resalts  ought  not  to  be  expected.  In  most  of  our  teachen  there  ha 
been  no  lack  of  interest  or  of  earnest  and  failfafnl  effort  to  improre 
and  elevate  their  schools.  In  the  High  School,  in  particolar,  and  in 
the  Grammar  Scliools,  the  instruction  has  never  been  more  (horoBgh 
and  of  a  higher  order.  I  regret  to  add  that  we  still  have  sckoc^  that 
might  and  ought  to  be  improved.  While  the  Committee  sboald  be 
extremely  careful  that  no  Injustice  be  done  to  any  teacher,  they  should 
also  not  fail  to  protect  the  rights  of  children,  in  providing  for  them 
that  thorough  instruction  which  is  justly  their  due. 

There  are  but  few  duties  more  delicate  or  difficult  to  perform  than 
that  of  deciding  upon  the  true  character  and  condititm  of  a  scboal, 
and  awarding,  both  to  teachers  and  pupils,  that  praise  or  censure  which 
tliey  most  trulv  deserve.  Different  examiners  have  different  standards 
of  excellence  by  which  they  judge  of  a  school,  and  these  are  srane- 
times  of  an  opposite  character,  so  that  the  same  school  may  be  by  ooe 
standard  considered  excellent,  and  by  another,  almost  wtuabless. 
Many  judge  of  a  school  by  its  appearance  at  the  examination  at  Ae 
close  of  the  term,  without  making  any  inquiry  how  such  results  ban 
been  obtained.  If  the  school  Is  orderly,  the  recitations  prompt  and 
accurately  recited,  and  most  of  the  ijnestions  answered  c<»Teclly, they 
decide,  without  hesitatlun,  that  the  school  must  be  m  good  one,  and 
that  teachers  and  popils  are  deserving  of  high  commendation.  Bnt 
at  such  an  examinatiun,  or  rather  exhibition,  it  does  not  appear  how 
long  the  scholars  have  been  preparing  to  exhibit  themselves  in  this 
creditable  manner.  None  but  those  most  interested  know  how  many 
times  the  same  questions  have  been  asked  and  re|)eated  during  the 
term.  Many  teachers  feel  that  the  reputation  and  charact^  of  their 
schools  depend  upon  the  show  they  can  make  at  these  qaarterlr 
exhibitions.  So  long  as  this  is  the  case,  their  main  efforts  will  bo  to 
secure.  Home  way  or  other,  the  approbation  of  the  Committee  on  these 
occasions  ;  and  they  will  have  before  them  continuallv  a  temptation  too 
powerful  for  moat  to  resist  —  to  review  previous  studies  unnecessarily 
—  to  make  but  slow  progress  and  to  keep  back  their  brightest  schokint, 
that  they  make  a  brilliant  show. 

Some  make  good  order  and  discipline  the  criterion  of  excellence  in 
a  school.  If  the  pupils  sit  erect  and  motionless  like  little  statutes, 
fearing  to  turn  either  to  the  right  or  left,  lest  they  should  break  a 


petty  and  unnecessary  rule,  and  are  watched  by  the  teacher  with  an 
eagle  eye,  and  with  the  rattan  ready  to  inflict  a  blow  tor  tlie  sliglitest 
movement,  whether  It  be  involuntary  or  othervrise,  they  are  too  ready 
to  decide  that  aucha  school  must  be  ina  most  excellent  condition,  and 
teachers  are  often  misled  by  the  approbation  tlkey  receive  from  visitors 
for  such  kind  of  rigid  discipline.  There  is  also  great  liability  to  err 
in  forming  a  correct  judgment  of  a  school  by  comparing  one  with 
another  of  the  same  grade,  without  making  due  allowance  for  the 
■uperiqr  advauta^es  and  the  greatar  fiicilities  one  has  over  tbe  othv> 
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In  some,  the  attendance  is  tnnch  more  regular  and  constant  tban  in 
others.  The  per  centage  of  absence  in  onr  schcioli  varies  from  two 
per  cent,  to  forty.  Many  teachers  receive  very  important  aid  from 
the  coiH>eration  of  parents.  This  can  be  fiiUy  appreciated  by  those 
only  voo  have  to  condnct  their  schools  without  it.  Truancy,  with  its 
train  of  evils,  which  never  have  been  and  never  can  be  adequately 
portrayed,  casts  its  blighting  influence  unequally  in  different  parts  ot 
the  city.  Some  teachers  have  to  struggle  ana  contend  continually 
against  it,  while  others  have  much  less  annoyance  from  this  source. 

The  standard  of  scholorship  in  each  grade  is  not  always  the  same. 
There  is  frequently  a  great  diference  in  this  respect.  This  must,  of 
necesuty,  be  the  case  where  the  population  is  fluctuating.  When  the 
lowest  grade  of  a  school  is  crowded,  the  scholars  in  the  next  higher 
most  be  advanced  to  make  room,  even  if  they  are  notfully  prepared 
for  promotimi,  so  that  a  comparison  with  other  schools  would  be  not 
ooly  un&vorable,  but  also  unjust  to  teacher  and  scholars.  In  forming 
B  correct  opinion  of  a  school  or  in  judging  of  the  character  and  effi- 
taency  of  a  teacher,  we  should,  in  the  farst  place,  ascertain  how  much 
baa  been  accomplished  in  a  given  time,  and  whether  tliis  is  advance  or 
review.  This  is  absolutely  essential  to  a  correct  decision.  We  should 
then  careftilly  examine  how  perfectly  and  thoroughly  the  work  has 
been  done,  and  what  have  been  the  facilities  the  teacher  has  enjoved, 
and  what  obstacles  and  hindrances  he  has  had  to  encounter.  Tnese 
should  have  their  full  weight  and  influence  in  making  up  our  judg- 
ment of  a  teacher  or  a  school.  There  are  other  considerations,  also, 
which  should  be  taken  into  the  account.  The  methods  of  teaching 
and  kind  of  discipline  are  by  no  means  to  be  overlooked.  A  teacher 
may  be  snccessfrit  in  secoring  obedience  to  his  authority,  he  may  know 
how  to  adapt  his  explanations  exactly  to  the  capacity  and  comprehen- 
sion of  each  pupil,  and  the  recitations  in  all  the  stodies  may  be  prompt 
and  nearly  perfect,  and  yet  he  may  be  far  from  being  a  teacher  of  the 
bigliest  order.  This  discipline  may  be  harsh,  nnfeelmg,  and  nnneces- 
saiily  severe,  and  there  may  be  but  little  or  no  sympathy  between  him 
and  hia  pupils.  Tho  moral  power  of  personal  intercourse  may  be 
entirely  wanting,  and  the  relation  of  teacher  and  pupil  may  be  rather 
of  a  Quiitary  than  a  parental  character. 

But  the  highest  qualities  of  a  teacher  and  the  most  valued  charac- 
teristic of  a  school  cannot  be  subjected  to  any  test  or  e^caminatinn. 
They  can  be  fully  appreciated  only  by  the  pupils  themselves,  and  by 
those  who  see  the  fi-uits  in  an  after  hie.  A  true  teacher  has  higher 
motives  of  action  than  the  approbation  of  those  who  employ  him. 
Uis  reward  conges  through  the  consciousness  of  having  discharged  his 
whole  duty.  The  routine  of  tho  school  room  he  regards  as  an  indis- 
pensable and  important  work,  and  he  prepares  himself  for  it  daily, 
that  it  may  be  performed  in  the  most  unexceptionable  manner ;  but  he 
doea  not  rest  satisfied  with  this.  There  is  something  nobler  at  which 
he  aims  —  the  formation  of  a  character,  pure,  elevated  and  enduring 
when  all  else  shall  &il. 
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As  s  method  of  teaching  eomewhst  novel  hu  been  rehired  ud 
receotlj  urged  upori  the  attention  of  onr  teacben,  it  may  be  well  to 
point  out  some  of  the  errors  that  may  result  froio  its  adoption.  1 
refer  to  what  ia  called  object  or  representative  teaching.  I  am  not 
disposed  to  object  to  all  tliat  is  included  in  this  method.  There  ii  ia 
it  much  that  is  valuable,  and  in  the  hands  of  a  skillial  teacher  it  will 
0ve  life  and  power  to  his  teaching.  But  inexperienced  teachen,  who 
do  not  understand  its  proper  limits,  nor  know  how  to  apply  it,  often 
make  the  most  ludicrous  caricature  of  teaching  that  can  be  ima^ned. 
One  of  the  common  errors  to  which  teachers  are  prone,  and  whidi 
attracts  tlie  attention  of  examiners  of  schools,  is  that  of  crowding  ind 
burdening  the  memories  of  children  with  words  without  ideas.  This 
has  ofien  been  pointed  out  as  a  great  fault,  and  should  be  most  aisidn- 
ously  avoided. 

To  remedy  this,  the  object  method  has  been  introduced,  whieh 
often  leads  to  the  opposite  extreme.  One  of  its  fundamental  prioo- 
ples  is  that  pupils  should  never  attempt  to  commit  anything  to  memory 
which  they  do  not  fully  understand.  This  error  is  equally  Iktal  to  all 
successfal  teaching.  There  can  be  no  question  of  the  very  great 
utility  of  visible  objects  in  quickening  and  aiding  the  memoiy,  ia 
making  all  teaching  life-like  and  real,  in  giving  substantial  verity  to 
ever^  mental  act.  And  this,  undoubtedly,  has  been  undervalued  and 
too  much  neglected  by  the  great  bodv  of  teachers.  The  percepurs 
&cnhies  of  children  have  not  been  called  into  actual  exercise  ai  often 
as  they  ought  to  have  been.  Pupils,  af^er  learning  the  name*  of 
objects,  should  associate  with  them  their  form,  color,  qualities,  ind 
uses.  Under  proper  limitation  this  is  wise  and  skillful  teaching.  Bat 
to  require  children  to  understand  the  meaning  of  every  word  b^ire 
learning  to  spell  them,  and  to  have  clear  and  correct  ideas  associated 
with  every  word  in  a  sentence  before  rtwding  it,  is  not  only  impracti- 
cable, but  preposterous  and  absurd ;  and  how  any  one  who  has  W 
any  experience  in  U-aching  could  adopt  and  advocate  such  a  theoiy,!! 
unaccountable.  The  first  step  in  teaching  children  how  to  spell,  is  to 
require  them  to  make  certain  articulate  sounds,  and  then  to  connect, 
by  an  effort  of  memory,  the  proper  representations  of  these  sonndi, 
whether  they  be  letters  or  words.  The  knowledge  of  the  meaning 
or  the  use  of  words,  if  it  could  be  acquired,  would  not  aid  the  pnpili 
in  the  least,  in  learning  tn  spell  it,  but  would,  in  most  cases,  be  a  bin- 
drance  by  distracting  his  mind,  and  thus  lessening  the  impression  on 
the  memory.  The  same  is  equally  true  in  regard  to  the  brst  exeroses 
in  reading.  Pupils  can  acquire  distinctness  of  articulation  and  correct 
pronunciation,  which  are  the  prime  elements  of  all  goqd  reading,  quite 
as  well,  and  even  better,  without  a  knowledge  of  the  meaning  of 
words  than  they  can  with  this  knowledge.  This  ia  in  accordance  with 
that  well  known  and  established  principle,  that  when  the  mind  is  con- 
centrated upon  one  thing  at  a  time  it  can  accomphsh  it  better  thin 
when  distracted  by  several  objects. 
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It  ia  also  a  etgnificant  fact  that  children  learn  to  spell  mnch  more 
readilj  when  young  than  they  do  after  they  become  interested  in  other 
Btodies.  Every  teacher  of  experience  underatnnds  thig.  But  after 
they  have  learned  to  spell  and  prononnce  correctly  the  names  of 
objects,  then  they  should  be  made  acqnainted  with  their  form,  quali- 
ties and  uses.  And  this  can  be  best  done  by  visible  representations. 
The  process  is  similar  in  reading.  When  children  have  acqaired  a 
clear  and  distinct  articulation,  and  can  prononnce  words  at  sight, 
readily  and  correctly,  then,  and  not  tilt  then,  are  they  prepared  to 
advance  another  step,  and  to  learn  the  meaning  of  ,words  when  nsed 
singly,  and  when  an-anged  in  sentences.  It  will  then  be  proper  to 
teach  gradually,  tone,  modulation  and  emphasis. 

Frequent  mistakes  are  committed  in  making  children  acqnainted 
with  the  meaning  of  words.  They  are  often  required  to  explain  or 
define  the  meaning  of  a  word  of  which  they  are  ignorant,  by  the  use 
of  another  of  which  they  know  even  less.  This  is  quite  common 
in  some  of  our  school  books.  The  only  true  method  is  to  explain 
and  illustrate  what  is  nnknown  by  that  which  is  well  known.  A 
child  must  be  taught  to  employ  a  word  to  express  thonglits  and 
ideas  of  his  own,  before  he  can  onderstand  its  meaning  or  its  nse. 
He  may  learn  to  define  words  as  they  are  defined  in  some  of  the  Prt- 
man/  School  Dictionaries,  as  follows :  A  letter  is  an  epistle,  and  an 
epistle  is  a  letter ;  an  event  is  an  incident,  and  an  incident  is  an  event ; 
jagged  is  jaggy,  and  jaggy  is  jagged  ;  astonishment  is  amazement,  and 
amazement  is  astonishment ;  and  he  may  be  both  astonished  and 
amazed  at  how  much  he  knows,  but  the  bright  and  happy  vision  will, 
sooner  or  later,  pass  away  like  mist,  before  the  true  light  of  knowledge. 

The  nomber  of  pupils  registered  the  past  term  is  smaller  than  in 
several  of  the  preceding  terms.  The  whole  number  is  7119.  In  the 
High  School  there  is  269 ;  in  the  Crrammar,  2122  ;  in  the  Intermo- 
diate,  1891,  and  in  the  Primary,  2837.

Gentlemen : — It  is  fitting,  in  this  sad  hour  of  onr  nation's  grief,  to 
endeavor  to  trace  out  the  origin  of  the  dire  calamities  that  have  befitllea 
na,  and  to  ascertain  what  connection  they  may  have  had  with  a  false 
or  defective  system  of  education. 

At  first  view  it  has  seemed  impossible  to  account  for  a  rebellion  so 
causeless  and  of  such  fearful  magnitude,  in  an  age  so  enlightened  as 
the  present — a  rebellion  unparalleled  for  fiendish  atrocity,  in  the 
darkest  ages  of  the  world's  history.  Pagan  Greece  and  Rome  would 
have  shrunk  with  horror  from  the  savage  bai'barity  that  has  charac- 
terized this  treasonable  warfare.  But  a  more  careful  examination 
into  the  social  and  civil  condition  of  the  revolted  states,  discloses  the 
prime  cause  of  alt  our  woes.  Slavery,  the  curse  of  man,  has  covered 
onr  nation  in  sackcloth  and  filled  our  homes  with  monming. 
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It  IB  this  accorsed  inatitation  that  b«s  blighted  the  ^rest  portion  of 
oor  land.  Its  influence  is  seen  and  felt  in  every  member  of  the  body 
politic.  It  hu  uliangvd  and  modified  all  the  relations  of  life.  It  has 
degraded  labor  and  established  an  indolent  and  pleasnre-seeking  afii- 
tocracy.  It  has  divided  society  into  distinct  classes,  separating  them 
bv  almost  impassible  barriers,  thna  rendering  nniTenal  and  popnbr 
education  wholly  impracticable.  In  tbe  training  of  the  yonng,  their 
moral  nature  has  been  almost  entiretr  ignored  and  the  caltare  of  tbe 
heart  and  conscience  sadly  neglected.  By  one  class,  intellectnal  re- 
finemer.t  and  courtly  etiqnette  have  been  regarded  among  the  nobled 
virtues.  The  laws  of  chivalry  have  often  been  established  for  tbe 
laws  of  God,  and  the  skillfiil  use  of  the  bowie>knife  and  the  revalrer 
has  been  a  passport  to  the  best  society,  aod  deemed  tbe  highest 
accomplishment  of  a  gentleman. 

A  high  moral  and  Christian  cnltorc  are  ntteriy  impossible  amid  tbe 
abominations  of  slaver^-.  It  is  but  solemn  mockerv  to  attempt  to 
incolcHte  moral  precepts  when  they  are  universally  violated  with 
impunity.  How  can  children  be  taught  to  love  their  neighbors  as 
themselves,  when  their  neighbor's  dearest  rights  are  taken  from  tfaeai 
and  trampled  in  the  dust  ? 

How  can  tbej  be  taught  to  do  to  others  as  tbey  would  that  tfiey 
should  do  to  them,  when  those  who  teach  these  sacred  tmtbs  bold 
others  in  cruel  bondage,  and  treat  them  but  little  better  than  tbe 
brutes  ?  How  can  they  be  made  to  undentand  and  to  foel  that  with- 
out purity,  both  in  heart  and  life,  there  can  ba  no  moral  virtue  what- 
ever ;  when  the  violation  of  every  social  tie  is  ignored,  and  tbe  vilest 
debaucheries,  sanctioned  by  practice,  if  not  by  law,  are  constantly 
before  their  eyes  ? 

Had  the  youth  of  tbe  revolted  states  enjoyed  the  privileges  of  a 
wise  and  generous  culture  ;  had  they  been  taught  to  kax  God,  to 
obey  His  laws,  and  to  respect  all  the  rights  of  man ;  had  they  been 
trained  from  early  childhood  to  revere  the  eternal  principles  of  nght- 
teousness,  justice  and  purity ;  bad  tbey  been  taaght  to  believe  that 
the  wicked  shall  not  go  unpunished,  but  that  sooner  or  later  a  righteous 
retribution  awaits  all  evil  doers, — this  most  infernal  rebellitm  would 
never  have  cursed  our  land. 

Whilst  we  deplore  the  awfiil  scourge  that  has  been  brought  upm 
us  by  the  institution  of  slavery,  let  us  now  rejoice  that  this  bli^tiDg 
cunie  is  forever  removed. 

May  we  not,  in  this  hour  of  our  trial  leam  a  lesson  of  wisdom, 
which  should  lead  us  to  examine  more  carefully  and  rigidly  our  own 
system  of  education  ;  to  ascertain  whether  there  may  not  be  indfneot 
evils  with  which  we  are  threatened.  Does  not  me  efficiency  and 
excellence  of  our  schools,  in  tbe  estimation  of  many,  depend  more 
upon  the  extent  and  thoroughness  of  the  pupils,  in  the  di&reot 
branches  of  stndy,  than  upon  their  pure  and  elevated  character  ?  and 
are  we  not  in  danger  of  giving  to  much  .prominence  to  intellecUial 
caltare  to  the  n^wct  of  moru  ? 
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If  we  would  shield  oar  youth  against  the  evils  with  which  they  are 
sorronnded  we  mast  begin  in  early  childhood.  It  in  then  trntli  makes 
the  deepest  and  most  indelible  impression  ;  before  the  poison  of  bad 
exttnples  has  been  infused  into  the  heart;  before  the  understanding 
has  been  blinded  by  prejudice,  perverted  by  false  opinions  or  enslaved 
by  scepticism.  Unless  this  precious  season  is  rightlr  improved,  we 
cannot  reasonably  expect,  in  manhood,  the  mature  fruits  of  patriotiwn 
and  virtne. 

It  is  to  be  feared  that  we  are  gradually  becoming  an  irnligftus 
people ;  that  infidelity,  scepticism  and  immorality  are  increasing  on 
every  side ;  that  the  elements  of  disorder,  anarchy  and  rain  are 
gathering  their  forces  for  a  fearful  contest.  Our  only  hope,  our  only 
s^^,  is  in  the  redemptive  power  of  education — moral,  Christian, 
Jnt«liectDai  education — a  perfect  and  harmonious  development  of  the 
entire  man.  No  narrow  or  partial  culture  will  suffice.  It  must  be 
as  broad  as  man's  sphere  of  duty.  It  must  not  only  be  a  safeguard 
and  shield  against  ell  temptations,  but  it  must  possess  a  vital  power 
to  control  the  passions  and  propensities  of  a  fallen  natare.  It  must 
embrace  every  known  dnty,  social,  civil  and  religious. 

The  present  age  is  fraught  with  pSculiar  dangers.  Many  of  the 
evils  of  war  continue  after  the  return  of  peace.  A  fiimiiiarity  with 
the  terrible  scenes  of  the  battle  fields,  and  the  debasing  and  demoral- 
bang  influence  of  camp  life,  have  a  tendency  to  blunt  the  moral  sen- 
sibility of  our  youth,  by  rendering  less  odious  every  species  of 
wickedness.  To  guard  against  this,  a  new  duty  is  imposed  upon  all 
who  are  entrusted  with  the  imrture  and  care  of  the  young.  Parents, 
teachers  and  the  friends  of  humanity,  should  unite  in  persevering 
effi>rts  to  stay  the  new  tide  of  evil  which  is  threatening  our  land. 
All  the  means  and  agencies  that  a  Divine  Providence  has  placed  in 
our  hands,  to  invigorate  the  intellect  and  to  quicken  the  sensibilities 
of  the  heart,  should  be  employed.  No  higher  duty  can  be  conceived. 
No  more  responsible  trnst  can  men  assume. 

There  is  also  danger  from  another  source.  Much  of  the  popular 
and  current  literature  of  tha  day,  which  is  being  devoured  by  the 
yoang  with  great  avidity,  contams  an  insiduons  poison  of  impurity 
and  infidelity.  This  is  now  vitiating  the  public  taste,  lowering  the 
high  tone  of  moral  purity,  and  &st  corrupting  the  nation's  heart. 
There  is  another  class  of  publications  which  are  being  widely  but 
stealthily  circulated,  of  the  very  vilest  character ;  these  have  a  debas- 
ing and  demoralizing  influence  on  the  minds  of  the  young  which  can- 
not be  described.  They  are  Birnishing  food  and  stimulants  for  the 
very  worst  passions,  which  are  often  excited  into  a  whirlwind  of  fury 
that  no  human  person  can  control.  They  are  sowing  broadcast  the 
seeds  of  wickedness,  which  will,  as  certainly  as  harvest  follows  seed- 
time in  the  natural  world,  produce  a  harvest  of  crime  which  we  must, 
sooner  or  later,  reap. 
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There  has  been  no  marked  changes  in  the  general  character  of  am 
schools,  since  my  last  report.  Most  of  them  are  justly  entitled  to  high 
commendation  for  the  faithful  manner  in  which  both  teachers  and 
pupils  have  performed  their  works  ;  and  I  wish  I  could  add  thnt  there 
were  no  exceptions  to  be  made ;  butl  am  compelled  to  say  that  fer 
the  lack  of  interest  or  skill,  or  froiq  some  other  cause,  there  are  schools 
that  have  not  accomplished  ail  that  they  ought. 

So  long  as  there  are  teachers  who  are  of^en  late  and  who  seem 
anidous  to  close  their  schools  before  the  regular  time,  who  appdnt 
monitors  for  their  classes  while  theywrite  notes  or  visit  other  rooms ; 
we  shall  be  sure  to  find  indiflerent  schools.  In  no  sphere  of  duty  are 
&ithfnl  labor  and  earnest  effort  more  apparent  than  in  the  schod 
room.  The  inexperienced  may  sometimes  be  deceived,  but  the  prac- 
ticed eye  can  detect  any  defect  or  irrepularily,  as  readily  as  the  skiUfiil 
mechanic  can  discover  the  siighest  friction  in  the  most  perfect  ma- 
chinery. Much  valuable  time  is  lost  in  school  by  long  and  tedious 
attempts  to  explain  what  needs  no  explanation  ;  and  also  by  the  intro- 
doction  of  many  useless  rules  and  r^ulations  in  school  discipline. 
The  fewer  and  more  simple  the  rnles  are  tlie  better ;  and  those  schods 
are  the  best  governed  where  children  are  taught  mainly  to  govern 
themselves  ;  and  those  are  aaually  the  best  taught  whose  pupils  are 
instructed  to  rely  mostly  upon  their  own  powers. 

The  namber  of  pupils  registered  the  past  term,  is  somewhat  ^nailer 
than  usual.  The  principal  cause  of  this  diminution,  is  the  remo\-alof 
Roman  Catholic  children,  to  attend  schools  of  their  own  denomina* 
tion.  The  whole  number  admitted  is  7332.  In  the  High  School 
there  have  been  received  259,  in  the  G-rammar  SchocJs,  1988 ;  in  the 
Intermediate,  1840 ;  and  in  tlie  Primary,  3245.

The  School  Committee  of  the  town  of  Korth  ProTidence  beg  leave 
to  submit  the  following  Report : 

The  Committee  as  elected  consisted  of  Henry  Armington,  Alvin 
C  Robbins,  John  Lovett,  George  A.  Kenyon,  Charles  A.  Boyd  and 
John  H.  Stiness. 

The  Unt  meeting  of  the  Committee  was  held  at  the  Town  Clerk's 
office  on  the  18th  day  of  June,  1864,  at  which  time  Messrs.  Arming- 
ton,  Robbing,  Lovett,  Boyd  and  Stiness  were  present  and  dnly  quali- 
fied by  Royal  Lee,  Gsq. ;  and  the  Committee  organized  by  electing 
Mr.  Armington,  Chairman,  and  Mr.  A.  C.  Robbins,  Clerk,  for  the 
year  enaning. 

Messrs.  Robbins,  Stiness  and  Lorett  were  chssen  a  Committee  to 
apporUon  the  money  to  the  several  districts. 

At  a  subsequent  meeting  of  the  Committee  held  June  28th,  1864, 
Mr.  G.  A.  Kenyon  was  present  -and  duly  qualified,  taking  his  place 
with  the  Committee.  Messrs.  Robbins,  Stiness  and  Kenyon  were 
appointed  a  Committee  on  qualifications  of  teachers,  and  Mr.AIvin 
C.  Robbins  was  chosen  Superintendent. 

There  have  been  no  changes  in  Text  Books  authorized  by  the 
Committee  during  the  past  year. 

At  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee,  the  Honorable  Town 
Gonncil  passed  an  ordinance  requiring  aU  children  attending  the  public 
schools  to  be  in  possession  of  certificates  showing  that  they  are  pro- 
tected by  vaccination  or  otherwise,  against  small  pox ;  and  all  teachers 
are  required  to  present  similar  certificates  to  the  School  Committee 
before  receiving  certificates  of  qualification  to  teach. 

The  Committee  recommend  that  the  town  appropriate  for  the  pres- 
ent year,  for  school  purposes,  the  same  amount  as  appropriated  last 
?ear,  viz. : '  J7,500  00. 
'he  total  amount  of  money  for  the  support  of  schools  in  the  town,

BUPERINTENDENT'8  HEPORT. 
Ta  the  School  Committee  of  North  Providence: 

Qevtlemea: — Having  been  appointed  by  you  Superiniendcnt of 
the  Public  Schools  of  tnc  town,  I  have  attended  to  their  visitations 
OS  required  by  the  statute,  and  according  to  usage  I  herewith  present 
thia  my  Annual  Repoit. 

It  is  pleasant  to  say,  now  that  we  behold  the  dawn  of  peace  from  a 
four  years'  painful  civil  war  that  has  devastated  some  of  the  fiurest 
portions  of  our  couiitry,  embarrassing  public  instruction  and  the  cause 
of  education,  that  our  public  schools  nave  still  continued  in  their  Bsoal 
prosperity  and  usefulness, 

I  do  not  deem  it  advisable  to  give  the  condition  of-  each  school 
separately,  thereby  pointing  out  the  merits  and  demerits ;  but  trust 
that  the  few  hints  and  suggestions  offered  may  serve  to  encoorage 
and  stimulate  alike,  the  sensitive  teacher  and  parent,  to  greater 
activity  in  the  sreat  work  of  educating  the  children  entrusted  to  tb^ 
charge,  in  whioi  all  should  have  more  than  a  common  interest.  Pre> 
stiming  all  to  be  actuated  with  this  motive,  I  doubt  not  each  will  strive 
to  correct  any  fault  portraye^  as  applicable,  and  emulate  any  merito- 
rious qualities  not  ]x>ssessea. 

Several  hindrances  have  operated  in  some  schools  to  an  unusual 
degree  during  the  past  year.  There  has  been  more  change  of  teach- 
ers than  known  for  several  years.  With  a  single  exception,  every 
district  in  town  has  experienced  a  change  of  at  least  one,  and  in  mie 
instance,  three  of  our  longest  continued  teachers.  Most  of  these 
changes  have  been  voluntary,  some  taking  op  new  vocaCons,  others 
have  felt  it  incumbent  npon  them  to  leave  for  other  fields  where  their 
services  would  be  better  remunerated,  while  in  a  iew  cases  the  good 
of  a  school  has  seemed  to  demand  a  change.  Ill  health  compelled 
one  of  our  most  successful  teachers  to  leave  a  school,  which  by  several 
years  of  feithful  and  untiring  labors,  had  brought  it  to  rank  among 
the  first  in  point  of  intellectual  attainments.  Four  teachers  who 
have  since  succeeded  him  have  not,  as  might  be  expected,  impToved 
it.  The  greatest  advancement  of  a  school  requires  the  yearly  con- 
tinuance of  a  good  teacher. 

The  prevalence  of  varioloid  and  scarlet  fever  has  seriously  disturbed 
several  of  the  schools,  particularly  in  districts  Nos.  3,  8  and  10 ;  and 
for  a  time  seriously  threatened  their  discontinuance.  The  establish- 
ment of  a  Catholic  School  in  District  No.  S,  has  greatly  deomated 
those  school. 
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For  the  reasons  above  stated,  the  regular  daily  attendance  of 
pnpils  has  been  seriously  affected.  The  demand  for  labor,  with  wages 
paid  a  man  bat  a  few  years  ago,  has  induced  many  of  the  older  lads 
to  accept  the  offer,  when  they  should  be  at  school.  Too  many  pupils 
are  allowed  to  aVneot  themselves  from  school -by  trivial  excuses, 
through  a  mistaken  indulgence  of  parents.  On  inquiry  of  teachers 
generally,  I  6nd  that  for  absenteeism  and  tardiness  parents  are  very 
macb  to  blame.  They  are  too  apt  to  think  that  the  only  one  affected 
is  the  child  ;  not  considering  the  progress  of  the  school  is  affected, 
while  the  advancement  of  the  class  is  seriously  retarded.  The  appor- 
'tionment  of  money  for  each  district  is  based  upon  the  average  atten- 
dance of  pupils  for  the  year.  Amonnting  to  upwards  of  six  dollars 
per  scholar,  as  it  has  for  the  past  year,  it  should  be  a  matter  of  moral 
consideration  with  each  parent  to  see  that  no  trifling  cause  detains 
his  child  from  school,  thus  diminishing  the  aggregate  amount.  Some 
teachers  are  so  interested  in  this,  and  a  desire  for  the  pupils'  standing 
in  the  class,  as  to  acquaint  the  parent  of  their  absence,  and  request 
their  attendance ;  which  is  very  proper. 

I  am  happy  to  state  that  no  serious  rupture  has  occurred  betw^n 
parents  and  teacher,  to  call  for  adjustment  either  from  Superintendent 
or  Committee. 

It  will  be  noticed  by  the  appended  table  that  the  appropriation  as 
voted  in  June  last,  was  a  very  libera!  increase  from  that  of  previous 
years.  Tet,  by  the  increase  of  compensation  demanded  by  the  good 
teacher,  in  common  with  tho  increased  wages  of  all  kinds  of  mechan- 
ical and  manual  labor,  (though  by  no  means  in  the  same  ratio,)  it 
was  found  to  be  insufficient  in  several  districts  to  continue  their 
schools  the  requisite  time ;  and  several  of  those  districts  have  been 
forced  to  tax  themselves  for  their  continuance.  We  trust,  therefore, 
that  the  liberal  spirit  which  has  heretotore  characterized  the  tax  pay- 
ers of  this  town  by  thus  generously  providing  for  our  excellent  public 
school  instruction,  and  for  the  maintenance  of  which,  together  with 
various  religions  and  benevolent  institutions  connected  therewith,  has 
cost  us*  so  much  blood  and  treasure,  no  dimunition  in  this  direction 
will  be  thought  ad^Hsable  on  the  ground  of  retrenchment  of  town 
expenditures. 

Good  teachers  will  demand  a  compensation  commensurate  with 
that  paid  to  other  professions  and  callings.  Our  best  schools  are 
those  where  the  services  of  the  faithful  teacher  are  the  best  remuner- 
ated, watched  and  encouraged  by  the  intelligent  Trustee,  who  visits 
the  school  room,  not  merelv  with  a  view  of  fulfilling  his  requirements 
by  law, but  with  a  heartfelt   desire   for  their   highest  elevation   and 

Eatest  usefulness.  .Not  a  few  of  the  Trustees  of  the  town  have 
n  of  this  type,  and  the  schools  show  the  results  of  their  faithful- 
ness. It  is  a  source  of  no  little  regret  when  I  hear  that  such  connec- 
tions have  been  severed,  believing  such  changes  detrimental  to  those 
schools.

Many  of  our  teachers  have  been  long  in  the  field  and  veterans  in 
the  service  ;  and  it  would  bo  a  work  of  snpererogation  for  me  to  raj 
anything  relative  to  their  indispensable  usefulness.  I  most  heartilj 
rommend  the  wisdom  of  those  Trustees,  who  will  not,  as  is  too  often 
the  case,  let  petty  jealousies,  unimportant  local  considerations,  or  the 
matter  of  dollars  and  cents,  sever  a  connection  which  has  amicaUy 
existed  for  years,  and  become  akin  to  that  of  parent  and  child. 

PaiHABTDEPARTHEirr.-^The  instruction  in  several  of  oar  Primacr 
departments  is  of  the  most  pleasing  character  ;  being  that  of  the  ten- 
derness of  the  judicious  parent,  yet  firm  in  discipline  and  thorough- ' 
ness  in  drill  of  those  elementary  principles  so  essential  to  be  taught  ia 
this  department.  Where  there  is  so  la^e  a  foreign  element  as  is 
found  in  our  several  manufacturing  districts,  it  is  of  the  utmost 
importance  that  incorrect  tones  and  inflections  of  voice  so  often  ob- 
served in  reading  and  speaking  should  be  corrected.  It  is  of  sacb 
importance  in  the  pronunciation  of  words  that  it  should  constantly  be 
endeavored. 

In  this  connection  I  cannot  pass  unnoticed  the  importance-attached 
to  spelling  by  several  of  our  Primary  and  Intermediate  teacheia. 
Words  of  tlie  most  familiar  use  as  well  as  of  difficult  orthography,  are 
completely  mastered  by  a  constant  review  and  drill,  while  a  hesitancy 
and  bilure  mark  the  scholars  of  other  schools  in  very  much  simpler 
combinations. 

Every  pnpil  should  be  provided  with  slate  and  pen<u],  and  e»iij 
taught  to  print  the  letters  and  words  of  his  spelling;  lesson,  and  soona 
love  and  habit  of  industry  will  be  formed,  busying  the  roguish  eye  and 
trespassing  hand,  bent  upon  miscliief  for  the  want  of  something  better 
to  do,  which  I  have  not  nnfrequently  noticed  through  the  want  of 
skill  and  tact  of  the  teacher  to  give  employment. 

Reading  also  receives  its  proper  attention.  Instead  of  permitting 
the  pupil  to  pass  rapidly  through  the  lesson, — each  scholar  in  course, 
being  able  simply  to  call  the  words,  with  a  frequent  help  of  the 
teacher, — each  sentence  and  paragraph  is  taken  up,  so  that  the-proper 
emphasis,  inflection  and  modulations  of  voice  are  brought  out  cor- 
rectly by  every  scholar  before  leaving  it.  The  beneflt  derived  from 
such  a  course  will  clearly  be  seen,  on  passing  to  the  Intermediate  and 
thence  to  the  Grammar  rooms.  The  pupils  may  then  at  once  pursue 
geography,  arithmetic  and  writing,  which  so  naturally  follow  the 
thorough  primary  instruction.  I  am  happy  to  say  that  those  studies, 
in  most  cases,  have  been  well  taught  by  teachers  of  the  Intermediate 
rooms.  Map  drawing  has  been  successfully  taught  in  one  or  two 
rooms.  Scholars  soon  form  a  taste  for  this  exercise ;  and  the  locatioii 
of  towns,  rivers  and  mountains  fixes  them  definitely  in  the  mind. 

Grammar  Department. —  In  our  Grammar  departments  I  have 
found  branches  pursued  with  a  good  degree  of  thoroughness,  which  bat 
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a  few  years  ago  were  tanght  only  in  oar  High  Schools  and  Academies. 
Bnt  I  much  regret  that  mental  arithmetic  has  been  supei-seded  in 
several  rooms  hy  the  written  ;  writing  is  practiced  onW  aa  an  occa- 
nonal  exercise  ;  while  reading,  inateaa  of  being  pursued  with  a  view 
to  its  highest  intellect nal  development  and  cultivation  of  voice,  is.  con- 
dacted  in  a  mechanical  and  monotonous  manner.  There  are  merita- 
hle  exceptions  however,  and  several  of  our  teachers  teach  reading  with 
marked  success. 

All  of  these  branches  should  receive  daily  the  most  thoroogh  drill. 
I  am  happy  to  say  in  one  school  at  least,  which  has  an  enviable  repu- 
tation for  mathematics,  I  have  witnessed  the  most  satisfactory  results 
in  mental  as  well  as  written  arithmetic.  Some  teachers  hiive  formed 
classes  in  '*  Leach's  Intellectual  Arithmetic."  I  trust  others  will ;  as 
the  benefits  derived  by  pupils  for  close  thinking  and  rapid  calculaUon, 
wonld  be  most  valuable. 

Writinq. —  Writing,  to  he  successfully  taught,  should  receive  the 
whole  attention  of  the  teacher.  Every  pupil  should  attend  to  It,  and 
should  write  in  the  same  number  of  Potter  &  Hammond's  excellent 
book,  and  upon  the  same  copy.  If  writing  should  be  pursued  in  the 
Intermediate  schools  in  this  methodical  manner,  and  continued  in  the 
Grammar  room,  and  proper  instruction  given  in  holding  the  pen,  and 
position  at  the  desk,  the  complaint  that  so  few  good  wnters  leave  our 
schools  will  soon  cease  to  exist. 

CoKPoamoN  and  Declamation.  —  pomposition  writing  and 
declamation,  as  will  be  noticed  by  the  appended  table,  receive  a  fair 
share  of  attention.  These  exercises  are  so  important  t^at  theyshonld 
receive  constant  attention.  The  practice  of  writing  and  speaking 
shoqid  commence  in  the  Primary  room,  as  soon  as  tlie  pupil  can  print 
the  letters.  His  little  request  should  be  printed  for  the  teacher's 
perusal  and  approbation,  and  a  choice  stanza  of  poetry  or  paragraph 
from  the  reader  committed,  to  be  recited  at  the  proper  time.     Thb 

{>ractice,  thus  systematically  continued  through  the  several  grades  of 
ower  rooms,  would  soon  relieve  the  pupil  of  that  mountain  of  dread 
BO  frequently  experienced  upon  being  called  for  the  first  time  to  per- 
form these  duties  in  the  Grammar  room.  The  habit  of  expressing 
hb  thoughts  clearly  on  paper  and  the  proper  forms  for  letter  writing 
would  l»  acquired,  and  a  gracefulness  of  bearing  when  required  to 
address  a  public  ansembly,  which  will  relieve  him  of  that  embarrass- 
ment so  common  to  inexperienced  speakers. 

DisciFLiKE. —  I  have  noticed  a  marked  diflerence  in  the  order  of 
schools.  Teachers  who  know  how  to  keep  their  pupils  at  work,  have 
bnt  little  necessity  to  look  after  the  disciphne  of  their  school.  There 
will  be  but  little  time  for  whispering  or  moving  about.  Some  have 
the  &cnlty  of  carrying  their  pupils  uong  with  them,— leading  them. 
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as  it  were,  ratlier  than  driving.  The  less  machiDeiy  io  the  school 
room  the  better. 

In  this  connection,  neatness  and  proper  care  of  the  school  room 
should  be  looked  to  by  every  good  teacher.  That  teacher  who  can- 
not keep  the  floor  from  filth  and  dirt,  and  a  matilation  of  school  farni- 
tare  and  buildings  ])ainful  to  behold,  should  not  mnrmnr  wh^i  told 
their  services  are  no  longer  needed. 

To  Parents. —  Parents  should  seek  the  acquaintance  of  the 
teacher,  not  waiting  for  some  accidental  introduction,  bnt  an  earlj 
visit  should  be  made  at  the  school  room,  each  new  term,  therebj 
encouraging  both  teacher  and  pnpil,  lliat  both  may  be  convinced  m 
the  conHiience  reposed  in  them.  Byreference  to  the  School  fiegisto*, 
not  four  i>arent9,  on  an  average,  visit  the  school  per  term.  Thb 
ought  not  so  to  be.  The  mother  who  would  have  her  daughter  taught 
music,  is  very  particular  that  the  best  instructor  be  selected,  and  the 
most  proficient  professor  secnred,  that  the  rudiments  of  this  delightful 
accomplishment  be  well  learned,  and  she  will  watch  with  most  anxious 
solicitude  her  daily  progress.  A  desire  for  the  tastefnl  attire  of  the 
child,  will  not  unfreqnently  return  the  garment  for  the  third  or  fourth 
time  if  needs  be  for  its  proper  fit.  The  shrewd  titther  will  calculate 
closely  how  he  can  avail  himself  of  the  eighth  or  quarter  per  cent. 
advance  on  gold  or  government  bonds  and  loans,   discussing  very 

firoperly,  by  the  hour,  onr  national  aGhirs,  without  considering  it  a 
053  of  time  or  detriment  to  his  daily  business.  As  you  very  properly 
care  for  these  things,  should  you  be  less  mindful  of  the  training  of  the 
intellect  and  watching  its  daily  growth  in  the  school  room  ?  A^in  : 
a  familiar  acquaintance  would  settle  many  a  difficulty  that  perchance 
might  arise  between  papit  and  teacher,  with  a  five  minutes  explana- 
tion, thus  preventing  days  and  weeks  of  magnified  district  gossip. 

Hints  to  Teachers.-^  All  that  may  be  said  of  parents  visiting 
schools,  and  a  familiar  acquaintance,  will  apply  equally  to  teachers. 
Let  the  work  be  reciprocal,  and  the  highest  good  is  the  result.  As 
teachers  are  interested  in  their  work,  so  will  they  interest  their  pnpils 
and  stimulate  them  in  such  a  manner  as  to  bring  parents  into  the 
school  room.  Seek  to  make  the  pupil  feel  by  your  interest  in  his  wel- 
fare that  you  are,  next  to  his  parent,  his  best  friend.  Take  every 
means  and  opportunity  to  perfect  yourself  in  your  profession,  by  tak- 
ing and  readmg  the  Mucational  journals  of  the  day  and  making  fre- 
quent visits  to  other  schools,  that  you  may  be  refreshed  and  stimulated 
to  greater  usefulness  in  imparting  instruction  in  your  own.  And 
above  all,  look  to  the  horai^  of  your  pupils.  Never  had  a  teacher  a 
better  opportunity  or  more  occasion  to  impress  upon  the  minds  f)€ 
those  under  liis  charge,  his  moral  obligations  to  his  Maker,  to  those 
around  him,  and  his  loyalty  to  his  country.  See  that  yon  improve 
the  opportunity, 
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It  is  R  ple&siug  reflection  &t  this  time,  tbat  my  vidts  to  the  Tarioas 
schools  from  time  to  time,  have  been  received  both  by  teachers  and 
pupils  with  marked  coartesy,  and  whatever  suggestions  I  have  offered 
have  been  accepted  in  as  kindly  a  spirit  as  they  were  given. 

Permit  me,  gentlemen,  to  express  the  pleasure  that  onr  official- 
acquaintance  has  afforded  me,  and  to  express  to  yoo  roy  thanks  for 
your  kindness,  and  for  the  essential  aid  rendered  by  your  frequent 
vinits  as  a  body,  with  me  to  the  Schools.

The  School  Committee  of  the  town  of  Smithfield  hereby  submit 
their  AnDual  Report. 

The  supervisioD  of  the  Schools  m  the  town  wKs  intrusted  at  the 
opening  of  the  year  to  a  committee  of  four. 

This  Committee  have  formed  an  intimates  acquaintance  with  each 
school,  and  from  a  critical  examination  of  them,  are  able  to  report  a 
creditable  progress.  We  are  happy  to  say  that  no  change  of  text- 
books has  been  deemed  advisable  by  the  Committee,  while  they  recog- 
nize the  fact  that  the  most  approved  text-books  are  necessary  to  facili- 
tate the  acquirement  of  knowledge  ;  they  are  also  mindful  of  the  fact 
that,  as  the  mechanic  accomplishes  his  work  best  and  most  easily  with 
those  instruments  with  which  he  is  accustomed  to  labor;  so  both 
teachers  and  pupils  will  best  and  most  rapidly  accomplish  their  work  by 
employing  those  books  with  which  use  has  made  them  familiar.  Hence, 
they  have  refrained  from  recommending  changes  in  text-books,  which 
ivould  have  been  a  mere  matter  of  experiment. 

The  Committee  have  been  greatly  embarrassed  in  collecting  the 
statistics  for  this  report,  by  errors  in  the  returns  of  the  Trustees  in  the 
ssveral  districts. 

To  this  matter  we  desire  to  call  their  attention.  They  are  to  make 
two  returns,  and  only  two,  during  the  year, —  the  one  of  the  Summer 
school,  and  the  other  of  the  Winter.  If  there  should  be  more  than 
one  term  in  the  Summer,  or  the  -Winter,  in  the  returns,  those  terms 
are  to  be  treated  as  one. 

Again,  the  whole  number  of  different  pupils  who  have  been  regis- 
tered during  the  Summer  and  Winter,  are  to  be  reported.  In  the 
present  returns,  from  districts  nhich  have  bod  more  than  two  terms 
of  school  during  the  year,  the  same  pupils  names  are  counted  twice 
in  the  same  report ;  thus  rendering  it  impossible  for  the  Committee  to 
form  a  correct  estimate  of  the  whole  number  of  pupils  actually  attend- 
ing scliuol.  Fnim  some  districts  not  less  than  four  separate  returns 
have  been  handed  in,  and  as  the  Committee  have  no  means  of  deter- 
mining how  many  of  the  pupils,  who  were  reported  as  attending  each 
term,  actually  attended  both ;  or  in  other  woi'ds,  how  many  pnpils  are 
counted  twice  in  each  return,  they  have  been  obliged  in  the  distribu- 
tion of  the  money,  to  proceed  on  the  supposition  that  the  pupils  men- 
tioned as  attending  one  term,  were  entirely  different  from  those 
attending  during  the  others ;  a  supposition  manifestly  wrong. 

A  little  attention  to  this,  on  the  part  of  the  Trustees,  would  render 
the  distribution  of  the  money  easier,  and  enable  the  Committee  to 
conduct  it  with  perfect  justice,  which  they  cannot  now  do. 

The  Committee  would  also  take  this  occasion  to  urge  upon  parents, 
and  all  interested  in  the  schools  of  the  town,  the  necessity  of  greater 
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regoUrily  of  attendance  on  tbe  part  of  the  papib.  The  importance 
of  tHia  cannot  be  ovei>estimated.  Many  of  our  schools  have  suCTered 
greatly  from  this  sad  neglect. 

While  the  teacher  may  do  much  to  interest  the  papQs,  and  thus 
secnre  their  prompt  and  regular  attendance,  yet,  by  far  the  greater 
part  of  the  labor  must  devolve  apon  the  parents ;  and  it  seems  to  yoor 
Committee  that  parents  would  be  more  active  in  their  exertions  to 
promote  this  regularity  of  attendance  should  they  consider  its 
importaoce. 

It  is  for  the  pecuniary  advanta<;e  ot  the  district ;  for  a  portion  of 
the  money  is  distributed  according  to  the  average  daily  attendance; 
besides  this,  it  is  dealing  unfairly  with  the  teacher  to  detain  pupils  at 
home,  or  to  allow_  them  to  bo  detained,  unless  for  the  most  ar^gent 
reasons.  Finally,  that  which  appeals  most  directly,  is,  that  the  prac- 
tice of  allowing  pupils  to  remain  at  home  from  school,  inflicts  an  incal- 
culable injury  upon  the  pupils  themselves,  and  upon  society  at  large. 
It  often  discourages  them  in  their  classes, —  it  fosters  In  them  habits 
of  irregularity,  and  subjects  them  to  the  temptations  to  which  the  idle 
are  always  exirosod.  The  records  of  our  reform  schools  show  that 
ninety-Dme  out  of  every  hundred  of  the  youth  there  confined,  were 
those  who  were  suffered  to  be  roaming  tpe  streets  and  fields,  when 
they  should  have  been  at  school. 

The  Committee  would  also  suggest  that  as  a  means  of  promoting  this 
and  other  kindred  objects  of  interest  and  profit,  proper  inducements 
be  offered  to  such  as  liave  been  most  punctual,  by  making  honorable 
mention  of  their  names  in  the  register,  and  in  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee. 

It  seems  desirable  that  the  attention  of  the  town  should  be  directed 
to  the  establishment  of  High  Schools. 

At  present,  there  is  only  one  such  in  the  town,  and  that  at  hota- 
dale.  It  is  a  most  flourishing  and  successful  school, —  the  langua^^ 
and  higher  mathematics  are  taught  thoroughly.  Connected  with  this 
school  is  an  excellent  apparatus,  including  a  telescope,  which  we 
understand  to  bo  among  the  largest  in  the  State  ;  this,  however,  is 
owned  by  tlie  Principal,  Mr.  J.  M.Ross.  The  success  which  attends 
this  school,  should  stimulate  other  districts  to  establish  schools  of  a 
similar  character.  If  the  expense  is  an  objection,  let  the  wealthy 
citizens  and  manufacturing  companies  aid  in  supporting  such  schools 
by  voluntary  contributions. 

The  "  Lonsdale  Manu&cturing  Company  "  contribute  not  less  than 
$1400  yearly  for  the  support  of  the  schools  !n  that  village  ;  thus  giv- 
ing an  example  of  the  liberaHty  of  men  who  appreciate  the  advantages 
of  a  good  education,  and  feel  the  Importance  of  giving  these  advan- 
tages to  the  children  of  the  parents  in  their  employ.  The  character 
and  the  stability  of  our  free  institutions,  depend  upon  the  correct 
moral  principles  taught,  and  the  vigorous  intellectual  training  of  the 
youth  in  our  common  schools. 
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Blind  passion,  disloyalty,  assassination,  and  kindred  crimes,  are  the 
result  of  ignorance,  as  is  exemplified  in  onr  present  history  as  a 
nation. 

Let  the  great  lessons  taught  daring  the  past  tew  years  stimulate  us 
to  greater  activity  in  onr  endravors  to  bring  the  means  of  a  thorough 
education  within  the  grasp  of  ail  classes  and  conditions  of  peop^. 
To  this  end  we  earnestly  solicit  all  the  people  of  the  town  to  work 
together  more  earnestly  and  zealously  for  the  prosperity  of  the  schools, 
—  demolish  the  miserable  houses  in  which  some  of  the  schools  are  now 
held,  and  erect  in  some  inviting  place  a  neat  and  commodions  school 
faonse,  and  snrroand  it  by  shade  trees  and  otlier  objects  of.  attraction 
and  interest. 

Visit  the  school ;  acquaint  yonrselyes  with  its  doings ;  appoint  the 
best  <]ualificd  men  for  of!icers, —  withont  allowing  neighborhood  diffi- 
culties and  prejudices,  or  political  differences  to  influence  yoo ;  ^va 
yoQF  heartiest  snpport  and  sympathy  to  the  faithful  teachers,  and  yon 
may  look  with  certainty  for  stiU  greater  benefits.

The  Committee,  to  vbom  has  been  entmated  the  care  of  the  Pub- 
lic Schools  in  this  town,  during  the  past  year,  respectfiill^  submit  the 
following  Report,  u  required  by  law : 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Committee,  held  June  28th,  for  orguiizatioii, 
William  Carpenter  was  chosen  Chairman ;  Davis  Cooke,  Jr.,  Clerk  ; 
FranceDo  Jillson,  Superintendent,  to  examine  Teachers,  visit  Schools, 
divide  the  School  Money,  and  write  the  Annnal  Reports,  &c. 

At  a  subsequent  meeting,  Francis  S.  Weeks  was  appointed  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Committee,  in  place  of  John  R.  Boyden,  resigned. 

Francello  Jillson,  F.  S.  Weeks,  Davis  Cooke,  Jr.,  were  appointed  a 
Committee  on  Books. 

On  the  lOlh  of  October,  F.  S.  Weeks  was  appointed  Superintend- 
ent, in  place  of  Francello  Jillson,  resigned. 

The  amount  of  money  appropriated  for  the  schools,  after  the  usual 
deduction  of  6fl:y  dollars  for  incidental  expenses,  was  $5,334  31. 

This  being  divided  according  to  rule,  gave  to  each  District  as  fol- 
lows :

The  taxable  property  in  town  has  considerably  increased  within  the 
lost  few  years ;  also,  the  wages  of  .teachers  are  much  more  than  form- 
erly. We  would  therefore  earnestly  recommend  an  increased  appro- 
priation of  School  money.  The  amount  raised  last  year  was  92,700  00. 
Shall  we  not  at  least  raise  93,000  00  this  yeaci  A  word  to  the  wise, 
we  trust,  will  be  sufficient.

In  presenting  this,  onr  Annual  Report,  we  are  happy  to  furnish 
statistics  showing  some  increase  in  the  average  attendance  of  our 
Schools  during  tTie  past  year  ;  yet  we  regret  that  we  have  not  more 
nearly  approximated  to  the  85  per  cent,  standard,  given  in  the  last 
Report.  Could  we  have  attained  to  that,  we  would  have  ventured  90 
per  cent,  as  the  standard  for  the  present  year,  our  motto  being  '*  On- 
ward and  Upward." 

True,  sickness  has  prevailed  to  an  unosnal  extent  in  many  of  the 
Districts ;  a  majority  of  the  scholars  have  suffered  more  or  leas  inter- 
ruption  from  this  cause.  Hence  the  average  attendance  would  neces- 
sarily be  low  in  those  Districts.  But  this  fact  does  not  tumish  an 
apology  for  all. 

We  are  not  able  to  report  a  desirable  increase  of  attendance  in  those 
Districts  which  have  not  been  visited  by  sickness ;  showing  that  the 
parents  and  cidzens  have  not  yet  been  fully  awakened  to  their  own 
responsibility  and  duty  in  this  matter.  Wo  can  hardly  be  persuaded 
to  believe  that  the  frequent  appeals  to  onr  friends  to  examine  the  sta- 
tistical tables  which  furnish  the  low  per  cent,  of  attendance,  have  re- 
ceired  due  attention ;  nor  con  we  believe  that  the  principle  upon  which 
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the  division  of  a  portion  of  onr  school  money  is  based,  is  well  oiiiler- 
stood  by  a  majority  of  our  citizens.  Were  it  otherwise,  we  think  our 
Reports  would  give  a  more  favorable  record. 

Ooes  every  parent  know  that  when  they  suffer  their  children  to 
absent  themselves  from  school,  they  actually  cause  to  be  withheld  fhnn 
their  District  a  certain  amount  of  money,  which  would  otherwise  be 
apportioned  to  it?  Many  complain  of  the  brevity  of  their  schot^; 
others  of  inefficient  teachers,  which  limited  means  only  can  procore ; 
but  do  they  know  that  upon  them,  in  a  great  measure,  rests  the  obli- 
gation  to  remove  these  evils? 

Fj-om  all  our  friends  we  desire  sympathy  and  co-operation  in  the 
furtherance  of  all  our  plans  and  labors,  which  shall  be  for  the  proeper- 
ity  of  our  public  schools. 

Arc  we  patriots  ?  in  what  way  can  we  better  serve  our  country,  in 
its  present  disordered  and  unsettled  state  of  political  affairs,  than  by 
laboring  for  the  educational  interest  of  the  rising  generation  ?  Fw 
on  them  will  rest  the  re.ponsibility  of  nnrtnring  and  fostering  those 
institutions  upon  which  our  governmental  policy  is  based. 

For  further  particulars  respecting  the  schools,  we  refer  yon  to  the 
Report  of  the  Superintendent.

EEPORT  OF  THE  SUPEBINTEMDEHT. 

On  entering  upon  my  duties,  I  soon  found  a  much  more  extemsiTe 
field  of  labor  than  was  at  first  anticipated.  To  visit  twenty-eight 
schools,  as  required  by  law,  and  these  schools  scattered  over  a  large 
township,  to  bilhtully  examine  teachers  in  the  various  branches  taught, 
to  attend  the  examinations,  and  to  perform  the  numerous  minor  dntiea 
connected  with  the  office,  is  really  no  small  task.  In  neaHy  all  cases 
I  have  been  able  to  dischat^  my  duties  as  the  law  requires.  In  two 
instances  wliere  examinations  were  to  take  place,  I  received  notice 
only  the  day  previous ;  hence  could  not  arrange  my  business  so  as  to 
be  present.  I  felt  in  these  cases,  as  I  of^en  have,  that  the  time  and 
attention  of  the  Superintendent  should  be  devoted  mainly  to  the  duties 
of  his  office.  It  is  my  firm  conviction  that  it  would  be  a  jodicions 
investment,  were  the  town  to  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  sufficient 
for  his  support,  so  that  he  need  not  be  encumbered  with  other  bnsincss. 
The  interest  and  welfare  of  the  schools  would  then  become  a  primary, 
and  not  a  secondary,  object  of  his  attention.  The  condition  and  pro- 
gress of  a  school  can  be  but  imperfectly  judged,  when  only  two  visits 
are  made  during  the  term ;  the  first  being  made  when  the  school  19 
hardly  organized,  and  the  second,  when  a  special  preparation  for  ^- 
amination  has  been  made.  It  is  only  by  frequent  and  familiar  nsits, 
that  the  tme  merits  of  a  school  can  be  well  understood. 

We  now  leave  these  su^iestions  to  the  reflection  of  our  dtisens,  and 
pass  to  remark  upon  some  of  the  qualifications,  which  oor  brief  expe- 
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rience  has  led  as  to  feel  one  Bhould  possess,  in  the  highest  decree,  who 
takes  upon  himself  the  arduous,  and  hy  no  means  irresponsible  task,  of 
Boperintendin^  the  best  interests  and  welfare  of  onr  pablic  schools. 

In  the  first  plaue,  he  shanid  be  a  man  of  ample  and  varied  experi- 
ence in  those  matters  upon  which  his  counsel  and  decision  are  so  often 
required.  To  wliom  would  you  sooner  entmst  tho  safe  steerage  of 
yonr  dearly  freighted  vessel :  to  one  who  knows  only  in  theory  the  art 
of  piloting  it  o'er  old  ocean's  stormy  billows,  or  to  one  who  lias  suc- 
cessfolly  guided  and  safely  anchored  ship  after  ship  in  their  destined 
ports  ?  The  peculiar  trials  and  discouragements  encountered  by  teach- 
ers, can  only  be  met  and  fully  understood  by  one  who  has  liimself 
been  taught  by  the  same  efficient  schoolmaster.  Experience.  We 
think  he  should  also  be  richly  endowed  with  a  truly  sympathetic  na- 
ture. The  relation  which  ho  sustains  to  teachers  and  scholars,  when 
acting  in  his  official  capacity,  renders  it  highly  needful  that  he  possess 
a  sensibility  so  keen,  as  never  to  foil  to  duly  appreciate  and  properly 
respect  those  feelings  and  embarrassments  so  generally  experienced  by 
teachers  when  an  examination  is  to  be  made,  as  to  their  competency 
for  the  work  into  which  they  are  so  desirous  of  entering. 

Nor  should'the  timid  but  laborious  scholar  fail  to  receive  those  words 
of  encouragement  and  cheer,  which  a  truly  sympathetic  heart  can,  and 
does  90  happily  impart. 

Again,  he  should  be  governed  at  all  times  by  that  never-tiring  prin- 
ciple of  patience,  which  will  enable  him  to  perform  cheerfully,  for  the 
tenfA  time,  that  in  which  he  has  failed  for  the  ninth.  If  ho  be  want- 
ing in  this  Heavenly  virtue,  he  will  utterly  &il  in  the  right  and  suc- 
cessful accomplishment  of  the  good  at  which  he  aims. 

Were  he  gifted  highly  with  the  above  qualifications,  and  many  oth- 
ers desirable,  yet  were  he  inefficient  in  judgment  and  firm  decision  of 
character,  his  labors  would  seldom  confer  but  little  benefit.  Judgment 
to  plan,  and  decision  to  execute,  are  attributes  of  the  mind  often  called 
into  requisition.  Cases  of  difficulty,  questions  vital  to  the  interests  of 
our  schools,  are  ofYen  presented  for  consideration,  which  require  much 
of  judgment,  that  his  convictions  favor  not  the  wrong,  and  un&ltering 
decision  to  (consistently  maintain  and  defend  the  right. 

Last,  but  by  no  means  least,  he  should  be  preeminently  conscien- 
tious and  moral,  both  in  precept  and  example.  His  every  duty  should 
be  performed  in  the  broad  sunlight  of  conscience.  A  high  and  re- 
Bponsible  trust  is  committed  to  his  charge ;  and  if  he  be  not  un&ithful, 
lie  will  not  only  labor  to  give  to  the  yoong  and  pliant  mind  an  inid- 
lectual  bias,  but  will  also  endeavor  to  guide  and  mould  the  tender 
beart.  How  beautiful  in  early  childhood,  as  in  riper  years,  to  behold 
the  moral  nature  correspondingly  and  harmoniously  being  developed 
frith  the  intellectual.  It  is  our  belief,  that  whoever  is  commissioned 
to  labor  with  the  young,  should  ever  aim  at  this  two-fold  development 
of  character. 

We  deem  it  not  inappropriate  here  to  remark,  that  we  are  confident 
it  was  the  fult  possession  of  the  above  qualifications,  together  with 
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Others  not  leas  essential,  that  gave  to  the  labors  of  oar  resigned  Snper- 
intendent  aach  eminent  success.  For  more  than  tventy  years  he  has 
sustained  an  official  connection  with  oar  schools,  with  unabated  inters 
est  and  profit ;  a  term  of  service,  we  fear,  cannot  as  long,  nor  as  pro- 
fitably, be  tilted  by  another.  We  know  that  in  expressing  oar  om 
regret  that  the  pressing  duties  of  his  ministerial  profession  ccmld  not 
longer  ]>ennit  him  to  retain  his  relation  as  Superintendent,  we  but^re 
utterance  to  the  sentiment  of  the  public,  and  especially  of  the  Board 
of  which  he  was  so  long  a  .member.  As  a  leading  pioneer  in  the 
cause  of  education,  we  shall  ever  esteem  it  a  privilege  to  look  to  him 
for  sympathy,  counsel  and  encouragement ;  and  as  he  approaches  the 
evening  of  his  davs,  which  invites  to  reflection  of  the  results  of  ptsi 
labors,  umy  it  be  liis  joy  to  witness  an  abundant  harvest  of  rich  fruit, 
matured  from  those  seeds  of  instmction  which  be  has  so  long  and  ra 
faithfully  implanted. 

As  I  cannot  report  definitely  of  the  progress  of  the  schools  onlr  fbr 
the  winter  term,  I  shall  make  special  reference  to  none,  except  the 
High  School.  This  school  has,  for  a  number  of  successive  terms,  en- 
joyed the  services  of  Mr.  Howard  M.  Rice.  In  alt  his  instmcdwu  he 
evinced  a  high  degree  of  scholarship  and  capacity  for  his  calling.  His 
exampltt  before  his  pupils  and  his  intercoarse  with  them,  were  it  all 
times  Judicious  and  beneficial.  In  refinement,  morality  and  int^^ 
of  character,  he  is  seldom  equaled.  The  community  sustains  no  sroJl 
toss  when  such  an  one  goes  from  their  midst.  In  his  departure  be 
takes  with  him  our  bust  wishes  for  his  future  success  and  prosperity. 
Happy  the  school  that  shall,  in  tlie  fiitnre,  be  blessed  with  his  high 
intellectual  and  moral  instructions. 

Notwithstanding  this  school  has  been  fiivorcd  with  most  effinent 
teachers,  yet,  from  observation,  we  are  convinced  that  it  does  not  wtJl 
rank  with  other  High  Schools  in  the  State.  In  my  opinion,  it  ta  en- 
tered by  scholars  quite  too  young.  Their  minds  and  capacities  are  not 
sufficiently  matured  to  engage,  with  success,  in  those  studies  we  thick 
abould  be  taught  in  High  Schools.  The  undue  desire  of  pareoUto 
advance  their  children  from  one  department  to  another,  before  thor 
age  and  talent  demand  it,  has,  no  doubt,  operated  largely  in  prodnc- 
ing  this  result ;  but  we  look  for  the  day,  not  far  distant,  when  iiteju^ 
to  see  that  this  hastening  their  chilciren  is  not  productive  of  thai 
greatest  intellectual  good ;  and  hope,  by  their  co-operation,  that  i 
change  may  be  made,  which  shall  give  to  our  High  School  a  popalsr- 
ity  unsurpassed. 

School  Houses. — A  school  house,  in  order  that  it  may  justly  ^ 
called  a  ffood  one,  should  have,  at  least,  the  following  accommodatians: 

First,  a  school-room  should  not  only  be  sufficiently  large  fbr  the 
desks  and  seats,  but  there  should  also  be  an  ample  space,  or  plstfonn, 
where  the  classes  can  be  call^  for  recitation,  and  where  visitors  cu 
be  comfortably  seated.     Suitable  provision  should  also  be  made  ibr  > 
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beathful  Tentilation.  The  windows  should  be  well  fumislied  with 
blinds  or  screens,  and  the  n-alla  should  be  liberally  supplied  with  black- 
boards, maps,  charts  and  appronriate  pictures. 

Secondly,  there  should  be  at  least  two  ante-rooms,  one  for  the  recep- 
tion of  clothing,  containing,  perhaps,  conveniences  for  washing,  and 
tbe  other  for  fuel. 

And  thirdly,  the  play-ground  should  be  large,  and  so  located  that 
th«  pupils  can  engage  in  their  recreation  wi:h  safety  to  tliemselves  and 
the  passers-by. 

Many  of  our  school  houses  are  sadly  deficient  in  what  we  have 
named.  Some  hare  not  room  tu  comfortably  seat  their  scholars,  hav- 
ing no  convenient  place  to  call  out  tbe  classes  tor  recitation,  no  accom- 
tnodations  for  the  reception  of  visitors.  Others  have  a  very  poor 
apology  for  ante-rooms,  and  have  no  play-grounds  at  all,  except  in  the 
public  highway.  In  others  we  could  discern  no  provision  for  ventila- 
tion, except  that  furnished  by  broken  windows,  and  a  sad  deficiency 
of  blackboards,  maps,  &c. 

Districts  15  and  18  very  much  need  entirely  new  houses. 

The  spirit  of  emulation  which  inclines  a  district  to  possess  a  more 
convenient  and  attractive  school  bouse  than  its  neighbors,  is  truly  com- 
mendable. We  have  known  this  spirit  to  become  so  contageous  and 
fatal  in  some  towns,  as  to  result  in  the  improvement,  or  re-building, 
of  nearly  every  school  house.  A  like  spirit  and  fatal  result  in  oor 
town  could  not  be  lamented. 

School  Books. — The  following  are  the  principal  text  books  recom- 
mended by  the  Book  Oommitfee : 

Sargeant's  series  of  Reading  Books,  Part  Second ;  Sargeant's  Speller ; 
Grcenleaf's  series  of  Arithmetics;  Greene's  Grammars;  Warren's 
Oeoj^raphies ;  Potter  &  Hammond  and  Payson  &  Dunton's  Systems 
of  Penmanship. 

Sargeant's  Readers  and  Spellers  have  been  introdnced  into  most  of 
the  schools  during  the  past  winter,  in  place  of  the  Progressive  Series. 
The  changing  of  books  is  attended  with  no  inconsiderable  trouble  and 
perplexity.  Many  parents  se^m  to  feel  that  the  mouey  expended  in 
making  the  change,  is  in  part,  if  not  wholly,  thrown  away ;  an<I  hence, 
when  the  Superintendent  enters  their  district  to  make  the  exchange, 
he  does  not  always  receive  a  cordial  welcome.  To  such,  we  would 
remark,  that  the  Committee  do  not  intend  to  make  any  change  in 
books,  at  any  time,  except  when  it  is  really  evident  that  the  best  inter- 
ests of  the  schools  demand  it.  They  aim  to  promote  the  best  welfare 
of  your  children,  and  will  at  no  time  intentionally  do  anything  that 
shall  be  to  their  disadvantage.  Errors,  indeed,  may  be  committed, 
for  "to  err  is  human ;"  and  if  in  the  change  of  readers,  made  daring 
the'  past  winter,  the  schools  have  not  been  benefited,  the  Committee 
have  the  satisfaction  of  feeling  that  they  endeavored  to  do  their  doty 
according  to  their  best  judgment. 
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In  ray  opinion,  in  making  tbe  change,  nothing  has  be&n  lost,  bat 
considerable  gained.  The  new  Re:idera  are,  to  say  the  least,  as  good 
as  any  which  I  hnve  examined  ;  yet  a  wide  field  is  still  open  fw  im- 

firovement ;  and  I  cherish  tlic  hope  that  erv  long  some  one  will  pub- 
ish  a  scries  of  JEteaden,  the  contents  of  which  (especially  of  thelt^er 
books)  shall  be  better  adapted  to  the  comprehension  of  those  for  whom 
they  are  designed. 

Teacheio. — In  former  Reports,  the  requisite  qnaH6catiuns,  labon 
and  duties  ol  teachers,  have  been  so  fully  delineated  and  diseiissed, 
that  further  suggestions  might  appear  but  a  repetition,  and  hence  un- 
necessary. Ynt  a  singltj  remark  upon  the  failure  of  teachers  in  ibe 
science  of  grammar,  may  not  be  witliout  a  beneficial  result.  I  find  In 
the  examination  of  candidates  fur  teaching,  u  more  general  and  obserr- 
alilu  deficiency  in  this  science  than  in  any  other  which  they  are  re- 
quired to  teadi.  While  most  of  them  are  able  to  furnish  eatisfactorr 
evidence  of  a  thorough  preparation  for  tiieir  wurk  in  other  sciences, 
they  will  very  soon,  when  questioned,  give  evident  signs  of  incompe- 
tency to  successfully  teach  and  apply  the  rules  and  principles  of  onr 
English  grammar. 

Some  have  exhibited  a  knowledge  so  limited,  that  they  were  not 
able  clearli/  to  explain  the  difference  between  an  adjective  and  an  ad- 
verb, or  between  the  present  perfect  and  past  perfect  tenses  ;  were  in- 
excusably ignorant  or  heedless  in  tiie  use  of  capital  letters.  It  is 
lamentable,  but  true,  that  I  have  received  letters  from  some  who  have 
been  teaching  during  the  past  winter,  containing  more  grammalicil 
mistakes  than  could  reasonably  be  expected  from  the  older  pupils  un- 
der their  charge.  As  a  i-esuit  of  this  InefEciency,  we  find  grammar 
to  be  imperfectly  taught  and  comprehended  in  a  majority  of  schools  in 
town. 

True,  we  witness  much  fluency  in  the  repetition  of  Rules  and  Prin- 
ciples, which  have  been  learned  by  rote,  but  when  called  upon  to  make 
an  application  of  tliose  rules  and  principles,  and  to  give  a  reason  for 
the  application,  we  find  but  few  adequate  to  the  task-.  We  regret  lo 
Bee  these  failuivs,  the  more,  as  we  regard  the  science  of  grammar  to  be 
one  of  tbe  most  important  branches  taught  in  our  common  schools. 
If  teachers  should  thus  view  its  importance,  and  reflect  what  a  valua- 
ble auxiliarv  it  is  in  acquiring  a  proficiency  in  many  of  the  other 
branches,  we  think  we  slinuld  cease  to  hear  expressions  of  distate  for 
it,  and  should  see  a  more  commendahle  zeul  in  duly  preparing  them- 
selves to  prohtably  and  interestingly  impart  instruction  in  this  desira- 
ble hrancli  of  study. 

On  becoming  more  fkmitiar  with  the  condition  and  standing  of  onr 
schools  in  town,  convinces  me  of  the  fact,  that  there  is  pressing  need 
of  renewed  Mai  and  active  energy,  nn  the  part  of  all  interested  in  onr 
common  school  policy.  Much  labor  is  yet  to  be  performed,  many  cor- 
ners are  to  be  rounded  and  polished,  ere  it  shall  bo  presented  an  edi- 
flcfl  perfect  in  beauty  and  similitude.  , 
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If  we  snfier  those  institutions  which  hare  for  their  object  the  gene- 
ral diffusion  of  useful  knowledgo,  to  become  secondary  objects  of  con- 
sideration, wo  detract  much  of  stren^h  from  the  power  of  the  people 
and  of  the  nation,  which  lies  not  in  its  numberi  and  wealth,  but  in  its 
mind.  Ignorance  is  the  most  powerful  enemy  with  which  we  have  to 
contend.  It  is  hostile  to  liberty  and  all  free  institutions ;  the  most  ex- 
pensive enemy  a  community  or  nation  can  support.  Where  the  sys- 
tem of  universal  education  is  established,  crime  and  pauperism  have 
been  found  greatly  to  decrease.  Some  one  has  wisely  said,  "  It  is 
cheaper  to  educate  the  young  than  to  support  the  aged  criminal." 

In  closing  this  Kcport,  it  is  pleasing  to  reflect,  that  during  the  past 
year  the  interest  and  prosperty  of  our  schools  have  not  been  materially 
a^cted  or  diminished  by  the  bloody,  but  now  triumphant  straggle 
through  which  we  have  been  passing.  The  scarcity  of  good,  efficient 
male  teachers,  caused  by  the  war,  has  been,  however,  and  must  for  a 
long  time  continue  to  be,  a  serious  barrier  to  our  prosperity.  Of  the 
noble  army  of  teachers  that  liave  gone  forth  to  swell  the  ranks  of  our 
patriotic  soldiers,  how  few  have  returned  to  engage  again  in  their 
wonted  field  of  labor.  Doubtless  many  who  have  not  fallen  on  the 
field  of  battle,  will  remain  or  return  to  the  blood-stained  soil  of  the 
South,  to  establish  and  perpetuate  those  educational  institutions,  which 
hare  long  been  the  pride  of  the  North  and  the  glory  of  our  great  and 
mighty  Republic.

The  School  Committee  respectfullj  present  to  the  rittaens  of  tbe 
town  of  East  Providence  the  following,  as  their  Report  for  the  schcNd 
year,  ending  May,  1865  ; 

CoNDtTiOM  OF  Schools. — We  have  thon^it  that  wo  could  we 
some  improvement  in  the  condition  of  our  schools  during  the  year. 
But  we  nave  not  seen  them  come  up  to  that  high  standard  of  excel- 
lence for  which  every  school  should  aim.  In  all  our  schools,  we  hire 
found  ambitious  scholars,  who  have  been  faithfully  aided  by  ambitions 
teachers.  But,  perhaps,  classed  with  these  working  scholars,  we  bare 
found  those  who  were  not  ambitious,  and  who  have  failed  to  make 
commendable  progress.  This  latter  class  have  yet  to  leam  the  lesson, 
so  often  sternly  taught  by  experience,  that  indaatrioua  labor  is  the  vnct 
of  honorable  and  permanent  gain.  While  we  can  report  our  scfiooli 
improved,  and  in  a  condition  which  should  in  a  measure  be  satubc- 
tory,  yet  there  are  higher  aims  to  reach  — a  greater  good  to  gain. 

The  schools  in  district  No.  1  have  presented  the  greatest  improTe- 
ment,  because  they  had  the  largest  scope  for  it.  The  order  which  his 
been  brought  out  of  chaos  in  that  school,  is  a  rich  reward  for  iuiiM 
labor.  The  tax  of  $499  43,  which  this  district  paid  for  contimung 
their  school  through  the  year  is  an  honorable  record. 

The  last  term  of  the  school  in  No.  6  was  not  as  pleatont  to  tbe 
teacher,  or  as  profitable  to  the  scholars,  as  the  previous  terms  had  been, 
owing,  as  we  believe,  to  a  lack  of  parental  co-operation. 

ScHoot  Houses. —  There  remains  but  two  new  houses  to  be  boilt 
to  complete  the  task  which  the  town  has  so  generously  undertaken. 
Snrelv,  Districts  No.  5  and  No.  6  will  soon  be  permitted,  by  the  town, 
to  deoicate  new  school-rooms.  Then  let  the  undivided  interest  t£  the 
town  be  given  to  building  up  the  schools. 

High  School. —  There  is  great  need  trf  such  a  school,  and  we  re- 
gard it  as  an  injustice  to  ourselves,  as  a  town,  that  we  have  bat  one 
graded  school.  We  are  humbled  with  the  consciousness  that  miny  oF 
our  scholars  have  to  go  out  of  town  for  a  thorough  English  educttiffu- 
Two  such  schools  must  eventually  be  established.  A  single  season 
should  not  pass  without  the  preparation  for  such  a  school  somevhen 
.  in  the  vicinity  of  No.  8. 

DiFFiccLTiEB. — We  have  found  some  very  serious  obstacles  in  tl« 
way  of  the  highest  prosperity  of  our  schools.  The  greatest  of  these 
has  appeared  in  the  lack  of  interest,  on  the  part  of  the  parents,  in  tbs 
schools.  Parents  allow  the  scholars  to  come  late  to  school.  FarentSi 
for  some  trivial  cause,  allow  their  children  to  be  absent  from  acbod. 
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Then  the  interest  of  the  scholar  begins  to  fail,  and  soon  yon  hear  the 
good  father  or  raothei-  sayingi  "My  children  don't  seem  to  be  doing 
much  at  school."  The  character  of  the  teacher  does  not  altogether 
make  the  school  ;^he  scholars  do  not  make  the  school ;  back  of  these, 
and  always  working  with  these,  mast  be  the  parental  influence.  The 
secret  of  many  a  difficulty  is  not  found  in  the  school-room,  but  at  home. 
Fsreats !  let  your  children  remember  yon,  as  doing  evervthing  in  your 
power  to  give  them  a  thorongh  education.  Much  is  included  in  that 
word  education;  it  touches  the  moral,  the  intellectual  and  the  physi- 
cal. This  is  the  education  which,  under  God,  jms  saved  onr  noblo 
conntry ;  this  will  be  the  education  which  shall  be  her  future  glory 
and  strength.  A  part  of  the  responsibility  in  this  glorious  work  is 
yours.

The  School  Committee  of  BnrriDville  hereby  re^>cctfiillj  snbimt 
their  Annual  Report.  The  post  year  baa  famished  added  proof  that 
oar  admirable  free  sciiool  system  stands  foremost  among  the  beneBcat 
institutions  of  our  State.  Like  the  great  force  of  nature,  its  working 
is  so  silent  and  quiet  that  it  is  scarcely  recognized  save  in  its  lesahi; 
yet  these  are  so  obvions  and  so  gratefbl  that  none  can  &il  to  appre- 
ciate them.  We  see  titese  results  in  the  material  bles»ngs  which 
skilled  labor  multiplies.  Riclier  harvests,  better  dwellings,  and  hip- 
pier  homes  are  developed  by  the  intelligent  enterprise  which  U  insfHred 
and  fostere<l  by  our  common  schools.  Touchul  by  this  inspiratioa, 
communitr  develops  the  material  resonrces  placed  within  its  reach. 
Rivers,  that  for  ages  have  expended  all  their  force  in  crowding  to  tbe 
sea,  are  tamed  and  educated  to  minister  to  human  welfare.  Tli«r 
wild,  lawless  babble  is  changed  to  the  music  of  labor.  Their  tireless 
fingers,  skilled  to  matheuutical  exactitude,  are  placed  upon  the  ^n- 
die  ;  tbe  distaff  and  the  loom,  are  made  to  perform  tasks  which  would 
weaTT  a  nation's  strength. 

Skilled  labor  lays  its  hand  npon  the  rock,  and  it  poors  out  rivers  of 
m\  u)ion  the  earth,  and  sea,  and  air,  and  they  alike  vield  their  bene&c- 
tions  to  the  race.  Therefore  every  dollar  expended  for  free  schoob 
is  more  than  repaid  in  the  increased  wealth  of  community.  But  these 
material  interests  are  not  the  highest  ones  subserved  by  oar  Iree 
schools.  The  richest  catture  is  that  which  develops  manhood,  thit 
which  tends  to  tbe  intellectual,  social  and  moral  elevation  of  the  race. 
That  our  free  nchools  tend  to  secure  this  result,  may  he  seen  bv  com- 
paring those  communities  where  they  arc  established  with  those  when 
they  are  unknown.  Compare  New  England  with  the  South.  How 
great  the  contrast.  Had  the  Southern  States  enjoyed  the  advantages 
of  free  schuoU,  rebellion  would  have  been  impassible.  A  public  debt 
of  ¥;S,000,000,000,  and  half  a  million  of  lives  sacrificed  in  war,  >re 
but  a  part  of  the  fearful  price  which  the  nation  is  W'ing  (or  the  ig- 
norance and  consetinent  barbarism  of  the  South.  Do  any  doubt  the 
economy  of  free  schools?  Do  any  feel  that  the  tax  imposed  for  this 
object  is  a  burthen  ?  Let  such  estimate  the  cost  of  ignorance  anil  tbey 
will  doubt  no  longer. 

The  cost  of  free  schools  in  the  town  fur  the  past  year  may  be  seen 
in  tbe  following  statement :

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The  State  appropmtion  was  divided  as  the  law  directs.  The  re- 
mainder, udet  dedacting  $25  for  printing  Report,  was  divided  one-half 
equally  among  the  several  districts,  and  the  balance  according  to  the 
average  attendance  for  the  previous  year.  The  amount  apportioned 
to  each  district  may  be  seen  in  the  first  taUe  appended  to  tnis  report. 

In  addition  to  the  above  appropriations,  the  Districts  raised  by  rate- 
bills,  taxes,  &c.,  abont  $500  for  the  purpose  of  lengthening  the  schools. 
This  makes  ;^,4.S1  09  expended  for  the  year,  being  nbont  93  50  for 
each  scholar  registered.  By  reference  to  the  tables,  it  will  be  seen 
that  the  average  attendance  ibr  the  whole  town  is  a  fraction  less  than 
70  per  cent,  of  the  number  registered.  Absenteeism  is  one  of  the 
greatest  hindrances  to  the  advancement  of  onr  schools.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  nareiits  will  soon  learn  the  folly  of  sending  their  children 
BO  irregularly.  The  lessons  acquired  are  so  disconnected  and  frag- 
mentary that  they  are  of  little  nae.  And  what  is  still  worse,  the 
whole  school  has  to  suffer  on  account  of  these  delinquent  ones.  We 
ho|>e  to  see  this  evil  speedily  removed,  or  at  least,  very  much  lessened. 
With  few  exceptions,  the  school  houses  in  the  town  very  much  need 
improving.  Many  of  them  are  badly  located,  crowded  into  the  high- 
way, with  no  pleasant  and  attractive  surroundings.  Quite  a  number 
are  inconveniently  arranged,  and  several  are  sadly  out  of  repair. 
One,  that  in  No.  16,  was  condemned  by  the  Committee  more  than  a 
year  since.  We  learn  with  pleasure  that  that  district  intends  to  fur- 
nish itself  with  a  better  house  during  the  present  season.  No.  8  has 
taken  the  necessary  steps  toward  repairing  its  house.  We  hope  that 
other  districts  will  do  likewise.  In  spite  of  all  these  difficulties  arising 
from  unsuitable  houses  and  irregularity  of  attendance,  the  schools  in 
the  town  hare  done  very  well.  Some  of  them  have  met  every  rea- 
sonable expectation  of  your  Committee.  We  have  labored  to  make 
our  examinations  of  teachers  thorough,  and  have  intended  to  give  cer- 
tificates of  qualification  to  those  only  who  possessed  it,  at  least  so  far 
as  education  ia  concerned. 

There  are  other  qualifications  quite  as  essential ;  such  as  aptness  for 
teaching,  interest  in  and  love  for  the  work ;  an  ability  to  secure  good 
government,  &c. ;  the  possession  of  which  can  only  be  determined  by 
success  in  the  school -room. 

The  absence  of  either  of  these  qualifications  on  the  part  of  the 
teacher,  operates  disastrously  on  the  school.  We  are  happy  to  state, 
however,  that  of  the  twenty-five  teachers  employed  in  the  town,  a  few 
only  have  failed  to  answer  the  reasonable  exjiectations  of  the  commu- 
nity. Among  the  evidences  of  improvement  in  our  schools,  we  no- 
tice that  teachers  are  getting  a  clearer  apprehension  of  the  philosophy, 
the  methods,  and  the  objects  of  education.  The  stuffing  process, 
which  sought  to  crowd  the  memory  with  isolated  facts  and  arbitrary 
rules,  has,  in  most  cases,  given  place  to  the  more  rational  work  of  de- 
veloping the  powers  of  the  mind ;  regarding  no  lesson  learned  until  its 
principles  are  elucidated  and  their  application  understood.      Striking

scholars'  heads,  pnlling  their  ears,  or  throwing  things  at  tttem  across 
the  school-room,  are  superseded  by  more  refined  meuiods  of  enforcing 
discipline. 

The  use  of  slang  phrases,  coarse  epithets,  and  biting  sarcasms,  are 
very  generally  discarded  on  the  part  of  teachers.  Thi  few  who  hare 
not  learned  that  a  teacher  should  be  a  model  in  his  language  and  man- 
ners, and  above  reproach  in  his  moral  character,  will  soon  be  compelled 
to  give  place  to  persons  better  fitted  to  meet  the  responsibilities  of  the 
teacher's  important  profession. 

Oar  official  intercourse  with  the  teachors,  and  also  with  the  tmstees 
of  the  several  districts,  has  been  pleasant,  and  we  trust  benefidal  to 
the  sohools.  Our  criticisms  on  what  we  deemed  erroneous,  and  our 
snggestions  fbr  improvement,  have  been  kindly  received. 

One  of  the  most  serious  delects  in  the  methods  of  teaching  which 
prevail  in  some  of  oar  schools,  is  that  where  the  teacher  does  not  dis- 
criminate between  study  and  recitation.  A  spelling  exercise,  where 
the  lesson  is  not  learned,  will  illustrate  this.  When  a  word  is  mis- 
spelled, the  teacher  re-pronounces  it  so  as  to  indicate  its  spelling,  and 
says,  '*  Try  again."  Another  guess  on  the  part  of  the  scholar,  and 
then  another  wrench  on  the  part  of  teacher,  which  shall  if  possible, 
reveal  every  separate  letter,  though  sacrificing  every  principle  of  o(^ 
thoDuy,  will,  it  is  hoped,  secure  the  impossible  result  of  making  a  good 
speller  without  study.  If  at  length,  the  scholar  guesses  correct^,  it 
is  of  no  value  to  bim.  In  ten  minutes  he  will  forget  which  of  bis 
guesses  was  the  right  one.  Besides,  this  habit  is  moet  peraicioos  in 
Its  efFect  on  the  mind.  The  scholar  who  is  allowed  to  depend  on 
guessing  rather  than  on  study,  will  be  very  likely  to  go  through  life 
m  the  same  way.  Questions  should  never  be  framed  so  as  to  indicate 
the  answer. 

This  mode  of  conducting  a  recitation  takes  double  the  time  neces- 
sary for  one  properly  managed.  There  can  be  no  interest  in  such  sn 
exercise,  no  cnthnuasm  in  tne  school,  and  no  self-reliance  on  the  part 
of  the  pupils. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  tables,  that  some  of  the  schools  are  quite  too 
small.  This  is  the  case  with  those  in  districts  Noa.  3,  8,  13,  14  and 
15.  Other  schools  are  too  large  for  the  rooms  where  they  are  con- 
vened, or  for  the  single  teachers  employed  in  them.  The  schoob  in 
Nos.  4  and  6,  are  of  this  class.  It  is  hoped  that  some  arrangements 
will  be  made  to  remedy  these  defects  so  as  to  make  our  schools  more 
efficient. 

Your  Committee  has  not  been  as  large  as  intended,  on  account  d 
one  (^  the  electees,  Mr.  Francis  Carpenter,  declinmg  the  appointmenL 
Owing  to  the  protracted  illness  of  the  Cliairraan,  daring  the  latter 
part  of  the  year,  the  schools  have  not  all  been  visited  as  often  as 
desirable. 

In  conclusion,  we  would  recommend  to  the  inhalHtants  of  each  dis- 
trict, to  raise  by  tax  or  rate-bills,  money  enough  to  costinne  tbe  scbods

at  least  eight  months  in  each  year.  No  district  should  he  satisfied 
with  any  thing  less  than  this.  Short  terras  and  long  vacations  nen- 
tralize  each  other.  Few  an  aware  of  how  much  is  lost  by  this  ar^ 
rangement.  The  length  of  all  the  schools  in  tlie  town,  last  year,  was 
one  hundred  and  two  and  theee-quarlers  months.  This,  divided  by 
sixteen,  gives  six  and  four-tenths  months  1o  each  school.  Now  seven- 
ty per  cent,  of  this,  which  was  the  average  attendance  in  the  town, 
leaves  less  than  four  and  one-half  months  for  each  scholat.  Shall  this 
state  of  things  continue  ?  This  is  an  age  of  education.  The  mental 
activities  of  the  world  are  being  quickened  as  never  before.  Books 
and  papers  are  being  multiplied  and  scattered  like  forest  leaves.  The 
emigrant  from  the  old  world,  with  his  garmonts  still  dripping  with 
ocean's  spray,  brings  his  children  to  our  schools,  and  sends  them  on  in 
their  opward  climbing.  The  freedmen  of  the  South,  redeemed  irom 
the  bondage  of  ages,  spend  their  first  breath  of  freedom  in  learning  to 
read  the  sweet  words  of  liberty,  law  and  religion.  "Knowledge  is 
power."  Mind,  rather  than  muscle,  makes  the  man.  Intellect,  in- 
stead of  brute  force,  must  sway  the  world.  And  wo  owe  it  to  our- 
selves, to' our  children,  and  to  the  world,  that  we  bequeath  to  those 
who  are  soon  to  take  onr  places,  the  best  possible  qualification  for  the 
sacred  trusts  which  they  must  assume.  In  order  to  do  this,  we  must 
sustain  and  make  efficient  our  common  schools.  We  must  not  only 
make  our  schools  longer,  but  we  must  give  a  just  compensation  for 
teaching;  a  compensation  equal  to  that  paid  in  other  towns,  and  equal 
to  that  paid  in  other  departments  of  labor.  The  penny  wise  and 
pound  foolish  economy  of  employing  teachers  who  will  teach  for  the 
lowest  possible  price,  will  banish  tne  best  talent  from  our  schools. 
We  cannot  affora  this.  We  want  the  best  possible  teachers  to  develop 
the  minds  and  mould  the  characters  of  our  children.  Let  such  be 
well  paid,  co-operated  with  in  their  labors,  and  continned  from  year  to 
year  in  the  same  schools ;  and  the  improvement  will  be  so  marked  tliat 
no  one  will  ftel  the  added  expense.

EEPOHT  OP  THE  8DPERINTESDENT  FOB  THE  TEAB  1866. 

Great  clianges  have  taken  place  within  the  past  year.  Onr  nation 
has  emerged  from  the  .horrors  of  a  gigantic  civil  war,  and  entered 
upon  a  new  era  of  pf^ce.  AAer  four  long  years  of  such  war  as  the 
world  never  before  witnessed,  our  national  honor  is  vindicated,  the 
Union  of  the  States  preserved,  and  we  stand  before  the  world  re- 
deemed from  the  great  national  stain. 

To  one  unacquainted  with  the  genias  of  our  institutions,  it  would 
naturally  seem  that  daring  sucli  a  period  of  strife  as  we  have  now 
passed  through,  all  society  would  be  convulsed,  churches  would  be 
deserted,  colleges  forsaken,  and  schools  closed.  But,  whatever  of  this 
may  be  true  of  the  region  occupied  by  the  insurgents,  throughout  the 
loj/al  States  the  institutions  of  learning  and  religion  have  not  failed  or 
Jaltered. 

Our  public  schools,  as  well  as  private  institutions  of  education,  have 
been  as  prosperous  as  in  any  previous  period  —  a  feet  highly  gratify- 
ing to  all  those  who  have  the  good  of  the  community  at  heart. 

l.t  is  proper  to  remark  here,  that  our  nation  owes  much  of  its  present 
condition  of  success  and  prosperity  to  our  excellent  system  of  Free 
Schoolt.  Without  the  general  intelligence  diffused  by  public  schools, 
it  may  well  be  doubted  if  we  should  have  maintained  the  national 
anthority  against  the  strength  and  determination  of  the  rebels ;  and  it 
hardly  admits  of  a  question  whether  had  free  schools  obtained  in  the 
South  as  they  had  in  the  North,  there  would  ever  liave  been  any 
rebellion  at  all. 

.  It  is  a  source  of  congratulation  to  our  people  to-day,  tliat  the  public 
schools  of  this  town,  as  well  as  of  other  portions  of  the  State,  are  in  a 
highly  prosperous  condition.  It  is  believed  that  Rhode  Island  has 
made  as  great  improvement  in  the  actual  condition  of  her  schools, 
within  a  few  years  past,  as  any  N^ew  England  State  ;  and  wo  hope  the 
schools  of  Cranston  are  not  in  essential  matters  behind  those  of  sister 
towns.  There  has  been  evident  throughout  the  year  now  closed  a 
marked  improvement  in  many  of  the  schools. 

Most  of  the  teachers  have  exhibited  a  commendable  interest  in  their 
duties,  and  where  teachers  ere  devoted  to  their  work,  the  condition  of 
the  schools  must  inevitably  be  improved.  It  has  been  a  source  of 
^reat  pleasure  to  me,  in  visiting  the  various  schools  of  the  town,  from 
time  to  time,  to  observe  the  enthusiasm  and  devotion  manifested  by 
those  called  to  instruct.  I  have  generally  found  an  interest  and  an 
earnestness,  both  on  the  part  of  the  teachers  and  the  pupils,  which 
must  necessarily  bring  success. 

There  are,  however,  some  matters  needing  attention  and  im- 
provement. 
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In  the  present  report,  I  shall  endeavor  to  speak  plainly  of  the 
prominent  features  ot  the  schools  in  their  present  condition,  and  to 
call  attention  to  such  evib  as  in  my  judgment  need  attention  and 
correction. 
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DivisioK  OF  MoNBT. —  The  following  schedule  will  exhibit  the 
amonnt  of  money  appropriated  .and  expended  during  the  school  year 
just  closed :  ..  .

The  whole  amonnt,  therefore,  expended  in  the  town  for  public 
schools  during  the  year  falls  not  &r  short  of  (13,000,  which  is  912  28 
to  each  pupil  of  the  average  attendance. 

School  Houses. —  The  increase  of  population,  in  some  Districts, 
has  made  it  necessary  to  furnish  further  accommodations  for  the 
schools. 

There  has  been  scarcely  any  material  change  in  the  population, 
except  in  No.  4  (South  Providence,)  No.  10  (Elmwood,)  and  No.  3 
(Spragoeville.) 

District  No.  4  has  purchased  the  building  known  as  '*  Lyceum 
Hall,"  the  lower  story  of  which  has  been  occupied  for  some  years  by 
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th^  Gmmmar  School.  It  ia  proposed  to  establish  the  Grammar 
depiirlnient  in  the  apper  story,  and  to  furnish  the  lower  story  for  an 
additional  Primary  School.  The  rapid  growth  of  the  place  nas  ren- 
dered this  additional  school  an  absolute  necessity  ;  and  the  time  will 
not  be  long  before  still  further  room  will  be  required. 

I  cannot  refrain  from  urging  upon  the  people  of  this  District  the 
importance  of  liberal  approp;  iationa  for  school  purposes,  nor  should  I 
be  jnst  to  them  did  I  not  commend  them  for  their  appreciation  of  good 
schools,  and  their  endeavors  to  improve  them.  The  scliools  of  this 
district  are  the  largest  in  the  town,  numbering  in  all  the  departments 
neariy  600  pupils  under  the  care  of  eleven  teachers  ;  or  more  than 
one  third  the  number  in  the  entire  town.  They  are  among  the  best 
schools  in  the  town,  and  I  believe  will  compare  favorably  with  similar 
schools  elsewhere.  But  they  would  be  greatly  improved  by  a  better 
amngement  of  the  school  houses.  I  would,  therefore,  respectfully 
soggest  that  at  the  earliest  practicable  opportunity  all  the  school-rooms 
be  divided  by  partitions,  and  thus  each  teacher  have  the  control  of  a 
room  by  herself. 

It  is  generally  agreed  among  educators,  that,  by  the  system  of  single 
rooms,  with  from  forty  to  sixty  pupils  and  one  teacher  in  each  room, 
twenty-five  per  cent,  more  work  can  be  accomplished,  and  the  whole 
done  with  far  greater  ease,  and  less  friction  in  the  government. 

DistrictNo.  10,  (Elrowood,)  has  found  it  necessary  to  provide  further 
accommodations  also,  and  has  already  opened  a  school  in  a  private 
house  in  the  western  portion  of  the  district.  This  section  of  the  dis- 
trict is  the  ftrthest  from  the  school  house,  and  has  a  considerable 
population.  The  Committee  therefore  have  approved  the  action  of 
the  district  in  purchasing  a  lot,  eligibly  situated  and  well  adapted  for 
the  purpose,  and  hope  that  at  an  early  day,  a  house  will  be  erected 
upon  it  to  furnish  the  much  needed  sphool  accommodations  for  the 
children  in  this  part  of  the  district. 

Disttict  No.  3  (Spragueville,)  will  soon  find  it  necessary  to  provide 
further  room,  and  the  proprietors  of  the  village,  whose  liberality  in 
all  town  improvements  has  become  proverbial,  have  already  signified 
tbeir  readiness  to  further  such  plans  as  may  be  considered  wisest. 

School  YAKoa. — The  condition  of  school  yards,  and  proper  regu- 
lations governing  the  conduct  of  the  pupils  while  in  the  yaras,  at  re- 
cess, ana  before  and  after  school,  have  been  too  generally,  sadly  neg- 
lected. The  cultivation  of  good  morals  and  correct  habits  out  of 
school,  as  well  aa  in  school,  is  of  the  utmost  importance.  It  should  be 
the  aim  of  every  teacher  to  instill  correct  principles,  and  to  repress 
and  discountenance  incorrect  habits  among  the  pupils  outside  as  well 
as  inside  of  the  school  walls. 

The  teacher  that  allows  unlimited  noise,  crowding,  pushing,  quar- 
reling, fighting,  climbing  fences  or  walking  on  fences,  wandering  off 
from  tlie  school  premises,  profane  swearing,  or  other  evil  practices  at 
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recess,  is  regardless  of  dnty  and  nnworthy  to  have  the  important  post 
of  teacher  of  youth. 

In  tliis  connection  it  should  be  stated  that  no  pupil  who  persists  in 
any  vicious  or  immnnil  course  of  conduct,  which  exerts  a  harmAil  in- 
fluence upon  the  school,  KhouM  be  allowed  to  remain  in  the  school. 

The  important  principles  tliat  "  Private  interests  must  yield  to  the 
public  fpx>d,"  and  '*  What  injures  the  whole  should  nut  be  toleratol 
in  one,"  must  be  properly  enforced  in  a  school. 

And  then  the  house,  the  yard,  and  all  the  school  sarroundings, 
should  be  neat,  clean,  tasteful,  healthful  and  moral. 

It  is  surprising  that  parents,  who  have  a  spark  of  affection  for  their 
children,  or  the  least  care  for  their  well  beinw,  can  be  willing  to  slloir 
those  children  to  bo  duily  conversant  with  all  the  degrading  and  de- 
baaing  influences  which  surround  some  school  houses  and  yards. 

Every  teacher,  trustee  and  parent,  should  ron»der  it  an  important 
duty — indeed  of  the  higkeit  importance,  that  all  the  snrroanoing!  (J 
the  school  should  be  healthful,  cheerful,  and  ennobling. 

T&tisTEES. —  The  school  law  of  this  State  makes  the  foUowioj; 
grades  of  school  ofRcers  with  specific  duties,  viz : — 

1.  A  &'(Aool  Commiitioner,  who  has  the  genend  oversight  rf  the 
schools  of  the  State. 

2.  The  School  CommUety  annually  appointed  by  each  town,  among 
whose  chief  duties  are  the  following  : — 

"To  examine  teachers  and  give  them  certificates  of  qualiticmlioni ; 
to  dismiss  teachers,  or  annul  certificates ;  to  apportion  the  tdtod 
money  among  the  districts,  and  to  make  rules  for  attendance  of  pn|Mb, 
for  use  of  text  boolcs,  and  for  discipline,  instruction,  &c.,  in  the 
schools." 

3.  Tnuteet,  chosen  annually  by  each  school  district,  whose  duty 
it  ahall  be  "  To  employ  teachers,  have  control  of  school  houses  ind 
other  district  property,  provide  school  rooms  and  fuel,  to  visit  schools, 
to  supply  scholars  with  books  at  expense  of  district,  after  notice  to 
parents,"  Ac,  &c. 

One  of  the  most  important  of  these  duties  of  trustees  is  "  to  emjAfU 
teacher »." 

We  wish  here  most  earnestly  to  say  to  the  trustees  of  the  sereiil 
districts  in  this  town,  that  tlieycan  do  more  to  elevate  the  character 
of  our  schools  by  employing  only  the  hSBf  teachert,  than  by  any  other 
means,  and  all  other  means  combined ;  and  they  can  do  more  to  retard 
the  advancement  of  the  schools  by  persisting  in  employing  incouipe- 
tent  teachei's,  than  can  be  remedied  by  tliem,  or  by  all  other  school 
officers  combined. 

It  is  too  frequently  the  case  that  a  trustee  will  engage,  as  teacher, 
some  young  girl,  (perhaps  a  friend,  or  relative,  who  desires  an  oppM^ 
tuuity  to  earn  money,)  or  the  first  applicant  for  the  place,  or  the  one 
who  offers  to  **keep  the  school"  at  tne  cheapest  price,  and  he  sup- 
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,  posea  hia  doty  ia  fully  dischai^ed,  provided  the  candidate  selected  can 
succeed  in  getting  a  "  certificate  "  from  the  "  Examining  Committee." 

isovf,  this  is  ail  wrong.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  trustee  to  engage  the 
Bervicea  of  the  belt  Uachere.  If  none  nre  known  to  )iim,  let  him  in- 
quire of  the  School  Committee,  the  Superintendent,  the  School  Com- 
missioner, or  of  other  friends  of  education,  who  would  probably  know 
of  some  person  properly  qualified  to  teach  the  school  in  question. 
There  is  altogether  too  much  favoritism  in  selecting  teachers. 

It  should  alito  be  the  aim  of  tho  Trustees  to  retain  a  good  teacher 
permanently,  since  these- constant  cliangeS  are  so  injurious  to  the  pro- 
gress (^  the  schools. 

After  one  has  become  accustomed  to  the  school,  is  acquainted  with 
tho  characteristics  of  the  scholars,  and  of  the  parents,  much  greater 
prt^resa  will  be  made  than  is  passible  with  a  new  teacher.  But  a 
teacher  who  is  not  qualified  either  in  scholarship,  government,  or  tact, 
should  not  be  retained,  although  she  may  be  wife's  sister,  or  wife's  sis- 
ter's daughter,  to  some  one  in  the  district,  possibly  the  trustee  himself. 

Terms  and  Vacations. —  It  is  now  the  established  custom  of  sev- 
eral of  the  districts  to  have  the  terms  and  vacations  the  same  as  in 
Providence.  It  would  be  well  to  have  uniformity  in  this  regard,  and 
it  is,  therefore,  respectfully  requested  of  the  trustees,  and  people  of 
the  several  districts,  where  a  different  arrangement  of  terms  has  pre- 
vailed, to  inaugurate  a  uniform  system  as  soon  as  possible  on  the  fol- 
lowing plan : 

Let  the  fiiU  term  commence  on  Monday  following  the  first  Wednes- 
day in  September,  and  ho  followed  by  a  vacation  of  one  week,  which 
shall  be  the  week  of  the  annual  Thanksgiving,  This  term  will  con- 
sist of  ten  or  eleven  weeks ;  the  winter  term  follows,  consisting  of 
eleven  weeks,  and  is  succeeded  by  a  vacation  of  one  week,  in  Febru- 
ary. The  spring  term  is  also  eleven  weeks,  and  is  followed  by  a  va- 
cation of  one  week  in  May.  The  summer  term  completes  the  year, 
and  ia  ten  weeks  whenever  the  Fall  term  preceding  was  eleven  weeks, 
and  eleven  weeks  whenever  the  Fall  term  preceding  was  ten  weeks. 
This  makes  forti/-three  weeks  in  the  school  year,  followed  by  a  vaca- 
tion of  six  weeks,  extending  from  the  latter  part  of  July  to  the  begin- 
nii^  of  the  fall  term  in  September. 

For  those  districts  where  there  is  only  sufficient  money  to  keep  the 
school  three  terms,  one  of  these  terms  may  be  omitted,  and  the  term 
omitted  should  depend  upon  the  convenience  of  the  people  of  tho 
district. 

If  it  be  necessary  to  omit  two  terms,  it  will  probably  be  better  to 
keep  the  achool  during  the  summer  and  winter  terms. 

If  it  be  necessary  to  shorten  any  term,  it  will  be  better  to  cut  oft 
from  the  snmmer  term  in  July. 

Attendance. — It  is  of  much  importance  that  the  teacher,  the  tms- 
tee,  and  the  parent,  co-operate  to  secure  uniform  attendance  at  school, 
on  the  part  of  every  pupil. 
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If  one  be  absent  from  liis  class  to-day,  and  another  to-morrow,  the  , 
progress  is  necessarily  slow. 

In  an  experience  of  fourteen  years'  constant  teaching,  I  do  not 
recollect  to  have  known  a  single  case  where  a  pupil,  subject  to  irreg- 
ular attendance,  has  rendered  himself  conspicuous  as  a  saccessfbl 
scholar. 

It  must  be  that  parents  are  not  aware  of  the  great  injury  tb^  do 
their  children  by  ^king  them  out  of  school  for  a  day  now  and  then 
for  some  trifling  reason.  It  renders  them  listless  and  inattentive  while 
in  school,  restive  under  restraint,  and  they  Jiot  unlrequently  loie  all 
interest  in  their  studies  and  become  the  most  troublesome  pa[»ls  in 
school,  when,  had  they  been  allowed  and  obliged  to  attend  school  reg- 
ularly, they  might  have  become  the  b?st  scholars  in  the  wh<Je  school. 

In  this  connection  it  should  be  said  that  the  evil  of  lateness  is  not 
entirely  cured  yet.  Undoubtedly,  the  millennial  day  will  be  nearer 
at  hand  than  at  present  before  this  sore  annoyance  shall  be  banislied 
&om  the  school-room. 

Studies. —  Much  might  be  said  concerning  each  of  the  serenT 
branches  pursned  in  our  xchools,  in  respect  to  the  mode  d  teaching, 
relative  importance,  prevailing  errors  and  best  methods  of  correcting 
them.  But  I  propose  to  content  myself  with  noticing  a  few  points 
relating  to  the  more  important  studies. 

Readino. — More  time  la  spent  in  learning  to  read  than  in  the  pn^ 
suit  of  any  other  branch  of  a  complete  education.  We  begin  at  scnool 
in  learning  to  read.  We  read  every  day  through  the  primary  school, 
the  intermediate  school,  and  the  grammar  school ;  and  it  were  neces- 
sary that  the  daily  exercise  be  continued  tlirongh  the'  high  school  to 
make  good  readers  of  most  of  our  pupils. 

It  seems  to  me  that  this  branch  is  taught  with  less  success  than  most 
other  subjects.  But  I  only  propose  to  offer  a  few  suggestions  concern- 
ing elementary  and  fundamental  principles. 

No  ono  can  teach  reading  with  success  unless  he  begins  right.  The 
first  thing  to  bo  learned  is  to  call  vjordt  at  tight.  This  can  best  be 
done  by  the  frequent  repetition  of  words  in  columns  from  the  spelling 
book.  By  this  practice,  also,  correct  pronunciation  is  secured,  the 
pupil  repeating  the  words  after  the  teacher  until  they  are  familiar,  then 
repeating  them  alone  and  the  teacher  correcting  any  errors. 

It  should  be  the  constant  aim  of  the  teacher  to  observe  erroneoM 
pronunciation,  or  inflection,  and  to  correct  it  as  soon  and  as  often  as  it 
IS  observed. 

Constant  hesitation,  and  halting  at  every  word,  is  a  serious  feaJt  of 
readers  in  most  of  our  schools. 

The  teacher  should  endeavor  to  secure  ease  and  fluency  in  reading, 
even  with  very  young  children.  They  should  be  taught  to  ^ve  the 
force  and  meaning  of  every  sentence.  Merely  tilling  the  words  hi  a  . 
jagged,  halting  style,  ought  not  to  be  longer  endured  in  this  age  of 
improvement. 
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Spsi-UHO. — Allied  to  the  art  of  reading  and  of  not  less  importance 
is  spellinfT. 

To  spell  well  is  an  art  easily  acquired  in  early  youth,  but  very  diffi- 
cnlt  if  left  to  a  more  matore  period.  To  spell  well  requires  princi- 
pally a  continuous  ftercise  of  memory.  The  words  mnst  be  studied 
and  be  made  familiar  either  to  the  eye  or  to  the  ear.  It  were  better 
that  the  pupil  practice  both  methods,  the  oral  and  the  written  ;  and  it 
will  be  (bund  necessary  to  continue  a  thorough  drill  by  various  means. 
When  one  system  appears  to  foil,  adopt  another.  Keep  np  a  lively 
interest  in  the  exercise,  and  constantly  impress  upon  the  minds  of  the 
pupils  the  necessity  of  becoming  good  spellers. 

A  worthy  teacher  of  one  of  the  largest  schools  in  onr  State,  in  a 
lecture  upAn  spelling  at  a  recent  meeting  of  the  R.  I.  Institute  of  In- 
struction, dwelt  npon  certain  laws  and  rules  for  spelling  which  will 
create  an  interest  in  the  minds  of  the  pupils.  He  suggested  classify- 
ing words  of  anomalous  authography,  that  they  might  be  the  more 
easily  remembered,  and  instanced  the  following,  which  may  serve  to 
illustrate  the  plan :  Tell  your  pupils  that  supersede  ends  in  -sede,  and 
ask  them. if  they  can  find  any  other  word  with  the  same  termination. 

The  next  day  ask  them  how  many  words  they  can  find  ending  in 
-don.  They  will  probably  tell  you  of  suspicion,  and  coercion,  to  which 
you  may  add  ostracion. 

Again,  ask  them  how  many  words  end  in  -ceed,  and  they  will  quick- 
ly exhaust  the  list  and  tell  you  "  three ;"  —  viz. :  —  Proceed,  exceed^ 
taceeed.  By  this  plan  of  eucouraginir  thougl^t  much  interest  and  en- 
thasiasm  may  be  awakened  in  the  subject. 

Writiijo. —  Much  more  careful  attention  should  be  given  to  the  art 
of  writing. 

The  old-fashioned  system  of  allowing  each  pupil  to  select  his  own 
writing-book,  taking  perhaps  the  highest  number  in  the- series,  and 
then  writing  as  fast,  as  often,  and  as  far  a^  he  pleases,  is  too  antiquated 
to  find  an  apologist  at  this  day.  But,  practically,  that  plan  is  em- 
ployed in  many  of  our  schools  to-day.  You  might  just  as  well  allow 
your  pupils  to  get  any  arithmetic  thoy  choose,  and  commence  where 
they  choose,  and  advance  as  fast  and  as  far  as  tliey  choose. 

'there  should  not  be  more  than  three  numbers  in  any  school,  in  most 
schools  but  two,  and  in  some  but  one.  The  pupils  should  then  write 
the  same  page  at  the  same  time,  and  when  absent  leave  the  page  to  be 
written  at  some  other  time,  bat  go  on  with  the  class.  With  proper 
iostmctions  from  the  teacher,  concerning  how  each  copy  and  each  letter 
shoald  be  written,  and  the  common  errors  pointed  out,  rapid  progress 
will  be  made.  I  hope  each  teacher  will  sec  that  the  pupils  use  Potter 
&  Hammond's  copy  works,  the  most  systematic  and  the  best  I  have 
ever  seen,  and  that  they  write  in  classes,  the  same  page  at  the  same 
time,  using  much  waste  paper  in  practising  the  copy  before  writing  it 
in  the  book.  By  iar  greater  improvement  will  be  made  by  this  method 
than  by  the  old-fashioned  way  indicated  above. 
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Mental  Arithuetic. — I  am  more  and  more  convinced  Uiat  iMit- 
tal  arithmetic  has  been  pursued  in  manv  of  our  schools  with  too  little 
advantage,  if  not  with  an  absolute  loss  of  time,  toil  and  interest.  It 
has,  in  my  opinion,  become  much  too  common  for  younj;  children  to 
be  found  pertbrming,  or  attempting  to  perform  ve^  diflicalt  examples 
in  fractions,  interest,  and,  what  is  usually  termed  analysis,  when  they 
know  absolutely  nothing  of  the  principle  involved,  and  merely  leirn 
the  leordt  of  tlie  solution,  parrot-like,  so  that  they  are  totally  unable 
to  perform  a  second  example  of  precisely  thu  same  nature,  but  not  - 
found  "in  the  book," 

I  am  decidedly  of  the  opinion,  whatever  others  may  think  concern- 
ing the  matter,  that  this  abstruse  practice  in  mental  arithmetic  shoald 
be  left  to  be  pursued  by  older  pupils  with  more  disciplned  minds. 

Young  pupils  should  be  very  thoroughly  drilled  in  the  practice  of 
the  Hmple  rulet — should  know  thoroughly  the  addition,  subtraction, 
umltiplication,  and  division  tables,  and  tnen  take  up  written  arithmetic 
and  carry  the  two — mental  and  written — along  together. 

I  do  not  deem  it  nccessarj-  to  speak  further  of  the  other  branches 
usually  pursued  in  our  public  schools,  and  it  only  remains  for  inelo 
make  a  tew  special  suggestions  to  the  teachers  of  the  town. 

Returns. — It  is  respectfully  suf^ested  «hat  too  frequently  the 
teachers  are  remiss  in  tilling  up  the  blank  returns  which  they  and  the 
trustees  of  each  district  should  make  out  and  forward  to  the  committee 
at  the  close  of  each  and  every  term. 

In  addition  to  the  district  returns,  each  teacher  in  tha  town  is  re- 
quested, at  the  close  of  every  term,  to  send  me  a  srecial  report,  em- 
bracing  the  following  infonnation: — 

1.  Whole  number  of  pupils  registered. 

2.  Average  whole  number  belonging. 

3.  Average  attendance. 

4.  Whole  number  of  absences. 

5.  Whole  number  of  late  marks. 

6.  Length  of  term,  in  weeks. 

7.  Number  of  times  school  has  been  closed,  with  the  reason  there- 

for. 

8.  How  many,  and  what'schools,  teacher  has  visited. 

Teachers'  Meetinos. —  During  the  year  past  the  teachers  have 
met  the  superintendent  twice  each  terra,  for  mutual  conference  and 
consultation.  The  meetings  have  been  held  in  the  school  hoases,  in 
South  Providence,  Elmwood,  Spragueville  and  Knightsville.  The 
time  haa  been  on  Friday  afternoon,  two  weeks  after  the  commence- 
ment, and  two  weeks  before  the  close  of  each  term. 

These  meetings  have  been  found  of  nmch  profit,  and  it  is  qni'B 
evident  many  improvements  have  been  made  in  the  schools  througb 
their  influence.     The  best  methods  of  teaching  Reading,  Spellingi 
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Writing,  Arithmetic,  and  other  studies,  have  been  discussed  ;  ques- 
tions asked  and  answered  ;  particular  difficulties  relating  to  the  several 
studies,  tbe  best  mctliods  ot  discipline,  general  rules  for  the  schools  of 
tho  town  and  many  other  topics  have  been  considered  ;  and  existing 
evils  have  been  so  presented  as  to  tend  to  the  correction  of  them. 

The  results  of  these  meetings  have  been  so  favorable  that  the 
school  committee  havo  directed  their  continuance  the  coming  year, 
and  it  is  oi-dered  that  every  teacher  in  the  town  attend  them.  If  any 
teacher  be  absent  for  any  reason,  an  ex<!usc  in  writing  is  to  be  pre- 
sented to  the  superintendent  at  the  meeting,  or  as  soon  after  as  may 
be  convenient.  These  excuses  are  placed  on  file  and  may  be  referred 
to  afterwards. 

The  school  committee  and  trustees  of  thescveral  districts,  and  citi- 
zens, are  invited  to  be  present  at  these  meetings. 

It  is  impossible  to  bring  our  schools  up  to  a  proper  and  reasonable 
degree  of  excellence  without  an  earnest  and  devoted  spirit  in  the  teach- 
ers. This  spirit  it  is  difficult  to  attain,  or  maintain,  without  frequent 
professional  meetings. 

It  is  therefore  earnestly  recomniende<l  that  all  the  teachers  in  the 
town  attend  the  meetings  of  tho  Rhode  leland  Inttitute  of  Instruction, 
and  as  many  of  them  as  can  make  it  convenient  attend  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  American  Institute  of  Imtruction,  and  the  Naiionai 
Teachers'  Ataoeiation. 

I  have  noticed  during  the  year  past  this  fiict,  that,  with  no  excep- 
tion, those  teachers  who  have  attended  the  meetings  of  the  Rhode 
ItlaTid  Inttitute,  and  have  read  the  Rhode  Island  Schoolmaster,  am 
the  best  teachers  in  the  tovui,  and  their  schools  have  exhibited  the 
most  marked  improvement ;  while  of  those  who  have  failed  to  attend 
these  meetings,  and  to  obtain  the  benefit  to  be  derived  from  our  Edu- 
cational Journal,  in  scarcely  a  single  instance  can  they  be  justly  ranked 
among  our  best  teachers,  but  are  generally  the  least  successful  of  all. 

High  School  akd  Normal  School, —  It  is  greatly  to  be  desired 
that  the  grade  of  our  schools  be  so  elevated,  that,  at  as  early  a  day  as 

ftracticable,  a  High  School  may  be  established  in  the  town.  It  is  a 
aw  in  Massachusetts  that  every  town,  with  a  certain  number  of 
inhabitants,  ihall  maintain  a  public  High  School,  The  time  has  como 
"when  the  best  interests  of  this  state  demand  that  every  school  district 
maintain  at  least  six  months  in  the  yeara  public  school,  and  that  every 
town  in  the  state  have  a  public  High  School. 

It  is  most  earnestly  to  be  hoped  that  our  legislators  will  not  take  a 
step  backward  ar.d  abolish  onr  excellent  State  Normal  School.  The 
training  of  teachers  cannot  be  too  carefully  attended  to,  and  it  will  be 
a  disgrace  to  our  state,  now  that  we  have  so  long  maintained  a  State 
Normal  School  to  abolish  it.  Let  it  be  re-organized  and  located  at  a 
prbper  central  point,  and  it  will  accomplish  more  for  the  advancement 
'  of  the  state,  intellectually  and  materially,  than  the  same  money  can 
accomplish  expended  in  any  other  way. 
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The  Teachke'b  Woek. — It  is  imposnbla  to  oTer-esHourte  the 
importance  of  the  teacher's  work.  In  his  hands  are  placed  the  desti- 
nies of  the  future.  It  is  of  the  highest  importance  that  we  emploj 
the  hett  teachers,  that  we  see  to  it  that  tbej  are  earnest  and  faithfii] 
in  their  duties,  and  that  we  aid  them  and  encourage  them  in  eveiy 
possible  way. 

And  every  teacher  should  remember  that  the  highest  and  nust 
important  duties  he  has  to  perform,  are  those  that  relate  to  the  bcnl- 
cation  of  princtpleg. 

It  should  never  be  forgotten  that  our  government,  and  all  our  insti- 
tutions,  are  founded  upon  the  Christian  Religion,  and  that  in  oar 
public  schools,  while  all  sectarian  and  party  teachings  arc  entirely  and 
ever  excluded,  the  great  principles  of  Christian  morality  should  always, 
both  by  precept  and  example,  be  taught  and  enforced. 

Regard  for  the  teachings  of  the  Holy  Bible,  truthfulness,  honestf, 
virtue,  benevolence,  obedience  to  all  authority,  parental  and  goverD- 
tneiital,  patriotism  and  all  upright  actions  should  be  as  much  taoght, 
and  as  earnestly  enforced  as  the  principles  of  Arithmetic  or  of 
Grammar.

The  School  Cooimittee  of  Scituate  liereby  respectfully  submit  to 
the  iiihsbitants  of  the  town  the  following,  as  their  Annual  Report : 

At  the  Town  Meeting  in  May  last,  Charles  A.  Stone,  Richard 
Smith  and  Stephen  F.  Rarasdell,  were  elected  Scliool  Committee. 

Messrs.  Smith  and  Ramsdell  declined  serving,  and  the  Town 
Council,  in  July,  ajipointed  John  B.  Smith  and  Simeon  C.  Arnold  to 
fill  the  vacancy.  Mr.  Arnold  declined  to  serve,  and  Wm.  R.  John- 
son was  appointed  in  his  place  by  the  Council,  in  August. 

The  Committee  subsequently  organized  by  appointing  Charles  A. 
Stone,  Chairman  ;  John  B.  Smith,  Clerk,  and  William  R.  Johnson, 
Visiting  Committee. 

We  have  deemed  it  the  mbst  proper  course,  at  the  p^sent  time,  to 
make  but  few  general  remarks,  but  to  confine  ourselves  to  a  brief 
notice  of  the  condition  of  each  of  the  schools,  as  nearly  as  the  cir- 
cumstances of  the  case  will  admit. 

District  No.  1. —  The  summer  school  was  under  the  care  of  Miss 
Abbic  A.  Hopkins.  Miss  Hopkins  has  had  charge  of  this  school 
during  several  successive  summers,  which  is  very  good  evidence  of 
lier  giving  general  satisfaction.  Tho  school  made  very  good  progress. 
Buting  the  winter  term,  the  school  was  taught  by  Mr.  Charles  B. 
Smith,  who  faithfully  endeavored  to  pcrfonn  his  duties,  and,  though 
we  deem  him,  as  a  teacher,  somewhat  deficient  in  enegy, —  yet,  under 
his  care,  the  school  has  made  very  considerable  progress. 

District  No.  'L —  During  the  summer  and  fall  terms,  the  school 
was  taught  by  Mr,  Moses  F.  Merril.  The  school  made  very  credita- 
ble progress,  and  its  appearance,  when  visited,  was  very  satiifactory 
to  the  Committee.  Miss  Lydia  C.  Armstrong  had  charge  of  the 
school  through  the  winter.  The  attendance  was  large,  and  the  teacher 
evidently  exerted  herself  to  promote  the  best  interests  of  her  pnpils. 
The  satisfaction  has  been  general. 

DiSTBier  No.  3, —  The  summer  scliool  was  conducted  by  Miss 
Phehe  S.  Aidrich.  The  school  was  very  small,  but  considerable 
interest  was  manifested  by  both  teacher  and  pupils. 

Mr.  Henry  N.  Browne  taught  the  school  through  the  winter,  and' 
his  efforts  have  been  attended  with  abundant  success.  He  has  proved 
himself  a  teacher  of  rare  abilities. 

District  No.  4. —  Miss  Cynthia  H.  Hopkins  had  charge  of  the 
school  in  this  district  through  the  summer.  The  winter  school  ^vas 
taught  quite  successfully  by  Mr.  Herbert  B.  Wood.  This  was  Mr. 
W.'s  first  school,  and,  with  experience,  we  predict  for  him  success  as 
a  teacher. 
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District  No.  5. —  Miss  A.  F.  Toartellot  taught  the  school  in  this 
district  through  the  summer.  The  winter  school  was  conducted,  with 
good  success,  by  Mr.  D.  W.Goodspeed.  The  satisfaction,  we  believe, 
is  very  general. 

District  No.  6. —  The  school  was  taught  through  the  summer  by 
Miss  Dessie  Aldrich.  The  winter  term  of  school,  by  Mrs.  Patie  A. 
Downing.  This  was  a  pleasant  school,  and  rcrv  good  progress  was 
made. 

District  No.  7 — Mrs.  Ann  M.  Wilbur  had  charge  of  the  school 
through  the  summer.  During  the  winter,  Mr.  Henry  O.  Martin . 
taught  the  school.  The  attendance  when  visited  was  quite  small, 
bat  the  teacher  during  this,  his  tirst  term,  succeeded  very  well. 

District  No.  8. —  Tlie  house  in  this  district  has  been  enFarged  in 
length  six  feet,  modern  desks  Iiavc  been  introduced,  and  it  has  been 
completely  remodelled  throughoot,  making  it  a  pleasant  and  commo- 
dious room,  and  at  comparatively  littlo  expense. 

There  was  no  school  through  the  summer. 

The  winter  tsrm  of  tho  school  was  conducted  by  Mrs.  Ann  M. 
Wilbur.  The  order  and  system  were  excellent,  and  the  exercises 
passed  off  promptly  and  well  on  tlie  occasion  of  our  visit. 

District  No,  9. —  This  was  a  pri\'ato  school  through  the  summer. 
The  Higher  department  was  under  tho  care  of  Mr.  Alfred  B.  Ar- 
nold, during  the  winter.  Mr.  Arnold  evidently  possesses  the  qualifi- 
CAtions  of  a  good  teacher,  and  the  result  of  Ills  labors  while  connected 
with  the  school  was  highly  satisfactory.  The  Primary  department 
was  under  tho  fare  of  Miss  Jane  C.  Allen,  who  is  eminently  fitted 
for  performing  successfhlly  the  duties  of  tho  school  room,  and  the 
charge  of  the  little  ones  under  her  care. 

District  No.  10. —  The  services  of  their  Former  teacher.  Miss 
Lney  A.  Drew,  have  been  retained  by  this  district  to  its  very  notice- 
able ad\-antage.  The  efforts  of  the  teacher  have  resulted  in  complete 
success,  and  the  school  is  in  a  flourishing  condition,  which  shows  very 
conclusively  the  good  result  which  follows  from  employing  the  same 
good  teacher  in  a  school  for  a  successive  number  of  terms. 

District  No.  11. —  The  summer  school  was  under  the  charge  of 
Miss  Sally  R.  Atwood.  Miss  Atwood  was  also  engaged  for  the  win- 
ter, but,  after  a  time,  she  was  compelled  by  sickness  to  resign  her 
charge.  Miss  Juliana  Potter  then  taoght  the  school  for  the  remainder 
of  the  term.  The  house  in  this  district  is  decidedly  the  worst  in  the 
town.  It  is  scarcely  possible  that  children  should  have  the  requisite 
degree  of  interest  in  their  school,  when  they  are  obliged  to  pursue 
their  studies  in  such  a  gloomy  and  uncomfortable  room,  and  we  think 
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that  the  people  of  the  district  cannot  make  a  more  satisfatory  invest- 
ment or  one  that  will  pay  better,  than  the  building  of  a  nev  school 
bouse. 

DiSTEiCT  No,  12. —  The  school  was  condacted,  throagh  the  eom- 
mer,  by  Mrs.  Patie  A.  Downing.  Mrs.  Don-ninglias  been  connected 
with  tlie  school  for  a  number  of  terms,  and  success  lias  largely  attended 
her  labors.  During  the  winter  term  of  school,  Mr.  Dexter  B.  Potter 
had  char^.  The  teacher  conscientiously  endeavored  to  do  bis  doty, 
and  the  school  evidently  made  progress. 

DiSTEiCT  No.  13, —  Miss  F.  E.  Olney  taught  the  summer  school, 
and  snared  no  pains  to  interest  and  improve  liei-  charge.  Perhaps  no 
school  in  the  town  showed  a  more  marked  improvement  during  the 
same  length  of  time.  The  winter  term  of  the  school  was  tanglit  bj 
Mr.  Albert  W.  Goff.  The  school  made  very  considerable  pr^;r(s$, 
and,  we  believe,  gave  very  general  satisfaction. 

District  No.  14. —  Mrs.  Sarah  i.  Jaques  taaght  the  scbwl 
through  the  summer,  and  proved  herself  worthy  the  conBdence  placed 
in  her.  The  school  was  a  model  of  good  order  and  enerj^ic  disci- 
pline. Under  her  successor.  Miss  Ester  Feniier,  during  the  winter 
term,  it  has  fully  sustained  its  high  cliaracter  and  shown  a  steadj 
advancement. 

District  No.  15. —  Miss  Susan  A.  Page  taught  the  summer  schoiJ 
in  this  district.  The  school  was  small,  but  manifested  a  fairdi^reccf 
interest.  The  winter  school  was  taught  by  Miss  Addie  A.  Sheldon, 
who  labored  with  a  quiet  zeal  that  resulted  in  complete  success.  The 
feet  that  the  district  have  engaged  her  services  for  tl\p  coming  sum- 
mer, is  a  suflScicnt  evidence  that  her  efforts  were  appreciated. 

District  No.  16. — The  school  was  taught  through  the  summcrby 
Miss  E.  £.  Remington.  The  attendance  was  quite  soial),  but  we 
were  much  pleased  with  the  pleasant  earnestness  of  the  teacher  and 
her  happy  manner  of  governing  her  school.  During  the  winter,  Mis* 
Lizzie  Farr  had  charge  of  the  school.  Under  her  care  it  has  nude  i 
steady  progress. 


District  No.  17. —  The  summer  term  of  the  school  was  tan^t, 
during  the  first  six  weeks,  by  Miss  Mary  O.  Wright.  The  remiinder 
of  the  term  by  Miss  Henrietta  A.  Phillips.  The  winter  school  vtt 
taught  by  Mr.  Charles  A.  Stone,  a  member  of  the  Committee,  so  that 
a  visit  was  hardly  deemed  necessary. 

Dibtbict  No.  18. — The  school,  the  past  year,  has  been  under  the 
charge  of  Miss  Harriet  C.  Walker,  whose  labors  have  been  crowned 
with  success.    Progress  has  been  Aiade,  very  creditable  to  all  am- 
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nected  with  the  school,  and  we  hazard  nothing  in  saying  that  the 
school  never  exhibited  a  more  tkvorablo  appearance  than  at  the  present 
time. 

District  Ko.  19. —  During  the  first  half  of  the  summer  term, 
Miss  Mary  A.  Kies  taught  the  school.  She  was  then  succeeded,  dur- 
ing the  remainder  of  the  term,  by  Miss  Lucy  E,  B.  Kies,  who  con- 
ducted the  school  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner.  Mr.  Simeon  O. 
Arnold  taught  the  school  tnrough  the  winter.  Mr.  Arnold  is  well 
known  through  the  town  as  an  energetic  and  experienced  teacher. 
Material  improvement  has  been  made  during  the  term,  although  the 
attendance  was  somewhat  iHuiinishcd,  the  latter  part  of  the  term,  by 
the  appearance  of  an  infectious  disease  in  the  neighborhood. 

•In  bringing  this  Report  to  a  close,  we  would  congratulate  the  peo- 
ple of  the  town  on  the  general  excellence  and  order  in  our  schools. 
But  one  teacher  lias  been  employed,  during  the  year  past,  that  has 
not  taught  a  good  school  and  given  a  fair  degree  ot  satisfaction. 

Wc  have  noticed  the  same  disincliniitiou  on  the  part  of  parents  to 
visit  their  scliools,  that  has  been  so  often  complained  of  heretofore, 
and  we  trust  that  they  may  be  led  to  look  upon  this,  and  the  matter  of 
irregularity  of  attendance,  so  deplorable  in  some  of  our  schools,  in  its 
proper  light,  and  show  a  more  solicitous  regard  for  the  schools'  wel- 
fare, by  IJecoming  thoroughly  acquainted  with  its  wants,  and  satisfy- 
ing themselves  as  to  the  intellectual  and  moral  fitness  of  the  teacher 
for  his  position.  We  would  have  parents  demand  and  encourage 
punctuality  and  thoroughness  on  the  part  of  both  teacher  and  pupil, 
and  measure  progress,  not  so  much  by  the  number  of  pages  of  text 
passed  over,  us  by  the  accurate  manner  in  which  the  tasks  are  maa- 
tered.  It  is  natural  for  the  mind  fo  reach  out  with  great  eagerness 
for  immediate  results, —  but  there  is  "no  golden  road  to  science," 
and  the  most  important  results  are  oflen  those  that  mature  most  slowly. 

In  conclusion,  we  would  tender  our  sincere  thanks  to  those  teach- 
ers, who, — ^ving  evidence  of  being  swayed  by  judgment  rather  than 
by  impulse, —  have  so  zealously  labored  for  the  l^t  interests  of  their 
schools,  and  who  have  rendered  our  labors  in  connection  with  them  so 
pleasant. 

Hoping  that  the  few  suggestions  here  made  may  not  be  nnfitvora- 
bly  received,  and  that  through  the  medium  of  our  public  schools  the 
young  of  all  classes  may  be  qualified  for  a  high  social  position.

The  School  Committee  of  the  town  of  Johnston  respectfully  report, 
that  they  orfranized  and  entered  iipon  the  duties  of  their  ofSce  the 
11th  day  of  July,  A.  J).  1864,  and  proceeded  to  ascertain  and  appro- 
priate to  the  several  schools  in  the  town,  the  several  soma  of  money 
derived  from  the  State  and  town  sources,  as  follows :

Of  which  said  sum  of  $2,412  63,  there  was  divided  among  sixteen 
schools,  in  equal  parts,  the  sum  of  $1,206  24,  and  the  snm  of  $1,203  00 
according  to  the  laverage  attendance  of  the  scholars  in  the  several 
school  districts ;  and  that  orders  have  been  drawn  upon  the  Town 
Treasurer  for  the  whole  amount  due,  and  paid  out  to  the  trustees  of 
the  several  districts  according  to  law. 

The  several  schools  have  been  visited  as  far  as  practicable  accord- 
ing to  law.  Some  of  the  trustees  neglected  to  give  the  committee 
notice  of  the  time  of  closing  the  schools,  consequently  they  were  not 
visited.  Section  40  of  the  school  laws  requires  the  trustees  to  give 
the  committee  notice  of  the  time  of  opening  and  closing  the  schools. 

The  schools  generally  have  made  good  improvement  during  the  year. 
There  has. been  a  lack  of  energy  on  the  part  of  some  of  tlie  teachers ; 
their  scliools,  as  a  matter  of  course,  drag  out  a  miserable  existence; 
and  the  money  which  is  paid  to  them  ts  about  the  same  as  thrown 
away,  as  far  as  the  scholars  are  concerned.  Trustees  should  hire  none 
but  live  teachers. 

Singing  is  practiced  in  same  of  the  schools  with  bappy  results.  This 
healthful  and  enlivening  exercise  should  have  a  place  in  each  school. 

Some  of  the  districts  vote  a  tuition  tax  of  five  or  six  cents  per  week 
per  scholar,  to  keep  the  school  longer.  This  is  commendable,  and 
should  be  adopted  by  all. 

Several  school  houses  have  been  repaired  the  past  year,  and  there 
is  ^eat  need  of  others  following  suit. 

The  Franklin  Manubcturing  Company  have  fitted  up  a  honse  at 
Merino  Village,  for  a  school,  which  dues  credit  to  the  company. 

There  has  been  some  little  improvement  in  the  visitation  of  schools 
by  the  parents,  yet  there  is  room  for  more. 

In  conclusion  your  committee  would  nrgc  all  to  give  tlieir  anqoali- 
fied  support  to  the  cause  of  educating  our  children.

In  presenting  the  Annual  Report,  tlie  Committee  are  enabled  to 
speak  of  the  general  prospority  of  the  schools.  The  most  raaUiriil 
cnango  that  has  been  made  in  the  schools  during  the  past  year,  is  the 
employment  of  more  female  teachers  for  the  winter  school;  than 
previously.  This  was  owing  to  the  advancement  in  teachers'  wagw; 
and  as  many  of  the  districts  were  desirous  of  hating  as  long  a  tenn  as 
foruierlvi  this  was  the  only  alternative.  In  some  cases  the  change  lias 
worked  well;  and  in  others,  it  has  had  a  deteriorating  eSect.  It 
affords  greater  pleasure  to  speak  of  the  excellencies  of  the  schools,  than 
to  point  ont  the  defects.  But  this  would  not  furnish  any  information 
to  the  people,  nor  suggest  any  plan  for  improvement.  \\  e  shall  there- 
fore speak  more  particularly  of  the  defects  than  oscellencies  of  the 
itclioois.  Many  of  these  deficiencies  have  been  alfudcd  to  in  former 
reports ;  bat  still  they  exist,  and  some  seem  to  have  become  cbroDJc. 

Absenteeism. — The  first  evil  that  presents  itself,  and  from  which 
the  schools  suffer  most,  is  the  irregular  attendance  of  children.  There 
is  no  one  thing  that  can  retard  the  progress  of  a  class,  dampen  the 
ardor  of  a  teacher,  and  render  ineffectual  his  best  efforts,  than  the 
constant  absence  of  some  of  his  scholars.  In  every  school,  prt^riy 
classed,  every  case  of  absence  produces  more  or  less  disorder.  It  is 
often  the  case  that  one  of  a  class  is  absent  until  some  important  prin- 
ciple is  mastered,  and  without  the  knowledge  of  which,  it  is  impossible 
for  him  to  advance.  The  same  principle  must  then  be  taught  to  huo 
nlone,  which  takes  as  much  time  as  it  did  to  teach  the  ivhole  class. 
Soon  another  absents  himself,  and  the  same  process  must  be  repeated. 
This  is  an  injury  to  the  school,  and  unjust  to  those  scholars  wbo  attend 
regularly.  Parents  whose  children  often  get  discouraged,  and  lose 
their  interest  in  their  studies,  should  bear  in  mind  the  injurioos  effects 
Uiat  arise  from  the  frequent  absence  of  their  children  fix)ra  school. 
The  average  attendance  of  tho  scholars  in  the  town  is  less  than  80  per 
cent,  of  the  whole  number  attending  school.  There  arc  also  many 
children  in  the  town  who  do  not  attend  school  at  all.  In  many  cases, 
we  fear,  it  arises  from  the  indiflferencc  of  parents.  A  united  effort 
should  be  made  by  the  inhabitants  of  each  district,  to  see  that  all  the 
children  receive  the  bene6ts  of  the  school,  and  not  be  permitted  to 
grow  up  in  ignorance. 

There  are  but  few  cases  in  which  the  parent  cannot  be  persuaded 
to  send  his  children  to  school,  by  the  kindly  interposition  of  those 
interested  therein.  By  examining  the  re^sters  of  the  schools,  we 
found  that  in  most  cases  some  scliolars  were  not  present  during  the 
first  part  of  the  term. 
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Any  one  can  readily  understand  the  injurions  e£Fi:ct  this  would  hare 
upon  a  Hchooi.  Parents  should  bo  more  punctual  in  seeing  that  their 
children' are  ready  to  attend  school  as  soon  as  it  commences. 

Government. — This  has  been  quite  satisfactory  in  a  majority  of 
the  schools ;  but  in  a  few  cases  tliere  was  such  a  lack  of  proper  disci- 
pline, that  the  scholars  could  not  be  expected  to  make  any  advance- 
ment, whatever  other  qualifications  the  teacher  might  possess. 

Good  government  is  of  the  first  importance  to  the  prosperity  of  a 
school.  Without  this,  any  school  will  be  comparatively  worthless. 
The  power  of  governing  and  controlling  tlie  actions  of  others,  seems 
to  be  possessed  bv  a  small  portion  of  pei-sons. 

Meie  physical  force  is  msufBcient.  The  force  of  will  has  more 
effect.  There  were  some  cases  where  the  teacher  tried  earnestly  to 
secure  good  government,  but  not  having  the  force  of  cliaractcr  necis- 
sary,  failed.  Some  secured  the  best  order  and  obedience  from  tho 
first ;  and  the  scholars  seemed  to  understand  at  once  that  obedience 
must  bo  rendered,  and  acquiesced. 

The  school  is  best  governed,  in  which  good  order  is  secured  with 
the  least  corporeal  punishment.  A  resort  to  the  rod  is  a  dangerous 
expedient,  and  is  generally  attended  with  unsatisfactory  results.  The 
government  of  the  school  is  often  made  ditlicult  by  the  unwarrantable 
interference  of  parents,  by  infiising  discontent  into  the  minds  of  their 
children,  thereby  causing  them  to  yield  a  reluctant  obedience  to  tho 
commands  of  tbe  teacher.  The  teacher's  authority  must  be  respected 
at  borne,  and  the  child  be  made  to  understand  that  disobedience  to  it, 
is  contrary  to  the  parental  will.  A  defect  in  government  is  the  presage 
of  evil,  for  it  affects  the  whole  moral  character.  Teachers  often  gen- 
erate confusion  by  attempting  to  attend  to  two  things  at  a  time.  I£ 
lie  attempts  to  hear  a  recitation  and  to  answer  questions  from  difTerent 
parts  of  the  room  at  the  same  time,  be  cannot  expect  to  hare  a  perfect 
recitation,  or  an  orderly  school. 

Thoroughness. —  There  was  a  lack  of  thoroughness  in  many  of 
the  schools.  In  a  few  cases  the  scholars  were  permitted  to  pass  over 
the  studies  in  the  most  careless  manner.  In  some  others  the  scholars 
were  made  to  learn  theic  lessons  well,  but  when  once  passed  over,  it 
was  not  made  a  matter  of  thought  again.  It  is  not  enough  that  a 
lesson  be  well  learned,  or  a  princi])!e  thoroughly  mastered.  The 
scholars  should  be  ke])t  constantly  reviewing  until  they  become  indel- 
ibly impressed  upon  the  mind.  The  memory  is  treacherous ;  and 
nnless  reference  is  often  made  to  former  lessons,  important  focts  and 
principles  may  be  forgotten.  We  found  some  teachers,  however,  who 
not  only  required  every  lesson  to  be  thoroughly  mastered  before  pro- 
ceeding, but  also  made  it  a  daily  practice  to  review  some  portions 
already  passed  over. 

These  schools  presented  a  much  better  appearance  than  those  in 
which  the  scholars  wore  allowed  to  pass  over  their  studies  hurriedly ; 
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and  qnestiona  vera  answered  and' principles  explained  readily  in  these 
schools,  that  in  others  the  scholars  seemed  to  know  nothing  about 
Great  tact  is  needed  to  conduct  reviewB  in  a  manner  that  will  be  inter- 
esting. Scholars  become  tired  of  repeating  answers  to  the  same  qoes- 
tiona ;  and  it  should  be  the  object  of  the  teacher  to  condact  each  review 
in  a  new  way  so  the  same  principle  may  appear  under  different  foma. 

QuAUFiCATioxs  OP  Teachbrs. —  Some  of  the  teachers  who  were 
well  rersed  in  the  branches  tanght  in  our  common  schools  seemed  to 
lack  the  ability  to  convey  their  knowledge  to  others ;  have  sufficient 
intellectual  culture  but  are  ignorant  of  the  art  of  teaching.  A  person 
may  be  a  very  ffood  tcholar,  and  yet  be  a  very  poor  teacher.  Tbe 
labors  of  such  an  one  will  alwaj's  be  awkward  and  ill-advised.  Hie 
school  will  be  lifeless,  with  no  system,  no  mental  activity,  and  conse- 
quently will  make  no  progress.  It  matters  not  how  much  a  person 
knows,  if  he  cannot  communicate  it  to  others,  his  labors  will  be  frnit- 
less  in  the  school-roou).  Tact  is  what  is  needed.  By  no  prescribed 
rules  can  a  teacher  succeed  who  has  not  this  faculty.  A  true  teachn 
will  make  his  presence  felt,  and  communicate  his  ideas  in  a  form  of 
illustration  and  manner  that  will  immediately  find  access  to  the  minds 
of  bis  scholars.  He  will  enliven  the  recitations  by  variety  instead  of 
plodding  on,  day  af^r  day,  in  the  same  monotonous  manner.  An 
ability  to  govern  is  also  one  of  the  most  important  requisites  of  a  teacher. 
To  govern  successfully  he  must  have  a  knowledge  of  the  nature  and 
functions  of  the  human  mind,  and  the  faculty  of  reading  character 
and  motives.  The  same  expedient  that  would  succeed  in  one  case 
might  prove  an  entire  failure  in  another.  To  prepare  himself  for  the 
responsible  ofBce  of  teacher,  lie  should  attend  some  school  especially 
designed  for  that  purpose. 

Such  is  the  Normal  School,  and  we  are  surprised  that  so  few  of  the 
teachers  avail  themselves  of  the  advantages  derived  from  such  a  course. 
No  one  who  is  unacquainted  with  its  workings,  can  have  an  adequate 
conception  of  the  advantage  it  grassesses  over  other  schools,  for  those 
who  mtend  to  become  teachers.  Here  he  is  prepared  by  drills  and 
trials  of  his  own  skill  in  actual  teaching  exercises,  thus  giving  him  all 
the  benefits  of  a  ripe  experience  in  the  school-room ;  and  what  is  still 
better,  some  practical  safeguard  against  the  •liabilities  of  a  beginner. 
If  we  expect  our  schools  to  progress  from  year  to  year,  we  must  have 
teachers  who  every  year  become  more  skillful  and  accomplbhed. 

Change  of  Teachees. —  Our  schools  suffer  materially  by  chang- 
ing teachers  so  often.  Most  of  the  districts  of  the  town  sustain  a 
school  but  two  terms  a  year,  and  in  a  majority  of  cases,  but  one  term 
is  taught  by  the  same  teacher.  A  school  will  accomplish  more  in  two 
terms  taugnt  by  the  same  teacher,  than  it  could  if  taught  by  difierent 
teachers  during  the  same  time,  if  they  be  equally  competent.  As 
soon  as  the  scholars  get  accustomed  to  liis  manner  of  teaching,  and 
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he  becomes  acquainted  with  their  dispositions,  obilities  and  acquire- 
ments, the  associations  of  teacher  and  friend  must  be  dissolved,  and 
he  must  resign  bia  place  to  a  stranger.  This  stops  the  prof^ss  of  the 
school  for  a  time.  The  new  teacher  knows  nothing  of  the  scholarB, 
nor  they  of  him.  It  takes  a  long  time  for  him  to  obtain  a  thorough 
knowledge  of  tlieir  cliaracter  and  capacities,  and  for  them  to  get  used 
to  his  mode  of  teaching.  A  teaclier's  asefulness  increases  with  his 
continuance  in  the  same  school.  His  discipline  and  method  of  instruc- 
tion become  an  established, fact  with  which  all  of  the  scholars  have 
become  &  miliar. 

Rbadikg. —  Particular  regard  has  been  paid  to  this  branch  of  study, 
and  the  large  number  of  good  readers  in  the  schools  is  a  sufficient 
proof  that  it  has  been  well  taught. 

Many  of  the  teachers  required  the  pupils  to  stndy  the  meaning  of 
the  piece  they  were  to  read,  and  then  taught  to  read  it  understand- 
ingly.  Care  was  taken  also  that  the  scholars  understood  the  meaning 
of  each  word.  In  a  few  schools  the  scholars  wel^  permitted  to  rend 
in  a  drawling  tone  without  any  regard  to  the  meaning  of  the  piece, 
and  to  pronounce  the  words  without  interest.  The  object  of  teaching 
a  child  to  read  is  to  prepare  him  to  understand  the  things  which  words 
signify,  so  that  they  will  snggest  to  the  mind  the  idea  of  the  one  who 
wrote  them.  This  focilitates  his  acquisition  of  knowledge.  Thus  he 
is  enabled  to  learn  what  the  wise  have  lonnd  out,  and  receive  the 
benefits  of  the  experience  and  thoughts  of  those  who  have  lived  in  the 
past.  Ho  should  not  only  learn  to  be  able  to  understand  this  himself, 
but  should  be  able  to  read  from  the  printed  page  in  a  manner,  that 
those  who  hear  him  can  understand  the  ideas  and  emotions  c^  the 
author. 

Speu.imo. — This  stndy  seems  to  have  been- generally  neglected; 
and  in  no  branch  tanght  in  the  schools,  did  the  scholars  appear  so 
deticiont  as  in  this.  This  arises  from  the  small  amount  of  time  allot- 
ted to  the  study,  and  the  un  philosophical  manner  in  which  it  is  taught. 
In  some  of  the  schools  the  scholars  spelled  but  once  a  day.  It  seems 
that  the  importance  of  this  branch  of  education  is  underrated.  Each 
class  should  spell  twice  a  day ;  and  should  hare  the  same  amount  of 
time  for  this  recitation  in  comparison  with  others,  as  the  natare  of  the 
study  demands.  It  is  generally  made  the  last  exercise  of  the  day, 
when  the  scholars  have  oecome  wearied  with  other  recitations,  and 
their  minds  have  lost  their  vigor  and  freshness ;  and  if  any  recitation 
most  be  omitted,  it  is  sure  to  be  spelling.  This  order  of  things  should 
be  reversed.  Spelling  should  be  made  the  most  prominent  study  in 
oor  ccxnmon  schools.  As  to  the  best  method  of  teaching  spelling  it 
is  difficult  to  prescribe.  Perhaps  no  one  way  can  be  sufficient. 
Scholars  at  difierent  ages  may  require  different  methods.  The  recita- 
tion should  Eometimca  be  conducted  orally,  and  sometimes  by  writing, 
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The  scholar  slionld  learn  to  write  a  word  correctly  as  well  as  spell  it 
correctly.  The  most  advanced  pupils  should  learn  the  meaning  of  the 
words,  especially  where  words  of  the  same  pronunciation  have  dilig- 
ent orthography.  It  is  a  very  common  practice  for  the  teacher  to 
permit  the  scholar  to  spell  twice — and  in  some  cases  we  have  knowa 
tlireo  times,  npon  the  same  word.  Spelling  more  than  once  upon  the 
same  word  leads  to  guessing;  and  this  manner  of  spelling  as  con- 
ducted in  a  few  schools,  seems  to  have  cnltiii'ated  the  yankee  notion 
of  guessing,  rather  than  the  habit  of  correct  spelling.  Often  when 
the  scholar  failed  to  spell  the  word,  the  teacher  would  give  a  wrenA 
to  the  pronanci.ition  of  tho  word  in  such  a  manner  as  to  give  promi- 
nence to  the  Hyllablc  that  was  spelled  wrong ;  thus  pi^ng  the  scholar 
to  understand  where  the  mistake  was.  Any  thonghtfnl  teacher  will 
readily  see  that  in  the  common  methods  of  conducting  spelling  exer- 
cises, n  scholar  may  spell  every  word  that  is  given  him,  and  yet  there 
may  be  several  words  in  the  lesson  which  he  cannot  spell. 

Arithuktic. — Arithmetic  seems  to  liave  received  the  most  atten- 
tion, and  to  have  been  taught  with  the  most  proficiency  of  any  stndy 
in  the  schools.  Many  of  the  teachers  took  it  up  in  a  manner  that 
made  it  both  interesting  and  profitable,  enlivening  the  i-ecitation  by 
illustrations  and  examples  of  their  own.  In  a  few  cases  we  foniid  the 
teachers  adhering  too  closely  to  the  book,  confining  the  scholars  to  tlie 
examples  and  illustrations  in  the  book  and  requiring  them  to  leani 
vague  rules  and  definitions  which  they  could  not  comprehend.  This 
is  not  only  a  waste  of  time,  hut  is  an  injury  to  the  scholar,  for  it  eser- 
cises  but  one  faculty  of  the  mind — memory.  The  tcaclicr  should 
make  very  little  use  of  the  book  in  the  recitation.  If  he  cannot  origi- 
nate ijuesciiins  and  illustrations  of  his  own,  he  is  not  fit  to  teach  a 
school ;  and  when  a  scholar  undei-stands  a  principle,  he  can  give  an 
explanation  in  liis  own  language.  It  is  the  fault  of  the  arilhnietics  in 
use  in  our  schools,  that  they  arc  too  mechanical  and  not  sufficientty 
inteliectnal.  A  rule  is  given,  then  an  example  performed  which  serves 
as  B  model  for  the  others,  and  the  scholar  follows  the  form  of  the  model 
regardless  of  the  principle  involved.  In  the  schools  in  which  the 
scholars  were  confined  solely  to  the  book,  the  Committee  proposed  prac- 
tical examples  involving  principles  they  had  been  over,  and  tliey  were 
generally  unable  to  solvo  them.  Some  of  the  scholars  who  had  been 
nearly  through  the  Common  School  Arithmetic,  could  not  solve  some 
of  the  most  common  problems  in  fractiona.  The  time  these  scholan 
had  s^>ent  on  this  study  had  been  almost  thrown  away,  besides  culti- 
vating the  habit  of  carelessness.  In  one  school  we  visited,  a  class  (A 
small  scholars  were  called  up  to  recite  their  lesson  which  was  in  com- 
pound numbers.  The  teacher  commenced  by  asking :  "  What  is  a 
compound  number?"  The  question  was  put  to  several  of  the  class 
without  being  answered  until  it  came  to  a  small  girl  who  replied :  "  A 
compound  number  is  a  collection  of  concrete  units  of  several  kinds  or 
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(lenominations  taken  collectively. "  This  was  the  answer  given  in  the 
book ;  hot  what  more  did  the  scholar  know  about  compound  numbers 
after  having  learned  it,  than  before.  The  whole  recitation  was  con- 
ducted in  this  monotonous  and  lifeless  manner.  The  teacher  made  no 
uae  of  the  board  nor  gave  any  familiar  illustrations  of  his  own.  How 
much  better  and  more  interesting  it  would  have  been  for  him  to  have 
taken  for  instance  English  Money  and  shown  them  really  what  o  com- 
pound number  was,  and  cKpIainnl  to  them  the  diHercnce  between  a 
unit  of  the  order  of  farthings  and  a  unit  of  the  order  of  pence ;  that 
a  unit  penny  is  four  times  as  large  as  a  unit  farthing,  &c.  Teachers 
ahoald  use  the  blackboard  and  their  own  power  of  thought  more,  and 
the  book  less.  Principles  will  be  best  understood  by  children  by  u»ng 
comparisons  with  which  they  arc  ^miliar  and  which  they  can  easily 
comprehend. 

Grauuar. — There  seems  to  bo  a  general  dislike  in  most  of  the 
schools  of  this  study,  anil  for  that  reason  we  find  many  of  iho  largo 
scholars  hod  cither  never  studied  it  at  all,  or  had  commenced  it  and 
given  it  up  in  dispair.  We  were  not  surprised  that  this  was  so  when 
we  saw  huw  it  was  taught  in  some  schools.  The  scholars  were  con- 
fined to  the  dry  definitions  of  the  book  without  any  questions  or  expla- 
nations from  the  teacher.  It  requires  great  tact  on  the  part  of  the 
teacher  to  teach  grammar  in  a  manner  tnat  will  make  it  niteresting. 
When  properly  taught,  it  becomes  one  of  the  most  interesting  of 
studies.  The  object  of  grammar  is  to  teach  us  to  use  the  language 
correctly.  But  this  can  never  bo  done  solely  by  the  study  of  any 
book.  The  scholar  must  have  practice  in  using  the  langnage.  He 
must  learn  to  puthls  thoughts  into  words,  and  his  words  jnto  sentences, 
and  construct  his  sentences  correctly.  First  name  something,  for 
instance,  horse.  Then  ask,  "  What  docs  the  horse  do  ?"  "He  runs." 
"  How  does  he  ran  ?"  "  Swiftly."  "  What  does  swiftly  tell  ?"  "  It 
tells  how  he  runs."  The  teacher  can  go  on  in  this  manner,  adding 
words  to  the  subject  and  predicate,  explaining  their  effect,  and  continue 
the  practice  until  the  scholar  can  express  his  thoughts  easily  and  cor- 
rectly. Then  require  the  scholars  to  give  written  descriptions  of  objects 
with  which  they  are  familiar.  Ai^er  the  class  have  learned  to  con- 
struct sentences  they  can  then  be  taught  the  parts  of  speech  and  how 
they  are  used.  Then  teach  them  to  separate  a  sentence  into  its  parts. 
We  have  seen  classes  taught  in  this  manner,  who  could  analyze  the 
moat  difficnlt  sentences  in  much  less  time  than  is  required  for  tbose 
who  are  confined  to  the  text-book, 

Gboorapht. —  Many  of  the  teachers  make  this  study  a  matter  ot 
mere  memory  of  names  and  boundaries.  The  fault  is  partly  in  the 
book  and  partly  in  the  teachers.  The  books  in  use  commence  in  the 
most  unnatural  and  uninteresting  manner,  with  descriptions  of  imagi- 
nary circles,  hard  definitions  of  the  natural  divisions  of  land  and  water. 
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the  names  of  moantsms,  rivers,  countries,  &c.  What  interest  can  a 
child  have  in  acquiring  such  dr)'  facts  as  these,  or  how  is  he  to  be  ben- 
efited thereby  ?  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  there  are  any  teachers  vbo 
hare  not  sufficient  knowledge  abont  the  matter,  to  know  that  MMne 
method  should  be  adopted  to  make  it  more  interesdng.  What  idea 
baa  a  scholar  who  has  learned  all  he  knows  of  Geography  front  the 
book,  of  cities,  rivers,  railroads,  commerce,  &c.  One  great  oljection 
to  teaching  Geography  by  questions  and  answers  as  they  appear  in  the 
book  is,  that  it  deprives  the  scholar  of  the  opportunity  of  titinkiug  and 
comparing  for  himself.  He  has  no  chance  to  senrch  out  infonuation 
upon  any  topic,  for  the  answer  is  given  to  questions.  Let  the  teacher 
give  the  scholar  topics  to  look  out,  snch  as  soil,  productions,  climate, 
mineral,  &c.,  including  all  that  would  be  interesting  and  beneficial  for 
the  scholar  to  learn.  This  will  learn  them  to  depend  upon  themselves; 
to  reason,  to  make  suppositions,  and  draw  conclusions.  TIte  teacher 
should  be  able  to  give  them  additional  information  concerning  the  suU 

{'ects  discussed  in  each  lesson.  This  should  not  be  told  them  directly, 
)ut  first  question  them  and  get  their  ideas  upon  the  matter.  For 
instance,  if  the  lesson  is  on  N^ew  York,  auk  tlicm  how  they  wonid  go 
from  New  York  city  to  Albany,  from  Albany  to  Buf&lo;  why  the 
farmers  raise  wheat  and  corn  instead  of  cotton  and  tobacco ;  if  they 
raise  more  than  they  consume,  and  if  so,  where  they  would  send  the 
surplus.  If  yon  should  freight  a  ship  at  New  York  city  with  com  for 
England,  what  would  yon  exchange  it  for  to  bring  back  to  sell?  The 
teacher  can  multlplv  questions  according  tu  the  nature  of  the  subject. 
Instead  of  asking  tnc  map  questions  from  the  book,  let  the  teacher  go 
to  the  blackboard,  draw  the  map  and  ask  questions  concerning  the 
rivers,  mountains,  lakes,  and  various  other  matters  concerning  the 
physical  features.  Then  locate  the  towns,  describing  their  situation, 
the  employment  of  the  inhabitants,  the  manufactories ;  and  ask  whether 
it  has  any  commerce,  &c.  Some  few  teachers  have  adopted  this 
method,  and  their  schools  have  made  great  progress  in  this  study. 
The  scholars  were  interested,  and  could  readily  answer  questions  which 
were  missed  in  other  schools. 

Ventilation. —  In  most  of  the  school  houses  in  this  town  there  is 
no  proper  mode  of  ventilation.  It  seems  as  if  this  important  matter 
had  not  been  made  a  subject  of  thought,  by  those  whose  dnty  it  was 
to  see  to  it  when  the  houses  were  bnifL  A  few  have  ventilators,  one 
under  the  stove,  and  one  in  the  ceiling ;  hut  these  are  so  small,  th^ 
are  almost  useless.  Place  twenty-five  or  thirty  scholars  in  a  room  as 
small  as  most  of  the  achool-rooms  are  in  the  town,  and  it  does  not  take 
a  very  long  time  for  them  to  breath  the  air  the  room  contains ;  and  the 
delicate  hmgs  of  children  ought  not  to  be  subjected  to  the  injnnons 
effects  of  breathing  air  which  has  once  been  inhaled,  and  its  life-giv- 
ing property  extracted.  The  carbonic-acid  gas,  and  the  carburetted 
hydrogen  thrown  off  by  the  lungs,  are  poisonous  gases,  and  unless 
means  are  taken  to  supply  the  room  with  fresh  air  continually,  yrt 
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delicate  lungs  of  the  scholars  must  inhale  it,  and  be  injnred  thereby. 
There  cnnnot  be  a  healthy  action  of  the  minds  of  the  pnpils,  if  they 
do  not  breathe  pure  air.  They  become  restless,  idle  and  noisy,  and  the 
teacher  wonders  why  they  are  so ;  while  if  she  should  jast  step  to  the 
door,  and  breathe  the  pure  air  for  a  moment,  and  return  into  the  room 
with  its  impnre  air,  slie  would  perceive  the  cause.  When  a  person 
remains  in  a  close  room  for  a  long  time  in  impure  air,  they  do  not 
realize  the  true  condition  of  the  atmosphere  as  he  would  when  coming 
in  from  the  open  air.  Hence  teachers  should  not  contine  themselves 
too  closely,  but  go  out  into  the  open  air,  and  if  they  have  a  liking  for 
it,  engage  in  the  sports  of  the  scholars.  They  need  not  be  afraid  of 
impairing  their  anthority,  and  it  will  please  the  scholars,  and  have  a 
salutary  effect  upon  their  manners  and  conversation. 

REGI8TER. —  The  register  now  in  use  in  the  schools  is  arranged  in 
such  a  manner  that  the  deportment  and  recitations  of  eacli  scholar  can 
b<9  recorded  daily.     This  has  been  entirely  disregarded  by  many  of  the 
teachers,  and  some  have  kept  it  in  a  manner  different  from  that  pre- 
scribed by  the  commissioner.      If  the  register  is  faithfully  kept,  the 
committee,  trustee,  and  parents  can  readily  see  tlie  standing  of  each 
scholar  in  the  school.     It  is  the  custom  of  sonne  teachers  to  make  out 
a  montlily  report  from  the  register,  of  the  deportment  and  recitations 
of  the  scholars,  and  to  send  it  to  the  parents,  so  they  may  know  bow 
their  children  stand  in  their  studies  and  deportment,

Report  of  the  School  Committee  of  the  town  of  Pawtucket,  for  the 
year  ending  on  the  first  Monday  in  April,  A.  D.  1865. 

Thomas  K.  King,  James  O.  Starkweather  and  Francis  Pratt  were 
appointed  School  Committee,  April  4th,  1864.  The  Committee  or- 
lianized  April  8th,  by  the  election  of  T.  K.  King,  Chairman,  and  F. 
Pratt,  Clerk. 

The  amoant  of  money  for  the  support  of  schools,  derived  from  all 
sources,  was  as  follows: —

The  wliole  number  of  scliolars  attending  school  during  the  year,  is 
568.  It  thus  appears  that  the  cost  of  educating  each  scholar  for  the 
year  has  been  $8  51. 

As  during  the  preceding  year,  there  have  been  but  few  changes  of 
teachers.  The  teachers,  almost  without  exception,  are  faitlif\il  and 
attentive  to  their  duties.  With  some  of  them,  teaching  seems  rather 
a  pleasure  than  a  task.  They  prefer  term  time  to  vacation  —  the 
school  house  to  any  other  place.  These  teachers  have  the  best  schools. 
It  is  always  true  that  he  who  loves  his  woik  best  does  it  best,  as  it  is 
true  that  he  who  docs  his  work  best,  for  that  reason  loves  it  best. 

Commendable  progress  has  been  made  in  the  schools  during  the 
year,  and  they  are  now,  the  Committee  believe,  in  better  condition 
than  they  have  been  for  several  years  past.  The  High  School  and 
some  others  we  consider  model  schools. 

The  Committee  are  glad  to  observe  an  increasing  interest  in  the 
schools  on  the  part  of  the  parents. 

Tliere  has  been  less  disposition  than  formerly  to  find  fault  with  the 
teachers,  and  the  scholars  have  been  made  to  be  more  regular  and 
punctual  in  their  attendance. 

We  hope  this  interest  will  continue.  It  is  utterly  impossible  to 
maintain  good  schools  without  the  general  and  hearty  cooperation  of 
the  parents  with  the  teacher. 
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Our  Rhode  Island  School  SyBtem  contemplates  the  mataal  as«at- 
ance  of  the  Town  Cotnmittee  and  the  District  Tnistees.  Generally 
this  mutaat  assistance  has  been  cheerfully  rendered.  There  is,  how- 
ever, one  case  of  negligence  in  this  rcs))ect  to  which  the  Committee 
believe  it  to  be  their  duty  to  call  attention.  In  the  South  District 
there  has  been  no  Trustee  elected  for  sevenl  years  past.  This  does 
not  appear  to  be  the  fault  of  the  people  of  the  District.  The  Trustee 
last  elected  has  not,  since  liis  election,  called  a  meeting  of  the  District 
for  any  purpose,  not  even  the  annual  meeting  required  by  law  to  be 
held  for  the  choice  of  officers.  Nor  can  the  Cooitnittee  learn  tbat  be 
has  lately  attended  to  any  of  the  daties  of  Iiis  office. 

New  tiirnaces  have  been  placed  in  the  Grove  Street  and  Snmmit 
Street  school-houses,  A  Committee  of  the  district  in  which  these 
houses  are  situated,  charged  with  the  duty  of  selecting  the  furnaces, 
were  in  doubt  what  furr.ace  to  adopt.  Many  were  recommended. 
That  Committee  finally  concluded  that  the  best  two  were  the  "  Chil- 
son  "  and  the  "  Magce  "  furnaces  ;  but  which  of  these  was  the  better, 
they  could  not  determine  without  a  trial.  The  houses  being-o(  the 
same  size  and  constmctton,  a  rare  opportunity  was  presented  to  test 
the  question.  A  Magee  was  ordered  for  the  Grove  Street  house  and 
a  Chilson  for  the  other.  Both  furnaces  have  been  attended  througli 
the  winter,  equally  well.  The  result  has  been  that  the  Magee  fur- 
nace has  burned  eleven  and  one-quarter  tons  of  coal,  and  tbe  Chilsou 
only  six  and  three  quarters  tons, —  making  a  saving  of  about  seventy 
dollars  in  fuel  for  the  term, —  while  the  heat  from  the  Chilson  has 
been  fully  equal,  both  in  quality  and  quantity,  to  that  from  the  other. 
It  is  proper  to  state,  however,  that  In  the  Grove  Street  bouse,  two 
small  recitation  rooms,  each  about  12  by  15  feet,  were  heated  bv  the 
Magee,  while  the  corresponding  rooms  in  the  Summit  Street  house 
were  closed,  and  consequently  not  heated. 

In  our  last  report  wc  called  attention  to  the  defective  ventilation  (^ 
the  school -ho  uses.  We  again  allude  to  the  subject,  and  earnestly 
ivcunimend  that  this  important  defect  bo  remedied  during  the  nest 
summer  vacation. 

The  (Jommittec  concur  with  the  Town  Council  in  recommending 
that  the  sum  of  $4,000  be  appropriated  for  the  support  of  schoob 
during  the  coming  year,

To  the  Simorable  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Newport : 

The  School  Committee  in  presenting  their  Annual  Report,  feel 
tliemselves  jostiHed  in  saying  that  the  condition  of  the  Schools  was 
never  more  promising  than  now.  The  growing  appreciation,  noticed 
for  several  years,  on  the  part  of  the  pnpils;  of  the  great  advantages 
offered  them  for  improvement  has  come  to  be  felt  by  us  this  year,  more 
than  ever  before.  The  general  spirit  of  diligence,  respect  for  teachers, 
and  desire  to  meet  and  second  their  feithful  and  patient  labors,  is  very 

?xtifring.  Very  few  changes  of  teacheis  have  occurred  this  year, 
he  Colored  Schools  have  had  new  and  very  able  ones  placed  over 
them,  and,  partly,  perhaps,  in  consequence  of  that,  have  filled  up  and 
improved  in  a  marked  manner.  The  Schools  of  the  two  sexes  in  the 
Senior  Department,  wliich  had  been  for  some  time  considerably  mixed 
in  recitations,  have  lately  been  consolidated  in  one  room,  by  the  re- 
moval of  the  temporary  partition,  and  called  the  High  School.  This 
onion  of  the  two  sexes  m  study,  already  produces  manifest  good  results. 
The  old  system  of  supplying  school  books,  by  which  the  Committee 
furnished  them,  and  taxed  the  scholars  every  term  for  their  use,  has 
been  superseded  by  the  plan  adopted  almost  everywhere  else,  which 
lea\'es  it  for  them  to  buy  and  own  the  books  themselves.  This  change 
has  caused  dissatisfoction  in  some  quarters,  arising  from  misunderstand- 
ing, inasmuch  as  some  seem  not  to  have  understood  that  the  new 
method  in  going  to  lighten,  in  the  end,  the  bprden  upon  the  parents  ; 
and,  furthermore,  not  to  have  considered  that  the  tax  of  those  unable 
to  pay  has  always  been  quietly  and  delicately  remitted,  and  will  be  so 
hereafter.  The  now  system  is,  however,  evidently  generally  appre- 
ciated as  an  improvement,  and  already  there  is  manifestly  a  better 
care  of  books  than  formerly. 

The  matter  of  trnancy  weighs  heavily  on  the  minds  and  hands  of 
the  Committee,  and  it  seems  to  them,  that,  with  a  firm  and  faithful 
enforcement  of  laws  on  the  subject,  this  sore  CTievance,  the  greatest 
drawback  to  the  progreiis  of  the  schools,  would  be  very  soon  essen- 
tially abated.  But  if  parents  and  authorities  combine  to  give  the  law 
the  go-by,  the  evil  must  clearly  increase  instead  of  abating, —  a  mel- 
ancholy prospect 

The  Committee  would  again  respectfully  and  earnestly  urge  upon 
parents  the  desirableness  of  their  coming  in  oftener  to  see  the  schools, 
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and  verify  -what  is  said  of  their  improvements  and  wants.     Sach  visits 
are  a  very  great  eDconragement  to  teaidiers  and  incentive  to  scholars.

pTiPiLa. —  The  whole  nniaber  who  have  received  instraction  in  the 
Pablic  Schools  during  either  a  part,  or  a  whole  of  the  year,  is  1713 ; 
of  whom  802  were  males,  and  911  were  females. 

The  average  whole  number,  that  is,  the  average  number  belonging 
to  the  schools,  and  occupying  seats  through  the  entire  year,  was  11S9. 
The  average  daily  attendance  was  955.  The  ratio  (^  the  avenge 
daily  attendance  of  the  average  whole  number,  is  80  per  cent.

Id  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of  thj  condition  of  the  Public 
Schools  of  the  town  as  required  by  law,  we  will  say  that  they  have 
been  visited  as  the  law  directs,  with  one  exception.  The  reason  fw- 
that  exception  being  the  delinquency  on  the  part  of  the  Trustee  of 
District  No.  4  to  seasonably  notify  your  Committee  of  the  close  of  the 
summer  term. 

Quite  a  number  of  our  schools  have  manifested  a  marked  improve- 
ment in  both  the  summer  and  winter  term,  the  pupils  advancing!  in 
some  few  instances  much  farther  in  the  several  branches  studied  than 
we  could  reasonably  expect,  when  wo  consider  the  talent  employed  to 
teach  them,  while  others,  with  equal  and  in  one  or  two  instances 
superior  intellectual  attainments  in  the  teacher,  have  made  no  notice- 
able advancement,  have  been  in  fact  decidedly  worthless  ;  the  differ- 
ence arising  from  the  fact  that  in  the  first  named  instances  the  schools 
were  thoroughly  disciplined,  every  scholar  was  at  work  and  attending 
to  his  own  business,  while  in  the  others  there  was  almost  a  total  defic- 
iency of  good  order  and  systematic  labor.  That  all  of  our  schools 
are  far  below  oar  standard  of  what  they  should  be,  we  not  only  freely 
admit,  but  positively  assert,  and  we  nrmly  believe  that  they  never 
will  reach  that  standard  until  we  as  parents  and  guardians  are  brought 
to  such  A  state  of  civilization  that  we  can  conceive  and  thorougbly 
understand  that  one  dollar  spent  to  cultivate  the  intellects  and  en^rge 
the  soals  of  those  immortal  lieings  intrusted  to  our  care  by  s  wise  and 
beneficent  Creator,  would  be  worth  vastly  more  to  them  than  twice 
that  amount  invested  in  six,  ten  und  even  twenty  per  cent,  sureties. 
When  Little  Compton  understands  this  matter  ana  acts  consistently 
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therewith,  she  will  support  her  schools  entirely  independent  of  rate 
bills,  pay  her  teachers  remunerative  wages,  and  not  even  ask  them  to 
beg  their  daily  bread  from  door  to  door  throughout  her  several  dis- 
tricts. Such  a  course  would  secure  to  her  better  talent  in  teachers, 
greater  advancement  in  scholars  and  eventually  place  her  side  by  side 
with,  if  not  in  advance  of  her  sister  towns  as  it  regards  moral,  social 
and  intellectual  culture. 

The  time  has  fully  arrived  when  it  is  not  only  a  matter  of  policy, 
but  an  absolute  necessity  that  we  establish,  either  at  the  public  expense 
or  by  individual  subscription,  one  school  in  this  town  of  a  higher  grade, 
at  which  our  advanced  students  can  pursue  their  studies  without  being 
necessitated  to  leave  their  homes  and  expend  twice  the  amount  rf 
money  that  it  would  cost  them  here  to  acquire  a  good  education. 
When  you  take  into  consideration  the  advance  which  society  is  mak- 
ing, you  will  fully  understand  that  what  fitted  our  fathers  and  grand- 
fathers for  elevated  positions,  would  leave  our  children  at  least  half  a 
century  behind  the  present  times  ;  therefore,  as  humanity  is  always 
progressive,  let  us  make  one  grand  effort  to  keep  pace  with  her  ad- 
vancing columns  by  placing  our  children  in  an  equal  position  with  her 
foremost  ranks. 

With  these  few  remarks  and  suggestions  for  your  respectful  consid- 
eration, we  pass  to  notice  the  several  schools  in  their  nnmercial  order. 

District  No,  I. — The  summer  term  of  this  school  was  taught  by 
Miss  Mary  J.  Palmer,  it  being  her  second  term  here.  This  teacher 
labored  well,  never  relaxing  for  a  moment  during  the  term  her  interest 
in  the  charge  over  which  she  was  placed.  She  gained  the  confidence 
and  love  of  her  pupils,  and  gave  universal  satisfaction.  We  feel  no 
hesitancy  in  recommending  her  as  a  successful  teacher.  Length  of 
term,  5  months  ;  number  of  scholars  registered,  15;  average,  10,  or 
66  2-3  per  cent,  of  the  number  registered. 

Winter  Term,  When  we  visited  this  school  some  two  weeks  after 
its  commencement,  there  was  a  want  of  life  and  energy  manifested  in 
the  teacher,  Mr.  Erastus  G.  Terry,  a  disposition  on  the  part  of  the 
scholars  to  be  idle  and  a  general  inclination  to  whisper,  and  wove 
upon  the  seats,  thereby  creating  quite  n  disturbance.  We  made  a  few 
remarks  referring  thereto,  and  at  our  second  visit  were  pleased  to 
notice  a  marked  improvement  in  discipline  and  a  satisfactory  advance- 
ment on  the  part  of  the  pupils.  This  school  was  a  success  rather 
than  otherwise.  Length  of  term,  4  months  ;  nnmber  of  scholars  reg- 
istered, 25 ;  average  attendance  17,  or  68  per  cent,  of  the  number 
registered. 

DiaTRiCT  No.  2, — This  school  during  the  summer,  for  the  second 
time  under  the  care  of  Miss  Helen  A.  Tompkins,  showed  at  the  com- 
mencement that  the  teacher  was  equal  to  the  task  before  her,  and 
intended  to  do  her  duty.  The  discipline  of  the  school  was  good 
throughont  the  term ;  but  a  little  relaxation  of  interest  on  the  part  of 
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the  teacher,  cansed  by  inliaences  wholly  oatside,  was  a  little  detrimen- 
tal to  the  perfect  success  of  the  last  half  of  the  term.  Miss  Tooi[^ 
kins  is  a  young  lady  of  unquestionable  moral  character,  and  we  cheer- 
fully recommend  her  as  a.  successful  teacher.  Length  of  term,  4  1-2 
months ;  number  of  scholars  registered,  22 ;  average  attendance,  IT, 
or  77  per  cent,  of  the  number  registered. 

The  winter  term  was  taught  by  Solomon  Whitney,  yotir  Viriting 
Committee.  Length  of  term,  3  3-5  months ;  number  of  scbolan 
registered,  25  ;  average  attendauce  20,  or  80  per  cent,  of  the  number 
registered. 

District  No.  3. —  Miss  Hannah  E.  Palmer  was  employed  to  take 
charge  of  this  school  during  the  summer  term.  Miss  Palmer  was 
one  of  those  teachers,  who,  at  their  examination,  do  themseU-es  hat 
little  credit,  }-ct  she  taught  a  good  school  and  we  were  happily  disap- 
pointed in  finding  a  much  better  state  of  things  liere  than  tinder  the 
drcumstanccs  we  could  have  expected.  The  school  was  veiy  quiet, 
and  appeared  to  be  doing  exceedingly  well,  and  we  believe  she  gave 
general  satisfaction.  Length  of  term,  4  1-2  months;  number  of 
scholars  registered,  14 ;  average  attendance,  9  1-2,  or  nearly  68  per 
cent,  of  the  number  registered. 

For  the  winter  term  in  this  district  the  services  of  Mr.  Benjamio 
F.  Wilbor  wtre  secured.  Mr.  W.  is  a,  young  man  of  spotless  char- 
acter, possessing  good  attainments,  and  we  do  not  hesitate  to  say  that 
he  taught  a  goo<l  school.  Tlie  school  house  here  is  in  a  very  poor 
condition,  and  we  recommend  that  the  legal  voters  in  the  district  take 
the  proper  steps  at  their  next  annual  meeting  either  to  build  a  new 
house  or  thoroughly  to  repair  the  old  one.  Length  of  term,  4  months ; 
number  of  sclioTars  registered,  12 ;  average,  10,  or  83  1-3  per  ceoL 
of  the  number  registered. 

District  No.  4. — The  summer  teim  of  this  school  was  taught  by 
MisJ  Abbie  C.  Grinnell,  a  young  lady  of  considerable  experience  as 
B  teacher,  possessing  an  unquestionable  character,  with  gmxl  literanr 
attainments  and  ah  amiable  disposition.  She  taught  her  school  to  the 
general  satisfiictian  of  her  employers  and  the  unqualified  approbation 
of  your  committee.  Length  of  term,  4  months ;  number  of  scboliis 
registered,  IT  ;  average  attendance,  IS,  or  76  per  cent,  of  the  num- 
ber registered. 

Mr.  Edward  C.  Bailey  was  employed  to  teach  this  school  during 
the  winter.  He  bears  an  nnimpeachable  character  and  his  qualifica- 
tions were  sufficient  for  the  task  before  him,  yet  lie  was  deficient  lu 
energy  in  conducting  the  daily  exercises,  thereby  detracting  some  what 
^m  the  success  ot  the  school.  Length  of  term,  3  1-2  months ; 
number  of  scholars  registered,  16 ;  average  attendance,  14,  or  87 1-2 
per  cent,  of  the  number  registered. 
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DiSTBicr  No.  5. — The  sammer  term  of  tbis  school  was  intniste<l 
to  the  care  of  Miss  Mary  F.  Sisson.  This  was  the  first  essay  of  a 
young  lady  as  teacher,  and  the  result  of  her  efforts  proves  her  to  be 
in  possession  of  all  the  qualifications  requisite  to  make  a  thorough  and 
BDccessfuI  teacher.  Length  of  term,  4  1'2  months  ;  number  of  schol- 
ars registered,  25  ;  average  attendance,  16,  or  60  per  cent,  of  the 
number  registered. 

Mr.  Jediah  Shaw  conducted  the  winter  school  in  this  district.  He 
is  a  teacher  of  long  experience  and  well-tried  ability,  always  meeting 
with  a  due  measure  of  success,  and  we  see  no  reason  for  detracting 
from  his  former  and  well-merited  fame  as  a  teacher ;  yet  we  would 
surest  to  him  that  there  is  a  possibility  of  a  teacher's  falling  behind 
the  times.  Length  of  term,  4  months  ;  number  of  scholars  reeiB- 
tered,  32 ;  average  attendance,  24,  or  75  per  cent,  of  the  number 
registered. 

DiBTKiCT  No.  6. — This  school  was  taught  thronghont  the  year  by 
Miss  Miranda  Peirce,  an  enei^tic,  wide-awake  teacher,  of  long  expe- 
rience, possessing  a  decision  of  character  which  well  qualifies  her  to 
govern  a  school,  and  in  these  qualities  lies  the  secret  of  much  of  her 
success.  Some  of  the  methotu  practiced  by  this  teacher  would  have 
done  very  well  twenty  vears  ago  but  are  wholly  out  of  date  now. 
Length  of  term  in  sammer,  5  months;  number  of  scholars  regis- 
tered, 82 ;  average  attendence,  24,  or  75  per  cent,  of  the  number 
registered.  Length  of  winter  term,  5  months ;  number  of  scholars 
registered,  40;  average  attendance,  27,  or  67  1-2  per  cent,  of  the 
ntmiber  registered.  The  inhabitants  of  this  district  will  long  remem- 
ber Mr.  Thaddeus  H.  Church  as  a  benefactor,  for  through  his  influ- 
ence and  generosity  they  have  secured  to  themselves  ana  their  chil- 
dren a  school  house  that  would  be  an  honor  to  any  village  or  town. 


DierEicT  No.  7. — Daring  the  snmmer  this  school  was  taught 
with  small  results.by  Miss  Abbie  L.  Gifibrd,  a  young  lady  possessing 
all  the  qaalities  for  a  good  teacher.  Length  of  term,  5  months ; 
number  of  scholars  registered,  19 ;  average  attendance,  12,  or  63  per 
cent,  of  the  number  registered. 

Through  the  winter,  Mr.  Edwin  B.  Davoll  conducted  this  school 
with  no  wtter  results  than  those  of  bis  immediate  predecessor.  We 
do  not  however,  attribute  the  non-snccess  of  these  teachers  to  any 
particular  fault  of  theirs,  for  we  believe  that  if  a  teacher  were  em- 

f>loyed  here  possessing  all  the  disciplinary  powers  of  a  Napoleon,  the 
iterary  attainments  oia  Tennyson,  and  the  moral  qualities  of  a  Chan- 
ning,  his  labors  would  be  iu  a  great  measure  thrown  away,  because  it 
is  next  to  impossible  for  any  man  or  woman  to  enter  a  house  that  some 
of  our  most  thrifly  farmers  would  consider  to  poor  for  a  pie-sty  even, 
and  train  therein  the  youthful  mind  and  character  with  snccesa. 
Length  of  term,  4  6-20  months ;  number  of  scholars  registered,  25  ; 
average  attendance,  lH,  or  60  per  cent,  of  the  number  re^tered. 
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District  No.  8. — Daring  the  sammer  this  school  was  taoght  by 
Miss  Annie  D.  Coggealiall,  a  young  lady  of  meritorious  aspira- 
tions, good  literary  attainments  and  fair  discijjlinary  powers.  Sbe 
tanght  her  school  with  fair  results.  Length  of  term,  4  1-2  months  ; 
number  of  scholars  registered,  30  ;  average  attendance,  20,  or  66  2-3 
per  cent,  of  the  number  registered.    . 

The  winter  school  was  conducted  by  Mr.  Peleg  Altny,  a  teacher  of 
some  twenty  years  experience,  possessing  an  unquestionable  moral 
character  and  good  abilities.  He  is  well  calculated  to  do  good  in  the 
school  room.  Some  of  his  habits  and  methods  are  however  a  little 
las,  which  it  would  be  well  for  him  to  correct.  We  believe  he  gave 
nnirersal  satisfaction  to  his  employers.  Length  of  term,  4  months ; 
number  of  scholars,  85 ;  average  attendance,  28,  or  80  per  cent,  of 
the  number  registered. 

DisTBicT  No.  9. — The  summer  school  here  was  intrusted  to 
Miss  Permelia  S.  Sanford,  a  young  lady  of  estimable  character  and 
good  intellectual  abilities.     It  was  her  first  attempt  at  teaching.     She 

E roved  totally  devoid  of  the  powers  necessary-  to  govern  a  school,  and 
er  labors  were  worthless.  Length  of  term,  3  months ;  nambcr  of 
scholars  registered,  17  ;  average  attendance,  11,  or  nearly  65  per 
cent,  of  tlie  number  roistered. 

The  school  during  the  winter  was  taught  bj  Miss  Harriet  B.  Da- 
voll,  a  teacher  possessing  talents  equal  to  iter  calliue,  and  her  labors 
were  attended  with  a  fair  measure  of  snccess.  Had  Miss  Davoll 
exhibited  a  little  more  activity  and  energy  in  the  school  room,  and 
had  she  been  more  regular  in  commencing  and  closing  the  daily  ses- 
sions of  the  school,  bur  labors  would  have  been  better  appreciated. 
Length  of  term,  3  3-4  months;  number  of  scholars  re^tered,  20; 
average,  15,  or  75  per  cent,  of  the  number  registered. 

District  No.  10. —  Both  the  summer  and.winter  term  in  this  dis- 
trict were  conducted  by  Miss  Eminn  C.  Brownell.  The  scholars 
made  fine  progress,  and  we  believe  that  this  teacher  possesses  those 
qualities  which,  if  properly  guided,  would  place  her  in  an  elevated 
position  as  a  teacher ;  and  in  connection  with  this  school  we  wish  to 
say  that  it  is  the  imperative  dutv  of  all  teachers  to  be  particularly 
careful  that  the  moral  influence  which  they  exert  over  their  pupils  be 
of  the  highest  order;  tliat  no  sentence,  word  or  syllable  be  uttered 
by  them  in  their  daily  conversation  with  their  pupils  which  can  have 
within  Itself  the  least  immoral  tendency,  and  we  ^ould  employ  no 
teachers  in  our  schools  who  do  not,  both  by  precept  and  example,  ii>- 
culcato  the  strictest  morality.  Length  of  summer  term,  4  montlis; 
number  of  scholars  registered,  20  ;  average  attendance,  14,  or  70  per 
cent,  of  the  number  registered.  Length  of  winter  term,  4  months; 
number  of  scholars  registered,  27  ;  average  attendance,  22,  or  81 1-2 
per  cent,  of  the  number  registered. 
AU  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

With  the  exception  of  those  of  Nos.  2  and  6,  the  schools  of  this 
town  have  been  conducted  with  their  accustomed  reguhirity,  and 
scholars  have  made  commendable  progress. 

DiSTKirt"  No.  1  was  taught  one  term  by  John  H.  Arnold,  with 
his  usual  efficiency. 

Ih  District  No.  2  harmonj  of  feelinfc  has  been  wanting,  operat- 
ing to  the  intermption  of  the  school  and  its  general  nsefnlness  while 
in  session. 

DiTTRicr  No.  3  has  been  taoght  tlirou^  the  year  by  Mary  C. 
Carr.  The  natrons  of  that  schoofare  fortunate  in  securing  the  lei^ 
vices  of  so  able  and  diligent  a  teacher. 

DiTTBiCT  No,  4  was  taught  one  term,  ty  Maria  T.  Taber,  to  good 
satisfaction,  when  for  the  next  term  she  required  a  small  advance  in 
wa^,  which  those  in  charge  were  not  wilting  to  give ;  thus  her  ser- 
Tices  were  lost  to  us,  and  she  was  allowed  to  go  wherv  she  could  get 
good  compensation  for  faithful  services. 

District  No.  5  has  been  taught  during  the  past  year  by  George  B. 
Inman.  From  a  record  of  the  condition  of  the  classes  made  by  the 
Committee  when  he  took  charge  of  the  school  and  subsequently,  there 
was  very  marked  progress  in  scholarslitp  and  deportment ;  and  also 
keeping  their  new  desks,  purchased  in  Boston,  in  the  very  best  order. 
In  this  school  there  has  been  an  element  of  obscenity  and  pro&nity 
which  has  been  lamented  by  many.  Under  the  care  of  George  B. 
Inman  there  has  been  a  marked  progress  in  that  that  is  elevating  and 
ennobling,  and  the  Committee  hope  for  the  hearty  cooperation  of  the 
parents  for  the  fatnre  progress. 

District  No.  7  has  been  in  session  only  four  months  during  the 
past  year.  When  difficulties  arise,  the  effort  should  be  for  their 
removal  direct,  instead  of  sofltring  things  to  be  at  a  stand  still. 

While  the  cause  of  education  is  slow,  the  Committee  fee)  encour- 
aged to  know  that  it  ia  onward.

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The  School  Committee,  in  accordance  with  the  school  law,  wotild 
respectfully  submit  the  foUotring  report : 

District  No.  1,  (Fonr  Comers.) — The  scholars  in  this  scbeo) 
have  made  very  good  progress  in  their  studies  the  year  past.  It  ia 
almost  impossible  tu  teach,  and  govern  this  school  well  a(^  the  same 
time.  Each  time  we  visited  this  school  we  louiid  comparntive  quiet 
and  the  teacher  hard  at  work,  but  there  was  a  little  too  much  whis- 
pering among  the  pupils. 

Di3TBicT  No.  2,  (Brown.) —  We  believe  that  the  labors  of  the 
sammer  teacher  in  this  school  were  satis&ctor^'  to  all  concerned,  and 
the  progress  of  the  scholars  good. 

Less  interest  has  been  manifested  by  the  scholars  in  this  school  the 
past  winter  than  In  f'>rmer  winters,  antler  the  care  of  the  same  teacher. 
We  think  the  dancing  school  that  has  been  held  in  this  district  has 
bad  a  bad  influence  on  the  minds  of  some  of  the  pupils,  causing  them 
to  be  irregular  in  their  attendance  at  school,  and  to  care  less  about 
their  studies  when  there. 

District  No.  3,  (Bridgeport.) — The  progress  of  the  scholars 
during  the  year  was,  for  the  most  part,  good. 

Near  the  close  of  the  winter  term  we  were  invited  to  vist  this 
school,  and  found  when  there  that  certain  of  the  larger  boys  were  in- 
cbned  to  set  aside  the  teacher's  government  and  to  set  up  their  own 
in  its  place.  We  advised  the  teacher  immediately  to  expel  all  from 
the  school  who  would  not  obey ;  and  received  a  promise  from  the 
scholars  then  present  that  lliey  would  be  obedient  to  the  authority  of 
the  teacher. 

District  No.  4,  (Osboni.) —  The  teacher  of  tliis  school,  we  think, 
is  well  qualified  for  Iier  occupation  and  will  make  a  very  good  teacher. 
Most  of  the  scholars  made  good  progress.  Wc  would  not,  however, 
advise  young  teachers  to  commence  with  their  own  district  in  teaching- 

District  No.  5,  (Gardner.) — We  found  good  order  in  this  school, 
and  the  scliolars  seemed  to  be  making  improvement.  The  teacher 
was  &ithful  in  her  work. 

District  No.  6,  (Fish.) — Tlie  Committee  were  pleased  when 
they  vi^ted  this  school  with  the  deportment  and  general  appearance 
of  the  school.  Good  improvement  was  made  by  the  scholars  in  their 
studies.  We  are  sorry  that  there  is  such  a  diflerence  of  feeling  exist- 
ing among  the  parents  of  this  districL 

District  No.  7,  (Eagleville.) — Wo  think  the  teacher  of.tliosnm- 
mer  term  did  the  best  she  could  for  the  school ;  but  she  is  young  and 
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has  not  had  the  advantages  that  some  of  our  teachers  have  had,  con- 
seqaentljr  did  not  succeed  as  well  as  could  have  been  wished. 

The  winter  tenn  was  taught  by  one  of  onr  most  successtul  teachers. 
The  Comoiittee  were  pleased  particularly  with  the  smaller  classes,  the 
members  of  which  manifested  a  readiness  in  their  recitations  far 
beyond  Vhat  we  have  seen  before.  We  regret  that  this  scliool-honse 
is  not  better  supplied  with  btack-boai'ds. 

DiSTEiCT  No.  8,  (Washington.) — This  district  has  had  onlyone 
term  of  schcwl  the  past  year.  Near  the  close  of  that  term  a  com- 
plaint was  made  to  the  Committee  that  the  money  was  being  wasted, 
there  being  only  three  scholars  present  a  part  of  the  time.  The 
Committee  were  satisfied  when  tliey  visited  tnis  school  that  it  was  not 
answering  the  purpose  that  a  good  school  should  ;  bnt  na  the  teacher 
in  former  terms  had  succeeded  well,  they  were  reluctant  to  interfere 
in  the  matter,  but  finally  they  cancelled  the  teacher's  certificate,  and 
thns  brought  the  school  to  a  close. 

DmRtcx  No.  9,  (Manchester.) —  We  were  pleased  with  the  good 
order  which  prevailed  whenever  we  visited  this  school.  The  teacher 
seemed  to  rule  by  love  and  kindness  ;  and  some  of  the  pupils  appeared 
to  be  making  good  progress  in  their  studies. 

DiBTRiCT  No.  10,  (Crandall.) — We  think  the  teacher  of  the  sum- 
mer school  well  qualified  for  her  work,  so  far  as  education  was  con- 
cerned, but  she  failed  in  her  work  because  she  either  could  not  or 
would  not  govern  her  school. 

The  school  was  well  taught  and  governed  in  the  winter,  and  was 
satis&ctory  to  all  concerned. 

DwTEiCT  No.  11,  (King.) — There  was  no  school  in  summer,  the 
school-house  being  out  of  repair.  This  district  was  fortunate  in 
securing  the  services  of  one  who  has  the  reputation  of  being  a  good 
teacher,  and  who  formerly  taught  this  same  school.  The  teacher,  so 
tkr  as  we  had  an  opportunity  to  judge,  was  energetic  and  fitithful  in 
the  discharge  of  his  duties. 

DiTTBiCT  No.  12,  (Neck.)— No  school  in  summer.  The  school 
in  the  winter  was  all  that  a  good  school  should  be,  except  that  there 
was  a  lack  of  scholars  to  be  taught. 

In  reviewing  the  history  of  the  schools  for  the  year  past,  we  are 
constrained  to  come  to  the  conclusion  that  wiiile  some  of  our  schools 
have  come  fully  up  to  those  of  former  times,  our  schools  last  year,  con- 
sidered 08  a  whole,  have  not  equaled  those  of  the  two  former  years. 
If  parents  would  manifest  more  interest  in  the  education  of  their  chil- 
dren ;  if  they  would  send  them  regularly  to  school  and  visit  them 
occasionally  when  there,  we  should  he  able  doubtless  to  report  more 
favorably  with  regard  to  them. 
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Disagreements  among  parents  in  a  district  do  mnch  to  destroy  tke 
Dsefiilness  of  even  a  good  teacher.  We  have  been  told  by  more  than 
one  trtutee,  that  in  certain  districts  there  are  two  parties,  and  that 
the  teacher  who  pleases  one  party  is  sore  to  t^please  the  other. 

The  number  of  scholars  enrolled  in  the  sammer,  in  the  ten  schools, 
was  332  ;  the  average  attendance,  212.  In  winter,  in  eleven  schools, 
806  scholars  enrolled,  and  an  average  attendance  of  223.  We  have 
thns  an  average  attendan<»  of  67  per  cent,  in  summer  and  74  per 
cent  in  winter.

JOINT  DISTRICTS. 
Nos.  5  and  9  of  Hopkinton,  by  a  vote  of  the  Committee,  are  allowed 
annually,  (1  50  for  each  scholar  of  this  town,  who  shall  attend  the 
Winter  School  of  said  districts,  daring  the  public  school  year,  com- 
mencing May  1,  in  said  joint  districts,  sixteen  weeks  or  more,  and  ten 
cents  a  week  for  any  number  less  than  sixteen  weeks. 

District  No.  1,  (Pine  Grove,') — The  Snmmer  School  was  taught 
by  Miss  Sarah  A.  Hoxie,  of  Hopkinton.  Miss  Hoxie  is  an  expe- 
rienced teacher,  and  she  dischai^d  the  duties  of  her  office  with 
ener^,  firmness  and  kindness,  and  as  a  matter  of  coarse,  good 
improvement  was  made  by  the  scholars. 

The  Winter  School  was  tanght  by  Mr.  Charles  H.  Langwortby,  of 
Hopkinton,  who  met  with  his  osnal  good  saccess. 
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DiBTSicT  No.  2,  (^Carolina.') — The  Winter  School  was  tanglit  by  * 
Mr.  George  P.  Clark,  of  this  town,  and  Miss  G.  Pierce,  of  Hopkinttn, 
who  sacceeded  well  in  governing  and  imparting  instrocHon. 

The  school  house  is  quite  too  small  to  ^rell  accommodate  this  school ; 
and  it  being  private  property  too,  is  sometimes  tised  for  other  purposes 
beside  school. 

District  No.  3,  (^Shannack.') — This  School  was  tangbt  by  Mr. 
Isaac  S.  Prosaer,  of  this  town,  both  Sammer  and  Winter,  with  his 
osual  excellent  success. 

The  school  house  in  this  district  is  not  more  than  half  large  enough ; 
and  poor  what  there  is  of  it. 

DiffTRicT  No.  4,  (^Utquepaug.'y — The  school  house  in  this  district 
being  in  South  Kingstown,  is  under  the  control  of  the  Committee  in 
that  town. 

District  No.  5,  (Cenfrc.)  —  The  Summer  School  was  taaght  by 
MiM  Louisa  A.  Rathhum,  of  this  town.  A  little  more  firmness, 
blended  with  the  large  amount  of  liindness,  which  Miss  R.  possesses, 
would  improve  her  government. 

The  Winter  School  was  taught  by  Miss  Sarah  M.  LiUbridge,  of  this 
town,  who  fully  sustained  the  good  reputation  she  had  already  gained 
as  a  teacher  in  this  School. 

DiaTRicT  No.  6,  (SquirrelviUe.') — The  Winter  School  was  taught 
by  Mr.  H.  T.  Braman,  of  Sooth  Kingstown,  who  taught  with  a  good 
degree  of  success. 

District  No.  7,  (^«on.)  —  The  Winter  School  was  taught  by  Mr. 
J.  R.  Tillinghast,  of  North  Kingstown.  Mr.  T.  lacks  a  few  qualifi- 
cations which  are  essential  to  success  in  teaching. 

This  district  has  nearly  completed  a  school  house,  which,  with  the 
land  it  stands  upon,  with  the  outbuildings,  will  cost  three  thousand 
dollars. 

DiffTRicr  No.  8,  (rgfl  Sill) — The  Summer  and  Winter  Schools 
were  taught  by  Miss  Hattie  M.  Aldrich,  of  this  town,  with  a  good 
degree  of  success. 

DiSTBiCTT  No.  9,  (Bell.') — The  Summer  School  was  taught  by  Miss 
Dorcas  A.  Clarke,  of  this  town,  which  was  her  first  trial  in  teaching, 
and  she  ftiUy  met  the  expectation  of  the  Superintendent. 

The  Winter  School  was  taught  by  Mr.  Andrew  Moore,  of  this 
town.  With  a  little  more  energy  and  firmness  Mr.  M.  would  succeed 
much  better  in  teaching. 

District  No.  10,  (  WaAington.) — The  Winter  School  was  taught 
by  Mr.  John  A.  Woodmanser,  of  Sooth  Kingstown.     This  was  Mr. 
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W.'s  first  trial  in  teaching,  whicli  proved  a  decided  saccess.  He 
toiled  with  untiring  zeal  to  promote  and  advance  the  intellectual  and 
moral  interests  of  his  pnpils. 

District  No.  11,  (Bo««.) — The  Summer  School  was  taught  by 
Miss  Maiy  G.  Whipple,  of  Hopkinton. 

The  Winter  School  was  taught  by  Mr.  Paul  Whipple,  of  Hopkin- 
ton. Mr.  W.  should  attend  to  the  cultivation  of  Iiis  own  mind,  before 
attempting  to  teach  again. 

District  No.  12,  (^HUhdale.') — This  School  was  taught  by  Miss 
A.  P.  Kenyon,  of  this  town,  who  fully  sustained  the  reputation  she 
had  already  gained  in  this  school. 

District  No.  13,  (^Arcadia.') — The  Summer  School  was  taught 
by  Miss  Esther  C.  Prentiss,  of  this  town,  who  succeeded  well,  both 
in  maintaining  order  and  imparting  instruction. 

The  Winter  School  was  taught  by  Mr.  Wm.  M.  Chipman,  of  Hop- 
kinton, who  succeeded  well  in  imparting  instruction,  and  with  a  little 
more  firmness,  united  with  his  kindness,  would  have  improved  his 
government. 

GENERAL  REMARKS. 

The  Superintendent  has  endeavored  to  maintain  such  a  visitaUon 
and  supervision  of  the  several  schools  as  the  law  demands,  and  the 
interest  of  the  schools  require. 

Some  of  the  Trustees  do  not  visit  the  school  twice  during  each  term 
of  school  as  the  law  requires.  And  though  parents  are  not  legally 
boDud  to  visit  their  schools,  they  arc  morally  bound  to  do  so,  and 
often.  Such  visits  encourages  the  children,  and  leads  teachers  to  feel 
that  they  have  the  symi>athy  of  parents  and  friends  of  education. 

In  most  of  our  schools,  quite  too  little  interest  is  manifest  to  advance 
the  interests  of  education. 

Many  members  of  school  Districts,  do  not  attend  the  District  meet- 
ings  unless  it  is  to  oppose  some  measure,  which  may  be  introduced  to 
promote  the  interests  ^f  the  school,  if  such  measure  carried  out  will 
coat  them  a  few  cents. 

But  while  there  is  a  lack  of  interest  felt  by  parents  and  others,  com- 
posing a  school  District,  manv  who  attempt  to  teach  lack  important 
qualifications  for  the  great  and  respon«ble  work. 

In  governing  a  school,  it  is  not  necessary  to  use  hritU  force. 
Teachers  should  appeal  to  the  higher  and  better  nature  of  the  scholars. 
An  ever  present  sense  of  moral  duty,  if  not  religious  obligation,  should 
actuate  teachers,  which  will  never  fail  to  reach  the  sympathy  oS  the 
scholars.  None  but  strictly  moral,  if  not  religious  teachers,  should  be 
employed  in  our  Public  Schools.  Our  schools  are  made  up  of  young 
people,  who  possess  dispositions  much  like  grown  op  people. 
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Good  Bonnd  common  sense,  tnithfbl,  self-respect,  sel^oTemii^, 
temperate,  patriotic,  firmness  blended  with  kindness,  ant  essentisi 
quBiificationa  to  the  good  government  of  s  school. 

Trustees  should  aim  to  get  good  teachers  rather  than  those  who  will 
work  cheap. 

In  District  No.  7,  after  the  nsnal  amount  of  contention,  at  length 
saccecded  in  building  a  good  and  convenient  school  house. 

It  is  hoped  that  other  Districts,  so  sadly  deficient  in  school  house 
accommodations,  will  follow  the  example,  so  that  every  District  in 
town  will  soon  own  a  good  school  house. 

Districts  Nos.  5,  8,  10, 11  and  12,  have  houses  too  poor  in  their 
present  state,  to  be  any  longer  fit  for  school  purposes.  The  hodse  in 
Districts  Nos.  2  and  3,  are  too  small  to  properly  accommodate  their 
respective  schools. 

In  this  age  of  progress,  as  well  as  tlie  demand  upon  the  intelligence, 
morals,  and  patriotism  of  the  people,  should  be  made  in  oor  system  of 
education. 

While  the  nation  is  nobly  struggling  to  maintain  her  existence,  and 
rise  to  a  higher  life — gain  universal  freedom — we,  as  a  portion  of  the 
people,  should  take  a  more  decided  interest  in  our  common  schools, 
that  our  children  may  be  prepared  to  complete  the  work  already  began, 
and  be  fully  equal  to  the  great  responsibilities  which  shall  fall  up<Hi 
them. 

With  a  deep  interest  in  the  common  school  enterprise,  and  trusting 
that  my  successor  shall  be  more  feithfnl  and  efficient  than  I  have  been, 
X  now  yield  up  my  trust.

To  the  Citizen*  of  the  Town  of  Mopkinton : 

At  the  meutin<!  tor  the  election  of  Town  OfHcera,  lield  June  7th, 
1864,  yon  chose  N.  L.  Richmond,  B.  P.  Langworthy.  2(1,  and  S.  R. 
Wheefer  the  School  Committee  for  the  year  ensning.  Snbsequently, 
the  above  nttmed  personti,  having  been  duly  qualitied,  organized  by 
appointing  N.  L.  Richmond,  Cliairman,  and  S.  R.  Wheeler,  Clerk. 
N.  L.  Richmond  was  appointed  Superintendent  of  Schools  in  Dis- 
tricts Nos.  5, 7,  9, 10, 11  and  12,  and  S.  R.  Wheeler,  Snperintendent 
of  the  other  Schools  of  the  Town,  and  also  to  make  out  the  Animal 
Report. 

Teachers. — -Experienced  teachers  generally  succeed  the  beat.  Thin 
statement  is,  for  the  most  part,  believed  throughout  the  town,  and 
the  schools  are  in  a  better  condition  because  it  is  believed  and  aettd 
upon,  than  they  otherwise  would  be.  *'  Practice  makes  perfect,"  is 
an  adage,  in  which  there  is  much  truth.  A  person,  when  first  em- 
ployed in  the  mechanic  or  the  polite  arts,  is  quite  apt  to  make  awk- 
ward work.  But  by  continued  effort — by  practice — some  muscles 
tighten,  others  relax,  until  they,  as  it  were,  fit  themselves  to  the 
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implemenis  iliey  uv  catted  npon  to  use.  We  are  (rcqoendv  istto- 
is)i4^  to  see  tbe  ease  with  whicli  »  carpenter  nra  blacksmhti  aoeaciin- 
mnp  simI  dirticult  work.  We  watcli  witli  wonder  tlie  fingen  of  the 
pianist,  as  thev  strike  kev  after  key  of  tlie  instniinent  in  >uc1i  ri|Hd 
SDCce7>-ion  anil  wiih  sach  rx-markaltle  precision.  We  look  with  admi- 
rati->n  u|»>n  the  ]>ertect  delineations,  the  fine  shades  and  delirate 
touchi.-^,  >nven  to  a  paintinv.  And  we  ask  ourselves  how  have  tlwse 
pt;rsuns  ao}uired  so  much  skill  ?  Immedbtely  comes  back  tbe 
answer.  **  Practice  makes  perlecl."  So  it  is  with  the  school  teacher. 
Practice  has  a  tendency  to  perfect  Iiim  in  his  work.  Trae,  eveir  one 
cannot  become  a  lirst-class  teacher.  [l  is  true,  too,  that  some  leacb- 
ers  with  tint  liille  experience,  will  succeed  better  than  others  with 
considerable  ;  bat  ttiat  dues  not  confute  the  statement  jast  made. 

A  teacher  shonid  be  reIi*;io«3.  Theoreticalir,  at  least,  we  are  be- 
lierers  in  Christianilv.  Bot  few,  who  are  not  Christians,  will  saj 
Chri-tianity  is  not  worthy  of  attention  ;  while  those  who  are  Chris- 
tians belie\'e  it  to  be  the  all  in  aH  of  life.  How  important,  eminentlF 
important,  then,  is  il,  that  the  tender  minds  of  scliooi  cliiMren  should 
be  tavorablr  imiirtisscd  toward  relin;ion  ?  Perhaps  it  will  be  said,  thit 
a  teacher  is  not  hin.-d  to  go  into  the  school-room  to  teach  religion. 
That  may  iie  in  a  measure  tme  ;  and  yet  scarcely  a  day  passes  Init 
that  a  teacher  has  an  opportunity  to  sar  a  word  in  favor  of  the  doc- 
trines of' Jesns,  which  may  make  an  indelible  iropr^ssitMi  upon  souk 
yoan<r  heart,  and  insure  to  the  world  a  tm^iearted  Christian.  Just 
as  ea>ily  too,  perhaps,  by  single  words  dropped  from  time  to  time, 
may  the  yonng  mind  be  so  poisoned,  that  it  will  ne\-er  accept  the 
otTers  of  the  snspel.  Nor  b  it  possible  for  a  teacher  to  remain  neutral. 
There  are  orvnrrenccs  in  school,  when  he  must  show  himself  either 
for  or  a<:niniit  tlie  principles  which  have  to  do  with  the  eternal  welfiue 
of  the  sout. 

Pakexts. —  Whatever  may  be  the  qiuIiGcations  of  the  teacher, 
you  can  in  a  grt^t  d^roe  paralyn!  his  efforts.  It  is  ess«itial  to  tbe 
success  of  a  tt-achor,  that  be  have  the  confidence  of  his  pupils.  This 
is  almost  impiissibie  while  you  are  day  by  day.  in  presence  of  j-onr 
childivn,  harshlv  crilicisins  his  almost  everr  action.  It  is  your  privi- 
lege, yea,  more,  it  is  a  duty  God  demands  of  you,  to  be  particular  in 
selecting  those  who  are  to  l>e  the  instructors  of  your  ofi&pring.  It  is 
then  your  duty  to  place  the  power  of  securing;  teacliers  in  tl«  twnds 
of  snt'h  men  as  vou  can  trust.  It  is  vonr  privilege,  too,  to  let  your 
preference  for  or>e  teacher,  or  yonr  obiection  to  another,  be  known  to 
those  whom  you  have  tiuis  empowered  to  secure  teachers.  Irtdeed, 
circumstances  mar  even  ^ve  voa  the  right  to  keep  vonr  children 
away  from  school.  Trivial  circomstances  cannot  give  that  right ;  (or 
a  parent  assumes  a  great  responsibility  wlien  he  limits  the  opportuDi- 
tiefffor  the  intellectoal  development  of  his  children.  Still  yon  may 
possibly,  in  some  extreme  esses,  have  that  righL     But  npon  do  priD- 
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ciple  of  Christianity  or  of  morals,  upon  no  principle  of  justice  or 
hnimnity,  have  you  a  rig)it  to  send  your  children  to  school,  and  at 
the  same  time  publiclv  condemn  the  course  of  the  teacher  By  this 
means  you  are  sure,  more  or  less,  to  dlaatfect  the  minds  of  your  own 
and  yonr  neighbors'  children,  and  hinder  their  progress  in  school. 
You  therefore  rob  them  of  intellectual  improvement,  and  perhaps 
materially  dwarf  their  usefulness  through  their  whole  lives.  Com- 
pared with  this,  to  rub  them  of  money  is  indeed  trivial. 

Again,  parents,  there  is  a  tribunal  to  which  you  can  appeal  if  you 
think  your  tifaclicr  is  not  taking  a  proper  coui'se.  If  you  find  this 
trthonal  sustains  the  teacher,  it  is  simply  the  part  of  men  to  abide 
that  decision.  If  you  do  not,  but  determine  by  words  and  actions  to 
set  at  naught  the  school  and  its  authorities,  yon  place  yourselves  on 
exactly  the  same  ground  with  the  rebels  at  tlie  South.  They  would 
not  abide  the  decision  of  the  governmental  officers  chosen  by  the  peo- 
ple. Yon  do  not  fibide  the  decision  of  the  school  officers  chosen  by 
yourselves  and  fellow  townsmen.  Logically,  one  party  is  as  rebellious 
as  the  other. 

Now,  parents,  for  yonr  own  sake,  for  the  highest  good  of  the  chil- 
dren God  has  given  you,  and  for  the  good  of  the  noble  cause  of  edu- 
cation, the  Committee  advise  you  to  sustain  your  teachers,  although 
their  opinions  may  not  be  in  exact  accordance  with  your  own.  By 
so  doing,  it  is  possible  to  have  a  good  school,  even  with  quite  an  ordi- 
nary  teacher. 

Btackbuards. — Every  school  should  be  well  supplied  with  black- 
boards, put  up  where  they  can  be  conveniently  used  by  both  teacher 
and  scholars.  Some  school  rooms  in  the  town  are  scantily  furnished 
with  these  essentials  to  a  good  school.  In  preparing  blackboards, 
varnish  should  not  be  used.  It  makes  the  surface  so  smooth  that  it  is 
difiicalt  to  mark  upon  it.  Crayons,  for  blackboard  nse,  are  much 
preferable  to  common  chalk.  The  difference  in  cost  is  but  little. 
Chalk  scratches  the  surface,  and  soon  spoils  it. 

BooKB. — The  books  prescribed  by  the  Committee  are  generally  in 
use  throughont  the  town.  Some  schools,  however,  use  text  books 
ivhich  are  not  recommended.  A  variety  of  books  upon  the  same 
topic,  in  a  school,  is  a  great  detriment.  It  necessarily  divides  the 
attention  of  the  teacher,  and  retards  the  progress  of  the  school. 
Quackenbos'  Historv  of  the  United  States  is  now  among  the  books 
recommended  by  tlie  Committee.  During  the  past  winter  it  has 
been  used  as  a  reader  by  the  advanced  scholars  in  fire  scholars.  We 
believe  it  has  given  pleasure,  and  we  are  sure  it  has  been  profitable. 

District  Ko.  1,  (^Dr.  KenyorCi.') — The  summer  term  was  taught 
by  Ruth  R.  Saunders,  who  laboi-od  faithfully.  The  school  made 
commendable  progress.     The  winter  school  was  under  the  instruction 
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of  Wm.  H.  Kenyon.     Mr.  Kenjon  taught  the  same  school  last  winter. 
The  employers  showed  th^r  wisdom  by  securing  his  services  again. 

No.  2,  (^Potter  Hill.^ —  This  school  was  taught  sninnier  and  win- 
ter by  Henry  S.  Barber.  He  kboi-ed  faithliilly  and  successfully. 
Mr.  Barber  may  well  be  called  a  good  teacher. 

No.  8,  (  Writter't.') — The  school  in  this  district,  under  the  care  of 
Ann  E.  Wells  in  the  fall,  and  her  sister,  Maria  Wellit,  in  the  winter, 
made  good  progress.  The  fall  term  was  rather  short.  A  little  firmer 
discipline  during  the  winter  would  have  been  an  improvement. 

No.  4,  (A»A(iiMty.) — Laurie  E.  Thompson  taught  the  school  both 
summer  and  winter,  and  gave  good  satis^tion  tothe  employers  and 
the  Superintendent. 

No.  5,  (^WbodoUle.') — The  summer  school  was  taught  by  Miss 
Sarah  E.  Chester,  a  good  teacher,  and  undei-  whose  management  it 
was  second  to  none  in  town.  The  winter  term  was  taught  by  Ben- 
jamin P.  Langworthy,  2d,  one  of  the  Board  of  School  Committee, 
who  had  taught  many  terms  in  the  district  before.  As  he  is  well 
known  to  be  a  snccessful  teacher,  there  is  no  need  of  any  comments 
by  the  Superintendent. 

No.  G,  (Ci(y.) — The  snmmer  term  was  taught  by  Margaret  A .  Lang- 
worthy.  The  school  was  closed  two  weeks  before  the  appointed  time, 
on  account  of  the  sickness  of  the  teacher.  Hence  it  was  visited  but 
once.  It  was  in  good  condition,  but  the  Superintendent  had  not  an 
opportunity  for  judging  of  its  advancement.  The  school  during  the 
winter  was  taught  by  S.  R.  Wheeler,  one  of  the  Board  of  the  School 
Committee,  and  Superintendent  of  the  schools  in  this  part  of  the* 
town  ;  consequently  it  became  the  duty  of  the  other  members  of  the 
Board  to  visit  this  school.  The  Committee  are  free  to  say  that,  on 
examination,  they  found  the  school  in  first-rate  order,  not  surpassed 
by  any  that  came  under  their  obser\'ation.  The  scholars  made  good 
improvement,  deported  themselves  welt,  performed  their  recitations 
promptly,  and  with  a  correctness  that  gave  pleasure  to  the  Committee 
and  credit  to  themselves.  No  one  could  visit  this  school  but  to 
admire  its  workings.  Though  some  have  withdrawn  their  children 
from  it,  yet  we  think  they  acted  hastily  and  without  just  cause.  If 
they  had  visited  it  more,  they  would  have  held  it  in  higher  esUma- 
tion.  Parents  should  rarely  keep  their  children  from  school,  for  in  so 
doing  they  injure  themselves  and  children  muclt  more  than  they  do 
the  teacher.    . 

No.  7,  (Cfa(e.) — The  aummerschool  was  taught  by  Miss  Louisa 
A.  Newton,  who  was  vefy  successful.  The  winter  school  hy  Mr. 
Nathan  J.  Newton,  who  had  taught  in  the  district  before.  Mr.  New- 
ton is  a  good  teacher. 
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No.  9,  (^LocustvilU.^ — Mr.  Henry  B.  Kenyon  wasenfrageil  in  the 
higher  department  of  this  school  the  past  year.  Mr.  KenjoD  is  a 
graduate  of  our  State  Normal  School,  and  a  good  scholar.  We  think 
a  more  Tigorotia  discipline  could  have  been  exercised  in  this  school  - 
with  good  ettect.  '*  The  best  of  order  should  be  firmly  and  resolutely 
maintained."  The  primary  department  was  taoght  by  Miss  EHza  R. 
Henrv,  wlio  had  been  engaged  several  terms  in  this  school  before. 
Miss  Henry  is  an  excellent  teacher.  She  does  credit  to  herself,  gives 
satisfaction  to  the  Committee,  and  to  the  patrons  of  the  school. 

No.  10,  (^BarhermUe.') — The  school  during  the  summer  was 
taught  by  Miss  Julia  A.  Richmond.  This  was  her  first  term  in  it, 
and  she  succee<led  well.  She  showed  an  aptness  for  teaching,  and 
under  her  instruction  and  discipline  the  school  made  commendable 
progress.  Robert  B.  Richmond,  a  teacher  of  experience,  commenced 
the  winter  tei-m,  but  was  prevented  fi-om  continuing  it  on  account  of 
ill  health.  It  was  closed  by  Miss  Carrie  Cr.  Pierce,  with  satisfaction 
to  the  Superintendent  and  to  her  employers. 

No,  11,  (^Rockville.') — The  summer  school  was  taught  by  Miss 
Eunice  M.  Stillman.  It  was  closed  prematurely,  to  give  her  a  chance 
of  going  to  school,  consequently  it  was  visited  but  once.  Hence  we 
have  not  the  opportunity  of  judging  of  its  merits  as  we  otherwise 
could  have  done.  The  winter  school  was  taught  by  Miss  S.  E.  Ches- 
ter, of  whose  merits  as  a  teacher  we  have  already  spoken. 

No.  12,  (^Qratty  Pond.') — This  Is  the  smallest  school  in  town, 
with  an  average  of  only  three,  and  hardly  worthy  of  the  name  as  to 
number.  The  teacher  was  Mr.  Frederick  S.  Austin,  with  whom  all 
,were  well  satisfied.  It  is  a  query  in  the  minds  of  the  Committee, 
whether  it  would  not  he  advisable  to  discontinue  the  school  in  this 
district,  as  the  money  might  be  used  in  others  to  a  much  greater 
advantage.

The  Snhool  Committee  respectfully  submit  the  following  Report : 

The  denization  of  the  Committee  was  effected  bv  the  election  of 
Hon.  E.  R.  Potter,  Chairman,  J.  G.  Perrv,  Esq.,  fclerk;  Hon.  E. 
R.  Potter,  Rev.  J.  H.  Wells  and  J.  H.  Tefft,  Esq.,  were  appointed 
Examining  Committee,  and  J.  H.  Teffi,  Visiting  Committee. 

We  have  passed  through  another  year  of  terrible  strife  and  civil 
var ;  and,  althongh  during  the  first  year  of  the  rebellion  the  effect 
upon  our  public  schools  was  not  so  perceptible,  we  regret  to  say  that 
during  the  past  year  the  schools  have  fallen  behind  those  of  the  two 
years  previous. 

We  do  not  mean  by  this,  that  all  the  schools  have  retrograded,  for 
some  of  them  have  been  good  in  every  respect,  and  liave  made  excel- 
lent improvement. 

Your  Committee  have  been  aware  uf  the  decline  in  our  schools, 
and  have  labored  hard  to  prevent  it,  but  have  found  it  out  of  their 
power  to  bring  the  schools  up  to  that  point  of  excellence,  where  they 
wished  a  year  ago  to  see  them  this  time. 

The  reasons  for  this  retrogression,  in  the  opinion  of  yonr  Com- 
mittee, are : 

1st.  The  public  mind  has  been  turned  more  and  more,  ever  since 
the  rebellion  commenced,  to  our  great  national  struggle,  and  as  its 
magnitude  and  extent  have  been  brought  to  light,  the  peoplf*  have 
become  absorbed  in  the  national  affairs  to  the  detriment  of  almost 
every  department  of  knowledge  and  businesJ!, 

2nd.  Some  of  our  best  teachers  have  lefl  town  on  accoant  of  the 
.miserable  compensation  received  for  their  labors.  While  the  rate  of 
pay  in  almost  every  other  department  of  industry  has  advanced  from 
100  to  200  per  cent.,  the  compensation  of  teachers  in  some  of  our 
districts  has  not  advanced  a  single  mill,  in  others  tlie  pay  of  teachers 
has  decreased,  and  where  there  has  been  an  advance,  it  has  rarely 
been  more  than  25  per  cent.  Can  It  be  expected  that  good  teachers 
can  now  be  obtained  for  tho  same  compensation  that  they  could  when 
it  did  not  cost  them  more  than  one-third  as  much  to  live  ? 

Your  Committee  have  been  obliged  to  give  certificates  to  teachers 
who  were  below  par,  because  some  of  t!ie  districts  would  not,  or  did 
not  feel  as  if  tl)ey  could  afford  to  raise  money  enough  to  employ  a 
good  teacher  in  these  times  of  high  prices  and  high  taxes, 

3d.  There  has  seemed  to  be  a  feeling  of  insubordination  infesting 
many  of  our  sclioois — a  strong  disposition  on  the  part  of  a  few  schol- 
ars to  disobey  and  to  make  the  school  as  unpleasant  as  possible. 

Such  scholars  always  find  more  or  less  in  every  school  to  join  with 
them  in  destroying  the  good  order  and  usefulness  of  the  school. 
There  were  more  cases  of  this  kind  during  the  winter  than  there  have 
ever  been  before  since  we  had  charge  of  the  schools. 
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Some  flchools,  vhich  bid  fair  at  the  commencement  of  the  nintei 
to  rank  among  the  be§t,  were  so  afiected  by  these  conflicting  and  coa- 
tending  elements  that  their  usefulness  was  greatly  impaired,  it  Dot 
destroyed. 

Wc  arc  sorry  to  say  that  we  believe  that  some  of  these  cases  oi 
rowdyiim  and  determiTuUion  not  to  obey  have  been  winked  at,  if  not 
encoaraged,  by  parents. 

It  is  utterly  impossible  for  any  teacher  to  succeed  aell,  who  is  not 
sastained  by  the  people  of  the  district. 

Parents,  if  yon  would  have  good  schools,  visit  them,  encoarage 
your  teachers,  check  the  waywardness  of  vicious  boys  and  girls,  em 
that  you  do  not  make  complaints  against  nor  condemn  your  teacher 
without  a  cause,  think  not  that  your  children  arc  the  most  tronble- 
Bome  of  any  iu  the  world  at  home,  and  that  they  are  the  best  of  any 
in  the  world  when  at  school,  and  that  it  is  impossible  or  next  to  im- 
possible fur  them  to  do  wrong  when  there. 

The  attendance  in  some  of  the  schools  has  been  very  irregular 
durinj;  the  past  year,  which  has  detracted  from  the  interest  and  suc- 
cess of  our  schools.  As  we  write  we  have  in  mind  some  scholars  who 
have  been  in  school  more  or  less  during  the  past  two  or  tliree  years, 
and  who  have  made  little  ur  no  advancement  during  that  time;  and 
one  of  the  reasons,  if  not  the  reaton,  for  this  is  the  irregnlaritr  of 
their  attendance.  Many  of  our  school  houses  are  still  in  a  very  filthy 
and  dilapidated  condition,  not  having  been  cleaned  or  repaired  foe 
years.  A  few  of  tlie  school  houses  were  bo  open,  and  the  means  cf 
warming  them  so  poor,  tliat  it  was  impossible  to  keep  them  comforta- 
ble dunng  the  winter. 

The  people  of  District  No.  20  having  become  satisfied  that  in  order 
to  have  a  good  school  they  must  have  a  good  house,  have  greatfy 
enlarged  their  old  house,  and  are  intending  to  have  one  of  the  best,  if 
not  the  best  school  house,  in  town. 

The  repairs  which  have  recently  been  made  on  the  house  and  yaid 
in  District  No,  19,  speak  well  for  the  people  of  that  district. 

District  No.  3  has  purchased  the  old  Academy  for  a  district  school- 
house.  Since  it  became  the  district  property  it  lias  been  slightly 
repaired,  and  by  placing  the  stove  in- the  back  part  of  the  room  and 
thns  having  a  greater  length  of  pipe  in  the  school  room,  has  been 
made  much  more  comfortable.  But  this  house  i»  not  and  will  not  be 
wlint  it  should  be  for  school  purposes  till  it  is  thoroughly  repaired. 

We  hope  that  during  the  summer  those  districts  which  have  not 
already  put  their  school  rooms  in  proper  order,  will  see  that  the  plas- 
tering, the  windows,  the  door  latches,  Ac,  are  repaired,  and  the  schoiJ 
rooms  and  entries  thoroughly  cleaned  and  whitewashed  or  papered. 

The  repairs  will  cost  each' district  but  a  trifle  and  will  pay  100  per 
cent,  interest  on  the  money  expended. 

Teachers,  in  order  to  succeed,  should  have  a  love  for  the  profesuon. 
It  cannot  be  expected  that  persons  who  assume  the  respon^bilities  of 
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teachers  for  the  purpose  of  filling  up  a  leisure  month  or  two,  and  who 
in  that  way  hope  to  replenish  their  pockets,  will  be  worth  much  as 
teachers. 

Teachers  should  not  only  love  their  work,  but  they  shoold  keep 
ever  before  their  minds,  that  they  are  guiding  and  giving  bent,  to  im- 
mortal minds,  that  they  may  shape  the  entire  future  of  some  of  their 
scholars  for  good  or  evil,  and  that  as  is  their  inflaence  so  will  be  their 
responsibility. 

They  should  treat  their  pupils  both  in  and  out  of  school  with 
respect,  and  should  irui»t  on  being  treated  retpectfdUy  in  retam. 
They  should  study  to  make  themselves  better  acquainted  with  the 
branches  which  they  are  to  teach,  and  improve  every  opportunity  in 
fitting  themselves  for  the  duties  of  the  school  room. 

They  should  never  let  pleasure  interfere  with  their  school  duties. 
They  should  be  extremely  careful  what  they  say  respecting  their 
pupils  or  patrons  out  of  school,  for  there  are  always  those  ready  to 
catch  any  unguarded  expressions,  and  use  them  to  the  detriment  of 
teacher  and  school. 

It  is  not  nnfrequently  the  case  when  urging  teachers  to  attend 
Teachers'  Meetings  and  Institutes,  to  take  and  read  some  school  jour- 
nal, to  procure  books  of  reference,  to  study  out  of  school,  to  pay  par; 
ticular  attention  to  some  branches  that  they  are  not  quite  a&  well  quali- 
fied to  teach,  that  we  receive  replies  like  the  following ;  "  O,  I  can't 
do  that,  for  I  do  not  intend  to  teach  more  than  one  term ;  "  yet  we 
see  them  asking  for  certificates  for  the  second  term  and  even  the 
second  year.  Another  replies,  "  I  get  so  tired  of  hooks  and  school 
before  night,  that  I  do  not  want  to  see  a  school  book  nor  to  think  of 
school  again  before  the  next  morning.  I  know  tnough  to  teach  any 
of  my  scholars ;  what  good  will  it  do  me  to  attend  educational  meet- 
ings, read  school  jounuls  and  educational  magaanes,  or  to  study  oat 
of  school  ?  " 

The  teacher  who  thinks  and  reasons  thus,  we  think,  does  not  know 
enongh  to  know  that  he  is  not  fit  to  teach. 

Trustees,  beware  of  such  teachers,  for  they  will  do  your  schools 
bat  little  good. 

The  statistics  are  presented  in  the  following  tables,  prepared  at  the 
request  t»f  the  School  Committee  and  respectfully  submitted  in  their 
behalf.

No.  8  has  no  school 
honse,  and  consequently  has  no  title  to  any  part  or  purUon  of  the  fund. 
And  those  in  Nos.  5  and  9  are  utterly  incapable  of  supplying  the 
wants  and  purposes  of  those  Districts.

TOWN  OF  WESTERLY. 

The  School  Committee  of  the  town  of  Westerly,  in  accordance  with 
the  duties  of  their  appointment,  respectfully  present  the  ibilowing 
Report  to  the  freemen  of  said  town : 

At  the  annual  election  of  town  officers,  held  on  Tuesday,  June  7th, 
1864,  David  Smith,  Samuel  H.  (^ross  and  Edwin  G.  Champlin  were 
chosen  School  Committee  (or  the  ensniug  year. 

The  Committee  organized  by  appointing  David  Smith,  Chairman, 
and  Samuel  H.  Cross,  Clerk. 

Yonr  Committee  have  met  according  to  law,  and  at  such  other  times 
as  was  necessary  for  the  best  interests  of  the  schools. 

During  the  year  the  schools  of  the  town  have  been  very  successful, 
and  we  do  not  deem  it  expedient  to  enter  into  details  in  regard  to  each 
partictilar  district. 
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Your  Committee  desire  to  call  the  special  attention  of  the  inhaU- 
tants  of  District  No.  1,  to  the  great  need  of  famishing  better  ftdiities 
for  educating  the  children  of  the  District  than  thcr  now  cnjoj.  In 
1857  the  average  daily  attendance  was  240.  now,  with  nearljr  if  not 
qnite  450  children  of  the  proper'aee  to  attend  school,  the  District  has 
not  sufficient  school-room  to  scot  comfortably  150  scboUrs.  This 
District  can  and  should  furnish  as  good  facilities  for  procuring  a  good 
education  as  any  in  the  State.  Wherever  the  youth  of  our  village 
congregate,  there,  from  sad  evidences,  we  can  readily  see  the  neces- 
sity ot  furnishing  far  better  op)wrtunities  for  their  education  than  th^ 
now  enjoy.  In  proportion  as  the  care  and  education  of  the  youth  is 
neglected,  in  such  proportion  is  it  necessary  to  make  more  stringent 
Uws  to  prevent  crime,  for  ignorance  and  crime  go  hand  in  hand.  As 
we  value  the  best  interests  of  our  children,  we  should  feel  it  our  priv- 
ilege, as  it  is  our  real  duty,  to  furnish  with  a  free  hand  whatever  is 
necessary  to  educate  them  properly.  When  we  consider  how  closely 
the  future  welfare  of  our  children  is  connected  with  early  impressions, 
we  cannot  bo  too  anxious  that  everything  possible  should  be  done  to 
exert  the  most  fevorablc  influence  over  them. 

In  Districts  Nos.  2,  7  and  0,  the  best  interests  of  the  scholars  de- 
mand either  that  the  school  houses  be  enlarged  or  the  Districts  dirid- 
ed.  In  Nos,  2  and  9  the  benches,  intended  for  two,  have  three,  and 
sometimes  four  scholars  crowded  upon  them,  creating  confnsion  and 
disorder  whenever  a  class  is  called,  and  injuring  to  a  very  great  extent 
the  progress  of  the  school.  In  District  No.  7  the  scholars  cannot  pos- 
sibly be  seated  in  the  present  school  house. 

We  think  this  is  not  the  time  to  be  parsimonious ;  true,  the  war  for 
National  existence  through  which  we  have  so  recently  and  so  honora- 
bly passed,  has  bequeathed  to  us  and  to  our  posteritv,  the  burden  of 
an  immense  debt,  yet  wc  should  not  attempt  to  economize  at  our  chil- 
dren's expense,  for  by  su  doing  we  aid  in  diminishing  the  quantity, 
and  doubtless  the  quality,  of  ihe  intellectual  food  of  the  children,  into 
whose  liands,  at  no  very  far  off  day,  the  destinies  of  tliis  nation  are  to 
be  committed. 

Teachebs. —  The  teachers  who  have  had  the  care  of  our  schools 
during  the  past  year,  have  generally  been  zealous  and  successful  in 
the  discharge  of  their  duties.  We  must  not  expect  our  schools  to 
attain  to  that  degree  of  excellence  desirable  until  teachers  are  paid  in 
proportion  to  the  work  we  require  of  them.  Teachers  who  seem  to 
have  such  a  love  for  teaching  that  they  are  willing  to  teach  for  noth- 
ing, are  good  for  notiiing,  their  schools  compare  favorably  with  the 
price  ;  and  that  class  of  teachers  whose  health  will  not  admit  of  their 
doing  anything  but  teach,  and  hardly  that,  are  not  fit  to  be  in  the 
school-room,  it  is  no  place  for  an  hypocondriac.  Teachers,  to  have 
active,  cheerful  and  correct  scholars,  should  be  healthy,  cheerfal,  ac- 
tive and  correct  tbemielvea.      They  should  insist  on  being  well  paid. 
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and  ID  dtscbarging  tlieir  duties  they  should  be  determined  to  render 
an  equivalent  and  more,  for  value  received,  bo  that  whatever  con- 
tribotes  to  their  pecuniary  advantage,  may  also  contribute  to  the  moral 
and  intellectual  advantage  of  their  pupils.  Teachers  who  are  not  ca- 
pable of  either  teaching  or  governing  successfully,  and  who  have  little 
or  no  interest  as  to  the  resnlts  of  their  labors  in  the  school-room, 
should  not  be  retained  an  half  hour ;  they  are  bat  little  if  any  better 
than  no  teacher. 

AvERAOU. —  The  average  attendance  in  our  schools  during  the  year, 
except  in  District  Ho.  1,  £is  not  been  so  large  as  heretofore,  owing  in 
part  to  the  scarcity  of  labor,  but  &r  more  to  the  very  serious  evils  of 
irregular  attendance  and  tardiness.  Parents  do  not,  and  children  can- 
not until  too  late,  realize  the  evils  resulting  from  this,  the  greatest 
hindrance  to  the  perfecting  of  schools.  While  many  of  the  parents 
have  shown  their  continued  interest  in  their  schools  by  frequent  visits 
to  the  school-rooms,  otJiers  have  failed  entirely  to  take  any  interest  in 
them  except  to  find  fault  with  the  teacher,  when,  had  they  searched 
for  the  source  of  tJie  evil  complained  of  in  the  teacher,  it  would  have 
been  in  most  instances,  found  at  the  home  of  the  fault-finder.  A 
school  may  be  favored  with  every  other  influence  that  tends  to  elevate 
it  to  the  highest  degree  of  excellence,  yet  if  the  parents  of  the  district 
fiiil  to  discharge  their  duty  in  having  their  children  regular  and  punc- 
tual in  their  attendance  at  school,  they  are  sure  to  strike  a  deadly  blow 
to  its  success. 

TauaTEES. —  Trustees  should  not  engage  a  teacher  who  is  without 
a  certificate  of  approval  from  the  Committee,  and  any  school  ofBcer 
who  pays  any  of  the  public  money  to  a  teacher  who  has  not  a  certifi- 
cate, however  short  the  time  the  teacher  may  have  taught,  violates 
the  law  and  is  liable  to  a  heavy  fine. 

They  are  also  required  and  should  notify  the  Committee  of  the  time 
of  opening  and  closmg  of  school,  and  we  would  call  their  special  at- 
tention to  their  dnties  as  set  forth  in  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Rhode 
Island,  Title  XVIU.  "  0(  Public  Instruction." 

In  conclusion  we  would  beg  leave  to  suggest  to  our  fellow -citizens 
that  tlie  present  is  the  time  to  increase  the  usefulness  and  to  raise  the 
standard  of  our  Public  Schools ;  now  that  the  war  is  over  we  shall  be 
compelled  to  contend  with  those  evils  which  ever  follow  in  its  footsteps, 
and  we  cannot  be  too  vigilant  in  the  discharge  of  our  duties  to  our 
children  and  to  our  conntry,  making  stronger  and  more  dutablo  tho 
bulwarks  of  liberty  and  good  order.

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TOWN  OF  CHARLESTOWN. 

Agreeable  to  tbe  requiremeDts  of  the  law  the  Gonunittee  of  this 
town  wonld  re&pecdullj  submit  the  followiag  School  R^iort : 

We  are  not  disposed  to  find  fiiult  and  arc  sorry  to  acknowledge  that 
nutny  grievous  fenlts  exist  in  regard  to  the  wel&re  of  our  Public 
Schools.  The  want  of  some  plan  for  concentrating  the  efforts  and 
exertions  of  those  who  would  E>e  disposed  to  take  an  acUre  part  in  pro- 
moting the  cause  of  edncation,  has  long  been  felt.  It  was  respectfully 
suggested  by  Hon.  Elisha  R.  Potter  that  this  result  might  be  obtained 
by  establishing  a  Board  of  Education,  to  consist  of  the  principal  State 
officen,  and  other  zealous  friends  of  onr  public  school  system,  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Governor.  Such  a  Board  would  be  capable  of  exert- 
i'lg  "  g'^'t  influence.  If  they  served  withont  compensation,  no  oae 
wonld  desire  tbe  office  except  m>m  motives  for  the  public  good.  It  is 
believed  there  are  many  individuals  who  would  be  glad  to  devote  a 
portion  of  (heir  time  to  the  public  service  in  this  way,  and  with  d« 
other  reward  than  the  consciousness  of  doing  all  in  their  power  to 
promote  a  good  cause. 

The  nnifomity  of  text-books  is  a  subject  that  claims  the  aenoos 
attention  of  all  who  have  a  direct  interest  in  our  schools.  A  scholar 
who  attends  school  without  proper  books  is  a  fractured  wheel  in  the 
machinery  which  wonld  otherwise  bo  perfect.  He  riot  only  receives 
a  smaller  share  of  his  teacher's  time  in, explanation,  but  loses  the  ben- 
e6t  of  other  scholara'  explanation  in  recitations,  and  seriously  eSects 
the  progress  of  thn  whole  school ;  but  we  hope  measures  will  be  taken 
to  remedy  this  ^ult,  as  well  as  to  secnre  the  services  of  iirst-class 
teachers.  We  have  been  very  fortunate  the  past  year  in  obtaining 
good  teachers. 

DisTBiCT  No.  1,  (Oo»#  JtftVi.)  —  The  Summer  Term  was  taught 
by  Miss  Mary  E.  Church,  who  had  taught  two  terms  previous  in  the 
same  District.  Miss  Churcb  is  a  teacher  of  much  experience  and 
excellent  qpalifi  cat  ions,  and  gives  general  satisfaction  wherever  she 
teaches.     The  Winter  Term  was  taught  by  George  H.  Hoxsie. 

District  No.  2,  (^Quonocontat^.')  —  Miss  Anna  B.  Hoxde  tanght 
the  Summer  Term  of  this  school  very  successfully,  and  the  schotars 
made  fine  progress.  The  Winter  Term  was  tanght  by  Mr.  Geo.  A. 
Pendleton,  who  labored  with  mnch  energy,  and  wonld  have  been  very 
succcssfiil  had  ha  not  been  disturbed  by  a  few  very  unruly  boys.  The 
condition  of  the  school  house  reflects  much  credit  upon  the  inhalNtants 
of  this  District,  and  shows  to  the  scholars  that  their  parents  are  dee[dy 
interested  in  the  cause  of  education. 

District  No.  3,  (^Coaktt&wn.') — The  Summer Tenn  was  taught  1^ 
Miss  Susan  H.  Bnrdick.      This  was  Miss  Bnrdick's  first  attempt  at 
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teaching,  and  we  are  happy  to  leam  that  she  gave  excellent  sattsrac- 
tion  and  taught  a  good  school.  Miss  Mary  E.  Whipple  taaght  the 
Winter  Term.  We  think  if  the  Trustees  and  other  inhabitants  of 
thb  District  woold  take  more  interest  in  the  afiairs  of  this  school,  it 
vonld  be  better  for  the  scholars  of  the  District.  We  would  snggest 
the  idea  that  a  rate-bill,  of  reasonable  dimensions,  in  connection  with 
the  public  money  appropnated  to  that  District,  would  be  the  means  of 
securing  them  teachers  of  more  experience. 

District  No.  4,  (^Shumunknue.')  —  Miss  Phebe  A.  Stillman  taught 
the  Summer  and  Winter  Terms  of  this  school.  She  appeared  to 
labor  hard  for  the  benefit  of  the  scholars,  but  was  not  as  successful  as 
she  woald  have  been  had  good  order  been  maintained. 

DiSTBicr  No.  6. — The  Fall  and  Winter.  Terms  were  taught  by- 
Miss  Emily  A.  Wilcox,  a  graduate  of  the  Normal  School.  Miss  Wil- 
cox is  an  excellent  teacher,  and  the  scholars  made  rapid  progress  dur- 
ing both  terms.  Much  credit  is  due  Mr.  Wm.  H.  Perry,  the  Trustee, 
for  his  feithful  labors  in  sustaining  a  good  school  in  this  District. 

DwnucT  No,  6,  (  Wathinfflon,')  —  There  was  no  Summer  School 
tBD^t  in  this  District.  The  Winter  Terra  was  taught  by  Miss  Mary 
A.  Cross,  who  labored  very  faithfolly  and  taught  a  good  school.  Miss 
Cross  experienced  considerable  trouble  from  a  son  of  the  Trustee, 
whom,  we  believe,  was  upheld  in  his  unbecoming  conduct  by  his  father. 

DiffTRiCT  No.  7,  tiWatehauff.y  — The  Summer  Term  of  this  School 
was  taught  by  Miss  Mary  L.  Hoxsie.  The  Winter  Tei-m  was  tsnght 
by  Mr.  Charles  Maine,  who  maintained  excellent  order,  and  taught  a 
good  school,  considering  his  situation.  The  condiUon  of  the  school 
noase  is  miserable.  The  inhabitants  of  the  District  are  divided,  one- 
half  against  the  other,  and  the  school  house  will  soon  be  in  the  same 
condition  nnlc^  repairs  are  made.

From  the  prcccdingtables  we  find  tliat  the  whole  nnmbcr  of  scholan 
re^tered  was  1658,  the  average  number  attending  1038 — about  83- 
100  of  the  nnmber  registered.  The  number  of  months  kept  during 
the  year  8  6-10,  and  the  wholu  cost  $4,778  57,  or  *4  60  per  scholar. 
Compared  with  last  year,  there  has  been  a  decrease  in  the  number 
registered,  the  average  number,  and  the  per  cent,  of  average,  while 
the  cost  per  scholar  has  been  increased.  The  Committee  believe  \he 
decrease  is  owing  to  the  fiict  that  the  children  h»ve  been  more  gene- 
rally emplojed  uan  ever  before,  because  of  the  straightened  rirCTun- 
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Stances  of  their  parents.  In  one  district  at  tlie  commencement  of  a 
term,  the  inana&clories  were  not  rtinning,  but  at  the  expiration  of 
three  weeks  the  wheels  began  to  turn,  and  from  thirtv  to  forty  scholars 
left  the  school-room  for  the  spinning-room,  carding-room,  £c.  In  one 
or  tvru  districts,  dissatiafaction  with  tiie  teachers  may  have  had  an  influ- 
ence, but  without  doubt  the  principal  cause  is  attributable  to  the  com- 
mon corse  of  our  country  for  the  last  four  years,  viz. :  the  Great  Rebel- 
lion. Thank  Grod,  tiiat  in  His  own  way  He  has  brought  us  through 
the  bloody  oideal,  and  that  now  the  cloud  displays  its  "silver  lining," 
and  the  promise  of  a  speedy  peace  seems  to  be  well  grounded. 

Tho  sorrows  of  this  war  should  serve  to  impress  the  fact  upon  every 
American  heart,  that  republican  institutions  can  oidy  be  sustained  by 
an  intelligent  peoole.  Tlian  this,  there  is  no  axiom  of  political  econo- 
my more  self-evident. 

Ignorance  has  been  the  fonntain  from  which  all  the  bitter  experi- 
ences of  this  war  have  been  drawn.  Ignorance  has  been  tho  main- 
spring by  which  the  infernal  traitorous  machine  ycleped  Secession,  has 
been  kept  running  for  the  last  fuur  years.  Ignorance  in  its  blind  fury, 
directed  by  the  foul  (icnds  of  Slavery  and  Ambition,  has  buried  upon 
the  bloody  hillsides,  and  in  the  pestilential  swamps  of  the  South,  thou- 
sands after  thousands  of  our  young  men ;  has  maimed  and  crippled  for 
life  many  thousands  more  j  has  carried  sorrow  and  desolation  into 
almost  every  American  household ;  and  when,  at  last,  the  overwhelm- 
ing ]>ower  of  tho  loyal  people  was  about  to  crush  out  tiio  expiring 
hopes  of  tlie  traitorous  hordes,  it  struck  its  poisonons  fangs  into  the 
very  heart  of  the  nation  ;  and  while  his  generous  nature  was  prompt- 
ing him  to  give  the  most  liberal  tenns  to  our  foes,  Abraham  Lincoln, 
the  people't  President,  fell,  struck  to  death  by  the  last  desperate  blow 
of  Ignorance. 

For  the  safely  and  perpetuity  of  our  nation  and  its  institutions,  it 
becomes  us  all,  as  individuals,  towns,  and  States,  to  do  all  that  can  be 
done  to  increase  the  educational  advantages  of  (he  people.  Let  that 
class  of  men,  who,  for  tear  of  a  few  cents  additional  tax  on  their  pro- 
perty, vote  against  all  propositions  to  increase  the  yearly  appropriations 
for  the  support  of  the  public  schools  in  the  town,  and  who  say  that 
"readin,  ritin  and  ritnietic,"  are  all  tlie  branches  essential  to'a  practi- 
cal education,  be  held  in  merited  contempt;  and  in  the  name  of  the 
last  great  martyr  to  liberty  and  equality,  who  manifested  his  own 
appreciation  of  intellectual  acquirements,  by  his  untiring  and  asaidn- 
oDs  efforts  to  obtain  an  education  despite  all  adverse  influences;  we 
say,  in  his  name  emulate  the  example  of  those  who  give  liberally  for 
the  support  ot  our  public  schools.  Some  schools  during  the  past  year, 
tnuAt  have  been  almost  a  failure,  for  want  of  teachers  enough  to  do 
justice,  for  any  considerable  time,  but  for  the  generous  donations  of 
snch  men. 

We  would  call  the  attention  of  parents  to  the  &ct  that  a  want  of 
r^uUrity  in  the  attendance  of  thrar  children,  is  a  source  of  great 
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annoyance  to  teachers,  and  sabjects  tbe  districts  and  tlie  town  to  a  con- 
siderable pecuniary  loss. 

Scholars  by  being  absent,  lose  the  benefits  of  the  varioas  recitations 
daring  the  day,  and  subject  the  teacher,  npon  thoir  reappearance,  to  a 
hearing  of  the  old  lesson,  thus  taking*  the  time  of  the  whole  school^ 
and  at  the  close  of  the  term,  the  register  shows  a  loss  of  average, 
which  subjects  both  district  and  town  to  n  loss  of  public  money. 

Parents,  who  permit  their  children  to  absent  themselves  from  school, 
for  the  most  light  and  frivolous  reasons,  would  do  well  to  remember 
that  for  every  ndditinnal  scholar  averaged,  the  district  will  draw  from 
one  and  s  half  to  two  dollars  of  public  money. 

The  Committee  would  suggest  to  the  trustefca  of  the  several  districts 
that  they  use  all,  or  as  nearly  all  as  convenient,  of  the  money  appor- 
tioned to  them,  as  it  is  intended,  that  scholars  attending  school  dnring 
the  year  shall  have  all  the  benefits  of  the  appropriations  for  the  year. 
At  the  regular  mcetHig  of  the  Committee,  October  10th,  1864,  it  was 
voted:  "  that  the  teacliL-rs  of  the  several  districts  of  the  town  shall  be 
permitted  to  visit  other  schools,  two  half  days  during  each  term, 
without  loss  of  time." 

It  is  hoped  that  all  teachers  will  avail  themselves  of  tliis  opportonity, 
as  teachers  and  scholars  oflen  reap  great  advantages  from  such  visita- 
tions. Probably  no  professional  body  can  make  associations  for  intet^ 
change  of  opinions  and  ideas  of  more  profit,  than  teachers ;  and  w-e 
should  be  glad  to  see  tho  revival  of  thi>  teachers'  town  meetings  for 
discussion  and  class  exercises,  and  we  would  suggest  such  a  revival, 
and  also  that  teachers  attend  meetings  of  the  Rhode  Island  Institute 
of  Instruction  as  ot^en  as  convenient. 

This,  with  the  accompanying  reiKirt'of  the  Su)>eriutendent,  is  re- 
spectfully submitted.

REPOHT  OP  THE  SUPERINTENDENT,  1866. 

Gemtlumen: — It  is  a  matter  of  congratulation,  that,  notwithstand- 
ing the  continuation  of  our  national  trials,  our  schools  have  been  con- 
ducted with  unabated  interest  during  the  year.  Tbe  state  and  the 
town  appropriations  have  been  liberal  as  heretofore.  The  trustees  of 
the  several  districts  have,  in  general,  been  successful  in  obtaining 
competent  and  faithful  teachers,  and  parents  and  friends  Lave  mani- 
fested a  becoming  interest  in  the  cause  of  education. 

We  cannot  say  |hat  our  schools  enjoy  the  exalted  position  we  would 
have  them  take  among  the  common  schools  of  New  England,  yet  we 
believe,  a  fair  comparison  would  reveal  the  gratifying  fact  that  they 
do  not  stand  below  (he  avcinge.  Perfection  in  any  art  is  of  difBcuU 
attainment.  That  of  school  management  is  not  an  exception.  The 
artisan  in  order  to  materialize  his  perfect  ideal,  most  not  only  be  a 
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proficient  in  his  art,  but  he  mast  possess  suitable  implements  to  work 
with,  and  proper  material  upon  whicli  to  exert  lils  powers.  And  a 
school  to  approximate  an  attainable  perfection  is  the  joint  product  of 
a  competent  and  faitliful  teacher,  obodient  and  diligent  pupils,  judicious 
parents,  and  a  moral  and  intelligent  community,  In  proportion  as 
these  conditions  are  met,  will  the  schools  in  any  community  rise  in  the 
Bcalc  of  moral  and  intellectual  excellence.  We  trust  there  is  a  grad- 
ual advancement  in  this  direction.  Teachers  are  becoming  better 
?[nalified  for  their  positions,  text-books  are  improving,  money  is  more 
reely  expended  for  school  purposes,  and  education,  the  hand-maid  of 
religion,  is  more  freely  acknowledged  as  one  of  the  principal  bulwarks 
of  individual  and  national  prosperity  and  liappiness. 

Compare  our  schools  with  those  of  wliich  Shenstone  wrote  ; 

In  everj-Tilll^  mstkcd  with  little  ■pire, 

Embalmed  with  trees  and  hnrdlf  linoirti  to  fsiae. 

There  dwells  in  lonely  thod  and  mesn  attire 
A  matron  old  whom  we  aohool  inlstrcM  name, 

Who  bouts  unrul)'  brftts.  with  birch  to  tame. 

For  not  a  wind  might  curl  ths  lips  that  blew 
But  thtir  limba  ahuddered  and  their  puIaebMt  l«w ; 

And  as  they  looked  the;  foand  their  homiT  grew. 
And  shaped  it  into  roda  and  tingled  at  the  new. 

A  fevorablo  change  is  evident.  The  "  matrons  old  "  have  long 
been  superseded  by  maidens  young,  amiable,  and  accomplished,  whose 
quiet  discipline  is  not  less  eftbctive  because  attained  with  less  of  the 
*' birch"  persuasion.  The  "lonely  shed"  is  gradually — too  grad- 
ually, we  admit — giving  way  to  the  spacious,  convenient  and  attractive 
school-house.  The  improvement  in  these  respects  is  equaled  by  that, 
in  many  others  of  equal  importance. 

There  have  been  twenty  schools,  and  thirty-two  different  teachers 
employed  the  past  year. 

District  No.  1,  (Pawtuxet.') — John  P.  Gregory,  teacher. 

The  school  suffered  from  having  no  summer  term,  but  soon  revived 
under  the  energetic  management  of  Mr.  Gregory.  Firm,  yet  kind, 
in  his  discipline,  he  successfully  guided  tho  school  to  its  termination. 
The  recitations  were  prompt,  and  the  general  deportment  and  improve- 
ment good.  - 

DwTRicr  No.  2,  (^Spring  Green.') — Miss  Alma  Rhodes,  teacher. 

This  is  a  quiet  little  school,  lacking  perhaps  in  enthusiasm,  but  pur- 
suing its  way  through  the  year  with  a  moderate,  but  steady  improve- 
ment. Both  parents  and  pupils  are  happily  united  in  their  respect 
and  love  for  tho  teacher.  The  district  has  sustained  a  severe  loss  in 
the  death  of  Ex-Governor  Francis,  whose  fetherly  interest  and  gen- 
erosity toward  the  school  was  evinced  formany  years. 
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DiffTRiCT  No.  S,  (Plcniu.) — -MissM-Bamford,  Lucius  E.  Elliott, 
tvachers. 

The  summer  term  taughtby  Miss  Bamfbrd  gave,  so  far  as  wecouid 
learn,  very  good  satisfaction.  We  were  not  in'formed  of  the  time  of 
closing  and  hence  lust  the  pleasure  of  noting  the  degree  of  improve- 
ment made  during  the  term. 

The  winter  term  we  think  was  a  profitable  one  to  tlie  school.  Mr. 
Elliott  was  industrious  and  devoted  to  his  work. 

District  No.  4,  (OW  TTartciV*,)— Miss  Harriette  N.  Wilcox, 
George  E.  Church,  teachers. 

Mr.  Matteson,  wlio  for  several  years  had  charge  of  this  school, left 
at  the  close  of  the  previous  year,  to  enga^  in  a  more  lucrative  em- 
ployment. But  good  fortune  smiled  upon  the  little  ffock  and  sent 
them  a  leader  in  the  person  of  Miss  Wilcox,  a  lady  worthy  of  their 
confidence  and  esteem.  A  warm,  genial  influence  pervaded  the 
Bchool-roora.  Discipline  was  excfllent,  without  any  apparent  restraint. 
With  a  good  Normal  education  and  a  love  for  her  work,  the  teacher 
entered  upon  her  duties  with  a  devotion  that  was  crowned  with  sue-  . 
cess.  A  grammar  school  in  another  district  was  offered  her  at  the 
close  of  the  term,  but  she  chose  to  resume  her  studies  preparatory  to 
increased  usefulness. 

The  trustees  were  again  successfiil  in  securing,  for  the  winter  term, 
a  teacher  of  good  abilities  and  marked  faithfulness.  Mr.  Church  evi- 
dently aimed  not  so  much  to  crowd  the  minds  of  liis  pupils  with  a 
mass  of  crnde,  undigested  knowledge,  as  to  develop  the  powers  of  the 
mind  and  prepare  it  for  accurate  thought  and  patient  inveiitigalion. 
The  district  has  revealed  its  appreciation  of  his  services  in  engaging 
him  for  the  ensuing  year.  "  The  School-house  Spray,"  a  little  paper 
containing  original  compositions  by  tha  pupils,  and  read  statedly  before 
the  school,  was  continued  through  the  year  and  deserves  special  com- 
mendation. 

District  Ko.  6,  (^Apjxmauff.') — Henry  A.  Wood,  Frederick 
Thayer,  teachers. 

The  general  deportment  of  this  school  corresponds  with  the  pub- 
lished reports  of  previous  years.  It  is  a  bright,  active  school,  with  a 
tinge  of  the  roguish  clement  that  requires  attention.  Mr.  Wood  tai^lit 
the  summer  term',  and  succeeded  well.  His  discipline  was  gentle,  but 
firm,  and  as  a  natural  consequence,  good  order  and  fair  improvement 
was  manifest. 

The  winter  term  was  not  as  successful  and  closed  abruptly  at  the 
conclusion  of  the  tenth  week.  Mr.  Thayerin  a  literary  pointof  view 
was  well  qualified  for  his  position  and  in  a  school  less  difficult  of  man- 
agement would  doubtless  have  succeeded.  It  was  his  first  effort  at 
teaching,  and  the  obstacles  ho  met  with  discouraged  him.  A  httle 
more  of  home  influence  of  the  right  kind,  in  the  district,  perhaps  would 
have  turned  the  scale  in  his  favor. 
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DiaxRicT  No.  6,  (JTaficA.)— Georgs  W.  Spalding,  Mrs.  S.  M. 
Spalding,  Miss  S.  R.  Grant,  teachers. 

"  The  troubles  with  which  this  district  was  disturbed  for  years  have 
meaturably  abated."  Mr.  Spalding  closed  liia  labors  at  the  end  of  the 
school  j-ear. 

Mrs.  Spalding  taught  the  primary  department  the  first  part  of  the 
year.  Kind  and  unassaming  in  her  manners,  she  sought  the  improve- 
ment of  her  littl?  flock,  nntil  fiiiling  health  admonished  her  to  relin- 
quish it.  She  was  succeeded  by  Miss  Grant,  a  prompt  and  judicious 
teacher,  under  whose  guidance  the  school  made  rapid  progress. 

District  No.  7,  (PAmix.') — John  R.  Kent,  Misses  Augusta  Gil- 
bert, Emlie  Gushing,  Emma  E.  Willard,  Maria  Pratt,  teachers. 

The  unusual  number  of  teachers  connected  with  this  school,  tho 
past  year,  indicates  a  somewhat  unsettled  condition  in  its  affairs.  Mr. 
Kent,  who  had  earned  the  reputation  of  being  a  successful  teacher  by 
about  nine  consecutive  years  of  service  in  the  grammar  department  of 
this  school,  retired  at  the  close  of  the  summer  term.  His  recitations 
were  enlivened  bv  a  flow  of  spontaneous,  yet  dignified  humor,  pecu- 
liar to  himself,  which  was  made  to  repress  vanity,  sharpen  dullness, 
encourage  diligence  and  stimulate  to  effort.  We  were  sorry  that  tho 
school  shnuld  lose  his  valuable  services. 

Hiss  Gilbert,  of  the  Primary,  continued  through  the  year,  and  then 
closed  her  term  of  service.  Her  school,  especially  the  summer  term, 
■was  large,  yet  orderly  and  well  conducted  generally.  Her  efforts  were 
untiring  for  t!ic  improvement  of  her  pupils,  and  met  with  decided 
success. 

Miss  Gushing  took  charge  of  the  Grammar  Department  for  the  Win- 
ter Term.  An  Intermediate  School  was  formed  from  portions  of  the 
Grammar  and  the  Primary  Schools,  with  Miss.  Willard  for  teacher, 
who  was  compelled  to  resign  at  the  close  of  the  first  week  on  account 
of  illness.  She  was  followed  by  Miss  Pratt,  who,  for  several  years,  had 
taught  sHCcessfnlly  a  private  school  in  the  village.  Some  msubordi- 
nation  was  manifested  at  first  in  both  schools,  but  the  difficulty  was 
overcome,  and  they  enjoyed  a  moderate  degree  of  prosperity  until  the 
prevalence  of  Scarlet  Fever  made  it  necessary  to  suspend  the  school 
several  weeks  sooner  than  usual. 

D18TRICT  No.  8,  (  Centreville.')  —  Cliarles  P.  Berry,  Miss  Mary  C. 
Shaw,  Mrs.  A.  M.  Lapham,  teachers. 

A  good  school,  well  taught  and  well  governed.  The  classes  appear- 
ed well  generally.  We  noticed  numbers  of  a  little  paper  called  "  The 
Star"  containing  original  compositions  similar  to  that  in  District  No.  4. 

The  Primary,  conducted  with  good  success  by  Miss  Shaw,  waa 
interrupted  several  times  by  the  illness  of  the  teacher,  which  would 
have  been  injurious  to  the  school,  but  for  the  acceptable  services  of 
Mrs.  Lapham,  a  former  teacher. 
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We  learn  that  one  of  the  trustees,  who  is  also  chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee, generously  contributed  sixty-five  dollars  towards  meeting  the 
expenses  of  this  school  ,the  past  year. 

District  No.  9,  (iSbiuWu.) — Miss  A.  K.  Burlingame,  Miss  Emi]y 
A.  Sharpe,  teachers. 

Want  of  repairs  in  the  school-room  interfered  with  the  prosperity 
of  this  school  the  past  year.  The  seats  and  desks  are  admirably 
arranged  for  deforming  the  bodies  of  tlie  pupils.  There  was  too  muca 
ventilation  for  a  winter  school,  and  too  little  fuel  supplied  to  keep  the 
room  at  a  reasonable  temperature.  The  house  was  consequently  cheer- 
le.ss  and  uncomfortable,  and  must  have  exerted  a  depressing  inilaence 
upon  both  teachers  and  ])upiis.  We  commend  the  teachers  for  their 
patience  and  )>ersevenincc  in  their  endeavors  to  promote  the  welfare 
of  the  school  under  such  circumstances. 

DiBTSicT  No.  10,  (^Cotcetet.') — Miss  Abby  E.  Remington,  teacher. 

A  quiet,  pretty  school,  taught  by  a  well-informed  and  experienced 
teacher.  Order  and  decorum  perfect.  The  recitations  were  prompt 
and  thorough,  revealing  both  the  fidelity  of  the  teacher  and  the  induft- 
try  of  the  pupils.  A  class  in  geography  attracted  particular  attention. 
The  school  closed  sooner  than  usual  on  account  of  Miss  Remington's 
illness. 

Di9THicT  No.  11,  (Potoifomw*.)  —  Miss  L.  A.  Bowen,  teacher. 

Here  we  have  a  little  flock  in  the  wilderness.  We  wondered  where 
the  children  came  from,  and  though  we  have  not  j-et  fully  solved  the 
problem,  we  are  assured,  from  their  general  appearance  in  the  school- 
room, that  they  have  good  homes  somewhere.  They  steadily  advanc- 
ed in  the  right  line  during  the  year. 

District  No.  12,  (Cnjm/>(OTi.)  —  DwightR.  Adams,  Miss  Mary  E. 
Adams,  teachers. 

The  freriuent  change  of  teachers  for  several  years  past,  with  other 
causes,  had  aflected  unfavorably  the  habits  of  study  and  self-discipline 
and  lowered  the  general  standing  of  this  school.  But  a  change  is  now 
very  apparent.  Mr.  Adams  soon  brought  order  out  of  chaos  in  the 
Grammar  Department,  and  it  now  stands  in  the  front  rank  of  the  town 
schools.  It  seemed  "dress parade"  whenever  we  called.  The  im- 
provement for  the  year  exceeds  that  of  any  other  school  in  town. 

The  Primary,  taught  by  Miss  Adams,  was  too  large  to  be  profitable 
tu  the  scholars,  or  pleasant  to  the  teacher.  A  hundred  and  Sfty  eyes, 
bright  and  roguish,  were  sometimes  more  than  a  match  for  the  single 
pair  set  over  them.  Miss  Adams  gave,  we  believe,  very  good  salis- 
iaction. 

Mr.  James  Saunders  and  Mr.  Slater,  contributed  each  a  snm  of 
money  toward  meeting  the  expense  of  the  school  the  past  year. 
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DtBTBiCT  Nd.  13,  (Pontiac.)— Miss  Sarah  J.  Spencer,  teacher. 

The  school  was  not  so  large  as  that  of  the  previous  year,  but  what 
it  tacked  in  numbers,  it  made  up  in  other  ways.  The  order  was  good, 
recitations  prompt,  and  the  general  character  of  the  school  satisfactory. 
Miss  Spencer  is  weli-known  in  several  districts  of  the  town  as  an  earn- 
est competent  teacher. 

District  No.  14,  (^Riper  Point.") — Harvey  Spencer,  Misses  Susan 
B.  Wescott,  Mary  E.  Searle,  Ednah  F.  Bean,  teachers. 

The  Grammar  Department,  taught  by  Mr.  Spencer,  was  well-con- 
dacted,  and  made  commendable  progress.  It  is  a  bright,  intelligent, 
school ;  and  needs  only  patient  industry  to  arrive  at  distinction. 

Miss  Wescott,  who  for  several  years  has  conducted  the  Primary, 
was  assisted  the  first  part  of  the  year  by  Miss  Searle.  The  school 
prospered  under  their  joint  snperviaon.  But  Miss  S.  accepted  a  more 
congenial  position,  and  gave  way  to  Miss  Bean,  a  worthy  successor, 
for  the  remainder  of  the  year. 

How  so  many  bright  eyes  can  be  kept  bright  in  so  contracted  a 
room, — how  so  many  little  bodies  were  made  to  preserve  respectable 
order,  and  so  many  little  minds,  can  properly  expand  under  so  unfa- 
vorable circumstances,  are  questions  respectfully  referred  to  the  friends 
of  this  school.  Tiie  teachers  deserve  all  praise  for  the  kind  and 
efficient  manner  in  which  they  have  labored  during  the  past  year. 
Better  accommodations  are  very  much  needed  for  these  schools ;  and 
the  wishful  eyes  of  teachers,  pupils  and  others,  are  turned  to  the  Green 
Manufacturing  Company,  who  generously  contributed  all  tlie  fuol  th^ 
past  year,  with  $150  in  money. 

DiSTRici  No.  15,  (^Central.^  —  Miss  Carrie  E.  Work,  Miss  Abba 
■  D.  Hawkes,  teachers. 

The  school  has  been  blest  with  good  teachers  for  severe]  years  past, 
and  never  perhaps  more  so  than  during  the  past  year.  Both  came 
from  the  best  schools  of  Providence,  the  latter  being  a  graduate  of  the 
High  School.  Miss  Work  left  before  the  summer  term  ended,  to 
accept  an  appointment  in  one  of  the  city  Public  Schools.  The  method 
of  discipline  and  of  instruction  continued  so  nearly  the  same,  however, 
that  no  interruption  was  occasioned  by  the  change.  The  closing  exam- 
ination  revealed  thoroughness  of  instruction  on  the  part  of  the  teacher, 
and  studious  application  on  the  part  of  the  pupils.  We  suggest  that 
such  a  school  deserves  a  much  better  school  house. 

The  following  remarks  od  the  different  studies  pursued  the  past 
year,  with  the  comparative  success  in  each,  in  the  different  schools,  are 
sobmittcd  thn>Qgh  the  Committee  to  teachers  and  friends  in  the  several 
districts. 

The  Bible. — Portions  of  the  sacred  Scriptures  have  been  read, 
generally,  in  the  schools,  as  the  opening  exercise ;  and  the  Lord's 
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Prayer,  in  wreral,  repeited  in  Qnison  by  tlie  teacher,  and  scholan. 
While  the  Bible  is  recommended  by  the  Committee,  in  its  list  of  boc^ 
for  nse  in  the  schools,  all  sectional  prejudice  should  be  set  aside,  snd 
its  divine  precepts  and  examples  set  before  the  pupils,  as  worthy  of 
their  rec^tion  and  imitation,  and  a  just  reverence  inspired  for  the 
sacred  volume.    • 

Rbadiko. —  Fair  attention  has  been  given  to  reading  in  most  of  the 
schools  during  the  ^-ear.  In  some,  hoirever,^he  case  has  been  differ^ 
euL  A  careless,  slovenly  method  is  indulged  in  by  the  teacher,  and 
in  such  cases,  there  is  poor  prospect  for  the  pupils.  A  clear  ennnda- 
tion,  accurate  pronniiciation,  correct  inflection  and  general  ease  in 
expressing  the  ideas  of  an  author,  are  acquired  by  feiv,  even  with  the 
aid  of  the  best  instnicton.  Districts  Nos.  1,  4,  7,  8, 12  and  14  we 
think  may  claim  the  best  readers. 

Spet.lino. — Several  methods  have  been  employed.  In  some  schools 
the  pupils  are  required  to  write  the  words  upon  the  t^late.  In  others 
the  oral  method  is  used.  A  mingling  of  the  two  has  sometimes  sno 
ceeded.  In  District  No.  8  the  advanced  class  seemed  more  than 
commonly  interested  in  the  e.\ercise.  In  No.  15  the  smaller  classes 
ha*"e  been  required  to  print  their  words  upon  the  slate  before  reciting. 
This  has  employed  their  time,  and  served  to  impress  upon  their  minds 
the  general  form  of  the  word.  The  Primary  schools  have  been  laying 
a  good  foundation  in  this  study. 

,  Writtkg. — The  principal  errornoticed,  was  the  inclination  to  write 
too  much  in  a  given  time,  as  thongh  the  quantity  would  atone  for  the 
qnalitv.  District  No.  8  leads  off  with  the  best  penman,  followed  by 
Nos.  4,  12, 14  and  7. 

GEoasAFHY. —  This  stndy  has  not  been  so  generally  parsued  the 
past  year  as  itt  importance  demands.  Very  good  classes,  though,  in 
some  schools,  small  ones,  are  juund  in  all  the  districu.  In  Nos.  2, 
10,  6,  9, 17,  3  and  13,  where  the  study  is  pursued  by  pupils  ranging 
from  eleven  to  foorteen  years  of  age,  we  ubscrved  very  good  classes. 

Mathematics,  —  The  more  adi-anced  pupils  in  Arithmetic  were 
found  in  the  following  districts :  Nos.  4,  14,  8,  12,  15  and  5.  In 
Algebra:  Nus.  12,  8,  and  15. 

(JrBAHMAR, —  There  is  a  strong  prejudice  in  the  minds  of  many 
pupils  against  this  study,  which  teachers  find  it  difficult  to  overcome. 
We  think  a.  majority  of  every  Grammar  school  should  pursue  it,  and 
ifeverv  scholar  could  be  induced  to,  it  would  be  w oil.  In  the  un- 
graded schools,  of  course,  a  much  Fmaller  proportion  will  be  found 
engaged  in  it.  As  the  study  is  now  regarded,  the  "King's  English" 
is  destined  to  suffer  harm  by  the  tongues  of  the  rising  generation.  In 
composition,  No.  4  outstrips  its  competitors,  of  whom  there  are  but 
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few,  aa  tliose  of  Nos.  8,  6, 15,  and  perhaps  one  or  two  others.     No.  1 
attempted  it,  but  only  partially  sccceedea. 

HiSTORT. — The  only  advanced  classes  were  fonnd  in  districts  Nos. 
14, 12  and  8.  In  several  others,  the  smaller  editions  were  studied 
■with  encouraging  results. 

SiNQiNQ. — We  regard  it  as  a  desirable  qualification  in  a  teacher,  to 
be  able  to  lead  the  school  in  "  service  of  song."  Martin  Luther  said 
no  other  should  be  employed.  It  breaks  up  the  monotony  of  school 
hoars  and  exercises  a  sootliing  and  elevating  influence  upon  the  pupils. 
All  the  Primary  teachers  were  singers,  and  «ome  of  them  superior 
one».  It  always  gave  ub  pleaaure  to  listen  to  the  sweet  voices 
of  those  little  ones  led  by  their  respective  teachers.  Districts  12, 15, 
8,  2  and  11  were  particularly  noticed  for  excellence.  In  No.  8  we 
noticed  a  melodeon  during  the  winter  term. 

Visitors, — ^^Tiie  registers  do  not  reveal  that*number  of  visits  from 
trustees  and  parents  which  we  would  be  glad  to  notice.  Chapter  65,  §2, 
ot  School  Laws,  makes  it  the  duty  of  trustees  to  "  visit  the' schools  at 
least  twice  during  each  term;"  but  in  several  districts  not  a  single 
one  has  been  made.  Should  parents  call  upon  the  schools  more  fn- 
qoently,  they  would  not  only  enconrage  their  children  in  their  studies, 
but  would  appreciate  better  the  peculiar  trials  of  the  teachers,  and  be 
better  qualified  to  coiiperate  with  them  in  advancing  the  interests  of 
the  schools. 

ScHOoii-HoD9£8. —  The  subject  of  school  architecture,  now  receiv- 
ing generous  attention  in  many  of  the  thriving  towns  of  New  Eng- 
land, is  commended  to  the  attention  of  the  Committee  and  our  fellow- 
townsmen  generally.  There  is  special  reason  to  call  the  attention  of 
several  districts  to  this  subject  where  the  buildings  used  for  school 

Eurposes,  decaying  relics  of  antiquity,  reflect  unfavorably  upon  the  in- 
abitants.  Bnt  few,  if  any  of  the  prosperous  and  intelligent  residents 
of  these  districts,  would  allow  such  buildings  to  stand  upon  their 
premises,  contiguous  to  their  own  neat  and  comfortable  dwellings,  and 
they  are  permitted  to  stand  where  they  do,  only  because  parents  and 
friends  do  not  see  their  deformity. 

We  hope  several  of  them  will  bo  soon  removed  and  others  erected 
in  pleasant  positions,  which  in  size,  convenience  and  general  attract- 
iveness, will  reveal  t)ie  taste,  intelligence  and  generosity  of  the  com- 
munities.    Who  will  be  the  first  to  move  in  this  matter  ? 

In  conclusion,  it  is  a  pleasure  to  state  that  during  the  year,  while 
our  country  was  engaged  in  maintaining  the  principles  of  a  free  gov- 
ernment, at  the  expense  of  blood  and  treasure,  while  a  formidable 
rebellion,  now  apparently  near  its  termination,  was  seeking  to  subvert 
the  liberties  of  the  land,  and  the  people  in  many  parts  of  the  north 
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were  divided  in  sentiment  apon  the  great  qaertions  at  issae.  the  scfaool 
officers  of  the  town  have  been  uniformly  loyal  and  patriotic.  No 
member  of  the  Committee,  trustee  or  teacher,  so  iar  as  we  know,  has 
been  otherwise.  And  the  national  songs  and  mottoes  and  badges  of 
the  pnpils  have  indicated  th:it  the  same  sentiment  has  gcBerally  pre- 
vailed with  them.  So  may  it  coutinae.  Let  the  youth  of  our  land 
be  educated  to  a  jnst  sense  of  their  obligatioos  to  God,  and  to  man, 
and  the  principles  of  good  government  will  be  established  on  a  perma- 
nent basis,  virtue  and  religion  will  be  respected  and  guarded,  and  we 
shall  dwell  together  In  peace  and  safety  and  happiness. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  saboiitted.

Xieaving  a  balance  in  the  treasury  of  $227  16  for  mauitalning  Saro- 
mer  Schools  in  the  coQOlry  Districts. 

Whole  number  of  schoiara  registered  was  S55.  The  average  daily 
attendance  was  231.  The  amount  of  money  appropriated  gives  to 
each  scholar  r^stered  $3  89,  and  to  each  scholar  according  to  aver- 
age  daily  attendance,  $5  72. 

One  of  the  first  acts  of  the  Committee  after  organi:dng,  was  to  (ill 
the  vacancy  occasioned  by  the  absen<^from  the  town,  in  utc  coantry's 
service,  of  Wm.  E.  Peck,  Esq.,  by  the  appointment  of  Rev.  J.  T. 
Edwards. 

Meednga  of  the  Committee  have  been  held  according  to  the  require- 
ments of  the  law,  and  at  such  other  times  as  was  necessary. 

The  Rules  and  Regulations  for  governing  the  schools  adopted  by 
the  Committee  in  1867,  have  been  altered  and  amended  in  the  follow- 
ing particulars :  A  uniform  time  for  opening  the  Winter  Term  was 
fixed,  on  the  third  Monday  in  November,  the  term  to  continue  four 
months. 

The  Summer  Schools  to  open  on  the  first:  Monday  in  June,  and  to 
continue  until  the  balance  of  the  year's  appropriation  is  expended. 

District  No.  1  being  permitted  to  prolong  their  Winter  School  into 
the  spring,  until  the  whole  of  their  money  was  expended.  It  was 
also  voted  that  the  time  for  examining  teachers  for  the  Winter  Schools, 
be  the  first  week  in  November,  and  that  they  present  themselves  to 
the  Clerk  of  the  <>ommittee. 

The  following  list  .of  books*  was  adopted  for  use  in  tbo  Public 
Schools: 
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Sanders'  Speller ;  Sai^nt's  Readers,  2d  series ;  Haskina'  Selec- 
tions from  the  Bible ;  Greenleat's  Arithmetic  ;  Comeirs  Get^raphj; 
Greone's  Gnunmar ;   Webster's  Academic  Dictionary. 

Arrangements  were  made  with  publishers,  where  new  books  were 
introdaced,  to  get  them  at  tlie  lowest  rates,  and  with  the  new  Readers 
to  exchange  the  old  for  the  new,  at  a  small  advance. 

The  purchase  of  books  is  the  onlv  expense  to  which  the  parent  or 
guardian  is  subjected  in  educating  his  chddrcn  in  the  Public  Scho<ds, 
and  it  has  been  urgently  requested  by  the  Committee  that  the  books 
recommended  should  be  used,  that  they  may  be  uniform  in  all  the 
Districts.  This  request  has  not  been  so  graciously  received  in  some 
of  the  Districts  as  was  desirable.  It  seems  very  unreasonable  that 
this  trifling  demand  should  be  so  persistently  opposed — by  some  who 
are  well  able  to  meet  it  —  and  it  is  hoped  that  in  the  future  the  roles 
in  this  respect  may  be  more  promptly  followed. 

In  District  No.  1,  the  schools  in  all  the  departments  have  been  as 
satisfactory  as  usual.  Some  outside  complaint  of  severe  discipline  and 
unusual  punishment  in  the  Grammar  Department,  was  manifested  on 
one  occasion,  but  nothing  was  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Committee 
officially,  and  no  interruption  in  the  school.  '  The  length  of  the  term 
was  six  months. 

In  No.  2,  the  school  was  not  a  success,  and  this  might  have  beea 
said  of  this  District  for  many  years  past.  An  unfortunate  neighbor- 
hood dissentton — that  proliKc  source  of  evil  everywhere  in  the  Public 
School  —  has  been  especially  manifested  here.  A  teacher  who  is 
acceptable  to  one  party  is  sure  to  be  disliked  by  the  other.  No  man 
of  ordinary  ability,  though  warned  of  his  danger,' can  avoid  it.  The 
benefit  of  a  good  public  school,  which  the  children  of  this  District 
should  enjoy  for  eight  mouths  i^the  year,  has  been  almost  entirely 
lost  to  them  for  many  years  past,  from  this  cause  alone,  and  the  efifect 
of  this  unfortunate  condition  of  affiiirs  is  plainly  perceptible  in  the  char- 
acter  of  the  scholars.  The  remedy  lies  with  the  people  entirely,  and 
it  is  hoped  that  their  interests  may  lead  theta  to  apply  it. 

In  District  No.  3,  the  character  and  number  of  scholars  give  it  a 
claim  to  be  called  tho  best  school  in  the  town.  One  thing  only  is 
necessary  tu  be  done  here,  and  that  is  to  provide  a  new  school  house. 
The  building  is  old,  small,  badly  situated,  and  ill-adapted  in  every 
way.  It  is  impossible  that  the  teacher  or  scholar  can  do  justice  to 
himself  in  such  an  atmos](here  as  is  soon  produced  in  this  crowded 
and  badly  ventilated  room. 

The  subject  has  been  mentioned  in  these  reports  fi-om  time  to  time, 
without  any  effect.  We  hope  that  this  last  appeal  may  be  to  some 
purpose." 

In  District  No.  4,  the  school  was  interrupted  early  in  the  term,  by 
the  burning  of  the  school  house.  A  room  in  a  dwelling  house  was 
hired,  and  the  term  kept  ont  with  fair  success  and  very  ^>od  average 
attendance.      This  temporary  loss  will  probably  prove  to  be  a  great

Kin.  A  new  school  liouse  of  improved  plan  and  on  a  moch  better 
»tion,  has  heen  built,  and  is  now  about  readv  for  use,  and  thus  &r 
there  Jias  been  no  great  trouble  attending  all  tno  necessary  prooeed- 
ings. 

In  District  No.  5,  like  District  No.  4,  had  a  female  teacher,  and  the 
school  was  satisractory  to  nil  parties.  The  school  hou^  and  surround- 
ings are  in  very  good  condition. 

It  wlil  be  seea  DT  the  above  Report  that  the  inhabitants  of  this  town 
are  generally  provided  with  the  means  of  giving  their  children  a  good 
preliminary  education  at  the  public  expense.  It  remains  for  them  to 
appreciate  this  responsibility,  and  to  improve  tlie  advantages  afforded 
til  em.

To  the  InhahUantt  of  the  Town  of  We»t  Greenteick : 

By  the  laws  of  our  State,  it  is  made  the  duty  of  the  School  Com- 
naittee  to  present  to  the  town  an  annual  report  of  the  condition  of  the 
schools  in  said  town:  In  performing  this  duty,  your  Committee  are 
conscious  that  bithtulness  and  caution  should  be  wisely  blended.  They 
would,  by  no  means,  be  indifferent  to  the  best  interests  of  our  schools, 
nor  re|;ardlcss  of  the  feelings  and  reputation  of  teachers ;  and  it  is 
thought  that  all  strictures  upon  their  failings  should  be  abided  when 
it  can  be  done  without  detriment  to  the  cause  of  education.  But  there 
arc  cases  where  silence  might  be  regarded  as  approval,  and  tlina  result 
in  a  repetition  of  the  evil, 

AaBESTEEieH. — The  greatest  evil  with  which  we  have  to  contend 
in  our  schools  is  absenteeism.  We  cannot  forbear  of  speaking  of  some 
of  the  evils  which  grow  out  of  it,  and  the  disadvantages  which  our 
scholars,  teachers  and  parents  have  to  endure  on  account  of  our  chil- 
dren being  absent  from  school.  Parents  should  realize,  that  while 
they  allow  their  children  to  stay  from  school  for  trivial  causes,  they 
are  losing  that  which  can  never  be  regained, — a  loss  not  only  to  them- 
selves but  to  the  community  at  large.  Is  there  not  a  cause  for  all 
this  ?  as  the  maxim,  *'  a  cnrse  causeless  dotli  not  come,"  is  true.  We 
will  speak  of  some  of  the  causes.  Imprimis,  people  who  know  the 
least  of  our  schools,  and  are  most  ignorant  as  to  their  management,  are 
those  who  always  find  the  most  fault.    If  they  wonld  occouoiuJIy 
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visit  their  respective  sclioob,  sod  know  for  tberoselves  how  thetr  diil- 
dren  ore  treated  there,  thej  woald  spe  at  once  their  mistake,  and  use 
all  the  influence  they  possess  in  sustaining  the  school  instead  of  tear- 
ing it  down,  and  thus  make  the  teacher's  efforts  far  more  pleasant  and 
Boccessful.  When  parents  and  guardians  are  faithful  to  their  duty,  in 
relation  to  their  schools,  there  will  be  very  little  difficult  in  this 
direction.  Wmle  it  is  of  such  vital  importauce  that  we  edncate  oar 
children,  can  we,  as  parents,  willingly  forbear  making  some  edbrts 
which  will  serve  to  promote  an  interest  in  our  schools?  We  shontd 
feel  that  every' dollar  the  good  people  of  Rhode  Island  appropriate  for 
the  support  of  pubhc  schools  is  of  ^-alne,  and  we  should  endeavor  to 
derive  from  it  not  only  its  nominal  value,  but  the  greatest  possible 
amount  of  premium. 

It  was  wiselv  and  truthfully  said  by  Bacon,  tliat  "Knowledge  is 
power."  Could  we  become  stimulated  into  the  belief  that  snch  is  the 
case,  we  shonld  at  once  take  new  courage,  and  always  be  fonnd  at 
onr  post.  Education  honors  and  exalts  us  among  men,  and  is  a  jhto- 
motion  to  all  onr  worldly  Interests.  It  not  only  enhances  the  value 
of  our  real  estate,  but  increases  our  religious  influence  and  thoroughly 
prepares  us  to  fill  the  station  designed  by  our  Creator.

BRIEF  REPORTS  OF  THE  SEVERAL  DISTRICTS. 

The  committee  would  state,  by  way  of  apology,  that  at  their 
organization,  they  agreed,  in  visiting  the  schools,  to  divide  the  town 
into  three  parts,  each  member  having  the  charge  of  four  districts. 
Mr.  Bates  visited  Nos.  8,  9,  10  and  11 ;  Mr.  Brown,  Nos.  4,  5,  6 
and  7,  and  Mr.  Hopkins,  Nos.  1,  2,  3  and  12.  Their  several  reports 
are  embodied  in  the  following  abstract :  — 

District  Ko.  1,  (Sopkint  BiU,') — This  school  was  taught,  four 
months,  by  Mr.  Tarbox,  a  gentleman  of  no  experience  in  teaching ; 
and  therefore  there  was  not  very  good  order  in  the  school.  This 
being  his  first  term,  perhaps,  accounts  for  it  in  a  measure.  If  be  con- 
tinues to  teach,  we  are  in  hopes  he  will  hare  better  order  in  his  school 
for  the  future. 

DiaTKicr  No.  2,  (JVcw  Barmong.^ — This  school  was  taught,  fotir 
months,  by  Mr.  Caleb  H.  Sherman,  a  gentleman  of  considerable 
experience,  and  we  think  the  school  was  conducted  on  a  very  good 
plan  for  the  advancement  of  education. 

District  No.  8,  (Ntx)te-Neck  Stll.) — This  school  was  continued 
seven  months  during  the  year.  The  summer  term,  of  three  months, 
was  taught  by  Miss  Agnes  Tarbox,  a  lady  of  not  much  experience 
in  teaching ;  however,  we  think  she  will  improve  if  she  contmnes  to 
teach. 
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Tlie  winter  term,  of  fonr  months,  was  tau^t  by  Mr.  Jaaon  T. 
Gorton.  This  ^ntlemin's  mode  and  qualifications  are  too  well 
known  to  the  pablic  in  this  vicinity  for  us  to  make  any  comments  on 
them.  However,  we  will  sav  that  his  tcpaching,  daring  the  term,  was 
perfectly  satis&ctory,  both  to  pu[»b  and  employers. 

District  No.  4,  (^Atkn  Qreen.') — Tliis  school  was  taught,  in  the 
winter,  by  Miss  Josephine  Potter,  o(  Coventry.  This  was  her  first 
effort.  Her  school  was  small,  as  osoal.  She  improved  the  time 
well,  and  the  scholars  made  fine  progress,  and,  with  the  good  inder, 
made  a  fine  appearance.     She  succeeded  well. 

DiSTKifT  No.  5,  (^Parker.y — Sliss  Abbie  A.  Gorton  taught  this 
school  in  the  winter.  Miss  Gorton  is  a  teacher  of  great  experience 
and  attainments,  and,  with  her  accustomed  industry  and  enterprbe. 
guod  order  and  system,  a  school  under  Iter  charge  cannot  &il  of 
success. 

District  Ko.  6,  (^Eteoheay.') — The  summer  term,  of  three 
months,  was  taught  by  Miss  Nettie  Campbell,  a  teacher  of  fine 
accomplishments,  who  gave  good  satisfaction. 

The  winter  term,  of  four  months,  was  taught  by  Mr.  John  A. 
Bates.  This  was  his  first  term.  He  passed  an  excellent  eaamina- 
tioD,  and  entered  upon  his  work  with  the  iiill  confidence  <^  the 
board.  The  school  bei^n  fall, and  continued  for  some  time,  until,  by 
a  division  in  the  disttict,  some  parents  took  their  children  out  of 
school,  and  others  continued  to  send  until  the  close.  The  school, 
consequently,  was  not  as  interesting  at  the  close  as  at  the  bc^nning. 
It  was  no  f:iult  of  the  teacher,  for  he  succeeded  well  in  teaching,  and 
is  well  calculated  for  the  business. 

District  No.  7,  (Zfazartf*.) — Tins  school  was  continued  mk 
months  during  the  year, —  Miss  Ann  Stone,  teacher.  Miss  Stone  b 
a  teacher  of  xomc  experience.  She  made  a  very  good  impression 
upon  the  minds  of  the  visitors,  and  did  well  by  the  scholars. 

District  No.  8,  (^Red  School  Hoiue.) — No  school  in  the  summer. 
The  winter  term  of  four  months  was  taught  by  Mi.ss  S.  B.  Matteson. 
Miss  Matteson  is  eminently  qualified  as  a.  teacher,  and  always  meets 
with  good  success,  which  is  the  best  kind  of  recommendation.  Those 
acquainted  with  her  modes  of  teaching  and  discipline  need  not  &ar  of 
success. 

District  No.  9,  (^Sharp  Street.") — This  school  was  taught  in  the 
snmmer  iind  winter  by  Miss  Anna  J.  James,  of  Providence.  This 
was  Miss  James's  first  attempt  at  teaching,  and,  though  young,  she 
exhibited  an  ability  to  govern  and  impart  knowledge  which  we  heliere 
to  be  rarely  excelled.  Her  school  advanced  finely,  and  she  gave 
good  satisfaction  generally. 
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District  No.  10,  (JW'g.) — This  district  sustained  a  school  seven 
months  during  the  year,  Miss  M.  E.  Nichols,  teacher.  Miss  Nichols 
is  a  lady  of  some  experience  in  leaching,  yet  the  school  did  not  make 
that  advancement  which  was  desirable.  Had  the  scholars  felt  more 
interested  in  their  studies,  and  the  teacher  been  a  little  more  ener- 
getic, we  believe  she  would  have  accomplished  more.  She,  however, 
gave  good  satis&ction  to  the  employers. 

District  No.  11,  (_Malteaon  Comer.') — There  was  no  summer 
school  in  this  district.  The  winter  term,  of  four  months,  was  con- 
ducted by  Mr.  William  N.  Sweet,  of  this  town.  Mr.  Sweet  is  a 
^ntleman  of  long  experience  in  leaching,  and  we  believe  him  to  be 
second  to  none  in  the  town.  He  is  faithful  to  the  duties  of  the 
school-room  ;  his  teaching  thorough ;  therefore,  good  success  attends 
his  efforts. 

DiffTRier  No.  12,  (^Butt<m.') — This  school  was  taught  four  months 
by  Mr.  Asa  R.  Jaques,  a  gentleman  of  considerable  experience  in 
teaching;  and  so  far  as  we  conid  judge,  when  we  visited  his  school, 
he  was  getting  along  satisfactorily. 

Your  Committee  would  gladly  hope  that  the  good  people  of  West 
Greenwich  will  still  vote  to  increase  their  appropriation  for  school 
purposes,  in  accordance  with  the  recent  enactment  of  our  legislature, 
so  that  every  district  in  the  town  may  he  enabled  to  sustain  a  school 
in  summer  as  well  as  winter,  and  thus  give  every  child  the  advantage 
of  securing  an  education.  We  can  recommend  no  better  inveslmeat 
for  the  benefit  of  the  rising  generation.

In  compliance  with  the  acts  relating  to  Public  Schools,  the  Com- 
mittee submit  the  following  Annual  Report : 

At  a  meeting  of  the  electors  of  this  town,  held  June  6th,  1864, 
Samuel  Am olti^  Andrew  Potter  and  Wm.  A.  Greene  were  elected 
Committee  for  the  ensuing  year.  The  Committee  met  June  29th, 
and  organized  by  appointing  Samuel  Arnold,  Chairman,  and  Andrew 
Potter,  Clerk.  Wm.  A.  Greene  having  refused  to  servo,  L.  E.  Sea- 
mana  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy. 
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The  Committee  met  Julj'  lltli,  at  tlie  residence  i^SamneJ  Aniold. 
The  resignation  of  Mr.  Potter  was  received  and  accepted.  L.  E. 
Seamans  was  appointed  Clerk  to  fill  the  vacancy  occasioned  by  the 
reaifcnatioR  of  Mr.  Potter.  Lilcewise  a  Sub- Committee,  to  examine 
certiticstes  of  {eachers,  and  visit  the  schools  of  the  town  for  the  enso- 
injt  year. 

Four  regnlar  and  eight  special  meetii^  have  been  held  daring  the 
year. 

The  amount  of  funds  to  be  apportioned  among  the  several  Districts 
by  the  Committee  was,  $2,206  58,  received  hxim  the  following 
sonrces: —

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One  District  name,  that  of  Sprnce,  No.  7,  has  been  changed  to 
Sammit. 

The  examination  of  teachers  has  been  performed  hy  the  Sub-Com- 
miUee. 

Certificates  have  been  granted  to  six  males  and  seventeen  females, 
one  applicant  being  fonnd  unqualified. 

One  new  boose  has  been  erected  during  the  year.  The  Summit 
District,  formerly  Sprnce,  has  built  a  splendid  house  on  a  very  sightly 
location ;  probably  not  more  than  two  or  three  houses  in  town  eqnat  it. 
The  fiiends  of  education  in  this  District  have  labored  long  and  hard 
for  the  benefit  of  their  school,  and  finally  success  has  crowned  their 
eftorts  so  far  as  the  erection  of  a  new  and  commodious  house. 

The  visitation  and  examination  of  the  schools  were  performed  by 
tbe  Sub-Committee,  who  performed  the  task  according  to  the  best  of 
their  ability.  At  those  visits  we  have  endeavored  to  acccrtain  the 
true  condition  of  the  schools,  both  with  regard  to  demeanor  and  ad- 
vancement ;  to  make  such  suggestions  to  the  teachei-s  and  scholars  as 
the  circumstances  seemed  to  require ;  to  impress  upon  the  minds  of  the 
pnpils  the  valae  of  a  thorougn  education,  the  great  importance  of 
industry,  regular  and  punctual  attendance,  a  rigoroas  conformity^  to 
the  rules  and  regulations,  and  of  cheerful  cooperation  with  the  teachers 
in  the  maintenance  of  good  order  and  general  improvement  of  their 
schools. 

The  schools  in  a  few  Districts  have  been  successfully  taught  the  pre- 
ceding year. 

Tbe  school  in  District  No.  1 ,  taught  by  Miss  Celia  A .  Nicholas,  was 
taught  with  success.  This  District  ha.s  been  exceedingly  fortunate 
for  several  years,  having  been  able  to  employ  the  some  teacher  for 
most  of  tlie  time. 

District  No.  3  has  been  another  fortunate  District  during  the  last 
year.  For  the  Summer  Term  they  employed  Miss  Abbio  A.  Gorton, 
a  thorough  and  successfol  teacher.  For  the  Winter  Term,  Mr.  Joseph 
Tillinghast,  an  old  and  experienced  teacher.  This  school  was  decid- 
edly the  best  school  we  visited  during  the  year. 

There  were  other  Districts  that  had  fair  schools,  but  for  the  most 
part  the  schools  have  made  very  little  if  any  improvement.  At  least 
one-third  of  the  schools  are  not  so  well  off  as  they  were  one  year  ago. 

And  in  conclusion,  we  would  say  that  unless  some  efforts  are  made 
for  bettering  the  condition  of  oar  schools,  in  a  short  time  they  will  be 
in  a  worse  condition  than  they  were  before  we  received  any  public 
money..  Some  may  ask,  what  should  be  done  to  better  the  condition 
of  the  Public  Schools  of  the  town  ?  We  would  say  to  such,  employ 
the  very  best  teacher  that  can  be  found ;  visit  your  schools  and  coope- 
rate with  your  teacher ;  strive  to  make  your  school  the  very  best  in 
town  ;  attend  your  District  School  Meeting,  and  elect  the  best  man 
you  have  to  the  ofRce  of  trustee,  one  thai  knows  what  a  good  school 
18,  and  will  spare  no  efforts  to  obtain  the  best  teacher  he  can,  one  who 
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would  rather  have  one  term  of  (;ood  school  than  two  terms  good  for 
nothing.  The  idea  tbut  by  employing  a  cheap  teacher  and  thos  hive 
two  terms  of  sclioot  during  the  year,  has  been  one  of  the  most  fatil 
errors  for  our  public  schools.  A  poor  school  is  not  much  improvement 
on  no  school.  When  you  are  not  willing  to  pay  your  teachers  u 
much  per  day  as  a  common  wood-chopper  gets,  yon  must  not  expect 
to  obtain  much  talent ;  for  no  person  that  is  qualified  to  teach  will  do 
so  unless  too  lazy  and  indolent  or  too  proud  to  labor,  and  such  a 
teacher  will  never  succeed. 

There  are  other  reasons  why  our  schools  are  not  a  saccess,  but  v 
tliey  have  been  re4iashed  over  and  over  agun,  it  seema  nselesi  to 
repeat  them  again.

TOWN  OF  WARREN-1864-65. 

To  the  Citizent  of  Warren: 

Tlie  Cominittee,  to  whom  yon  I'ntmsted  tlie  responsible  charge  of 
the  public  schools  of  this  town,  respectfully  submit  the  following 
report,  for  the  year  ending  April,  1865  ; 

We  might  proceed  to  speak  of  the  success  of  the  several  terms  ; 
but  this  would  extend  the  report  to  an  unreasouable  length,  and  pre- 
sent much  sameness  and  unnecessary  detail.  The  statistics  of  each 
school  are  presented  in  a  table  on  another  page.  A  few  words  may 
be  added. 

East  District. — Mr,  Hezekiah  Butterworth,  a  member  of  your 
Committee,  taught  the  winter  school.  We  think  it  is  sufficient,  in 
speaking  of  the  character  and  disciplino  of  this  school,  to  quote  a  few 
lines  from  the  teacher's  report.  "  Tiie  teacher  has  In  no  instance 
been  disobeyed,  or  received  an  unpleasant  word  from  any  pupil." 
The  scholars  made  commendable  advancement  in  all  the  branches 
pursued, —  especially  in  reading  and  arithmetic.  Owing  to  tlie  smalt 
number  of  scholars  who  would  have  atlended  the  summer  term,  it 
was  discontinued  for  the  time  being,  and  a  school  opened  on  Warren 
Neck  instead. 

Warren  Neck. — Summer  term,  taught  by  Miss  Hannah  M, 
Barney.  The  general  aspect  of  the  school  was  pleasant  and  happy ; 
the  oriler  was  excellent ;  and  the  classes  recited  well,  and  seemed  to 
make  good  progress.  This  is  the  third  time  Miss  Barney  has  taught 
school  in  this  district. 

Mr.  Charles  A.  Chase  taught  the  winter  term.  Although  Mr. 
Chase  is  a  young  man,  and  had  had  no  experience  in  teaching,  he 
succeeded  admirably  in  maintaining  good  order  and  imparting  instruc- 
tion.    The  school  seemed  cheerfuland  interested. 

North  Dibtrict. — Summer  Term,  taught  by  Miss  Annie  S.  Peck. 
This  being  rather  a  difiicnlt  school  to  manage,  we  could  not  expect  it 
to  be  as  perfect  as  her  school  may  be  when  she  has  acquired  more 
experience.  There  was  an  earnest  effort  upon  the  part  of  the  teacher 
to  do  her  duty  faithfully ;  but  such  efforts  must  be  seconded  by  pupils 
and  parents  to  produce  the  most  satisfactory  results. 
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■WiSTBB  Terh. — Mr.  Horatio  G.  Norton,  teacher.  This  school 
fonnd  in  hitn  jast  the  man  it  needed.  The  discipline  was  nruld  and 
iirm ;  the  order  good ;  and  the  instmction  minnte  and  thorongh.  A 
general  good  feeling  seemed  to  exist  hetween  teacher  and  popils.  The 
scholars  did  themselres  credit  in  the  nse  they  made  of  their  opportn- 
nities  daring  this  terra,  as  well  as  reBected  credit  on  their  teacher. 
This  school  has  a  fair  amoant  of  talent,  and  appreciates  a  capable 
teacher ;  hat,  unless  governed  by  a  firm  and  steady  hand,  it  will  en- 
tirely waste  time,  ana  all  the  money  bestowed  apon  it. 

West  District. — In  connection  with  the  Primary  School,  we  wish 
to  call  attention  to  the  large  per  centage  of  absence,  which  has  been 
duiing  the  past  year  —  twenty-seven  per  cent.  We  cannot  see  this 
to  be  necessary  under  any  circumstances,  and  feel  that  it  must  be  either 
culpable  negligence  upon  the  part  of  the  parents  in  not  sending  their 
children,  or  that  the  absence  is  without  their  knowledge  and  conseot. 
This  is  the  more  to  be  regretted,  from  the  fact  that  the  larger  namber 
of  these  pupils  find  thia  their  only  opportunity  for  attending  school,  as 
they  are  obliged  at  an  early  age  to  provide  for  their  own  maintenance. 
Comfortable  accommodations,  and  faithful  and  efScient  teachers  have 
been  provided  for  this  school,  and  the  amount  of  good  it  might  do, 
were  its  privileges  rightly  improved,  can  hardly  be  estimated.  We 
think,  if  the  parents  of  these  absentees  will  consider  the  injur)'  they 
are  doing  their  children,  and  the  amount  of  good  they  are  depriving 
them  of,  they  will  avoid  detaining  them  at  home,  unless  comiielled  by 
the. most  urgent  necessity.  With  the  parents  the  correction  of  thw 
evil  rests ;  for,  without  their  cooperation,  the  most  earnest  efforts  of 
teachers  and  committee  must  fail. 

Interkediatf,  School. — Under  the  continued  charge  of  its  efficient 
principal,  this  school  has  accomplished  its  usual  amount  of  good. 
There  is  an  earnest  and  unceasing  effort  upon  the  part  of  the  teachers 
to  incrc^asc  the  excellence  of  the  school,  and  these  efforts  are  seconded 
by  a  majority  of  the  pupils.  A  class  of  twenty-five  scholars  was  pro- 
moted from  this  to  the  High  School,  at  the  ciose  of  the  winter  tenn. 

Hioii  School. —  Of  the  success  of  this  school,  nnder  the  excellent 
instruction  of  Mr.  Cady,  it  is  unnecessary  to  speak.  There  is  an  ioi- 
provement  in  regard  to  absence,  it  being  only  five  ])er  cent.,  two  per 
cent,  less  than  last  year.  There  has  been  but  one  change  of  teacher 
in  onr  village  schools  the  past  year.  Miss  E.  F.  Salisbury,  having 
resigned  her  situation  as  assistant  in  the  High  School,  Miss  Harriet 
F.  Gardner  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

The  Committee  recommend  that  the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars 
be  appropriated  for  the  support  of  the  schools  the  ensuing  year. 

The  following  communication,  addressed  to  the  Committee  by  the 
Principal  of  the  High  School,  touches  upon  many  points  upon  which 
they  deigned  to  speak  in  their  annual  report,  and  it  nss  seemed  proper 
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to  tbem  that  it  shoald  be  laid  before  the  citizens  of  the  town  in  fall. 
It  meets  the  hearty  concurrence  and  approval  of  your  Committee,  and 
they  ask  for  it  a  careful  ponisal. 

To  tie  Pvhlic  School  Committee  of  Warren : — 

Gbntlexen  : —  There  are  several  sabjecte  of  interest  connected  with 
the  work  of  public  school  instruction,  whii--h  I  have  often  felt  inclined 
to  introdncfl  into  my  quarterly  reports,  but  have  foreborne  to  do  bo 
for  want  of  time  to  do  them  justice.  I  now  propose  to  draw  your 
attenUon  to  a  single  topic,  viz. :  The  embarrassment  encountered  by 
the  teacher  In  the  work  of  school  discipline. 

It  is  in  this  that  the  teacher  always  encounters  his  mrat  serious  , 
difficulty,  and  suffers  most  from  the  censoriousness  and  unreasonable 
complaints  of  parents.  When  we  consider  how  indispensable  is  the 
mainteoance  of  order  in  school ;  how  large  a  number  of  children 
require  the  constant  supervision  of  the  teacher ;  how  various  are  the 
characters  and  dispositions  of  his  pupils,  both  hereditary  and  the  result 
of  every  concmvable  variety  of  home  and  street  influences ;  how  un- 
welcome to  the  youthful  nature  are  the  necessary  confinement  and 
restraints  of  the  school-room ;  how  constant  is  the  tendency  to  trans- 
gress, and  how  rept^nant  are  merited  rebuke  and  punishment  which 
cannot  be  withheld  withont  injury  and  loss,  nothing  is  more  obvious 
than  that  the  teacher  needs  the  constant  sympathy  and  cooperation  of 
every  parent  in  his  endeavors  to  accomplish  a  task,  at  once  so  delicate, 
so  difScult,  and  so  important.  And  yet  he  is  not  only  often  obliged 
to  feel  that  these  are  withheld,  bat  also  to  suffer  from  the  eflects  of 
positively  hostile  influences.  And  thi!)  generally  occurs  in  precisely 
those  cases  in  which  his  most  thoughtful  and  well  meant  efforts  are 
employed.  For  instance,  a  pupil  is  indolent,  mischievous,  and  regard- 
less of  the  rules  of  order.  He  neglects  his  lessons,  tails  in  his  redta- 
ttons,  plays  and  whispers  in  his  class,  monopolizes  the  attention  of  his 
fellow -pupils,  and  distracts  that  of  his  teacher,  and  renders  it  necessary 
to  spend  the  time  in  preserving  order  which  is  needed  in  rendering 
assistance  to  pupils  in  their  lessons,  and  in  hearing  their  recitations. 
He  derives  little  or  no  benefit  from  his  school,  exerts  a  pernicious 
influence,  and  does  much  harm.  And  still  he  is  precisely  one  of  those 
pupils  who  most  need  the  salutary  discipline  of  the  school.  The 
teacher  feels  this.  It  costs  him  many  an  anxious  and  many  a  slee[^ 
less  hour.  He  feels  his  responsibility  and  dares  not  shun  it.  He 
tasks  his  best  judgment,  and  calls  into  exercise  liis  best  and  kindest 
feelings.  He  resolves  to  tiy  all  reasonable  means  to  win  his  wayward 
pupil  to  the  discharge  of  his  duty.  He  reproves  with  care  and  gen- 
tleness ;  he  reasons ;  he  expostulates.  He  taxes  his  ingenuity  to  invent 
some  successful  mode  of  reaching  the  obtuse  moral  nature  <^  the 
offender.  He  appeals  to  his  sense  of  honor,  to  his  feelings  of  obliga- 
tion to  himself,  to  his  parents,  to  his  fellow-pupils,  and  to  his  Maker, 
He  tries  to  excite  in  nim  a  desire  for  improvement ;  appeals  to  his 
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sense  of  gratitude  for  t^e  privileges  which  he  misimproves ;  ende&Tors 
to  show  him  the  consequences  of  his  folly,  and  to  make  him  senuhle 
how  contemptible  is  a])  the  pleasure  secared  in  wrong-doins,  coaipsred 
with  what  might  have  been  gained  by  doing  well.  He  finally  exhansts 
all  his  resoarcea  of  moral  appeal,  and  tries  all  the  minor  restricti<ms 
and  penalties  at  his  disposal,  and  yet  fails  of  his  object.  No  resource 
remains  hot  an  appeal  to  authority  enforced  by  appliances  made  to  the 
physical  sensibility  of  his  pupil.  He  has  appealed  to  every  spiritual 
sensibility,  and  fiiiled.  The  mere  animal  nature  remains,  and  he  may, 
throagh  this,  reach  the  spiritual.  It  Is  his  last  resource,  and  shall  be 
falter  ?  The  emergency  soon  arises  which  decides  this  question.  An 
additional  offence,  no  greater,  perhaps  not  so  great  as  many  that  have 
preceded  it,  turns  the  balance,  and  the  punishment  is  inflicted. 

If  the  teacher  is  now  left  unmolested,  to  follow  up  the  advantage 
gained  by  the  use  of  the  rod,  he  will  probably  be  able  to  make  some 
of  his  former  appeals  to  the  moral  nature  of  his  pupils  effective,  and 
to  inaugurate  a  salutary  change  in  his  conduct,  and  thus  gain  a  valua- 
ble accession  of  influence  over  the  rest  of  his  school.  But  if  th«  parent 
is  ready  to  give  credence  to  a  tale  of  injustice  and  cruelty ;  if  he  accepts 
as  true  the  partial  and  one-sided  —  not  to  say  unqualifledly  false — 
statements  of  passion  and  selfishness  in  the  ofletrier,  and  calls  in  the 
testimony  of  sympathizing  companions,  who  cannot  give  a  tnUhfiU 
repretentation  of  the  caae,  from  the  simple  fact  that  they  understand 
but  a  small  part  of  it,  and  that  their  vivid  impression  of  the  climax,  as 
it  were,  shuts  up  their  recollection  of  the  preceding  parts  in  the  drama, 
to  say  nothing  of  an  instinctive  feeling  that,  in  some  of  its  features, 
"  the  case  may  become  theirs  to-morrow,"  — the  teacher  will  probably 
be  thwarted  in  his  purpose,  and  become  the  victim  of  censure  and  con- 
demnation where  he  most  imperatively  needs  sympathy  and  suf^rt, 
and  where  he  is  most  truly  deserving  of  them. 

Of  course  the  tale  of  abase  spreads  rapidly  throagh  the  neighbor- 
hood. False  in  its  most  important  features  at  the  outset,  it  becomes 
increasingly  so  as  it  undergoes  its  snccessive  rehearsals.  What  won- 
der that  whoever  believes  it  is  ready  to  pronounce  the  teacher  a  rash 
and  cruel  monster?  The  tongne  of  every  flippant  gossip  will  recite 
it,  with  exclamations  of  indignant  horror,  at  the  next  familiar  call  or 
social  gathering,  and  it  will  constitute  the  staple  of  discussion  in  the 
village  shops  where  the  men  "  do  chiefly  eonsregate  "  to  learn  the  daily 
news.  The  bruit  of  it  reaches  every  diild  in  the  community,  and  its 
inevitable  tendency  is  to  lessen  their  confidence  In  their  teacher,  and 
to  paralyze  his  influence  over  them  for  their  good.  What  wonder  ^at 
the  teacher  is  grieved  and  discouraged  ?  He  has  meant  well,  and  diHie 
well.  In  circumstances,  painful  to  himself,  he'  has  endeavored  to  act 
for  the  benefit  of  his  pupil  and  his  school.  Instead  of  receiving  sym- 
pathy and  approval,  he  finds  himself  the  object  of  misrepresentation 
and  tnttemess,  and  the  victim  of  slanders  which  he  has  not  the  oppor- 
tunity to  refute. 
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Would  parents  but  viwt  the  schools  to  which  they  send  their  child- 
ren, and  by  personal  observation  learn  the  character  and  the  modes  of 
discipline  and  instruction  pursued  in  them ;  would  they  but  take  pains 
to  become  personally  acquainted  with  the  teachers,  and  find  how  ready 
they  generally  are  to  labor  and  make  sacrificea  for  the  good  of  their 
papils ;  would  they  but  consider  how  trying  the  teacher's  task  mast 
often  prove  at  best,  and  how  patiently  and  faithfully  he  is  willing  to 
labor  to  accomplish  it,  they  wonld  be  ashamed  so  grossly  to  misrepre- 
sent and  BO  unreasonably  to  censure  those  whose  constant  aim  is  to 
confer  the  highest  hene^t  in  their  power  upon  the  children  committed 
to  their  charge. 

I  am  glad  to  admit  that  snch  cases  as  the  one  represented  are  not, 
in  its  worst  features,  matters  of  cvery-day  occurrence ;  and  yet,  I 
faincy,  tliere  are  few  large  schools  in  which  there  do  not  exist  elements 
•adequate  to  their  development.  If  they  do  not  occur,  it  is  an  indica- 
tion either  that  the  teacher  exercises  a  rare  skill  and  prudence  in 
avoiding  them,  or  that  he  lacks  the  honest  courage  to  meet  them  and 
give  them  the  treatment  which  they  demand.  We  cannot  blame  the 
teachers  for  experiencing  an  extreme  reluctance  to  eneounter  them ; 
and  yet,  if  he  is  suitably  influenced  by  a  sense  of  duty  to  his  pupila 
individually,  and  to  thuir  collecti^'e  interests,  be  will  not  shrink  from 
the  encounter  when  they  are  inevitably  brought  in  his  way.  **  Fiat 
juttieia  mat  colutn"  Let  justice  be  done  though  the  heavens  may 
&1I,  is  the  only  proper  rule  for  the  teacher  in  cases  of  eme^ency  aa 
well  as  in  the  ordinary  routine  of  daily  labor. 

Fortunately  the  cases  have  been  few,  daring  several  years  past,  in 
which,  within  the  limits  of  my  knowledge,  I  have  drawn  down  upon 
myself  the  bitterness  and  hostility  of  the  patrons  of  our  school.  If 
these  have  existed  to  any  considerable  extent,  it  has  been  my  fortune 
to  live  in  blissful  ignorance  of  the  unwelcome  fact.  And  yet,  such 
are  the  constant  liabilities  of  tlie  teacher,  that  I  am  never  wholly  tiree 
firom  the  fear  that  some  untoward  event  may  precipitate  the  state  of 
things  of  which  I  have  tlie  greatest  dread.  For  me,  this  is  the  bitter- 
est bane  of  tlie  teacher's  life.  In  cases  of  special  difficulty,  I  never 
feel  sure  of  a  truthful  representation,  and  am  obliged  to  reckon  the 
balance  of  probabilities  in  favor  of  being  subjected  to  censure  and 
condemnation  for  the  conscientious  discharge  of  a  painful  duty.  This 
is  my  verdict,  after  more  than  twenty  years  experience  amid  tlie  labors 
of  tbe  school-room ;  and  had  it  not  been  for  the  support  and  encour- 
agement of  the  calmer  and  more  judicious  citizens  where  I  have  been 
employed,  and  the  approval  of  those  best  acquainted  with  the  actual 
state  of  things,  in  more  than  one  instance,  I  should  bare  abandoned 
tbs  teacher's  profession  in  despair. 

But  white  it  has  been  my  own  fortune  measurably. to  escape  anjuat 
and  bitter  charges,  I  regret  that  tliia  has  not  been  true  oiT  all  the 
teachers  in  our  school.  Against  one  of  these,  repeated  accusations 
liave  been  made  of  partiality,  injustice  and  ondue  sereri^.      I  need 
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hardly  say  that  I  believe  these  to  be  both  nnjnst  and  crael.  I  have 
been  well  acanainted  with  this  teacher  during  the  whole  period  of  my 
residence  in  Warren,  under  circumstances  that  cannot  have  left  me  in 
ignorance  of  the  prominent  traiia  of  her  character ;  and  these  have 
been  snch  as  to  entitle  her  to  my  anhesitating  confidence.  I  know 
her  to  be  incapable  of  the  injustice  of  which  she  has  been  charged.  I 
have  been  in  the  habit  of  entering  her  school-room  without  a  moment's 
warning,  and  have  always  foond  tlie  school  orderly  and  harmonionsly 
pursuing  their  appropriate  work.  Her  classes  nniformly  give  evidence 
of  patient  and  thorough  instructioa.  I  have  repeatedly  examined  into 
cases  where  charges  have  been  brought  against  ber,  and  found  them 
extravagant  and  ill-founded.  Those  who  have  made  them  have  failed 
to  apprehend  and  appreciate  the  real  tacts  in  the  case.  Instances  of 
misunderstanding  have  arisen  which,  in  spite  of  their  pemidoos  ten- 
dency, are  too  ridiculoos  to  pass  without  a  smite.  A  teacher  of  more 
upright  intentions,  or  more  self-denying  fidelity,  wonld  not  be  easily 
found ;  and  certainly,  no  teacher  in  the  same  department  has  secured 
better  results.  Her  energy  <^  character  makes  her  a  thorough  disci- 
plinarian ;  and  this  is  the  most  important  qualification  for  the  portion 
which  she  fills  with  so  much  credit.  Her  punishments  are,  in  my 
judgment,  much  less  severe  than  those  of  some  of  her  predecessors. 
It  would  be  next  to  impossible  to  find  a  teacher  who,  in  her  cinrun- 
fltances,  could  dispense  with  corporal  punishment  without  serions  loss 
and  injury  to  the  school.  The  method,  prevalent  to  some  extent  in 
the  European  schools,  of  holding  the  parent  subject  to  fine  for  the 
delinquencies  of  his  child,  migbt  obviate  its  necessity,  bat  would,  pro- 
bably, simply  transfer  the  rod  from  the  hand  of  the  teacher  to  that  of 
the  parent, — greatly,  without  donbt,  to  the  relief  of  the  former. 

Under  the  most  ftvorable  circumstances,  the  care  of  a  large  school 
involves  quite  a  sufficient  burden  upon  the  teacher ;  but  when  it  it 
augmented  by  sinister  influences  generated  and  fomented  oatsade  the  ■ 
school-room,  and  that,  too,  by  those  who  ought  to  be  relied  upon  for 
cooperation  and  support,  nothing  but  a  consciousness  of  integrity  of 
"surpose,  and  fidelity  in  the  discharge  of  dnty,  can  prevent  the  teacher 
:rom  sinking  under  an  accumulated  weight  of  trouble  and  disappoint- 
ment. It  is  easy  to  say  that  teachers  must  not  mind  such  things, — 
that  they  are  incident  to  the  protesuoo,  and  must  therefore  be  met 
with  composnre  or  indifierence ;  but  it  is  not  in  our  nature  not  to  ht 
euttotht  quick  by  being  rewarded  by  bitterness  where  we  deserve 
sympathy,  and  to  have  our  most  cherished  purposes  for  the  benefit  of 
others  thwarted  by  those  to  whom  we  are  striving  to  render  the  best 
service  in  our  power. 

The  gentlemen  of  the  Committee  need  not  be  reminded  of  the 
nnreasonablenoss  of  the  chames  made  against  the  teacher  alluded  to 
above.  They  have  tbemselvea  been  too  often  awarded  a  share  f£ 
injustice  and  crimination  in  return  for  their  ^thftil  and  gratuitoas 
services  in  the  important  work  of  public  instruction.     I  am  gmd,  how- 
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ever,  to  know  that  she  has  shared  the  nnifortn  approval  of  tbe  succes- 
Bive  committees  during  her  protracted  term  or  service.  She  has 
thought  seriously  of  tendering  her  reeignation.  It  might  gratify  her 
enemies,  hat  would  prove  a  very  serious  loss  to  the  school.  I  fear 
that  the  task  of  supplying  her  place  would  not  be  an  easy  one.  Ho 
person  froni  abroad,  or  equalaud  proved  excellence,  could  be  obtained 
without  a  large  increase  of  compensation ;  and  I  think  it  becomes  the 
clamorers,  to  point  to  the  more  worthy  candidate  to  be  obtained  at 
home  before  making  any  further  recriminations  and  complaiota.

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The  CoiDinittee  havinj^  in  charge  the  Public  Schools,  present  the 
following  statements  as  their  Annuul  Report : — 

The  history  of  the  schools,  for  the  year  now  closing,  does  not  vai^ 
materially  from  that  of  former  years  ;  though  the  changes  made  in  the 
location  and  grading  of  some  of  them,  during  the  year  immediately 
preceding,  have  made  some  necessary  vai^tions  in  their  routine.  The 
Committee  are  persnaded,  from  the  results  of  the  experiment,  that  the 
new  system  of  gradation  has  wronght  an  important  improvement  in 
the  operations  of  the  scliools,  and  given  them  decidedly  increased 
efficiency.  It  lias  not  been  possible  to  bring  this  system  to  entire 
maturity  in  so  short  n  time,  but,  thus  fav,  it  has  fully  met  the  expect- 
ations of  those  who  have  been  most  intimately  connected  with  it,  and 
looked  most  anxiously  for  its  success.  The  distinction  of  schools  as 
High,  Grammar,  Intermediate  and  Primary,  is  not  merely  theoretical, 
but  real,  expressing  the  exact  position  occupied  by  the  pupil  in  his 
transition  through  all  the  stages  of  education  in  which  the  State  recog- 
nizes him  as  a  partaker  of  its  care  or  control.  Our  schools,  of  all  these 
grades,  have  passed  through  the  year  with  a  gratifying  measure  of  suc- 
cess, notwithstanding  some  interruptions  and  changes,  the  tendency  of 
which  is,  in  all  cases,  to  detract  from  the  prosperity,  as  well  as  the 
regularity  of  school  instruction.  An  unusual  amount  of  sickness 
among  the  children  has  made  the  attendance,  especially  at  the  Primary 
and  Intermediate  Schools,  quite  irregular,  and  impeded  their  progress, 
so  that  the  results  in  them  have,  in  some  instances,  been  less  gratify- 
ing than  would  otherwise  have  been  the  fact.  Two  of  tiie  principals 
of  Grammar  Schools  have  also  been  obliged  to  suspend  their  labors  for 
considerable  intervals,  and  those  schools  have,  consequently,  oot  accom^ 
plished  quite  all  that  was  expected  of  them. 

With  these  exceptions,  which  were  wholly  uiutvoidable,  th«  year 
has  passed  without  any  occurrence  calculated  to  disturb  either  the 
harmony  or  the  regular  work  of  these  cherished  institutions.  No 
instance  of  disorder  or  violation  of  rule  has  occnrred  in  the  school- 
room to  which  it  was  deemed  necessary  to  call  the  attention  of  the 
Committee ;  and  the  education  of  the  children  has  progressed  as  noise- 
lessly as  the  hours  which  have  borne  them  onward  toward  the  years 
of  their  maturity. 

The  Committee  regret  to  state  that,  early  in  the  year,  they  were 
deprived  of  thd  cooperation  of  their  late  esteemed  Chairman,  Mr. 
Joshua  Kendall,  who  resigned  his  place  at  the  board  preparatory  to 
removing  from  the  town.  A  series  of  resolutions  which  have  been 
published,  was  adopted,  expressive  of  the  high  estimation  in  which 
Mr.  Kendall's  labors  in  behalf  of  common  school  education  in  this 
town,  were  held  by  the  Committee,  and  in  which  we  believe  wo  have 
the  concurrence  of  our  fellow>citizeus.  Dr.  Thomas  Veruon  was 
elected  to  fill  the  vacancy  thus  occurring. 
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Miss  Anna  Wardwell,  who  was  reelected  assistant  teacher  of  the 
High  School,  having  been  unable,  on  accoant  of  ill-health,  to  resame 
her  position  there,  it  was  filled  the  first  term  by  Mr.  William  £. 
Thompson,  and  the  remainder  of  the  year  by  Miss  Perry,  an  arrange- 
ment, in  both  in^stances,  which  has  given  entire  satisfaction,  though  it 
is  with  regret  that  we  record  the  loss  of  Miss  Wardwell's  services,  as 
well  as  its  painful  occasion. 

Miss  Susan  E.  Tilley,  ailer  the  second  term,  resigned  her  poution 
as  Principal  of  the  Second  Intermediate  School,  which  she  bad  satifr- 
&ctorily  tilled,  and  was  succeeded  by  Miss  Annie  W.  Bradford,  to 
whose  place  as  Principal  of  the  South  Primary  School,  Miss  Blimbedi 
H.  Pitman  was  chosen. 

Mr.  Charles  H.  Fay,  the  esteemed  Teacher  of  the  Middle  District 
School,  forwarded  his  resignation  previous  to  the  opening  of  the  bll 
term.  Mr.  John  H.  Arnold  has  since  that  time  occupied  with  much 
success  the  office  thus  vacated. 

The  school  in  the  North  District  has  been  taught  during  all  the  year 
by  a  gentleman  ;  the  first  term  by  Mr.  Alfred  B.  Arnold;  the  sabee- 
quent  terms  by  Mr.  Bcnoni  Bates. 

The  organization  of  the  schools  for  the  year  gives  the  following  list 
of  teachers:- —

Messrs.  Arnold  and  Bates,  and  Miss  Pitman  are  new  acquisitions  to 
the  corps  of  teachers  in  this  town.  The  (/ommittee  congratulate  their 
fellow-citizens  that  the  places  occupied  by  them  are  so  well  filled,  and 
that  the  schools  placed  under  their  care  have  lust  nothing  of  the  char- 
acter which  they  had  gained  under  former  teachers. 

The  strictest  economy  has  been  observed  in  expending  the  appro- 
prialions  placed  at  the  command  of  the  Committee  ;  and  yet  the  high 
prices  of  fuel  and  other  supplies,  have  rendered  it  impossible  to  accom- 
plish all  in  the  way  of  repairs  and  improvement  of  buildings,  and  in 
other  ways  promoting  the  great  objects  had  in  view,  in  keeping  the 
schools  up  to  the  highest  standard  of  excellence.      The  inoQine  from 
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admission  tickets  not  nearly  meeting  the  expense  of  books  and  station- 
ety,  it  was  found  necessary  to  in&rease  their  price.  The  number  of 
tickets  purchased  was  consequently  diminished,  though  not  to  the 
extent  that  was  apprehended,  and  the  Committee  have  been  much 
embarrassed  in  furnishing  these  articles,  the  prices  of  which  have 
advanced  disproportionately  with  many  of  the  ordinary  commodidefl 
of  trade. 

In  consequence,  but  little  has  been  exj)ended  on  buildings — simply 
sufficient  to  keep  them  in  condition  for  nse;  and  yet,  the  Committee 
have  not  been  able  to  go  tlirough  the  year's  work  with  the  funds  voted 
by  the  town ;  but  there  is  a  deficit  as  will  appear  in  the  statement  of 
the  Superintendent.  This  arises  from  various  causes  which  conld  not 
be  foreseen  in  making  arrangements  for  the  year.  The  unprecodented 
advance  in  the  prices  of  books  and  fuel  is  one  of  these.  Another  is 
the  repair  that  was  rendered  necessary  to  the  Northe.ist  School  House, 
which  was  sliattered  by  lightning  in  the  Summer.  Another  still  waa 
the  imperative  demand  for  the  improvement  of  the  outbuilding  at  the 
Academy,  which  conld  not  be  postponed  with  safety  to  the  morals  of 
the  scholars. 

Many  of  the  rooms  are  in  so  much  need  of  improved  ventilation 
that  both  teachers  and  scholars  sufler  greatly  from  the  enforced  neces- 
sity of  constantly  breathing  impure  air.  Much  is  lost,  both  in  physi- 
cal health  and  in  mental  vigor,  in  consequence  of  this  defect.  Nothing 
but  lack  of  funds  has  prevented  earnest  efforts  to  apply  a  remedy,  in 
several  of  the  rooms  where  the  need  is  most  pressing  by  constructing 
ventilators  which  would  furnish  a  continual  supply  of  fresh  air.  Pa- 
rents who  thoughtfully  consider  the  condition  of  from  forty-five  to 
seventy  persons  occupying,  tor  six  hours  in  the  day,  a  small,  close  room, 
furnished  with  no  means  of  ventilation,  will  ask  themselves  if  justice, 
both  to  themselves  and  tlieir  children,  does  not  require  that  a  sufBcient 
amount  be  appropriated  to  remedy  tliis  defect.  The  dullness,  stupor, 
and  headache  with  which  both  teachers  and  pupils  often  close  the  day's 
work,  are  in  great  numbers  of  instances  due  to  this  cause.  So  are 
coughs  and  irritated  throats  and  lungs,  menacing  consumption,  and 
frequently  indicating  its  early  stages.  The  proper  cure  for  the  evil  is 
not  to  take  the  children  from  the  schools,  but  to  make  the  school  houses 
scenes  of  healthy  physical  and  mental  activity.  The  evil  is  not  in  the 
schools  nor  in  study,  but  in  the  unscientific,  and,  sometimes,  too  eco- 
nomical construction  of  the  rooms.  Were  these  properlv  constructed, 
the  pupils,  so  far  as  health  is  involved,  might  attend  school  from  the 
beginning  to  the  end  of  the  year,  and  not  suffer  at  all. 

Some  of  the  school  houses,  particularly  those  for  the  younger  child- 
ren, are  made  with  seats  such  as  no  child  ought  to  be  compelled  to 
occupy.  The  primary  scholars  are  placed  on  very  narrow  boards,  with 
wide  boards  at  the  back,  so  straight  and  unyielding  that  all  the  shoul- 
ders of  successive  generations  of  children,  make  not  the  slightest 
impression  upon  them.     In  the  Intermediate  Schools  these  wide  backs 
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are  raplaced  b;  narrow  stripa  of  board  juat  at  the  height  of  the  pofMls' 
shoolden,  and  no  other  sapport  for  ttte  Iwck  is  afibrded.  The  teacher's 
duty  is,  to  make  little  children  sit  upright  on  theae  seats.  How  long 
wonld  the  teacher,  how  long  woald  the  parent  ait  apright  under  such 
circa matonces  ?  Entering  one  of  these  schools  yon  may  at  any  time 
see  dozens  of  little  creatnres  with  heads  reclined  on  desks,  or  with 
chests  bent  forward,  or  in  a  variety  of  postures,  all  calculated  to  impair 
health,  to  injure  the  form,  or  to  induce  habits  o£  ungracefulnesa  which 
promise  to  become  permanent.  The  Committee  would  gladly  improre 
the  school-rooms  did  the  funds  in  their  hands  permit. 

One  of  the  most  urgent  wants  of  our  schools  is  an  increase  of  accom- 
modation for  primary  and  intermediate  scholars.  The  rooms  in  which 
they  are  taught  are  crowded  to  their  utmost  capacity,  and  in  some 
instances  children  have  been  kept  away  for  lack  of  space  for  seats. 
Rooms  seated  for  6fty  scholurs  have  had  sixty  or  more  applicants,  and 
when  every  inch  of  available  space  has  been  nsed,  some  of  them  have 
necessarily  been  sent  away  because  there  was  no  place  for  them. 
Teachers  have  had  twice  the  number  of  pupils  that  one  school  should 
contain,  and  the  Committee  have  been  at  a  loss  for  e?tpedients  to  reme- 
dy the  evil.  It  will  not  be  possible  long  to  postpone  a  further  sdj^j 
of  school  room. 

It  was  thought  necessary  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  to  increase 
the  salaries  of  the  teachers.  The  loss  of  several  valuable  teachen 
during  the  previous  ytar,  on  account  of  the  inadequacy-  of  thmr  sala- 
ries, with  the  increased  expense  of  living,  led  to  the  conviction  that, if 
we  would  retain  in  our  employment  those  teachers  whose  services  were 
esteemed  most  valuable,  it  was  necessary  to  make  some  advance  in 
their  remuneration.  A  scale  of  increase  was  adopted,  as  nearly  in 
regular  ratio  as  was  practicable,  the  result  of  which  may  be  seen  on 
another  page  in  the  list  of  salaries  paid  this  year  as  comparod  with 
those  of  the  preceding  year — the  increase  being  only  about  fifteen 
per  cent. 

The  employment,  by  last  year's  Committee,  of  ladies  as  teachers  <^ 
two  of  the  Grammar  Schools,  has  proved  to  have  been  a  wise  step, 
not  only  on  account  of  the  diminished  expense  at  which  so  much  labor 
Is  performed,  but  by  the  excellent  success  of  the  schools.  It  has  long 
been  conceded  by  the  wisest  educators  that  females  were  best  adapted 
to  teach  young  children  in  the  lower  grades  of  schools.  The  convic- 
tion is  now  becoming  quite  general  that  they  will  prove  quite  efficient 
if  placed  in  charge  of  those  of  the  highest  grades.  The  Commis^oner 
of  Common  Schools  of  Ohio,  remarks  in  his  last  report —  "  It  mast  be 
conceded  that  in  the  great  majority  of  our  schools,  women  make  bet- 
tor teachers  than  men.  Even  the  supposed  superiority  of  male  teach- 
ers in  school  government  is  not  satisfactorily  confirmed  by  experience. 
The  better  class  of  female  teachers  in  our  schools  are  succeeding  just 
as  well,  and  often  better,  than  the  average  male  teachers."  Among 
the  most  successful  of  our  teachers  are  many  who  have  received  their 
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trnining  in  oar  own  schools,  and,  were  the  compensation  of  women's 
labor  sufBcient  to  make  the  profession  more  attracti^'e,  there  can  be  no 
donbt  that  a  soffinient  namber  wonid  at  all  times  be  ready  to  occapy 
places  that  may  became  vacant  in  all  the  grades  of  schools. 

Oar  High  School,  under  ita  excellent  management  and  course  of 
instmction,  might  become,  in  some  measure,  a  training  school  for 
teachers.  The  coarse  of  stady  indicated  in  last  year's  report  has  been 
retained.  Some  changes  in  the  studies  pursued  have  received  a  degree 
of  attention,  but  as  yet  no  new  plan  has  been  matured.  It  seems 
desirable  that,  in  a  High  School,  there  should  be  means  for  a  thorough 
preparadon  ot  boys  for  college.  Yet  there  is  scarcely  a  sufficient 
nainber  of  pupils  in  that  course  of  study  to  render  it  proper  to  make 
it  a  part  of  the  regular  routine,  except  tbo  study  of  Latin,  which 
already  very  properly  occupies  that  petition,  and  is  pursued  by  many 
of  the  scholars.  It  would  also  be  gratifying  to  be  able  to  give  to  boys 
.a  complete  "fansiness"  education  in  the  High  School,  bat  it  appears 
impracticable  to  place  in  the  regular  course  a  study  to  which  so  few 
would  care  to  attend  as  would  wish  to  pursue  Book-keeping,  and  to 
introduce  that  or  any  other  stud}'  aside  from  the  regular  course,  would 
open  the  way  for  innumerable  irregularities,  destroy  the  symmetry  of 
the  system,  and  reduce  the  High  School  to  a  comparatively  inefficTont 
condition.  So  large  a  proportion  of  its  pupils  are  females  that  the 
studies  must  be  adapted,  in  a  great  degree,  to  their  minds,  special  cir- 
cumstances, and  prospective  positions  in  life. 

The  want  of  proper  instruction  in  penmanship  has  given  rise  to  some 
conversation  in  the  Committee.  This  branch  of  education  is  of 
acknowledged  importance,  both  as  an  accomplishment  and  for  its  utility 
in  practical  life.  With  the  present  arrangements,  the  teachers  are 
able  to  devote  only  a  very  small  portion  of  time  and  attention  to  it ; 
and,  moreover,  teachers  who  are  most  successful  in  other  departments 
of  instruction,  are,  in  many  instances,  not  the  most  successful  teachers 
of  this,  and  it  would  be  exceedingly  unwise  to  make  this  a  test  of  qual- 
ification, as  it  would  throw  out  of  their  places,  at  once,  many  whom 
the  cause  of  education  could  not  lose  without  suffering  greatly.  On 
the  other  hand,  the  Committee,  did  their  funds  permit,  would  be  in 
favor  of  employing  a  thoroughly  qualified  instructor  in  penmanship, 
whose  duty  it  should  be  to  lake  under  his  charge  all  the  scholars  in 
this  art,  and  give  them  faithful  tuition  as  long  as  they  continued  in  tite 
schools.  Thb  would  preclude  the  necessity  of  their  attendance  at 
private  writing  schools  or  going  from  home  lo  become  accomplished  in 
lienmanship. 

Having  no  occasion  to  donbt  the  wisdom  of  the  course  pursued  by 
the  previous  Committee  relative  to  the  order  of  school  sessions,  but 
being  confirmed  in  their  conviction  of  its  propriety,  the  Committee 
have  continued  it  through  the  year.  The  High  School  has  continu»d 
to  bold  one  session  of  five  hours  each  day,  while  the  others  have  kept 
two  aessions.     The  reasons  for  this  are  well  stated  in  last  year's  report. 
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In  addition,  it  may  be  remarked  that  it  ia  believed  beet  for  tbe  younger 
classes  of  schoJars  to  do  all  their  atndving  in  the  school-room,  under 
the  eye  of  Uw  teacher.  This  ia  better  ione  when  their  labor  is  extend- 
ed over  two  seesioRfl  of  six  hours,  than  if  performed  in  a  contimied 
•essioB  of  five  honn.  The  tasks  should  be  soch  as  can  be  completed 
in  the  school  honrs,  and  when  these  are  expired,  the  mind  shonld  be 
left  fr&e  from  school  care  and  anxiety,  to  regain  its  buoyancy  in  con- 
nection with  the  athletic  sports  and  untrammeledjoyousness  of  youth. 
Pouring  over  difficult  tasks  by  gas-light,  at  hours,  too  often,  when 
body  and  brain  should  be  at  repose  in  sleep,  and  being  frequently  dis- 
turbed in  dreams  by  them,  wears  down  the  vigor  of  strong  manhood. 
How  much  more  does  it  dwarf  tbe  expanding  intellect  and  immature 
frame  of  childhood  or  youth.  Harrasaing  cares  come  soon  enough. 
Let  childhood  be  exempt  from  as  many  of  them  sa  can  be  dispensed 
with.  Disease  comes  early  enough  with  the  toil  of  later  life.  Let 
childhood  have  all  proper  opportunity  to  become  vigorous  witb  the 
freedom  and  activity  properlr  its  own. 

The  play-grounds  around  our  school  houses  are  ample,  bat  are 
expoaed,  and,  in  winter,  too  wet  to  be  occupied.  Being  unenclosed, 
they  admit  the  mingling  of  the  scholars  from  various  schools,  and  do 
not  prevent  the  intriision  among  them  of  persons  not  belonging  to  the 
schools.  The  moral  influence  of  this  exposure  to  the  gaze  of  all  pass- 
era,  and  of  this  mingling  of  so  many  persons  of  varied  character,  is 
almost  inevitably  e\-il.  But  perhaps  there  is  no  remedy  until  the  town 
shall  see  proper  to  erect  a  suitable  building  for  the  central  schools,  with 
an  cnclo^  area,  graded  and  dry,  and  in  all  respects  adapted  to  the 
supply  of  wanta  now  felt  to  be  so  pressing. 

Ihe  teacher  of  the  school  for  colored  children  has  prosecuted  her 
task  with  commendable  diligence  and  zeal,  and  with  such  patience  and 
interest  in  her  work  as  is  worthy  of  emulation  by  all  teachers.  There 
are  many  obstacles  to  attaining  great  success  in  this  school ;  but,  while 
the  law  continues  to  authorize  separate  schools  for  this  clasa  of  children, 
if  the  town  still  decline  to  abolish  it  and  to  admit  these  pupils  to  the 
other  schools,  it  ought  to  be  maintained,  even  though  the  expense 
incurred  in  continuing  it  as  a  school  for  colored  children  only,  be  greater 
than  it  would  be  to  educate  them  otherwise.  In  order  to  reach  the 
usetnlneBs  and  respectability  of  which  they  are  capable  among  thor 
fellow-citizens,  thev  must  be  educated.  Their  equality  of  right  to 
education  with  otliers  cannot  be  disputed,  and  it  is  for  the  town  to 
decide  whether  these  considerations  can  be  beat  satisfied  by  the  present 
mode  of  proceeding,  and  the  present  amount  of  taxation  for  this  pur- 
pose, or  by  admitting  children  to  all  the  schools,  irrespective  of  color. 

The  moral  influence  which  our  public  schools  are  capable  of  exer- 
cising upon  the  pupils,  is  not  the  least  valuable  end  to  be  had  in  view 
in  sustaining  them.  Intellectual  cndowmenta  are  not  invariably  attend- 
ed with  moral  excellence,  and  the  mere  routine  of  ordinary  teaching 
cannot  he  expected,  of  itself,  to  oiake  good  men  and  women  of  the 
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papils.  But  tho  teacher  is  expected  to  impart  a  variety  of  instrnctioa 
ID  addition  to  that  attending  tne  daily  recitations.  He  is  to  inculcate 
habits  of  order  and  neatness,  of  decorous  deportment  and  puritr  of 
speech.  No  faithful  teacher  permits  the  room  which  he  occupies  to  be 
Boiled  with  rubbish  which  neatness  prohibits,  or  the  walls  to  be  defaced 
irith  improper  inscriptions,  or  the  practice  of  boorisli  manners,  false- 
hood, vulgarity,  profaoity,  or  ill-intended  language.  All  these  meet 
his  disapproval  and  rebuke  ;  and  his  school  is  a  medium  of  imparting 
all  the  elements  of  good  character.  Conducted,  as  the  schools  uf  this 
town  ai^  nithout  exception,  by  teachers  of  upright  and  elevated  sen- 
timents, it  is  believed  that  the  highest  welfare  of  the  scholars  is  to  be 
sought  by  placing  them  in  school  and  keeping  them  there  as  long  as 
circamstances  permit.  Their  early  removal  is  a  loss  to  themselves,  of 
which  they  become  aware,  not  immediately,  but  subsequently.  The 
number  of  boys  who  complete  the  High  School  course  is  comparatively 
small.  Could  not  more  do  so  with  advantage  ?  Or,  if  some  mast 
lea^e  without  completing  it,  could  they  not  continue  longer  than  they 
do?  Might  not  a  larger  number  of  pupils  of  thirteen  years  old  and 
upward  find  it  to  their  beiietit  to  attend  the  schools  in  the  Noi'th  and 
^lortheast  Districts?'  Though  these  schools  have  been  quite  well 
attended  in  the  winter,  the  number  of  large  scholars  has  not  been  large. 
Both  intellectual  and  moral  results  would  well  repay  the  parents  the 
trouble  they  might  bo  at  in  securing  the  attendance  of  children  now 
out  of  school. 

According  to  an  estimate  of  children  between  five  and  fifteen  years 
of  age  in  this  town,  onlj'  about  ono-half  the  number  are  at  any  one 
time  in  school,  and  probably  one-fourth  do  not  attend  school  at  all. 
This  is  an  alarming  fact.  The  probability  is,  that  the  greater  propor- 
tion of  these  are  the  children  of  foreign  parentage.  But,  if  we  have 
one  hundred  and  seventy-five  children,  of  whatever  class,  growing  up 
among  as  without  education,  what  is  to  be  their  future  ?  What  their 
influence  upon  society?  It  is  here  that  we  must  look  chiefly  for  the 
element  that  renders  communities  insecure,  and  keeps  civilization  down. 
Ignorance  is  a  prolific  parent  of  crime,  and  the  children  now  spoken 
of  will  grow  up  in  ignorance  unless  they  are  by  some  means  brought 
into  the  public  schools.  What  remedy  should  be  applied  to  this  evil 
the  Committee  will  not  undertake  to  decide ;  but  have  no  hesitation 
in  saying  that  it  is  a  subject  to  which  the  citizens  and  authorities  of  the 
'  town  would  do  well  to  give  their  attention. 

It  can  scarcely  be  too  frequently  reiterated  that  the  absence  of 
scholars  from  school  once  or  a  few  times  in  a  term,  is  an  evil,  the  mag- 
nitade  of  which  is  not  appreciated  by  those  who  look  only  casually  at 
the  subject.  Many  instances  of  absence  have  been,  during  the  year, 
occasioned  by  sickness,  which  is  unavoidable.  But,  with  the  vacations, 
terms  and  sessions  arranged  as  they  are,  it  would  seem  that  the  cases 
of  absence  might  be  more  rare.      Slight  causes  ought  not  to  occasion 
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absence,  and  if  all  acted  upon  this  principle,  the  nnmber  of  scholars 
recorded  as  '*  not  absent  at  all "  mignt  be  much  larger. 

The  Committee  do  not  hesitate  to  commend  the  schools  of  the  town 
to  the  same  fostering  care  which  has  so  well  guarded  them  hereto&re. 
They  cannot  forbear,  however,  to  express  the  hope  that  a  Iar|;eramoant 
will  be  appropriated  to  this  object  the  coming  year  than  heretofore. 
This  will  be  necessary,  both  to  meet  the  deficit  of  the  past  year  and 
to  cover  the  current  expenses  of  the  year  to  come.  Several  of  the 
buildings  are  old,  and  need  constant  ezpenditares  of  money  to  keep 
them  in  a  fit  condition  to  be  occupied  by  our  children.  If  Ciese  ex- 
penditures arc  to  come  irom  the  school  appropriation,  the  amount  voted 
shonid  be  sufficient  to  meet  them,  and  in  making  provision  for  school 
purposes,  this  fatA  shoald  be  kept  in  view  in  addition  to  the  considera- 
tions which  ordinarily  infiuence  decisions  of  this  nature.  The  mon- 
bers  of  the  Committer  do  not  flatter  themselves  that  they  were  elected 
to  this  ofBce  because  they  were  supposed  tu  be  more  interested  in  the 

Cblic  schools  than  their  fellow-citizens  are  ;  and  in  a  town  that  has  so 
ig  manifested  a  very  earnest  devotion  to  this  cause  as  Bristol  has,  it 
is  believed  to  be  sufficient  to  lay  the&cts  before  the  people  in  order  to 
obtain  the  necessary  funds  to  keep  the  schools,  at  least,  in  as  good  cMt- 
dition  as  they  have  already  reached.

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TOWN  OP  BARRINGTON. 

The  School  Committee  of  the  town  of  Barrington  respectfiiUy 
Report : — 

That  the  three  different  schools  in  town  have  been  in  snccessfal  ope- 
ration during  the  usual  months  the  past  year.  Competent  teachen 
have  had  the  care  of  the  schools,  and  the  desired  results  of  their  lalxn 
hare  been  manifest. 

One  interesting  feature  in  regard  to  our  schools  ls,  that  the  williD^ 
ness  of  the  Districts  to  support  and  continue  the  schools  is  moreind 
more  plain,  by  their  increaised  cxintributions.  Ono  thing  yet  to  be 
secured,  which  would  greatly  contribute  to  the  interest  of  the  nchoi^ 
and  to  the  comfort  of  the  teacher,  is  the  more  full  cooperation  of  dx 

C rents.     Facta  go  to  show  that  they  little  think  how  much  tlie  EaeiD- 
rs  of  a  school  are  interested  by  the  presence  of  visiting  friends,  ui 
what  a  cheerful  impulse  it  gives  to  the  feelings  of  teachers. 

If  the  town  is  so  fortunate  as  to  appoint  a  suitable  town  Committee, 
who  attend  feithfully  to  their  work,  it  should  be  remembered  thst  thif 
will  not  diminish  the  responsibility  of  those  who  are  under  the  highest 
obligations  to  be  cooperators  with  the  teachers,  and  to  do  what  tbej 
can  to  place  the  school  under  circumstances  to  secure  the  greiM 
prosperity.  It  is  hoped  that  what  b  so  manifest  will  soon  wo^  ibe 
desired  change. 

There  is  too  great  a  variety  of  text-books,  on  the  same  sabject,  in 
some  if  not  all  tne  schools.  It  makes  it  necessary  to  have  too  many 
classes,  and  small  ones,  and  too  much  time  is  taken  up  in  tbs  rscitt- 
tions.  And  it  is  not  an  easy  matter  to  expel  books  from  tbe  scbool- 
room,  which  ought  to  give  place  to  others  and  better  ones.  Ko  w 
books  have  been  introduced  into  the  schools,  by  the  Committee,  ue 
past  year,  though  changes  migiit  have  been  made  to  the  adrsntige  ih 
the  schools.  A  sense  of  duty  and  responsibility  should  charscteria 
such  «  work. 

The  School  in  District  No.  1,  was  taught  in  the  Spring  and  Summer 
by  Miss  Harriet  L.  Goodwin,  whose  amiable  deportment,  whose  finiw- 
ed  education,  and  whose  wise  and  judicious  management,  united  to 
make  her  a  very  acceptable  and  successfiil  teacher.  Under  her  SBpe^ 
intendence  and  instruction  the  school  prospered,  and  the  expectationi  ■ 
of  parents  and  guardians  were  met.  When  she  left  the  good  wisba 
of  those  who  employed  her  went  with  her. 

She  was  succeeded  in  the  Winter  Term  by  Miss  Addie  E.  Peck, 
whose  enterprise,  deep  interest  in  her  work,  and  whose  persevering 
labors  have  placed  the  school  in  its  present  eligible  position.  When 
employed  in  any  District  her  whole  heart,  lier  best  energiea,  and  ber 
whole  time  is  given  to  the  work  to  which  she  is  called.  She  does  not 
allow  scholars  to  be  idle  in  the  school-room,  and  gives  them  to  nndM^ 
stand  that  study  is  the  only  busiQess  of  school  hours,  and  that  order 
and  di%ence  are  the  two  essential  things  in  the  school-room- 
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The  School  in  District  No.  2,  has  been  tansht  by  Miis  Mary  S. 
Battey,  for  the  whole  year.  She  has  all  dae  merary  qaalifications. 
She  rules  by  love,  and  pves  none  of  her  scholars  occasion  to  feel  that 
she  is  not  the  kind  and  faithfal  teacher,  and  that  she  is  not  anxious  to 
have  them  learn.  The  parents,  whose  children  are  under  her  care, 
may  well  depend  upon  their  making  progress.  Her  heart  seems  fixed 
upon  the  good  of  her  scholars,  and  she  spares  no  pains  to  effect  this. 
Uer  love  for  the  acltool-room,  and  her  peculiar  interest  in  all  that  per- 
tains to  the  business  of  instruction,  mast  gain  the  observation  ot  aU 
'who  have  the  privilege  of  seeing  her  in  her  work.  Her  school  has 
been  in  a  prosperous  condition,  and  she  is  fully  entitled  to  the  credit 
of  it.    She  will  probably  not  want  for  employment  in  her  calling. 

The  School  in  District  No.  3,  was  taught  by  Miss  Addie  E.  Peck, 
daring  the  Spring  and  Fall  Terms.  She  commenced  the  Spring  Term 
with  reasons  to  teel  that  more  than  a  usnal  amount  of  caru  and  labor 
were  necessary  to  secure  a  character  to  the  school  which  it  oiight  to 
have.  Under  the  influence  of  a  purpose  to  strive  for  tho  accomplish- 
ment of  what  she  saw  wanting,  she  tcmt  to  her  teork,  and  one  term 
was  not  needed  to  show  that  she  was  steadily  approaching  the  point  at 
which  she  was  aiming.  During  both  the  Spring  and  Fall  Terms,  she 
was  very  successful  in  governing  the  school  and  giving  instruction,  and 
the  happy  results  of  the  two  terms  were  seen  at  the  examinations,  by 
parents  and  Town  Committee,  and  it  was  a  matter  of  much  regret  to 
the  members  of  the  District,  when  she  felt  to  say  "  that  she  could  keep 
the  school  no  longer."  The  school  is  in  fair  standing  as  one  of  the 
three  sisters.  t 

'The  School,  in  the  Winter  Term,  was  taught  by  Mr.  Samuel  Merry, 
whose  mind  and  enei-gies  have  been  given  to  the  work  of  teaching  a 
considerable  portion  of  the  time  for  years.  He  devoted  the  season  for 
which  he  was  employed  among  us  to  his  speeific  work.  He  was  a 
good  disciplinarian,  and  insisted  not  only  upon  obedience  to  authority, 
but  upon  the  maintenance  of  good  morals.  He  wished  to  have  become 
ing  things  around  the  school  house,  as  well  as  tn  it.  The  examination 
at  the  end  of  the  term  exhibited  progress  in  study,  a  healthful  state  of 
the  school,  and  was  very  pleasant  to  visitors  who  were  present  on  the
